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W4 ſo long an expefation of the Proceedings of 
© the whole War of Ireland, * as ( by an evil 
FR /ilence ) ſome interpretately queſtion, whe- 
ther there was any ſuch thing or no * Where- 
by thoſe Pamphlets, the Roman Catholicks of Ireland; have 
diſperſed through Europe, get Credit and Reputation ; That 
his Majcſtics Proteſtant Subjects, firſt fell upon and mur- 
ther'd them ; which © being ſo openly and frequently aſſerted 
( even on the very Place ) where thoſe dire Tragedles were 
afted, and that averr'd alſo in a time when many are yet 
living, who have ſeen and felt thoſe miſeries in themſelves, 
and their Relations, I could not but tet that drop from me, 
which might flow from others, niceneſs in this Caſe being the 
next degree to unfaithfulneſs ; Tet I cannot Jay, what I have 
perſued here- is not to be cavell d at, no ! that were to pre- 
ſume my fate were happier than others ; but I may aver, that 
nothing is impoſed on the Reader, but what I have either 
RecorF. publick, Evidences, credible Relations, or my own 
knowledge for its Ground ; ſearching the beſt Intelligence I 
could reach to, though in clearing ſome doubts, I have en- 
countred Obſtacles, I could not rationally have expedited, 
which I impute to my own misfortune, no ones Deſign; None 
( treated with) being ſo little affefied, as not frequently to 
deſire the digeſtion of a Hiftory, the Engliſh Intereſt in Ire- 
land was mot leſs comern'd in, then Humanity it 1 * The 
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To the Reader. 


horror and cruelty ( there committed) bidding defiance 
to whatſoever before had been atted in the World.

So that after all, if there be any Deficiency in what I ſhall 
relate, it may well be pardon d; where there hath been as 
much Artifice to parget Truths, as Countenance could reach 
to; though as to what may be objected, ( in reference to my 
Relation) I have been ſo cautious, that in Diſputes I have 
not let Intereſt biaſs me : no ! where I have found any Hu- 
manity, though it may be conjeflur d to proceed from ſelf-In- 
tereſt, that it may be return'd in pratitude, I have not de- 
ſignedly let it o're-ſlip me ; but of this nature there hath been 
little : inffeed the whole Scene hath been ſo barbarous, as I 
have ſcarce found any into whoſe wound the Traveller hath 
pour d Oyl: and yet willingly ( more then what a juſt ac- 
count of the Buſineſs requires) I would not feſter the leaſt Soar ; 
However I expett all will not think ſo, "tis natural for the 
Waſp to be angry; yet when it ſhall be weighed on what little 
reaſon the Iriſh more then the Engliſh, ( equally, if not beyond 
them, concern'd in all Levies, Oppreſſions, and Grievances, ) 
had to be enraged, pretending to be held in with a ruder Bir, 
I doubt not but the more Intelligent will allow them no common 
Sinners. 

I am not ignorant what examples ( ſome ſay) they had to 
encourage them to their Inſurrettion ; though that encourage- 
ment (' how conſidently ſoever affirmed to be their Guide) never 
commencd in Blood, or march'd on in Murthers and Surpri- 
ſals, 4 an innocent, naked, and unarm'd People, or ( at firſt ) 
ſeizd on thoſe ( much leſs murther d them ) who contrary to 

their Judgment, lived peaceably amongſt them : However it 
is not my intention, to mitigate the flame they light their 
Torches by ; all Rebellions being deteſtable z But certainly the 
Copy exceeded the Original, and what they would ſolely in- 
title to their Religion, ( as interdifled by the Age ) more 
juſtly is to be imputed, to their Deteſtation of the Engliſh Go- 
wvernment and Nation, which from the Conqueſt to this inflant, 
| hath been the grounds for all Rebellions, even when both Na- 
tions were drunk with the Wine of Romes Fornication ; So 
that though ſome ( to mitigate the Reſult of ſo horrid a Re- 
bellion ) 
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bellion ) place the grounds of it on Religion, which ( as my 
Lord Bacon obſerves ) Erects a Monarchy in the minds 
of Men, by. which they would enforce all to that yoke ; 
Tet it is evident, they never had ſo free an exerciſe of their 
Religion, ( under Pretexts of Civil Contratis, and Politick. 
Agreements, ) as when the Troubles began ; not ſo much then 
as the leaſt Violence being offer d to their Diana, nor after- 
wards, till they made it one of their principal Demands ; ſo 
that if at any time ( ſince or before ) they found a check. , 
That muſt be attributed to the rude and boiſterous beha- 
viour (as a Statiſt * ſcaſonably nores ) of ſome of them, 
who diſturb'd the happy Calm they all enjoy'd, rather then 
to any willing ſeverity in the State, whoſe bounty and ge- 
ncroſity towards them, hath ( by their ill uſage of the In- 
dulgcnce ) been interpreted a Product of the Kings At- 
tection to their Religion, not Tis charity and compaſſion 
towards their Perſons ; That thence ſome have proceeded 
to Acts, which have alienated the affections of thoſe, who 
deſired they ſhould not have been diſquieted ; Till Recuſancy 
began over-boldly to look Government in the Face ; in as much 
as' thence ſome have ſuſpefied whether Hannibal were not at 
the Gates : Elſe could any vaunt at home ? as others write to 
their Friends abroad, that they bope all will be well, and doubt 
not to prevail and win ground upon us ; in as much as ( meer- 
ly from this encouragement ) a Romanilt ( wel! obſerv'd by 
the Silver-Mouth Trumpet ) not long ſince congratulated in 
Print, That the Face of our Church began to alter, and the 
Language uf our Religion go change ; ( ſaith Sana Clara) 
So as if a Synod were held non intermixtis Peritanis, ( O 
thoſc arc Peſtilent tellows! )- our Articles and their Religion 
would ſoon be agreed. Upon which andorher Circum- 
ſtances, the learned and forcſceing Primate, Archbiſho 

U/her, once in an Aflembly of the whole Nation, wed 
That the Magiſtrates yielding to meet the PApiſts, as far as 
they might in their own way, inthefirſt Reformation in 
England, had Lion the experience of many years ) ra- 
ther hardned them in their Errors, then brought them to 
a liking of our Religion. This being their uſual faying, 
If our Fleſh be not good, why do you drink of our Broth 
The conſideration ot which, made King James of bleſſed 
memory, take notice *, That having after ſome time ſpent 
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{towed no ſmall labour,in compoling certain differencies we 
tound amongſt our Clergy, abour Rites and Ceremonies, 
heretofore Eſtabliſhed in this Church of England, and re- 
duc'd the ſame to ſuch an Order and Form, as we doubt 
not, but every Spirit thart 1s led only with Piety, and not 
with Humour, ſhall be therein ſatisfied; Ir appear'd unto 
us 1n the debating of thoſe Matters, that a greater Con- 
tagion to our Religion, then could ariſe from thoſelighr 
ditferencies, was imminent by Perſons, common Encmuies 
to them both ; namely, the great number of Prieſts, both 
Seminaries and Feſuits, abounding 1n this Realm, as well 
ot ſuch as were here before our coming to this Crown, as 
of ſuch as have reſorted hither ſince ; uſing their Functi- 
ons and Profeſſions with greater liberty, then heretofore 
they durſt have done, partly upon a vain confidence of 
{ome Innovation in matter of Religion, to be done by 
us, which we never intended, nor gave any man cauſe to 
expect, and partly upon the afſurance ot our general Par- 
don, grantcd according to the cuſtom of our ap. ca wa 
at our Coronation, for offences paſt, in the days 
of the late Queen, which Pardons, many of the ſaid 
Prieſts have procur'd under our pou Seal, and holding 
themſelves thereby free from the danger of the Laws, do 
with great Audacity, exerciſc all Offices of their Profcſhon, 
both ſaying Maſſes, perſwading our Subjects trom the 
Religion Eitabliſhed, and reconciling them to the Church 
of Rome, and by conſequence, ſeducing them from the 
true perſwaſion, which all Subyects ought to have of their 
Duty and Obedience to Us ; Of which though I might urge 
more, I have no itch to enlarge, their own Scourge may be 
their Puniſhment, Szpe in Magiſtrum ſcclera redicrunt ſua: 
Certain it was, the Iriſh hop d to ſhake off the Engliſh Go- 
vernment by that attempt ; but how improbable, a Series of 
500 years Sureſſion, ſufficiently evinces, every defeition in 
the People having rooted the Prince more intire ; that at 
length ( methinks) they ſhould be wean'd from further Aſ- 
ſays of that nature ; though where there are a People who look 
towards Egypt, there will not want ſome to cry out for a 
Captain to lead them. 

But to deſcant hereupon, is not my deſign, being willing to 
believe that Janus's Gates may henceforth be ſhut, Allegiance 
being the aim, not the pretence of their preſent $ w_—_ ; 
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What I here endeavour, is to clear by what Steps the late Re- 


bellion arrived at its Height, and how it came ( in ſo ſhort a 
time ) to ſweep all before it. 

In handling of which, I ſhall firſt ſhew the Condition of 
the Kingdom ſome years before the Rebellion. 

Then I ſhall ſpeak. of the preliminary Atts thereunto, and 
therein deteft the vanity of thoſe who would fix the Rebellion 
at firſt, upon a few diſcontented inconſiderable Perſons, a 
Rable ( Authors of all the Civil War that followed ) in Ulſter 
onely ; when the Plot was a long laid Deſign, determin'd by 
the main Body of the Nation; as Rory-Mac-Guire ingenu- 
ouſly told Colonel Audley Mervin*, That this great under- 
raking, was never the Act of one or 2 giddy fellows: We 
have ( ſaid he ) our Party in England, we have our Part 
in Scc:{and, that will keep ſuch (as would oppoſe us ) bu 
from ſcnding you any Aid : 1n as much, as I could tell 
you, who the Perſons were that were a for the 
Surpriſal of all the Places of Strength ; And in the Decla- 
ration of the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other Prelates of Ire- 
land, a: Jamestown, zhe 12. of Auguſt, 1650. It is there 
acknowledged, That the Catholick People of Ireland, ( fo 
not the Rable) in the year 1641. wereforc'd to take up 
Arms for the detence of Holy Religion, their Lives and 
Liberties, which ſome ( very induftriouſly) would fain wipe 
off, as being too undeniable an evidence of their inclinations, 
before thoſe vain pretences they fly to, ( as their main Subter- 
fuge ) drove them into the Net with others; Tet we ſhall herein 
ſo clear the folly of what they would have the World believe, as 
their Excuſe ſerves mainly to aggravate their Crime.

Afterwards I will fall on the Subjef, till the Ceſſation, ma- 
nag d by ſubtil Inſtruments of State ; Tet not without great 
Diſguſts ro ſome, highly improv'd to the event of what after- 
wards enſued. 

Then we ſhall proceed to the Concluſion , which ( betwixt 
the Ceſſation and that ) will appear to have many notable 
changes, ſuch as though ſome Hiſtories may lead you through 
many varieties, this more.

Whether one or other raiſes an Exception, the Story is T ragical ;

With occurrent Accidents before the break=- 
ing forth of the Rebellion 23* of 0Fob. 1641. 


, % Hough we date the Conqueſt of 7re/and from 
& the ſubmiſſion of the Kings and Natives there 
* to Henry the Second, 1172. yet on a truer 
a> eſtimate, we muſt conclude, that /reland was 
—— never really ſubjugated to the Crown of Erg- 
"land, till our Laws became as mantcabh 
$$ to the Natives, as the Engliſh, whereby each 
=» Party, without diſtin&tion, grew up together 
= into one Nation ; which was never effeCtual- 
WAIT ly vouchſated, till after 7ir-Oex's laſt ſub- 
miſfion at Mellifont, to the Lord Mountjoy, 1603. by which, the minds 
of the People were brokento the obedience of the Law, and after thar 
became ſo pliable, as near fourty years there ſeemed no material diſtin- 
Gion betwixt the Natives and other Inhabitants, each concentring in 
ſubje&tion to the Laws, making up but one Jury, living in mutual amity 
and friendſhip ; till Indulgence fo far became a miſchiet, as thence Con- 
ſpiracies hatch'd our ruine ; not diſcernable, ere the Monſter arriv'd at its 
Birth ; a Prodigy ſcarce credible in ſo vigilant a State : Though when 
it's confider'd how tenderly the great concerns of Religion (rhe principal 
wheels of all Commotion in a State ) were handled, the aſtoniſhment 
(that things aſpir'd to fo much Villany) may eaſily be unridFd. 

Towards the end of the Lord Falk/axd's Government ( there being 
great need of Money for ſupport of the ſtanding Army in treland, and 
maintaining .of 500 Horſe, and 5000 Foot ; much by extraordinary 
means having been otherwiſe diſpoſed) the Catholicks of Ireland ( glad 
of the occaſion ) ſeem'd very forward to ſupply the State, in hopes of a 
Connivance(if not a Toleration) of their Religion, though therein they 
were onely to bear their ſhare ( or rather offered their Mite ) with the 
Proteſtants ; whichthey improved to ſo great an infolence, as the Lord 
Falkland ( with the Council ) was forced to take notice in a Proclama- 
tion, dated the i/t. of April 1629. That the late Intermiſſion of Legal Pro- 
ceedings againſt Popiſh pretended Titulary Arch-bifhops, Biſhops, Abbots, 
Deans, Vicars General, Feſuits, Friers, and others of that ſort, that mor 
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ſoft or harder hand according to their diſcretions. W 


their pretended Authority and Orders from the See of Rome, ( in contempt 
of his Majeſties Royal Power and Authority ) had bred ſuch an extraordi- 
nary inſolence and preſumption in them, as he was neceſſitated to charge and 
command them, in his Majeſties name, to forbear the exerciſe of their Popiſh 
Rites and Ceremonies. | 
Notwithſtanding which, their Infolencies afterwards ſo increaſed, 
as that the power of the High Commilſion ( rais'd in reſpett of them \ 
being withdrawn, they erected a new niverfity at Dublin, to confront 
his Majeſties Co//edge there, continuing their Nunneries and Monaſte- 
ries; that thence many things were objected againſt the Lord Falk/and's 
Government : to clear which, the Council of 7reland ( in his defence to 
the King the 28h, of April, 1629.) declared, 7hat towards the inſolencies 
of the Papiſts, and the late outragious preſumption of the unſetled Iriſh ; in 
ſome parts your Deputy and Council of /ate us'd particular Abſtinence, 
holding themſelves ſomewhat limited concerning them by late Infinuations, 
Letters, and Direfions from England. And yet afterwards ſo mindful 
too were the Lords of the Council in England of what had been ( by the 
State of 7reland ) happily ſuppreſt, that the 31 of Fanuary, 1629. they 
return'd their acknowledgment, and pug the State of 7re/and in mind, 
How much it concern d the good Government of Iteland, to prevent in time 
the firſt growing of ſuch evils ; for that where ſuch People are permitted 
to ſwarm, they will ſcon grow licentious, and endure no Government but their 
own, which cannot otherwiſe be reſtored, than by a due and ſeaſonable execu- 
tion of the Law, and of ſuch Direftions as from time to time have been ſent 
from his Majeſty and Council, G&c. further encouraging them to carry a 
ic 11 do not find but 
they prudently. obſerv'd ; though all was too little to root out the Lever 
that had ſeaſon'd the Batch, during the Government of the then Lords 
Juſtices. ( As Dr. Bedel ( the Reverend Biſhop of X7lmore ) takes notice 
of at large, * with a deep and hearty reſentment, worthy his Piety, Cou- 
rage, and Learning) till the arrival of 7homas Lord Viſcount Wentworth, 
who by his ſingular Wiſdom, Courage,and quick Intelligence, ſo managed 
affairs there, (though ſome thought they were carried on too ſeverely ) as 
doubtleſs the Nation, in general, was never more ſeemingly in obedi- 
ence ; what ever afterwards was aggravated againſt that Noble Perſon, 
whoſe behaviour was leſs pleaſing to ſome men {( intereſs'd in the detecti- 
on of their moroſe and ſiniſter dealings) than to the Nation, which flon- 
riſh'd under his Auſpicious Government. Reverence is that wherewith 
Princes are girt from God : Yet then the contrivance of ſome Spirits was 
ſo reſtleſs, as A»no 16 34.(being the 107h. of King Charls the Firlt ') they 
deſign'd to have engag'd the Nation in a War, which one Ever Mac- 
Mahon ( an eminent Popiſh Prieſt ) privately diſcovered to ſome of the 
Privy Councilat Din, at whoſe feet he proſtrated himſelf tor mercy, 
having, with others been employ'd abroad to Foreign Princes ( v/z, the 
Pope, the Kings of France, Spain, andother Princes ) on that ſervice, as 
(in the Relation writ by the Lord Macquire in the Tower) is apparent, the 
Deſign having been of as ancient a Date, as the Iſle of Rhee's Enterpriſe, 
1628 About which time the Earl of 7yrone and Cardinal Richlzeu held 
an intimate correſpondence ; though the King of France's Wars then in 
Ttaly fruſtrated, for that time, the Inſurre&tion and Invaſion. Upon the 
diſcovery of which, Ever Mac-Mahox ſeeming penitent, had his Pardon : 
So that the thing being onely treated of in general, the prudence of the 
Governour 
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Governour ( giving the People no ſuſpicion that he feared it, and yet 
watched againit it ) blaſted their deſign :- The fame Providence we may 
alſo believe this Noble Perſon had inthe antecedent warnings, which 
the Reverend Dean of Xilmore particularly mentions*, thongh he (*in 
reference to the Intregues of State ) mov'd not fo viſibly as to make 
every one capable of his foreſight. Prime Miniſters are not to level their 
proccedings to the capacities ot all, who pretend vigilancy of the State : 
yet thence {during his Government) all things in the Publick proceeded 
with a ſerene countenance, ſo as the Lord Deputy Wentworth came tor 
England, and return'd into Treland ſeveral times, with his Majeſlies great- 
eſt Approbation, and the Peace of the Nation. | | 
Anno 1634. a Parliament was ſummon'd in Zrelang, by his motion ; 
1. For that the Contribution from the Countrey, towards the mainte- 
nance: of the Army, ended that December. 2. For that the Revenues there 
fell ſhort of his Majeſties Charges 20000 /. yearly. 3. That there was 
a Debt of $0000 /. upon the Crown. 4. For that there had been no Sub- 
ſidies but one ſince the beginning of King Fames's Reign ; and the Peo- 
ple were now grown wealthy, being continued in their Eſtates, who ever 
had enjoy'd them twenty years. By the Supply of which Parliament, 
the Lord Deputy paid the 80000l. Debt due from the Crown ; than 
which, nothing was more to his Majeſties Honour, and his Servants In- 


tegrity ;'in teltimony of which, his Majeſty * faith, That they can- 
| not but witneſs who know that Kingdom) that during the Government there 


by Lieutenants of his choice, that Kingdom enjoyed more Plenty and Peace 
than ever it had ſince it was under the ſubjettion of the Crown of England ; 
Trafick by Sea, and Trade by Land increas d, Values of Land improv'd, 
Shipping multiplid beyond belief, never was the Proteſtant Religion more 
advanc'd, nor the Proteſtants protefed in greater ſecurity againſt the Papiſt s; 
Inaſmuch as we muſt remember you ( the Parliament capitulating with him 
to nominate a Governour for /reland ) that the preſent Rebellion was be- 
gun when there was no Lieutenant there, and when the Power ( which had 
been formerly us'd in that Kingdom ) was queſtion'd and diſgrac'd ; when 
thoſe in the Parliament there ( by whom that Rebellion was hatch'd ) were 
countenanc'd in their Complaints and Proſecution. 

And as to the Progreſs of Religz/on there, receive from the Biſhop of 
Derry this account, in his Diſcourſe of the Sabbath ; * where { having 
occaſion to mention the incomparable and pious Primate, Archbiſhop 
Uſher ') hetakes notice, That having liv'd ſundry years a. Biſhop in the 
Province of Ulſter, whil/# the Political part of the care of that Church la 
heavy upon his ſhoulders, he prais'd God, they were like Candles in the Le- 
vitical Temple, looking one towards another, and all towards the Stem; no 
contention ariſing among, ſt them, but who ſhould hate contention moſt, and pur- 
Jue the Peace of the Church with ſwifteſt paces; inaſmuch as if the highs 
Soaring Counſels of ſome ſhort-wing' d Chriſt tans, whoſe eyes regarded nothing 
but the preſent Prey, with the Rebellious praftiſes of the Tri Enemy, tied 
together like Samſon's Foxes, with Firebrands at their tails, had not thruſt 
them away from the Stern, and chas'd them from their Sees with Bellona's 
bloody Whip : They might before this time, without either perſecution or 
noiſe, have given a more welcome and comfortable account of the Iriſh Church, 
than our Age is likely to produce. | 

The laſt time this Noble Perſon ( the Ear! of Straford ) enter'd Tre- 
land, was the 18th, of March, 1639. when he arriv'd at Dublin Lord 
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Lieutenant a little betore, having ( inan extraordinary Solemnity and 
conflux of Ambaſſadors and Peers ) been made Ear/ of Strafford; at 
which time he appear'd in Parliament (begun the 16zh. ot March, in the 
14th, of King Charles the I.) expreſſing his Majeſties Neceſlities in ſuch 
terms, as immediately Four entire Subſidies ( without further expoſtula- 
tion ) were unanimouſly conſented unto ; the, freedom of which added 
much to the largeneſs of the gift, with which he rais'd 8000 Foot, and 
1000 Horſe, additional to the Veterain Forces, which ( at the breaking 
forth of the Rebellion) conſiſted but of 22.97 Foot, and 943 Horſe. And 
ſo having ſetled his Majeſties affairs in /re/and, he went tor England to 
the Parliament at Weſtminſter, ſummon'd by his Mediation the 1 37h. of 
April, 1640. being attended from 7reland with the acclamations of the 
whole Houſe of Parliament, yet legible, in a very remarkable manner, in 
the Preamble of their Act of Subſidies, Arno 16 Car. 1. yet afterwards we 
know his fate. Never ( writes Perinſhief ) ſufficiently bewail'd by the 
King, till the iſſue of his blood drid up thoſe of his tears. All the aCtions of 
his Government were narrowly ſifted, and though »o oze thing ( after the 
mercenary Tongues of the Lawyers had endeavour'd to render him a 
Monſter of men ) could be found Treaſon, many accumulated were ſo 
voted. Thathim ( whom even now the Parliament of /re/and extolled 
as an excellent Governour, and one for whoſe due and ſincere Adminiſtra- 
tion of Juſtice, they had principally conſented to ſo great a Su#/tdy ) they 
afterwards purſued as the cauſe of all their miſchiets, and ſo by their 
Agents (even thoſe who afterwards complotted the Rebe//ion ) incens'd 
the Parliament at Weſtminſter againſt him, as they denied all that they 
had attributed to his Worth, fixing on him what-ever might contribute to 
a previous Government, or the Kingdom's impoveriſhment ; the tate of 
which cannot be better clear'd, than by what his Majeſty, in a full 
Council at White-ha/ the 27th. of Fan. 1540. ſeem'd clearly to acquieſce 
in, upon the Earl of S$zrafford's avowing of the Anſwer to the 7ri/h Re- 
monttrance againſt him, ordering, that a Copy thereof ſhould be torth- 
with given, by the Clerk of the Council, to the Committee of reland 
then attending upon him ; ſince Regiſtred among the publick Records. 

Thus was this great Man accuſed, thus juſtifi'd ;. yet all wasnot ſuffi- 
cient to exempt him fromthe deſtruftive Bill of Attainder, Auggeſting, 
His tyrannous and exorbitant Power over the Liberties and Eſtates of his 
Majeſties Subjetts in Ireland, laying and aſſeſſing of Soldiers by his own au- 
thority upon the Subjett, againſt their conſent ; ſaying alſo, that he had an 
Army in Ireland, which his Majeſty might make uſe of to reduce this King- 
dom, meaning England, as appears by the At which paſſed the 10h. of 
May, 1641. His Majeſty nerd Sign'd a Commitiion to the Earl of 
Arundel, the Lord Privy Seal, the Lord HighChamberlain, and others, 
to that intent ; which had an after Af, wacating the authority of the pre- 
cedent for future imitation ; ſufficiently thereby ( ſaith his Majeſty ) zet- 
ling the World, that ſome remorſe touched even his moſt implacable Enemies, 
as knowing he had very hard meaſure, and ſuch as they would be loth ſhould 
be repeated to themſelves. 

And that it might remain to Poteſterity ( to whom the Age is accom- 
ptable for her Actions ) what he ſuffered in his Trial, and by what arti- 
fices he was brought to it, the Act for the reverſal of the Earl of Srraffords 
Attainder, Anno xiv. Car. IL tully ſhows; to which it may ſeem imperti- 
nent to add more, Hiſtories, and the Occurrences of thoſe tunes, having 
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preſented his Attions at his Trial more ſignificant than I dare pretend to, 
luch a Scene of Juſtice(attended with that Magnificence in its Structure, 
ſuch Seats tor their Majeſties, for Ambaſſadors, and the moſt diſcerning 
Audience of England) not being to be parallel'd. Therefore I ſhall con- 
clude ( as to Him) with what his Majeſty ſpeaks in his "Emoy Baonury, 
That his great abilities were fared to create in him great confidence of un- 
dertakings, and this was like enough to betray him togreat Errors, and 
many Enemies, whereof he could not but contratt good ſtore, while moving 
in ſo high a Sphere, and with ſo vigorous a Luſtre, he muſt needs ( as the 
Sun) raiſe many envious Exhalations, which, condens'd by a Popular Odium, 
were capable to caſt a Cloud upon the brighteſt Merit and Integrity, &c. 
Tet ( faith this Excellent King ) 7 could never be convinchd of any ſuch crimi- 
nouſneſs in him ( having heard all the particulars of his great Cauſe from 
one end to the other) as willingly to expoſe his life to the ſtroke of Juſtice, 
and the malice of his Enemies. However, He uffered on 7Tower-hi/ the 
12th. of May, 1641. taking his death with as much Chriſtianity as Cou- 
rage ; though ſome account nothing Chriſtian that is not Effeminate, of 
whom we ſhould fay more, but mult refer the reſt to what is extant in 
Print. 

The 19th. of May following, Robert Earl of Leiceſter * was deſigned 
by. his Majeſty Lord Lieutenant of Zre/and, newly return'd from his Em- 
bafly in France, where he had diſcharg'd his Truſt with ſingular Pru- 
dence and Courage, as he had done betore in Denmark, and elſewhere : 
The choice of whom exceedingly endear'd his Majeſties Wiſdom to the 
moſt knowing and intelligent Party of the Nation ; the Earl having been 
one never enzag'd in Monopolies ( one of the Grievances of the Times) 
or the publicx Complaints of the Kingdom ; but being long experienc'd 
in State-affairs, promiſed nothing fave his Majeſties Honour, and the 
Kingdoms ſecurity ; * Being thought by his knowledge in Martial Afairs, 
and other his great Abilities, to be, no doubt, abundantly capable to reduce 
the Iriſh to a due obedience. Yet after all, having attended his Majeſty at 
Tork, and other Places, as the Court mov'd, for his Diſpatch, he came in 
Novem.to Cheſter, in expeCtation of an eaſie remove thence into 7reland ; 
but falling indiſpos'd at Cheſter,was commanded back to Oxford about the 
beginning of Fay. 1642. ſo as in concluſion, he,ever going,never went. His 
ſtay was at firſt reſented by the King,then the Parliament; to evidence the 
truth, he writes a Letter from Tork to the Earl of Northumberland, (which, 
by Order of Parliament the 262. of Septemb. 1642. was printed) where- 
in he writes, That he beſought his Majeſty, that he might not be ſtaid at 
Court, for that the Afﬀairs of Ireland requir'd his ſpeedy repair thither ; 
or at leaſt that ſome Governour ( if he were not thought worthy of it) ſhould 
be preſently ſent into that Kingdom. And upon the 21 of Septemb, he ap- 
pear'd in Parliament, informing the Houſes, That he could never ( ſince 

his firſt going to his Majeſty) get his Commiſſion Sea'd till the 182h. of 
Septemb. referring himſelf to the pleaſure of the Houſes, whether they 
would diſpatch him for /re/aud or no. Whereupon the 1/f. of Oftober fol- 
lowing, his Caſe was again debated, and it was Voted ( for the future ) 
That the faid Earl ſhould not pur in execution any Inſtru&ions from his 
Majeſty ( concerning the Afﬀairs jn Ireland) until ſuch time as they 
ihould be made known and approved by them. After which, my 
things (in his Inftructions ) were debated ; andit being mov'd the 47 z 
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of Novemb. (ina Conterence of the Houſes) that he was ready to ſet for- 

ward for that Service, he had his Diſmiſs. So as {I have faid | he came to 
Cheſtzr, and was remanded back to Oxford ; the important A fairs of 
Ireland being in another Channel than as yet they appear'd viſibly to run 
in. Though it was a good while after betore he had his diſcharge trom 
that Employment, being kept in ſuſpence, till others had pertected their 
Deſign, by which there accrued to him a great Arrear, ſomewhat con- 
ſider'd in the ACt of Settlement, though ſhort of what he was prejudic'd 

thereby. 

Upon the Earl of S?raffords quitting Ire/and, Chriſtopher Wendesford 
Eſq; Maſter of the Rolls, the 3d. of April, 1640. was ſworn Lord Depu- 
ty : He managed the Government with much Policy, advantage to his 
Majeſty, and faithfulneſs to his intimate Friend and Ally, the Earl of 
Strafford ; adjourning the Parliament in November following, ſomewhat 
to the dis-fatisfa&tion of the Members, who ( before their Diſſolution ) 
made ſhift to form a Remonſtrance againſt the Earl of Straford, which 
he would have prevented to have been ſent for Erg/and, could he,as he 
endeavour'd, have ſtaid the Committee * of the Parliament in 7reland 
from going over, the greateſt part of which were Papiſts, which the 7ri/þ 
took as a good Omen : But he being not able to hinder them, ( they 
finding conveniences from every oa grew thereupon much difcon- 
tented; and having quick intelligence how affairs were carried againſt 
the Earl of Szrafford: He died the 3d. of December following, betwixt 
whom ' even from their Youth) there had been an eſpecial intimacy, nor 
did it afterwards grow cooler ( but more {trengthned ) in Judgment. 

After his deceale, Robert Lord Dillon, of Kilkenny-Weſt, and Sir W:l- 
liam Parſons, Knight and Baronet, Maſter of the Court of Wards, Decemb. 
30. were ſworn Lords Juſtices : But it was not long before the Committee 
of 7reland ( then at Court) ſoprevail'd, as that his Majeſty diſplac'd the 
Lord Dillon, a Perſon of notable Parts, and one ( by his Son's Marriage 
with the Earl of Straford's Siſter ) paſſionately concern'din the Ear/'s 
Caſe. 

Yet leſt the Execution of his Majeſties Graces to his Subjects of 7re- 
land ( obtain'd by their late Committee's follicitation ) ſhould be deterr'd 
till -hoſe ( who were defign'd to ſucceed the Lord Dz/on ) were in Office, 
his Majeſty was pleas'd to direct a Letter, dated the 42h. of Fanuary, in 
the 16th. year of his Reign, to his Privy Council of 7re/and, and Sir W:- 
liam Parſons and Sir John Borlaſe ( then deſign'd Juſtices ) to grant 
(amonegſt-other things ) that his Subſidies there ſhould be reduced to a 
leſſer rate than formerly ; and that all Letters dire&ted to the Lord De- 
puty, Juſtices, Chief Governour or Governours, or toany other Officers 
or Miniſters of that Realm, either concerning the publick Afﬀairs, or pri- 
vate Intereſts of any Subject there, might be entred into his S7gnet-Offce 
in Exgland, to the end that they might be (upon occaſion) tound to take 
Copies of, tor the Subjects better information in ſuch publick things as 
may concernthem; as alſo that all Diſpatches from 7re/and ſhould tafely 
be kept apart, that like recourſe may be had to them for the better ſa- 
tisfaction of the Subject, who ſhall be concern'd therein. And whereas in 
the former Governour's time, there were endeavours to hinder ſome 
Agents of Parliament to have recourſe into Eng/and, his Majeſty taking 
notice, That foraſmuch as the Committee of the Parliament of Ireland , 
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John Bellew Eſq; and Oliver Caſlel, with others employ'd thence, have re- 
pair d into his Kingdom of A to repreſent their Grievances : He 
hath manifeſted his gracious condeſcenſrons to them, admitting them into his 
Royal Preſence, forbidding his Counſellors in Ireland, or any other Officer, 
or Miniſters of that State, to proceed any ways againſt them, or any of them, 
for the ſame. And that his Subjedts ſhall have Copies of Records, Certifi- 
cates, Orders of Council, Publick Letters, or other Entries for the Declara- 
tion of their Grievances made. In gratetul acknowledgment of which, 
the Parliament then ſitting the 107, of Fehr. 1640. order'd, That the ſaid 


Letter ſhould be forthwith Entr d amongſt the Ordinances and Records of 


that Houſe. So that if there had not been a general detection, long an- 
vil'd in the minds of that People, theevent of ſo unnatural and horrid a 
Rebellion ( as few months atter happen'd ) couldnot have been the iſſue 
of ſuch remarkable Condeſcenſions. TIO VOY | 

The 10th. of Felr. 1640. his Majeſty inſtituted Sir William Parſons, 
Maſter of the Court of Wards, ( before mention'd ) long experienc'd in 
the Afﬀairs of Jre/and, and Sir John Borlaſe Knight, Maſter of the 
Ordnance, Lords Juſtices, One well known to his Majeſty by the 
Eminency of his Imployments abroad, and the opinion Z7e had of 
his integrity and skill in Military Afﬀairs, the Diſcipline of the Arm 
having been ever under his Charge fince his arrival there: 7heſe , writes 
an /{onourable Perſon * \ appli'd themſelves with all manner of gentle Le- 
nitives, to mollifie the ſharp humours rais'd by the rizid paſſages of the for- 
mer Government ; They declar'd themſelves againſt all ſuch proceedings, as 
they found any way varying from the Common Law ; 7 hey rave all due en- 
couragement to the Parliament then fitting, endeavouring the reaſonable 
eaſe and contentm?nt of the People, freely aſſenting to all ſuch Acts as re- 
ally tended to the Legal Reformation ; They betoo& themſelves wholly to the 
advice of the Council, and caus'd all matters, as well of the Crown as Po- 
pular Intereſts, tobe handled in his Majeſties Courts of Juſtice; no ways 
admitting the late exorbitances ( ſo bitterly decried in Parliament \ of Paper 
Petitions or Bills in Civil Cauſes, to be brought before them at the Council- 
board,or before any other by their Authority; reducing ( by his Majeſties ap- 
probation" the Subſidies from 40000 |. a Subſidy,to 12000 |. a Piece. Bring- 
ing all things to that compliance, as beſt ſuited with his Majeſties Interelt, 
and the quiet of the Nation, that (ifit were poſſible) there might not be 
the leaſt diſcontent or jealouſie rais'd amongit the People; and, for a 
ſeaſon, all things ſeem'd ſo peaceable, as never any Government was leſs 
excepted againſt, Yetthen, inthe end of the year 1640. his Majeſty ( be- 
ing inform'd of an intention to raiſe Troubles in 7re/and) commanded 
Sir Henry Vane, his Principal Secretary, to write unto theſe Lords Ju- 
ſtices this Letter,

| [- Majeſty hath commanded me to quaint your Lordſhips with an 


advice given him from abroad, and confirmd by his Miniſters in 
Spain and elſewhere, which in this diſtemper'd time, and conjuntture of 
affairs, deſerves to be ſeriouſly confider'd, and an eſpecial care aud watch- 
fulneſs to be had therein; which is, That of late there have paſſed from Spain 
(and the like may well have been from other Parts \ an unſpeakable number 
of Triſh Church-men for England and Ireland, and ſome good old 1.

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under pretext of asking leave to raiſe men for the King of Spain ; whereas 
it is obſerv'd ( among the Iriſh Friers there) a whiſper runs, as if they 
expetted a Rebellion in Ireland, axd particularly in Connaght. Wherefore 
his Majeſty thought fit to give your Lordſhips this notice, that in your wiſ- 
doms you might manage the ſame with that dexterity and ſecrefie, as to diſ- 
cover and prevent ſo pernicious a Deſign, i any ſuch there ſhould be, and to 
have a watchful eye on the proceedings and attions of thoſe who come thither 
from abroad, on what pretext ſoever. And ſo herewith T reſt.

Which was delivered to the Lord Juſtice Parſons, and ſince his death 
found in his Study, and by Sir Fames Barry, Lord Baron of Santry, ( a 
right Honourable and worthy Perſon ) preſented to his preſent Majeſty ; 
who look'd upon it as a precious Jewel, diſcovering his Father's Royal 
thoughts towards the preſervation of his Proteſtant Subjects and People. 
But how far it was at firſt communicated, is uncertain, though being of 
ſo great a Truſt, it may very well be believed to have been often refle- 
&ed on with caution and prudence: Certain it is, that notwithſtanding 
that therewas an 7tem, that there ſhould be an eſpecial care againſt le- 
vying of Soldiers for Spain, yet Colonel Fohn Barry, Colonel 7 aaff, Co- 
lonel Garret Barry, and Colonel Porter, had all Warrants to tranſport 
4000 Men. thither, which ſeveral of the Houſe of Commons in 7reland, 
and England too, with much artifice ( though with divers ends ) endea- 
vour'd to prevent on plauſible terms ; As that, from the experience of 
what they might learn abroad, they afterwards might prove 1ll Infſtru- 
ments at home; whereas it was more neceſlary, that they ſhould be em- 
ploy'd on Husbandry, whereof that Kingdom had great need. And many 
of the ative men of the Houſe of Commons in JTreland, as Darcy the 
Lawyer, Plunket, Chevers, Martin, and others, urg'd their ſtay, with a 
paſſion ſeemingly. much concern'd, for that, amongſt many Reaſons, 
which TI will notundertake ( at fo long a diſtance ) poſitively to remem- 
ber, (rough I had the honour to be a Member of that Houſe) yet I can- 
not forget, that their chief Argument was drawn from the Spaniards 
having long born an ill will to Eng/and and her Empire: And therefore 
they did not know ( mark the infinuation ) how ſoon thoſe very Regiments 
( acquainted with every Creek of the Kingdom) might be return'd on their 
own Bowels, having naturally a love to their Religion, which ſuch an Tn- 
cendiary ( as the King of Spain ) might ſoon inflame to the higheſt prejudice. 
Which I the longer inſiſt on, for that the Colle&ion of Murthers commit- 
ted on the 7riſh ( publiſhed by R.S. 1662. ) would infinuate ( the better 
to invalidate the Abſtract of Murthers committed by the 1ri/þ ) that 
the Catholick Members of the Houſe of Commons in 7reland never hin- 
dred (as that Abſtract affirms) the Tranſportation of the Earl of Szraf- . 
fords disbanded Soldiers into Spain, purpoſely to advance the Rebe/ion, 
which is clear they did: Inafmuch as upon theſe and other Arguments, 
their Tranſportation was deferr'd ; though if the diſcontented 7ri/h Ar- 
my had been diſpoſed of beyond-Sea ( according to the Contracts with 
the French and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors) it was very clear, as is judicially 
affirmed, that there could have been no Rebellion 1n /re/and, the es 
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and Means thereof having been thereby taken away ; though ſome were 
of opinion, that where-ever theſe Forces had been, they could yet eaſily 
have been brought over again, (as others have been ſince ) the principal 
Heads of the Rebels Army being led by old experienc'd Soldiers, who 
(at the breaking out of the Rebellion) were generally beyond-Sea, as the 
Leimſter Forces by Colonel Preſton, a branch out of the Houſe of Gor- 
manſton; the VIſter Forces by Owen Roe O-Neal, ( both bred in Flanders ) 
Munſter Forces by Garret Barry, and the Connaght Forces by one Burck ; 
animated with their Cauſe and the Pope's encouragement. And it cannot 
be denied, that the promiſcuous aureſs when of the Army ( lately rais'd of 
8000 Foot and 1000 Horſe) in J7reland, taught many of the Common 
Soldiers the uſe of Arms, who otherwiſe would have been ignorant 
thereof: And evil in Perrot's and Fztzwi/liam's Government, much took 
notice of, and by Camdex in his Elzz. Anno 1593. towards the end, ob- 
ſerv'd in the like caſe to be moſt improvidently done, as afterwards 
was found, the 7ri/þ being always diſloyal to the Eng/iſh. Upon which 
I cannot but refle&t on what Aztalcidas ( in Plutarch ® ) tells Ageftlaus, The life of 4 
of being ſorely hurt by the Thebans, That they had paid him his deſerved &/*««:, fel 
hire, for teaching them againſt their wills to be Soldiers, who before had 4g 
neither will nor Eu #0 fight. Certain it is, that moſt of theſe Soldiers thus 
rais'd) betook themſelves to the Rebels Party ; although very tew of their 
Officers ( if we may credit a late Hiſtorian ) were polluted with the 
crime. 

Yet notwithſtanding the Letrer fore-cited, and many troubleſome 
paſſages in Parliament, wherewith the Lords Juſtices and Council were 
not ſeldom alarnr'd, ( ſufficient to waken their confidence ) no Cloud, 
not the breadth of a hand, appear'd ; but the Lords Juſtices kept a fair 
correſpondence with the Parhament, giving all the furtherance they 
could to the going of their Committee into Eng/and, hoping that what 
his Majeſty ſhould be pleaſed to grant, (at their requeſts) might redound 
to the common benefit of the Nation. Neither did the Log, Tuftices or 
Council tranſmit unto his Majeſty, or any of the State of England, any 
mis-reprehenſions of the proceedings and actions of that Parliament, 
as ſome maliciouſly inſinuated ; in as much as a Noble Perſon, a Peer in 
the Lords Houſe, ſaid, That the Lords Fuſtices had always cheerfully re: 
ceiv'd their Requeſts and Meſſages, and were ready to comply with them z 
defiring that this their compliance might be entred in the ” £-Aaje} to the 
end that it might remain to Poſterity. Having by his Majeſties Com- 
miſſion, dated the 47h. of Faxuary, 1640. authority to Continue, Pro- 
rogue, or Determine the Parliament, as they thought fit ; which libert 
they indulg'd much to the freedom of the Parliament. However ( being 
reſoly'd, as the ſequel prov'd, to pretend any thing, rather thannot to 
have ſomeexceptions againſt the Government) the riſh Parliament ſent 
to his Majeſty a Declaration, therein magnifying the Six entire Subſi- 
dies they had given in the 107h. year of his Majefties Reign, and the 
Four Subſidies in the 5th. year of his Reign ; pretending moreover, 
that they had been ill preſented to his Majeſty, which wasclearly evinc'd 
to thecontrary, and ſeveral Graces vouchſat*d them thereupon. 

Amongſt other things, the State ( at that time) found difficult to do, 
the Disbanding of the new rais'd Army was not the leaft, which the 
Parliament of Eg/and had great jealouſies of, and beſought his Majeſty 
that it ſhould be Giffoly'd, In anſwer whereof, his Majeſty repli'd, That 
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the thing was already upon conſultation, but he found many difficulties in it, 
and therefore told the Parliament, He held it not onely fit to wiſh it, but 
to ſhow the way how it might conveniently be done. However, in Auguſt, 
1641. it was effeQtually pertorm'd, for which afterwards the Lords Fu- 
(ices had his Majeſties gracious approbation ; and the Arms and Ammu- 
nition were carefully brought into his Majeſties Stores, by the vigilance 
of the Maſter of the Ordnance, ( the Lord Juſtice Bor/aſe ) elle, certainly, 
moſt of thoſe Arms ( as well as the Men ) had been undoubtedly liſted 
in the Confederates Army ; which many of their Party ( inthe Houſe 
of Commons in 7reland ) having an eye to, made them ſo averſe to have 
them Disbanded. And the Plot proceeded, being ſo cunningly manag'd 
by ſome of the Members of Parliament, (ſubtilintheir infinuations) that 
many of the Proteſtants, and well-meaning people of the Houſe, ( blind- 
ed with an apprehenſion of Eaſe and Redreſs, lying under the ſame pre- 
tended Yoak with the reſt ) were innocently deco1'd into their aCting 
violently with them, Hence Sir Richard Bolton, Lord Chancellor of 
Treland, was impeach'd of High Treaſon, and others of the prime Officers 
and Miniſters of State, were Articled againſt ; yea, ſome of the B/hops 
were not ſpar'd, contrary to all prefidents of that nature, as was certifi'd 
by the Lords Fuſtices to the Principal Secretary, on ſearch made, upon his 
Majeſties commands, for that purpoſe. So as( beſides ) ſome of the attive 
men of the Houſe, Lawyers, Darcy, Martin, Plunket, Cuſack, Brown, 
Linch, Bodkin, Evers, and others, took upon them with much confi- 
dence to declare the Law, ro make new Expoſitions of their own upon the 
Text, as,That killing in Rebellion was no forfeiture of Lands *; and toframe 
21 Queries : Which in a ſolemn Committee of the Houſe, Adjourn'd 
from time to time, they diſcuſs'd at their own freedom in the Dining- 
Room at the Caſtle, diſdaining the moderate Qualifications of the 
Judges, (who gave them modelt Anſwers, ſuch as the Law and Duty to 
their Sovereign, would admit ) and in ſtead of them, vented their own 
ſenſe, as if the State were then in its Infancy, and from them meerly 
ro receive its Conſtitution ; as Sir Fohn Temple obſerves, reſolving upon 
an alteration in the Government, and drawing of it wholly into the 
hands of the Natives: Sir Phelim Oneal making it plain, in his Letters 
of Triumph to his Holy Confeſfor, That his purpoſes were Conqueſt, and 
not defence of Religion, his Majeſties Prerogative, or their Liberty. No! 
No King of England ( writes Mahony a Jeſuit ') nor Crown, nor People, nor 
ſtate of that Kingdom,having at any time, any kind of Right to the Kingdom 
of Ireland, or any part thereof ; that the Engliſh 7itle to it was but meer 
©ſurpation and Violence, and that therefore the old Natives (1.e. the meer 
Iriſh ) might chuſe and make themſelves a King of one of their own Iriſh; 
and in the then Circumſtances of Charles the Firſt of England's, being a He- 
retick,ought (1. e.) were bound in Conſcience, to do ſo, and throw off together 
the Toak both of Hereticks and Foreigners. Which Tenents, being rough- 
ly drawn, the Confederate /ri/þ ſeem'd afterward to condemn (ftorſooth ) 
in a Council of their own at X/kenny : Yetit is very obſervable ( and 
that from Walſh himſelf ) who fays, He cannever forget it ( having ex- 
traordinary great admiration thereat ) That there was not one in the Na- 
tional Congregation ( met by an extraordinary favour the 11th. of June, at 
Dublin, x 566) that open'd once his mouth for confeſſion of auy Villanies com- 
mitted againſt the King,” at any time in the late Rebellion, or Civil War, 
or even to ſpeak a word for ſo much as a general Petition to be exhibited 
MY to 
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to his Majeſty, imploring his Majeſties gracious Pardon. Notwithſtanding 
the firſt Rebellion 1641. and what follow'd upon the Nuncio's acceſs, and 
the violation of the firſt Peace 1646. and the Nuncio's Cenſares againſt the 
Ceſſation with the Lord 7zchequin, and the Peace 1648. And the Decla- 
ration and Excommunication of the Biſhops at Fames-7own 1650, againſt 
the Lord Lieutenant the Marquis of Ormond, and thoſe who obey'd him. 
Emphatically enough e xpreſt by P.W.No. 1. ( Heenforces this Argument 
further) There was #0 crime ( writes he ) at all committed by All or any 
of the Roman Catholick Clergy of Ireland, nor even at any time, nor in any 
occaſion or matter hapen'd ſince the 23d. of Oltober, 1641. that needed Pe- 
titioning for Pardon, either for themſelves, or any other of the Iriſh Clergy ; 
if we muſt believe the Biſhop of Ardagh, Patrick Plunket, pleading for 
them in ſo expreſs terms, and the tacit approbation of his words by the uni- 
verſal ſilence of that Aſſembly. In purſuance of which, the Proteſtant Com- 
miſſioners of Zreland ( intheir Anſwer to the Objections the Rebels 
Agents put in againſt the Preamble of the Bill of Settlement \) took no- 
tice, that ( inthe whole Volume of Papers which were put in by the 
Catholicks about that Afﬀair ) there was not one grateful Acknowledg- 
ment, or ſo much as one civil mention of his Majeſties ſingular Con- 
deſcention. They having the favour to inſpe&t that Act of Settlement, 
and object as they pleas'd, as if all his Majeſty could do for them were 
no more than he ought. And further it is theſe Commuſſioners obſerya- 
tion, That inall the 7riſh Papers, they do not own the ſlaughter of fo 
many thouſands to be a Rebellion, or once give the Title ot Rebels to 
thoſe who were the firſt Agents in that horrid and bloody Maſlacre ; 
which being not acknowledged by them, more eaſily abſolves the rude- 
neſs of their Ingratitude for his Majeſties favours. And a Perſon of Ho- 
nour (in his Animadverſions on Fanaticiſm *, who deſerves much for his 
excellencies inthe caſe) takes notice, That no Catholick ever made any pro- 
feſſion againſt the Rebellion, or manifeſted his deteſtation or diſlike of zt 
by any publick Writing, that the Deſign ſeem'd a Birth acceptable to the Ca- 
tholick Community. And the Pope, by his Nuncio afterwards (_to whom 
the general part of the Clergy and Natives adhear'd ) in etie& maintain'd 
what Mahony had deliver'd for wholeſome Doctrine, accounting the 
Popes Bulls, and InterdiQtions, and Abſolutions, ( how long ſoever ſince 
publiſh'd \ ſtill in the ſame force and vigour, as they were the firſt day 

of their publication. And it is very few years fince ( writes this Honou- 

rable Perſon * ') that .( upon the meeting of the Secular and Regular Clergy 

of Ireland, before-mention'd, to frame an Addreſs to the King in teſtimony 

of their obedience, diſclaiming any Temporal Authority in the Popes ) the 

Court of Rome was ſo alarm'd by it, that Cardinal Barbarin writ to them, 

to defiſt from any ſuch Declaration, putting them in mind, that the King- 

dom of England was /ti} under Excommunication. And Walſh acquaints us 
at large oft Mac-Mahoy, the 1riſh Jeſuits printed Book of the lawfulneſs of 

killing, not onely all the Proteſtants, but even all ſuch of the Roman Catho- 

lick Iriſh, who Trould ſtand for the Crown of England, and the Rights of the 

King to Ireland. A Tenent agreeable to Sa/amanca's approbation of Oea!'s 

Rebellion, 1602. inſtigated by Pope Clement the 8th. whereby it's de- 

clared, That all Catholicks who followed the Engliſh Standard againſt 

Prince Oneal, mortally fanned. And Oſulevan the Prieſt, in King Fames's 

Reign, faid, /r was a Dottrine fetch'd from Hell, that Catholicks in Ire- 

land ſhould joyn with the Queens Forces, which were Proteſtants, againſt 
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the Rebels, Catholicks, in Ireland, and that ſuch Engliſh ought to be no 
leſs ſet upon than the Turks. So that whatſoever p 77 Tenents have 
been broach'd of late, as to perſwade us the Adder is without ſting, the con- 
trary hath been writteu in letters of blood, not in his Majeſty's Kingdoms 
only, but whereſome-ever the Papal Power was exalted, That perſons pro- 
feſſing the Reformed Religion, are but Tenants at Will for their Lives and 
Fortwnes, and through Centuries of Ages it appears, that as their Fleeces 
grow, they are ſhorn, till a time of ſlaughter be g—_— That hence we 
may ſee, at what we ſhould have arriv'd, had the 7ri/þ been fortunate in 
theirattempt ; for though the loyal Formulary or Remonſtrance ( highly 
magnified by ſome ) may ſeem a Bond of Iron, it may eaſily ( by the 
Pope ) become weaker than a Rope of Straw. 
During the Summer Seſſions of Parliament ( already ſpoke of ) where- 
in the Heads of the Rebellion were cloſely complotting, ſome under a 
ſuſpicion, that the Earl of Szrafford's Servants (1n revenge of their Lord's 
death ) intended a Miſchief to the Parliament, mov'd the Houſe, and 
accordingly had Orders, that the Lords Fuſtices would let his Majeſty's 
Stores ( tor Powder and Arms ) be ſearch'd, which ( by a Committee 
they ſo curiouſly perform'd, as they turn'd over ſeveral improbable Cheſts 
to find it out ; and when they had ſeen that there was none, according 
to what the Officers of the Ordnance had before afſur'd them, yet they 
ſeem'd unſatisfied, and repair'd ( on a new Order ) to the Lords Fuſti- 
ces, to beadmitted to ſee the Stores of Powder and Arms, plac'd in other 
Parts in and about the Caſtle: To whom the Lord Juſtice Borlaſe ( Ma- 
ſter of the Ordnance,principally intereſs'd in ſecuring his Majeſties Stores) 
anſwer'd, That thoſe were the King's precious Jewels, not to be ( with- 
out ſpecial Cauſe) thewed, aſſuring them further, that they needed not 
to be atraid, for that, upon his Honour, there was no Powder under- 
neath either of the Houſes of Parliament, as at the Trial of the Lord Mac 
Quire, at the King's Bench in Weſtminſter, was openly in Court teſtified 
by the Lord Blazey, a great ſufferer, a worthy and gallant Perſon, the 
{aid Lord Juſtice Borlaſe, having at that time ſuch a motion in his blood, 
( upon the importunity of that enquiry ) as he would afterwards often 
mention that aC&tion of theirs, as aiming ( how ſlightly ſoever then look- 
ed on by others) at ſome further mark, than was then diſcernable: So 
that at that inſtant he denied them, whereat they ſeem'd diſcontented, as 
being left in uncertainty, in what ſtate his Majeſty's Stores ſtood, which 
they deſired particularly to know ( the late new Army being disbanded 
then, and their Arms broughtin ) that ifthe Powder and Arms were not 
there, they might find them elſewhere ; or if there, then ({ by the in- 
tended furprize') to be ſure of them, and to know where ( on the ſudden) 
to find them : In which ſearch, the Lord Mac Quire was a chief aCtor, 
and very inquiſitive. 

Thus, in order to their Defgn, they made ready for the Buſineſs, paſ- 
ſing that Seffion of Parliament ( began the xi. of May 1641. ) tor the 
molt part away in Proteſtations, Declarations, Votes upon the Queries, 
the ſtay of Souldiers from going over Seas, and private Petitions, little to 
the good of the Common-wealth, or advancement of his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, whereof the Lords Fuftices and Councet having notice, finding with- 
al, rhat the Popiſh Party in both Houſes grew to ſo great a height, as 
was ſcarce compatible to the preſent Government, they imparted ( by a 
Meſlage to both Houſes the 14th. of Fuly following ) their intention to 

give 
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give a receſs tor ſome months, the harveſt coming on, and both Houſes 


growing thin: Which intimation of a receſs both Houſes readily afſented 
to; ſo that the 7th. of Auguſt, the Lords Juſtices adjourn'd the Houles to 
the gth. of November following, which afterwards the Members of Par- 
liament aggravated as a great unkindneſs, the Committee of Parliament 
being expected from England, and arriv'd at Dublin near the end of 4u- 
guſt : Whereas , when the Parliament was adjourn'd, ( and betore 

there was no certainty of their Committee's return, the Earl of Roſcom- 
mon, who ( few days before )) coming from England, expreſling in plain 
terms, that the Bills deſired were nor likely ( inany ſhort time ) tobe 
diſpatch'd, as the Letters from the 7riſh Committee at London, ( which 
this Lord brought over ) inform'd too ;; and, That they were daily about 
their diſpatch, but could not gueſs when they might have it. Yet ( as1I 
have took notice) in Auguſt, beyond expeftation, the Committee re- 
turn'd, upon whoſe arrival, the Lords Juſtices and Councel ( deſirous to 
give them all ſatisfa&tion imaginable ) ſate daily compoſing of Acts, to 
be | room the next Seſſions of Parliament, for the benefit of his Majeſty, 
and the good of his Subjects, on which the Members of Parliament then 
at Dublin, and their Committee ( newly arriv'd ) feem'd with great 
contentment to retire into the Countrey, the Lords Juſtices torthwith 
ſending Briets to all the Ports in the Kingdom of the Graces concerning 
Cuſtoms, commanding the Officers punctually to obey thoſe his Maje- 
{ty's Directions, particularly what-ever concern'd Wool, Tobacco, as all 
other things of that nature, wherein his Majeſty had been pleas'd to gra- 
tifie the Committee. They gave Order alfo for drawing a Bill, tor re- 
peal of the Preamble of the Act of Subſidies. They alſo deſired Sir W1/- 
am Cole and Sir Fames Montgomery ( two of the Committee ) if they 
could ever take the Afſizes in the County of Z/fer, to give publick no- 
tice toall the Undertakers, of what his Majeſty had graciouſly granted 
and intended to them ; which accordingly they undertook to do, the 
Lords Juſtices leaving (as they thought) nothing omitted, which might 
evidence their comphlance with his Majeſty's gracious Intentions, ating 
( during this receſs of Parliament ) ſo vigilantly, and with that vigor, in 
relation to all the Committee's Tranſactions in Exgland, and his Maje- 
ſty's Service, that they had little time ( if __, to ſpare for their other 
occaſions; that if we refle& on their unwearied and faithful Endeavours, 
it cannot but be imputed as the greateſt a& of ingratitude ( that ever a 
Nation was guilty of ) to calumnaate fuch a Government,which had been 


mainly inſtrumental to accompliſh thoſe Graces, that Favour, ſuch Indul- 


gence, as never any of his Majeſty's Predeceflors would vouchſate. 

Yet then ( in the midſt of this Condefcention ) many of thoſe ( even 
the major part which were Papiſts) who had been thus graciouſly heard 
by his Majeſty, countenanc'd in Exg/and,carafſed at Court, moſt treache- 


rouſly conſpired againſt his Crown and Dignity, the original of this Re- 


bellion being brought over \ Oe Prifley of Mac-Mahon ) by the Iriſh 
Committee, who were imployed by the Parliament to his Majeſty, tor 
the redreſs of their Grievances in that Kingdom, complotting thereby 
the moſt execrable and bloody Rebellion Hiſtory can parallel, improving 
their Neighbourhood ( at that time) toa mighty acceſs of Viſits and 
Freedom, eſpecially in 7//fer, where the Jrifþ ſeem'd to mind nothing 
elſe but Entertainment, lodging ( under colour of friendſhip) the night 
betorethemfelves, with thote whom they intended to kill the next morn- 
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ing. That with his Majeſty ( in his Solitude ) I may fay that ; That Sea 
of Blood, which theſe Men have cruelly and barbarouſly ſhed, i enough to 
drown any Man in eternal both infamy and miſery, whom God ſhall find the 
malicious Author or Inſtigator of this effuſion. And all this perpetrated, 
not tor Religion, ( as with great induſtry they endeavour to make foreign 
Princes believe ) No ! It was their inbred malice and hatred to the Eng- 
liſh, which ( from the firſt Conqueſt to this preſent ) may ( by very 
ſad Examples ) be clearly demonſtrated, all Rebellions to Hex. 8. his 
time ( that the Reformation in Religion ſeem'd more favourable ) being 
wholly to extirpate the Eng/iſh, then with them all ot one Religion, as 
may be eaſily ſhewed in a conſtant Serzes of Afﬀairs, were not every Hi- 
ſtory ( concerning Jreland) full of this Truth, with horrible Preſidents 
of Treachery and Barbariſm. And fince ez. 8th's time ( that the Pro- 
teſtant Religion hath had greater freedom ) it 1s evident too, as Cambden 
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; un pre" * notes, That their Rebellions ſprung from their zeal to the Romiſh Reli- 
im 78. gion, andtheir malice to the New Engliſh, not to leave one alive. So

Yet that we may come more cloſely to the Buſineſs, it will not be im- 
pertinent to recount what Rebellions enſued upon Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, and fince to the fatal year 1641. That the practice of the 7riſþ 
formerly being ſumm'd up, it may appear what ſeeds of Rebellion were 
ever ſown in their hearts and ſoil, ripen'd conſtantly as opportunity and 
ſeaſon gave them hopes of a harveſt, all their ſubmiſſions ( as Sir Fohx 
Davies obſerves ) being meer mockery and impoſture. Nor are we now 
without jealoufres of what may yet be, were there opportunity for it, writes 
that excellent Biſhop before cited, 1n the ſaid Epiltle. 

Soon after this glorious Queen ( whom the Biſhop of Rhodes calls one 
of the moſt Heroick and Illuſtrious Princes of her Age ) came to the 
Crown, all the Intereſts and Powers of Rome were animated againſt her, 
ſhe having clear'd the light of the Goſpel,by diſſipating the fogs and miſts 
of Superſtition, ſo as thence the Spirits of Darkneſs rag'd every where, the 
Contederates of the Beaſt exalting their Power. 

I. Anno 1567. Shane O-Neal rais'd a notable Rebellion in 7/ſter, meer- 
ly in hatredto the Exg/i/h, erefting a Caſtle upon Lac-Eaugh, which he 
nam'd Feognegall, ( i.e, The hatred of the Engliſh ) and prevail'd much, 
till Sir Zenry Sidney routed his Forces. 

2. The Fitz-Geralds in Munſter, 1569. ( to whom the Birns, Tools, and 
Cavenaghs joyn'd ) rag'd in Rebellion, till they were ſubdu'd by Sir W/- 
liam Drury, All Attainted by Parliament 27,28 E/iz. Of the AT ve 
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which War, an Edi& was ſhortly after divulg'd, which in reſpe&t of thoſe 
Tenents, yet maintain'd in the bleeding 7phigenia,and is indeed the fum of 
all their Infelicity and Malice, we have thought good to inſert immedi- 
ately betwixt the firſt and ſecond Appendix. : 

. Hugh O-Neal, Anno 1595. ſucceeded in his Villanies, (the War being 
calf Tyrone's Rebellion ) till 1603. the War determining with that 
Glorious Queen. Of which three Rebellions, the Analetta de rebus Ca- 
tholicorum in Hibernia, pabliſh'd Anno 1617. has ſumm'd up theſe nota- 
ble and jaſt Remarks.

5- Within four years atter, the Lord Chicheſter Deputy, Tyrone and 
0 Donnel conſpiring with Mac-gaire, Cormack'O Neal, O Cohan, the Low 
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Delvin, and others, deſign'd a notable Rebellion, but were prevented in 
May, 1607. and an Ac of Attainder paſt, Anno 11, 12, 13 Facobi, 
Cap. 4. | 

6. The year following Arno ſcil. 1608. Sir Cahir O Doghertie's War 
ſucceeded, ſharp, though ſhort, determining in five months, encourag'd 
by the Prieſts, That all who died in that Service, went forthwith into 
tHTeaven. 

Afterwards the State of 1re/and ſeemed very happy, both as to Im- 
provement of Land, Plenty, and Peace, till the year 1634. that Zver 
Mac-Mahon (before mention'd ) diſcover'd an intended Plot, which by 
the prudence of the Governour ( the Lord Wentworth ) never arriv'd at 
its deſign, nor afterwards was any thing further ſuſpeCed, till Sir ZZenry 
Vane, by his Majeſties command ( K. C. 1. ) gave the Lords Juſtices, the 
16th. of March, notice of a ſuſpected Rebellion ; of which ( withits cir- 
cumſtances) we have already inſiſted. Though we muſt ſay, that the re- 
ſult of the former Conſpiracies, which by the bleſſedneſs of the Times, 
prudence of Goyernours, or other accidents, were delayed, in this ( Anno 
ſc. 1641.) met the accompliſhment of them all. Yet nothing was here 
attempted, which the bleeding Iphigenia ( the great Incendiary of that 
Nation ) doth not paſſionately juſtifie, it being, in his Divinity and Lo- 
cick, rational, That the 7riſþ( though not then viſibly aſſaulted ) might 
however aſſume Arms in defence of their Religion and Property, both 
threatned ; it being (writes he) a common Doctrine of Divines, That #t 
is lawful to prevent an evil, that cannot be otherwiſe avoided than by pre- 
venting it ; nor need the authority of the Prince ( in that caſe ) be required. 
A Doctrine ſo helliſh, as none certainly 1s ſo beſotted, but he may eaſily 
read therein the ruine of States and Kingdoms ; excellently anſwered 
by the Learned and accurate late Profelyte, Dr. Andrew Sa/, to whom in 
this point we muſt refer you : And as to matter of Fatt, bequeath you to 
the enſuing Hiſtory, clearly evidencing, That beforethe 7riſh aſſumed 
Arms, no Inſtrument was ever thought on, much leſs found againſt 
them. 

Formerly indeed it hath been ſtrongly imputed to the State of Eng- 
land, that ( conquering Treland) they did not alſo endeavour to make them 
one People ; holding them Enemies, not taking care to ſettle Civility 
and a Property amongſt them ; the cauſe (as ſome thought) of frequent 
Rebellions. But though theſe and ſome other detects in the Civil Policy 
(ſome think) are inexcuſable, it may clearly be demonſtrated, they were 
not of ſo large a ſize as they are mark'd. And it may appear (by antient 
Records ) that the Laws of Englaud were at firſt communicated to the 
meer 1riſh, as far as their Barbariſm and Cruelties exercis'd (on occaſions ) 
uponthe Engliſh would well admit. But (to let theſe times paſs, whereof 
we cannot ſpeak much with any certainty ) let us now ſee what fruits we 
have of all the Royal endeavours of his Gracious Majeſty, and his two 
Glorious Predeceſſors, what return for all their Care, for all their Charge, 
and for all the Engliſh Blood which hath ( within the compaſs of the laſt 


- Age) been ſpilt for purchaſing of Peace, and introducing of the true Re- 


Iigion and common Civility 1nto Treland. 

[r cannot be denied, that ſince the happy Reign of Queen Elizabeth, all 
the former defeQs in the Government, and Civil Policy, have been 
abundantly ſupplied, and all thoſe Means us'd, thoſe Atts pertorm'd, 
thoſe Deſians tully accompliſh'd, and all things elſe perfectly brought 
to 
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to paſs, which ( in the judgement of all wiſe Men ) were conceiv'd, 
would undoubtedly eftect the full ſettlement and reduction of that King- 
dom. As firſt, The barbarous Cuſtoms continually us'd by the 7ri/h, 
have been quite aboliſhed ; all forts of Peaple ( even the moſt wicked 
amongſt them ) have been allowed the benefit of the Law, and liv'd un- 
der the King's immediate Protetion ; all the Laws of England ( found 
uſeful for that Kingdom ) have been made currant by Act of Parliament, 
in Ireland; many other good Laws enaQted, and the execution of them 
hath had free courſe through all parts of the Kingdom ; the Courts of Ju- 
ſtice have been open, and the Judges ( for the more free diſtribution of 
Juſtice to the People ) have conſtantly ( twice every year ) gone their 
Circuits, through the ſeveral Counties of the whole Land ; the Church- 
Government hath been fully ſerled, many preaching Miniſters ( general- 
ly plac'd throughout the ſeveral Pariſhes |) as likewiſe Free-Schools, to- 
gether with ſufficient Maintenance for them, have been eftabliſht; the 
Lands ( belonging to the Natives ) have been always duely ſetled ac- 
cording to Law 1n the Proprietor ; and what noiſe foever was rais'd, en- 
tituling the Crown to Roſcommon, Mayo, Slego, Galloway, Clare, beſides 
ſome parts of Limerick and 7ipperary ( as one of the Maſter-pieces of 
the Earl of Szrafford's Service in Treland) nothing was ever effected 
thereupon, though it had coſt his Majeſty 10000 /. upon the enquiry, 
and had they had patience till the next Seſſions of Parliament, there was 
an Actor Limitations, paſs'd by his Majefty, to bar all Titles, Claims, 
and Challenges of the Crown, before 60.years laſt paſt, to have cut oft all 
expectations upon the ancient Title, and have ftrengthned ( by new 
Grants and Pateats ) all Titles from the Crown. Multitudes of Briti/þ 

were brought in, and planted in great numbers, even 1n the moſt barba- 

rous Places of the Kingdom ; many corporate Towns have been eretted ; 

ſome wall'd Towns have been alſo lately built ; Caſtles, Stone-houſes, 

_ and Villages, daily made in every part in great abundance ; Trade and 

Trafhek to well ſetled, as ( the obſtruions therein being remov'd ) the 

native Commodities were 1o freely exported, as they did ( to the great 

advantage of the Kingdom) by far exceed the foreign Importation ; and 

all other neceſ{ary Proviſions were made for the Publick, which might be 

thought any ways to conduce to the Peace, Plenty, and flouriſhing Eſtate 

of a growing Kingdom. 

And for the 7ri/hthemſelves ( though they have ever been obſerv'd to 
be a whining Generation, a People always given unjuſtly to complain of 
their Governours ) yet (in heb later times) there hath been a moſt ſpe- 
cial care taken, to preſerve them free from all manner of Preſſures. 'The 
have had liberty ( beyond the examples of former Ages ) to redreſs their 
Grievances in their own Parliament, being elected Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeſles, according to the AﬀeCtions of the Commons ; they had too 
( of their Communion ) Lawyers bred up in England, frequent at their 
Bar ; alſo upon their Bench Juſtices of the Peace ; in their Counties She- 
riffs, and Mayors and other Officers in their Corporations, Favours not 
aſpir'd to by the Catholicks of England, or ever granted. And in Caſes 
where they thought fit to preſent their Complaints unto his Majeſty,they 


weregraciouſly receiv'd, and fitting Remedies applied. They were ad- 


mitted to enjoy the free and full exerciſe of the Roman Religion without 
controul ; to entertain Prieſts, Friers, Jeſuits, and all forts of their Ecclefti- 
aſtical Orders, without number, whilſt the Proteſtants diſſenting from 
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the Regimen of the Church of Exgland, were —_—_— ſummon'd to the 
Biſhop's Court. Juſtice was equally adminiſtred to the Britiſh and Iriſh 
without any manner of difference ; the Countrey Duties and other Taxes 
were levied upon all without diftin&ion of Perſons ; all private Animoſi- 
ries ſuppreſs'd; all ancient Grudges remov'd; and in all outward appear- 
ance, they liv'd fo aftetionately intermixt together, as they could not be 
elteem'd two Nations in one Kingdom, but that they did Coaleſcere in 
unam Gentem, And it is without all contradiction not to be denied, That 
never any Conquer d Nation enjoy d more fully the Liberties and Priviledg- 
es of Free SubjeCts, and ( through the great Indulgence of his Majeſty ) 
liv'd with greater contentment, Eaſe, Peace, Plenty, and freedom from 
| all manner of extraordinary Taxations, other than ſuch as they were 
leas'd to impoſe upon themſelves in Parliament, than the Natives of /re- 
and have lately done. Inaſmuch as an Excellent Lawyer * clearly evi-

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. The Iriſh Rebellion, 23. Octob. 1641: 


; Oftober, 1641.) gave the Lords Juſtices and Council notice of : 
— As that there was a great Reſort made to Sir Phelim O Neals, 
the County of Tyrone, as alſo to the Houſe of the Lord Mac-Guire, z# the 
County of Fermanagh, and that. by ſeveral ſuſpeted Perſons ( fit Inſtru- 
ments for Miſchief. ) 4s alſo that the ſaid Lord Mac-Guize had of late made 
ſeueraliFourneys within the Pale, and other Places, and had ſpent his time 
much in writing Letters,and ſending Diſpatches abroad. Upon the receipt 
of which Intelligence, the Lords Juſtices and Council writ to Sir Wi/zam 
Cole, requiring him to be very vigilant and induſtrious, to find out what 
ſhould be the occaſion of thoſe ſeveral Meetings, and ſpeedily to advertiſe 
them. thereof, or any other particular that he conceiv'd might tend to the 
publick ſervice of the State. And more than this ( rationally ) cquld not 
have been done; for that what Sir Wi/zam Cole intform'd the State of, 
was but conjeCtural ; and had any notice been took publickly of it, where- 
by Sir Phelim O Neal, or the Lord Mac-Guire had been ſeiz'd on, the 
ſame would certainly have been a. pretended cauſe for. the /riſh ( ready 
Touch-wood ) to have riſen in Arms, being ſuſpetted, betore they ma- 
nifeſted any diſ-ſatisfaction. , Beſides, there was ſome ſo unwilling to re- 
ceive the leaſt miſ-conceit of the 1ri/h, ( believing Time had worn, out 


all Animoſities, and the State had ſecur'd :each Intereſts ) as they us'd 


the utmoſt artifice imaginable to. ſuppreſs thoſe, thoughts in-others : 7hat 
thence more than a circumſpet eye was not to.be advisd. Some ſay, one 
John Cormack reveal'd to Sir Wifiam Cole, the 21. of Oftober, That the 
Iriſh reſolv'd.to ſeize upon his. Majeſties Caſtle and Ciry of Dablin, to 
murder his Lords Fuſtices.and Council there, ;and to ſeize upon all the Ca- 
ſ{tles and Forts of the Kingdom, &c. Which Sir Wi{zam Cole the ſame day 
ſent the Lords Juſtices notice of, As-others from an Z/zogh would infer, 
That they had inform'd the State thereof, and that Sir Lyras Dion there« 
apo had been-ſummon'd before them, and told, that rhey had heard 

omething ofhim and others in Connaght, that made their fidelity ſuſpe&- 
ed ; | which wirh a ſober countenance, and ſolemn proteſtation, ( Arts he 
had been long bred to ) he ſoon wiped off. So. ( faithmy Author) that 
for. our fins our Counſellors were infatuated, and our Watch-men ſlumber d. 
But Sir Fohi Temple ( whoſe Integrity over-weighs all Afertions to the 
contrary ) teitifies *, That thoſe Letters and Informations never came to 
their knowledge, and that indeed they had never any certain notice of this 
general Conſpiracy of the Iriſh, until the 22.4. of Otober, late in the even- 
<—X that Owen O Conally. ( a meer _Iriſh-man, Servant to Sir John 
Clotwor Y,. train'd up in the Proteſtant Religion )) imparted the ſame to

thence more than a circumſpett eye was not to be advisd. Some ſay, one

ed ; which wirh a ſober countenance, and ſolemn proteſtation, ( Arts he 
had been long bred to) he ſoon wiped off So ( faithmy Author) that 
for our fins our Counſellors were infatuated, and our Watch-men ſlumber d. 
But Sir Foh# Temple ( whoſe Integrity over-weighs all Afertions to the 
contrary ) teltifies *, That thoſe Letters and Informations never came to 
their knowledge, and that indeed they had never any certain notice of this 
general Conſpiracy of the Iriſh, until the 224. of October, late in the even- 
ing”, that Owen O Conally ( a meer Iriſh-man, Servant to Sir John 
Clotworthiy,: train'd up in the Proteſtant Religion )) imparted rhe ſame to 
the Lord Fuſtice Parſons, as a ſenſe of his Duty, and Loyalty to his Majeſty, 
and aneffett of that Religion he was trained up in.

prime Inſtrument in the contrivance of the Rebellion : Whilſt ugh Oge, 
Mac-Mahon Eſq; ( Grandſon by his Mother to the Traitor 77r-Oen ) a 
Gentleman of good Fortune in the'County of Monaghon, who had ſerv'd 
as a Lieutenant Colonel in the King of Spazr's Quarters, was, after ſome 
little reſiſtance, apprehended before day in his own Lodging over the 
Water near the Inns, and brought to Chicheſter-houſe, where, upon Ex+ 
amination, hedid, without much difficulty, confeſs the Plot, reſolutely 
telling them, That on that very day ( it was now about 5 inthe morning, 
the 23. of Ofob. 1641.) that all the Forts and ftrong Places in Ireland 
would be taken ;_ That he with the Lord Mac-Guire, Hugh Birn, Captain 
Brian O Neal, and ſeveral other Triſh Gentlemen, were come.up expreſly to 
ſurprize the Caſtle of Dublin, © and that twenty men out of each County of the 
Kingdom were to be here to joyn with them.

Whereupon this 
Examinant feign d ſome neceſſity for his Eaſment,went down out of the Cham- 
ber, and left his Sword in pawn, and the ſaid Hugh ſent his Man down with 
him ; and when this Examinant came down into the Tard, and finding an op- 
portunity, he; this Examinant, leaped over a Wall,aud two Pales, and ſo came 
to the Lord Jaſtice Parſons.

if the /riþ would riſe, they might make their own Conditions, for the 
regaining of their own Lands, and freedom of their Religion. Ar which 
time the ſaid Moore alſo acquainted him this Examinaiit, that he had ſpo- 
ken with ſundry in Leimſter, who would be ready for that purpoſe ; and 
withal told him this Examinant, that he was aſſured a good part of Con- 
naght would do the like ; and thereupon mov'd this Examinant to joyn like- 
wiſe with them, with all he could make ; unto which motion he this Exami- 
nant yzelded. And the next day following, there was a Meeting, in bis the 
ſaid Moore's Chamber aforeſaid, where were Col.Mac-Bryan, Mac-Mahon, 
Tirelagh O Neal, Philip Mac-Hugh O Relie, this Examinant, and Roger 
Moore, where Diſcourſt was had about that Buſineſs, yet nothing concluded 
en, ſave that Roger Moore and the reſt ſhould go and prepare their Parties. 
And this Examinant further ſaith,That about May laſt, he this Examinant, 
Roger Moore, Philip O Relie, and Roger Mac-Guire ( this Examinant's 
Brother ) diſpatched a Prieſt ( one Toole O Conley ) who lived in Leim- 
ſter, ##to Owen O Neal, into Flanders, to acquaint him with the Buſineſs, 
concerning the General Rebellion then in preparation ; which ſaid Prieſt re- 
turn'd about a month before the time appointed for execution thereof : And 
the Anſwer which the ſaid Prieſt brought from the ſaid Owen O Neal, was, 
That he would ( within 15, days after the People were up ) be with them,with 
his beſt Aſſiſtance and Arms : And it being 3 apes Why he the ſaid Ow- 
en would bring Arms, confidering the Caſtle of Dublin was to be taken, 7"

Capt. Con O Neal, Capt. Mac-Mahon, ove Owen O Relie, Roger Moore, 


' Hugh Mac-Mahon, Col. Plunkett, and Capt. Fox; and likewiſe further 


acknowledgeth, That Hugh Mac-Phelim, Capt. Con O Neal, and Bryan 
O Neal, brought from Owen O Neal, out of Flanders, the very ſame Meſ- 
ſage which the Prieſt brought. And this Examinant further ſaith, That 
he was told by Roger Moor, that a Great Man was in the Plot, but he might 
not name him for the preſent : And at another time, and during the ſitting 
of the Parliament the laſt Summer, he this Examinant was inform'd by one 
John Barnewell, a Franciſcan Frier, then reftdent in this City, That thoſe 
of the Pale were alſo privy to the Plot ( meaning the preſent Rebellion.) 
And laſtly ſaith, That of thoſe Perſons who came to attend him this Exami- 
nant, for the ſurprize of the Caſtle of Dublin, o»ly Cohonough Mac-Guire 
was privy to the Buſineſs in hand ; and that the laſt Meeting ( when the 
gay appointed for the execution thereof was reſolv'd on ) was at Loghroſs, 
where were preſent only Ever Mac-Mahon, YVicar-General of the Dioceſs of 
Clogher, Thomas Mac-Kearnan, a Frier of Dundalk, Sir Phelim O- 
Neal, Roger Moor, and Bryan O Neal.

Which Examination he alſo acknowledged before Judge Bramſton, Lord 
Chief Juſtice of Eng/and, and Juſtice Ma/et, the 22. ot Fane, 1642. in 
the preſence of Fo. Conyers, -W. Ayloffe, Nath.Finch. And being Priſoner 
in the Tower of London, he delivered to Sir Fohx Conyers ( then Lieute- 
nant thereof) a Relation of the whole Scexe, to be preſented to the Lords 
in Parliament, which being ſtor'd with many remarkable Circumſtances, 
ſufficiently evidencing the diſ-fatisfattion, long contrivance, and general 
combination of the Natives, I ſhall commit to poſterity in his own words, 
* that it may be ſeen ( what Fucus ſoever is now endeavour'd to be caſt 
on-the horrid Conſpiracy ) it was not any ill miſcarriage of the State (at 
that time) or any real ſuſpicions that the 7r:/h had of any violence to be 
obtruded on their Religion, or Perſons, whichdrove the Natzves into a 
general revolt, but the deliberate complotted Counſels of many years, 
that anvil'd out the Rebellion in deteſtation of the Engliſh ; that was 
the Sore ( however skin'd ) which they endeavour'd again to exulcerate ; 
to which end, O Nea/'s Regiment in Flanders ( confiiting moſt of 7rifh 
Papiſts ) was purpoſely rais'd, to train up the 7riſþ in Arms, againſt a 
frting opportunity, as by Henry Mac-Art's Examination * is moſt evi- 

ent. 

Thus was this inhumane and treacherous Rebe/ion unanhnouſly com- 
plotted, which brake forth the 23. of 0Fober, 1641. St: /gnatius his day, 
that leſs than ſuch a Patron might not be entituled to ſo cloſe and bloody 
a Conſpiracy, fourty years betore fore-warn'd by the incomparable and 
pious Archbiſhop Z//her , preaching ( ſoon after the overthrow 'of the 
Spaniards at Kinſale, 1601.) on the Viſion of Ezek. Chap. 4. Verl. 6. 
whence ( in reference to a connivance of Popery following ) he drew 
this Application, From this year ( a day being for a year ) 1 will m_ 
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the fin of Ireland, that thoſe whom you now embrace ſhall be your ruine, and 1641. 
you ſhall bear this iniquity. A little before which time, this Reverend uv 
Primate went for England; 1 cannot ſay his reflecting on this Propheſie 
was the cauſe of his repair thither,no! many things were thought to be in ;7 nes, 
diſpute, which his moderation might probably have compos'd. Hows Oration on the 
ever, writes Armachanus Redivivus, towards the end, Monitu proculdubio Primates 39.

The full determination of the Conſpiracy we now ſpeak of, was ( as pra. rn 
Dr. Fones, in his clear and excellent account he gives thereof, in his De- — oy 
poſitions took the 34. of March, 1641.) deſign'd at the Abbey of Mul- mx 
tifernan ; ( notwithſtanding that Tyroen's Son, who had long conſulted Camd. Eliz. 
it in Flanders, was ſuddenly ſtrangled about that time in Bruxels, and '”'3' , 
the Earl of 7irconnel drown'd near the time of the Earl of Straford's © 
death; prime Inſtruments in anvilling the Deſign abroad, and great hopes 
of countenancing it at home) where there was a Covent of Franciſcans, 
(conven'd, it ſeems, on a pious intent ) in the County of Weſt-Meath, 
after the laſt Seſſions of Parhament ; where, amongſt many other things 
there debated, the queſtion was, What courſe ſhould be taken with the 
Engliſh, and all others, that were found in the whole Kingdom, to be Pro- 
teſtants 2 Some were onely for their Baniſhment, as the King of Spain dif- 
mis'd the Mores out of Granado, with ſome of their Goods. Others were 
urgent, that all the Proteſtants ſhould be univerſally cut off ; the King 
of Spair's lenity being his and his Queen's a&t, not the advice of his 
Council, which (fay they) afterwards coſt Chriſtendom dear,. the Mores 
ſurviving to return with Swords in their hands and infeſt them, as A4/- 
giers and Sally doth at preſent. Thoſe Diſputes held long ; at laſt, ſome 
lean'd a middle way, neither to diſmiſs or kill, And we find by the event, 
each of theſe thoughts had ſome execution; in ſome places Al/ being 
generally put to the Sword, or a more deplorable end ; in other places, 
Impriſonment ( accompanied with the utmoſt extremity of that condi- 
tion) was the lot of many ; and others (who being diſmiſs'd with their 
Goods) were afterwards ſtript of all, expos'd to Cold and Famine, worſe 
than Sword or Halter. | 

Thus having determin'd what to do with the Proteſtants, which ( in 
general, too ſadly ſucceeded to their wiſhes ) they ( according to the 
preſumption of the event) conſulted (in the next place) what courſe they 
would peruſe in reference to their Government of the State, 

Firſt, ( they agreed ) That their Loyalty to his Majeſty ſhould be ſtill 
| reſerv'd, ſay they of the modeſt ſort ; but both his Revenues and Govern- 
ment mnſt be reduc'd to certain bounds: His Rents none other than the 

» antient Reſervations before the Plantations ; and the Cuſtoms ſo order'd, 

as to them ſhould be thought fitting. 

Secondly, For the Government, ſuch as would be eſteem'd Loyal, 

would have it committed into the hands of two Lords Juſtices,one of the

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antient 7ri/h Race, the other of the antient Br:izi/h Inhabitants in the 
Kingdom, provided that they be of the Romz/þ Profeſſion. 

Thirdly, That a Parliament be forthwith call'd, confiſting of whom 
they ſhall think fit to be admitted, wherein their own Religious Men 
ſhall be Aſſiſtants. 

Fourthly, That Poining's Act muſt be repeaF'd, and 7re/and declar'd to 
bea Kingdom independent on England, and without any reference to it 
in any caſe whatſoever. _ 

Fitthly, All Acts prejudicial to the Rom7/h Religion ſhall be aboliſh'd, 
and it to be Enatted, That there be none other Profeſſion in the King- 
dom but the Romiſh. 

Sixthly, That onely the antient Nobility of the Kingdom ſhall ftand ; 
and of them, ſuch as ſhall refuſe to conform to the Romiſb Religion, to be 
remov'd, and others put in their room. Howſoever, the preſent Earl 
of Kildare muſt be put out, and another put in his place. 

Seventhly, All Plantation Lands to be recall'd, and the antient Pro- 
prietors to be inveſted into their former Eſtates, with the Limitations in 
their Covenant expreſs'd, That they had not formerly ſold their Intereſts 
on valuable Ocallderectons 

Eighthly, That the reſpeQtive Counties of the Kingdom be ſubdivided, 
and certain Bounds or Baronies aflign'd to the Chiet Septs, and other of 
the Nobility, who are to be anfwerable for the Government thereof: 
and that a ſtanding Army may beſtill in being, the reſpeQive Governours 


' areto keepa certain number of men to be ready at all Rifings out (as they 


term it ) they alſo being to -build and maintain certain Fortreſles, in 
places moſt convenient within their Precints: And that theſe Gover- 
nours be ofabſolute Power, onely reſponſible to the Parliament. 

Laſtly, For maintaining a Correſpondency with other Nations, and 
for ſecuring the Coaſts, that alſo they may be render'd conſiderable to 
others, a Navy of a certain number of Ships1s to be maintain'd ; that to 
this end, five Houſes are to be appointed, one in each Province, ( ac- 
counting Meath for one of them ) that to theſe Houſes ſhall be allotted an 
Annual Penſion of certain thouſands of Pounds, to be made up of part of 
the Lands appropriate to Abbeys ; and a further Contribution to be 
rais'd in the reſpective .Provinces to that end : That theſe Houſes are to 
be aſſign'd to a certain order of Knights, anſwerable to that of Malza, 
who are to be Sea-men. And to maintain this Fleet, that all Prizes are to 
be apportion'd, ſome part for a Common Bank,the reſt to be divided; to 
which purpoſe, the ſelling of Woods ferviceable for this uſe is forbidden. 
The Houſe for this purpoſe to be aflign'd to the Province of Leimſter,is 
Kilmainham, or rather Howth, (the Lord of Zowth being otherwiſe to be 
accommodated, provided he joyn with them ) that place being eſteem'd 
moſt convenient in reſpect of ſituation, which they have ſmall grounds 


to hope for. 


For the effeCting of which, they conſider'd, that the Forces ofthe King- 
dom would eaſily amount to two hundred thouſand able men, wanting 
onely Cmmentars ; which (as I havealready took notice of ) might be 
ſupplied from O-Neals Regiment in Flanders, and other places, breed- 


- Ing up the 7riſh in Arms and Rebellion. And for Money, ( the other Si- 
 newof War) they werereſolv'd not to want it, if it could be rais'd either 
. from Tenant, or the Farmers of the Cuſtoms, who ( having it then rea- 
_ dy) were to bring it to their reſpe&ive Banks. So as nothing was 


omitted, 
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omitted, which rationally might further their deſign: Which, atter the 
State, by Proclamation, had made known, and many ( on ſuſpicion ) 
weredaily ſeiz'd on, Certainties of its ſucceſs were hourly brought to 
the State : That-night the Lord Blaxy brought the ill news, of the Rebels 
ſeiſing upon Caſtle Blany in the County of Monaghan, and his Wite, and 
Children, and Servants ; as alfo of the ſurprifal of Carrick Mac-rofs, a 
Houſe of the Earl of Efex's, and Sir /Zenry Sporſwood's in the ſame Coun- 
ty, burning divers Villages, robbing and ſpoiling many Engliſh, none but 
Proteſtants. On Sunday, Sir Arthur 7irringham gave intelligence, that 
the 7riſþ in Newry had broken up the King's Store of Arms, and had 
{ciz'd upon them and- the Ammunition there, liſting themſelves under 
the command of Sir Con Mac-Gennis Knight, and one Creely a Monk. 
Thus almoſt every hour ſome { like Job's Metlengers ) haſted to the Stare, 
as preſerv'd onely to acquaint them of the diſaſters of their Relations, and 
the ſufferings of the Proteſtants : of which, with all circumſtances to it, 
the Lords Juſtices and Council gave his Majeſty an account by Sir //enry 
Spotſwood, | being then in Scotland | and ſent Owen O Conally with Letters, 
dated the 25th. of Odober, to the Earl of Leiceſter, Lord Lieutenant of 
Treland*, the efte&t of which Letter you may ſce in its proper place. In 
the interim, the State being from all parts terrifi'd with the inſolencies 
of the Rebels, they ſcarce knew how to ſteer their courſe, no Money be- 
ing in the Treaſury, and the main part of the Citizens being juſtly ſuſ- 
pected, for that being mov'd to advance Money on the occation, ( will 
Poſterity teheve it | their whole Community would not reach 5o/. And 
ſuch as had eſcaped the violence of the Rebels, having nothing but their 
Perſons for a prey, could contribute little, many of which were fo fright- 
ed with what they had ſeen and ſuffered, that, Iike inanimate Bodies, they 
appear'd ſenfleſs and ſtupid. However, the Lords Juſtices and Council 
having tecur'd the Caſtle by a Company of Foot, under the command of 
Sir Francis Willoughby, ( oneof the Privy Council ) a known and experi- 
enc'd Soldier, and ſerled Sir Charles Coote (allo of the Privy Council) in 
the Government of the City, wherein (_ as in other Services ) he proved 
aiterwards ſignally eminent and noble. They advertis'd the Earl of Or- 
mond, whom the Rebels boaſted they had made of their Party ) then at 
his Houſe at Carrick , of what had hitherto happen'd, deſiring him to 
repair to Dublin with his Troop, which he accordingly obſerv'd about 
the beginning of November. 

About the 27th. of Oftober, the Lords Juſtices and Council ſent Com- 
miſſions to the Lords Viſcounts of Clandeboys, and of the Ardes, to raiſe 
the Scots in the Northern Parts; they alſo writ to Sir W//am and Sir 
Robert Stewart, with other Gentlemen of Quality in the North, Giving 
them power to proſeciite the Rebels with Fire and Sword ; yet ſo, as to reſ- 
cue ſuch as ſhould ſubmit to his Majeſties Grace and Mercy ; ſigniſying with- 
all, That although by the ſaid Commiſſion they gave them full power there- 
#nto, yet they did then let them know, that for thoſe who were chief among 
the Rebels, and Ring-headers of the reſt to diſobedience, that they ad- 
judged them leſs worthy of favour than the others whom they had mi/- 
guided : And therefore for thoſe principal Perſons, they required them to 
» take care not to be too forward ( without firſt conſulting the Counſel-board ) 
n proffering or ng mercy to thoſe, unleſs they the ſaid Commiſſioners 

Jaw it of great and unavoidable neceſſity, They likewiſe writ to the Lords 
Preſidents of Munſter and Comnaght, adviſing them to be upon their

1641, Guards : Andthat ſeveral of the Catholick Communion might not ſay, 
SYN but that they alſo were confided in, the Lords Juſtices ( who were w1l- 
ling to continue all proofs imaginable of their confidence in them ) gave 
As in Sir 5 in November ſeveral Commiſſions of Government to the Lord Gormanſ/ton 
Temp.p.57. and in Meath, the Lord Mountgarret in Kilkenny, Nicholas Barnewell 1n Dub- 
in the Anſwer /;y, Walter Bagnall in Caterlagh, the Lord Lowth in Lowth, Sir Thomas 
yr arweopong Nugent in Weſtmeath, Sir Robert Talbot in Wickloe, the two Sir James 
Dillon's in Longford, and ſeveral others, as well in Munſter as Connaght 
and Z/ſter ; who contrary to the truſt repoſed in them, not forbore to 
protect, or endeavour'd to reduce any, but ſoon after joyn'd with the Re- 
bels, and prov'd as violent, it not worſe, againit the Proteſtants, as thoſe 
who firſt appear'd in the Rebellion. And becauſe the Times required 
ſomething yonwaer pet {ns fomas the courſe of Common-Law, the Lords 
Commiſfons Tuſtices and Councel gave ſeveral Commiſſions of Martial-Law, to the 
pede jy prime Gentlemen of the Pale ( all Roman Catholicks ) as to Henry Tal- 
veral of the» Got, in the County of Dublin, Fohn Bellew Eſq; in the County of Lowth, 
prime 1riſ®.Þ Richard Dalton, and James Tuit Eſq; in the County of Weſtmeath, Vale- 
rian Weſley; in the County of Meath, Fames Talbot, in the County of 
Cavan, And underſtanding of Sir Phelim O-Neal's proceedings in Z1- 
ſter, ( the only perſonremaining of neareſt alliance to the Earl of 7yrone ) 
how that he had ſurprized Charlemont, where the Lord Caufeld lay with 
his Foot-Company, ( afterwards baſely butcher d by him ) the Lords 
Juſtices endeavour'd to reduce many to their obedience : But the root of 
their Deſign being deeplier laid, than on threats or encouragements to 
fruſtrate their hopes, the Lords Juſtices hourly endeavour'd to tortifie his 
Majeſty's ineerells, wih the moſt powertul Forces they could raiſe. But 
in the interim the Magiſtrates of the City of Dublin, perceiving great 
numbers of Strangers to come to Town from ſeveral Parts, ( lingrin 
in the Suburbs and Fields, to the terror of the Inhabitants ) they repair'd 
to the Councel Board with much tear and aſtoniſhment, beſeeching the 
Strangers in- Lords Juſtices and Councel to inhibit thefame, leſt the concourſe of cok 
hied (by Pro- ple ( promiſcuouſly gathering in ſuch a crowd ) might threaten the ſecu- 
EN ie rity of the City. Whereupon their Lordſhips ( conſidering ſomewhat 
more than ordinary muſt neceſſarily be done in ſuch an exigence ) caus'd 
ſome to be apprehended, and immediately publiſht a Proclamation 1n his 
Majeſty's Name, commanding all Perſons ( not Dwellers in the City and 
Suburbs) to depart within an hour after publication thereof, upon pain of 
death ; in the interim , and afterwards, receiving all ( who applied 
themſelves to the Lords Juſtices ) with ſingular friendſhip and integrity : 
But the Magiſtrates growing {till jealous ot the concourſe of people, ap- 
plied themſelves again to their former retuge. Whereupon the State(that 
the Inhabitants might receive no diſ-encouragement, who were like to 
bear the brunt of all Taxes, Levies, and Supplies ) the 28th. of October, 
publitht a Proclamation to the fame intent with the former, with the pe- 
zalty of death to ſuch as wilfully harbour'd them. 

However, the Inſolencies of the Rebels threatning even Du#/iz it ſelf, 
moſt of the prime Gentry of the County ( Juſtices ot Peace } looking on 
in all places, and giving way to thoſe hateful ations ; the State having 
intelligence from Dr. Foxes ( a Service very remarkable ) that ( during {| 
his impriſonment amongſt the Rebels at Cavan, which ripen'd his inte- 
grity, highly improv'd to the Service of the State ) they intended to be- 
liege Tredath, the Lords Juſtices the better to divert them from Dablin, 
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appointed Sir Hexry Tichborn, Col. and Governour of that Town, Sir 
Faithfull Forteſcue ( the tormer Governour ) finding Supplies not haſt- 
ned with that ſpeed he defir'd, having refign'd up his Commiſſion, not 
being willing to loſe his Reputation, though he was forward enough to 
hazard his Perſon. So the Lords Fuſtices deſigning the faid Sir Fen. 
Tichborn a Company of Foot, and to compleat his Regiment, order'd 

Sir Fohu Borlaſe Junior Capt. ., Who though they had been all ( in for- 

Lt. Col. Byron ry mer Employments) Field-Officers, yet 

L'. Col. Wenmond Capt. out of their zeal to the preſent Service, 

came as private Captains. 

Facob Lovell Serjeant Major, whodied 1n the Siege, 

Capt. Chicheſter Fortefcue, Capt. William Willoughby, 

Capt. Edward Billingftey, Capt. Lewis Owens, 

Capt. Fohn Morris to allociati him. Theſe they ſent from Du4/;» the 
3d. of November, who happily arriv'd at Tredath the 4th. having been 
enabled thereunto by 3000 /, moſt opportunely in the hands of the Vice- 
Treaſurer, intended before the Rebell;on, for the ſatisfaction of a publick 
Engagement 1n Eng/and. Beſides theſe, there was ſent Troops under 
Capt. Fohe Slaughter, Lt. to Sir Thomas Lucas, Commitlary-Genera], 
Thomas Greimes, L*. to Sir Adam Loftus ; befides others, which 1n their 
due time may be taken notice of, Theſe being gone to 7redatn, Sir 
Charles Coote had a Commiſſion for a Regiment of the poor ſtripped Exg- 
liſh ; fo likewife had the Ls. Lambert. A hittle while atter arriv'd trom 
England, Sir Thomas Lucas, who commanded a Troop compleated with 
ſuch Men as he found there ; alſo Capt. Armſtrong rais'd a Froop ; Capr. 
Tardner foonatter landed, L-. to the Ls, Lieutenant's Troop, all very con- 
{iderable ; not long after Col. Crafferd came over alſo, and bringing with 
him Letters from the Prince Ele(or, then attending his Majeſty in Sco- 
land, allo rais'd a Regiment of the Townſmen, and the poor diſpoil'd 
Engliſh. | 

The State at that time had ſtore of Arms and Ammunition, by which 
theſe Souldiers and the reſt were ſeaſonably furniſhr, though ( as I have 
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took notice )) what ( in confidence of the Loyalty of the Pale ) the Lords 


Juſtices had furniſh'd many of the Lords and Gentlemen of Quality with, 
were either ſlenderly ( it ever ) reftor'd, or made ferviceable againſt 
his Majeſty. | 

Yet for all this, the Outrages of the Rebels ſtill increaſing, adding to 
their Cruelties, a pretended Commiſion under the Great Seal of Scotland, 
from the King, bearing date at Edinburgh, the firſt of Ofober, 1641. 
though in his Majeſty's Declaration to the Parliament's Reſolution, of no 


further Addrefles, * it appears, That the Scot's Great Seal ( which is faid 


thus to be made uſe of \bad for many months before and after that date never 
Jeal'd any thing ; of which notwithſtanding Sir Phelim O Neal, and Rorie 
Mac-Guire ( from the Camp at Newry, the 4th. of November follow! 

gave noticeto their Confederates, within the Kingdom of 7relard, inclofe- 
ing in their Letters a Copy of the Commiſſion, a Copy of which 1s extant, 
but ſo improbable, as it needs an expiation to mention it ; the Lord 
Mac-Guire ( equally privy to all Tranſattions ) denying it to the laſt, with 
more ſenſe of conſcience ( ſaith his Majeſty in his Anſwer to the Parliament's 
two laſt Papers concerning Ireland) than they who examined him, expected : 
However, (one Plunket having taken an old Broad Seal from an abſfolete 
Patent out of Faruham-Abbey, and fixed it to a forged DOS. ) 

rv 
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ſerv'd to ſeduce the Vulgar into an opinion of their Loyalty, when they 
had firſt incited them to a Rebellion, as in a parallel Caſe his Excellency 
takes notice of, in his Anſwer to their Declaration at Fames-town *. And, 
ſaith his Majeſty, in his Declaration to the Parliament's Anſwer at New- 
market, the gth. of March, 1641. We muſt think our ſelf highly and cauſ- 
leſly injured in our Reputation, if any Declaration, Action or Expreſſion of 
the Iriſh Rebels, any Letter from Count Roſettie to the Papiſts, for Faſt- 
ing and Prayer, or from Triſtram Whitcombe, of ſtrange Speeches utter'd 
in Ireland, ſhall beget any jealoufie or miſ-apprehenfion in our Subjetts, of our 
Fuſtice, Piety and Aﬀettion ; it being evident to all underſtandings, that 
thoſe miſchievous and wicked Rebels are not ſo capable of great advantage, as 
2 having their falſe Diſcourſes ſo far believed, as to raiſe fears and jealou- 
te 


hes, to the diſtraition of this Kingdom, the only way to their ſecurity. 


Wherefore the Lords Juſtices and Councel, deteiting ſuch Umbrages, 
the zoth. of Ofober publiſht a Proclamation, to take off the people, 
from being ſeduced by ſeditious and ſcandalous reports father'd on the 
Crown *. 

And that none ignorantly involv'd in ſo deteſtable a Guilt ( as the 
publick Conſpiracy ) might ſuffer, the State yet further to maniteſt their 
deſire, of rolecian all into a general. obedience, ( having never drawn 
his Majeſty's Sword upon jealouſies or preſumptions, till the higheſt Ex- 
tremities and unparallel'd Outrages compell'd them thereunto ) publiſher, 
the firſt of November, a Proclamation, declaring, That all in the Coun- 
ties of Meath, Weſtmeath, Lowth, and Longford, being no Free-holders, 
nor now in priſon, who had taken any Goods trom his Majeſty's faithful 
Subjects, not having ſhed blood in the Aftion, and came in within ten 
days after this Proclamation, ſhould be receiv'd ro his Majeſty's mercy, 
and no further proſecuted. 

Which { as others of the like nature ) little prevail'd to un-deceive the 
Rebels, they being before link'd in an un-diſſolvible tye of Animoſity and 
Superſtition. Thus every day ( notwithſtanding that the Conſpiracy 
was diſcovered, and all endeavours uſed to reclaim them ) the 7ri/þ pro- 
ceeded in their Maſlacres and Rebellion, though they did not ( atter the 
knowledge of the deteCtion of their Plot ) execute fo generally their Vil- 
lany with ſuch open flaughters and cruelties, as they did at firſt ; but 
ſtripping, wounding, and turning the Exg/i/h and Proteſtants out of their 
Houles, they ſent them naked and deſolate ( in miſerable weather ) to 
Dublin, where their numbers (at length) grew ſo burdenſom, as though 
Thouſands were ſhip'd away ſoon atter they arriv'd there, and ſuch as 
could ſerve in the Army were daily in-liſted, yet they brought ſo great an 
extremity, and want of all views to Dublin, as the Inhabitants were 
reduced to great exigencies, inaſmuch as the mercies of the Rebels were 
extream cruelty, Thouſands of the difpoiled Eng/iſh dying afterwards by 
lingring Diſeaſes, contra&ted by the inhumane and cruel uſage of their 


Enemues. | 


Miferies ſtill increaſing, the Lords Juſtices and Councel ſent a ſecond 
Diſpatch to the King, the 5th. of November, then in Scotland, directing 
alſo their Letters to his Privy Councel in Eng/and, there being an abſo- 
lute neceſſity to invoke all Powers, that might ſtand with his Majeſty's 
Honour. They then ( and not before ) directed Letters to the Speakers 
of both Houſes of Parliament, ( incloſing in thoſe they writ to his Maje- 
ſty) what they had ſignified by Letters to the Lords of the Councel, or 
to the Speakers ofboth Houſes of Parhament. About 
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About the 67h. of November, 1641. the Rebels of Cavay, commanded 
by Philip'Mac-Hugh, Mac-Shane O Relie, Knight of the Shire for that 
County, and others ofthe Sepz of O Relies, proffer'd an humble Remon- 
ſtrance ( ſo they entituled their preſumptuous Paper) to the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, to be recommended by them to his Majeſty ; which Dr. Foxes 
and Mr. Waldrone then delivered to their Lordſhips, the Doctor being 
obliged to that ſervice, He, his Wite and Children lying at the Rebels 
mercy : To which their Lordſhips anſwered, with all the moderation 
and fatisfaction that could ſtand with their Duty, and the weak 
conditions of affairs in Dublin, the fatety whereof wholly depended on 
the gaining of time ; and ( faith my Author * ) he afſur'd himſelf, rhe 
Remonſtrants expeCted not any other Anſwer, the Remonſtrance being 
tendred rather to win upon the People, ( whoſe cauſe they pleaded ) then 
to give any reaſonable account or fatisfation to the Lords concerning 
their proceedings ; which yet their Lordſhips forthwith certiff'd, with 
their Anſwer, to the Lord Lieutenant, to whom his Majeſty had ex- 
preſly commanded all Afﬀairs of /re/and ſhould be addreſs'd. However, 
Lucy (during the preſenting of this Remonſtrance) muſtered their Forces, 
ſummoning all from 16 to 60 years of Age to appear the Munday tol- 
lowing at Yirginza, ( a Place diſtant from Cavan twelve miles) and in 
the way to Dublin; notwithſtanding that they had impower'd Dr. Foxes 
to aſlure their Lordſhips, 7hat their ſhould be a ceſſation of all things, 
until the return of their Lordſhips Anſwer. Thus no faith or confidence 
could ever be repoſed in them. And afterwards it fell out, that none were 
more treacherous and fierce than they, as great inhumanity and cruelty 
being ated by them of Cavan, as of any other Place ; that County, by 
the 112th, of December, being wholly reduc'd into. the hands of the Re- 
bels, excepting the two Catitles of XKei/agh and Crohan, belonging to Sir 
Francis Hamilton, Knight and Baronet, and Sir Fames Craig Knight, who 
ſo nobly detended each their own, and alternatively fuccourcd one 
another, that they perpetually furniſh'd the Rebels with work ſufficient, 
notwithſtanding whatſoever Mulmore O Relie the Sheriff *, or Edmond 
O Relie his Father, or Philip Mac-Zugh O Relie, their chief Commander, 
could poſſibly do with all their Horſemen, whom theſe gallant men 
often beat, though encounter'd with muck diſadvantage ; Sir Francis 
Hamilton not loling in the whole Service, from the 23d. of Oftober, 
1641. tothe 15th, of Fune, 1642. ( ſetting aſide ſuch as were cut off in 
ſtragling ) more than five men belonging to this Caſtle, one of them 
being a Serjeant, who being taken at an advantage, was barbarouſly 
mangled with thirty fix wounds : ſo that all that the Rebels could do, 
eftected no Conqueſt on theſe Places, till the 8:h. of April, 1642. that 
Sir Fames Craig, ( a Gentleman of ſingular and the beſt abilities ) died, 
and the Store in both Caſtles fell ſhort, Water growing, ſcarce, a mortal 
infectious ſickneſs increaſing, the Rebels having tainted their Well with 
dead Carcaſes. And now the care of both Caſtles fell unto Sir Francis 
4Zamilton's Charge, which being impoſſible to be relieved from Dub/zy, 
or to hold out longer, their ſtraits daily increaſing, both theſe Caſtles 
were delivered up the 4th. of Fuly, 1642. to Philip Mac-Hugh, Mac-Shane 
O Relie, and others, on honourable Conditions, Sir Francis Hamilton, the 
Lady Craig, Sir Arthur Forbes Baronet, * and others, march'd thence 
with credible Articles, faithfully ſet down by Dr. Foyes, inhis Relation 
of the Rebellion in Cavan *, worthy peruſal. Thoſe, with others that 
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camefrom theſe Caſtles, were 1340 in number, who being convey'd to- 
wards Tredath, were all received by Sir Henry Tichbourn, eight miles 
from Tredath, and afterwards diſpos'd of as was moſt convenient. One 
of the Places moſt conſiderable in this County, firſt ſurpriz'd, was Clough- 
outer, whereof Arthur Culme Eſq; was his Majeſties Captain ; a Fort 
certainly of great ſtrength, environ'd with a deep Water, and diſtant 
from ſhore more than Musket-ſhot, in which the Lord Biſhop of X:z/more 
Dr. Bede! was impriſon'd, though afterwards gow wy. by Sir Fames 
Craigh, and, contrary to Articles, ſeiz'd on again, who died near Xi/mor e 
about the midſt of March, 1641, and was buried in the Cathedral Church- 
yard ; a worthy Perſon, ( as formerly we had occaſion to take notice of 
One of the brighteſt Lights of that Church, both for Learning and a ſhin- 
ing Converſation, and ( in his conſtant diligence in the Work of the Mini- 
ftery) a Pattern to others. Inthe gacung of the Troubles in this Coun- 
ty, Captain Richard Rives ( Commander in Chiet of Sir Fohn Borlaſe 
( Lord Juſtice) his Troop) Garriſon'd at Belturber, ated very cloſe and 
gallantly, attending the Eng/ifþ with much faithfulneſs, till by the com- 
mand of the State, ( who ſuſpe&ed his ſurprizal ) he was recall'd to 
Dublin, marching thither (through the Enemy ) over many dead B odies 
that with Famine had periſh'd in the way ; performing afterwards ( be- 
ing Sir Fohn Borlaſe's Junior's Lieutenant Colonel) verymany honou rable 
ſervices, (as at Athboy near Trim with the Lord Liſſe, where they noto- 
riouſly beat up the Rebels Quarters, as elſe-where, viz. Xe ls, Carick- 
macros, the Earl of Eſſex's Caitle in Monaghan, which they took from 
the Rebels, with a conſiderable advantage, in Ofober, 1642. ) highly 
deſerving the publick notice ; though fie he was unfortunately put 
away, heading Colonel Penruddoct's and Sir Foſeph Wag ſtaff's Party in 
the Weſt of England, about the 14th. of March, 1654. 

And now by reaſon that more People flock'd to the City, and that the 
Lords Juſtices and Council had frequent intelligence from ſeveral parts, 
of the inſolent proceedings of the Rebels againit the Britiſh and Prote- 
ſtants in the Borders of the Pale, as well as the adjacent Counties, they 
(the xi. of November ) prohibited the acceſs of unneceſſary Perſons, not 
any way reſtraining ſuch, as by their Quality, or Buſineſs, gave no 
pms of Exceptions, as by the AQ it felt is evident, which you will 

nd in the Appendix. 

However there were ſome ( venom'd with the vigilancy of the State 
who endeavour'd to caſt a blemiſh on this Proclamation, though after- 
wards it appear'd to be his Majeſties ſenſe in his Letters to the Lords Ju- 
ſticesin December following. Yet the 16th, of November the Parliament 
freely met according to the Adjournment, Mr. Darcy, Mr. Burk, and 
other aCtive Members of the Houſe of Commons having exceedingly im- 
portun'd the ſame ; the deferring thereof being ( as they urg'd it ) an in- 
Jury to the whole Nation, as hindring them from expreſſing their Loyal 
affections to his Majeſty, and ſhewing their deſires to quell this dange- 
rous Rebellion ; withall engaging, that there ſhould be ( on their meet- 
ing) aclear Proteſtation pale the Rebels ; elſe,for fear there ſhould have 
been ſome prejudice to the State, (by the concourſe of People at that time) 
the State was once reſolved ( having power trom his Majeſty fo todo ) 
by a Proclamation of the 27th. of Offober, to have deferr'd the Parliament - 
to the 24th. of February next enſuing, for ſeveral cauſes therein men- 
tion'd, but eſpecially, be that his Majeſty deſir'd the Lord Lieutenant 


ſhould 
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ſhould be: there. As by another Proclamation the ſame 27h. of Oftober; 
the Lords Juſtices and Council had adjourn'd Michaelmaſs-Term, To avoid, 
in that exigency, thoſe great and manifold perils and dangers, that-might 
have enſu'd to the State by ſuch concourſe of Peoplezout of all the parts of the 
Kingdom, unto the City of Dablin, as the holding of the Term would ne- 
ceſſeril require, by reaſon of the late moſt diſfloyal and deteſtable Conſpira- 
cy, plotted by a multitude of evil-affetted meer Iriſh Papiſts. But however, 
the Parliament met. And here it was viſible, that more were tainted 
with the Infe&tion, than appear'd in Rebellion. Lord! what artifice ? 
what cunning ? what varniſh was put upon all the Rebels aCtions and 
cruelties > 'Thoſe who ſeem'd to be moſt aftefted with the Inſurrection, 
cover'd it with ſuch a vail, treated of it ſo nicely, with ſuch tenderneſs, 
as if they themſelves (being all indeed of the Conſpiracy) had been to par- 
ticipate immediately ofthe Puniſhment,as well as they were clandeſtinely 
involved in the Plot 5 By always conteſting, that they might not be called 
Traitors and Rebels, being privy to what themſelves had formerly ( with 
theſe Rebels contrived to be done. And fearing it might move the Rebels 
to recriminate,writes a moſt judicious Inſtrument of State*, That the A 
lation of diſcontented Gentlemen was the worſt that could be wrung 
- from them ; till Oxe, heartily deteſting the Fig-leaves thrown over this 
nakedneſs, told the Speaker, That though he had not arriv'd at that con- 
ſiftency of years, as that his words might challenge there an audience ; Days 
ſhould ſpeak, and multitude of years ſhould teach wiſdom ; yet he could 
not but obſerve many paſſages in that Aſſembly, too like Catilines in the 
Senate; and therefore moved, that it might not be told in that Houſe, or 
publiſh'd at Askelon, that ſogeneral a Revolt ( accompan?d with ſuch hor- 
rid and barbarous circumſtances ) ſhould be took notice of with a more fas 
vourable expreſſion than Treaſon and Rebellion, He added further, That 
he did not know, but that that was the ſeaſon wherein they were caſt on their 
trial, whether Allegiance or Rebellion, God or the Pope were to be own'd. 
And that as to any thing that might ſoften the Rebels, he conceiv'd the 
were harden'd with ſo muchwillany, that they eſteem'd all things juſtifiable 
that were attainable, Tram atque animos a crimine ſumunt. And there- 
fore it was fit that that Houſe hould act as ſenſible of the Rebels cruelties, 
and truſt God to vindicate his and his Peoples Cauſe. Upon which, and 


other Arguments, . too ſhameful for them to palliate) the Parliament dif 
covered their Reſentment in theſe words.

The ſaid Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, being juſtly mov'd 
with a right ſenſe of the ſaid diſſeyal rebellious proceedings and actions of the 
Perſons aforeſaid, do hereby proteſt and declare, That the ſaid Lords and 
Commons from their hearts, do deteſt and abhor the ſaid abominable ations, 
and that they ſhall and will, to their uttermoſt power, maintain the Rights 
of his Majeſties Crown, and Government of this Realm, and the peace and 
ſafety thereof, as well againſt the perſons aforeſaid, their Abettors, Ad- 
herents ; as alſo againft all Foreign Princes, Potentates, and other Perſons 
and attempts whatſoever. And in caſe the Perſons aforeſaid do not repent 
of their aforeſaid Attions, and lay down Arms, and become humble Sutitors 
to his Majeſty for Grace and Mercy, in ſuch convenient time, and in ſuch 
manner and form, as by his Majeſty, or the Chief Governour or Governours, 
and the Council of this Realm ſhall be ſet down. The ſaid Lords and Commons 
do further proteſt and declare, That they will take up Arms, and will with 
their Lives and Fortunes ſuppreſs them and their attempts, in ſuch a way, 
as by the Authority of the Parliament of this Kingdom, with the approba- 
tion of his Excellent Majeſty, or of his Majeſties Chief Governour or Go+ 
vernours of this Kingdom, ſhall be thought moſt effettual.

And after that the Parliament had fate two days, to whom the Lords 
Juſtices had imparted his Majeſties gracious intentions, not to depart 
trom any his former favours promiſed to them tor ſetling their Eſtates, 
who ſhould remain faithful and Loyal ; and that the Lords Juſtices had 
ſhorten'd the Prorogation to the 1 17h. of Fanuary, the Lord Viſcount 
Coſtelough, impower'd by the Lords, went for Eng/and, not long before 
having been {worn a Privy Counſellor in 7re/and, even fince the Rebel- 
lion ; with whom the Lord 7aaff alſo embarck'd, having before pre- 
ſented to the Lords Fuſtices and Council, from many of the Gentry and 
Inhabitants of the County of Longford ( in Rebellion ) a rebellious and 
ſcandalous Letter, in the nature of a Rewoyſtrance, full of pretended Grie- 
vances, and unreaſonable Demands, as namely, to have freedom of Re- 
ligion, a Repeal of all Laws made to the contrary, and the like. 

Upon the information of which, eſpecially that there ſhould be a tole- 
ration of the Popiſh Religion in 7reland, it was reſolv'd on the 87h. of 
December, 1641. upon ſolemn Debate by the Lords and Commons 1n the 
Parliament of Eng/and, That they would never give conſent to any To- 
teration of the Popiſh Religion in Ireland, or in any other his Majeſties 
Dominious, Which Vote hath been ſince ehadeed a main motive 
for making the War a cauſe of Religion, conſequently of caling in 
Foreign Princes to their aidand afliſtance; which before ever this Vote 
paſt, to ground the leaſt pretence thereupon, the 7riſh made Religion 
the principal end of their Inſurre&ion ; and this Propoſition was ( as 
you ſee) one of the firſt tobe demanded, which gave the Parhament a 
cauſe forthe Vote fore-mention'd. In purſuance of which, Sir Benjamin 
Rudyard (whom the cauſe ever made eloquent) thus delivered his ſenſe.

not to take any Civil or Politick reſpetts into confideration : Reaſon of State 
hath almoſt eaten up all the Laws and Religion of Chriſtendom. | 

I have often heard it diſcours'd, whether we ſhould make Religion an Ar- 
gument of any of our undertakings abroad, wherein the wiſer ſort have been 
very nice and tender, believing, that the over-number of Papiſts would over- 
whelm us ; yet Thave been long of opinion, that our Attempts and Aſſiſtances 
have ſo often miſcarr?d, becauſe we have not boldly and publickly avowed 
our Religion. It may be, God thinks we are too many, who can conquer as well 
with few as with many. Shall the Iriſh now make their Religion the cauſe of 
their Rebellion, and ſhall we be aſham'd or afraid to maintain our Religion, 
in reducing them to their Duty and Obedience 2? God will not honour them 
who do not honour him. Let us remember that expoſtulation in the Chroni- 
cles, Why tranſgreſs ye the commandments of God, ſo that ye cannct 
proſper ? Thi i a great tranſgreſſion, to ſhrink from God in his truth. 

When we deny the Iriſh a Toleration, we do not withdraw the eaſes and 
favours they have heretofore enjoy d ; Greater, Iam ſure, than they would 
afford us, if we were in their power. Wherefore, Mr. Syeaker, let us uphold 
our Religion, and truſt God with the ſucceſs, 


Upon which, and other motions thereupon, the Vote mention'd pro- 
ceeded without diſpute ; and that the cauſe thereof might appear, we thall Appendix 5.

What reception it had at the Council-board may eaſily be conceiv'd, 
by theſe Lords ſpeedy repair into England; who afterwards centred in 
that, which intime brought on a Ceſſation of Arms with the Rebels, inits 
own place to be ſpoke of. The Lord Dillon ( upon his coming into Eng- 
land”) was ſeiz'd on by the Parliament, and his Papers rifled, ( according 
to a Vote in Parliament the 3d. of November )) which ( by the Contede- 
rates )) was look'd upon asa heinous crime, though the diſcovery of the 
Concerns in Jreland ( as well as the management ofthe War ) were en- 
truſted to the Eng/i/h Parliament, (ſo no crime inthem. ) But heeſcaped 
from them at laſt, and went to the King ; having in his private Inſtru- 
Ctions orders to move, that no Forces might be ſent over out of Hayjand, 
but that the whole work might be left to the Remonſtrants, and that 
they would then undertake to ſuppreſs the Rebels themſelves. 

In the interim, we muſt not omit, that ſome of both Houſes of Parlia- 
' mentin Zreland, lately met, but now Prorogu'd, were appointed to treat 
with the Rebels; So they receiv'd their Inſtruftions from the Lords Fu- 
ftices, who were to impower them under the great Seal thereunto. But in- 
ſtead of any happy effects thereon, the Rebels were ſo puffed up with 
their Vidtories over the poor, ſurpriz'd, unreſiſting, innocent Engliſh, as 
they barbarouſly tore the Order of Parliament, together with the Letter 


ſent unto them, promiſing themſelves ſucceſs and Dominion inall their 
Attempts.

By this time the State had receiv'd an Anſwer from the Lord Lieute- 
nant, of the Account they had given him of the Rebellion, wherein he 
certified the Lords Juſtices, that he underſtood his Majeſty had receiv'd 
ſome Advertiſements out of the North of 7re/and, of the preſent Rebelli- 
on; and that the Buſineſs of Ireland might not ſuffer by his ſtay in Scotland, 
( which was ſomewhat longer than he expetted) his Majeſty had refer'd the 
whole Buſineſs of Ireland, to the Parliament of England, who ( after a 
moſt ſerious and ſolemn information of this horrid Plot, by a ſele& Com- 
mittee * of the Lords ſeated in the Houſe of Commons, in an extraordina- 
ry manner ) undertook the charge and management thereof, ordering 
at that time 500 /. in preſent for Owen O-Conally, and 200 /. per annum, 
till Lands of greater value could be order'd for him, deſigning for the 
preſent Supplies of /re/and, the ſum of 50000 /. and had taken order for 
all Proviſions neceſſary thereunto, as by the Order of Parliament it ap- 


pears.

FTE Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament,being advertisd 

of the dangerous Conſpiracy and Rebellion in Ireland, by the treache- 

rous and wicked Inſtigations of Romiſh Prieſts and Feſuits, for the bloody 
maſſacre and deftruttion of all Proteſtants living there, and other his Maje- 
ſty's loyal Subjetts of Engliſh blood, though of the Romiſh Religion, being 
ancient Inhabitants within ſeveral Counties, and Parts of that Realm, who 
have always in former Rebellions, given teſtimony of their fidelity to this 
Crown. And for the utter depriving of his Royal Majeſty, and the Crown 
of England, from the Government of that Kingdom, (under pretence of ſet- 
ting up the Popifh Religion ) have thereupon taken into their ſerious Conſi- 
derations, how thoſe miſchievous Attempts might be moſt ſpeedily and effe- 
tually prevented, wherein the Honour, Safety and Intereſt of this King- 
dom, are moſt nearly and fully concern d. Wherefore they do hereby declare, 
That they do intend to ſerve his Majeſty with their Lives and Fortunes, for 
the ſuppreſſing of this wicked Rebellion, in ſuch way as ſhall be thought moſt 
OO by the Wiſdom and Authority of the Parliament : And thereupon 
vave order'd and provided for a pa Supply of Money, and raiſing the 

aumber of booo Foot and 2000 Horſe, to be ſent from England, being the 
full proportion defired by the Lords Juſtices, and his Majeſty's C act? reſt 
dent in that Kingdom, with a reſolution to add ſuch further Succours, as 
the neceſſity of thoſe Aﬀairs ſhall require. They have alſo reſolv'd for pro- 
viding Arms and Ammunition, not only for thoſe Men, but likewiſe for his 
Majeſty's faithful Subjefs of that Kingdom, with ſtore of Viftuals, and other 
Neceſſaries, as there ſhall be occafion. And that theſe Proviſions may more 
conveniently be tranſported thither, they have appointed three ſeveral Ports 
of this Kingdom, that is to ſay,Briſtol, Weſt-Cheſter, and another ix Cum- 
berland, where the Magazines and Store-houſes ſhall be kept, F -od the ſupply 
of the ſeveral Parts of Ireland. They have likewiſe reſolv'd to be humble 
Mediators to his moſt Excellent Majeſty, for the encouragement of the Eng. 
| Ii 
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liſh or Iriſh, who ſhall upon their own charges raiſe any number of Horſe or 
Foot, for his Service againſt the Rebels, that they ſhall be honourably re- 
warded with Lands of Inheritance inTreland, according to their merit. And 
for the better inducing of the Rebels to repent of their wicked Attempts, 
they do hereby commend it to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, or in his ab- 
ſence, to the Deputy, or Lords Juſtices there, according to the power of the 
Commiſſion granted to them in that behalf, to beſtow his Majeſty's gracious 
Pardon to all ſuch, as within a convenient time ( to be declar'd by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, or in his abſence, by the Lord Deputy, or Lords Fu- 
ftices there, according to the power of the Commiſſion ſhalt return to their 
due obedience, the greateſt part whereof they conceive to have been ſeduced 
on falſe grounds, by the canning and ſubtil praftices of ſome of the moſt ma- 
lignant Rebels, enemies to this State, and to the Reformed Religion ; and 
likewiſe to beſtow ſuch rewards as ſhall be thought fit, and pabliſht by the 
ſaid Lord Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, or Lords Juſtices and Council there, 
upon all thoſe who ſhall arreſt the Perſons, or bring in the heads of ſuch Trai- 
tors, as ſhall be perſonally nam'd in any Proclamation publiſht by the State 
there. © And they do hereby exhort and require all his Majeſty's loving Sub- 
jefts, both in this and in that Kingdom, to remember their x 6a and conſci- 
ence to God and his Religion, and the great and eminent danger which will 
_ this whole Kingdom in general, and themſelves in particular, if this 
abominable Treaſon be not timel Juppreſ and therefore with all readineſs, 
bounty, and chearfulneſs, to cones their aſſiſtance in their Perſons,or Eſtates, 
to this ſo important and neceſſary Service, for the common Good of all.

And that the Army might be led by an honourable and promiſing Per- 
ſon, the Lord Lieutenant ( being not permitted to come over ſpeedily 
himſelf) madethe Earl of Ormond Lieutenant-General of the Army, ap- 
proved of afterwards by the King, as one who ( by his Relation, Integri- 
ty and Quality ) was pitch'd on as the fitteſt Perſon for that imployment, 
of whoſe affection to the Proteſtant Religion, and his Majeſty's Service, 
his Majeſty had great cauſe to be affured *. 

Soon atter his ſettlement in that Place, he had notice from Sir Fes. 
Tichborn, that the Rebels with 1300 Foot had fate down before Melli- 
font, the 24th. of November, intending to farprize it ; but the Lord 
Moor ( whoſe Houſe it was ) having plac'd 24 Musketeers and 15 
Horfemen therein, defended it with much reſolution, ( as long as their 
Powder laſted ) and at laſt the Foot yielded on Quarter the fame day, {ne- 
ver obſery'd by the Rebels) but the Horſe charged vigoroufly through 
the Enemy, and came fafe to 7redath. | 

This Siege of Me/lifont ſomewhat retarded the Rebels unanimous ap- 
proach to 7redath ; upon which the Lords Juſtices forthwith deſign'd 
600 Foot and a Troop of Horſe, for the further ſtrengthning oi that Gar- 
rifon, They march'd from Da#1iz the 27th. of November, but under 
ftuch a Conduct, ( being newly rais'd and unexperienc'd) that moſt un- 
fortunately ( the Lord Gormanſton's Groom giving intelligence of their 
approach: to the Rebels, not without his Lord's privity ) they were de- 
teated the 29th. of November, near Fuliaus-Towns, at Gellingſton-Bridge, 
not above an hundred of the Men ( beſides the Major that led them, and

two Foot-Captains,eſcaping*to 7Tredath*. This unhappy Defeat put ſuch a 
diſheartning on the State, as it begat ſad Suſpicions; who being ſur- 
rounded with Rebels, Sir Charles Coote the fame day was commanded 
into Wickloe, with ſuch Forces as the State could then raiſe, to relieve 
the Caſtle of Wickl/oe, then beſieged by the Rebels, who ( ſome days be- 
fore) had ( with miſerable ſlaughter and cruelty ) ſurpriz'd his Maje- 
ſty's Forts of Cairis Fort, Arkloe Fort, Chicheſter Fort, and all the Hou- 
ſes of the Engliſh in that County, the Lord Eſ/mond's Houſe, and the ad- 
jacent Parts of Wexford, threatrung to aſſault Dablin, approaching with- 
in two miles thereof in actual Hoſtility. Upon which Service Sir Charles 
Coote vigorouſly advanced, and fought with the Rebels, under the Com-' 
mand of Luke 7 oole, conceiv'd to be a thouſand ſtrong, himſelf not being 
many hundreds ; yet defeated them ſo ſhamefully, as the terrour thereof 
rais'd a fear in the Rebels ever after of Sir Charles Coote, who thence- 
forwards ſo well attended his Commands, as to the Government of the 
City, and other Charges, his particular Vigilance prov'd a good Guard ; 
and that Dublin might be fortified, the 22. of November, 1641. the 
Lords Juſtices and Council by their Proclamation enjoyn'd the ſame. 

Now the Szate finding the Storm to increaſe, and that ( though they 
had ſome glimmerings ot comfort by the ſucceſs of their Forces in Wick- 
le, under Sir Charles Coote ) the Rebellion grew general, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices and Council publiſh'd a Proclamation the 27th. of November, for a 
Weekly Faſt every Friday, to be devoutly and piouſly obſerved and ſolemnized, 
in and through the whole City of Dublin, and the Suburbs thereof ; that be- 
ing humbled for their ſins, the affliction might be remov'd. 

The 28th. of November, the State had an Account of Sir Phelim O- 
Neal's and Sir Con. Mac-Gennis his approach to Liſnegarvey, with about 
4000 Men; who being fearful of the Garriſon's Field-Peeces, drew out 
two conſiderable Diviſions of Men, to fall on the Town on both ſides at 
once : The ſtrength of the Town exceeded not 400 Foot, beſides the Lord 
Conway's Troop, and part of Capt. S$t.'/Fohx's, who made up about 380. 
generally mounted on ſmall Nags ; yet fo well maintain'd they the Place, 
as having skirmiſh'd with the Rebels without the Town on one ſide, the 
reſt charg'd others in the Street, and ina ſhort time drove them to the Bo- 
dy of their Army, ftac'd by Sir Phil. O-Neal and Sir Con. who play'd up- 
on them with their Field-Peeces, but were fo pelted with Muskets, as 
they gave ground, the main Body of the Zxg/iſþ ſtill ſecuring the Market- 
place. We took 6 Colours, killed many, without any conſiderable loſs 
on our ſide, more than that Capt. Boid and Capt. St. Fohn were killed, 
Mr. Rawden and Capt. Burly hurt, Sir Arth. Tirringham managing the 
whole with excellent ConduCt. | 

By this time, his Majeſty ( then in Scotland) having ( as is before 
mention'd ) recommended the Afairs of re/and to his Parliament of 
England, immediately ( on the firſt intelligence of that Rebellion ) ſent 
over ſeveral Commitſions to Sir Robert Stewart, and other Perſons of Ho- 
nour and Truſt in the North; and ( aſſiſtcd by the Duke of Richmond ) 
caus'd ſome proportions of Arms and Ammunition to be conveyed thi- 
ther out of Scotland ( with what Money he could ſpare ) a care and pro- 
vidence worthy ſo ſenſible a Prince, which though it were little, will be 
found to have done much ſervice, teſtified in his Majeſty's Anſwer to a 
Pamphler, entituled, 4 Declaration of the Commons, touching no further 
Addreſſes*. At the ſame time he mov'd all the Parliament un Scotland, 


( as 
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( as being neareſt ) to a ſpeedy help ; but they excus'd their Aids, becauſe 
Treland was dependent upon the Crown of Exgland, intending rather, as 
it ſeem'd ( by the ſequel ) to afford their ſervice upon Hire, than Com- 
paſſion or Conſcience. 

Yet notwithſtanding his Majefy,the State, and Parkament of England's 
appearing thus incens'd againſt the Rebellion, ( all fair means of excepti- 
ons being remov'd, and a deſire of its ſuppreſſion endeavour'd ) the 7rifþ 
finding as yet no conſiderable relief ſent to the Eng/ifh, ( and being ex- 
ceedingly ſhaſh'd with the defeat of thoſe commanded to re-enforce the 
Garriſon of Tredath )) they unanimouſly drew down their Northern For- 
ces to infeſt that Town. And that you may ſee with what union even 
the Lords of the Pale ( formerly faithful to the Crown ) conſpired in 
this Rebellion, though by their humble Apology ( fraught with many 
vain pretences ) they would evade the Conſpiracy, we muſt here tender 
you an Account of the Truth, given in upon Oath, March 1641. before 
Sir Robert Meredivh, Kt. Chancellor of the Exchequer, in theExaminati- 
on of Edward Dowdall Eſq; a Perſon of great eſteem amongſt them. 


He depoſeth, That ſome y or 4 days after the defeat of the Engliſh Soal- 
diers, at the Bridge of Gellingſtone, there iſſued aWarrant from the Lord 
of Gormanſton, to the * Sheriff of he County, for a general Meeting of all 
the County at Dulick ; but the place of Meeting was afterwards chang d to 
the Hill of Crotty, where all the Lords and Gentry of the County met, viz. 
The Earl of Fingal, the Lord Viſcount Gormanſton, the Lord Slane, the 
Lord Lowth, th? Lord Dunſany, the Lord Trimbleſtone, the Lord Net- 
tervile : And of the Gentry, Sir Patrick Barnewall, Sir Chriſtopher Bel- 
low, Patrick Barnwall of Kiltrew, Nicholas Darcy of Plattin, James 
Bath of Acharn, Garret Ailmer the Lawyer, Cuſack of Gormanſton, Wil- 
liam Malone of Leſmullin, Sedgrave of Kileglan, Linch of the Knos, Ly- 
nam of Adams-Town, Lawrence Dowdall of Athlumney, Nicholas Dow- 
dall of Browns-Town, this Exammnate's Brother, and him thi Examinate, 
with a multitude of others, to the number of a thouſand Perſons at leaf}, 
whoſe Names he this Examinate cannot for the preſent call to mind. And 
after about two or three hours ſpent upon the ſaid Hill of Crofty, ( by the 
Lords and Gentry aforeſaid ) there came unto them Col, Mahone, Philip O- 
Relie, Hugh boy-Relie, Roger Moore, Hugh Birne, and Capr. Fox, at« 
tended on with a Guard of Musketeers : And this Examinate faith, That as 


ſoon as the Parties drew near unto the ſaid Hill, the Lords and Gentry of 


the Pale rode towards them, and the Lord Gortrranſton, being one of the 
firſt, ſpake unto them, and demanded of them, why, and for what reaſon, 
they came arm'd into the Pale ; #»t0 whom Roger Moore made preſent An- 
Jwer, That the ground of their coming thither, and taking up Arms, was 
tor the freedom and liberty of their Conſciences; the maintenance of his 
Majeſty's Prerogative, in which they underſtood: he was abridg'd, and 
the making the Subjects of this Kingdom as free-as thoſe in England were. 
Whereupon the ſaid Lord Gorrhaniton, ' defired” to underflin{ from them 
truely and faithfully, whether theſe were not pretences, and not indeed the 
true grounds of their ſo doing ; and likewiſe, whether they had not ſome other 
private end of their own : Which being all denied, apon profeſſion of their 
hmcerity to his Lordſhip, ( the Lord of Gormanſton )) then tdtd them ; See- 
ing theſe be your true:ends, we will likewiſe joyn with you therein, unto 
which courſe allagreed : And thereupon it was publickly and nts He 


clared, 
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clared, That whoſoever T pros deny to joyn with them, or refuſe to aſſiſt 
them therein, they would account him as an enemy, and to the utmoſt of 
their power labour his deſtruftion. And this Examinate ſaith, That after 
the Agreement made as aforeſaid, there iſſued another Warrant to the She- 
riff of the County of Meath, to be at the Hill of Taragh, about a week after ; 
and accordingly there met at the ſame place the Earl of Fingal, the Lord 
Gormanſton, and the reſt of the Lords and Gentry aforenam'd, together with 
Sir Thomas Nugent, and Nicholas Plunket the Lawyer, Birford zhe 
Lawyer, and a multitude of others, And the work of that day was firſt, to 
make Anſwer to a Summons made by the State, for the calling of the Lords of 
the Pale to Dublin ; which Anſwer was brought ready drawn by the Lord 
Gormanſton, and preſented by his Lordſhip; and being peruſed by the ſaid 
Council at Law, was ſigned by the Lords. 

To which we will add ( paſſing by many other teſtimonies of their 
Conjunttions ) that which 1s confirm'd by a very credible Perſon, of 
Colonel Richard Plunket of Dunſaghly, in the County of D«blin, within 
the Pale, ( onedeſtin'd for the taking of the Caſtle of Dublin ) who af- 
firm'd openly, That he had a Contratt under the hands of all the Lords of 
Ireland ( that were Catholicks) to ſtand firm in this Inſurreftion ; moſt of 
their actions confirming his words. And Phzlip O Relie's Wife, told 
Fames Talbot, a Perſon of eminent note amongſt them, 7hat if theſe of 
the Pale would have let them alone, and not ſet them on work, they were ſs 
well at eaſe, as they would never have begun that troubleſome task. 

Upon which it is evident, (though Some * would infinuate the contra- 
ry ) that both the old 7ri/þ and old Eng/iſh ( what ends they would ſeve- 
rally pretend to have ) centred in the Sſtrudtion of the Proteſtants ; and 
that the old Engliſh Papiſts were a little backwarder than the 7riſh, was, 
inthat they had ſomething more to looſe than the other, and ſo would 

ut them firſt upon the work, wherein themſelves were equally engag'd : 
hich the Lords Juſtices, and Councel perceiving, writ, the 34. of De- 
cemb. tothe Earl of Fingal, the Lord Viſcount Gormanſton, and the reſt 
of the Lords of the Pale, 7o come to Dublin, and conſult for the ſafety of 
the Kingdom. Luke Nettervile and others having caus'd Proclamation to 
be mew at Lusk, ( twelve miles from Dublin ) that all the Gentry of the 
County ſhould ( upon pain of death ) meet within three or four days at 
Swoards, (within fix miles of D«4bliz ) which accordingly they did, con- 
ſtituting Captains, Richard Golding, Thomas Ruſſel, Francis Ruſſel, Robert 
Travers, Chriſtopher Hollywood, and other Commanders ; their Mz/itia 
amounting ( on that ſhort warning ) to 1200. which would have 
been impoſliible to have rais'd, had they not before been Armed, and 
inſtigated to that Cauſe. Upon which, theſe Lords of the Pale ( Confſpi- 


rators with the firſt ) return'd to the Lords Juſtices, the 7th. of Decemb, 
this Anſwer, receiv'd the 1 17h, 


May it pleaſe your Lordſhips, 
T E have received your Letters of the 3d. inſtant, intimating, that 
you had preſent occaſions to confer with us concerning the preſent: 
State of the Kingdom, and the ſafety thereof in theſe times of dan- 
ger, and requiring us to k with you there on the 8th. of this inſtant. We 
grve your Lordſhips to underſtand, that we have heretofore preſented our 


ſelves 
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ſelves before your Lordſhips, and freely offered our advice and furtherance 1641. 
towards the particulars aforeſaid, which was by you negletted, which gave \W/ 
us cauſe to conceive that our Layalty was ſuſpefled by you. We give your 

Lordſhips further to underſtand, that we have receiv'd certain advertiſe- 

ment, that Sir Charles Coote Knight, at the Council-board, hath offered 

ſome ſpeeches, tending to a purpoſe and reſolution, to execute upon thoſe of 

our Religion a general Maſſacre, by which we are all deterr'd to wait on 

your Lordſhips, not having any ſecurity for oar ſafety from thoſe threatned 

evils, or the ſafety of our lives, but do rather think it fit to ſtand upon our 

beſt guard, until we hear from your Lordſhips how we ſhall be ſecur d from 

thoſe perils. Nevertheleſs we all proteſt, that we are and will continue 

faithful adviſers, and reſolute furtherers of his Majeſties Service, concern- 

ing the preſent ſtate of this Kingdom, and the ſafety thereof, to our beſt abi- 

lities. And ſo with the ſaid tender of our htmble ſervice, we remain,

And Luke Nettervile Eſq; George Blackney of Rickenhore, Eſq; George 
King of Clantarfe, Gent. and others, met at Swoards, being charged on 
their Allegiance, the 9th. of Decemb. immediately on ſight of the Lords 
Juſtices Warrant to ſeparate, and not to unite any more 11 that manner 
without direCtion from the State. They, inſtead of obedience to the States 
command, return'd this anſwer, That they were conſtrain'd to meet there 
together for the ſafety of their lives ; That they were put into ſo great a ter- 
ror, by the riſing out of ſome THorſe-Troops and Foot-Companies at Dublin, 
who kill d four Catholicks, for no other reaſon than that they bore the name 
of that Religion, as they durſt not ( as they pretended ) ſtay in their houſes, 
aud therefore reſolved to continue together, till they were aſſured by their 
Lordſhips of the ſafety of their Lives, before they ran the hazard thereof; 
by manifeſting their obedience due unto their Lordſbips. Upon which the ,, 
Lords Juſtices and Council publiſk'd a Proclamation the «x 3th. of Decemb. nifh, in An- 
to ſatisfiethe world of the innocency of the Szate from the guilt of any Sr to __— 
mans blood ; and concerning the tour they alledg'd were kill'd as Pa- ,ccompices 
piſts, they were ſuch as were found faulty in rebellious ations, of which, fear. 
one was a Proteſtant : Commanding them furthermore, on the alle- 
glance to his Majeſty, to ſeparate upon the ſight of their Warrant ; and 
that Luke Nettervile and his Accomplices ſhould appear before the Szate 
on the eighteenth of the ſaid month, tothe end they may be fully heard 
by the Szate; To which end the Lords Juſtices and Council thereby 
gave them, and every of them, the word of the State, that they might then 
yoo; and ſafely repair thither, without danger of any trouble or ſtay what- 
vever. 

And that the Lords of the Pale might not be leſs fatisfi'd in what they 
objeQted, the ſame day alſo the Lords Juſtices and Council publiſh'd a 
Proclmation, and ſent it to thoſe Noblemen, poſitively affirming, That the. The Lords Ju- 
Lords Fuſtices and Council did never hear Sir Charles Coote, or any other, _— 
utter at the Council-board, or elſe-where, any ſpeeches tending to a purpoſe Charles Coore. 
or reſolution, to execute on thoſe of their Profeſſion, or any other, a general 
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Maſſacre ; nor was it ever in their thoughts to diſhonour h1z Majeſty, or the 
State, by ſo odious, impious, and deteſtable a thing ; giving them aſſurance 
of their ſafety, if they would repair thither the 17th, of that Month, 

Yet notwithſtanding theſe Condeſcenſions, or whatſoever elſe the $tate 
could do, ( whereby the doubts of thoſe men might be remov'd, and 
their ſecurity aſcertain'd) ſtill the Torrent of the Pale ran to make up the 
intended Deluge, deſpiſing whatſoever ſecurity or faith the State was 
pleaſed to promiſe them. Whereupon the Lords Juſtices and Council 
were enforc'd to ſend this Wartant to the Earl of Ormond and Offory, to 
ſend out a Party of Soldiers, Horſe and Foot, againſt thoſe that dar'd fo 
impudently to affront them.

Oraſmuch as divers of the Inhabitants of Clantarte, Rhaheny, and 
Þ Kibarrock, have declared themſelves Rebels, and having robÞ'd and 

[poil'd ſome of his Majeſties good Subjetts,are now aſſembled thereabouts 
in Arms in great numbers, muſtering and training, of their rebellious Mul- 
titudes to the terrour and danger of his Majeſties good Subjefts, as well 
at Land as at Sea; which their ol neſs is ated in Ss manner, as to put 
ſeorn and aftronts upon this State and Government ; they atting ſuch depre- 
dations even before our faces, and in our view, as it were in deſpight of us. 
It is therefore order'd, That our very good Lord, the Earl of Ormond and 
Oflory, Lieutenant General of the Army, do forthwith ſend out a Party of 
Soldiers, of Horſe and Foot, to fall upon thoſe Rebels at Clantarte, and 
thereabouts, who, in ſuch diſdainful manner, ſtand to outface and dare us, 
and to endeavour to cut them off, as well for puniſhment as terrour to others, 
and to burn and ſpoil the Rebels Houſes and Goods. And to prevent their 
farther annoying any Shipping going out, and coming in, and lying in harbour, 


thoſe Souldiers are to bring up, or cauſe to be brought up to the new Crane at 


Dublin, ſuch of the Boats and Veſſels now lying there, as they can upon 
the ſudden, and to burn, ſpoil, fink, and make unſerviceable the reſt. Given 
at his Majeſt ies Caſtle ff Dublin, December the 14th.

The Lords of the Pale however effetually endeavour'd to ſtrengthen 
the Northern Rebels, and thereupon declared the Lord Viſcount Gor- 
manſton General of the Forces to be rais'd in the Pale, Hugh Birn Lieu- 
tenant General, the Earl of Fi»ga/ General of the Horſe; who in ſeveral 
Baronies rais'd Captains accordingly, and Proviſions ſuitable, to ever 
hundred menin.a Company for their daily allowance, one Beet, and half 
a Barrel of Corn, during the Siege of 7redath. 

And that nothing might be wanting to ſtraighten the State, Netter- 
vile and his Party ( being increas'd by their contederacy with Wickloe 
and Xi/dare) the 15th. of December, ſent two ſtrong Parties to rar 
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and Fing/aſs, where they continu'd till the 224. of the- faid December, 
when they were beaten by Colonel Craford trom Fing/aſs, ( two'miles 
from Dublin) after they had like to have put- us to a ſhameful retreat; 
Thoſe at Santry hearing of Sir Charts Coot's approach, ſaved thettifelves 
by a cowardly.quitting of their Quarters, leaving their beſt Equipage 
and Proviſions behind them ; whilſt-near 300 men ſhew'd themſelves at 
Clantarf, a Village on the Sea-ſide, about.a mile and half trom Du41; : 
The Inhabitants ſtrengthning_ the Rebels confidence with ſtore of ſtrong 
Fiſhing-boat, having the day before ſpoil'd two E»g/iſh Barcks lying at 
Anchor near C/axtarf, in the Road of D#blin, much to the diſquiet of the 
Lords Juſtices and Council, ſuſpeCting thereby, that the Port to Dublin 
might have been blocked up : Robbertes alſo of that nature having beeri 
committed at Skirries, twelve milesfrom Dublin, and the Prey of thofe 
Barks carried to Barnewe/! of Brimore, a prime Man, as the Priſoners to 
the Lord Gormanſton's, who ſent them to Balrothry, - ſufficient to prove 
the Robberies, Murthers, and other. Outrages committed on the Britiſh 
Proteſtants, were by the..allowance. and privity of-the- principal Gentle- 
men of the Pale, if not their command ; how ſpecioufly ſoever, in their 
humble Proteſtation (a piece of as much vanity as falſhood ) againſt 'the 
States Proclamation, the 82h. of Febr. 164+. they would infinuate, That 
none of the better ſort had robt'd or pillaged any of them, nor' diſpoſſeſs'd 
them of their Eſtates. Whereas by the example of what is here produc'd, 
the falſity of all they . aſſert is clearly-prov'd, -though further particulars 
(without much ſifting” may eaſily be expos'd, were not the ſtory like to 
be tedious. And the truth oftheſe aflertzons may. be fully read in the end 
of the Anſwer to the Eighth Article of the Rebels Remonſtrance of Grie- 

vances, at 7rym, 1642. R 
;. Whereupon the Lords Juſtices found it abſolutely neceſſary, that ſame 
Forces ſhould be ſent.againit them..at Clantarf; which. Forces-were com- 
manded by Sir Charles Coote, the 1 5th. of Decemb. who burnt the Village, 
deſtray'd their Boats, and excellently well quitted the ſervice 1njoyn'd 
him, clearing that place of Piracy and Rebels : *Fhough in the-interim, 
Nettervile, ( being trighted from Saxtry.). lay with near 12000.,men. ut 
Fhatgsd pon poſlets'd . himſelf of, the Caſtle of 4rtain, and ſome other 
places, within two miles of D44/;z». On the Weſt ſide of which, at Taſſas 
gard, Rath-Coole, Caſtle-Lyens, and other Villages, there.lay 2000 more 
of the Rebels out of. the Counties 'of Katerlagh, Kings County, and Kil- 
dare, under the command of..Roger Moore, and: Sutton Enſtace-of Caſt le- 
Martin, and others. The Clandonells, Birns, and. T ootes from: Wickloe,. to« 
wards the Sea, three or foyrmiles. on the South. of Dublin, cams plſo 
down, blocking up ( on all ſides ) Paſſages thereunto ;- their Forges\un 
£.emſter -amounting, to 20000 men, SO asthe State being.now pb Yo 
eminent danger, few hopes ſurvived of her recovery. The Naas and'X7/- 
dare, as Trim and Aſhboy in the- County .of «Meath, being taken by 
the Rebels: Which ina Letter to the, Lord Lieutenant, 'datedi the- x 4th. 
of December, the Lords Juſtices.and Council very emphatically-expreſs'd; 
adding'in' the cloſe, That if notwithſtanding all this, ſo often awd truly mad: 
known by us to your Lordſhip, we ſhall periſh for want of Supplies,. we ſha 
carry this, comfort\with us togar. graves,\ or.anxother burial. w8#:fhall have” 
That, your Lordſhip cau;witneſs for us to his, Royal Majeſty, 'and all rhe 
world, that we have diſcharg d our duties to.God, to bis Majeſty, and. ta 
that Nation, and to this, in humbly repreſenting to his Majeſty, by your 
: G 2 Lordſhip, 
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Lordſhip, (- the chief Governour of the Kingdom )gghe extremities and dan- 
gers, wherein his Kingdom and People ſtand, and. the neceſſities of haſtning 
Supplies hither by all poſſible means,” fr preſervation of Both ; ſo as what- 
ever become of our Perſons,aur Memory-cannot be juſtly tain'd with ſo wretchs 
ed a breach of Faith and Loyalty to the King our Maſter, as to forbear repre- 
ſenting thither the extremities wherein we are, whether we have receiv d 
credit to be belie'dor no ; and that we write truth, and moſt needful truth, 
will be found true, when perhaps we ſhall periſh, and which is more con- 
fiderable, the Kingdom alſo, for want of being believ'd and ſuccour'd in 
rFime. 

The Conſideration of which ( long betore preſented to his Majeſty ) 
wrought ſo ſenſibly on Zim, that being then newly return'd out of Scoz- 
land, ( before the Letter mention'd arriv'd at the Parliament ) He took 
the firſt opportunity ( which was the 2d. of December, 1641.) to tell 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament, ( other things being rehearſed ) 
That He had one Particular more to recommend unto T hem, which was Ire- 
land, for which ( faith He) 7 doubt not your Care, yet methinks the pre- 
parations for it go on but ſlowly. 

And being touch'd with the truth of what He had obſerv'd in this Buſi- 
neſs, he came to the Parliament the 14th. of December, and thus expreſt 
his reſentment.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


H E laſt time I was inthis Place, and the laſt thing that 
I recommended unto you, was the Buſineſs of Ircland, 
whereby I was in good hope, that I ſhould not have needed again 
to have put you in mind of that Buſineſs : But flill ſeeing the 
flow proceedings therein, and the daily diſpatches that I have 
out of Ireland, of the Lamentable Eſtate of my Proteſtants Sub- 
jefts there, I cannot but again earneſtly commend the diſpach 
of that Expedition unto you, for it is the chief Buſineſs that at 
this time I take to heart, and there cannot almoſt be any Buſi- 
neſs that I can have more care of. 

I might now take up ſome of your time, in expreſſing my De- 
teflat 01 of Rebellions in general, and of this in particular : But 
fu that Deeds and not Declarations muſt ſuppreſs this great 
Inſolency, I do here in Word offer you, whatſoever my Power, 
Pains or Induftry, can contribute to this good and neceſſary Work, 
of reducing the Iriſh Nation to their true and monted Obedi- 
ence. | 
And that nothing may be omitted on my Part, I muſt here 
take notice of the Bill for preſſing of Souldiers, now dependin 
among you, my Lords, concerning which I declare, that in al 
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it comes ſo to me, awgt may not infringe or diminiſh my Preroga- 
tive, Iwill paſs it. «4nd farther, ſeemg there is a Diſpute rais'd 
( I being little beholding” to him whoſoever at this time began it) 
concerning the bounds of this ancient and undoubted Preroga- 
tive, to avoid further Debate at this time. TI offer that the Bill 
may paſs with a Salvo Jure, both for King and People, leav ing 
ſuch Debates to a time that may better bear them. If this be not 
accepted, the fault is not mine that this Bill paſs not, but theirs 


that refuſe ſo fair an offer. 

Toconclude, I conjure you by all that is or can be dear to you 
or me, that laying away all Diſputes, you go on chearfully and 
ſpeedily for the reducing of Ireland. | 


A Charm ( one ſhould think ) ſufficiently powerful : Yet the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament, from his Majeſty's Speech took great ex- 
ceptions, ſuffering the Supplies of 7reland to be retarded, demanding of 
the King the Names of the who had counſel d Flim to take notice of any 
Debate in the Flouſe, before it was form'd into a Bill; whence began the 
Cry againſt evil Counſellors, afterwards the pretext of the Miſery that 
enſued. SomeForces indeed the Parliament had ſent to the Sea-fide, and 
others were on their March, yet Winds and Tides, Votes and Councels, 
did not equally agree, fo as the Exigences ( by this means ) that the 
State of /reland was caſt upon,almoſt fplit them. Whereupon the Lords 
Juſtices and Council publiſht a Proclamation, dated the 28th. of Decem- 
ber, 1641. Requiring all Perſons, other than ſuch as had neceſſary Cauſes 
zo Dublin, ſuch as the Lords Fuſtices, the Lieutenant-General of the Army, 
or the Governour of his Majeſty s Forces in the City of Dublin, ſhould ap- 
prove, or other than ſuch as ſhould bring Provifton to the City to be ſold, 
ſhould forbear coming to the City or Suburbs thereof, upon pain of Death. 
Which was done in time of high neceſfity, Provifion being ſcarce, and 
tew repairing to the City but what were Spies and Fraitors. 

And becaufe what his Majeſty had propos'd ( before-mention'd ) for 
the ſervice of /reland, ſeem'd to have Fetle effe&t; he again ſends a Meſ- 
fage to the Lords Houſeby the Lord Chamberlain, the 28th. of December : 
That being ſenſible of the Miſeries of Ireland ( the Succours for which went 
on ſlowly ) he offer d to raiſe 10000 Yoluntiers, if the Commons would un- 
dertake to pay them : A Propoſition rather heard than conſented to. 

About this time Sir Thomas Carey and Dr; Cale ( a Sorboniſt ) offer'd 
from the Rebels theſe Propoſitions, to the Council Board, for a Trea-

However, the State, in hope to gain time, ( till Supplies might come 
liſtned to an offer made by ſome Popith Prieſts to treat with the Rebels : 
Whereupon Dr. Cale , pretending how tar he could prevail with the Re- 
bels) was admitted thereunto by a Warrant from the State, in confidence 
that he could obtain better terms than the former, Bur Sir Phel/im O-Neal 
would yield tono Treaty, unleſs the Lord Mac-Guire, Mac-Mahone, and 
the reſl in the Caſtle might be freed : Which the State refuſing with in- 
dignation, that deſign ended.

durſt make any formal approach againſt that Caſtle ; in as much as Sit 
Charles Coote fetch'd in Corn and Cattle at liberty : Yet the ſecond of 
March following, O-Rourk came with all his Forces to fetch away the 
Prey of Roſcommon, before day, hurrying them almoſt to Molznterim, be- 
fore our Forces could come up to him, endeavouring to make good a Paſs 
againſt our men, who ſoon break their ſtouteſt Ranks, and ( killing moſt 
ot the Rebels ) recovered the Prey, took many Priſoners, and amongſt 
the reſt Con O-Rourk. X 

Thus each Province was in a flame, and that it burſtnot forth all at 
once, was partly out of the backwardneſs of ſome, who would firſt ( in 
the proceedings of the others) ſee how far, and with what ſecurity, 
they might put themſelves on the Work : A horrid Work! that had no 
promiſing, or good Aſpe& : And then others in the Counties of Du4- 
lin, Meath, Lowth, who (by the aforeſaid compa@t, ſhould have fur- 
niſh'd themſelves with Arms from the State, under pretence of ſervice 
againit Z/ſter ) miſſing of their Deſign in full, halted a time: and 
many declared not themſelves at firſt, by reaſon the ſurpriſing of the 
Caſtle of Dablin was prevented ; Nor did the noble and ſolemn Reſent- 
ment of the Parliament in Eng/and a little ſtartle others, though after 
that the Winter came cloſe upon them, and that the Z»g/;/h were almoſt 
every where harraſt ; And the ſuccours from'Eng/and came not ſo ſoon 
as they were expedted, the 7riſh every where gathered that heat as in all 
Places, to expreſs their virulency. 
 Some*® will have it that the Gentlemen at Weſtminſter, inſtead of ſup- 
preſſing the Iriſh ſpeedily by Arms, made an Ordinance wholly to extirpate 
them, whereby the Iriſh extirpated rhoſt part of the Proteſtant Colonies, 
killing Man, Woman, and C bid. with moſt horrible Barbarouſneſs : Where- 
as it4s apparent that the greateſt, and moſt horrid Maſlacres, were a&ted 
before the Parliament could poſſibly know there was a Rebellion, for 
after that the Plot was dete&ed, the Rebels ſomewhat ſlackned their firſt 
Cruelties : though then they proclaim'd, 7hat if any Iriſh ſhould har- 
bour, or relieve, any Engliſh ſuffer'd to eſcape, them with their lives, that 
it ſhould be penal, even to death, to ſuch Iriſh 5 So that though they 
put not thoſe Exg/iſh aQtually to the Sword, yet by that Defign, they 
cut them off more cruelly : It being a certain truth ( not ſubje& to 
the evaſion of the Sophiſter ) that 1n all the four Provinces, the horrid. 
cruelties ufed towards the Britiſh, either in their bloody Maſlacres, or 
mercileſs diſpoiling, ſtripping, and extirpation of them, were generally 
ated in moſt parts of the Kingdom, before they could gather themſelves 
together, to make any co nſiderable reſiſtance againſt their fury, and be- 
fore the State had aſſembled their Forces, or were enabled by the power 
of his Majeſties Arms, to make any inroads into the Sree ollefled 
by the Rebels: A circumſtance, which totally deſtroyeth all thoſe vain 
pretences, and fond recriminations, which they have fince moſt falſly 
taken up to palliate this their moſt abominable Rebellion, or aCtings 
thereupon ; Beſides, -in the firſt Order of the Lords Commons, in Par- 
liament of Englazd, touching this Concern, for the better inducing of the 
Rebels to repent of their wicked Attempts, they did thereby commend it 
to the Lord Lieutenant of re/and, or in his abſence to the Lord Deputy, 
or Lords Juſtices - there, according to the power of the Commulſjon 
granted them in that behalf, To beſtow his Majeſties gracious Pardon P | 
a 
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all ſuch as within a convenient time ( to be declared by any of the ſaid 
Magiſtrates \\ ſhould return to their due obedience : Which rule the Lords 
Juſtices in all Commiſſions, either to Officers, or Marſhals, they had 
alſo before obſerved, that if ( amongſt them ) there had been any relent- 
ing, they might have experienc'd the mercy of the State. 

And thus much may be faid even for the Parliament, that atter the 
expence of much blood and treaſure, for ſuppreſſion of the horrid Re- 
bellion in Zreland, when they had brought that Afﬀair to ſuch an iſſue, 
as that a total Reducement, and ſettlement of the Nation was effected, 
whereby they came to divide the Rebels Eſtates ; They manifeſted, zhat 
it was not the Parliaments intentions, to extirpate that whole Nation, but 
they ordered Mercy and Pardon, both as to Life and ſtate, ſhould be 
extended to all Husband-Men, Labourers, Artificers, "yea to higher 
rank and Quality, according to the reſpettive Demerits, and Confiderati- 
ons, under which they fell, and that all ſhould enjoy the benefit of their 
Articles, 

It is indeed Enacted, in the Adcts of ſubſcriptions for /reland, that 
every Perſon who ſhall make, enter into, or take any Compatt, Bond, Co- 
venant, Oath, promiſe, or agreement, to introduce, or bring into the ſaid 
Realm of Ireland, the authority of the See of Rome, in any caſe what ſ0- 
ever, or to maintain, or defend the ſame, ſhall forfeit his Link and Goods, 
as in caſe of Rebellizz : Before which there was no pretence ( ſome 
thought ) to make the War a matter of Religion, Whereas, I do not 
conceive, that that Clauſe is any more then what was in ſeveral Acts pro- 
vided, as Anno 2.8. ZH. 8. Capite 13. Annoz. Eliz. Cap. 1. aselſewhere : 
And by his Majeſties Letter to the Marquiſs of Ormond,the 1 5th. of Decem. 
1644. is there ſpecified, That many Atts in favour of the Iriſh ſhould 
be repead, but thoſe againſt Appeals to Rome, and Premunire, /hould 
ſtand. That had not the Rebels firſt intended ( what afterwards they 
purſued ') that Clauſe could not have made them more obſtinate Rebels, 
nothing being in it, but what was before 1n force. 

Now beſides other miſeries ( which aggravated the unhappineſs of the 
State at that rume ) there flocked to the City ( from all Parts ) ſuch as 
having eſcaped the tury of the Rebels, ſheltered themſelves there, of 
which ( by reaſon of the diſeaſes they had contracted by their journey, 
and ill uſage ) there died many , elſe prov'd a burthen to the City ; 
Which the Confederates of the Pale would have the World believe, was 
mercy and Signal Humanity in them, ot to have imbrued their hands 
in the blood of any Britiſh Proteſtants, When as the lingring deaths, and 
Exigences theſe were put to, exceeded any death which at once might 
have been inflicted :, though after the Siege of 7redath, that the old 
Engliſh Papiſts of the Pale, were driven into Z//ter, they ( as a meri- 
torious a ) vaunted that they had killed more Exg/i/b and Proteſtangs 
in Fingall, then were killed in many other Counties ; for the diſcove- 
ries of whoſe miſeries, and what beſides others had ſuffered by the Rebels, 


the Lords Juſtices authoriſed ſeveral Commiſſioners to tate their Caſe, 


and the ſtate of the deplorable Engliſh, by two Commiſſions, the one 
bearing date the 23d. of December, the other the 18th. of January, both 
1n the 17th. year of his Majeſties Reign, whereby the Murders, Loſles, 
and Cruelties, committed upon the Eng/i/þ and Proteſtants, were diſco- 
vered on Oath, and powers, in a Remonſtrance by the Diſpoil'd Clergy 
of Treland, to the Honourable Houſe of Commons in England ; And o_ 
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the Remonſtrance ſhould ſeem the a& of a few Perſons ( highly inte- 
reſſed in their own Concerns ) it was accompanied with a Letter from 
the Lords Juſtices, and Council, dated at Dub/z the 7th. of March, 1641. 
to the Speaker of the faid Houſe of Commons ; the Remonſtrance thew- 
ing ſuch depredations of Goods, ſuch cruelties exercis'd on the Perſons and 
Lives of the loyal Subjetts, ſuch waſting,and defacing of all monuments of Ci- 
vility, with ſuch Prophanation of Holy Places, and Religion, that by the moſt 
fe Ac heatheniſh Nations,the like could not in any Age be found to be 
perpetrated : of which T might ſay more, having not yet torgot the cruel- 
ties legible in moſt Noble, and antient Families ; Burt the day would fail 
us, ſhould we ſum up what is in the Clergies Remonſtrance, Printed at 
London, 1642. briefly mention'd, to which, and the Hiſtory of the /ri/h 
Rebellion, 1646. from p. 84. to 136, we muſt refer you, that the 
Proofs of all may be before your eyes ; May they be writ on our Poſts of 
our houſes, and our Gates? that they may be looked upon, and remembred 
tor ever ; what Amalek did, when we were faint, and weary, and he feared 
not God ! 

Thus the Szate having ( to their power ) ſupported his Majeſties Au- 
thority, and the Engliſh Intereſt, ſearching out whatſomever might 
tathom the bottom of this Conſpiracy, they being driven to great ne- 
ceſlities, trampled on by the Enemy, not further able to ſupport their 
own miſeries, When the laſt of December 1641. arriv'd at Dubliz 
( from the Parliament of England ) Sir Simon Harcourt, with a Regi- 
ment of 1200 Foot, a Gentleman of Good Extra&tion, long bred in the 
Low-Countreys ( the School of War ) under Sir ZZoratio, the Lord Vere, 
that renown'd, and Excellent Perſon, one of the moſt noted, and eminent 
Commanders of the late Age: He was deſign'd Governour of Dablin, 
much to the comfort of the Proteſtants, and terrour of the Rebels; ſoon 
after whoſe arrival ( the City being ſecur'd thereby ) the Lords Juſtices 
commanded forth Sir Charles Coote, with ſuch Forces as could be ſpared 
to Swoards, about the 1oth. of Fanary following, the better to let them 
know how far the State reſented their Inſolencies, whom no aſſurance, 
tair, or open Reſolves, or any free courſe could fatisfie ; Sir Charles 
Coote found the acceſs to the Village ſtraightly block'd up, yet ſo ma- 
naged the attempt, as he ſoon forc'd them to a flight, beating them out 
of their Fortifications, and killed 200 of their men, without any con- 
{iderable loſs on his ſide, more then Sir Lawurenzo Carey, ſecond Son of 
the Lord Falkland ( late Lord Deputy )) a Gentleman of excellent and 
ingenious Parts, well principled, and one whoſe vertues and reſolution, 
par much happineſs to the State: After fetling of which Place, 

ir Charles Coote return'd to Dublin, and ere long, there arrived from 
England, by Order of the Parliament, three Regiments of Foot, the 
Lord-Lieutenants Regiment, under the Conduct of Licutenant-Colonel 
Monk ( ſince Duke of Albemarle ) the fecondunder the Command of 
Sir Michael Earnely, and the other under the Command of Colonel 
Cromwell; and two Regiments of Horſe, one belonging to Ph:/ip Lord 
Liſle, General of the Horſe, and the other under the Command of Sir 
Richard Greenvile. That now the Engliſh Intereſt began to revive, the 
{riſh being much diſheartned thereb , yet grew confident in their 
Allies and Confederacy, they had cad through the whole Nation, to 
weaken which, and vindicate his Majeſties Honour, the State received 
the zoth. of Fanuary a Proclamation from his Majeſty, dated the firſt 
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of the ſame month, declaring them Rebels and Traitors : and that it 164. 
might want no ſolemnity, to impreſs the greater CharaCter of obedience, \-yw 
His Majeſty was pleaſed to Sign all the Proclamations with his Royal 

Hand, affixing alſo thereto his Privy Signet ( a circumſtance ſcarce 
preſidenc'd ) The Original of which I have in my Cuſtody.

Hereas diverſe lewd and wicked Perſons, have ( of Mis Majettis 
late ) riſen in Rebellion in our Kingdom of Ireland, arr yg pl 
furpriz'd diverſe of our Forts and Caſtles, poſſeſſed them- J*, mew 
ſelves thereof, ſurpriz'd ſome of our Garriſons, poſſeſt them- 

ſelves of ſome of our Magazeen of Arms and Ammunition, 
diſpoſſeſt many of our good and loyal SubjeAs of the Britiſh 

Nation, and Proteſtants, of their Houſes, and Lands, rob'd 

and ſpoil d many thouſands of our good Subjefs of the Britiſh 

Nation, and Proteſtants, of their Goods, to great values, Maſ- 

ſacred multitudes of them, impriſon'd many others, and ſome 

who have the Honour to ſerve us as Privy Counſellors of that our 
Kingdom ; We therefore having taken the ſame into our Royal 
conſideration, and abhorring the wicked diſloyalty, and hor- 

rible aits committed by thoſe Perſons, do hereby not onely de- 

clare our juſt Indignation thereof, but alſo do declare them, and 

their Adberents, and Abettors, and all thoſe who ſhall here- 

after joyn with them, or commit the like afts on any of our good 

Subjetfts in that Kingdom, to be Rebels, and Traitors againſt 

our Royal Perſon, and Enemies to our Royal Crown of Eng- 

land, and Ircland. 

And we do hereby ſtritly Charge, and Command all thoſe 
Perſons, who have ſo preſumed to riſe in Arms againſt us, 
and our Royal Authority ( which we cannot otherwiſe interpret 
than aits of high Rebellion, and deteſtable Diſloyalty, when 
therein they ſpoil, and deſtroy cur good and loyal Subjefs of 
the Britiſh Nation, and Proteſtants ) that they immediately 
lay down their Arms, and forbear any further afts of Hoſtility, 
IWherein if they fail, we do let them know, that we have au- 
thoriſed our Fuſtices of Ireland, and other our Chief Gover- 
nour, or Governours, and General, or Lieutenant-General 
of our Army there, and do hereby accordingly require, and 
authoriſe them, and every of them, to proſecute the ſaid Re- 
 bels, and Traitors with Fire, and Sword, as Perſons who ( by 
their high Diſloyalty againſt us their lawful, and undoubred 
King, and Soveraign ) have made themſelves unworthy of any 
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Mercy, or Favour ; Wherein our ſaid Fuſtices, or other chief 
Governour, or Governours, and (General, or Lieutenant-General 
of our ſaid Army, ſhall be countenancd, and ſupported by us, 
and by our powerful Succours of our good Subjects of Eng- 
land, and Scotland, that ſo they may reduce to obedience, 
thoſe wicked diſturbers of that Peace, which by the bleſſing of 
God, that Kingdom hath ſo long, and ſo happily enjoy d, un- 
der the Government of our Royal Father, and us. And this 
our Royal pleaſure, we do hereby require our Juſtices, or other 
chief Governour, or Governours , of that our Kingdom of 
Ireland, to cauſe to be publiſhed, and proclaim'd, in and 
throughout our ſaid Kingdom of Ireland. 


Given under our Signet, at our Palace at 
Weſtminſter, the 1{t, of January, 1n the 17th. 
year of our Reign,, 1641. 


Which coming forth fo late, and but 40 of them onely ordered to be 
Printed, was by the Parliament in their Declaration oft the 19th. of 
May, 1642. interpreted as a countenance to that Rebellion, inanſwer 
whereunto, his Majeſty in his reply to that Declaration, ſhews, That the 
Proclamation not iſſuing out ſooner, was becauſe the Lords Juſtices of that 
Kingdom defired them no ſooner, and when they did, the number they de- 
fired was but twenty, which they adviſed might be Signed by us, which 
we for the expedition of that ſervice, commanded to be Printed ( a Cir- 
cumſtance not required by them ) thereupon we Sign'd more of them then 
our Fuſtices defired. 

And that it might further appear how deep a ſenſe his Majeſty had 
of the Rebellion, which ca/ed upon Him, and his People of England, for 
a general Humiliation of all Eſtates before Almighty God, in Prayer and 
Faſting, for drawing down his Mercy and Bleſſing upon Ireland : His Ma- 
jeſty was pleaſed by a Proclamation, dated at Whitehall the 8th. of FJa- 
nuary, 1641. Straightly to Charge and Command, That the laſt Wedneſda 
of every Month during the troubles in Ireland, a Solemn Faſt ſhould be 
obſerv'd through his Kingdom of England, and Dominion of Wales, ſhew- 
ing in his own Perſon and the Court, an example thereof ; which accord- 
ingly ( for ſome years) was obſerv'd, and conſiderable Collections 
were gathered (' at moſt Churches ) that day, for the miſerable People 
of Treland : Several, but eſpecially Sir Benjamin Rudyard, excellently 
ſpeaking on that Subject, which being much in a little, accept of, in his 
own Words, | 
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Mr. Speaker. 


His Day is appointed for a charitable Work, a Work of Bowels and 
Compaſſion ; I pray God,we may never have the like occafion to move, 
to ſtir up, our Charity. 

Theſe miſerable People are made ſo, becauſe of their Religion : He that 
will not ſuffer for his Religion, is unworthy to be ſaved by it ; and he is un- 
worthy to enjoy it, that will not relieve thoſe that ſuffer for it. 

1 did know but the laſt year here in England, ſome ( and they no Papifis) 
who were reſolv'd to make Ireland their Retreat, as the ſafer Kingdom of 
the two. 

We do now ſee a great, a diſmal Change, God knows, whoſe Turn fhall be 
next, it uw wrapp'd up in his Providence ; that which happens to one Country, 
may happen tv any; Time and Chance comes upon all, though guided by a 
certain Hand. | 

The right way to make a Man truely ſenſible of another's Calamity, is to 
think himſelf in the ſame caſe and condition, and then to do as he would be 
done unto. 

Wherefore, Mr. Speaker, /et our Gift be a matter of Bounty, not of Co- 
wvetouſneſs, that it may abound to our Account in the Day of pry : He 


that ſowes plentifully, ſhall reap plentifully ; Tam ſure, he that lends to the 
Lord, hath the beſt Security, and cannot be a loſer. 


The firſt Preſident of the Faſ# before-mention'd, which uſher'd in the 
Charity that ſucceeded, was ( before it came to be Monthly ) by the 
Lords Houſe, kept in the Abbey of Weſtminſter, where the Archbiſhop of 
Tork, and the Lord Primate of 7reland, preach'd to the Lords, as in St. 
Margrets Weſtminſter, Mr. Calamy and Mr. Marſhall, to the Houſe of 
Commons. Though when his Majeſty afterwards found by the ill uſe 
made thereof, that the LeCturers in their Sermons and Prayers ſtir'd up, 
and continued the War rais'd againſt Him in Eng/and, the great Promo- 
ters too thereof deſerting the Ges of Ireland, He, the 6th. of Oftober, 
1643. forbad it to be kept, and inſtead thereof expreſly commanded. a 
ſolemn Faſt to be obſerv'd, every ſecond Friday of the Month, through 
England and Wales. 

But to return to the King's Proclamation againſt the Rebels, which 
the bleeding /phigenia, and others of that lying Spirit, would have to be 
grounded on the information of a malignant Part of the Council, informing 
his Majeſty, that the Catholicks of Ireland without diſcrimination , had 
enter'd into a Rebellion ; whereas there was never any ſuch general Infor- 
mation : Nay, in all the Accounts they gaveto his Majeſty, they ſtill in- 
timated, thar they hoped the Pale and other Parts would continue their 
Loyalty, affording the Lords of the Pale, as other Towns, ( which after- 
wards ſhamefully revolted) Arms, Ammunition, Commands, informin 
his Majeſty only of what they had diſcovered in the North, with the ſut- 
prom that they had learnt on Examinations from others, which would 

ave been Treachery in them to have conceal'd, and grand Difloyalty. 
Nor doth his Majeſty take notice in his Proclamation ot any other, than 
that divers lewd and wicked Perſons had of late riſen in Rebellion in his 
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Kingdom of Ireland, not ſo much therein as naming Papiſts or Catholicks, 
that thence any of that ranger ſhould take Umbrage : Nay, ſo circum- 
ſpe& were the Lords Juſtices and Council at that time, that they avoided | 
all expreſſions, which might any ways encourage the 7riſh to apprehend, 
the Eng/iſh intended to make it a War of Religion. | 

However, the Rebels were ſo far from paying obedience to his Maje- 
ſty's Proclamation afore-mention'd, ſaying, it was counterfeit, or done 
by Coertion, as they ated now, not as before apart, \but united -in one 
Body, under the ſtyle of the C onfederate Roman Catholicks of Trelandjbind- 
ing themſelves allo in that Contederacy, by the following Oath of Aſſo- 
cation. 


7 A. B. doin the preſence of Almighty God, and all the Saints and Angels 
in Heaven, promiſe, vow, ſwear aud proteſt, to maintain and defend as far 
as I may with my Life, Power, and Eſtate, tþe publick and free exerciſe of 
the true and Roman Catholick Religion, againſt all Perfons that fhall oppoſe 
the ſame. T further ſwear, that Twill bear Faith and Allegiance to our S0- 
veraign Lord King Charles, his Heirs and Succeſſors, and that I will defend 
Him and Them, as far as I may, with my Life, Power and Eſtate, againſt 
all ſuch Perſons as ſhall attempt any thing againſt their Royal Perſons, Ho- 
nours, Eſtates, aud Dignities, and againſt all ſuch as ſhall direitly or indi- 
reftly endeavour to ſuppreſs. their Royal Prerogatives, or do on Act or Atts 
contrary to Regal Government ; as alfothe Power and Privile Fes of Parlia- 
ment, the lawful Rights and Priviledges of the Subjetts, and every Perſon 
that makes this Vow, Oath and Proteſtation, in whatſoever he ſhall do, in 
the lawful purſuance of the ſame. And to my Power, as far as Tmay, Twill 
oppoſe, and by all means and ways endeavour to bring to condign puniſhment, 
even to the loſs of Life, Liberty;and Eſtate, all ſuch as ſhall,cither by Force, 
Pradtice, Counſels, Plots, Conſpiracies, or otherwiſe, do or attempt any thing 
to the contrary of any Article, Clauſe, or any thing in this preſent Vow, Oath, 
or Proteſtation, contain d. 


So God help me. 


This is the Oath the Contederates thought fo loyal, fo worthy their 
owning ; whereas never any thing was more pernicious , more deſtru- 
ive to his Majeſty, and lus Proteſtant Subjefts, the cloſe of it ( after 
all their inſinuating and fair pretenſions of Faith and Allegiance to their 
Soveraign, his Heirs and lawful Succeflors ') vowing to bring to condign 
puniſhment, all that ſhould attempt any thing to the contrary of any Article 
therein ; whereas the firſt thing ( they inſiſt on in this Vow ) is the 
free exerciſe of the Catholick Roman Religion, which if the King ſhall not 
admit of, He is ( by the iſſue of this Vow and Proteſtation ') to be op- 
pos'd, all being to be oppos'd, that ſhall be againſt, do, or attempt any thing 
to the contrary of any Article, Clauſe, or any thing in this preſent Vow, Oath, 
or Proteſtation, contain'd. Andit in a more favourable ſence this were 
not ( as to his Majeſty ) to be fo interpreted, yet his Proteſtant Sub- 
jects were doubtleſs to be fallen upon with fire and ſword, reſiſting the 
Ends the Rebels propos'd to themſelves by this Oath, and without which 
no Peace was to be accepted. How loyal and acceptable this could be to 
a Proteſtant Prince ( who in teſtimony of his Faith laid down his lite ) is 
legible without SpeQtacles: ſo that in concluſion, this Oath _ really 
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deceive none, but thoſe, who ſeeing will not ſee, and hearing will not 
underſtand. 

Thus their ſtrength (notwithſtanding whatſoever his Majeſty had pro- 
pos'd in his Proclamation ) by endeavouring to break it, was united ; 
their Armies were now formed, the moſt conſiderable Perſons amongſt 
them had openly declared themſelves, and the meaneſt of their Souldiers 
were fleſht in the ſlaughter of the Engliſh; they had likewiſe almoſt all 
their Goods in their poſleſſion, and the ſtrongeſt Places of the Kingdom 
with the whole Countrey at their Devotion; ſo as they now counted 
themſelves powertul enough to go through with the Work, and reſoly'd 
to expel all the Britiſh and Proteſtants out of the Kingdom,to make them- 
ſelves abſolute Maſters, or there to die inglorioufly as Traitors and Mur- 
therers; which is fallen to their lot ; for tew of thoſe inhumane Butchers 
have come with dry throats to their Graves, there being no more ordina- 
ry diſpenſation to be obſerv'd in the Revolutions of things here below; 
than returns of blood for blood, their blood being violently to be poured 
forth, who have maliciouſly contrived, or wantonly delighted, in the 
ſlaughter of others, which will appear by the ſequel of the Story. 

Though the Polititian's Catechitm'* (a Piece of as much Venom as 
Art or Malice can connect ) would infinuate, that the Murthers and 
Maſlacres done in 7re/and by Proteſtants, far exceeded without compari- 
ſon thoſe committed by Catholicks, as well in reſpeCt of brutiſhnels as 
numerouſneſs ; I may admit, that many things ( contrary to the Law 
of Arms and Chriſtianity ) during the Rebellion, were ſeverely commit- 
ted by the Exz/iſh: But then it muſt be conſidered, That whatſoever was 
raſhly done by them, was either acted in open Hoſtility, or had the an- 
guiſh and memory of tormer Villantes firſt commenc'd on their Relations, 
Friends, or Countreymen, without the leaſt provocation for their ground, 
inſtigating them thereunto. Inaſmuch as Mulmore O-Relie, O-Sule-wan, 
and others, being at a Meeting at London, immediately after the King's 
happy Reſtauration, a Colonel ( a Perſon of great Ingenuity and exem- 
plary Vertue, who had ſerv'd faithfully againlſt the 7ri/h ') coming into 
their company, was acquainted by them, that they were met together, 
to draw upa Remonſtrance ofthe Cruelties, the Exg/iſh Army had ofter'd 
to the 7ri/h, which ( fay they ) indeed nothing concern'd him, he ha- 
ving been a noble and generous Enemy. Upon which he advis'd them 
to deſiſt, in that they might be certain to have an Anſwer much to their 
diſ-adyantage, conſidering, that if any Violencies or Irregularities were 
ofter'd, they might thank themſelves, in reſpe& that after Caſtles, or 
any Places, were delivered up upon Compoſition; it was a uſual Cuſtom 
with them to ſpoil the Meal and Food, which they ſhould have lett entire, 


and to have wet the Powder, as alſo to have made the Guns un-ſervice-. 


able; all which were violations of Articles no ways juſtifiable, and 
might require a ſevere return : Upon which, they being confounded, 
this worthy Perſon heard no more of their Deſign. And for what the 
Polititian's Catechiſm would infer from a Daughter of O-Hara, an /riſh 
Lord, being barbarouſly murther'd, as a Preſident for what ſucceeded ; 
it is evident, that the Rebellion commenc'd in blood, Rowry Mac-Gnzre 
that day ( in which the Rebellion began ) hanging not leſs than 18 
Perſons in the Church of Clowni/h, and afterwards burnt it ; ſeveral other 
Examples may be produc'd of the fame nature. And for what this inſo- 
lent Aſlertor braves the World with, from the rib Remonſtance, _ 
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by Viſcount Preſton, and Sir Robert 7 albot, the 17th. of March, 1642, 


That they defired the Murtherers on both fides ſhould be puniſhed, is men- 
tion'd but for a flouriſh ; thoſe Teſtimones of their Cruelties being given 
in upon Oath,in ſeveral Remonſtrances,which muſt remain an evidence to 
poſterity oftheir Villany ; what-ever R. $. in his Collections of Murthers, 
would ( by way of Recrimination ) — the Engliſh with : Inaſmuch 
as what Cruelties he affirms to be acted after protection had been given, 
and Articles ( at this or that Place ) allowed, will be tound upon due 
enquiry, ( which they durſt never ſtand to) to be raiſed on breach of 
Faith, and under colour of protection to act the greateſt Villanies imagi- 
nable, ſome of which being found out, the Authors were puniſhed, and 
it may be others ( upon the ſame reaſon only ſuſpe&ted \) were partners 
in equal ſufferings. - Nor could the State in ſuch a contuſed, diſtratted 

time, be juſtly blamed, that ſome Irregularities ( how cautiouſly ſoever 
look'd after )) were not ineach particular prevented, ſeeing the rage of 
the Souldier had exceeded the juſtice and providence of the State. Be- 
ſides, can it be reaſonable, that thoſe who began and purſued fo bloody a 
Conſpiracy, with ſuch un-heard of aggravations, ſhould be put in bal- 
lance with ſuch, as (only to vindicate his Majeſty and his People's Right) 
ſometimes proceeded beyond their own Temper ? Nor 1s 1t here to be 
omitted, That thoſe whom they pretend ſhould be ſingled out, and parti- 
cularized for barbarous and inhumane, ſhould by vertue of their 18th. 
Article, be.tryed by the Lord Lieutenant, and ſeveral Commiſſioners, 
ſome of which were chargeable with the ſame barbarous and inhumanc 
Crimes, and all of them nearly intereſs'd in ſuch as may be ſo charged; 
if to abett, aid, or countenance thoſe, be in the eye of the Law accounted 
equally involv'd ; fo that from ſuch, what juſtice could be expected, 
were eaſie to be conceiv'd, ( how entire ſoever the Lord Lieutenant were 
in his Principles.) And whereas this R. S. would free XF;/kenny, and other 
Places, from the horrid actions which were committed there, the teſti- 
mony of ſuch asavows them, makes whatſoever he would extenuate as 
to them, and aggravate as to others, meer fabulous and vain ; though to 
make up his Fardle, he takes in whatſomever Cromwe! and his Party af- 
terwards committed in /re/and. Thus confounding Actions with Times, 
an Artifice ſo ſhap'd to his Humour, as who is he that cannot ſee, but 
that thoſe actions of Cromwe/'s no whit concern'd the Britiſh, or could 
be any encouragement for what the /riſh did long before ; Cromwe/'s pro- 
ceedings being on a ground well known, extending to the Ezg/iſh as well 
as the /riſh; ſuch as if the Rebellion of Z7re/and had not been, no Set 
had been able to have done any harm in England. Indeed his whole Piece 
is ſuch a Web, as unraviled, would be found meer Fiftions and Impoſture, 
atter what is accounted for breach of ProteCtion, forfeiture of Articles, 
Treachery, and the like. That which he writes of the Scotch Forces in 
Knockfergus, murthering ( if you will believe him ) in the Iſle of Mac- 
Gee, 3000 innocent Perſons, in the beginning of November, to be the 
firſt Maſſacre in Ireland on either fide, ( it ſeems he heard nothing then 
ot O-Z7ara's Daughter ) is ſo falſe, as he that will read Fohn Carmick's 
Teſtimony, at the Tryal of Fugh Oge Mac-Mahon, the 18th. of Novem- 


\ ber, 1644. atteſted by Sir William Cole, Sir William Hamilton, Sir Ar- 


thur Loftus, Sir Charles Coot, and others, upon Oath, ( beſides what the 
Clergy's Remonſtrance clears ) will plainly perceive the vanity and falſe- 
neſs of that Afſertion, as ( amongſt others ) appears by John Kerdif, 
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ReCor of the Pariſh of Diſerteraugh in Tyrone,a Perſon of known Integri- 
ty, who depoſeth, That the very firſt day Mr. Mader, Miniſter of the 
Pariſh of. Donnoghmore, was murther'd by the Donnelies: and within a 
while after, Mr. New, Curate to Mr. Bradley, of the Church of Ardira, 
as Mr. Blyth, with eight more; not to fay any thing of Rowry Mac- 
Guire's dealing with Mr. Middleton, the 24th. of Ottober, at Caſtle- 
Skeagh, alias Ballibalfure, where ( after he had by treachery got into 
the Caſtle, ſeiz'd on his Mony, burnt the publick Records, and compell'd 
him to acknowledge the Maſs ) he caus'd him; his Wite and Children, to 
be hang'd, beſides a hundred to be murder'd at leaſt in that Town : And 
thence daily proceeded in ſuch outrages. 

Thus for the preſent all things ſeem'd ( in their ſenſe) to proſper under 
their hands; for they had in this ſhort time made themſelves Maſters of 
the whole Province of 7/ſter, except the Cities of London-derry and Cole- 
raigne, the Town and Caſtle of Eniski//in, and fome other Places and 
Calitles, which were at firit gallantly detended by the Bri#i/h Underta- 
kers, though afterwards, tor want of relief, furrendred into the Rebels 
hands. 

The Fire thus kindled, ſhortly after ſpread its fury in the Provinces of 
Munſter and Connaght, ( of which we have given you a touch ) where the 
Engliſh were quickly diſpoiVd of all their Subſtance, and either driven 
naked out of their Habitations, or moſt barbarouſly murder'd or ſtarv'd 
in them. But their main deſign at preſent was, to make themſelves Ma- 
ſters of the Provinceof Leimſter, which was the chiefteſt and moſt flouriſh- 
ing part of the Kingdom ; and having advanc'd their work, they ſo far 
prevail'd therein, asthey had ina manner gain'd it wholely, except the 
Cities of Du#lin and 7redath, againſt which they apol'd their whole 
ſtrength : For D«#/in, it being the'Seat of the State, ( by the great care 
of the Lords Juſtices) had the beit Proviſions made. for the ſtrengthning 
of it, that thoſe crazy Walls, and their want of Forces would admit. The 
Rebels contented themſelves to block+it up at a. diſtance with their 
Forces, and to make ſome attempt to hinder Shipping from coming in- 
to the Harbour ; but for Tredath, (having over-run-the County of Meath, 
andſurpriz'd the Towns of 7r ym, Fells, Navan, Artbracan, Aſhboy, &c. ) 
the Rebels fate down on both ſides that Town, the laſt of November, of 
the firſt of December, drawing very near the Walls, blocking up the Paſ- 
ſage of the' River which-runs into the Sea, that-no ſuccour could be 
brought in to them cither by Sea or Land, no, nor Intelligence be gotten 
out of Town; ſoas Sir ZZenry Tichborn ( as we have before mention'd 


with the Proviſions he had there, and the Forces he carried with-him, 


which were not abovea thouſand men, remain'd cloſe beſieg'd, without 
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Tredath-is an ancient City, of great Circuit, the River of Boyye paſſeth 
through the midſt of the Town ; it is encompaſſed about with an old 
Stone-Wall, without Bulwarks or any kind of Rampiers, or other. Forti- 
fications than an ordinary Ditch ; it lies about three miles from the Sea, 
the Harbour is but ill, yet ſuch as would admit Veſſels of: good bur- 
then, and ſuch as exceed not 60 Tuns, may come upto the very Bridge in 
the Town: It is ſituated in a plain open Countrey; plentiful tor all man- 
ner of Proviſions, no.Bogs or Marſh-ground near 1t;;| ſo as the Rebels had 
all the opportunities and advantages they could defire, -for making their 


approaches to the Place: But ſo unhappy were they in their under- 
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takings, and ſo unproſperous in their executions, as notwithſtanding the 
weakneſs of the Place, and the ſmall numbers of men that kept it, they 
lay before it ( after they had thus cloſely begirt the Town almoſt three 
months ) withoutdoing any thing of moment, being reſoly'd ( either 
in regard of their want of great Guns to batter the Walls, skill to un- 
dermine them, or courage to ſcale them ) to fit ſtill, till Famine within 
had made them an entrance. 
The State being very ſenſible of what this poor Place ſuftered, con- 
ſulted in the firſt place, after the Landing of Sir Simon» Harcourt, which 
way was moſt likely to weaken the Rebels ſtrength, the main of which 
Tredath had long felt; therefore they reſolv'd now with their new 
Forces to relieve that Town. But before we come to the reſult of that 
Determination, it will not be unpleaſant to ſhew, againſt how many trou- 
bles that Place incredibly extricated it ſelf. And here we are obliged firſt 
totake notice what Forces 7redath had. | 


The 26th. of Oftob. 1641. 
Henry Lord Viſcount Moor of Tredath, with his Troop of Horſe, conſiſt- 
ing of ſixty ſix, entred the Townin its defence : As did 
Sir Fohn Nettervile, Capt. 
{ with their two halt ſtanding Companies. 
Rockley, Capt. 
Seafoul Gibſon, Capt. whoſe Company of the Eng/iſh Inhabitants, and 
other Proteſtants, to the number of 120. 
November the 4th. following. 
Sir Henry Tichborn, Col. and Governour of the Town, with the Regi- 
ment and two 'Troaps of Horſe {formerly mention'd) came in.

Captain Henry Bryan, Captain Patrick Trevor, Captain Foulkt Martin.

Fifty Horſe ' under the Command of Sir Patrick Weams, Captain Lieute- 
nant to the Earl of Ormond. 


All theſe, with three Companies more which came in with the ſecond 
Relief, were under the Lord Moor ; thoſe excepted which Sir Zenry 
Tichborn brought in. 

TheLord Moor, upon the firſt diſcovery of the Plot, (having notice of 
tus Siſter the Lady Blany's and her Childrens impriſonment, with ſur- 
prizal of her Caſtle, Ca/t/e Blazy, the Town and Caſtle of Newry, Carrick 
Mac-roſs, Charlemont, Town and Caſtle of Monaghan, Tonrages, Mount- 
joy, Cloughoter, Dunganon, and multitndes of Caſtles and Houſes of 
Strength, Towns Villages in the North) repair'd in the midſt of 
the night from Me/ifont to 7redath, and knocking up the Mayor and Al 
dermen, invited them to a ſpeedy defence ; who at firſt promis'd him 
fair, but proceeded ſlowly, producing few Arms, who ( on a Muſter-day 
before) could appear with ſome hundreds. His Lordſhip ( conceiving his 

preſence neceſſary) drew his whole Family thither ; je having regain'd 
ſome old Pieces of Ordnance, caſt into a Dungeon, he fitted them ( and 
tour took out of a Merchants Ship ) for ſervice; and placing ſome at 
ons 
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one Gate, ſome at another ; making up the North-Port, and ftrength- 
ning the Walls, which he efftefted with ſingular diligence and. ſpeed ; 
one * of the two half-Companies in the Town proving afterwards falle, 
the Citizens themſelves { Papiſts } being no way real; which put his 
Lordſhip on a perpetual watch, there being little reliet; ſo that he was 


' with his Troop conſtantly ſcouring the ſtreets, the Inhabitants being no 


ways aſſiſting: Yet ſo managed he his affairs, as he kept all paſlages 
free for Sir ZZenry Tichborn's admittance, who, entring Governour there 
the 4th. of November with his Forces, was cokdly received by the Citi- 
zens, not admitted into any Quarters, till himſelt { after many hours be- 
ing in the ſtreets) found one. Having firſt drawn out ſeveral Companies 
to continue the Watch that night, never excuſing his own vigilance or 
pains: The next day after he enter'd. He endeavour'd to 'make the 
Town as defenſible as might be, wherein he and his Officers order'd 
much to its ſecurity, though many things conſpired to make it ( in fo 
ſhort a time ) not artificially tenable ; which yer they afterwards made 
g00d with their Bodies and Valour. He expell'd many of the Popiſh Inha- 
bitants, which held intelligence with the Rebels without,and got in all the 
Proviſions he could, ordering them with the greateſt parſimony imagin- 
able. He and the Lord Moor ( who accompani'd him inall ſervices ) al- 
ternately walk'd the Reunds,. performing all Duties fo induſtriouſly, as 
they diſappointed all the frequent little Plots which the Rebels had upon 
them; and fo careful were they to encourage and provide for their Sol- 
diers, as they rais'd them up to a far greater confidence of their Abilities 
to defend the Place, { againſtſo numerous an Enemy ) than there was 
Juſt reaſon for. That which diſcourag'd the Soldiers moſt, was, the con- 
ſtant Duty which they perform'd in their Night-Watches ; the circuit of 
the Wall was very large, the Weather ( being the depth of Winter ) was 
very ſharp, and the numbers of the Soldiers ( who were to watch ) wgpe 
but ſmall, 8nd thoſe very il cloth'd, fo as it came oftner to their turns 
than uſual, which bred ſickneſs and diſeaſes, and ſome even tell down and 
died upon the Walls. od 
The third of December ( there being a want of Corn) there iſſued forth 
a Party at St. Lawrence and the Weſt-gate, of 350 Foot, and two Troops 
of Horſe, to ſecure ſome Carriages ſent out for Corn at the Green-hills, 
about half a mile oft; where unexpeQedly ( the - Citizens having been 
treacherous. in their intelligence ) there - appear'd in view 3000 men: 
whereupon fome Officers advis'd to retreat, and many of the: Horſe ( Pa- 
piſts inthe Reer running back, witha confus'd ery exceedingly diſturb'd 
thoſe that were at the Gates drawing out. To remedy which, Sir Xexry 
Tichborn preſently lights ofthis Horſe, and in the Front .(\ to the hazard 
of his Perſon ' march'd before the Foot, commanding the Musketeers up 
the Hill, and his Pikes in that narrow Paſſage to open for the Horſe, and 
ſo with all expedition made ready to charge the Enemy, giving the Re- 
bels ſo home a Charge, as tliey betogk themſelves to their heels, with the 
loſs of above 200 of them, but not one of ours; though betore we charg'd 
them they had ſet twice on us : The Vidtory ' exceedingly animated our 
Soldiers, notwithſtanding afterwards many Soldiers ( Papiſts.) daily re- 
volted from us; and we receiv'direcjuent Alarms, which we finding fri- 
volous, afterwards negle&ted. - Then'the Confederates ſent to Parley ; 
upon which, one Darcy, a Frier, anda Captain-ofi his Name, demanded 
the abſolute ſurrender of the Town for his Majeſties uſe and ſervice, Fo 
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the name of the Commanders of the Catholick Army, expreſſing how im- 


poſſible it would be to keep it againſt their Forces. The Governour with 


the Captains return'd an Anſwer as ſhort, That they had a Commiſſion 
from his Majeſty for the defence of the Town, and without his Majeſties 
Command, or the Lords Juſtices, to the contrary, they would keep it ; 
if the Rebels. attempted it by the Sword, they would detend it ; if by Fa- 
mine, they ſhould hear they eat their Horſes Hides. In proſecution of 
which, the Governour we Captains of that City, made this unanimous 
Proteſtation in its defence, for his Majeſties uſe and ſervice. 


Hereas we are beſet with ſuch, who pretend their Attempts ( in 

taking of this Town ) to be for the advancement of his Majeſties 

Service, ( which notwithſtanding we believe is but a pretext to 
delude the Vulgar ) We the Governour and Captains of the ſaid Town, for 
the further manifeſtation and approbation of our Loyalty, and thankfulneſs 
to his Majeſty, by whoſe immediate Command we are charg'd for the de- 
fence of his juſt and Royal Title in it ; do likewiſe hereby unanimouſly make 
this following Proteſtation and Oath, and do enjoyn it to be taken by every 
Soldier and Inhabitant of this Town, as the evidence of their Faith and 
Truth to the Kings Crown and Dignity, which we ſhall maintain with 


our Lives and Eſtates ; and that ſuch as ſhall refuſe it, be put out of the 
Gates,

outward and inward Attempts whatſoever, for his Majeſties Service, 

I ſhall forthwith diſcover any Plot, Conſpiracy, or Combination, which 
may or ſhall come to my knowledge, from without or within, which may any 
ways be intended to the prejudice of the whole Town, or to the Perſon of the 
Mayor, Governour, Aldermen, or any of the Captains or Officers Garriſon d 
in tt. 

T ſhall not attempt or conſent, that the Town ſhall be given, upon any 
pretence or cauſe whatſoever, without conſent of the Governour, Mayor, 
and greater part of the Captains and Aldermen in it, or without ſpecial 
Command from his Majeſty, or Chief Governour br Governours of the 
Kingdom. + 

Al which I do hereby ſwear truly and faithfully to obſerve and keep , 


without any fraud, deceit, or mental reſervation whatſoever, 


I to-my uttermoſt, endeavour the defence of this Town againſt all 


Notwithſtanding which, ſome ( who took it )' were afterwards per- 
jar'd, not without example ; and the Mayor and Aldermen retus'd it. 

On St. Thomas Eve, the Rebels ( being encourag'd from the Popiſh In- 
habitants within) about one of the Clock at night ( after a Watch-word) 
approach'd theWalls with a terrible ſhout; which the Governour anſwer'd 
from the Mount with a Canon, continuing the ſame for ſome hours ; the 
Towns-men ( in the - interim ) being upon pain of death commanded to 
keep within doors. Towards morning,theRebels fled,being purſued « ho 
| , Bullets, 
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Bullets, ( from all Quarters ) ſo that many dropt ; the numbers of their 
ſlain is not certain : certainly many fell by that attempt, of ours, not 
one ; notwithſtanding at St. John's Gate ( which was moſt naked, and 
where Captain Morris * excellently well pertorm'd his Command ) was 
the hotteſt work. This deliverance was no ſooner over, but new Con- 
ſpiracies were hatch'd in the Town, a clandeſtine Oath being impos'd on 
foms to ſeize on the Soldiers Arms as they were aſleep, and kill others 
in their beds ; nappily diſcovered by a Prieſt, not ſo bloody as the reſt : 
Yet necelſlities of all forts ( as well for Beaſts as Men ) grew fo urgent, 
that within few days no Enemy but thoſe need to do execution : In 
which extremity, God was particularly flown to, and even in the midſt 
of their Devotion, the x 17th. of Fanuary, there came in from the Szate 
(vigilant in whatſomever might concern them) a Pinnace, aFrigat, a Gab- 
bard, with two Shalloops, and a Veſlel loaden with Bisket, Powder, and 
Ammunition ; whereby the Garriſon was ſeaſonably reliev'd in the midſt 
of great extremities; which at the firſt appearance, the Towns-men 
(well-wiſhers to the Rebels ) would needs have perſwaded the Soldiers, 
that they had been Ships from Spazy in favour of the Rebels, and appear'd 
chearful. But the mercy proving otherwiſe, the Soldiers grew hearty, 
which ( without an eſpecial providence ) might have prov'd their ruine ; 
for, contrary to the Command of the Governour, and his vigilance, 
(which was never more remarkable than then) the Soldiers carous'd it 
too liberally, being ( by the Friers themſelves) made to drink, inaſmuch 
as Sentinels ( from their Guards) were drawn in: So as the Rebels, Far. 
12, ( by the help and treacherous intimation of their own within ) made 
a breach in the Wall about four in the morning, at which, many of their 
beſt Soldiers and Chiet Commanders, to the number of 500, enter'd 
unheard, till having march'd as far as the Key, they gave a ſhout; 
which the Governour hearing, inſtantly ran down, — onely with 
his Piſtols in his hands, and was the firſt that caus'd a Drum to beat, 
at which all was ſoon alarm'd ; and finding their Pikes to be ſhort of ours 
by a yard, we charg'd home, and forc'd them to a retreat, though they 
had o'r-turn'd a Drake of ours ( thatlay there) off its Carriage. Soon 
came in my Lord Moor with 15 Horſe, ( all that could of a ſudden be 
got ready) with which, and the reſt, ( that were now got together) they 
quickly repuls'd them. Sir John Borlaſe haſting ſo ſpeedily, undreſt, and 
with that courage to the Breach made by the Nunnery, that his ſervice 
there in falling upon the Enemy ( who fought it ſtoutly) was very re- 
markable. Here the Beſfieg'd kill'd many of the Rebels, as well thoſe as 
came near the Walls for the ſuccour of thoſe that firſt entred, as they that 
Invaded it: and great was the deliverance, the Rebels Party within ( ve- 
ry conſiderable ) having their Doors mark'd with Chalk, as a token to the 
Rebels,ſhould they have prevail'd: The Beſieged loſt few, ifany. Though 
the Pinnace, on its return, ran aground ; upon which, the Rebels plaid 
thick upon her from both ſides the River, deſperately approaching her 
very Stern with Pick-axes and Crows of Iron ; at which, Captain Sur- 
field ( Comptroler of the Ordnance, an excellent Engineer, a ſtout and 
daring Perſon ) preſently threw ſome Granado's amongſt them, which 
did ſuch execution, as throughly frighted them ; yet chas'd them not 


_— till the ſeventh was flung ; after which they parted, but were ſo 
purſued by our Musket and Canon, that many were ſlain, 
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The diſmal Effetts of 

After this Relief, ( for ſome time ) 7redath enjoy'd reaſonable Peace, 
though at diſtance they had often alarms, and within a fortnight, what 

uantity of Bisket and Meal was brought to the Garrifon, was eaſily 
F ent, Famine Fluxes, with other diſeaſes return again, in as much as di- 
verſe of the Engliſh Inhabitants ( eſpecially ſuch as had flown thither 
tor relief ) died daily, and now the Town was narrowly ſearch'd for 
Proviſions, in which ſcrutiny the Friars ( againſt their vow of hogs 
were found full of Trunks of Plate, Money, and other Treaſure, which 
they not owning ( being the Goods of the Rebels ) were equally diſtri- 
buted amongſt the Garriſon, but could not ſupply the want of food, 
which rais'd Mutinies ( ſpeedily allayed by the Vigilance of rhe Gover- 
nour. ) However many Engliſh as well as 7riſh, fled to the Rebels out 
of meer neceſſity. Inas much as Sir Phelim O-Neal writ into the North, 
and gave it out amongſt his Souldiers, that he was certain of the ſudden 
ſurrender of Tredath : ſo as the Town being now driven to great ſtreights, 
the beſt expedient that could be thought of, was to Man out a Boat for 
Dublin, that the State might be rightly intorm'd of its Condition, in 
endeavouring which, the Aldermen and Mariners of the Town ſeem'd 
very backwards, till the Governour threatned to make ſome of the Al- 
dermen themſelves prove Mariners in that ſervice ; whereupon at laſt 
men were found, and Commiſſioners ſent to the Lords Juſtices, to in- 
form them of the miſery of the 7own, in which ſervice Sir Fohy 
Borlaſe, Junior , and others were imployed , who having obtained 
ſome men, and two Peeces of Battery, return'd with a very ſatisfa&tory 
ſupply. 

Fe ſame day they weighed Anchor for D«#/iy, a part of the Garriſon 
made a fally on the Rebels, Northward, who encountred them ſharply, 
but were ſoon affronted by ours ; many of the Enemy were ſlain, but of 
ours none, onely by the breaking of a little braſs Peece, a Gunner was 
hurt, which yet gave them fo rugged a Salute, that chey took leave of 
us, and we recovered ſome Proviſions: Sir Hexry 7ichborn that night 
with ſome Musketiers, falling on their Court of Guard, and killed 
ſome of their Sentinels; Asthe 1 1th. of February, Lieutenant Greenham, 
with a Party of Horſe and Foot, routed-60 of the Enemy, taking a 
Lieutenant, Enſign, and ſeveral other, Priſoners ; Sallying alſo forth the 
next day, with the like ſucceſs, getting in ſome Grain, and burning the 
Countrey. 

By theſe Sa/ies though ſome were relieved, the Souldiers ( in general ) 
fell into great extremity, Horſe-fleſh, Dogs, and Cats, being greedy food, 
yet ( having but an intention to ſeek God ) February the 14th. a booty 
of 80 Cows, and 200 Sheep being ofter'd, they were ( though with 
much hazard ) ſoon recovered of the Enemy : And from the worſt of 
Winds, a Northweſt, it initantly turn'd to the beſt, a S. E. and fo con- 
tinued, till in the Evening, that Sabbath, ( having all that day crav'd the 
bleſſing from God ) 1. Ai came in that our Relief was come within 
the Bar: viz. two Pinnaces, 6 Gabbards, 3 Frigots, with one Shallop, 
with a plentiful Relief for three months, a large Fiſher-Boat of the Re- 
bels, loaden with Herring ( going to the Confederates ) being alſo 
brought in, notwithſtanding what Cables, Maſts of Ships, and. other 
things they had chain'd over the River, to prevent their arrival :. ſo faith- 
ful and fortunate was Captain Szatfeld, whoſe happy Conduct, Tredath 
had now twice experienc'd in the height of miſery, a mercy not to be 
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forgot no more then that, that Sz»day morning about four of the Clock, 
.Sir Phelim O-Neale ( marching filently with all the ſtrength he could 
make ) made fo bold an Attempt, as to apply ſcaling Ladders to the Walls, 
eſpecially near St. Laurerice Gate, where ( ſometimes ) a Sentinel had 
been omitted, two- of which they had preſently fixed, and on each one 
mounted, the Sentinel ( miſſing fire ) the Aſſailants preſumed higher, 
till the Sentinel knocked them down with the Butt of his Musket,and cried 
out to the Guard, who inſtantly plyed the reſt with their fill of ſhot, ſo. 
that they left thirteen of their Ladders, and many of their dead behin 
them : nor could all that the Rebels Officers could fay, encourage their 
Souldiers to return, | 
With the laſt Relief, there came a Proclamation, dated the 8th. of 
February, 1641. from the State, prizing Sir Phelim O-Neals head at 
1 000/. O-Rele's, and others at 600/; and the reſt of the Principal at 4oo!/. 
if they were brought in before the 25th. of March next, which made 
the Souldiers ready to be abroad ; the Proclamation may be found at 
large in the Appendix. After that the Lords Fuſtices, and Council had 
thus particularly named thoſe then in Rebellion, and fate a Price on their 
heads, few ( it any ) were ever brought in, ſo intire were the Con- 
tederates; though in former Rebellions this Policy produced good effect : 
whereupon the Commons in Parliament, Ordered all rotten Members fit 
to be cut off, and new to ſupply their Places, publickly aftixing in their 
Orders, their Names whom they knew engaged inthe Rebellion, which 
Sir Audley Mervin * brings in as juſt ſi. uf of their Convittion, from * In his Speech 
undeniable Prefidents of Parliament , how many Nocent Perſons ſoever %< 13th. of 
have fince paſſed in Triumphant innocency, whilſt. thoſe ſtand by, whoſe y iy 't. 
evidence ( if admitted ) would write the Letter of Condemnation on their 
foreheads. However the Catholick Lords of the Pale ( could words 
make them innocent ) fram'd a Proteſtation agatnſtthe Proclamation of 
the eight of February, but fo falſe, ſcandalous, and infinuating, that 
' no anſwer ( further then every intelligent mans abhorrency thereof ) 
1s requiſite or expedient. j 
Since the laſt Relief, the Rebels ( as to their Menaces ) were ſome- 
what milder; and relief and hope, having now animated the Souldiers, 
the 26 of February, the Governour iſſued out with 220 Foot, and 120 
Horſe to Beaubeck, ſecuring thereby ſome Corn and ' Hay for the ſer- 
vice of the Town, and then advanc'd to Smithstown, where they met 
a Party of the Rebels, fought them, and ſlew zoo. Serjeant Major 
Forteſcue took two Colours, Captain® Bryan a Drum, and eightſcore 
Cows near Ge/ing/ton, where not long before they had defeated our men ; 
Colonel Preſton was there hard put to it : The Victory ( that it might 
tend to the raiſing of the Siege )\was purſued by 600 Foot,and 120 Horſe, : 
under the Condu& of my Lord Moore, with Carriages and two Field 
Pieces, who aſlaied Szaxime, which they found ſo unexpettedly Fortified, 
as having onely ſlain ſome of their men, ( abundance of rain falling ) 
the great Guns did ſmall execution, that thence the Party return'd that 
night, and called in upon Colp, a little Village, where they loaded them- 
| ſelves with Corn, and return'd without any 'oppoſition. Thoſe of $t4- 
#:me hearing of our Supplies, and reſolution-to come on, quitted the 
Caſtle few days after, which without further work fell into our hands ; 
ſcarce a day now paſſed, without ſome attempt upon the Enemy. 
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The firſt of March, Sir Fohn Borlaſe Jun. Lieutenant Colonel, had 
the Command of four Companies, with which he fac'd the Enemy, and- 
beat them with much diſadvantage, ſecuring at. that time 2zool. worth 
of Corn, burning withall, ſuch of their Lodgings as remain'd of the 
former days work at Colp, and return'd with great ſatisfaction : Whilſt 
the ſame day, the Lord Moore, and the Governour marched further, 
and the Rebels having lin'd Hedges and Ditches, Captain Bilingſley very 
reſolutely ſcour'd thoſe ew with 80 Musketiers, ſoon routing them, 
a Lieutenant with x4 Souldiers were ſlain, and a Captain of the O-Neals 
taken Priſoner : The Caſtle of Colp ( after much hazard ) was taken, 
and all therein (viz. 26 ) were ſlain, fave the Captain, who was taken 
Priſoner. | 

The third of March ſome Forces marched out, under the Command 
of Colonel Waineman to Marlington ( three miles off 7redath ) with 
whom all Perſons were permitted to pillage, and return'd home with 
all ſorts of Grain, having burnt Drazcof's houſe, and ſome other places 
conſiderable : at which time the Rebels forſook many of their Houſes, 
and we began to beat pretty eaſe: | 

The firſt of March, the Lord Moore commanded out a Party of 400 
Foot, and 80 Horſe on the Northſide, amongſt his Traiterous Tenants, 
to Talagh-hallon, where Sir Phelim O-Neal, with Colonel Mac-Bryan, 
had that night confederated together, eight Colours inſtantly appear'd, 
being intrench'd much to their advantage, but our men ( Lieutenant 
Colonel Byron commanding the Foot ) drew up boldly, and gave ſuch 
ſure fire, as they ſoon betook themſelves to their laſt retuge ( their heels ) 
near 400. with 7 Captains, were lain, and. one took Priſoner ( viz. 
Rory-mac=- Art-mac-Croſs-mac-Mahon, and one Colour ; 100 Muskets were * 
taken, and Pikes covered the ground, others ſecuring themſelves by 
a bog near at hand, were ſo roughly admoniſhed by a Drake from us, 
that they ſoon removed their ſtanding : This hot skirmiſh was in fight 
of our: Walls, the Lord Moore in this encounter behaving himfelt moſt 
gallantly, indeed no man braver ; for after he was known by the Rebels, 
they endeavoured to have ſeized on him ; yet though he had but 7 in his 
Company ( being then at a diſtance from the main Body ) charged 
them home, killed many, ſcattered the reſt, and got off clear. 

Aﬀter that Tredath had relieved it ſelf, and his Majefties Forces 
became full Maſters of the field, ſeveral ( as the Lord Nettervile, Lord 
Slane, and others) writ Letters to the State to excuſe themſelves, as 
did thoſe with the Lord Gormanſffon, about the 21ſt. of March, tothe 
Earl of CaſMehaven, under the name of the United Lords, that he 
would move the State for a Ceſſation of Arms, and to know upon 
what Conditions they might come in and ſubmit 5 which the Lords 
Fuſtices and Council thought a demand full of Infolency, they having 
( till then ) a&ted with the forwardeſt of the Rebels, notwithſtanding 
whatever dehortations or encouragements, the State gave them to the 
contrary, ſo that then the Stare had no power to mitigate their Crimes z 
Nor did the Lords F«ſtices and Councel then think F- to proſtitute his 
Majeſties Royal Grace, to men fo ungrateful and unnatural : Beſides, 
the State in their Commiſſion and Inſtructions, found no expreſs Warrant 


to pardon ſuch pernicious Traitors, as (before they inclined to come 
in }) hoped to carry all before them, by ſurprizal or open force. 
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In the laſt Service of my Lord Moore's, Barnewell of Rahasket ( one 
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of dangerous Parts ) was taken, with ſome Prieſts and Friers ; Darcy of \C5W uw 


Platten in Meath, about two miles from. Tredath, was ſoon after ſuni- 
mon'd, who denied the ſurrender of his Houſe to the Parl of Ormond, 
yet after hearing of two Peeces of Battery, ſurrendred it. However, at 
Atherdee, the Rebels killed all the Proteſtants, whilſt the Earl of Ormond, 
Lieutenant General, leaving Dublin the 7th. of March, ( proſecuting the 
Deſign formerly mention'd, _ the arrival of the Forces out of Exg- 
land, that they might not be idle in the City ) was not far trom 7Tredath, 
with 3000 Foot, and 500 Horſe, burning the County of Meath, and ſe- 
veral of the Lords of the Pale's Houſes in their March, who came to 7re- 
dath the 11th. of March, exceedingly admiring that ſuch weak Walls 
ſhould be able to reſiſt ſo potent an Enemy. His Lord/bip, with the Go- 
vernour, the Lord Moore, Sir Thomas Lucas, Sir Simon Harcourt, Sir 
Robert Ferrall, and others, in a Councel of War, determin'd to proſecute 
the Rebels: But the Earl of Ormond, with the reſt of his Forces, bei 
ſummon'd to D«blin, on Buſineſs of great importance, ( beneath the ca- 
pacity of thoſe who would have had it otherwiſe ) the Work fell wholly 
on the Lord Moore and the Governour, who were by the Earl of Ormond 
recruited with four Companies of Foot, and two Troops of Horſe, and 
two Peeces of Battery ; and upon the 21. of March, with 1000 Foot,and 
200 Horſe, they march'd torward, finiſhing what they had left unburnt 
at S/ane, and other Villages in the way. And the 23. of March, they 
advanc'd with Fire and Smoak towards Atherdee; about a mile from 
Town; the Enemy was deſcried to be drawn up into two Diviſions, re- 
ported to be 1100 or 1500. upon which Sir Hexry Tichborn drew his 
Souldiers into Battalia, ſending up a forlorn Hope before to ſcour the 
Ditches, which they ſo effectually did, as ſtumbling upon an Ambuſcado 
of the Enemy's Musketiers, they beat them out of their Holes, drawing 
ſo nimbly upon them, as they killed about 400 of them in a miles ſpace. 
At the foot of the Bridge our Foot found ſome reſiſtance, by Musketiers 
plac'd in a How ; upon which Sir Henry Tichborn ( finding a paſſage 
over the River ) galled them ſo on the other ſide, that they ſoon aban- 
don'd it. The paſlage thus open'd, the Horſe enter'd, and with a full ca- 
reer chas'd them through the Town, where one Lieutenant Colonel,and 
five Captains of the Rebels, were ſlain, the Lord Moore doing much exe- 
cution with his own hands. Now the paſlage being clear, our Forces 
made an aſſault on Dundalk, fortified by the Rebels, with a double Wall, 
double Ditch, Marſh-ground on one fide, and Sea on the other, ſo that 
our difficulty was great. Yet we approach'd the Town the 26th. of 
March, about Nine in the Morning, planted our Ordnance on a little 
Hill near the Gate, which 500 of them defended a while againſt a forlorn 
Hope of ours, till they purſued their Work ſo cloſe, as they made many 
of the Rebels fall, at which they retired ; which our Men perceiving, in- 
creas'd their fears by ſhouting, that at length a Diviſion, under the Com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel | acreage 7 4 z00,reſolutely approach'd 
the Gate with Pick-axes, and after a ſtrong encounter enter'd with the 
Horſe, who purſued the Enemy with a full Gallop, killing many ; but 
( upon the turning towards the next Gate, feeing2. or 3 braſs Peeces 
planted, and 500 of the Rebels ready to receive us ) wefaixly retreated, 
whilſt a Caſtle, plac'd at the head of that Street, (' man'd with*their beſt 
Musketiers ) in our return played very hot upon us, whereby re of our 
K 2 Men 
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1641, Menwereſlain, and Enſign Forteſcue ( a ſprightly Gentleman ) one Ser- 

YN jeant, and one that carried the Colours for another ; Lieutenant Francis 
Moore was there alſo ſhat upon the ſhoulder-piece of his Armour, without 
much hurt, ( a Gentleman that merits much for his ſervice through the 
whole Buſineſs. ) At this ( we being not ſubje&t to loſe any Men ) the 
Governour and the Lord Moore were ſo enraged, that they ſet the Houſes 
near the Caſtle ( the only Remora ) on fire, through which ( the Wind 
blowing the ſmoak or the Caſtle, and the Souldiers making bundles of 
dried Bean-ſtalks, intermixt with Tow and Gunpowder, and carrying 
theſe on their heads ) they got themſelves un-deſcried to the Caſtle- 
door, where they laid down their bundles, and giving fire by a train of 
Powder, blew up the Door, and ſome other Boards, thoſe within (be- 
ing almoſt choaked, and fully frighted ) leapt out at a Window, and a 
Serjeant of Captain Ower's, with 5 Men (upon condition that they might 
have the pillage of the Place ). enter'd it, and ſpeedily ſhewed ( by their 
naked ſwords on the top of the Caſtle ) that they were Maſters of it. 
At which the Governour and the Lord Moore were reviv'd, and immedi- 
ately quench'd the Fires, and man'd the Caſtle with 3o good Musketiers, 
who, playing thick into the Town, hindred the Rebels trom walking the 
Streets. Afterwards we drew up two Peeces of Ordnance againft the in- 
ner Gate, and with 10 Wool-packs ( found in the Caſtle very opportune- 
ly ) a kind of Bulwark was made for the Musketiers, which the Rebels 
perceiving, left their Peeces there loaden. Whereupon the Governour 
took a Diviſion of a Party of Horſe, and drew by the back of the Town, 
( towards the North-Gate:) killing 40 in his way, and enter'd at a by- 
Gate, found the Town deſerted. "The Lord Moore, in the interim, alfo 
beating open the Gates, took poſieſſion of the two braſs Peeces, and ano- 
ther in the Market-place, and fo at Seven a Clock the fame Night we 
were Maſters of all. About 100 of theirs were killed, and ſome 14 of 
ours, 120 Proteſtants were thereby reliev'd, and much good Pillage of 
all ſort taken therein : Our Forces upon Muſter next Morning were tound 
to be but 750 Foot, and 2oo Horſe, theirs near 3000 within the Town, 
beſides in Artillery and braſs Peeces they much exceeded us. 

Thus Zredath, which not long ſince was ( in the opinion of moſt ) 
given up as an irrecoverable prey to the Rebels,now furviv'd their ſcorns; 
and that meerly through God's Mercy, on the courage and valour of the 
beſieged, bearing out againſt the utmoſt of Extremity and Treachery, 
faithtully ſet down by Dean Bernard, in his ſiege of Tredath, 1642. de- 
{crib'd with the Follies of ſeveral fuperftitions and vanities, no ways pre- 
valent to the praCtiſer ; and had nor the providence of the State ( at that 
time ) been ke, no doubt but Dub/zz would ſoon have been the tri- 
umph of their malice and cruelties. And now the County of Lowth 
( which lay on the other ſide of the Bozze ) being cleard, Ardes ant 
Dundalk allo being taken in, Sir PhelimO-Neal, who ( onall occaſions) 
made a moſt inconſiderable reſiſtance, ran with the firſt, being referv'd 
for a further miſchief; he got to the Newry, and thence paſſed down into 

Sir Phelim O- the Counties of Tyrone and Ardmagh, where ( in revenge of his loſſes 
neal being Ui before Tredath be exercis'd the uttermoſt of his Cruelties on Men, Wo- 
T:idathreven” MED, and Children, whom he had to that time fuffer'd to kve amon 
ges himſelf on the riſþ, moſt barbarouſly killing the Lord Cawfte/d, when he leaft fut- 
je og note edit, and\caus'd Mr. Blaxy ( a Gentleman of good Quality ) to be 
anged for refufing to hear Maſs. About the ſame time, Mulmore O-Re- 
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lie being likewiſe driven from the ſiege of 7redath, retiring to Belturbet, 
( in the County of Cavan ) there commanded the poor Br#ti/h, who 
thitherto ( 7. e. after the great ſlaughter ) had ſurviv'd to the number of 
60. to be forced off the Bridge into the Water, where they were {wallow- 
cd up: As did Sir PhelimO-Neal, who miſſing the taking in of the Ca- 
{tle of A#gher, in the County of Ardmagh, in revenge gave directions to 
Mulmore-Mac-Donnel, ( a moſt cruel and mercilefs Rebel ) to kill all the 
Engliſh and Scotch within the Pariſhes of Mu/ebrack, Loghgilly, and Kil- 
cluneny, deſtroying there not leſs than 17500 Protellants, fince the 23. of 
Oftober, 1641. He exercis'd alſo his cruelty in the ſame manner, tor his 
loſs before Liſnagarvy, Newry, and other Places, upon the poor Prote- 
ſtants,- as if by offering ſo many innocent Souls to death, he thould have 
expiated the guilt of his Cowardlineſs and Treacheries. 

Thus the Erg/i/h Forces enduring no reſiſtance where they came,either 
polleſt themſelves of the Caſtles tenable, . or demoliſht the reſt, and ha- 
ving clear'd all paſſages 'twixt Dublin and Tredath, part of them rettr'd 
to Dablin ; whillt Sir Phelim O-Neal gave but cold entertainment to the 
Inhabitants of the Pale, that had for their ſafety ( after their Confederacy 
with him ) retir'd into his Quarters; he and his Confederates renewing 
their ancient Animoſitics againſt them, (' the old Eng/ifþ ) as thoſe why 
formerly purſued the 7ri/þ in the defence of themfelves, telling them, That 
the time was not yet paſt memory, when they had done, as now, {tir'd 
up the meer rſh to rebel, making thoſe in the North dechare themſelves, 
and when they found them not likely to proſper, deferted them, expoſing 
them to the fury of the Exg/i/h, and their Countrey to ruine and defolati- 
on ; but now they were even, their Countrey being firſt ruined. This 
harſh ſcornful uſage of the old Engliſh, by the Northern 7ri/h, after fo 
ſolemn a conjunction between them, and under ſuch a publick calamit 
tallen upon them, bred in them a great conſternation and trouble; and 
it made ſo ſad an impreſſion upon the Lord Viſcount Gorman/ton, ( who 
was the chief inſtrument to bring the Northern /rifþ into the Pale, and 
there to work out that ſolemn conjunction between them ) as it broke his 
heart, and he ſoon atter died, lamenting his Treachery and Infidelity, that 
he had not been only the ruine of binjelf and his poſterity, but the great fire- 
brand of his Countrey, out of vain ambitious ends, or for the fetting np of 
fond ſuperſtitious Inventions,entertaining Jock Df: as hat already caus'd 
huge ſtreams of blood to be ſhed, and were now likely to determine in nothing, 
but the extirpation of the old Englith F:milies, out of thoſe plentifal Parts 
of the Countrey, wherein they had moſt happily ſeated themſetves,and which 
they had moſt pleaſantly enjoy d, ever F the firſt Conqueſt of Ireland. 
Others had the ſame Apprehenſions ; but being now involv'd with the 
Ulſter Forces, and having withſtood the date of his Majefty's Favour, 
the next courſe was to colour their Proceedings by pretenee of Grievan- 
ces, that by Forgeries and Calumnies, which they never ſpare to vent 
and publiſh, when they would withdraw the Subjects from: rheir obedi- 
ence, they might the more coloarably palliate ther foul Contemprs,con- 
tounding Times, that the riſe of their Infurre&ion might ſeem ro have 
ſome ground and encouragement thenee : And to thar end, rhey of the 


Pale made an Apology to his Majeſty, fraught with ſo many vain, impert® 


nent, and malicious Stories, as- ( in the. judgement of the knowing and 
moderate Stateſ-man ) ſerve only to increaſe their guilt; the main of 
whatſoever is there alledged, being fully anſwer'd, in the Reply to the 
Remonſt rance given in at Trym,the 17th.of March, 1642. About 
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About this time the King ( conſidering how ſlowly the Supplies for 
Ireland went on) offer'd ( by a Meſlage the 8h. of April, 1642. ) in Per- 
ſon to go thither, ( asbetore he had done the 14th. and 24h. of Febru- 
ary, as alſo the 9th. of March, 1641. ) intending to raiſe his Guard of 
2000 Foot, =o 200 Horſe, out of the Counties near Cheſter, and to en- 
age his Crown-Lands for the relief of his miſerable Subjetts there : Well 
nowing, ( as in one of his Declarations to the Parliament he _— ) 
That as he was ( in his Intereſt ) more concern'd than any of his Subjefts, ſo 
he was to make a ſtrifter account to Almighty God for any neglef of his duty, 
or his Peoples preſervation. But the Parliament Voted, That for his Ma. 
zeſty to go thither in Perſon, He would be ſubjett to the caſualty of War, 
and the ſecret Prafliſes and Conſpiracies of the Rebels; it would be an in- 
couragement to the Rebels ; it would impair the means to ſubdue the Re- 
bels, and increaſe the Charge ; and withall diſhearten the Adventurers to 
ſubſcribe and pay in their Money : It would alſo interrupt the proceedings 
of the Parliament, increaſe the jealouſies and fears of the People, and h - 
reave the Parliament of that advantage, whereby they were induc'd to un- 
dertake the War, upon promiſe. that it ſhould be manag'd by their advice ; 
ſo as the Fourney would be againſt the Law. And that whoſoever ſhould af- 
fiſt him in it, ſhould be an Enemy to the Common-wealth ; and that the She- 
riffs of Counties ſhould raiſe Powgg, to ſuppreſs any Levies he ſhould make to 
that purpoſe : Being loath (ſaith Is Majeſty in his Solitudes) to ſhoot at any 
mark here leſs than himſelf; or that any ſhould have the glory of his de- 
ſtruftion but themſelves. Whilſt &t the ſame time, his Majeſties Subjedts 
of Scotland, in an Act of Council at Edinburghthe 224. of April follow- 
ing, upon this occaſion takes notice, That there could be no greater de- 
monſtration of Care and Princely Courage, than this his Majeſties intention 
to go in Perſon into Ireland againſt the Rebels. Upon the ſignification of 
which Royal Intent to the State there, the Lords Juſtices and Council, in 
a Letter to his Majeſty the 23d.of April,1642.taking notice of his Princely 
Purpoſe, to take juſt vengeance on the perfidious Rebels, humbly beſought 
him zo come ſo provided, as to appear in that Kingdom ſuitable to the Great- 
neſs and Wiſdom of ſo mighty a King. Which Letter, how finely ſoever 
it was covered, went not fs ſome mens opinion) without a diſcourage- 
ment ; foraſmuch as that though ſome (at Court ) might conceive ( by 
his Majeſties coming over) a Peace might be made with the 7riſþ when 
his Majeſty pleas'd ; yet by taking into baſe, perfidious, and barbarous 
a People, who in ſo execrable a manner had cut oft ſuch multitudes of 
the Engliſh, the event ( as was privately ſignifi'd by ſome) could not re- 
dound to his Majeſties Honour. Beſides, the Soldiers were then grown ſo 
implacable to the 7riſh, as they would ſcarce endure any ordinary _ 
much leſs ſuffer a Rebel to be admitted amongſt them. After all, his Ma- 
zeſties reſolutions for 7reland were prevented, not without ſeveral con- 
ſtruCtions, as each Party apprehended the Scene : Though his Majeſty 
expreſs'd, that he would never refufeor be unwilling to venture his Per- 
ſon for the good and ſafety of his People, yet he was not ſo weary of his 
life as to hazard it impertinently, and therefore at preſent ſhould deſiſt. 
However as yet, the Proteſtant Army in Jre/andbeing competently ſup- 
@lied, the Rebels were frequently chaſtized. 
To fay truth, after the raiſing of the Siege of 7redath, and the conſe- 
quences thereupon, his Majeſties Forces ſo enlarged their Quarters, as 
no conſiderable Enemy (fave ſome Caſtles) lay nearer Dublin than twen- 
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ty miles on any ſide; that now the Lords Juſtices thought it high time 


to provide for the ſafety of fach places as lay more remote in the Cour CY 


trey, the Engliſh having in many Places (upon the firſt riſing of the 7riſh) 
poſleſs'd themſelves of ſome Forces, Strong Holds, Towns and Caſtles, 
which (though very ill provided ) they did tor many months ( yea, ſome 
for years, after the firſt breaking out of the Rebellion) defend, notwith- 
ſtanding long Sieges, multitudes of Rebels encompaſſing them, and all 
tneans by Treachery, Force or Famine, experienc'd to draw them into 
their poſſeſſion. 

It will here take up too large a fpace inthis Story ( where many con- 
ſiderable things may fall beſidesthe Pen ) to recite the gallant ations 
perform'd by ſeveral private Perſons in ſome inconfiderable ( inrefpe&t 
of rye Places'; many Women thewing more courage, conſtancy, 
and reſolution in the defence of what they were neceflitated to, . than the 
Men without did in their undertakings againſt them. Great were the 
Straits many of them were put unto, enduring all manner of extremities, 
ſubjecting themſelves to all kind of dangers, nor daunted with the mutl- 
titudesof Rebels that lay about them, they in many places iſſued out, and 
lived onely on the Spoils they took from them, fighting continually for 
their daily bread, which they never wanted as long as their Enemies had 
it. The Rebels were ſo undextrous in the management of their Sieges, 
as they took very few Places by force ; inall their Attempts, whether by 
Mine, Battery, Aſfault, they ſeldom profper'd: The great Engine where- 
by they maſter'd any Fort of the Engliſh, was Treachery ; Offers of ſafe 
Conduct, and other Conditions of Honour and Advantage, which might 
induce the Befieged ( ſometimes reduc'd to the utmoſt extremities. ) to 
furrender their Places into their hand ; which ( though ſolemnly ſworn 
and ſign'd) they yet ſeldom or never kept, but left feveral Places as Mo- 
numents oftheir Treachery and Infidelity, uſing thoſe ( who furrender'd 
them) as they did the poor Proteſtarits inthe Town andCaſtle of Longford, 
whom{ they having beſieged, and drawnto yield upinto their hands upon 
condition of Quarters,and ſafety for their Perfons ) rhey (as ſoon as they 
iſſued out ) felbupon with their Skenes, their Prieſt ( as a ſignal for the 
reſt to fall on) firſt ripping open the belly of the Minifter amongft the 
Engliſh ; then his followers Goa killd and hang'd'the reſt. After this 
manner uſed they the 1 50 Proteſtants, who yielded up ( upon fair Quar- 
ter) the Caſtle of 7uYagh, and:the Church of Newtown, in the County of 
Fermanagh. And the 1400 or 1500 at Beltarbet, and the Inhabitants of 
Ardmagh and Loughge/lt, and thoſe under tle condu@ of the Lord' Mayo ; 
and:thoſe: i 20 murther'd by the Mac-Swynes; as thoſe who yielded the 
ſtrong Caſtle:of Cloghleigh ( fituate upon the Mawninguater ) to Richard 
Condon, who. promiſed Quarter and' a ſafe Convoy to Caſte/ions, con- 
trary. to. which, they were all of them either hang'd, kil'd, wounded, or 
kept Priſoners by. him and his Company. In the fame manner” alſo he 
uſed a Party of the Earl of Barrimore's Troop, who. ( having bravely 
maintain'd themſelvesin a Houſe in-Coole-againit his Forces ) were by his 
Promiſe on the Faith of a Soldier-and'a Chriſtian ) of a ſafe Conveyance 
to Caſtelions, contented toyield ivup; but were' immediately ( upon their 
coming forth ) murther'd; As fome' Eng/iſh Families, and. the' Garriſon 
Soldiersat Sligo were uſed- by-O: Connor Slygal, who ( upon the quitting, 
of their Holds ) promis'd'them Quarter, and to convey them over the 
Curlew Mountains inſafety to Abbeyboyleor Roſcommon ; but hes 
priſon 
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1642. priſon'dtherfi in a moſt naſty Goal, allowing*them onely Grains for their 
SYY%-/ tood, and afterwards (when the Rebels were merry with Company, that 
came to congratulate their Vitory over theſe poor Creatures ) thoſe 
which ſurvived were brought forth ( by a Frier, © Connor's Brother, and 
: others ) ang kill'd, or precipitated over the Bridge into a ſwift Water, 
© where they were preſently deſtroy'd. And at 7eagh>7Zemple, after the 
þ Engliſh and Scots (who retired thither, were not ablelonger to reſiſt the 
Enemy) had yielded the Place, on Conditions to be brought in ſafe Con- 
duCt to Abbeyboil, were murther'd, hang'd, or burr alive: At which ter- 
rible ſight, Mrs. Olyfant (a Miniſters Wite ) being great with Child, fell 
in Labour, but was ſtill beat forward, till at laſt the Child flipt from her, 
and, what was horrible, ſhe was forced to draw that poor Infant ( and 
the Concomitants of ſuch an accident) after her, till ſhe died, with ſport 
to them. The Story would be too long, ſhould we mention thoſe 140 
taken forth to be ſent for England, and drown'd at Portadown : ' or thoſe 
numbers drawn to Florence Fitz-Patricks houſe, and there ſlain : Orthoſe 
60 and odd perſons gathered together, on pretence of ſending them to 
Clanhughboyes, drown'd by them : Or their perfidious breach of Quarter, 
as that of Captain Saxders, which we rather remit to future Story, not 
touching what they do in open War, but their putting the blood of War 
in their Girdles in the time of Peace. Though we muſt fay, that when the 
Inſtructions for the Proteſtant Agents of /re/and came afterwards to be 
conſider'd, great artifice there was, that the cruelties committed' againſt 
the Proteſtants, after Quarter given, Promiſes and Oaths tor ſecurity or 

ſafe Convoy, ſhould be ſtruck out. But no more of this. | 
The State conſidering theſe fad truths, and that none but a conſidera- 
ble Army was to appear abroad, they provided 4000 Foot, and 1500 
Horſe, to be ſent out under the Command of the Earl of Ormond, Lieute- 

nant General of the Army. 

Sir Simon Har. While Preparations -were making for, this Expedition, Sir Simon Har- 
eourt's Expedi= court (Who loved always to be inattion) the 267h. of March,1642. took a 
tioninto #3&- {mall Party of men, and went out towards thg,County of Wickloe, where 
he found the Rebels had poſſeſſed themſelves'ot a Caſtle, called Carrick- 
main, within four miles of Dublin; and ſeeing him draw near to it with 
thoſe ſmall Forces, and finding him to have no Artillery, ſo as their Walls 
were of ſufficient ſtrength to bear themout againſt any attempts he could 
make, they began to brave him from within, and to uſe reproachful ſigns 
from the top. of the Caſtle, thereby to expreſs their contempt and ſcorn 
of him. This his ſpirit was not well able to brook; and conſidering the 
Caſtle was not invincible, and that it would be very great advantage to 
the City of Dub/;x to remove fo ill a Neighbour ; and that with two 
Pieces of Battery he could take it ( in ſome few hours )) he ſent preſently 
away to the Lords Juſtices to acquaint them with his Deſign, and to de- 
ſire them to ſend unto him the two Great Guns for the effe&ting of it. 
They very well approv'd his Deſign, and gave preſent order for the car- 
ing them out, together with all neceſlaries and proviſions fitting for the 
ervice. In the mean time, he took ſpecial care for the ſurrounding of the 
Caſtle, and diſpoſing ofhis Men ſo, as they mighr prevent the Rebels if- 
ſuing out : In which Service, Serjeant Major Berry ( with 200 Fire-locks, 
viewing the Caſtle ) was ſhot in his ſide, though he died not tilleight 
days after of a Feaver. All things being put in order,whilſt they attended 
the coming of the Great Peeces, (now on their way ) Sir Simon FO, 
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with ſome of the Commanders, laid themſelves down under the ſide of 


a little thatch'd houſe, ſtanding near the Caſtle, ( which they took as a 
ſhelter to keep off the Enemies bullets) from- whence he ſuddainly roſe 


up to call to the Souldiers, to ſtand carefully to their Arms, and to their | 


Duties, in their ſeveral Stations; Which one of the Rebels ( from within ) 
perceiving, diſcharged his Piece at him, and ſhot him into his right 
breaſt, under the neck bone ; and being ſo wounded, he was carried off, 
expreſſing his ſubmiſſion to the good hand of God, and much joy'd to 
pour out his laſt blood in that Cauſe; The pain of his Wound was fo 


great, as they could not bring him to D«b/iz, but carried him to Mirian, 


a houſe of the Lord Fitz-Wil/zams where the next day hedied, to the 
great grief of the Eng/ih, and the prejudice of the Service. His 
Lieutenant Colonel Gibſon took the Command of that Party, and the 
great Guns being come, within the ſpace of very few hours, made a 
breach ſufficient tor the Souldiersto enter, who, being mightily enra- 
ged with the loſs of their moſt beloved Colonel, entred with great fury 
putting all to the Sword, ſparing neither Man, Woman, or Child. The 
firſt Officer that led them on in the breach, was Robert Hammond, 

Brother to Doctor Zammond, that famous and excellent Divine ) En- 
gn to Sir Simon Harcourt, who carried himfelt very gallantly in this 
Service, and from thence return'd into Exgland, where ( in the enſuin 
War, by the ſeveral exploits heperform'd in the ReduCtion of the Welt 
of ' England, under the Command of the Parliament ) he attain'd unto 
a very great Reputation , . and one of the chief Commanders in 
their Army ; And at the King's coming to the Iſle of W7ght, was Gover- 
nour of Carisbrook Caſtle, and of the Iſle, and ( upon his notice to the 
Parliament that the King was arriv'd there) had Command to attend 
his Majeſty with Reſpect and Honour, with a promiſe that nothin 
ſhould be wanting to defray the Kings expences, in which ſervice ( a 
ticklith task at that time ) I do not find that he forfeited his truſt, or 
otherwiſe demean'd himſelf, then was well accepted. 

At the time that Sir Simon Harcourt went forth, the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, finding what ill Inſtruments the Prieſts continued to be, 
in kindling and fomenting the Rebellion, cauſed as many of them as were 
in Town to be ſeized on, who being put into French bottoms, were 
ſhipt into France. ' 

By this time the intended preparations to march forth, under the 
Lieutenant General ( the Earl of Ormond ) were ready ; The Deſign 
was to reheve ſeveral Places of ſtrength, ſome beſieged, others much 
diſtreſſed by their wants and neceſſities, but which way the Army was 
to march, or what Place they were firſt to go to, was kept as a ſecret ; 
However the Army, Saturday the ſecond of April, 1642. marched from 
Dublin towards the Naas, with 8000 Foot, and 500 Horle, arriving 
at Athy, the 5th. being 27 miles from Dublin ; from whence they ſent 
out ſeveral Parties to relieve Carlow, Marryburrough, Balinokill, the Burr, 
Caterlagh , Clogh-grevan , Ballylivan, and ſeveral other Caſtles and 
Towns then in litreſs, which they did without much oppoſition, re- 
leaſing many Women, Children, and other unprofitable People, much 
incommoding thoſe Places ; Sir Patrick Weams, Captain of the Lieute- 
nant Generals Troop, Captain Armſtrong, Captain Tarner, Captain 
Harman, Captain Schout, Colonel Crafford,, Sir Richard Greenvile, 
vlr Thomas Lucas, and Sir Charles Coote, in their ſeveral Commands, 
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doing excellent ſervice in their Relief of theſe Caſtles, and ſtrong Holds ; 


WYa-/ The laſt paſſing with no little danger through Mowntrath Woods ( whence 


The Battle of 
Kilruſh. 


Sir Charles Coote's Heir had his title worthy his, and his Fathers merits ) 
to Marryburrough, a Place of great conſequence, ſeated amongſt ill 
Neighbours. . 

Whilſt theſe things were aCting, the Rebels having gathered their 
Forces from Wick/oe, Wexford, Caterlagh, Kildare, Queen's County, 
Kilkenny, Tipperary, and Weſt-Meath, on Eaſter Sunday, the 1oth. of 
April, they diſplayed 40 Colours, within two miles of Azhy, near the 
Barrow, { of which Colonel Craford gave ſpeedy intelligence ') under 
the Command of the Lord Viſcount Mountgarret, the Lieutenant Ge- 
neral's great Unkle, making of the old Eng/ifh and 1riſh near 10000 men, 
Horſe and Foot ; which the Lieutenant General perceiving, on the other 
ſide of the River of the Barrow,to have ſent out ſome Horſe near Tankards- 
town, over againſt Grazgeme/ain ; His Lordſhip return'd to Athy, giving 
out he would fight them the next day ; but their numbers vallly exceed- 
ing his, and he, having done the ſervice he went out tor, thought it as 
honourable to retire to D#b/in, in the face of them, with Sir John Bowen, 
Fitz-Girrald of Timoga, Richard Grace of Marryburrough, and Captain 
Crosby, Priſoners. But when they came to Black-hale-heath, between 
Kilruſh and Rathmore, about 2o miks from D«blin, the Army of the 
Rebels drew up in a place of advantage, to hinder the paſſage of the 
Engliſh Army, having two great Ditches on each Wing, ſo high that we 
could ſee no more then the heads of their Pikes, and with tuch a hill 
before, ( betwixt them and us ) that we could ſcarce fee their Colours, 
the wind alſo on their backs, and a great Bog a mile behind them. 
However the Lieutenant General called a Councel under a thorn hedge, 
( being loath to venture fo gallant an Army on ſuch diſadvantages ) but 
the Engliſh Commanders were all of opinion, they ſhould be fought 
with, numbers making no difference, where the Cauſe was ſo good : in 
as much as Sir Charles Coote told them in few words, that hediſcern'd 
fear in the Rebels faces, as well as Guilt in their Perſons, and that he 
thought they would hardly ſtay, till his Lordſhip had put his men in or- 
der for the battle, and therefore deſired they might have preſently Com- 
mand to fall on, which indeed he was ever ready to obey before the 
Word was given, neither the matter nor the time now admitting of de- 
bate. Whereupon, Friday the 15th. of April, about 7 in the morning, 
the Engliſh Army marching, as it they would force their way to Dubliy, 
leaving in and about Athy, Captain Eraſmus Burrows, Captain Grimes, 
Captain Thomas Welden, and the two Captain P7ggots, with their Com- 
panies, 300 whereof was part of our Army, which made ever now and 
then ( as the Enemy halted ) an halt, and reſolving to fight the Enemy, 
drew up in that ſort as did beſt agree with the Ground; Sir Charles Coote 
( who commanded in chief under his Lordſhip ) had the ordering of 
the Foot ; Sir Thomas Lucas of the right Wing ot Horſe, and Sir Richard 
Greenvile of the left ; The Lieutenant-General having many Gentlemen 
with him, ( who voluntarily followed him in that expedition ) put them 
all-in a Troop, under the Command of Major Og/e, a Reformade, ( a 
worthy Perſon ) and himfzlt in the midſt of the firſt rank ot them, and 
ſo attended the Encounter; the Ordnance firſt began to play, but without 
much efte&t ; The Rebels Army led by Mountgarret, Purcel Baron of 
Loghmo, FHugh-mac Phelim Birn, Lieutenant of the Leimfter Faves, | 
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Colonel Toole, Sir Morgan Cavenagh, Colonel Morris Cavenagh, Arthur 
Caanaugh, Colonel Bagza/,, the Lord Duntoyne, Colonel Roger Moore, 
was drawn up ( as I have faid) in a place of great advantage , upon 
- the top of a hill, where there were but too narrow paſlages to come at 

them ; yet our forlorn Hope ( commanded by Captain Rochford ) con- 
ſifting of «50 Musketiers, making up the hill fiercely, diſcharged upon 
the Rebels, and was ſeconded by Captain Sandford, with his Fire-locks, 
Sir Charles Coote leading up the reſt of the Foot with great celerity ; 
Colonel Crafford in the Van, and Serjeant Major Pigot, excellently well 
diſcharging their Commands. But betore theſe could come near them, 
our Horſe both under Sir Thomas Lucas, and Sir Richard Greenvile, ( one 
charging at one of the paſſages, the other at the other.) fell in upon 
them, who would not itand the firſt ſhock, but fled preſently, taking 
their flight to a great Bog not far fromthem, ( a Sanctuary which the 
Triſh in all their flights, chuſe commonly to provide for themſelves, and 
ſeldom fail to make uſe of it ) and ſo the Engliſh gain'd this Vittory 
without any conſiderable loſs, or much hazard ; whilft a body of 2000 
Rebels, led by the Lord Viſcount Mountgarret, and General Hugh Birn, 
wheeling about, thought to poſſeſs themſelves of our Ordnance, Carriage; 
and Ammunition, which my Lord of Ormond perceiving, drew out one 
of his Diviſions to attend that great Body, and with them and ſome 
Voluntier Horſe, to the number of zo. which were then with his Lord- 
ſhip, ( thereſt following the execution ) he faced that Body, and within 
a ſhort time put them to rout : there were not above 600. ſome write 300, 
of the ' 7riſh ſlain, amongſt which, there was the Lord of Dax- 
boyn's Brothers, the Lord of Jkernis Sons, and Colonel Cavenagh's 
Heads, brought by the Souldiers to the Lieutenant General. The Enc- 
my loſt twenty Colours, many Drums, all their Powder and Ammuni- 
tion, the Lord Mountgarrets Wain, drawn by 8 Oxen, where all his Pro- 
viſion was, his Sumpture, and the Lord of 7kernis Sumpture. Colonel 
Monk, who ( by the quick flight of the /ri/þ) was prevented from doing 
that ſervice 1n the field he intended, followed with a Party of his Regi- 
ment, to the Bog which the Rebels had taken, which looked even black, 
( for their Apparel was generally black ) being all cover'd over with 
them, and there began to fall upon them, as reſolving upon a ſevere 
execution ; But he was commanded to retire, having got Honour enough 
that day, and fo the Army marched off the field contuſedly, whereas that 
Victory ( how juſt ſoever) is ill gloried in, which is the loſs of Sub- 
jets, The Vanof our Army lay that night at old Conel, the reſt on 
the Corrough of Xildare, all in open field; arriving at D«bl:z the 1 7th. 
of April, where they were receiv'd by the Lords F«/tices and Council, 
with all imaginable demonſtrations of Joy and Honour ; The Lieute- 
nant-General's behaviour being preſented to the King and Parliament, 
with the greateſt advantage to his Perſon, as the buſineſs would afford : 
in as much as the Parliament voted 500 I. to be beſtowed in a Jewel, and 
to be ſent him, as an honourable mark of the high eſteem they had of 
him, for that days ſervice, which was accordingly done, and brought to 
his Lordſhip, with a Letter of thanks from them, though I do nor hear 
that he did ever place the Jewel or Letter in his 4rch7ve ; Notwith- 
ſtanding we find his Majeſty takes notice, that he wasthe Perſon very 
well approv'd of by the two Houſes of Parliament, fo as the War of 
Treland was ſtill managed by his Care, and the future Concerns thereof 
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intruſted to his vigilance, as the condition of his Majeſties Afﬀairs there, - 
ſhould be thought important : though it was not long before the Parlia- 
ment entertain'd ſome jealouies, to the prejudice of his fervice againſt the 
Rebels, which ( in reference to what was committed to his charge Y 
never alter'd his Principles or hitegrity. 

In Connaght generally, the Eng/iſh Garriſons excellently well beſtirr'd 
thetnſelves, to the reliet of their own, and neighbours ſtreights ; wherein 
Sir Charles Coot Junior, mov'd with much vigour and Integrity, often in- 
feſting the Rebels from Caftle-Coot ; he had frequent intelligence from the 
Marquiſs of Clanrickard's own hand ( not daring to truſt another, leſt 
he might be betrayed ) who being Governour of the County of Ga/oway, 
had Loghreogh and Portumna, his proper Inheritance to reſide in, to 
which the Z»g/i/h reſorted with much ſecurity, and were indeed by him 
reliev'd with great Hoſpitality, to an incredible charge of his own Purſe, 
hanging many (though of his own kindred ) whom he found imbrued 
in Blood, greatly reſenting the Barbariſm and Inhumanity of the 7ri/þ ; 
In as much as Zubert Boy Bourk, and Sir Z1ick Bourk, his near Relations, 
preying on the Engliſh, he often fruſtrated by diſcovering, their Deſigns, 
ind furniſhing Sir Charles Coot from time to time, with _— ot Arms 
and Ammunition, to oppoſe them, and impoveriſh their Country : So 
that at laſt by the advice of Colonel Walſh and others, they ereCted a 
ſtanding Camp near the Xreggs, to moleſt and pen up our Garriſon of 
Caſtle-Coot, which being almoſt compleated, the Garriſon iſſued out 
upon them, who receiv'd us with a =_ volly of Shot, which ours 
anſwer'd not, ( according to command ) till we came cloſe to them ; 
which being done with great reſolution, their hearts fail'd them, and 
they betook themſelves to the next Bog, which being at ſome diſtance, 
gave our Horſe and Foot a fair opportunity to hew them down, before 
they could reach it ; in which ſervice Major Walſh behav'd himſelf well, 
with Courage and Rhetorick, endeavouring to make the Rebels ſtand, 
but in vain, he at length being forc'd to take the Bog for his own refuge, 
leaving inthe Camp, Bread, Arms, Powder, Corn, Meal, 6tc. in great 
quantity, which being more then we could carry away, we were forced 
to burn. In the Spring following, Sir Charles Coot being inform'd of a 
good Prey of Cattle in the Barony of Athlove, towards Balniaſls, inthe 
O Mores Country, he ( with his Forces ) adventur'd thither, got ſome 
Cattle, great quantity of Cloth, and other neceſlaries, killing man 
of their Souldiers in their beds ; though in his retura he was fought wit 
by the Rebels, ſculking in in-accelible Places, from whence he at haſt 
got free, with no ſmall hazard to his Perſon, and loſs to the Enemy ; 

ajor Sumner in this ( as in the whole Siegeof Caſtle-Coor, andother 
places in Connaght ) doing excellent ſervice, as Councellor, Engineer, 
and Souldier, worthily keeping his promiſe with one Xe/y, a Gentleman 
of good Quality, and a kin to the Earl of Clanrikard, whom, begging 
his life, he ſaved, ranſoming himſelf afterwards for 10 /. in tnoney, ten 
barrels of Wheat, and as much Salt, which at the following Siege of 
Caſtle-Coot, proved of great value, being ſold then at 2s. a Quart, After 
which in Eaſter week 1642. Sir Charles Coot attempted to reheve 4th- 
lone, and ( after ſome ſmall diſpute ) did it, though the acceſs to the 
Place was ſuch, as a few men might have been able to have ftop'd 1000. 
he found his ones difficulty was to fill up the trenches that the Enem 
had made, as his Horſe might have free acceſs, which atlaſt he compaſv, 
relieving 
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relieving the Place with what Cattle and other Proviſions he got in his 
Expedition, nor being a little ſtartkd, that by ſuch a Troop as the Prefi- 
dent there had, and other Conveniencies, no more ſhould have been be- 
fore attempted. Nor had Roſcommon, Tulsk, Elphin, Knockvicar, Abbey- 
boyle, —_—_— Perſons lefs ative in their defence, even from the firſt 
ſurprizals of the Rebels, a&ting to amazement, when nothing but their 
own courage ſecur'd their Forts ; though the laſt, for want of Water, was 


compell'd ( after a long ſiege ) to yield to the Rebels, after that the Go-

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Sir Simon Harcourt's, the Fate of the Engliſh Intereſt in Ireland ſeem'd 
eclips'd, if not buried ; the great Artifice being then ( under ſeveral pre- 
tences ) to keep the Souldiers within their Garriſons, to conſume the 
Proviſions and Stores they had, or elſe to lead them forth without any 
conſiderable ſervice till the Battle of Roſs. 

About the beginning of Fuxe, 1642. came over ſome Regiments, un- 
der the Condudt of Sir Foulk Hunks, and Lieutenant Colonel X;rk, who 
brought over the Regiment deſign'd for the Lord Rannelagh ; whereupon 
two Regiments were immediately diſpatch'd for Comnaght, and accompa- 
nied thither by the Lord Lieutenant, who in that Expedition, took b 
ſtorm, Xnocklinch, a ſtrong Caſtle of Mr. Linches, the beſieged, except 
Women, ( not accepting ot Quarter ) were put to the ſword ; and 7rim- 
bleſton, a Caſtle of the Lord Trimbleſtor's, quitted on the former's ſucceſs, 
as Kymkelf, a fair Caſtle of the Lord Nettervile's, and divers other Ca- 
ſtles : An4 upon his approach towards Athlone, Sir Fames Dillon ( who 
had beſieged it ever nd Chriſtmaſs)) ran away ; ſo that the Lord Pre- 
ſident, with about 5o Horſe, and ſome 200 Foot, met the Lieutenant 
General 5 miles from Athlone ; and after an hour or two's ſtay in the 
Field, the Earl of Ormond took leave of the Lord Preſident, leaving at his 
departure a Regiment for the Preſident himſelf, and another under Sir 
Michael Earnly, Sir Abraham Shipman, and Sir Bernard Aſhley, and two 
Troops of Horſe, with which Forces the Lord Preſident might have ſub- 
dued all Connaght, except Galloway. But he, inſtead of imploying ſuch | 
brave Men abroad, while the Summer laſted, kept them at. home on 
ſhort and rotten Commons, whereby moſt of them were tamiſh'd , or 
contracted mortal Diſeaſes, and were preſently ſo enteebled, that the 
tenth Man was hardly able to march. In the mean time, all almoſt that 
had fought againſt him of his Neighbours, were receiv'd under Contribu- 
tion, which was never paid,nor Victuals brought in for his Men, though 
the Countrey yet abounded in Corn and Cattle ; ſo that the Garriſon of 
Caſtle-Coot, for meer pity, baked Bread, and ſent them many Cart-tulls 
thereof, bringing away in their empty Carts many ot their ſick Men, 
that they might not periſh. And yet art laſt the General ( the Lord Pre- 
ſident ) was perſwaded to draw out his Men to ſervice, beſieging Ba/agh 
Caſtle, in the mid-way between Roſcommon and Athlone , wherein he 
made a breach, and commanded a Party to ſtorm it. The Rebels killed 
many of our Men that day by ſhot, beſides what periſh'd by Stones, and 
other Materials thrown from the top of the Caitle; the Night afterwards 
the Rebels ſtole to a Bog, not far diſtant, through'the negligence of our 
Guards, and left us the Caſtle, The next Exploit of my Lord Preſident, 
was ( with the remnant of the two Eng/i/þ Regiments, and what could 
be ſpared out of our Garriſons thereabouts )) a March towards Balintober, 
to which he was provoked by the Enemy, and ſtimulated on by his own 
Party, impatient of further delays. O Conner Dan of Balintober, ever 
ſince his Son was taken, till now, ( that is the middle of Fuly, 1642.) 
had acted nothing, though the tacit Votes of the Province did ſeem to 
own him as their King,Prince, Roy zele/, or what Name of Supremacy in 
that Province could be greateſt ; who ſeeing that thoſe Forces which were 
ſent from Exgland.to the Lord Preſident,to fubdue that Province, (which 
at firſt much trighted the Rebels) had done nothing of moment,through 
a ſupine negligence, if not worſe, and were much leſs conſiderable than 
thoſe Forces which we had before, he began to awake out of his Ale and

Aqua-vitz, and to call in Subjects to help him, out of all the Parts of 
Connaght ; but above all that came to joyn with him, none were more 
forward, or came in greater numbers, than the County of Maio-Men, 
and the rather, becaule in all the Conflicts of Connaght with the Enzli/h; 
te of that great County came to fight with us. "They drew together 
1800 or 2000 Foot, ra 160 Horſe, and more had joyn'd with them, if 
we had defer'd to viſit them. It was therefore adjudged neceſlary by the 
Lord Preſident, Sir Charles Coot, Sir Mich. Earnly, Sir Abraham Ship- 
man, Sir Edw. Povey, Sir Bernard Aſhley, and others of the Council of 
War, That we ſhould draw out all the Men, fick or ſound, that were able 
to march, and march to Balintober. It was a wonder to fee with what 
alacrity and courage, our new-come Engliſh put themſelves on this ſer- 
vice, even they that were ready to die, ( as divers of them did on the 
way ) rejoycing that they might expire, doing their Countrey the beſt 
ſervice they could, as Souldiers, and not as Dogs on a Dungiul. Our 
March that day was from Roſcommon, through Molinterim, and over the 
Hill of Oran, near C/alby, which is little more than 2 miles from Baliy- 
tober ; from thence we might ſee the Enemy coming with all ſpeed to 
meet us. 'TheLord Preſident was of opinion.that. our Forces ſhould re- 
treat,and commanded it ; but the reſt were otherwiſe refolv'd, and with- 
out his Orders drew on towards the Rebels, whilſt he waſhed his hands 
from what evil might accrew. Our Commanders as they march'd,agreed 
how to order their Men, and on what piece of Ground ; but the Enem 

* came on ſo faſt, that they could not gain the Ground defired, which mods 
the. Work on our part more difficult, for all the way on that Hill, till we 
come near Balintober, is boggy, with great long Heath in all places, very 
unfit for Horſe-ſervice. However, when the Rebels came near us, Cap- 


tain Rob, King with his Troop ( well mounted, and well arm'd with Back 


and Breſt, and as well diſciplin'd as any in 7reland)) was commanded to 
paſs by their Front to their left Flank, as Sir Charles Coot, and Sir Edw. 
Povey, with the reſt of their Troops, being before, nearer to the top of 
that ridge of Ground, were almoſt paſt, that they might make way for 
our forlorn Hope of Musketiers, to play in the Front of their great Body 

of Pikes coming on. Captain Rob. Xing ( an old Souldier ) in executin 
of this, ſaw ( by the badneſs of the Ground he march'd on, and by the 
Rebels haſte to come up ) that he ſhould not, without diſorder, get by the 
left Point of this Battalia, gave order to his Men to fire in flank all at 
once, when they ſhould be cloſe up with the Point of the Battalia, over 
one another's Horſes Manes, which was a thing ſeldom heard of or pra- 
Ctifed, yet was no new thing either to him or his, for he had taught them 
this, amongſt other Points of War he had long nurtur'd them in, which 
they exactly perform'd, when he was come within two Pikes lengths of 
the Enemy,with their Carbines, At which time our forlorn Hope of Foot 
being come up, fired with excellent ſucceſs on that part of the Front that 
lay to the right hand ; ſo that by this unexpeCted way of firing by the 
Horſe, ( timely aſliſted by the Foot ) the Enemy was ſoon put into diſor- 
der, with the loſs of many Men ; which breach Captain Xing ſoon appre- 
hending, and finding the Pikes of the fall'n Men to have intangled and gat- 
led others, he ruſh'd in with his Horſe, and breaking the left corner of 
the Battalia, ſo amazed the Rebels, as they fell into diforder, who (quit- 
_ ting their Pikes all at once.) made a great noiſe, and began to run ; but 
betore their running, ( that was almoſt as ſoon as Captain Xing was got 
M into 
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into their Front) Sir Charles Coot and Sir Edward Povey charg'd them in 
the Flank with their Troops, with which they had kept the upper 
Ground; on purpoſe to encounter with the 160 Horſe ot the Rebels ; 
and to them was Captain Robert XK ing drawing to ſecond them, or to tall 
into the Flank of this Battalia, (which he had new broken) but the Rebels 
Horſe fled before they were able to come near, and therefore they had 
leiſure to fall into the Flank of the Foot. This Battalia of Pikes was ſup- 
poſed to be 1200. They had 1000 Musketeers, which either by bad 
way, or ſtaying longer than the other, tor to receive Ammunition, were 
not comeup to begin the Battel, but were within Musket-thot, who alſo 
ran for company. Our men purſued, and killed moſt of them, but were 
om not to come too near Balintober, where the Credulous were 
to believe, ſome had ſeen beyond the Caſtle another great Body. of Men; 
ſo as not purſuing this Vidtory, we loſt the benefit of it. In this Battel 
there was a young Gentleman on the 7riſh ſide, who very gallantly be- 
hav'd himſelt, after that his Party was fled, getting to the corner of a 
Ditch, where with his Pike he withſtood the encounter of five Horſe that 
had ſpent their ſhot, till an Agantick Soldier of the Engliſh getting with- 
in him, ſlew him. And amongſt the dead, one pulling a Mountero from 
the head of one, there fell down long Trefles of flaxen hair, who being 
turther ſearclid, was found a Woman. After this,the Preſident conſider'd 
what was to be attempted ; and it was refolv'd to go into the County of 
Galloway. But as in all other Deſigns, many Objections were alledg'd, and 
the Lord Preſident with a few, accompani'd with the Marquis of C/ax- 
rickard, went to Galloway, before which the Lord Forbes ( Lieutenant 
General under the Lord Brook )) was come ( the 9th. of Auguſt, 1642. ) 
to beſiege the Town with a Fleet ; and having taken poſſeſſion of the 
Abbey near adjoyning, landed many of his Battering Guns. But before 
he attempted any thing (according to his Commiſſion ) he firſt adviſed 
with the preſent Governour, { the Lord of Clanrickard) aftettionare to his 
Majeſties Service.

However, in 7//ter, the 28th. of Fune, Sir Robert Stewart and Sir W1/- 
liam Stewart ( Perſons deſerving excellently well of the State ) near Ra- 
phoe, got a conſiderable Victory over the Rebels under Sir Phel;m O-Nea!, 
ſlaying near 2000 of them, though much interiour in number, Arms, and 
Ammunition ; whilſt Monro? fought them towards the Newry, but hal 
not ſo good luck to encounter them, as he had the 234. ot May pre- 
ceding, when he gave the /ri/h Committee of the Parliament of Exg/and 
this account, That with 2000 Foot and 300 Horſe, he beat Owen MHac- Art 
O-Neal, Sir Phelim O-Neal, and Owen Mac-Art the General's Son, being 
all joyn'd together with their Forces, and torced them to return upon 
Charlemont : atter quitting the Generals houſe to be ſpoil'd and burnt by 
them, with the whole Houſes in Lo»hga/l, being the beſt Plantation in 
Uſer, and ſtraighteſt for detence of the Rebels. 

Thus in ſome places whilſt we find the War ſucceeded, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices in the midſt of Auzaſt, ſuſpetting Preſton's Forces ſhould increaſe; 
and ( according to the reſolution of the Parliament at Felkenny ) ſhould 
firſt gain the Out-Garriſons, and then beſiege D«blin, were forced to re- 
quire the Lord Conway to come unto their aid with 3000 Foot, and all 
the Horſe he could procure, to proſecute the War in Lemter : Who re- 
turn'd an Anſwer, That their Companies were ſo weak, they could not 
draw them together ; and that the Rebels ( having then receiv'd new 
Supplies) were ſtrong, and that he was engag'd to meet the Earl of Lever 
( theScors General ' to encounter Owen O-Neal,with all the Forces he could 
get. Thus that Province reſerved to it ſelf its own ſtrength, not coming 
in, as by the Tenth Article with the Parliament of England the Scots 
were engaged to, 

In Munſter the Scene was hot ; for the Parliament of Eng/and having 
ſent over (as into Leimſter\ ſeveral Regiments of Foot, and ſome Troops 
of Horſe unto Sir William St. Leger, Knight, who ( having long ſerv'd 
in the Low-Countreys with ſingular reputation ) was, ſome years before 
the Rebellion, made Lord Preſident of Munſter ; a Command he diſ- 
charg'd with much vigilance and courage, in as much as the Enemy now 
tear'd no man more : What he did upon the firſt breaking out ot the Re- 
bellion, ( in hope to have ſtopt its current in that Province ) we haveal- 
ready mention'd, and ſhould have told you, that the State ( to impower 
him thereunto admitted him toraiſe a Regiment of Foot, conſiſting of 
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into their Front) Sir Charles Coot and Sir Edward Povey charg'd them in 
the Flank with their Troops, with which they had kept the upper 
Ground, on purpoſe to encounter with the 160 Horſe of the Rebels ; 
and ro them was Captain Robert King drawing to ſecond them, or to {a!l 
into the Flank of this Battalia, (which he had new broken ) but the Rebels 
Horſe fled before they were able to come near, and therefore they had 
lciſure to tall into the Flank ofthe Foot. This Battalia of Pikes was ſup- 
poſed to be 1200. They had 1000 Musketcers, which cither by bad 
way, or ſtaying longer than the other, tor to receive Ammunition, were 
not comeup to begin the Battel, but were within Musket-thot, who alfo 
ran for company. Our men purſued, and killed moſt of them, but were 
commanded not to come too near Balintober, where the Credulous were 
to believe, ſome had ſeen beyond the Caſtle another great Body. of Men; 
ſo as not purſuing this Victory, we loſt the benefit of it. In this Battel 
there was a young Gentleman on the 7riſþ ſide, who very gallantly be- 
hav'd himſelt, after that his Party was fled, getting to the corner of a 
Ditch, where with his Pike he withſtood the encounter of five Horſe that 
had ſpent their ſhot, till an Agantick Soldier of the Engii/h getting with- 
in him, flew him. And amongſt the dead, one pulling a Mountero trom 
the head of one, therefell down long Trefles of flaxen hair, who being 
turther ſearcli'd, was found a Woman. After this,the Preſident conſider'd 
what was to be attempted ; and it was refolv'd to go into the County of 
Galloway. But as in all other Deſigns, many ObjeCtions were alledg'd, and 
the Lord Preſident with a few, accompanr'd with the Marquis of C/ax- 
rickard, went to Galloway, before which the Lord Forbes ( Lieutenant 
General under the Lord Brook ) was come ( the 9th. of Auguſt, 1642. ) 
to beſiege the Town with a Fleet ; and having taken poſſeſſion of the 
Abbey near adjoyning, landed many of his Battering Guns.

tear'd no man more : What he did upon the firſt breaking out ot the Re- 
bellion, ( in hope to have ſtopt its current in that Province ) we haveal- 
ready mention'd, and ſhould have told you, that the State. { to impower 
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1000 men, and two Troops of Horſe, 60 to each Troop; which after= 
wards ( beſides the ſupplies mention'd ) were liſted in his Majeſties Mu- 
ſters, with Pay accordingly. But the Deſign being general, Munſter ( at 
length) was as well diſturb'd as the reſt of the Kingdom ; Caſhel, Cloy- 
mel, Dungarvan, and Featherd, with other Places, were all ( on an eaſie 
ſummons:) ſoon yielded to' the Rebels, raging through the Countrey ; 
which the Lord Preſident endeavour'd to ſuppreſs, as tar as thoſe ſmall 
Forces he had with him would admit, reſolving near Redſheard to have 
given them Battle, having (at that time) in his company the Earl of Bar- 
rymore, the Lord Dungarvan, the Lord Broghil, Sir HardreſS Waller, Sir 
Edward Denny, Serjeant Major Searl, Sir Fohn Brown, Captain William 
Kingsmil, with 600 Foot, and 300 Horſe. But the Rebels on the other 
ſide the Mountain privately avoided them, though four to one ; and 
getting to Caſhel, held there a general Rendezvous ; from whence Mount- 
garret went with his Forces to Xilmallock, a Town treacherouſly ſurren- 
dred to the Rebels (a little before) on demand, ſituated on the Frontiers 
of the County of Limmerick towards Cork, environ'd with a ſtrong Wall, 
which held out Loyally for the Crown all ZTyroxe's Wars, though fome- 
times ſtrongly beliogad, and highly diſtreſſed. And the 9th. of Febraary, 
1641, he went to Butavant, where the Gentry from all parts appear'd. 
It is an antient Town, belonging to the Earl of Barrimore, in the Barony 
of Orrory, an old Neſt of Abbots, Friers, and Prieſts. There the General 
Mountgarret exercis'd his greatneſs with reſerv'd gravity and diſtance, 
ſo as none, except Serjeant Major Parcel ({ who had now joyn'd himſelf 
with the Confederates, contrary to the expectation the Lord Preſident 
had ofhim ) were admitted to any Command in the Army, more then 
they had over the Men they brought with them. However, Mount- 
garrets Forces infinitely increas'd, fo as the Lord Preſident ( to ſecure 
Cork) thought it moſt convenient to retreat thither, whilſt Mountgarret, 
the 117th. of February, lodges his Forces in Moyallo, (brought thither by 
Serjeant Major Walſh) the Inheritance of Captain William Fephſon, a 
Towncontaining one Street of near 200 Eng/iſh Houſes, thirty whereof 
were ſtrongly built and Slated, having at the South-end thereof a very 
fair and pleaſant Houſz, called, 7he great Caſtle, committed to the charge 
of Arthur Beteſworth, with 200 Men, Arms, and Ammunition conveni- 
ent, and one Iron Pieceof Ordnance, with two Curriers, whereof they 
made good uſe andadvantage. And at the North-end of the Town ſtood 
another ſtrong Caſtle, called, 7he ſhort Caſtle, excellently well afterwards 
defended by Lieutenant Richard Williamſon, who, alter many Breaches 
in the Wall, the beſt Aſſaults Serjeant Major Parce/ could make, and 
the loſs of many Men, was givenover, though at length yielded out of 
neceſlity, on terms never pertorm'd ; though the remarkable ſtoutneſs of 
Lieutenant W:/l;amſon was ſuch, as he ( finding the Rebels to faulter in 
what they had promiſed) reſolutely getting up a Sword, vowed to be the 
death of thoſe who ſhould hinder his and his Parties repair to the other 
Caſtle, never yielded by Beteſworth ; which ( being reſolutely and on a 
ſudden done) ſtruck ſuch a fear in the Rebels, as Wi//zamſon and his Party | 
were all admitted to go to the Great Caſtle with what they had, which 
was not irreparably rifled from them by the Rebels. And ſhortly after, 
the Rebels having ſome aiery rumors of the Lord Preſidents Forces to 
fall upon them, Mountgarret march'd thence with his Army, the Lord 
Muskery ( notwithſtanding all his fair pretences to the Preftdent ) being 
now 
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now come to the Rebels, which was a great ftrengthning to that Party, 
he having a conſiderable Eſtate, and much Money lett him by a miſerable 
Father ; whilſt it may be thought, the Lord Roch, Mac-Donnogh, and 
others, (being brought to great ſtraits) could not worſen, but miglt ad- 
vance their Ettates by the Rebellion. Many were much concern'd, that 
the Lord Monntgarret would go from Moyallo, leaving the Countrey to be 
govern'd by themſelves ; a great conteſt ariſing among{t them who 
thould be Chief, Serjeant Major Parcel ( Baronot Loghmo | challenging 
the Generalſhip of that Province: But the Heads of the Confederacy 
meeting at the Lord Musktery's Houſe, ( to avoid contention about Supe- 
riority ) there reſolved, that none of the Gentry of the County ſhould 
bear any Office in the Army ; but that one Garret Barry ( who had long 
ſerv'd under the King of Spain, and was reputed a good Soldier ) ſhould be 
General, and the Lord Muskery, and ſome other prime and ſelect Men, 
ſhould be calld, The Council of War ; fo that that difference at the preſent 
was compoſed. And this doughty General muſtering up his Forces, ho- 
ver'd about Cork, without any Attempt worth notice ; whulſt other parts 
of the 7riſh Army viſited Liſmore, the Cattle in and about that Place be- 
ing drivenaway by Colonel Richard Butler. The 234. of Febraary, Mr. 
Richard Bealing ſummon'd the Caſtle ; but the Lord Breghi/, whom nei- 
ther Promiſes nor Threats could work any thing upon, told them, That 
he knew not what Quarter meant, daring him to the Aſſault as ſoon as he 
would ; which Ze threatned within halt an hour after : Burt intell;gence 
being brought, that Sir Char/s Yavaſor was landed at Toxgha/ with 1000 
Men, the Enemy fled to Dungarvan ; and the Lord Preſident determining, 
to look abroad, advanced with that Regiment, and the Lord BroghiPs, 
and Captain Courtney's Troop of Horſe, towards Zalloe, hoping to ſur- 
prize Colonel Richard Butler ; but being diſappointed ( Intelligence fly- 
ing {wifter than our March ) he ſet forward towards D«ngarvan, burning 
the Countrey as he went, being in all 2000 Horſe and Foot, taking or- 
der, that a Peece of Artillery thould be brought him from Cork by Sea; 
and, having ſlain many of the Enemy in 7allee, he burnt the Town, and 
{0 went forward to Dunzarvan; and coming to it the 34. of March, 
1641. ſent a Summons ; but they retuſing, (and ſetting out a Flag of De- 
flance ) he with his Men violently entred the Town, and upon the 5h 
of March took the Caſtle, giving the Enemy Quarter. He put a Ward of 
. 40 Musketeers into the Calitle, under the Command of Lieutenant Roſing- 
ton, from whom the Enemy not long atter ſurpriz'd it. The Lord Brogh1l, 
the Lord Barrymore, marching each of them afterwards on ſeveral Expe- 
ditions, happily ſucceeded, taking in divers Caſtles, as Tourin the 82h. of 
March, which the Lord Broghil burnt; and Ba/y-Mac- Patrick, ſtandin 
upon the Black-water, which the Earl of Barrimore ſhortly after burnt ; 
meeting now and then with the Enemy, on whom they did good exe- 
cution: As did Captain Fephſon in the reliet of Rathgogan, and taking 
in of Balliha; as alſo in the Encounter, he and Lieutenant Downing had 
with the Enemy at his return, where he flew 150 of them : The like 
ſuccels he had in taking in Ballynageragh, Sir Philip Purcival's Caſtle. 
Not long atter, Captain Sherlock, Head of the Waterford Rebels, amount- 
ing to 700, endeavouring to take Cappaquin, guarded wi Captain Hugh 
Crocker with a hundred men, was 1n the {ſtreets killed, and his Forces 
routed. The 34. of Fzly, 1642. the Lord Broghil,with 60 Horſe, and 1 40 
Foot, went to fetch oft Sir Richard Osborn from his Caſtle of XKnoctmone, 
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in the County of Waterford, ſix miles from Liſmore, who in his advance 
thither, burnt and deſtroy'd the Rebels Quarters, though in his return to- 
wards Liſmore, he ſent his Scouts to deſcrie tne Enemy, ſuſpeCing they 
ſhould way-lay thei, as indeed they did, ſetting themſelves in Battalia 
ina Field near unto Cappaquia, having a little halt-Grove at their backs ; 
upon which the Exg/i/þ perceiv'd, that there was no way to ſecure them- 
ſelves, . but by making their way with the Sword, and therefore put their 
Men in the beſt poſture they could, the Enemy playing very hard upon 
them: upon which the Lord Broghi/ refolutely encountred them with 
his Horſe, whilſt Captain Szephen Brodripled on: his Foot inan order! 
and well-compacted Body, galling them on all ſides ſo efteQtuaily with his 
Musketeers, that the Enemies Horſe and Foot were ſoon put to flight, 
with the loſs of one onely man of ours, and at leaſt 200 of theirs, be- 
ſides two of their beſt Captains, who died the next day, though their 
Horſe carried them off then. This was the firſt pitcht Battel tince the 
Rebellion in Hunter ; and had the Enemy ſucceelled, Cappaguin, Liſmore, 
and ſome other Places would have been an eafie Prey. Not long atter, 
the Earl of Barrymore took in, upon Quarter, the ſtrong Caſtle ot Clogh- 
leazhin the County of Cork, the Inheritance of Sir Kichard Fleetwood, 
who admitted Sir Arthar Fide to keep it, but molt treacherouſly he lelt 
it to be ſurprized by Condon, whole Anceſtors hac. been formerly the Pro- 
prietors of1t ; { an inſolent Rebel, as his Predeceſiors were before him. ) 
Aitterwards the Lord Duzgarvan, and the Lord Broghi/, ſummoning the 
Caille of Ardmore,in the County of Waterford, belonging to the Biſhop of 
aterford, after ſome petty boaſts to withſtand the utmoſt hazard, it was 
yielded the 21 of Augu/t, 1642. on Mercy, Women and Children being 
ſpared, but 140 Men were put to the Sword : into which Caſtle they at- 
terwards puta Ward, And here I might give you a Diary of Paſſages 
concerning his Majeſtics Fort of Danganon, the Lord Eſmond ( an old ex- 
perienc'd Soldier \) being Governour thereof, to its ſurrender the 42h. of 
Auguſt, 1642.to the Rebels, at which time it was yielded up upon Qaar- 
ter tor Lite and Goods : Serjeant Major Flin, accompanied with Captain 
Cronyne, entering thereupon ; Flix proteſting, that he had a Commiſſi- 
on for that end, andin taking of it, reſolv'd to keep it againſt the Puri- 
tans, his Majeſties Enemies ; otherwiſe he and the reſt loved the Eng/ifh, 
and thereupon ſetled the Lord Roch in the poſleſſion of the ſame, and the 
reſt of Mr.Courtney's Eſtate. To which I might add the Siege of the Caſtle 
of Limerick,Captain George Courtney Conſtable,trom the 1 5th.of Fanuary, 
1641. to its ſurrender to the Rebels the 23 of June, 1642. in which time 
many memorable accidents happen'd, worthy the beſieged. As of Boxrat- 
tie, under the Earl of Thomond ; Roſmanagher,poſleſs'd by Chriſtian Powel ; 
as of Cappagh,detended by Francis Morton ; as of Dromline, kept by Ed- 
ward Fenner ; or ſhould we particularly take or give you a Diary of the 
Paſſages of the Ward of Michaels-town to the Ceiiation, and of the Ser- 
vices of Knockmone, Sir Richard Osborn's Caſtle. But we are ſcanted in 
time, as we ſhould be more, ſhould we take notice of the Siege of the 
Caſtle of Archerſtown, inthe County of Tipperary, commanded by FHen- 
ry Peiſly Eſq; , from the 1ff. of December, 1641. to its ſurrender to Purce/,, 
Baron of Lozhmo. As alſo ſhould we inſiſt on the Siege of Rathbarry- 
Caſtle, in the County of Cork, Arthur Freek Owner thereof, and Com- 
mander in Chief, trom the 14th. of February, 1641,to the 18th. of October 
tollowing , when Sir Charles Yavaſor Baronet , and Captain To 
etcly 
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tetch'd them off ſafe to Bandon, firing the Caſtle and its Appurtenances. 1642, 


As alſo the Rebels taking in of the Caſtle Dundede, the 14th. of 
February, 1641. as alſo Dunowen ſhortly after. As alſo of their taking in 
of the Caſtles of 7raley, Clare Caſtle, Clonelowane, and 26 others in the 
County of Clare, whoſe name, with their Governours, would be too tedi- 
ous to rehearſe. Not to particularize the Siege of the Caſtle of As4etoy, 
in the Barony of Conello, in the County of Limrick, William Eams Se- 
neſchal, from the midſt of November, 1641. tothe 14th. of Auguſt, 1542. 
when it was ſurrendred ( upon Conditions ) to Patrick Purce! of 
Croe, Lieutenant General of the Rebels. To which we might add the 
Siegeof Caſtle Matrix, inthe Pariſh of Raceele, in the Barony and Coun- 
ty toremention'd, beginning the laſt of April, 1642. by Morrice Herbert 
the Younger, and was yielded up to the Rebels in October following. As 
alſo the Caitle Loegar, William Weekes and Richard Hart Conſtables, ſo 
appointed by the Lord Preſident $7. Leger, the 18h. of March, 1641. to 
its ſurrender. And amongſtthe reſt, ( omitting many whom we have not 
time to inſiſt on ) we might particularize the paſſages of the Siege of the 
Caſtle of X/fnny, in the County of Limrick, the Lady Dowdall Com- 
mandreſs, and Owner of the Caſtle, which after forty weeks reſiſtance, 
(in that time behaving her ſelf, in ſeveral Encounters, with more than 
* Amazon courage, and exemplary conduct ) was delivered up to the Re- 
bels, the being reduc'd to the uttermoſt extremities : which particularl 
to inſiſt upon, would extend this to a Volume beyond my leiſure, 
though I will not ſay, the Readers content, which they ( as well as per- 
ſons intereſled in the excellent management of thoſe and other affairs ) 
muſt favourably paſs over,it being fater {in general) to name them, than 
(not particularly ) to expreſs their ations, deſerving a Hiſtory ; which 
the imperte&t information ( I could hitherto reach to ) rather wounds 
than illuſtrates. Yet rhat from Hercules his Foot, the ſucceſs and cou- 
rage of the Engliſh may be drawn, accept of an Abbreviate of Sir W:1liam 
Cole's Services with his Regiment, conſiſting of 500 Foot, and one 
Troop of Horſe, out of his Garriſon of Eniskillin, pertorm'd in the Coun- 
ties of Fermanagh, Tyrone, Monaghan, Cavan, Leytrim, Sligoe, and Done- 
gall, ſince the 23d. of Oftober, 1641.

Viz. The Caſtle of Newportown, Caſtle Atkinſon, Caſtle Knock- 
ballymore, Caſtle Haſſet, alias Crewmi/h. 
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Atter thus rate the Engliſh ( in all _ fought, ſo as indeed the Re- 
bels ( by the War they had commenc'd ) loſt in the general many Men, 
and much of their ſubſtance, as a Judgment upon their Deſign and 
Treachery. | 

And here we cannot but mention Sir Frederick Hamilton, who had 
a Garriſon of Horſe and Foot at Mannor Hamilton, inthe County of Ley- 
trim in Connaght, by which he pertorm'd frequently excellent ſervice 
againſt the Rebels, never attempting them or their Quarters but with 
ſingular ſucceſs ; as at S/zgoe, about the 1/7. of Faly, he enter'd and burnt 
the Town, freed many Proteſtants, flew in the ſtreets 300 of the 1ri/fh, 
and in. his return encounter'd Owen O-Rork trom Cavan, who beſieged 
his Caſtle (in. the interim) with 1000 men, which he clear'd of the Re- 
bels without any conſiderable loſs to himſelf, but much to the Enemy : 
a Diary of which, even from the 234. of Oftober, 1641. to the end of the 
cnſuing year, I have read with much fatisfa&tion. And had not ſome dit- 
terences happen'd betwixt Sir W7//;zam Cole and him (the one notliking a 
Superiour, the other an Equal) their concurrence miglit have been more 
fatal to the Enemy ; though, apart, they did what became worthy men. 

We have declared how the excellent management of Afﬀairs in Mun- 


——— 


ſter ( by theLord Preſident and his Aſliſtants ) _ all things in ſome 


reaſonable temper, (though the Eng/i/h were much deſpoil'd, and driven + 
out of their habitations 1n ſeveral Places, by their /r;/þ Neighbours ) 
until the Battel of #1r4/þ before mention'd : ' When the Lord Mount- 
zarret, and others of the Rebels Commanders ( having hadill ſucceſs 
there \ fell back with all the Forces they could make into Munſter, and 
there waſted the Countrey with Fire and Sword, making that Province 
a ſeat ofthe War, coming down even to thevery Walls of Cork with great 
Forces ; not far from whence the Confederates, promiſing General Garret 
Barry , with the conſent of his Council of War, ( the Lord Muskery and 
others ) planted his Camp at Rochforts Town, holding thereby Cork ( in 
a manner ) beſieg'd on the North-fide ; whilſt my Lord Roch, the Lord 
of Tkern, Dunboin, the Baron of Loghmo, Mr. Richard Butler, with the 
Tipperary Forces, were drawing down on the South, till by the valour 
of thoſe few Engliſh then in Town, ( viz. the Lord /achiquin,Col.Yavaſor, 
and 400 Musketeers, and go Horſe ) they were beaten off, with the loſs 
of 200 of their Men,their Tents,and whole Bag and Baggage being taken. 
Inthe whole Service, Sir William St. Leger ( as long as he had health ) 
was aCtive with the meaneſt Officers of the Army, doing many times a 
private Soldiers cuty, as well as a careful Generals. But finding at length 
the Rebels multitudes to increaſe, and his Men to decay, ( even in being 
victorious) and the Supplies of Men and Money with Proviſions ( whic 
he expected out of England) tocome over very ſlowly, and far ſhort of 
what the neceſſities of that Province required ; well underſtanding too 
the difference then in Exgland betwixt his Majelty, and the Parliament, 
and what were the deſigns of ſome, putting fair Gloſſes on the Rebellion 
of Ireland, which his Soul apprehended as one of the moſt deteltable In- 
ſurretions of the World : Theſethings ſo troubled his Spirit, as being 
diſcouraged in the deſperate yndertakings, neceſſity, and the honour of 
his Nation put him daily upon, ſo deep an impreſſion fixed in his mind, as 
the diſtemper of his body increaſing, he waſted away, and died at his 


aident of Mun- houſe at Downrallie, four miles from.Cork, in the County of Cork, 1642. 
fter dies. 


and was there buried ; a little before whoſe death, he writ ( the mom 
's 
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of April, 1642.) a moſt ſignificant Letter to the Lord Lieutenant touch- 
ing the Afairs of that Province, and his utter deteſtation of the Rebels 
Remonſtrance{ ſent him after a mation made for a Ceſſation \) which. he 
would have ſeconded with further teſtimony of his averſion to their in- 
ſolency, as would have tended much to their dis-encouragement, had he 
been enabled with any reaſonable ttrength ſo to have done. 

The Command of the Forces in this Province was, after the death of 
Sir William St.Leger, for the prefent ' by the Lords Juſtices and Council) 
committed to the Lord /xcheqzin, who had married his Daughter, and 
( during his Father in Law's life ) had thewed himſelf very torward in 
ſeveral Services againſt the Rebels: He was a meer Jriſh-man, of the an- 
tient Family of 0-Briax's, but bred up a Proteſtant, and one that had 
given good teſtimony of the truth of his Profefſian, as his hatred and de- 
teſtation of his Countrey-mens Rebellion ; and having match'd into the 
Lord Preſident's Family, was held the fitteſt Perſon to caſt the Com- 
mand upon, till there were another Lord Preſident made by the King, 
or he confirm'd by his Majeſty in that Province. In themean time, the 
' Lord uchequin takes ſome opportunity, and having beaten the Rebels 

Forces at the Battel of Liſcarro/ in the County of Cork, got great reputa- 
tion by that ation. The Battel was fought on Satxrday the 3d. of Sep- 
tember, 1642. in which, on the Englii/h Party, was kill'd L-wis Boyle, 
Lord Viſcount Xynalmeaty, ſecond Son to the late Earl, and Brother to 
this of Cork, who behav'd himſelf moitnobly in that Expedition, and was 
buried at 7ougha/'in his Fathers Tomb. And onthe 1rzþ fide was flain 
Captain 0lzver Stephenſon, Grandſon of him, who in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth had done eminent ſervice in the Wars againſt rhe Earl of De/- 
mond. And afterwards the Diviſion increaſing in England, the ſending 
over a new Lord Preſident was neglected ; foas the Lord /uchequin con- 
tinu'd in the Government, managing aftairs there, ſometimes for the 
King againſt the Parliament, ſometimes for the Parliament againſt the 
King, as he conceiv'd might bring on the abſolute ſettlement of that Go- 
vernment upon himſelf ; of whom we ſhall fpeak more hereafter. 

And.now having ſhewed you theefteCts of the Engliſh Courage ftrange- 
ly reviv'd, and managed againſt the Rebels ; it will be ſeafonable to ac- 
quaint you by what means the Forces there have been animated to fo 
eminent a Service. | 

You have already read the generous refolutions of the Parliament in 
England, upon the firſt diſcovery of the Rebellion, as the encouragement 
his Majeſty gave them uponhis firſt and ſecond appearance in the Houſe 
of Lords, after his return from Scotlaud. And you have read { if it would 
| have been admitted ) how he would have adventured his Royal Perſon 
thither, and have rais'd 10000 Engliſh Volunteers ſpeedily for that Ser- 
vice, it ſo the Houſe of Commons would have declared that they would 
pay them ; which would not be accepted, but inſtead thereof, the 2474. 
of Faxuary following, the Town and Caſtle of Carickfergus were adviſed 
(by the two Houſes) to be given in Command and Keeping to the Scors, 
2500 of which were to be tranſported thither, and paid by Exgland; fo 
as to be accountable ( according totheir Order the 22. of Fay. ) to the 
King and Parliament, and the Lord General in his Place, for all their 
actions in that Service. Which his Majeſty was loath to grant, as pre- 
Judicial to the Crown of England, and employing too great truſt for Auxi- 
lary Forces. Though at the importunity of rhe Parliament, it wn_e 
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ſetled at Windſor the 27th. of Fanuary, 1641. But what ſervice the Scors 
did in thoſe Parts, more than ſubſiſt by Egiiſh Pay, deſerves an enquiry. 
It will now be convenient to acquaint you, that after muy neceſſary 
Propoſitions to the Xing from the Parliament, (paſſionately affected with 
the miſeries of /reland ) it was, in the Petition of the Houſe of Commions, 
December the firſt, mov'd, That his Majeſty would be pleas'd to forbear 
to alienate any of the Forfeited or Eſcheated Lands in Ireland, which ſhall 
accrue to the Crown, by reaſon of this Rebellion, that out of theſe, the Crown 
may be the better ſupported, and ſome ſatisfattion made to his Subjefts of 
this Kingdom (England) for the great Expences they were like to undergo 
in ths War. To which his Majeſty anſwer'd, 7hat concerning Ireland, he 
underſtood their defire, of not alienating the forfeited Lands thereof, to 
proceed from their much care and love, and likewiſe that it might be a Reſo- 
lution very fit.for him to take : But whether it be ſeaſonable to declare re- 
ſolutions of that nature before the event of a War be ſeen, that he much 
doubted. Fowſoever, we cannot (replid his Majeſty) but thank you for this 
care, and your chearful Engagement for the Juppreſion of that Rebellion, up- 
on the ſpeedy effetting whereof, the Glory of God in the Proteſtant Profeſſion, 
the ſafety of the Britiſh there, our Honour, and that of the Nation ſo much 
depends ; all the Intereſts of this Kingdom being ſo involv'd in that buſineſs. 
We cannot but quicken your affeftions therein, and ſhall defire you to frame 
your Councils, and to grve ſuch Expedition to the Work, as the nature there- 
of, and the preſſures in point of time require, and whereof you are daily put in 
mind by the inſolencies and increaſe of the Rebels. 
Upon which the Parliament ( willing to omit no time, precious in fo 
weighty a Concern) paſt a B:// of Loan towards the Relief of Ireland, be- 
ginning thus. 


Whereas ( fithence the beginning of the late Rebellion in Ireland ) divers 
cruel Murthers and Maſſacres of the Proteſtants there have been, and are 
daily committed by Popiſh Rebels in that Kingdom, by occaſion whereof, 
great multitudes of Godly and Religious People, there inhabiting, together 
with their Wives, Children, and Families, for the preſervation of their 
Lives, have been enforced to forſake their Habitations, Means, and Live- 
lthood in that Kingdom, and to flee for ſuccour into ſeveral parts of his Ma- 
jeſties Realm of England, and Dominion of Wales, haying nothing left to de- 
pend upon, but the charitable Benevolence of well-diſpoſed Perſons. 

The Lords and Commons now aſſembled in Parliament taking the ſame 
into their charitable conſiderations, Fj the Honour of Almighty God, and 
the preſervation of the true Proteſtant Religion and Profeſſors thereof, 
have reſets reſently themſelves to contribute towards the neceſſities off 
the ſaid poor refed Chriſtians, who being many in number, it is thought 
expedient, that through all his Majeſties Realm of England, and Dominion 
of Wales, a general Colleftion ſhould be with all expedition made for that 
purpoſe, &c. 


Other Expedients (conſidering the ſtate of the Kingdom at that time ) 
not being convenient to be urg'd, the effect of which was incredible, fo 
vaſt and free a Sum flowing in thereupon, as nothing but a compaſſio- 
nate ſenſe of the ſufferings of their Brethren, and a duty to their Religion, 
could ever have rais'd ſo much : Yet that being ſhort of their Exigencies, 
the Stare was then forc'd to another A paſs'd for Subſcriptions on certain 
Propoſitions 
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Pr opoſitions, for Lands of the Rebels in Ireland. To which thoſe of the 


United Provinces of Z7o//and were alſo encourag'd, by a Declaration of 
both Houſes, the 2d. of Feb. 1642. which is worthy often to be conſider- - 
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ed ; but being long, though excellently, and with much caution, pen'd, 


we ſhall refer you to the Act it ſelf, Anno 17. Carol. primi. Immediately 
upon which Ac, divers Captains, ( entertain'd for the 7rifþ ſervice ) ad- 
ventur'd their firſt 6 Months Pay upon the Propoſitions. 

Yet before theſe Propoſitions could be brought into an Act, ( that no: 
time in ſo great a Concern might be omitted )) both Houſes of Parliament 
joyn'd in a Letter to the High Sheritls of Exg/and, that they might pub- 
lith at the enſuing Lenz-Aſſizes, all the Propoſitions touching his Majeſty's 
Promiſe, to paſs the two Millions and half of Acres of Land in 7relaxd, 
for an encouragement to ſuch as ſhould in the interim ſubſcribe : After 
which, the AC& fore-mention'd, immediately enſued ; upon the paſſing 
of which A&, theſe ſubſcrib'd in the Hoaſe of Commons.

And that this intended Deſign might proceed, ( till the whole made 
up a conſiderable ſum \ the Gentlemen of the County of Buckingham, 
treely offer'd unto the Houſc of Commons, to lend 6000 /. upon the A 
of Contribution for the Afﬀairs of Ireland, and to pay in the fame before 
the firſt of May, 1642. which the Houſe took in very good part, and 
accepted of, and order'd the gth. of April, 1642. that the faid 6000 /. 
ſhould be repaid out of the firtt Moneys, that ſhall be rais'd in that Coun- 
ty, upon the Bill of 400000 /. and that Mr. Hampden , Mr. Goodwiz, 
Mr. Winwood, and Mr. Whitlock, ſhould return thanks'to the County of 
Bucks from this Houſe, for their kind ofter,and acceptable ſervice. And 
it was further order'd and declared by the Houſe ot Commons, That it 
any other County or Perſons ſhall do the like, it will be kindly accepted 
of by them, and that the Moneys fo lent ſhall berepaid them, ( with In- 
tereſt, if they deſire it ) out of the Moneys that ſhall be rais'd in thoſe 
Counties where ſuch Perſons inhabit, out of the Bill of 400000 /. 

To ſtrengthen which precedent A for Subſcriptions,&c. there was an 
At of Additions, and Explanation of certain Clauſes in the former Att ; as 
alſo an A giving further time to Subſcribers for Lands in Ireland, with 
an Advantage of Iriſh Meaſure: By vertue of which great ſums were rais'd, 
and ( in truth ) the Forces of re/and yet competently well ſupphed. But 
his Majeſty perceiving a defe&t, in the neceſſary Tranſportations of what 
was requiſite, he ( by the Advice of his Council ) declares *, Zhat he 
hopes, that not only the Loyalty and good Afﬀettions of all our loving Sub- 
jeits, will concur with us, in the conſtant preſerving a good underſtanding 
between us and our People, but at this time, their own and our Tntereſt, 
and compaſſion of the lamentable condition of our poor Proteſt ant Subjects in 
Ireland,will invite them to a fair Intelligence and Unity amongſt themſelves; 
that ſo we may with one heart, intend the relieving, and recovering of that 
unhappy Kingdom, where thoſe barbarous Rebels pradtiſe ſuch inhumane and 
unheard of Outrages, upon our miſerable People, that no Chriſtian Ear can 
hear without horrour, nor Story parallel. 

And yet further to Jilburchen his thoughts for /re/and, he was pleas'd 
to ſignific to both Houſes of Parliament, the 24th. of Feb. 164+. That 
for Ireland, in. behalf of which his. heart bleeds, as he hath concurred with 
all Propoſitions made for that Service by his Parliament, ſo he is reſold to 
leave nothing undone for their relief, which ſhall fal/ within his poſſible 

ower. 
/ And becauſe his Majeſty's removal to Tork from the Parliament, thould 
not hinder the Supphes tor /re/and, he, from Huntingdon, the 15th, of 
March, 1642. declares, That he doth wery earneſtly defire, that they will 
uſe all poſſible induſtry, in expediting the Buſineſs of Ireland, in which they 
ſhall find ſo chearful a concurrence by his Majeſty, that no' inconvenience 
ſhall happen to that Service by his by ant he having all that paſſſon for the 
reducing of that Kingdom, which he hath expreſſed in his. former Meſſages, 
and being unable by words to manifeſt. more. affettion to it, than he hath en- 
deavour'd to do by thoſe Meſſages, ( having, likewiſe done all ſuch Ads, as 
he hath been. mov'd unto by his Parliament; ) therefore if the misfortunes 
and calamities of his poor Proteſtant Subjefts ſhall grow upon them, ( though 
his Majeſty ſba{l, be deeply, concern'd in, and ſenſible of: their ſufferings. ) he 
ſhall waſh his hands before all the World, from, the leaſt: imputation of ſlack- 
neſs, in that moſt neceſſary and pious, Work. Thus 
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Thus his Majeſty reſented that horrid Rebellion, having nothing leit 
further to expreſs the deep ſenſe he had of the publick mitſeries of his 
Kingdom, Yet the Par/iament, who conceiv'd themſelves deeply intruſt- 
cd with the Concerns of /re/and, ( the proſecution of that War being letr 
to them, but not ſo as to exclude his Majeſty ) replied, 7 hat they humbly 
beſought his Majeſty to conſider, how impoſſible it is that any Proteſtation, 
\ though publiſht in your Majeſty's Name ) of your tenderneſs of the miſeries 
of your Proteſtant Subjetts in Treland, &c. can give ſatisfattion to reaſonable 
aud indifferent Men, when at the ſame time divers of the Irilh Traitors and 
Rebels, the known Favourers of them, and Agents for them, are admitted 
to your Majeſty's Preſence with Grace and Favour,and fome of them imploy- 
ed in your Service, and when Cloaths, Munition, Horſes, and other Neceſ- 
faries, bought by your Parliament, and ſent for the ſupply of the Army a- 
gainſt the Rebels there, are violently taken away, ſome by your Majeſty's 
Command, others by your Miniſter's. To which it's replied, That thoſe 
Cloaths, &c. entring into Coventry, his Majeſty had good reaſon to be- 
lieve,they would have been difpos'd of amongſt the Souldiers, who there 
bore Arms againſt him; putting the Parliament beſides in mind, That 
he was fo far tromdiverting any of thoſe Proviſions made tor the reliet of 
Ireland, ( the thought of whote miferable condition made his heart bleed | 
that 3000 Suits of Cloaths being tound at Cheſter, for the Souldiers in /re- 
land, he commanded that they thould be ſpeedily tranſported thither, no 
neceflity of his own Army being ſufficient to prevail with him to ſeize on 
them. | 

Thus both the Xing and Par/rament, intercſſed in the great Concern of 
Ireland, were paſſionately afte&ted with her fad condition, whiltt the di- 
{tractions and jealouſies at home ſo diſ-cemented their Forces, as the 7-2/þ 
Harp hung on the Willows, and thoſe noble Souls ( which even now re- 
turn'd with Laurels ) droopt betwixt the living and the dead. 

Aftairs ſtanding in this poſture, neither of them prov'd at leiſure to con- 
fider, ( more than in Declarations )) the miferable condition of bleedin 
Treland ; inaſmuch as they were ſo far trom ſending over thither any fur- 
ther ſupplies of Men, Money, or Ammunition, how inceſlantly foever 
they were mov'd to it from the Lords Juftices and Council, as the Par/a- 
ment at that time ( finding themſelves under great Neceſlities for want 
of Money ) order'd the ſum of 100000 /. of the Adventurers Money, 
( then-in the hands of the Treaſurer, for the relief of re/and)) tobe made 
uſe of, for the ſetting torth their Army, under the Command of the Earl 
of Eſſex, then ready tor his March againſt the King at Nottingham ; not- 
withſtanding a Clauſe in that memorable A&, 7ha# no part of that Mo- 
uey. ſhall be imployed to any other purpoſe, than the reducing of thoſe Rebels. 
This rais'd a great noiſe, and highly reflected upon the Parliament, That 
they (who fo heartily on all occaſions, had! complain'd'of the King's neg- 
lect of his poor Proteſtants.in re/and)) ſhould:now make uſe of that Mo- 
ney, to raiſe Arms againſt him in. Exel/and, and' ſo leave the remnant of 
thoſe ſuffering Souls in /reland, to the Inſolencies of theRebels,and'their 
own Forces, Fleſh of their bleſh, ſent over with ſomuch-Charge, for the 
ſuppreſGon of that horrid Rebellion, to-negle& and ſcorn, for want of a 
ſcalonable and juſt. ſupply. Upon which, his Majeſty,. from Tork, the 
zoth. of Augu/?, 1642. ſent a Meſſage to the Houſe of Commons, requi- 
ring them to retraq>that Order : To palliatewhich, they alleds'd'\many 
things:againſt the-King ; As the denying the Lord Mhartor, to go with 
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5000 Foot, and 500 Horſe, for the relief of Munſter ; the hindring of

of the Lord Lieutenant, ( the Earl of Zeicefter ) when the Afﬀairs ot 7re- 
land were known to ſuffer, for want of a Commander in Chiet ; notwith- 
ſtanding his Majeſty * had charged them, that they had detain'd the Lord 
Lieutenant of /re/and, on whom ( writes he ) he relyed principally, for 
the condutt and management of Afeairs there, never regarding his car- 
neſtneſs, formerly preſt, ( when he was thought to be ſtayed by the Par- 
liament ) that he ſhould repair to his Command ; of which, the Earl of 
Leiceſter, ina Letter to the Earl of Northumberland, is not ſilent, order'd 
by the Parliament to be printed, the 26th. of September, 1642. To which 
the Parliament adds, The calling away of Sir Charles Lloyd,Captain Green, 
and others, in actual imployment againſt the Rebels, atteſting, that the. 
100000 fl, borrowed of the Subſcription-Money tor Jre/and, they ſoon 
re-paid with advantage, being then forc'd to make uſe of it, to prepare a 
competent Army for the defence of the King and Kingdom, without any 
prejudice to the Afairs of reland, whoſe ſubſiſtence depends on the wel- 
fare of this. In Anſwer to which it was replied, That that Kingdom 
( were the Money reſtored ) in the mean time ſuffered by that Diverſion; 
and that had the Lord Whartor's Forces been approved of, there was no 
further ſecurity, (that thoſe ſhould have been ſent for 7re/and) than other 
Forces that were rais'd for that purpoſe, and yet imployed againſt his Ma- 
jeſty at Edge-hill ; the other Exceptions of the Parhament ( in his Maje- 
ſty's Papers ) being alſo anſwer'd, which begot a Reply, not altogether 
pertinent in this place to purſue. | 

However, the Parliaments imploying the 100000 /. ( contrary to the 
Intereit of the foremention'd A, in the 17th. year of Car. 1. with his 
Majeſties full conſent before he left the Parliament, ) was the cauſe that 
it produced fo. little good effect for Ireland ; many of the Subſcribers 
taking that occaſion j as. others before had done upon his Majeſties mo- 
tion to go for 7reland) ro withdraw their ſubſcriptions, and others not 
to pay in their Money, which was with ſo much Caution provided for, 
and guarded with ſo many advantagious Circumſtances for all the Ad- 
venturers, as if it had been carried on, and ſeaſonably applied, with that 
Care and Sincerity it ought to have been, 7t would in a little time have 
reduc'd that whole Kingdom, and have easd that poor People of many of 
thoſe Calamities, they have fince endur d. "The want of which put the 
Lords Fuſtices and State on many difficulties. 

Yet that ſomething might ſeem to be done, there was an Order of the 
Commons Houſe of Parliament, the 3d. of Auguſt, 1642. That the 
Miniſters about the City of London, ſhould be defired to exhort the 
People, to beſtow old Garments and Apparel,upon the diſtreſſed Proteſtants in 
Ireland ; in reference to which, the 19th. of September following, the 
Lord Mayor of London ordered, that thoſe Cloaths ſhould be brought to 
Torkſhire-hall in Blackwel-hall, to be ready for ſhipping them tor 1reland ; 
and a vaſt Supply was brought in, Charity never ſo much manifeſted 
its compaſſion as in that Cauſe ; which afterwards was entruſted to a 
Reverend Perſon, who diſcharged his truſt with ſingular Prudence and 
as 2h though as to the Army theſe Cloaths never reach'd or in- 
tended. 

And now the Rebels finding their Strength much augmented by the 
unhappy differences in England, their chief Contrivers of the Confpira- 
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cy ( the Clergy ) met at AXilkenny, and there Eſtabliſhed in a General- 

Congregation, \everal Conſiderations for their future Government. * 
Upon which Proceedings, and the validity of the 6th. Article of 

thoſe Prelate-Dignities, and learned men; the firſt General-Aſſembly at 


Kilkenny, fate the 10th. of November, 164%. according to what Scobel. 


* gives us an account of ; Though Peter Walſh ( oneof the Aſſembly 
certainly to be credited ) in his ſecond part of the firſt Treaties of his 
Hiſtory, and vindication of the Loyal Formulary, * writes that the firſt 
General or National- Aſſembly of the Confederates, began at Xilkenny, 
the 24th. of Ofober, 1642. and continued to the gth. of Fanuary tol- 
lowing, upon which day they were diſſolved, having conſtituted ( to 
ſucceed them ) the Supream Council of the Confederate Catholicks of Ire- 
land ; and that they might be the better tied together with the Holy bond 
of Union and Concord ( as is expreſſed in the thirty third Article of the 
General Aſſembly, and the third of the Congregation ; ) They framed 
the enſuing Oath of Aſſociation to be taken by all in that Confederacy. 


The Preamble to the Oath of Aflociation. 


WW/ 7s the Roman Catholicks of this Kingdom, have been inforc'd 
to take Arms for the neceſſary defence and preſervation, as well 
of their Religion Plotted ; and by many foul Prattiſes endeavour d to be 
quite +; cakwhy by the Puritan Faftion, as likewiſe their Lives, Eſtates, 
and Liberties, as alſo for the defence and ſafeguard of his Majeſties Regal 
Power, juſt Prerogatives, Honour, State, and Rights, invaded upon ; 
and for that it is requiſite that there ſhould be an unanimous Conſent, and 
real Union between all the Catholicks of this Realm, to maintain the Pre- 
miſſes, and ſtrengthen them againſt t heir Adverſaries : 1t is thought fit by 
them, that they, and whoſoever ſhall adhere unto their Party, as a Confede- 
rate, ſhould for the better aſſurance of their adhering fidelity and conſtancy 
to the publick Cauſe, take the enſuing Oath. 


The Oath of Aflociation. 


A.B. doprofeſs, ſwear and proteſt, before God, and his Saints, and his 

Angels, that Twill, during my life, bear true Faith and Allegiance to 
my Soveraign Lord Charles, by the Grace of God, King of Great Britain, 
France and Ireland, and to his Heirs, and lawful Sacceſſors ; and that I 
will, to my power, during my life, defend, uphold, maintain all his and 
their juſt Prerogatives, Eſtates and 
the Parliament of this Realm, the Fundamental Laws of Ireland, the free 
exerciſe of the Roman Catholick Faith and Religion, throughout this 
Land, and the Lives, juſt Liberties, Poſſeſſions, Eſtates and Rights, of all 
thoſe that have taken, or ſhall take this Oath, and perform the Contents 
thereof ; and that I will obey and ratifie all the Orders and Decrees, made 
and to be made by the ſupream Council, of the Confederate Catholicks of this 
Kingdom, concerning the ſaid publick Cauſe ; and that Twill not ſeek dired- 
ly or indiretly, any Pardon or Proteflion, for any Aft done or to be done, 
touching this general Cauſe, without the conſent of the major part of the ſaid 
Council ; ys that I will not direftly or indireftly do any Ait or Aﬀts, that 
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1642. ſhall prejudice the ſaid Cauſe, but will, to the hazard of my Life and Eſtate, 


aſſiſt, proſecute and maintain the ſame, 

Moreover, TI do further ſwear, That I will not accept of, or ſubmit unto, 
any Peace, made or to be made with the ſaid Confederate Catholicks, . with- 
out the conſent and approbation of the general Aſſembly of the ſaid C onfede- 
rate Catholicks. And for the preſervation and ſtrengthning of the Aſſociati- 
0n, and Union of the Kingdom, that upon any Peace or Accommodation, to 
be made or concluded with the ſaid Confederate Catholicks, as aforeſaid, 7 
will, to the utmoſt of my power, inhſt upon, and maintain the enſuing Pro- 
poſitions, until a Peace, as aforeſaid, be made, and the Matters to be a- 
greed upon, in the Articles of Peace, be eſtabliſh'd and ſecured by Parlia- 


ment.

The Propoſitions mention d in the aforeſaid Oath. 


I, Hat the Roman Catholicks, both Clergy and Laity, to their ſeve- 

ral Capacities, have free and publick Exerciſe of the Roman Ca- 
tho!ick Religion and FunCtion throughout the Kingdom, 1n as full luſtre 
and ſplendor, as it was in the Reign of King Henry the 7th. or any other 
Catholick King's, his Predeceſſors, Kings of Eng/and, and-Lords of Ire- 
land, either in reland or England. | 

2, That the ſecular Clergy of Ireland, ( viz. ) Primates, Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, Ordinaries, Deans, Deans and Chapters, Archdeacons, Prebenda- 
ries, and other Dignitaries, Parſons, Vicars, and all other Paſtors of the 
ſecular Clergy, and their refpeftive Succeſlors, ſhall have and enjoy all 
and all manner of Juriſdictions, Priviledges,Immunirties, 1n as tull and am- 
ple manner, as the Roman Catholicks ſecular Clergy had or enjoy*d the 
ſame, within this Realm at any time, curing the Reign of the late Z7. 7. 
ſometimes King of England, and Lord of Ireland, any Law, Declaration 
of Law, Statute, Power and Authority whatſoever, to the contrary not- 
withſtanding. | 

2. That all Laws and Statutes made ſince the 2oth. year of King Z.8. 
whereby any Reſtraint, Penalty, Mulct, Incapacity or Reſtriction whatſo- 
ever, is or may be laid upon any of the Roman Catholicks, either of the 
Clergy or of the Laity, br ſuch the faid free Exerciſe of the Roman Cu- 
rholick Religion within this Kingdom, and of their ſeveral FunCtions, Ju- 
riſdi&tions and Priviledges, may be repeal'd, revoked, and declared void, 
by one or more Acts of Parliament to be paſs'd therein. 

4. That all Primates, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Ordinaries, Deans, Deans 
and Chapters, Archdeacons, Chancellors, Treaſurers, Chaunters,Provoſts, 
Wardens of Collegiate Churches, Prebendaries, and other Dignitaries, 
Parſons, Vicars, and other Paſtors of the Roman Catholick ſecular Clergy, 
and their reſpeCtive Succeſlors,ſhall have, hold and enjoy,all the Churches 
and Church-Livings, 1n as large and ample manner, as the late Proteſtant 
Clergy reſpeCtively enjoy'd the ſame, on the firſt day of Ofober, in the 
year of our Lord, 1641. together with all the Profits, Emoluments, Per- 
quiſits, Liberties, and the Rights to their reſpeive Sees and Churches, 
belonging as well in all Places, now in the poſleſſion of the CLONE 

atho- 
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Confederate Catholicks, as alſo in all other places that ſhall be recover- 
ed by the ſaid Contederate Catholicks from the adverſe Party, within 
this Kingdom, ſaving to the Roman Catholick Laity their Rights, accor- 
ding to the Laws of the Land. 

And that the Supreme Council ( the legitimate iſſue of the General 4: 
ſembly \) might look with the better face of Authority, they fram'd to 
themſelves a Sea/, bearing the mark of a long Croſs, on the right ſide 
whereof a Crown, and a Harp on the left, with a Dove above, and a 
flaming Heart below the Croſs, and round about this Inſcription, Pro 
Deo, pro Rege, & Patria Hibernia unanimis; with which they teal'd their 
Credentials to Princes, and under that Seal paſs'd their principal Acts of 
Sovereignty. 

Having now modell'd themſelves into a ſeparate Szate, confronting his 
Majeſties Royal Government ſetled in Du#/:», ordering in their Supreme 
Council at Kilkenny (in the faid Province of Leimſter ) all their Afﬀairs, Ci- 
vil and Military, through the whole Kingdom. 

As to War, they had their Forces under the Conduct of four well ex- 
perienc'd Generals, ( before mentioned) anſwering the ſeveral Provinces 
of Leimſter, Munſter, Connaght, and Viſter. Giving out Letters of Mart, 
An Exarhple of which, together with the Authority they aſſum'd, ( not- 


withſtanding his Majeſties Proclamation of the 1/t. of Fanuary, 1641.) 
we ſhall hear give you at large. 


By the Supreme Council of the Confe- 
 derate Catholicks of Ireland. 


O all Men, to whom this Preſent ſhall come, We the Supreme Council 

of the Confederate Catholicks of this Realm, ſend Greeting. Know ye, 

" That we have taken into our ſerious confideration the great and ne- 
ceſſary uſe we have of Ships of War, for the defence of the Coaſts of this 
Realm, and advancement and furtherance of Commerce with Foreign Na- 
tions, and for oppoſing his Majeſties Enemies, who daily hinder and annoy 
his Majeſties good Subjects of this Kingdom by Sea, and ſtop all free 
Trade in this Realm and abroad ; have therefore conſtituted and appointed, 
and do hereby ordain, conſtitute, and appoint our well-beloved Friend, C ap- 
tain Francis Oliver, Native of Flanders, having received good teſtimony 
of his ſufficiency and integrity, to be Captain of the Ship, called, St. Michael 
the Archangel, of burthen 120 Laſts or Tuns, or thereabouts ; hereby giv- 
ing and granting unto the ſaid Captain, full and abſolute Power, Commiſſon, 
and Authority, to furniſh the ſaid Ship with all Neceſſaries, fit for Sea and 
War ; and with the ſame to croſs the Seas, and take, hinder, and prejudice all 
ſuch as he ſhall find or meet of His Majeſties Enemies, the Enemies of the 
General Catholick Cauſe now in hand in this Kingdom, their Ships and 
Goods whatſoever, either by Sea or Land, by what means ſoever ; and the 
ſaid Shipping or Goods to ſet to ſale, and diſpoſe of as lawful Prizes, and 
open Enemies Goods ; ſaving unto his Majeſty and his lawful Officers, and 
unto all other Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politick and Corporate, all Rights, 
Requiſites, and Duties, due or uſual, anſwered out of all Prizes, And we 
hereby command all Officers of all our Ports, Harbours, and Havens, with- 
#nour Furiſdifttion, throughout this Realm, to admit the ſaid Captain _ 
Ss ver, 
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The Confede- 
rates Commil- 
fion to a Pri- 
vateer.

Oliver, and his Companies, Ships, and Goods, from time to time, to paſs 
and repaſs, come and go, without moleſtation or trouble, And that all Com- 
manders of Forts, and all other Officers of his Majeſties loving Subjets, to be 
aiding and aſſiſt ing unto him in execution, and furtherance of the Premiſſes 
whatſoever, and as often as occaſion ſhall require. 

And laſtly, we pray all Foreign Princes, States, and Potentates, to de- 
fend, protef, aſſiſt, and favour the ſaid Captain, his Ships and Goods, when, 
and as often as he ſhall come into their reſpeftive Coaſts and Harbours. 

This our Commiſſion to continue during pleaſure. Given at Kilkenny, 
the laſt of December. 1642.

And as to Civils, they had their Officers of State, Jultices of Oyer 
and Terminer, and of the Peace, with their Courts of Judicature in fevye- 
ral kinds, and Councils Supreme, County, Provincial, and { on occaſion ) 
National ; this being as Parliamentary called their General Aſſembly. 

They had their Negotiations alſo abroad, and from abroad, and by 
Envoys, Agents, and publick Miniſters, Extraordinary and Reſident ; 
they receiv'd the ſenſe of other Princes, and return'd their own, being 
alſo by thoſe Princes treated at home, in like manner as it they had been 
ſome State abſolute, or more conſiderable ; of which, read the * Appen- 
dix. All the ſubſequent Ads being derived from the Orders eſtabliſh'd 
at Kilkenny, the 24th. of Oftober, 1642. 

By what TI have mention'd you may ſee, how the Rebels endeavour'd 
to get credit abroad, and repute at home, managing their Concerns 
with ſo much ſubtilty, as having them anvil'd in every Covent : no- 
thing was omitted to mature their deſigns, or colour what they had now 
begun with the faireſt pretence ; whillt the Szare in the interim { through 
the diſtrations in England daily increaſing, which gave treſh fuel to the 
Rebels preſumption) were ſo ſtraitned for want of Supplies, that the Lords 
Juſtices having (by all the ways imaginable ) repreſented ( as well to his 
Majeſty as to the Parliament) the miſerable condition they were in; af- 
ſuring them, that without further Supplies of all kinds, ( the Soldiers be- 
ing ſo unruly, as the Lieutenant General, the 234. of May, 1642. was 
forc'd to publiſha ſharp Proclamation againſt their exorbitancies ) it was 
not roſſible for them to carry on the War, or to hinder the Incurſions of 
the Rebels, even into thoſe parts which they had recovered out of their 
hands ; thought fit to take another courſe for the prefent : And that the 
Forces they had in 7reland might be ready tor action, and inthe mean 
time not wholely unſerviceable, they allotted ( after nq little oppoſition 
to the contrary) to ſeveral Captains and other Officers of the Army, fuch 
convenient Houſes and Villages, as they had taken from the Rebels, giv- 
ing them leaveto carry their ſeveral Troops and Companies under their 
Command to Quarter in them ; by which means they freed themſelves 
from the preſent Charge of providing Victuals for them, forcing them 
to live upon the ſpoils of their Enemies ; which they quickly found the 
way to do, and made themſelves Maſters of all the Cattel and other Sub- 
{tance of thoſe that lived within reaſonable diſtance of them. By which 
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means, all the conſiderable Places belonging to the Rebels ( within twen- 
ty miles of D«b/:n ) came to be in the hands of the Soldiers, as having 


them granted by way of C#ſ/todium for the preſent unto them: an Ex- 


prong acceptable to the Officers, and extremely prejudicial to the 
Rebels. 

The 10th. of Fune, the Lords Juſtices and Council finding themſelves 
much prejudic'd by their Protections they had givento many, who under 
pretext of labouring at the Plow, had their Weapons hidden near them, to 
cut off ſtragling Soldiers and Proteſtants, as they paſled by them ſingle. 
The State, to prevent ſuch inconveniencies, withdrew their former Pro- 
tetions by a Proclamation of that Date. A circumſtance much inſiſted 
on by the Rebels ; but the Reaſons of the State will beſt appear by their 
Proclamation, no Protection being ever violated by the State with their 
privity, or revoked, but on time given. 

And now. that the State of 7re/and might have the leſs charge upon 
them, they thought it convenient to ſend the Lord Mac-Guire and Mac- 
Mahon into England; whoſe Fates I ſhall here give you a particular ac- 
count of, though they ſuffered not till ſome years after. 
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Mac-Guire was one principally deſign'd for the ſurprizal of the Caſtle of Their Trial at 


Dublin, and the ſecuring or murthering of the Lords Juſtices and Council, 
for which intent he came purpoſely the day before to D«#/in ; but the Plot 
being that night detected, he fled diſguiſed from his uſual Lodgings at 
one Nevzls, a Chirurgeon, in Caſtle-ſtreet, and ſecretly hid himlelt at 
one Kerns, a Tailor, in Cook-ſtreet, where he was found in a Cock-lott by 
Mr. John Woodcock, one of the Sheriffs of Dublin, ſtanding with his 
Cloak wrapped about him in an obſcure place ; in which poſture he was 
apprehended, and brought before the Lords Juſtices and Council, to whom 
he confeſſed ſufficient to be committed to the Caſtle the 234. of Oftober, 
about the time he intended to have perpetrated his Villany in that Place 


Weſtminſter, 


trom whence, the 122h. of June, 1642. ( after ſeveral Examinations had 


of his Guiltineſs ) he, with Zugh Oge Mac-Mahon, was ſent into England, 
where they both continued Priſoners ſome years inthe Tower of London ; 
whence they made an eſcape the 18h. of Auguſt, 1644. and were re- 
taken the 20h. of Oftober tollowing. Strange ! that in ſuch a time they 
could not ſecure theirEſcape ; but vengeance would not ſuffer them to 
live. Mac-Mahon, in Michaelmaſs-Term, the 18th. of November that 
year, was tried at the Xings-Bench-Bar in Weſtminſter-Hall, and ſhortly 
atter executed at 7yburn: Whilſt the Lord Mac-Guire made ſuch a de- 
tence for himſelf, as his final Trial was not till the 10zh. and 1 1th. of Fe- 
bruary, 1644. in Hilary-Term, at which time he was brought to the 
Kings-Bench, where { after his Indiftment read for conſpiring to diftuherit 
' the Kings Majeſty, to raiſe Sedition, and breed a miſerable ſlaughter among/t 
the Kings Subjedts) he firſt mov'd to have his Peers, ( being Baron of /»/- 
killin in Ireland, and forceably brought to Weſtminſter ) for that none 
ought to be condemn'd but by ſuch ; in purſuance of which, he pleaded 
the Statute, the 107h.of Z7. 7. whereby all the Statutes made in Eng- 
land ſhould from thence-tforth be in force in /re/aud. Upon which, the 
King's Council(Serjeant Roland Whitfeld ) beſide Pry» and Nudigate, 
demurr'd, and the Defendant joyn'd in the Demurrer. ' At length, Judge 
Bacon declar'd, that an 1riſh Baron was triable by a Jury in England, ( fo 
the Lord Grey was tried for Atts done in Jreland )) upon which an Order 
paſs'd the 10th. of February, by the Lords aud Commons for his Trial ; at 
| OQ 2 which 
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which he deſir'd reſpite for the ſummoning of his Witneſſes ; which, in 
conſideration that his Lordſhip had had long time to expect his Trial, 
and that no Witneſles could fay any thing againſt what the Wit- 
neſles ( on the Kings ſide) could prove, was deni'd. Afterwards he made 
a general Challenge againſt 23 that were Empannel'd tor the firſt Jury ; 
which peremptory Challenge was _ the Law allowing it: And 
the Priſoner ( for that time ) was diſcharg'd, with a Command to Le 
brought again the next day ; which was done accordingly. Then he 
mov'd, that his Plea of Peerage might be refterr'd to another Court, or to 
the Lords ; but that was denr'd, for that he had put himſelf on the Coun- 
trey : beſides, the Lords and Commons had order'd his Trial. Then an- 
other Jury was nam'd, which his Lordſhip accepted againſt, for that he 
conceiv'd it not fit, that thoſe who had bought his Land, ſhould paſs upon his 
Trial. Toclear which ( after ſome heats in arguing betwixt the Kings 
Council and the Defendant) the Judge conſented, that the Jury ſhould be 
required upon Oath to anſwer, whether any of them had any Adventure, 
or ſhare of the Rebels Lands in /re/and : Which being anſwer'd in the Ne- 
gative, the Court proceeded ; and he being in ſeveral Circumſtances (be- 
{ides his Confeſſion) found Guilty, the Judge demanded, why Sentence 
thould not- paſs againſt him, his Lordſhip ( amongſt other things, too te- 
dious, and of little concern to mention) defir'd to know by what Seal the 
Judge proceeded againſt him ? Who anſwer'd, By the Old, and Order of 
Parliament. 'To which the Lord Mac-Guire repl1'd, That ( under favour ) 
he conceiv'd,that the Ordinance of Parliament tor a new Great Seal, made 
the old invalid. To which the Judge repli'd, That he acted by the old 
Seal, being made a Judge at that time. Beſides, there 1s nothing | ſaith he) 
done in this Court by the new Seal ; the Sheriffs are _— a Charter 
that comes in from year to year, and there is no other Sealin order of 
Execution. After which, the Judge proceeded to Sentence, which he heard 
patiently, having doubtleſs long the Sentence of death in himſelt ; and 
accordingly he was Drawn, Hang'd, and Quarter'd, at 7yburn, the 20th. 
of February, 1644. 

But to returnto the Szate, who, in the manner before mention'd, con- 
tinu'd the Army Quarter'd in ſeveral Cu/todiums, not being able _by rea- 
ſon of the want of Money, Proviſions, and other neceſſaries ) otherwiſe 
to furniſh any part of it out in ſuch manner, as might put them in. a po- 
ſture to undertake any great Action abroad ; ſome in the interim 1m- 
proving the preſent neceſſities to the advantage of a Deſign then in the 
womb. 

However we find, that though the Parliament in Eng/and wonder'd 
(as one in eminent Place then heard) that the Army 1n 7re/and did little, 


* The 20th. of Tet 2t was to be admired ( writes he*) they did ſo much, confidering the 
Avguft, 1642. (mall means they had to effett ſo great things : They did then abound onely 


in ſickneſs, aud hurt men, which made the Regiments and Companies very 
weak ; Monies came not in at all, and for Cloathes and Shoes few or none : 
notwithſtanding they had hearts manifeſted by their works; for no Enemy, 
but as ſoon as they looked on them, inſtead of uſing their Arms, exercis'd their 
Feels; no Fort or Caſtle which they offer d to keep, which they ever deſerted, 
or any that they attempted, but yielded to them. Tn as much as that No4/e 
Parks ( which obſerv'd this ) in ſome paſſion could not but take notice, 

That if all this were nothing, letit be fo eſteem'd! The Enemy in the 
interim having ſupplies of Men and Arms.

hands of 7wo, though in the main entirely faithful and knowing, yet * Cauſes why At- 
vaſtly differing in their tempers ; ove being of a ſedentary, the other #75 proipere 
of an aCtivelife ; Zeallied to moſt of the leading Men of the Council, | 
the other onely prevalent” as his Reaſon and Gallantry, wrought on the 

Generous. Beſides, ſome had ſuch intereſt elſe-where, as all was not re- 

lented with ſuch integrity as was meant ; That, in the management of 

Afﬀairs at the Helm, Authority it felf was often Eclipſed ; nor could axy 

(who was neceſſitated to hold the Reins with others ) poſlibly evadethg" 
inconveniences they were then frequently inforced upon, how well foever 

they had been vers'd in the Art of Government; ſome will have it, that 

there was much artifice uſed to lengthen out the War : For at that time, 

whether by the Governours of the City of D«#liz's omiſſion, or ſome 

other Fate _ the Army, hard for me to determine, the Rebels on one 

{ide came otten to the Gates, giving frequent Alarms, and took away the 

Cattle from under the Walls. And in Lowth, the moſt confiderable Garri- 

ſon was almoſt deſtroyed through thoſe Perſons, who (having the Govern- 

ment of the County ) protected their Tenants ; nor would thoſe that had 


Power to force a Supply improve their intereſt, being better able to dif- 
perſe an Enemy, than diſoblige a Neighbour. 


The Scots General ( the Earl of Leven) in the North, who with the re- 
cent and veterate Soldiers made up 20000, did little, deſirous rather it 
ſeems to keep themſelves ſafe in Xnockfergus, and the Frontiers, than ven- 
ture much abroad, as appear'd by their repulſe at Char/emonf, whence the 
retir'd with no Honour, and admitted Dunganon to be re-taken by the 
Iriſh, after it had been bravely recovered by the vertue otan Engliſh Gen- 
tleman. Indeed the Engliſh-Scots, who joyn'd with the Eng/ih Regi- 
ments, did excellent ſervice ; and that the other fail'd, may be imputed 
to the rawnelſs of their Men, the want of Victuals, ( of which they ſtood 
in great need ) and ſome hardihip they endur'd, happily not incident to 
their tenderneſs. | 

Now tor Connaght, ſuch was the carriage of ſome there, that two com- 
pleat Regiments, conſiſting of full 2000 Men, were in fix months reduc'd, 
through want, ( though the Countrey thereabouts was ſtored with all 
manner of Proviſions, not having been harraſs'd by an Enemy ) to 600. 
Upon which, ſeveral Articles were preferr'd by Perſons of Honour, 
againlt thoſe, who were charg'd with that misfortune, and the buſineſs, 
reterr'd to the Council of War ; which wav'd their Cenſure ; and the main ? 
Parties concern'd therein voluntarily undergoing ( afterwards ) a priyate 
Duel, ( producing no ill to either Party ) no more was urg'd thereypon : 
Though as to the carriage of that at EA ( in reference to the Soldiers 
Clothes and Necedaries 5 it could not eafily be wip'd of, nor the deſert- 
ing of a Government without Orders, where there was more ſtore of 
Ammunition, Arms,-and other Neceflaries, than Soldiers to uſe them. 

However, in Aug#ft this year, 1642. the Lord Moor, Sir Fohx Borlaſe 
Jun. and Colonel Gibſon, with 500 Men apiece, went into the Counties 
of Lowth and Meath, with two Pieces of Battery, and two Field-Pieces, 
with which they afſaultedthe Caſtle of Seday, obſtinately defended thirty 
hours by Captain Flemming,thrice ſtormed, who at laſt fought with them 
out of the Ruines. At which time the Lords of the Pale were not ſo refo- 
lute, the Lord Gormanſton flying from the Fort of the: Nabar, andthe

Lord Slane, from the Caſtle of Newtown, thereby leaving Lowth and 
Meath clear'd ,of the Enemy ; who finding good heels loſt 500 onely at 
Sedan, whilſt Captain Burrows, Pigot, and Grimes, with ſome others, 
defeated 800 of the Rebels near Athy, and flew about 200. 

And now in reſpect that the State found great inconveniencies by the 
ProteCtions, the Commiſſioners ( they had formerly given authority 
to, ) gave, the State of the Counttey being now far different from the 
Condition wherein it ſtood, 27 of Oftober, 1641. atthe granting of the 
ſaid Protections ; and that the Rebels of all Degrees and Conditions, had 
ſince with hateful and bloody obſtinacy declared their Purpoſe, to extir- 
pate the Britiſh throughout the whole Kingdom , without hope of 
reconcilement, other then by the ſtrength of his Majeſties Forces ; They 
did the 19th. of Auguſt, 1642. revoke, repeal, make void, and annul 
all ſuch ProteCtions, trom and after ten days from the date thereof, more 
at large to be ſeen in the Inſtrument it ſelf inthe Appendix, carrying 
weighty reaſons for that Act. 

The 25th. of Auguſt, the Lords, ina Letter to Secretary Nicholas, ſent a 
Copy of the Rebels Petition, together with the Rebels of the Pales Let- 
ter to the Earl of Ormond, in the anſwer to which, exceptions weretaken, 
that they had not ſent the Original, and with all took notice, thatas his 
Majeſty would be ready to puniſh the Rebels, ſo he would not ſhut up 
his mercy againſt thoſe who did unfeignedly repent ; upon which the 
Original was ſent, and his Majeſties Pardon beg'd. 

Soon after the Lord Liſle, with the men under his Command, marched 
towards the Counties of Weſtmeath, and Cavan, where they arriv'd 
about the middle of Seprember, having deſtroyed all where they had 
paſs'd, without ſtriking a ſtroak ; the Rebels being ( according to their 
uſual Cuſtom * retired to Places of ſtrength, ( confiding more in their 
Walls then Valour )) wherefore paſſing into the County of Monaghan, 
he fate down before Carrickmacroſs, a houſe of the Earl of Eſſex's, very 
well Fortified, where the Rebels having endured the battery of two 
ſmall Pieces of Cannon for one day, fled away the next night ( theout- 
ward Guards of the Beſiegers, being remiſly attended ) leaving their 
Proviſions of all forts behind them : The Lord Liſle, after this ſucceſs, 
better much then he could expeQ, with ſo ſmall Forces, having put a Gar- 
riſon in the Place, returned to D«b1:y. 

| About one month after my Lord Liſſe's return to Dublin, the State 
was inform'd by the Lord Moore, that Carrickmacroſs was beſieged by 
near 2000 Rebels, and that if it were not ſuddainly reheved, not onely 
the Place would be taken, but our men loſt ; whereupon it was reſolv*d 
to ſend away preſently 1000 Foot, with ſome Troops of Horſe, under 
the Command of Sir Henry Tichborn and my Lord Moore, to raiſe the 
Siege ; And it fell into debate what ſhould be done with the Place, and 
upon a due conſideration of all Circumſtances, and an impoſſibility on 
our part, to Man and Victual the Place ; from hence an Act of Council 
was made for the demoliſhing of the houſe, and bringing of our men back : _ 
before this was put in execution, Letters came from Captain Yaughan 
from Dundalk, to acquaint the Szate, that with 100 Foot and 50 Horſe, 
he had been to ſee in what ſtate Carrick was; that he found the men well, 
ViRualled for 14 days, and that the Siege was raiſed ; that there came 
upon him in hisreturn 2000 of the Rebels, who charged him, and ( as 
Captain Martin ſaid ) ſhot near 5000 ſhot at hismen, who r_—_ 
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began to be ſomewhat..in diſorder, ſo as he ſaw they could not well retire ; 
Whereupon he charged them with his Horſe, routed them, killing 3o or 
40 of them, and got ſome Arms : Yet the reſolution taken to dtmoliſh 
Carick was not alter'd, 
The Summer being thus ſpent, the Winter apace drew on, and the 
Proviſions of the County failing, where the Souldiers lay in Garriſon in 
the Cuſtodiums, the greateſt 'part of them return'd to Dublin, where 
they took up their Quarters, to the great grievance of the Inhabirants : 
And now the differences between the King and his Parliament in England 
were grown ſo high, and their preparations ( to encounter one another 
in a ſet Battle ) ſo conſiderable, as upon that fatal day, the 23. of Oftober, 
1642. They came to an Engagement at Edge-/77//, where the encounter 
was fo fiercely maintain'd on both ſides, with ſo much courage and reſo- 
lution, { headed by the Earl of Lindſey for the King, and the Earl of Fſex 
for the Parliament, manfully diſcharging the parts both of Generals and 
Souldiers ) as the loſs being ( in a manner ) equal, both _—_— them- 
ſelves Conquerors, but neither were thenceforth in a condition, to ad- 
miniſter ſufficient relict, to the diſtreſſed Eſtate of the poor Proteſtants 
in Jreland, whereby the Army ( though but lately ſent over out of Eng- 
land ) was wholly negle&ted, which made many of the Commanders 
take up thoughts of quitting that ſervice, and repairing to the King at 
Oxford, having { as it was faid ) ſecret invitations thereunto : which 
being underſtood by the Parliament, and finding that ( from the Battle 
of Kilruſh, which was fought in April 1642. till Ofober following ) the 
Army in Leim/ter had not been ſo active, as reafonably might have been 
expected. The Parliament to quicken the War, to intorm themſelves of 
the wants and detects ot the Army, and of all other things, that might 
enable them the better to ſend thither and diſpoſe of there, ſuch Forces, 
Moneys, Ammunition, and neceſlaries for that ſervice ( according to the 
Statute which enabled the Lords and Commons in Parliament, from time 
to time to dire ) thought it very expedient, ( though by Secretary Nj- 
cholas from his Majeſty, exprefly commanded * to the contrary ) to ſend 
into /reland a Committy tor that purpoſe ( in the depth of Winter, 
Members of the Houſe oft Commons, Mr. Robert Goodwin, and Mr. Ro- 
bert Reynolds, authorized trom both Houſes, called ( by his Majeſty * ) 
their Ambaſſadors, to which the Citizens of Londox joyn'd one Captain 
Tucker, who carried with them 20000 /. in ready money, beſides 300 
Barrels of Powder, ten Tun of Match, and other Ammunition. The 
arriv'd at Dublin the 29th. of Oftober by long Sea, and upon the 24. of 
November, preſented them to the State, producing the Ordinance of 
Parliament , together with their inſtructions to be read, The Lords 
Fuſtices and Council ordered their Reception with reſpe&t, which they im- 
prov'd to the voluntary putting on of their Hats,ſfitting behind the Council 
on a Form; nor could this their carriage be reproved, though reſented, 
Affairs at that time having brought on thoſe Exigencies, which their 
coming could onely relieve, during whoſe abode there ( having Votes 
onely in Military Afairs ) they taw that Parties were continually ſent 
forth to encounter the Rebels, and when there was a failing either in 
Money or Proviſions , they engaged their own | chmnrgy Credits to 
make up the defect : Yet in reſpect of their being admitted, as they were 
( conſequently were thought to be ſpies on his Majeſties Miniſters there ) 
His Majeſty much diſliked their Addreſs, and in a Letter ( deliyer'd

to the Lords Juſtices and Council, the 10th. of February, ) Order'd 
their removal, which was done with much qo a Board, but 
ſome regreets to the Commiſſioners ; who reſolv'd preſently to quit 7re- 
land ;* and to ſpeak truth, it ſoon appear'd ( by the Index of ſome mens 
ſpirits ) what hazard they might have run, ſhould they have been obſti- 
nate therein : though many ſuſpeC&ed ( as it tell out ) 'their return 
would certainly ſlacken the relief of the Proteſtant Army againſt the 
Iriſh. 

There were three main things principally intended by this Committee, 
during their ſtay in /reland. 

1. They uſed their utmoſt endeavours to fatisfie the Officers of the 
Army, of the great care the Parliament took to provide their Pay, and 
to ſend over money, and in the mean time to furniſh the Army with all 
manner of Proviſions and Ammunitions, that ſhould be thought necef[a- 
ry, for the carrying on the War againſt the Rebels. 

2. They made a Book, wherein they deſired, that allthe Officers of 
the Civil Liſt, as well as the Army, ſhould ſubſcribe, and declare their free 
conſent, that ſome part of their Pay and Arrear, due to them tor their 
ſervice there, ſhould be fatisfied out of the Rebels Lands, when they 


. were declared tobe ſubdued : Upon which many great ſums were under- 
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written; ( but upon information of his Majeſtics diſlike thereof : the 
Commiſſioners { being ſharply threatned \. returned the Book, ſo that 
moſt ſtruck out their Names, truſtrating thereby a Deſign, which would 
infinitely have obliged others to have ſubſcribed : In reterence to which, 
the Kings Commiſtioners at Zxbridge aſcertain'd, That his Majeſty never 
ſent any ſuch Letter, to divert the courſe of the Officers ſubſcribing, but 
the Souldiers were meerly diſcouraged from the ſame, by diſcerning that 
for want of Supplies, they ſhould not be able to go on with that War. 

3. They finding that moſt of the Officers of the Army had lodg'd their 
Troops and Companies in their C«/todiums, which were moſt of them 
Places of ſtrength, enough at leaſt to keep them from being ſurprized ſud- 
dainly by the Rebels,and that there were 7 or 8000 of the Army quarter- 
ed in Dublin, who conſumed all the Proviſions ſent over tor their ſupply, 
lying idle there,and oppreſling the poor Exg/i/h Inhabitants,and ſuch Eng/i/h 
as had taken ſanctuary there ; Or elſe making but ſmall expeditions abroad, 
waſting not the Enemy ſo much as they did their own Proviſions : It was 
moved therefore, and furthered by this Committee, that a conſiderable 
Force ſhould be ſent forth ; Whereupon it was reſolved, 4000 men ſhould 
be ſent out to take Roſs, or ſome other Town thereabouts, where they 
might Winter, and live in part upon what they could take from the Ene- 
my ; whereupon many diffcultie: being found in the Deſign, the Lord 
Liſle,General of the Horſe,accepted of it, with Colonel Moxk, and others, 
who made ready to go; the Lieutenant General of the Army, the Earl of 
Ormond, being then much indiſpoſed : But as ſoon as his Lordſhip reco- 
vered, he came to the Council Board, and there declared, that he could 
not in Honour permit ſuch a conſiderable part of the Army, to go out upon 
ſuch an important Service, under any other Command then his own ; and 
{o undertook the leading out of the Army himſelf,and carried it to Roſs, of 
which you ſhall hear more in its due place. The Parliaments Committee 
imbarked for London by long Sea, the 27th. of February, 1642. the 
difterence of whoſe Carriage was obſervable ; ſo much Integrity, Diſcre- 
tion, and Humility appear'd in the one, and ſo much Pride, Arcqganey' 
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and Intemperancy 1n the other ; as the one went away highly valued, and 1642. 
well eſteem'd, and the other extreamly hated and deſpiſed. As for Tucker, \&C WN# 
he was the City's property, which every one improved to their own * 
humour, 

During their continuance in repute, hearing that Ba/anoki/ was Be- 
fieged by Preſton, the moſt reputed Captain amongſt the Rebels, Colonel 
Monk, was ſent forth with 600 Foot, and two Troops of Horſe, the 5th. Colonel Monk 
of December, 1642. to relieve it, which he ſoon did, the Enemy raifing cvs Ba: 
the Siege = his reproach; but in his return he met Preſton with 3000. © 
men, in a difadvantagious Place; and though he ſaw evident danger 
in ſo unequal a Fight, 'yet he thought there would be more in a Retreat: 
Wheretore having intrench'd himltelf, ſo as to fear no attack but in the 
Front, he reſolved to receive them bravely ; and taking care that his 
Musketiers ſhould not ſpend their ſhot in vain, he ſaluted the Rebels, in 
their approach, with ſuch a ſhower of Bullets, as killed the boldeſt of 
them, and made the reſt begin to give way, which the Eng/i/h perceiv- 
ing, came hotly upon them. Burt the Fight was ſoon ended, by the cow- 
ardlineſs of the /ri/hg who with much more ſhame than ſlaughter, loſing 
not above 60 Menthere, betook themſelves to the next ſtrong Place, and 
Colonel Monk, without the loſs of one Man, return'd to D#4/iz. 

The Committee of Parliament ( whilſt they remain'd at the Council ) 
interpos'd in many things : Amongſt the reſt, it being deſired by the Ot- 
ficers of the Army, that Major Wodowes might repair to his Majeſty, to 
expreſs their ſervice; the Committee demonttrated, that the Parliament 
would certainly withdraw their Supplics, on notice of ſuch an Addrefs : 
Upon which the Ships were ſtayed ; yet the Buſineſs was fo argued, as 
the Major had licence to proceed in hs Journey. 

And now the Committee being diſcharg'd the Council, where the pro- 
ſecution of the War was to be managed, the Parliament took it ill, inaſ- 
much as the want of all things afterwards was exceeding great, and the Neceſſity of all 
main part of the remaining Army was quarter'd within the City and Sub- 79g5 in Put 
urbs of D«b1:n, upon the poor Inhabitants, altogether unable to bear the brain of” 
Neceſlities of their Families, much leſs ſupport 7 or 8000 Men. In alle- th<Parliaments 
viation of which, the Lords Juſtices and Council, the 3 1ſt. of December, met 
1642. publiſht a Proclamation, That all Cu/fodiums ſhould ſend to his 
Majeſty's Granaries, or Stores of Corn, half the Wheat gather'd there, 
at 10 s. the Barrel, in ready Money, &c. to the Relief of that and the ad- , 
joyning Garrifons. Yet {mall Supplies coming in thereupon, the Lords 
Juſtices and Council order'd by another Proclamation, the 15th. of Fa- 
z4uary, That all Corn-Maſters , and others, ſhould ſell their Corn at a 
lower rate, than was propos'd the 28th. of December, 1641. and that Ba- 
kers accordingly ſhould f1ze their Bread, 

About the 2oth. of Fanzary, 1642. Sir Richard Greenvile, with a Sir Richard 
Party of 200 Horſe and 1000 Foot, with 600 Suits of Cloaths,and Mo- ire 
ney, reliev'd Athlone. In his return, he was encounter'd at Raconnel! by The Battle at 
5000 Rebels, which he routed, took their'General Preſton's Son Prifo- 49m: 
ner, killed many, gained 1 1 Colours, and ſurprized many Priſoners ; tor 
which ſervice, Captain William Vaughan was by the Lords Juſtices (-to 
whom he brought the News ) Knighted. The 7ri/þ thought much of 
this ViCtory ; tor that there was an old Propheſie, That who got the Bat- 
tle of Raconnel, ſhould conquer all re/ard. The Army return'd to Dub- 
lin the 1oth, of February, with the remnant of Sir Michael EarnleysRes+ 
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giment, and others, who for their better Accommodation, would have 
had ſome of theſe Cloaths, which was denied, and they laid up in the 
Caſtle, where ( with others ) they afterwards prov'd unſerviceable to 
his Majeſty's Forces, much in want of them in the depth of Win- 
ter. 

The Lords Juſtices being driven to great ſtrait, and left without hopes 
of Relief from England, and the Inhabitants of Dublin being no longer 
able to ſupport the Neceflity of their Families, and retieve the Souldiers, 
their Inſolencies being high, the State entertain'd a Deſign of ſending the 
greateſt part of the Army ( then quarter'd in D«4liz ) into ſome Parts 
diſtant from that City, where they might live upon the Rebels ; and for 
this end, coin'd their own Plate, Fa”y to others to the fame Advance 
of the State's ſervice, whereupon ( at firſt ') they order'd Pieces of Mo- 
ney marked to their Weight. 

Many brought in freely ; thoſe indeed who (conſidering their imploy- 
ment, and what was expected from them ) had leaft reaſon to do it, 
whilſt others iſſued only out their Warrants and TR, never yet dif- 
charged : Yet by the help of what came in, and ſome ſupplies out of Exg- 
land, ( which had not wholly deſerted /reland ) the Army march'd out 
2500 Foot and 500 Horſe, under the Command of the Marqueſs of 07- 
mond, whoſe carriage in that Buſineſs, and his ſucceſs at the Battle of 
Roſs, we ſhall leave to the Lords Juſtices and Council's Letter, to the 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons in England, the 4th. of April, 1643. 
where ( beſides the Account of that Battle ') they preſent a true ſtate of 
their Aﬀairs, Civil and Military.

(YZ; very good Lord, the Marqueſs of Ormond, having in his March, 
in his laſt Expedition, conſulted ſeveral times with the Commanders 
and Officers of the Army, in a Councel of War, and ſo finding that ſubſiſtence 
could not be had penis for the Men and Horſes he had with him, or for any 
conſiderable part of them, it was reſolved by them, that his Lordſhip with 
thoſe Forces ſhould return hither which he did on the 26th. of March, 

In his return from Roſs, ( which in the caſe our Forces ſtood,he found diff- 
cult to be taken in, as though our Ordnance made a breach in their Walls, it 
was found neceſſary to deſert the Siege ) he was encountred by an Army of 
the Rebels, confſt ing of about bo00 Foot and bgo Horſe, well arm'd and 
horſed ; yet it pleas'd God ſo to diſappoint their Councels and frength, as 
with thoſe ſmall Forces which the Lord Marqueſs had with him, being of 
fehting Men 2500. and 500 Horſe, not well armed, and for the moſt wu 
weakly horſed, ( and thoſe, as well Men as Horſe, much weakned, by lying 
in the Fields ſeveral nights in much Cold and Rain, and by want of Man's 
Meat and Horſe Meat ) the Lord M_—_ obtain'd a happy and glorious 
deliverance and viftory againſt thoſe Rebels, wherein were ſlain about 300 
of them, and many of their Commanders, and others of Quality, and divers 
taken Priſoners ; and amongſt thoſe Priſoners, Coloxel Cullen, a Native 

this City, who being a Colonel in France, departed from thence, and came 

ither to aſſiſt the Rebels, and was Lieutenant General of their Army, 
the Province of Leimſter ; and the Rebel's Army was totally roated _ - 
| eated, 
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feated, and their Baggage and Ammunition ſeized on by his Majeſty's Forces, 1642. 
who lodged that night where they had gain'd the Vittory, and on our fide XSWN# 
about 20 ſlain in the Fight, and divers wounded. | 

We have great cauſe to praiſe God, for magnifying his Goodneſs and Mercy 
to his Majeſty, and this his Kingdom, ſo manifeſtly, and indeed wonderfully, 
in that Vidtory. 

Flowever, the joy ( due from us upon ſo happy an occaſion ) is, we con- 
fefs, mingled with very great diſtration here, in the apprehenſion of our un- 
happineſs to be ſuch, as although the Rebels are not able to overcome his Max- 
jeſty's Army, and devour his other =_ Subjefts, as they deſire, yet both 
his Army and good Subjetts are in danger to be devoured, by the wants of 
needful Supplies forth of England : For as we formerly ſignified thither, 
Thoſe Forces were of neceſſity ſent abroad, to try what might be done for ſu- 
ſtaining them in the Countrey, ſo as to kee p them altve till Supplies ſhould get 
tous. But that Deſign now failing, thoſe our hopes are converted into aſto- 
niſhment, to behold the unſpeakable Miſeries of the Officers and Souldiers 
for want of all things, and all thoſe wants made the more inſupportable in 
the want of Food, whilſt the C yy ( being all the help we have ) is now too 
apparently found to be unable to help us, as it hath hitherto done. And di- 
vers Commanders and Officers in the Army, do now ſo far expreſs the ſenſe 
of their Sufferings, ( which indeed are very great and grievous ) as they de- 
clare, That they have little hope to be ſupplied by the Parliament, and preſs 
with great importunity to be permitted to depart this Kingdom, as it will be 
extream difficult ts keep them here. 

By our Letters of the 23d. of March, we fignified thither the unſupporta- 
ble burthen laid on this City, for vittualling thoſe of the* Army left here,when 
the Marqueſs of Ormond, with the Forces he took with him, marched hence ; 
which'burthen is found every day more heavy than other, jn regard of the 
many Houſe-keepers thereby daily breaking up Houſe, and ſcattering their 
Families, leaving ſtill fewer to bear the burthen. We alſo by thoſe Let- 
ters, and by our Letters of the 25th. of February, advertiſed thither the 
high danger this Kingdom would incur, if the Army ſo ſent abroad, ſhould 
by any diſtreſs, or through want, be forced back hither again, before our 
Relief of Vittaals ſhould arrive forth of England. 

When we found that thoſe Men were returning back hither, although we 
were ( andareſtill ) full of diſtration, conſidering the diſmal conſequences 
threatned thereby in reſped of our Wants : Tet we conſulted what we could 
yet imagine feaſible, that we had not formerly done, to gain ſome Food for +» 
thoſe Men ; and found, that to ſend them or others abroad into the Coun- 
trey we cannot, in regard we are not able to advance Money, for procuring 
the many Requiſits incident to ſuch an Expedition. In the end therefore, 
we were inforced to fix on our former way, and to ſee who had yet any thing 
left him untaken from him, to help us ; and although there were but few ſuch, 
and ſome of them poor Merchants, whom we have now by the Law of Neceſ- 
ſity utterly undone, and diſabled from being hereafter helpful to us, in bring- 
ing us in Viftuals,and ether needful Commodities, yet were we forc'd to wrejt 
their Commodities from them. And certainly there are few here of our ſelves 
and others, that have not felt their Parts in the inforced rigour of our Pro- 
ceedings, towards preſerving the Army; ſo as what with ſuch hard dealing, 
not leſs grievous to us to do, than it is heavy to others to ſuffer, and by our 

. deſcending ( againſt our hearts \ far below the Honour and Dignity of that 
Y Power we repreſent here, under his Royal Majeſty, we have with unſpeakable

difficulty prevaid, ſo as to be able to find Bread for the Souldiers for the 
ſpace of one Month. 

We are now expelling hence all Strangers, and muſt inſtantly ſend away for 
England, thouſands of poor diſpoid Engliſh, whoſe very eating is now un- 
ſupportable to this Place. 

And now again, and finally, We earneſty deſire, ( for our Confufrons will 
not now admit thewriting of many more Letters, if any ) That his Majeſty, 
and the Engliſh Nation, may not ſuffer ſo great, if not irrecoverable, pre- 
Judice and diſhonour, as muſt unavoidably % the conſequence of our not being 
reliev'd ſuddenly ; but that yet ( althoughit be even now at the point to be 
too late ) Supplies of Vittuals and Munition in preſent to be haſtned hither, 
to keep life until the reſt may follow, there being no Vitlual in the Store, 
nor will there be a 100 Barrels of Powder left in ſtore, when the out-Garri- 
ſons ( as they muſt be inſtantly ) are ſupplied, and that remainder, accor- 
ding to the uſual neceſſary — befhdes extraordinary accidents, will 
not laſt above a month. And the reſidue of our Proviſions maſt alſo come 
ſpeedily after, or otherwiſe England cannot hope to ſecureIreland, or ſecure 
themſelves againſt Ireland, but in the loſs of it, muft look for ſuch Enemies 
from hence, as will perpetually diſturb the Peace of his Majeſty, and his 

Kingdom of England, and annoy them by Sea and Land, as we often for- 
merly repreſented thither ; which Miſchiefs may yet be prevented, if we'be 
yet forthwith enabled from thence with means to overcome this Rebel- 
lion. 

We hope that a courſe is taken there, for haſtning thither the Proviſions 
of Arms and Munition, mention'd in the Docquet, ſent in our Letter of the 
20th. of January, and the boo Horſes, which we then moved might be ſent 
hither for recruits, and that the 7893 1. 3 s. for Arms to be provided in 
Holland, { befides thoſe we rs in London ) hath been paid to Anthony 
Tierens i» London, or to Daniel Wibrants i» Amſterdam ; and if that 
Sum had been paid, as we at firſt defired, we might well have had thoſe Pro- 
viſions arriv'd here by the xoth. of March, as we agreed. However, we 
now defire, that that Money, if it be not already paid, may be yet paid to 
Mr. Anthony Tierens i» London, or Mr. Wibrants i= Amſterdam, that 
ſo thoſe Proviſions may arrive here ſpeedily, which ( confidering that Sum- 
mer is now near at hand ) will be very neceſſary, that wheu our Supplies of 
Viftuals, Munition, Cloaths, Money, and other Proviſions, ſhall arrive, we 
may not, in the publick Service, here loſe the benefit and advantage of that 


- Seaſon. And ſo we remain. 


From his Majeſty s Caſtle of Dublin, the 4th. of April, 1643. 


This Letter, as you ſee, was writ ſome weeks after the Battle of Roſs ; 
however, in brief, it gives you a faithful Account : Yet that a more par- 
ticular one may alſo be committed to Poſterity, accept of tire following, 
from the Pen of a chief Officer in that Expedition. 

March the 24. 1642. the Engliſh Army march'd forth from Dublin to- 
ward Xilkenny, conſiſting of about 2590 Foot and 500 Horle, together 
with two Pieces of Battery, and four fmall braſs Pieces, the Marqueſs of 
Ormond being Lieutenant General of the Army, and my Lord Lifle Getit- 
ral of the Horle. 
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The 3d. the Army being come nigh Caſtlemartin, the Rebels then poſ= 1642. 
ſeſſing it, gave it up to the Lieutenant General, upon his promiſe of fair CV 
Quarrer, which they accordingly had, to march awgy thence with the 
fatety of their Lives, they being in number above 400 Men and Women ; 
and the ſame day 3 Diviſions of Foot were ſent to X/dare, and a Caſtle 
called Tully, which the Rebels then quitted, and left unto us. 

The ath the Army came to 7ymoliy, where finding two Caſtles poſ- 
ſeſt by ſome Rebels, our Cannon compell'd them to ſubmit to mercy,very 
few of them eſcaping with their Lives, there being about 100 of them 
ſlain ; and alſo of the Engliſh Army was ſlain Lieutenant Oliver, and 
about 1 2 Souldiers. 

The 11th. my Lord Life march'd from the Arnrty at Temple-ſoul before 
day towards Roſs, having with him Sir Richard Greenvile, Sir Thomas 
Zacas, and about 400 Horſe , and alſo Sir Fon!k Huncks, with about 
600 Foot. Being come within two miles of Roſs, our Horſe took 4. 
Horſemen of the Rebels, Priſoners, who inform'd us, that the Army ot 
the Rebels lay then about z miles diſtant thence, being near 40co Men. 
Shortly after my Lord  Lifle came betore the Town of Roſs, and by a 
Trumpeter he ſent to the Town, to have ſome one of Quality therein to 
come to treat with him, concerning the ſurrender of the ſame to the 
King's uſe, which they refuſed to do, Then Sir Thomas Lucas, fearing 

" the lafety of the Army, \ by reaſon he underſtood rhat the Rebel's Army 
lay the laſt night within 2 miles of the Exg/iſh Army ) importuned my 
Lord Liſle to march back with all his Horſe, to ſecure the Army, leaving 
Sir Foalk Hunks with his Diviſion of Foot, to guard a Paſs in that way. 
And then after a tew miles riding turther, the Eg/i/h Army appear'd at 
hand, which march'd on towards Roſs, nigh before which that night a 
great part of our Horſe and Foot lodged. - And the next morning our 
Cannon were drawn and planted againſt the Town, and continued bat- 
tering with two Pieces, on a part of the Town-Walls, about two days 
together, which madea fair breach therein, which Sir Foulk FTuncks un- 
dertook ro aſſault with his Men, and attempted it, but were beaten back 
with ſome loſs, which ſo much diſ-heartned the Souldiers, that the 
would not be drawn on again ; and finding that the beſieged had both 
daily and nightly very many Men, and much Ammunition, and other 
Recruits, conveyed by Boats into the Town, and underſtanding that the 
Rebel's Army was grown very {ſtrong within few miles of ours, and our 
Licutenant General finding Bread to be grown ſcarce in our Army, re- 
_—_ to leave Roſs as it was, and gain Honour by a Battle with the 

riſh. | 

The 18th. our Army being march'd away, about 2 miles diſtant from 
Roſs, the Iriſh Army appear'd fairly in view, who haſtned their Forces in- 
to Battalia, on a Ground of ſome advantage, nigh the way our Army was 
to paſs. Whereupon our Commanders endeavour'd with all diligence to 
draw their Forces into Battalia,to confront the Rebels within the diſtance 
of Cannonhot, our Cannon being plac'd at the Front of our Infantry, 
which was winged by our Horſe-Troops, and advanc'd forwards before 
our Army, within Musket-ſhot of the Enemy's fore-Troops ; Sir Richard ** 
Greenvile ( having that day the Vauntguard of the Horſe) had Lis Diviſion 
tor the right Wing of the Army ; likewjſe my Lord Life's Diviſion (ha- 
ving the Battle ) had the left Wing of the Army ; Sir Thomas Lucas's Di- 
viſion ( having the Rearguard ofthe Horſe ) had the one half of his _ 
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ſion, appointed to ſtand for Reſerves for both the Wings of Horſe. Both 
Armies being order'd againſt one another, Sir Richard Greenvile ſent 
forth twang the Rebels a forelorn Hope of 60 Horſe, commanded by 
Lieutenant White, which advancing towards 2 Troops of the Rebels, 
they ſeem'd to ſhrink from. Then ( our Cannon. beginning to play ) 
Captain Atkins, commanding a forelorn Hope of about 100 Musketiers, 
march'd forwards directly betore our Foot-Army towards the Rebels, who 
had mann'd a Ditch in a High-way, lying right before their Army, with 
a great number of Musketiers ; during which time, certain other Diviſi- 
ons of the Engliſh Foot followed orderly their forelorn Hope, Captain 
Atkins with his ſhot excellently performing his part, by exchanging ſhot 
with the Rebels that lay in ambuſh. Sir Richard Greenvile, with hisDi- 
viſion on the right Wing, advanced to begin the Battle ; in the interim 
whereof, Sir 7homas Lucas ( being Major General of the Horſe ) came 
and took upon him the chief Command thereof ; and fo leading thoſe 
Troops on towards the Enemy, being come paſt a deep PUgHWAYs that 
lay between both Armies, preſently { at hand ) advanc'd towards thoſe 
Horſe, a Diviſion of Horſe and Foot of the Rebels. Sir Richard Green- 
vile being then in the head of his own Troop, ( which had the right 
hand of that Diviſion) commanded his Men to keep together,and charge 
home without wheeling ; which was no ſooner ſpoken, but pamedians 

Sir Thomas Lucas call'd aloud to our Troop, to wheel to the lett bn. 
which they preſently performing, were gotten into a Lane in ſome dif- 
order, and tefore they could get out of the fame, and come into any good 
order again, a Troop of above 100 of the Rebel's Horſe, all Gentlemen 
of Quality, and Commanders, led by Cu/er, their Lieutenant General, 
charg'd our Horſe on the left Flank. Whereupon Sir Richard Greenvile 
encouraged ſeveral of his Troops, by his example, to charge the Enemy, 
where meeting with Colonel Cullen in the head of his Troops, divers 
blows paſs'd betwixt them ; mean while my Lord Liſke with his Troops, 
gallantly charg'd Cu/len's Troop, on his Flank and Rear, whereby they 
were ſo routed, that the Troops were all intermixed one with another, 
and the execution of both Parties continued violent, until about 2o of 
the RebeP's Horſe eſcaped away together, leaving the reit of their Com- 
pany to be killed and taken Priſoners, ( as they were; ) during which 
time, the Foot and Cannon performing well their parts, drove the Enemy 
to ſhift away to ſave themſelves, which Captain Zermon ſeeing, purſued 
their Rear with ſome Horſe, with which he did notable good execution ; 
and, ro fay the truth, it is probable that moſt of the Rebels had that day 
been cut off, had not the un-paſſable deep High-way betwixt both Ar- 
mies, hindred our left Wing of Horſe from giving on upon their ſide,and 
alſo the diſorder that hapned to the right Wing ot the Horſe, by their un- 
happy wheeling to the left hand. . But ſo ſoon as the Officers of thoſe 
Troops could reduce their Men again into order, my Lord Lifſe and Sir 
Richard Greenvile preſently purſued the Enemy with 2 Troops, and ſent 
Sir William Vaughan with 2 Troops more to purſue others, flying away 

to the right hand. And having followed the chaſe of them about 2 or 3 

miles diſtant from the Army, ( the Rebels having made their eſcape over 

Bogs, and un-paſſable Grounds for Horſe ) our Horſe were fain to leave 

them, and return to the reſt of the Army, where the Cannon ſtood. In 

which ſervice were 300 of the Rebels ſlain, amongſt which were a great 

nuraber of their beſt Gentry and Commanders ; 'There were of the Rebels 
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taken Priſoners, Colonel Cu/lex their Lieutenant General, Major Butler, 
beſides divers other Captains, and ſome of their Enfigns ; of the Eng/1/þ 
Forces were ſlain not full 20 Men: in which ſervice, Sir 7homas Lucas 
unhappily receiveda "_y ſore wound in his head. That night, the Exg- 
liſh Army lodged at Ballybeggan. After which time, the Army march'd 
without moleſtation of any Enemy, until they return'd to Dub/ix, whe- 
ther the Rear of the Army came ſafe on: Munday the 27h. of the ſame 
month, 1643. | 

Where they were again Quarter'd, even to the undoing and great de- 
ſolation of that poor City, which had now ſuffered ſo rhuch, and ſo 
long, under the burden and infolencies of unpaid, wanting Soldiers, as 
they were unable to bear it longer, and with loud cries and complaints 
made known. thezr Grievances tothe Lords Juſtices and Council, wholely 
unable to relieve them. And indeed, ſuch was the poſture of the preſent 
affairs at that time, as every thing tended to bring on a Ceſlation ; yet for 
the preſent, the Lieutenant General ( that the Soldiers might bequieted ) 
publiſh'd a ftrict Edict, Prohibiting all Soldiers to offer the leaſt violence 
t0 any who brought Proviſion to the Market, or any Inhabitants of the Town, 
«under the fevereſt Penalties of the Marſhals Court ; which, for a time, be- 
gat an obedience. But the Army being ill Cloath'd, meanly Victuall'd, 
worſe Paid, and ſeldom employ'd in tervice, neceſlity entorc'd them to 
thoſe outrages Humanity could not take notice of, many of them being 
the effe&s of a very pinching want ; though the Lords Juſtices and Coun- 
cil (to the great diſlike of the Army ) purſued ſome of the Offenders with 
exemplary Juſtice : A ſenſe of which, with the Meagre return which 
Serjeant Major Warren brought out of England, on his follicitation for 
the Soldiers Pay, and the diflatisfa&tion that thence aroſe ; ſome of the 
Officers, not all, ( there was a Party that preſum'd they might have gone 
through with the work, had there not been another in the Loom ) atter- 
wards preſented the State, the 4th. of April, 1643. with a Paper, in ſuch a 
ſtile, threatning ſo much danger, as the Lords Juſkices and Council re- 
mitted the Copy of it to the Parliament of Eng/and, which here follows.

My Lords, 


T our firſt entrance into this unhappy Kingdom, we had no other defign, 
than by our Swords to aſſert pls; vindicate the Right of his Majeſty, 
which was ths moſt highly abuſed, to redreſs the wrongs of his poor Sub- 
Jeets, and to advance our own Particulars in the proſecution of ſo honeſt un- 
dertakings. And for the reſt of theſe, we do believe they have, ſince our cons 
ng over, ſucceeded pretty wel! ; but for the laſt, which concerns our ſelves, 
that hath falPn out kt contrary to our expettations, that inſtead of being re- 
warded, we have been prejudic'd ; inſtead of getting a Fortune, we have 
Jpent part of one: And though we behave our ſelves never ſo well abroad, 
and _—_ the ations of honeſt men, yet ws have the Reward of Rogues 
and Rebels, which is Miſery and Want, when we come home. Now ( m 
Lords) although we be brought to ſo great an Exigence, that we are ready 
to rob and ſpoil owe another ; yet to prevent ſuch outrages, we thought it 
better to try all honeſt means for our ſubſiſtence, before we taks ſuch indire(? 


courſes. 
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1643. courſes. Therefore if your Lordſhips will be pleaſed to take us timely into 

SYN your conſiderations, before our urgent wants make us deſperate, we will, as 

we have done hitherto, ſerve your Lordſhips readily and faithfully. But if 

your Lordſhips will not find a way for our preſervations here, we humbly de- 

fire, we may have leave to go where we may have a better being: And if 

your Lordſhips ſhall refuſe to grant that, we muſt then take leave to have 

our recourſe to that firſt and primary Law, which God hath endued all men 

with, we mean, the Law of Nature, which teacheth all men to preſerve 
themſelves. 


Hence ( with what countenance ſome gave it |) it was thought, the 
Rebels ( as to the bringing in of the Ceſſation, and their further Aims ) 
revail'd more, than in all their Battels, Treacheries, and Surprizals. 
About Eaſter, the Rebels, under Preſtox , beſieg'd Baranokil; at 
which time (even the 117h.of April) Colonel Crafford march'd forth 
of Dublin with 13000 Foot, and 130 Horſe, a Culvering and'a Saker 
Drake, towards Monaſtar-Even, that with his Party he might there live; 
and (if he ſhould be adviſed by the Garriſons thereab outs ) he had Orders 
to ſet upon Preſton, who had with him 4000 Foot, 500 Horſe, three 
Pieces of Battery, and four Field-Pieces. 
The Confede- But here we mult acquaint you, that about November, 1642. the Lords 
m—__ cn - Juſticesſent his Majeſty, then at Oxford, a ſhort Petition, in the name of 
iefly, the Roman Catholicks of Ireland, which they had received from them, 
deſiring, that his Majeity would appoint ſome perſons to hear what they 
could - for themſelves, with many expreſſions of Duty and Submiſſion. 
Shortly after: which, Sir Fames Mountgomery , Sir Hardreſs Waller, 
Knights and Colonels, Colonel Arthur Hill, and Colonel Audley Mer- 
vin, a Committee for Treland, in behalf of themſelves and other Com- 
manders in his Majeſties Army,there attended his Majeſty at Oxford, ſet- 
ting forth by their Petition as tollows.

liow, had no greater ſorrow, than for the bleeding condition of that 

his Kingdom ; and as he bath by all means labaur d, that timely relief might 
he afforded to the ſame, and conſented to all Propofitions ( how diſadvan- 
tagious ſoever to himſetf\) that have been offer d bim for that purpoſe ; and 
.at firft recommended their condition to hath his. Houſes of Parliament, and 
immediately of his own meer motion ſent over ſeveral Commiſſions, aud 
cauſed ſome proportion of Arms.and Ammunition ( which the Petitioners 
well know to have been a great ſupport to the Northern parts of that King- 
dom) to be conveyed to them out of Scotland, and offered to find 10000 
Volunteers to undertake that War ; but hath often fince preft by many {e- 
-veral Meſſages that jufficient Succours might be haftned thither, and other 
matters of ſmaller importance laid by, which 4id divert it ; and offered, and 
moſt really intended, in his own Royal Perſon, to have undergone the dan- 
ger of that War, for the defence of þis ood Subjets, and the chaſtiſement 
4 thoſe perfidious and barbarous Rebels ; and in his ſeveral Expreſſions of 
ts defires of Treaty and Peace, hath declared the miſerable preſent condi- 
tion, and certain future loſs of Ireland tobe one of his principal Motives, 
moſt earneſtly to defire, that the preſent Diſt rations of this Kingdom might 
be compos'd, and that others would concur with bim.to the ſame end : So 
his Majeſty is well pleas'd, that bis Offers, Concarrence, Attions, and Ex- 
preſſions, are ſo rightly underſtood:by the Petitieners, .and'thoſe who have 
employ d them, (notwithſtanding the graundleſs and horrid Aſperfions which 
have been caſt upon him ) hut wiſhes, that inftead of a meer general Cam- 
Plaint ( to which his Majeſty can make mo return but of Compaſſion ) they 


could have digeſted and offered to thim any ſuch defires, by .conſenting to-

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1643. which, he might convey ( at leaſt in ſome degree ) comfort and life to that 
AY gaſping Kingdom, preſerve his diſtreſſed and Loyal Subjeits of the ſame 
from inevitably periſhing, and the true Proteſtant Religion from Leing 
ſcorn'd and trampled en by thoſe mercileſs and Idolatrous Rebels, And if 
the Petitioners can yet think on any ſuch, and propoſe them to his Majeſty, 
he aſſures them, that by his readineſs to conſent, and his thanks to them for 
the propoſal, he will make it appear to them, that their moſt preſſing per- 
ſonal ſufferings, cannot make them more defirous of relief, than his care of 
the true Religion, and of his faithful Subjetts, and of that Duty which obliges 
him to his Power to protedt both, renders him defirous to afford it to them.

Upon the Petition of the Confederates of 7reland, his Majeſty granted 

a Commiſſion to the Marquis of Ormond, to meet, and hear what the 
Rebels could fay or propound for themſelves ; by vertue of which, the 
Earl of St. Albans ad Clanrickard, the Earl of Roſcommon, Sir Maurice 
Euſtace, and other his Majeſties Commiſſioners met at 7rim, to whom 
the Confederate Catholicks of [re/aud Commillioners , the Lord Viſcount 
Gormanſton, Sir Lucas Dillon Knight, Sir Robert Talbot Baronet, and 
John Walſh Eſq; )) produced a Remonſtrance the 17th. of March, 1642. 
to be preſented to his moſt Excellent Majeſty, by the name of, The Remon- 
ſtrance of Grievances, preſented to his Majeſty in the name of the Catho- 
licks of Ireland. Yet though (as you ſee) this Remonſtrance was ſolemn- 
ly received by his Majeſties Commiſſioners, and by them tranſmitted to 
The Parl. De- his Majeſty ; as before had been the preſumptions, Propoſitions from 
cnn con Cavan, the Letter of the Farrals to the Lord Coſtilough, Dr. Cale's 
Riſe of the Re- Agency trom the Rebels, the United Lords Letter to the Earl of Caſt/e- 
vels. Hare. . haven, andthe Lord Mountgarret's to the Lieutenant General, and all 
Cole#-jo/248: other Addreſſes to the State; as afterwards the Propoſitions of the Ro- 
man Catholicks of Ireland, evento his Majeſty ( by their Agenes ) to him- 

ſelfat Oxford: Yet the bleeding phigenia abounds in ſo much Impu- 

dence, as to affirm, that to this day, (the 234. of December, 1674. ) they 

were not heard to ſpeak for themſelves. Shameleſs Soul! The Commiſſion 

from his Majeſty, that the Rebels might be heard, was brought over, and 
confidently delivered at the Council-board, the 22. of Fanuary, by 7 homas 

Bourk Eſq ; (a Contriver of the Rebellion ) to the amazement of All not 

acquainted with the Plot. In the Remonſtrance there are pieced toge- 

AY ther (faith that excellent and judicious Perfon *, who knew as well their 
Oo be Sophiſtry, as the States Intereſt) ſo many vain inconfiderable fancies, many 
ſubſequent paſſages atted in the proſecution of the War, and ſuch bold, falſe, 
notorious Aſſertions, without any the leaſt ground or colour of truth, as 

without all doubt they abſolutely reſolv'd, firſt, to raiſe this Rebellion, and 

then to ſet their Lawyers and Clergy on work to frame ſuch Reaſons and 

Motives, as might with ſome colour of juſtification ſerve for Arguments to 

defend it. It is indeed, to ſpeak plainly, a moſt infamous Pamphlet, ful 

fraught with ſcandalous aſperſions caſt upon the preſent Government, and 

his Majeſties Principal Officers of State within this K ingdom : it was cer- 

tainly framed with moſt virulent intentions, not to preſent their condition 

and preſent ſufferings to his Majeſty, but that it might be diſpers'd to gain 

belief amongſt Foreign States abroad, as well as diſcontented Fare at

diſliked by all, though with that artifice by ſome, as the Remonſtrants '*#* Y 
themſelves could not have inſinuated more in its defence; inas much as 
theſe ( not finding they gain'd onthe Anti-Remonſtrants ) at laſt brought 
into diſcourſe the So/ema Leagae and Covenant, the more colourably to 
take oft the diſpute concerning the Remonſtrance ; whereby the bulineſs 
growing hot, the Honſe was Prorogu'd till the 67h. of May. 
All things being now in that condition, as the neceſſities of the. Arm 
daily increas'd, a Ceſſation grew generally to be ſpoke of; his Majeſty 
having imparted his Commands therein to the Lords Juſtices by the fol- 
lowing Letter.

Given at Our Court at Oxford, 
the 23. of April, 164.3. 


About the 1/2. of May, 1643. the Lord xchequin ( ſince the death of An Abbreviate 
his Father-in-law, Sir William St. Leger, as yet Commander in Chief in **< Warin 
the Province of Munſter) march'd forth with his Army, divided into two 
Parties; one Commanded by himſelf, into the Weſt of the County of 
Cork, doing excellent ſervice there, without reſiſtance : and the other 
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Munſter. 
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under the Conduct of Sir Charles Yavaſor, with ſelect Numbers, reſpe- 
Ctively gathered trom the Garriſons of Tougha/l, 7 alloe, Caſtle Lions, Liſ- 
more, Mogily, and Cappaquin ; the whole number conſiſting of about 
1200 Musketeers, and 200 Horſe, beſides Volunteers and Pillagers. In 
which Expedition, Major Appleyard, May the 24. near the Caſtle of Coſ- 
zrave, avas aſlign'd to tall on Ballykeroge, ( Sir Nicholas Walſt's Town 
and Lands) that he might burn and ſpoilthem: And Sir Charles YVava- 


ſor undertook the Paſlage to the Comroe ; upon the left hand whereof 


there ſtands an excceding high Mountain, and under the brow a large 
Wood, through which the Army was neceſſitated to paſs, an unpaſlable 
Bog being on theright hand. "The Enemy ( never wanting intelligence ) 
againſt Sir Charles came, had caſt up a [Trench breaſt high, with ſpike 
holes along the ſide of the Wood, from the Mountain to the Bog, with 
a ſtrong Barricado, and two Courts of Guards for Musketeers to lodge in, 
more artificially done than they were accuitomed to: But by the help of 


- a Fog ( our Guide proving faithtul ) the Rebels were not aware of us till 


our Horſe were upon them, at which they thot, and we retreated lei- 
ſurely { our Foot not veang comepp ) through Providence, without harm ; 
and Sir Charles commanded ſome Dragooners, of Captain Pywes Compa- 
ny, to alight, which they:did, ſoon entring. the Enemies Trenches, and, 
betore the Foot came, gain'd the Paſs ; and the Horſe and Foot march'd 
within Musket-ſhot of Dermod O Brian's (Lord of the Countrey) Caſtle, 
where they made a ſtand, till the Soldiers had fir'd the Countrey, and 
took away their Cattle, the Enemy not daring to reſcue them, firing ( as 
they marcl'd away \ by Comroe-Caſtle, a good Houſe of Peter Anthony's, 
an Engliſh Papiſt, with many other Thatch'd Houſes thereunto belong- 
ing. The ſame day the whole Army Rendezvouling on a Hill near Xz/- 
mac=Thomas, reſolv'd that night to have advanc'd to Stradbally ; but 
marching by Mac-Thomas's Caſtle, they within gave fire upon us; 60 of 
our Soldiers, being not able to endure ſuch an aftront, ran out of the 
Main Body to theCaſtle, without either Captain, Lieutenant, Enſign, 
or other Officer; and recovering a Ditch upon the South-ſide of the Ca- 
{tle, (the Wind blowing Southerly ) they ſet the Thatch'd Houſes on fire, 
and aſſaulted the Caſtle by the help of the ſmoak, ( blinding the War- 
ders) upon which the Beſieged cri'd, 4 Drum, a drum; at which, many 
who had flown thither for ſatety inconſiderately, ran out, and were .-by 
our Soldiers knock'd on the head; whilſt the Warders ( delivering 
the Caſtle on ſome 'Terms ) had Quarter, as the other might have had 
too, had they ſtaid in the Caſtle ; trom amongſt which, fix or ſeven that 
were thought dead roſe up, which ( the Soldiers would have killed ) but 
in pity, Sir Charles Yavaſor ſatter'd to go with the Warders to Ba/y- 
keroge. After which ſervice, Enſign Boughton and 40 Musketeers took 
in a Houſe, built by Fames Wallis Eſq; ſtrongly fortift'd by Fohn Fitz- 
Gerald, Son and Heir to Mac-Thomas ; the Warders and the reſt being on 
Terms alfo convey'd to Ballykeroge: And fo tacing Clonea ( belonging to 
Tibbot Fitz-Gerrard \ and Coſzrave. Caſtles, and paſſing by Dangarvan, 
ſome of the Rebels iſſued out of Town ; but the Enz/z/h Forces draw- 
ing intoa Body to oppole them, they retired without the leaft Encoun- 
ter, our Forces marching to their own Garriſfons. 

About the 27th. of May, the Lord Juchequin compleats an Army of 
4000 Foot, and 400 Horſe, which Rendevouz'd at Buttevant; out of 
which he ſent zoo Horſe, under the Command of Captain Bridges, (2 
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reſolute a&tive man ) and 1200 Foot, under the Conduct of Lieutenant 
Colonel Srory, (no ways backward ot the Employment ) into the County 
of Kerry; a dangerous Journey, conſidering the length of the way, and 
ſcarcity of Proviſion they had with them, the Enemy having waſted and 
fired 7rally, (' a Placeas well accommodated with good Land for Corn 
and Cattle, as any other Place in Munſter) leſt the Lord /rchequin ſhould 


quarter there. Whereupon the Lord 7zchequin ( conſidering the danger 


of the Journey ) to divert the Enemy, laid a pretended Siege to the 
Town of Kilmallock, ( a Place of great conſequence, and a Key to Lime- 
rick \ whereby, the Rebels eyes being fixed on Xilmalloct's reliet, the Ex- 
vedition was much facilitated ; Brzdges and Story bringing away a great 
Prey of Cattle, ſome Priſoners, and tetch'd oft many Exg/i/h trom the Ca- 
{tle of Ballybezgan without any reſiſtance, fave a looſe Skirmiſh, wherein 
the Enemy loſt tour men, and were routed. 

The Lord ucheguin, the 28th. of May, having ſent Colonel Myx to 
Patrick Parcel of Croe, Governour of Xilmallock, to acquaint him, he 
came forth onely to meet an Enemy in the Field, not to Beſiege the 
Town. He releaſed the Lady Zumes and her Son, Priſoners at Xilmallock, 
for one Burget, a Priſoner at Cork, whether the Lord Tachequin march'd, 
whilſt Sir Charles Yavaſor, after a well regulated Diſpute ( ſtoutly de- 
tended by the Rebels) took in Cloghlezgh, commanded y one Condon, 
wherein was zo Men, 11 Women, and about 7 Children, ſome of which 
the Soldiers ſtript, in readineſs to kill them ; but Major ZZowel drawin 
out his Sword, detended them ; and whilſt he went to Colonel Yavaſor, 
( thenat Ballyhindon, Mr. Roche's Houſe, where he was invited that day 
to Dine ) committed them to Captain Wind, who leaving them to a 
Guard of Horſe, they {tripped them again, and afterwards fell upon them 
with Carbines, Piſtols, and Swords : a cruelty ſo reſented by Sir Charles 


Vavaſor, that he vowed to hang him that commanded the Guard; and 


had certainly done it, had not the next days action prevented it, which 
was the moſt conſiderable loſs the Engliſh ever received from the Re- 
bels, a miſchief they might have avoided had they been leſs confident, and 
given greater credence to their Intelligence. 

The 4th. of Fune, being Sunday, early in the morning, before break of 
day quarter, Mr. #1, with a Squadron of Horſe, was ſent to Scout 
about Cloghline and Caſtlegrace, in the County of Tipperary ; and before 
day-light he was encompaſled by the Enemies Horſe ; fo that he, with 
his Company, with great difficulty eſcap'd, and bringing word to the 
Leaguer at C/oghleigh, the Alarm was up, and preſently our Foot drew 
themſelves into two Diviſions in a Field next the Mountain, where 
the Enemy camedown, when preſently two or three Bodies of the Ene- 
muies Horſe appear'd on the fide of a Hill, ( a mileand a half from us. 
In the mean time Sir Charles Yavaſor ( lying the night betore at Caſtle 
Logons ) was ſent for, and he ( wibhout delay ) came away as faſtas his 
Horſe could carry him : but betore he came, a Party of Musketeers, to 
the number of 200, under the Command of Captain Philip Huttox, and 
a Troop of Horſe commanded by Captain Freek, drew up nearer to 
the Enemy by halt a mile, and there ſtood for the ſpace of two hours ; 
ſome of the Horſe in the interim advanc'd further, ſounding their Trum- 
pets on both ſides. At length, Chriſtopher Brian ( the Lord Inchequin's 
Brother) defir'd to Parle with Quartermaſter Page, and after ſome Com- 
plements and Diſcourſes paſt, they parted; as did afterwards Captain

Richard Fitz-Morris ( the Lord of Xirries Brother ) with the faid Chrj- 


ſtopber Bryan. Preſently after notice was given, that the Enemy was ad- 


vancing ; but we could diſcover no Foot all this while, ( their manage- 
ment ot this buſineſs being very cloſe. ) Whereupon Sir Charles Vavaſor 
demurr'd upon it, and took order tor what was needful, and called back 
the ſaid Hutton and the Horſe from the Mountain. In the interim, Cap- 
tain George Butler ( a Native of this Kingdom, a man of undanted ſpirit , 
and well experienc'd in Martial Diſcipline ) came to Sir Charles trom the 
Lord /rchequin with a Letter, importing, That the ſaid Butler's Compa- 
ny and Sir John Brown's were marching trom Moya//oe towards him, and 
now within a mile and half to him, were at his diſpoſal. Upon that, 
Sir Charles and the reſt of the Officers conſulted what was beſt to be 
done, and concluded, ſuch a Body of Horſe could not be without a con- 
ſiderable Body of Foot, and theretore fully refoly'd to make good a Re- 
treat, giving order, that all the Carriages with the Artillery ( that were 
now at a ſtop on the Manning Water ) ſhould haſt away, till they reco- 
vered the Black Water at the Ford of Farmoy, to help to make good that 
Paſs, in caſehe ſhould be hard put to it. After this, Sir Charles ſtaid a 
while, fo long as he might well conceive the faid two Companies, Car- 
riage and Ordnance to beat the Ford, and then preſently marched on to 
Caitle Lyons, the Front led by Lieutenant Xing, the Body by Major 
Fowel, and the Rear by Sir Charles himſelt, a Forlorn-hope of about 
160 Musketeers in the Rear was commanded by Captain Pzerce Lacy, 
Captain ZZutton, and Lieutenant Stardbury, and all our Horſe in the 
Rear likewiſe; who no ſooner came over the Manning Water, and re- 
covered the top of the Hill, but the Enemies Horſe were at our heels: 
From this Hill to the Ford there is a dangerous Paſſage of a Narrow 
Lane, which the Enemy knew full well, and fo did our Mentoo: And 
the Enemy perceiving that moſt of our Men were marching within this 
Lane, ( excepting the Forlorn-hope and the Horſe ) charged us in the 
Rear, coming on as the Mooriſh and Getulian Horſe, mention'd by Salaſt 
in Fugarth's War, not in Order and Warlike manner, but by Troops 
and ſcattering Companies at adventure, that the Fight rather reſembled 
an Incurſion than a Battel; and ſo hemm'd in and preſt on our Horſe, 
( being but 120 ) that they were able to move no way, but fall into that 
Lane amongſt the Foot, which they did, thereby routing our whole 
Foot. The Ordnance by this time was not carried over the Black Water, 
nor the two Companies as'yet come to make good the Paſlage, fo that 
all our Colours ( fave one brought off by Dermot O Grady, Enſign to 
Captain Rowland St. Leger, who gallantly fav'd It and himſelf ) were 
taken, our two Pieces of Ordnance fſurpriz'd, and Sir Charles himſelf 
( together with Captain Wind, Lieutenant Xing, Enſign Chaplain, Ca 
tain Fitz-morris, and divers others ) taken Priſoner ; beſides thoſe that 
were kill'd in the Place, (viz.) Captain Pzerce Lacy, Captain George But- 
ler, Lieutenant Walter St, Leger, ( three Natives of this Kingdom ) Lieu- 
tenant Stradbury, Lieutenant Rofengton, Lieutenant ent, Enſign Sim- 
mons, with divers other Lieutenants and Enſigns, beſides common Sol- 
diers, to the number of 3oo, ſome affirm 600. 

Upon which ſucceſs, they boldly attempted Cappaquiz, which more 
pOnny withſtood them, inas much as after all their attempts, the Af- 
ailants were ſhametully beaten offtowards the end of June, and torc'd 
to retreat, having loſt upon the firſt Aſſault 62 men; afterwards, at- 

tempting 
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tempting it again, they were repuls'd, and fearing the Lord /rchequin's 1643. 
approach, marched away, having loſt in that enterprize Lieutenant Colo- > 


nel Butler, ( Brother to the Lord of Armaly, ) Captain Saint Fohn of 


Saint Fohnstown, Captain Pierce Butler of Ballypaddin in the County 
of Tipperary , Captain Grady deſperately hurt, one Enſign Killed, as 
were four Serjeants, and two hurt, beſides ſeveral Priſoners taken : one 
of their Horſemen compleatly arm'd ran to us, who ( amongſt other 
paſſages \) diſcovered the particular loſſes of the Enemy , their chief 
Gunner was likewiſe ſlain in this ſervice: Upon the retreat and march- 
ing away,a Party of our Horſe commanded by Sir 7oh» Brown tallied out 
of the Town atter them, and killed ſome of their Men and Pillagers 
inthe Rear of their Army, who found 25 gravesatter them in the Camp, 
wherein they buried their dead by 4 andy in a grave, as by veiw ap- 
ard. 

Yet though the Enemy had no ſucceſs in taking in Cappaguin, we by 
Colonel Myr * took in the Caſtles of 7imolege, Roſcarby, and Rathbarry 
in the Weſt, and Liſmore nobly defended it felt under Captain Barderoe, 
whilſt the Lord 7ncheguin appearing with 2500 Horſe and Foot, rais'd 
the Siege, whoſe Army upon news of the Ceſſation, drew oft, then 
ready to give Battle. | 

In Connaght, aftcr the Battle of Raconnel, till Midſummer, there was 
not any conſiderable ſervice doneby our Souldiers ; and the Enemy either 
kept cloſe in Garriſons, or was drawnoft to the Siege of GaMoway's Fort ; 
And now the Enemies finding that without the Command ot ſome ex- 
periene'd General, and the uniting of their Forces, they were able to 
do little, yea, not to defend themſelves ; they got for Commander 7oh# 
Bourk ( or as they more commonly called him, Shane 0-7 /evij | deicenced 
from the Bourks of Caſtle Barr, or if you pleaſe of the Mac Willzams : 
His firſt exploit was againſt the Fort of Ga/oway, to the taking and de- 
moliſhing of which, the Townſmen contributed both with Bodies and 
Purſe very largely ; they wanted good battering Guns, and theretore re- 
ſolv'd to take it by Famine, it being but poorly provided by fuchas the 
Parliament appointed to bring timely ſupplies by Sea, knowing thar 
in it they ſhould get battering Guns, to take in the reſt of the Eng/i/h 
Garriſons in that Province. Tothis end, they made a Chain of Malts, 
Casks, and Iron, acroſs that part of the Harbour next to the Fort, and 
planted firong Guards at each end of it ; They prepared ſome tew Ship- 
Guns, and a Morter-Picce, which was well caſt by a Runnagate out ot 
the Lord Forbes Ships, which. afterwards they made uſe-of at the Siege 
of Caſtle Coot ; ſo that with much Induſtry rather then Gallantry, they 
at length got the Fort by Compoſition, its Rehet coming too late into 
the Harbour ;, The event of which ſo much ſtruck the Governour, 
as he did not many months after ſurvive the lols. | 

Upon the taking of the Fort, the 7ri/þ were overjoy'd to be Maſters 
of ſo many brave Guns, and thought that the Reputation of this and 
the help of the Guns, would reduce ſuddainly all Connaghr ; they re- 
ſolv'd firſt to fall on Caſtle Coor, the moſt painant thorn in their fide, 
being confident that upon their ſucceſs there, they might in all proba- 
bility expect to have the reſt, not becaule it had any great ſtrength 1n its 
Walls, but was well mann'd, and vigilantly attended ; though with 4000 
Horſe and Foot, and anſwerable Accommodations of War, they queſtion'c 
not but to Maſter it ſoon, having Preſton's Engineer, Monheur Za Loo 

( an

( an expert Low-Conntrey Souldier ) to manage their Works, who upon 
the knowledge of the ſituation of the Place, queſtion'd not its ſurrender, 
Galloway having ( for Fireworks, and fitting expedients for that ſervice ) 
furniſhed him with zoo /. However, though they had made as regular 
and handſom a Fortification about the Caſtle, as ever was attempted in 
Ireland, yet the Garriſon fo nobly attack'd each Redoubt, that thence 
enſued many brave Attempts, much certainly to the prejudice of the 
Beſieged ; the Garriſon maintaining their own againſt all the Attempts 
the Beſiegers ever adventur'd, which in truth were many, not without 
Skill as well as Courage maintain'd ; 1in as much as the Governour Cap- 
tain Richard Coot, ſince Lord Baron of Colooxy, having ſent forth a 
private Meſſenger to Major Ormsby, ( who before with the help of the 
Engliſh Garriſons, had ww ſucceſsfully beaten Owen Roe-O-Neal out of 
the Province with great loſs, coming to ſet upon Boyle, Famestown, Car- 
rickdrumzooſh, and Elphin, ) at Tulſol, to inform him of his wants, very 
carefully conſulted with Boyle and Roſcommon, who joyntly agreed 
( upon a private Sign ) to relieve them of Caſtle Coo? ; which the Ene- 
my having notice of by one, whom the Garrifon had tamiliarly enter- 
tain'd, the Treachery ( on the Enemies ſide) was carried on, as the 

ſet forth two Parties, as if oe had made to the Caſtles Reliet, whilſt 
the other oppos'd it ; to the countenance of which , the Gover- 
nour being ( from the Walls ) encouraged by the Souldiers ( though 
againſt his own ſuſpicions ) adventured forth with 60 Musketiers, but 
ſoon found the deceit of the buſineſs ; The Enemy all this while having 
Skirmiſh with themſelves as two Parties, who now joyntly tall upon 
the Governour with thoſe he drew out, who ſo gallantly oppos'd them, 
though ( in compute ) not leſs then 700 Men, as they retired to their 
Camp, and he ſecured his Retreat ( with much Honour ) to his Caſtle ; 
The Enemy in the Interim, making a bold aſſault on the other part of 
the Caſtle, which he came time enough to relieve, beating off the Ene- 
my with a conſiderable loſs, and having ſlain many of their men, caus'd 
them decently to be laid out ( not beheaded as the 7ri/h barbarouſly are 
accuſtomed to do ) for which their General ſent him a Preſent of To- 
bacco, ( then very acceptable ; ) However, afterwards he beat them to in- 
acceſſible Places, in Bogs and Woods ( their uſual Refuge ) and re- 
cover'd at that time ſtore of Tobacco, Cloaths, and x1 weeks Pay, newly 
come, to fatisfie their Souldiers ; Yet they hearing of the Ceſſation, but 


not yet having an Expreſs from the Marquiſs of Ormond, more violently 


( then ever ) ſhot at the Caſtle; and having now a Meſtenger of the 
Ceſſation, they ſo far ſuſpeted him as a ſpy, as they impriſon'd him, 
ncerowing bit to gain the Caſtle ; bur finding their attempts 'vain,For- 
ces from Boyle, Roſcommon, cc. faithfully having relieved the Caſtle, 
all joyntly gallantly ſet on the Rebels, which their General perceiving, 
grew ſo much enraged againſt his Souldiers, as to profeſs he had rather be 
Captain of the 200 in the Garriſon, then General of the 3000 he had ; 
ſo as at length the Governour as wellas Bourk, having an Expreſs from 
the Marquiſs of Ormond, both acquieſs'd therein. | 

Thus his Majeſties Forces ( where they were unanimous ) vigorouſly 
proceeded ; nay ſhould I adventure to recount -all their actions, time 
would fail, we are obliged to be brief, though in omitting any, 1nju- 
ries may be done excellent Perſons, whoſe-pardons.I beg, whiltt they 
had no better ſupplies thenother Places. 


However, 
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However, the neceſſities of the Army were daily aggravated, yet they 
( in ſome mens opinion ) not ſeeming ſufficient to bring on a Ceſſation, 
ſuch as were principal oppoſers of it, were thought requiſite 
to be removd ; And the 23. of April, 1643. Sir Francis Butler 
arriv'd from Eng/and with a Superſedeas for the Lord Parſox's Govern- 
ment, and a Commiſſion to the Lord Borlaſe, and Sir Henry Tichborn; 
to be Lords Juſtices ; who accordingly the firſt of May, were in- 
ſtituted in the Government ; Who ( betwixttheunpaid and RefraQtory 
Souldiers, and the difficulties that aroſe about the Ceſſation, which they 
were to conſent to, but acted littlein ) encountred no ſmall difficulties 
in their Government, whatever cenſure it hath ſince met with : Soon 
after their admiſſion, freſh hopes of a more plentiful Supply exceedingly 
cheer'd the Souldiers ; but that failing, Murmures, Mutinies, and a diſ- 
contented Spirit raged every where, highly tomented, that zeceſity might 
be a main plea tor the Ceſſation ; of which his Majeſty being daily in- 
form'd, writes this Letter.

RE truſty and Right well beloved Couſen and Councellor, 

we greet you well,by our Letters of the 23. of the laſt month: 
IWe gave you our Command to Treat and Agree upon a Ceſſation 
of Arms for one year, with thoſe our Subjefs in that our King- 
dom, who have taken up Arms there againſt our Authority ; 
and having ſince ſeen the Propoſitions, which you and the reſt 
of our Commiſſioners ſent us from our ſaid Subjes, We find 
the ſame to be of ſuch great importance, and many things 
therein alledged, ſo neceſſary to be further examined and in- 
quired into, as we have been the rather induced to have ſuch 
a Ceſſation, as we have formerly written unto you, ſo as it 
may be with Honour to us, and without prejudice to our In- 
tereſt and Service ; This Bearer Mr. Willam Brent, is a 
Perſon whom we have purpoſely ſent over, to give us an account 
of your proceedings in a Buſineſs of this Conſequence, to whom 
you may give credit, and by him we ſhall deſire to hear from 
you, when you ſhall have any Matter of moment to ſend over 
unto us.

land, he ( being preſented the 5th. of May, 1643. by Sir Robert King, 
William Fephſon, and Arthur ZH Efquires, from the Parliament, with 
a Bill entituled, A» A for the ſpeedy payment of Moneys, ſubſcribed 
towards the reducing of the Rebels in Ireland, which yet remain'd unpaid ) 
was fo far from denying to paſs the ſaid At, ( though driven from his 
Parliament, with far the Major part of both Houſes ) that he inclin'd 
to paſs the A, if he might be aſſured to have it imployed tono other 
purpoſe, then the Reducing of the Rebels, &c. Which Conditionsnot 
being anſwered, no more was attempted by that Bill, a defect not reſt- 
ing in his Majeſty,but thoſe that ſent it ; whereby theſtraights in /reland 
ſtill increaſing, the Lords Juſtices writ to his Majeſty ( as a little be- 
fore they had done to the Parliament ) the enſuing Letter.

| A*® ſoon as we your Majeſties Juſtices entred into the charge of this Go- 
; vernment, we took into our conſideration at this Board, the ſlate of 


Juſtice Lerter your Army here, which we find ſuffering under unſpeakable extremities of 
ro his Majeſty

want of all things, neceſſary to the ſupport of their Perſons,or maintenance of 
the War; here being no Vittuals,Cloaths,or other Proviſions requiſite towards 
their ſuſtenance, no Money to provide them of any thing they want, no 
Arms in your Majeſties Stores, to ſupply their many defettive Arms, not 
. above .4o Barrels of Powder in your Stores, no ſtrength of ſerviceable 
Florſes being now left here, and thoſe few that are, their Arms for the 
moſt part loſt or unſerviſeable, no Ships arri/d here to guard the Coaſts, 
and conſequently no ſecurity rendred to any, that might (_ on their private 
Adventures ) bring in Proviſions of Vittuals, or other neceſſaries, towards 
our ſubſiftence, and finally, no viſible means by Seaor Land of being able 
to preſerve P ua you this your Kingdom, and to render deliverance from 
atter deftruttion, to the Remnant of your good Subjefts yet left here. 

We find that your Majeſties late Fuſtices and this Board, have often 
and fully by very many Letters, advertiſed the Parliament in England, of 
the extremities of Afﬀairs here, and beſought relief with all poſſible im- 
portunity, which alſo have been fully repreſented to your Majeſty, and to 
the Lord Lieutenant, and to Mr. ena Nicholas, to be made known 
to your Majeſty : And although the Winds have of late for many days 
( and often formerly) ſtood wery fair, for acceſſions of ſupply forth of 
England hither, and that we have {till with longing expettations, hope to 
find Proviſions arrive herein ſome degree anſwerable to the neceſſities of your 
Aﬀairs : yet now ( to our unexpreſſible grief ) after full 6 months wait- 
ing, and much longer patience and long-ſuffering, we find all our great 
expettations anſwered in a mean and inconſiderable quantity of Proviftons, 
( viz.) 75 Barrels of Butter, and 14 Tun of Cheeſe, being but the fourth 
part of a ſmall Veſſels Lading, which was ſent from London, and arriv'd 

here on the 5th. of this Month, which is not above 7 or 8 days Proviſion 
for that part of the Army which lies in Dublin, aud the out-Garriſons thereof, 
F no 
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no Money or Vittuals ( other then that inconfiderable proportion of Vittual ) 1043» 
having arriv'd in this Place, as ſent from the Parliament of England, or WV. 
any other forth of England for the uſe of the Army, ſince the beginning. of 
November /aſt. 

We have ( by the bleſſing of God ) been hitherto proſperous and ſuc- 
ceſsful in your Majeſties Afﬀairs here, and ſhould be ſtill hopeful, by the 
mercy of God, 'under the Royal Direttions of your Sacred Majeſty, to vin- 
dicate your Majeſties Honour, and recover your Rights here, and take 
due vengeance on theſe Traitors, for the innocent blood they have ſpilt, if 
we might be (trengthned or ſupported therein by needful ſupplies out of 
England : But theſe ſupplies having hitherto been expetted to come 7 go 
the Parliament of England, ( on which if your Majeſty had not relyed, we 
are aſſured, you would in your high Wiſdom have found out ſome other means 
to preſerve this your Kingdom ) and ſo great and apparent a failer ha- 
ving hapned thercin, and all the former and late long continuing Eaſterly 
winds, bringing us no other Proviſions then thoſe few, Cheeſe and Butter ; 
And no advertiſement being brought us of any future ſupplies to be ſo much 
as in the way hither, whereby there might be any lik-lihood, that conſiderable 
means of ſupport for your Majeſties Army, might arrive here in any reaſon- 
able time, before that we be totally ſwallowed up by the Rebels,and your King- 
dom by them wreſted from you ; we find our ſelves ſo diſappointed of our 
hopes from the Parliament, as muſt needs trench to the utter loſs of the 
Kingdom, if your Majeſty in your high Wiſdom ordain not ſome preſent 
means of preſervation for us. 

And conſidering, that if now by occaſton of that unhappy and unexpected 
failing of ſupport from thence, we ſhall be leſs ſucceſsful in your Services 
here againſt the Rebels, then hitherto ( whilſt we were enabled with ſome 
means to ſerve you ) we have been, the ſhame and diſhonour may, in com- 
mon conſtruition of thoſe who know not the inwards of the Cauſe, be im- 
puted to us, and not to the failing that diſabled us: And conſiderin 
principally and above all things, the high and eminent truſt of your Afﬀairs 
here , depofited with us by your Sacred Majeſty, we may not forbear in 
diſcharge of our Duty, thus freely and plainly to declare our humble appre- 
henfions, to the end your Majeſty thus truly underſtanding the terribleneſs of 
our Condition, may find out ſome ſuch means of ſupport, to # pb ati to your 
Majeſty and your Royal Poſterity, this your ancient and rightful Crown 
and Kingdom, and derive deliverance and ſafety to the Remnant of your 
good Subjefts yet left here, as in your excellent Fudgment you ſhall find 
to be moſt to your Honour and Advantage. 

And ſo praying to the King of Kings to guide and dire you for the beſt, 
in this high and important Cauſe, and in all other your Conncels and Aiti- 
ons, we humbly remain,

other 'Treaſonable Matters ; requeſting that his Perſon and Goods might 
be ſecur'd, though ( in concluſion ) nothing was ever filed againſt 
him; an Evidence to moſt, that there was more of a Deſign, then 
Crime, in the Accuſation. R: 2 And 
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concerning the 
Ceſlation. 
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And having ( as before )) preſented you with the Lords Juſtices Letter 
to his Majeſty, we ſhould now give you the Declaration of the Lords 
and Commons aſſembled in Parliament the 16th. of June, 1643. concern- 
ing the preſent lamentable eſtate and miſerable condition of Ireland ; In 
anſwer to what, the Lords Juſtices and Council had faithfully acquainted 
thera withall, that it may appear how ſenſible they were of the infor- 
mation they had receiv'd of. the ſtraights and exigencies of the Proteſtant 
Forces in /reland ; which certainly is very Emphatical, refenting ( with 
a juſt aggravation ) the miſerable condition of that Kingdom ; but be- 
ing legible in Z«shands Collections, * we ſhall reter you thither, not 
buſing our ſelves how far it prevail'd. Certainly the Exigencies of the 
Souldiers, and State of 7rel/and were then very conſiderable, in as much 
as his Majeſty not being able ( by any other expedient ) to remedy ( as 
he was perſwaded) their complaints, then by a Ceſlation, he ( to 
that end ) ſends this Letter to the Lords Juſtices.

RE# truſty and well beloved Counſellors, and right 
truſty and intirely well beloved Couſen and Counſellor, 
we greet. you well: The preſent Diſtrations here have rendred 
us as unable, as by experience we find the remaining part of 
the two Houſes, are unwilling to ſupply or relieve our Army in 
Ircland ; and if the Money we conſented ſhould be rais'd in 
this our Kingdom for the Relief of Ireland, had not been di- 
verted by them, and Rebelliouſly imployed againſt us here in 
England, we ſhould not have been conſtrain d to have hearkned 
to a Ceſſation of Arms now on that ſide;. But ſince we ſee 
10 other hope, during the unhappy diſtempers here, to ſettle the 
Peace of that our Kingdom, but by a Ceſſation of Arms between 
us and the Iriſh, now in Arms there, and doubt very much, how 
our Forces now in that our Kingdom will be there maintain d, 
if we ſhall admit of a Ceſſation : We have thought it expedient 
by theſe our Letters, to recommend it to your care and induſtry to 
conſider ſeriouſly how our Forces on that ſide, may be enabled 
to ſubſift during a Ceſſation : and if there may be means 
found for that, we do then hereby Authoriſe, and require you, 
to agree to a Ceſſation of Arms there for a year, and in our 
Names to aſſure the ſaid Iriſh, that we are graciouſly inclin'd to 
diſſolve the preſent Parliament, and call a new one between 
this and the 1oth. of November next, and to take a courſe, 
to put all thoſe that ſhall be choſen Members of the ſaid Par- 
liament, into ſuch a condition, as they ſhall not be prejudiced 
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of their Liberty of Aſſiſting, Sitting, and Voting in the ſaid 
Parliament ; for better effefting whereof, we do hereby further 
authoriſe and require you, to give Licenſe to ſuch Commiſſion- 
ers, asthe ſaid Iriſh ſhall appoint to come over hither to us, to 
treat of that Buſineſs, and ſuch other Particulars ( to be pro- 
poſed by way of Petition ) as ſhall neceſſarily conduce, not one- 
ly to the ſatisfying of the ſaid Ceſſation, but to a preparation 
of what ſhall be requiſite, for the f ning, of a juſt, honourable, 
and perfeft Peace in that our Kingdom : And we further require,

Rights, and the maintenance of the Rights and Liberties of their Countrey, 
labour d to be deſtroyed by the Malignant Party. And whereas his Majeſty 
in his high Wiſdom, and Princely Care of his ſaid Subjeits Welfare and Safe- 
ty, and at their humble Suit, That his Majeſty might be gracioully pleas'd to 
hear their Grievances, and wvouchſafe Redreſs therein, did dirett, there 
ſhould be a Ceſſation of Arms, and thereupon did Authorize the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lord MarqueſS of Ormond, 7o treat and conclude the ſaid Ceſ- 
ſation, with the ſaid Confederate Catholicks. Know ye, that the ſaid Coun- 
cal, by the expreſs Order and Authority of the ſaid Catholicks, by them con- 
ceiv'd, and granted in their General Aſſembly at Kilkenny, on the 20th.

Upan which both ſides proceeded, the Marqueſs not admitting 2he 
Title or Name, attributed by the 7ri/þh Commiſſioners unto them, 1n be- 
half of thoſe for whom they treated ; as likewiſe not admitting the Cauſe 
for which they took up Arms, as in the Proteſtation is expreſſed : Where- 
as the /riſh Commiſſioners, on the other ſide, ſtill propos'd all in the be-

Kingdom. And for what _ ſaid, They would endeavour to have rightly 
preſented to his Majeſty, he doubted not but to acquit himſelf as became him, 
as in other Commands, ſo in this Particular ; for; that they ſhould find,when 
the other Occaſions of his Majeſty were over, the deferring of the Treaty at 
4.05 was not ſuch a laying aſide of the Matter, as their Letters in- 
ferr'd. 

Thus at preſent, ( more than by Letters, and the private Actings of 
ſome Men ) there was nothing further attempted in the Treaty, till the 
26th. of Auguſt following : In the interim, we muſt take notice of the 
Inſolence of theſe Men, then expecting his Majeſty's Favour.

be peaccably poſlefs'd. During which Treaty, many diintculties aroſe ; 
one whetner in this or the former Treaty, I am not certain ) was much 
inſiſted on, { viz. ) How the feveral Indictments and Outlawries againſt 
the /ri/þ might be repcaled? After ſome diſpute, at length P/anker \ one 
of the 7ri/b Agents ) told them, He had found a Remedy ; the Judges 
before whom they were Indicted might be fummon'd to the S7ar-Chamber, 
and there beFined, And there replied one ( who is ſeldom found to ſign 
any Act of State till the Ceflation was concluded ) all that are concern'd 
may be contiident to find reparation. "This the Lord Chiet Juſtice Shurley 
thought reſlected upon him, who thereupon expreſs'd much courage and 
integrity. And the Diſpute fell: And the 157h. of September, 1643. the

jzeſties Reign: And to exprels the neceflity thereot, many Perſons of 
Quality fign'd, the faid 15th. of Septemb.

Whilſt the Ceſlation was in agitation at Szggin/town, the Conſequences 
of difſolving the Parliament were not the leaſt in conſideration at the 
Council-board, nor was there any thing more defired by the Rebels, 
who thereby hoped to be re-ſeated in a new Parliament, which they 
queſtion'd not to manage to their own ends and advantage. Wheretore 
that the State might {till ſteer by the ſame Compals they had hitherto 
done, they committed the Caſe to the Judges ; who unanimouſly agreed

Secondly, Thoſe that are not Indifted, or thoſe that are already Indifted, 
and in Priſon, or upon Bonds, cannot be proceeded againſt Legally at the 
Common Law for want of Furors ; becauſe, as aforeſaid, moſt of the Free- 
holders are in Rebellion, 

Therefore of neceſſity, thoſe Perſons muſt either not be Attainted at all, 
or onely by At of Parliament, which is ſcarce poſſible to be effetted, if this 
preſent Parliament be Diſſolved, or Diſcontinued ; for that upon a new Par- 
liament to be Summon'd, the Knights and Burgeſſes muſt be Eletted by the 
Free-holders and Inhabitants reſpetively, moſt whereof are in Rebellion.

The Ceſſation as yet not being known to his Majeſty, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices and Council received a Letter from him at the Camp at Marſor 
near Glouceſter, of the 4th. of Septemb. paſſionately reſenting the ſuffer- 
ings and complaints of the Officers, who / upon all occaſions) had a ten- 
der affection in his breaſt. And to the end they might not be fruſtrated 
of their Arrears, he commands their Debentors ſhould be reſpe&ively 
ſign'd, that they might take aneffe&tual courſe to be paid the ſame by the 
Two Houſes of Parliament that engaged them. 

And leſt there ſhould be any detect in acknowledging of their Merits,

Ight Truſty and Well-beloved Counſellors, and right Tru- 
ſty and intirely Beloved Couſin and Counſellor, We 
greet you well, Whereas not onely the great negleG of the Af- 
fairs of that Our Kingdom, by the remaining part of our Houſes 
of Parliament who pretended ſo great care of it but their impious 
preventing all Supplies deſtin d to their Relief by Our Autho- 
rity, ( which did ever moſt readily concur to any Levy of Men,

2. That you do conſider and adviſe of the beſt means of 
Tranſporting the reſt of Our Army in that Our Province of 
Leimſter, (excepting ſuch as are to be kept in Garriſon in Our 
Kingdom of Ircland) and to that end We do hereby give you, or 
any one of you, full Power and Authority, to hire all Ships, 
Bargues, or Veſſels whatſoever, and to treat with any Perſons 
whatſoever for the Loan, Hire, or Sale of any Ships, Barques, 
or Veſſels, upon ſuch Conditions as you, or any one of you, ſhall 
agree upon with them. 

3. That in ſuch time and manner as to you ſhall ſeem meet, 
you communicate to the Officers and Soldiers of that Our Army 
this Our intention, to make uſe of their known Courage and 
Fidelity in the defence of Our Perſon and Crown, againſt the 
unnatural Rebellion rais'd againſt us in this Our Kingdom, and 
againſt the like labour d by the Rebels here, to be rais d againſt 
Us out of Our Kingdom of Scotland. 

4. That you ſignifie unto them, that We are the more mov'd 
and neceſſitated unto this courſe, for as much as it is reſolyd 
by ſome ill affefed Perſons in that Our Kingdom of Scotland, 
tocall over the Army of Our Britiſh Subjefs out of Our King- 
dom of Ireland, to the end to make uſe of them-for the Invaſion 
of Us, and of Our Good Subjeils of England. And for as much 
as this Rebellion againſt Us, under colour of the humility of Our 
two Houſes of Parliament, hath exhauſted the Means appoint-

To what Party the Ceſlation was happy, will te hard to determine ; 
that thereby the Rebels had an opportunity ( which they improv'd \ to 
provide themſelves of Arms and Ammunition, may caſily be conceiv'd ; 
in as much as the Parliament of Exg/and concluded, the Ceſlation in Tre- 
land was of advantage to none,but to the bloody Rebels of that Kingdom : 
Agreeable to what Camd.*well obſervs,for as much as in that(ſpace where- 
in a Ceſlation is allowed to the Rebels)the Rebels enjoy tree liberty to di- 
geſt all their ſecret Plots and Machinations, to ſtrengthen their Sides by 
newContederacies abroad,and to encreaſe them at home with new Forces; 
Whilſt all this while the Eng/iſþ lay at a coſtly idleneſs, feeding on the fruits 
of their Friends, and faithtul Well-willers ; when by reaſon of the Ceſla- 
tion they might not prey upon the Enemy. Certain it is the Parliament 
unprov'd the Ceſlation to a very ſpecious Jens, inas much as 0 
eſtate (fay they) of theRebels was to be diſpoſed of ( conſequently no Ceſſation

70 0UY Eraves w ith that comfort, that we have not made Peace with the Exec 
mies of Chriſt, yea, even Enemies of Manined, declared and unreconciled 
Faxemies to our Religion and Nation, And inaced, to give the Parliqment 
their due * when they had reduc'd the \Rirs of Ergland to their own 
Module, the Rebels of Ireland were frequently chaſtifed, and fo affe- 
Gionately purſued, that neither Men, Money, or Courage was wantin 
to that ſervice. Of tne firſt part of which Paragraph, his Majetty ſeems 
moll-tenſible, expreſſing in hts Antwer betorc-mention'd ) That he would 
be elad, that either a Peace in Englani, or any other Expedient, might fur- 
iſh him with Means and Power to do Feſtice upon them; if this cannot be, 
we muſt not deſperately expoſe our good Subjets there to Butchery, without 
means or poſſibility of Protection : G od will, in his due time, avenge his own 
quarrel, In the mean time, his Goſpel gives us leave, in caſe of War, to ſit 
down and caſt up the coſt, and e/timate our power to go through with it ; and 
in ſuch caſe, where Prudence adviſeth, it is lawful to propoſe Conditions of 
Peace, though the War otherwife might juſtly &e purſued. This wrought 
much on many. But the Parliament | who perſiſted reſolutely to have his 
Majeſty diſclaim the Ceſtation ) would not allow any neceſlity tor it, 
alledging, that though ſome of great eſtimation with the Parliament 
(whom his Majeſties Commiſſioners produc'd as principally intereſled in 
the managing of Afﬀairs in 7re/and, and the War there ) had preſt tor Sup- 
plies, as in all likehhood to periſh ſpeedily without them ; yet they 
were afſur'd ( even by ſome who were at the Council at that time when 
thoſe Letters were written ) that the ſame was done onely to preſs tor 
Supplies out of England, without the leaſt intention in them of inducing 
a Ceſlation ; which is granted. Bur as the neceſſities were there laid open, 
ſo they were conſidered by his Majeſty, and no other Expedient remain- 
ing tor the Proteſtants 1atety, ſave a Ceſſation, thereupon it was con- 
cluded* ; though to this day ſome will have it, that his Majeſties expecta- 
tion to be ſupplied thence, and the preſervation of the 7ri/h, almoſt ſwal- 
lowed up by his Forces, were the principal Motives to that Ceflation.

Right Honourable, 


Our Lordſhips of the 21. 7 received at Ardmagh the 29, together 

with the Printed Ceſſation, which was very diſpleaſng unto this Ar- 
my, who being ſent Auxiliary for ſupply of the Britiſh Forces in diſtreſs, 
were promis d by his Majeſty, and the Parliament of England, Pay and En- 
tertainment from three months to three months; nevertheleſs, in eighteen 
months time, they have endured ( both Officers and Soldiers ) unparallePd4 
miferies : = a great part of the Service being done, they are re- 
warded with the concluſion of a Ceſſation, without aſſurance of entertainment 
for the time, or any certainty of the payment of their Arrears, and they muſt 
conform to the Treaty. This kind of uſage and contempt would conſtrain good 
Servants, though his Majeſties Loyal Subjects, to think upon ſome courſe 
which may be ſatisfattory to them, being driven almoſt to deſpair, and 
threaten'd to be perſecuted by the Roman Catholick Subjects, as they are 
now called. Nevertheleſs, of the foreſaid Contempt ( for obedience to his 
Majeſties Command \ I have mov'd the Army for the time to ceaſe any hoſtile 
Adt againſt our Enemies, till ſuch time as your Lordſhips will be pleaſed to 
conſider better of our preſent condition, and grant us time to acquaint the 
General, who has onely Commiſſion over the Army, to adviſe us how to be- 
have our ſelves in this Exigency ; fince I ( as Governour of Carigtergus )

E whom his Majeſties Catholick Subjedts of this Kingdom, did in- ha ——_ 
truſt in the management of their Affairs, have by their publick gm fu 
Att, ratified and confirmed the Articles of Ceſſation, concluded upon by our kemy, to the 
Commiſſioners, willingly and cheerfully, hoping in the quiet of that time cpa cir 
aſſiex'd for it,by the benefit of the acceſs which his Majeſty is graciouſly pleas d $ears vreach of 
to afford us, to free our ſelves from thoſe odious Calumnies, wherewith we the Ceſlation, 
have been branded, and to render our ſelves worthy of Favour, by ſome 
acceptable ſervice, ſuiting the expreſſion we have often made, and the real 
affections and zeal we have to ſerve his Majeſty ; and in as much as we are 
given to underſtand, that the Scots ( who not long ſince in great nambers 
came over into this Kingdom, and by the ſlaughter of many Innocents without 
diſtinition of Age or Sex \ have poſſeſſed themſelves of very large Terri- 
tories in the North, and ſince the notice given them of the Ceſſation, have 
not onely continued their former cruelties upon the Perſons of weak and 
unarmed Multitudes, but have added thereunto the burning of the Corn, 
belonging to the Natives within that Province of Ulſter. Notwith/t :nding 
which outrages, we hear that they have ( although but faintly ) and with

And now many of thoſe Officers who had ſerved his Majeſty moſt 
ſignally in 7reland, were treated with, to recruit his Forces in and abour 
Cheſter ; to which end all the encouragement ( that his Majeſty had gi- 
ven in his Letters of the 4th. and 7h. of September ) were faithtully im- 
parted to them, and what could poſſibly be rais'd tor their Tranſportation, 
was efte&tually done : Whereupon ſeveral Regiments, as Sir Mich. Ear- 
nely's, Sir Rich. Fleetwoods, Colonel Grbſon, Colonel Monk, Colonel 
Warren, and others haſted over, but with ſuch ReluCtancy of the Com- 
mon Souldiers, as the ſharpeſt Proclamations ( of which there were ſe- 
veral ) hardly reſtrain'd them from flying their Colours, both betore and 
after their arrival in Egland : To prevent which, and that the Souldiers 
might be ſecur'd in their Loyalty to his Majeſty, the Lieutenant General 
compos'd this Oath. 


[| Reſting fully aſſured of his Majeſties moſt Princely Truth and Goodneſs, 
to freely and from my heart promiſe, vow, and proteſt, in the preſence 
of Almighty God, that I will to the utmoſt of my Power, and with the 
hazard of my Life, maintain and defend the true Proteſtant Religion, eſta- 
bliſhd in the Church of England, his Majeſties ſacred Perſon, his Heirs, 
and lawful Succeſſors, and his Majeſties juſt Powers and Prerogatives , 
againſt the Forces now under the Condutt of the Earl of Eſſex, and againſt 
all other Forces whatſoever, that areor ſhall be rais'd, contrary to his Ma- 
jeſties Commands and Authority. 

And I will do my beſt endeavour to procure and re-eſtabliſh the Peace 
and Quietneſs of the Kingdom of England. 

And I will neither direfly or indireftly divulge or communicate any 
thing to the ſaid Earl of Eſlex, his Officers, or any other, to hinder or 
prejudice the Defizns of his Majeſty, in the Condutt or Imployment of his 
Army. 

Which that it may be taken by every Souldier, follows the Precept. 


By the Licutenant General of his Majeſties Army. 


Hereas his Majeſty hath been plead to command the preſent 
tranſportation of a part of his Army here into England, 7 do 
think fit, and hereby Order, that every Officer and Souldier, to be tranſ- 
ported hence, do take the Oath, above-written, before they depart this 
Harbour. 
Given at his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin, 13. of Octob. 1643.

Andin reſpect, that upon their going, many Souldiers liſted themſelves 
under other Officers, the Lord Lieutenant ( beſides other Courſes ) pub- 
liſht, the x 3. of November, an Edit, that no Souldiers, under penalty of 
death, ſhould depart from their former Commanders and Officers; and 
that no Commanders and Officers, on pain of diſpleaſure, ſhould dare to 
entertain any Souldiers ſo offending : And the 4h. of Feb. 1643. the 
Lord General publiſht a Proclamation, That if any Souldier ſhould ſtay 
behind,that was commanded to go over,or ſhould, after he was tranſported 
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over into England, run away from his Colours, he being atterwards 
apprehended, thould preſently ſuffer death without mercy. 

Upon which ( as you ſee) many came over into England, and at 
Hawerden Caſtle, Beeſtox Caſtle, Bartomley Church, Dedington Houſe, 
Atton Church, and Durtwich, improved their time ; but the main body, 
the 25. of January, 1643. was utterly defeated by Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
raiſing the Siege of Namptwich, 1500 common Souldiers beſides Offi- 
cers being there taken Priſoners, beſides thoſe that were ſlain ; fo that 
what advantage accrewed to the Regal Army by their coming over, ma- 
ny believ'd was not very conſiderable, unleſs thoſe, who came out of 
Munſter, were more ſucceſsful, The general ( if not all thoſe who came 
to his Majeſties aſſiſtance out of 7re/and ) were his own Forces, which 
he * had fent againſt the Rebels, from whom I cannot yet learn ( atter all 
their profeſſions of having no one hollow thought, or ſubtile practice to 
ſerve two Maſters, or ſtanding Neuters, whillt their King was Party * ) 
that any formed Regiment, or conſiderable, Party reach'd Eng/and, no / 
it will hereafter appear,how ſhamefully they deſerted his Majeſties Afeairs, 
even in /reland it ſelf, when their Intereſt might have united them in 
Loyalty and Obedience. 

Some months after the arrival of theſe and other Forces out of 7re- 
land, the Parliament of England made an Ordinance?, againſt thegiving 
of any Quarter to any 7riſþ man, or to any Papiſt born in 7re/and, taken in 
Hoſtility againſt the Parliament, by Sea or Land, which his Majeſty 
thought very ſevere, they being called to the ſervice of their Natural 
Prince. 

The coming over of the Engliſh made ſeveral ( that were flot fo for- 
ward ) ſuſpected in their Loyalty ; though ( in truth ) never any 
Prince had an Army more intirely afteCting his Perſon, then the generality 
of his Militia of Tre/and ; who being ſent thither, or rais'd there, were 
not yet wean'd from the Juſtice of that Cauſe, hardly matchable in any 
example, the War being ( ſaid, long ſince, a great Inſtrument of State ) 
not an ambitious War ot Foraigns, but a recovery of Subjects ( and that 
after Lenity of Conditions otten tried ) not onely to obedience, but to 
Humanity and Policy, from more then 7r4;an Barbariſm : whereas the 
Aﬀairs of England imbrued Relations in one anothers blood, and the 
Concerns of Jre/and were as much his Majeſties as the other ; and the 
Cauſe undoubtedly Gods. | 

The Lords Juſtices and Council ( this while ) had a great task, and 
not ſo much as ſtraw to the Work, the Contederates paying in the 
Money, ( viz. 30800 /. they promiſed the 16th. of September, towards 
the maintenance of his Majeſties Army, this Ceſſation) very uncertain, 
as their Cows and Cattle of the worſt, taking within three days after 
the Ceſſation, near 369 head of choice Erg/i/b Cattle from the ſuburbs 
of Dublin, a&ting beſides many other violencies on divers Caſtles, Forts, 
and Houſes ; ſo as this agreement with the Rebels ſeemed rather a Pro- 
teftion, then a Ceſſation, of Acts of Hoſtility : That in this extremity 
the Lords Juſtices Providence and Care ( how great ſoever ) could re- 
medy little , being their buſineſs now was to proceed in another courſe 
then formerly they had : theEleCtion of which grew hourly the heavier 
upon them, by reaſon of the diſcontents which conſtantly aroſe trom the 
Inhabitants, and the Proteſtants ( now, more then ever, ſenſible of their 
Condition, the 7riſþ Agents making all the ſpeed they could to repair

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( with their Propoſitions \) to his Majeſty then at Oxford, according to 
an Article in the Ceſlation, and his Majelties Proclamation thereupon, 
by which they were allowed to ſend Agents to his Majeſty ; of which, 
the Proteſtants in and about D«4/;z being very apprehenſive, leſt his Ma- 
jelly ſhould be pre-poſleiled -of the Rebels ſence, they thought it moſt 
convenient to diſpatch Agents preſently to his Majeſty ; and to that end 
about the 67h. of October, 1643. they meeting at the Earl of Ki/dare's 
houſe, fram'd a Petition to the Lords Juſtices ana Council, humbl 
beſceching their Lord{hips tor their Licenſe unto ſuch, as they thould 
appoint to attend his Majeſty in their behalt, whereunto the Lords Juſti- 
ces and Council, the 12. of the ſame month, expreſſed their torwardnels, 
declaring how his Majeſty, had been graciouſly pleas'd to put them in 
mind, rhat thence they ſhould ſend ſome of his Majeſties Miniſters to 
aſliſt in the Treaty, when the 7ri/þ ſhould repair to him ; and when they 
had acquainted his Majeſty with the Petitioners requeſt, they ſhould be 
ccrtificd of his Pleaſure with convenient {peed : But the Petitioners ( not 
conceiving this a fatisfaRory anſwer ) again Petitioned the Lords Juſti- 
ces and Council, the 14. of the ſame month, ſending them therewithall 
a Copy of their Petition they had agreed on to his Majeſty ; where- 
unto the Lord Juſtices and Council, the 19h. of October, returned an An- 
ſwer; 7hat ſuch was their care of the Petitioners, that the ſame day they 
had given them an Anſwer to their tormer Petition ; they incloſed in 
their Letters to Secretary Nicholas their firſt Petition to them, requeſt- 
ing his Majeſties gracious Pleaſure thereupon, and further they could 
not now proceed, tliough it they would repair to his Majeſty, they would 
not hinder them, but could not accompany them with their recommen- 
dation, till they knew his Majeſties Pleaſure to have them come over ; 
much artifice there was uſed, to have had ſome proteſted againſt the Peti- 
tion they had tramed to his Majeſty, but none of thoſe who had ſigned 
it ( ſave Major /orris ') was wrought upon; and the 17. of Febr. 1643. 
the Petition was ſo well approved of in the Houſe of Commons in Jre- 
land, as it had their concurrence : And about the beginning of Faxu- 
ary, a Letter of his Majeſties to the Lords Juſtices, and Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral of the Army ( dated the 6th. of November, 1643.) arrived at 
Dublin, Licencing the Proteſtant Agents to repair to Oxford ; of whoſe 
turther Proceedings with the management ot that buſineſs, you ſhall 
have ſpeedily. 

Not long after the Ceſlation, one moy'd at the Council Board by way 
of Petition, That ſuch of the Iriſh ( as would conſtantly pay contribution 
to the Army \ might have freedom to-return to their Caſtles : and the mo- 
tion took with ſome, but was ſtrongly oppos'd by others, conſidering 
how many gallant men ( as Sir Simon Harcourt, and others ) had been 
loft in the regaining of thoſe Caſtles; and that (1t being uncertain on what 
terms there might be Peace, ) 1t might be taken ul by the King, that thoſe 
Caſtles ( the price of ſo much blood ) ſhould be ſurrendred without his 
Privity, upon which the motion was laid aſide ; I will not ſay, all Re- 
fleftions atterwards on them that oppos'd it : Nor indeed was the event 
of this motion ſo ſuppreſt, but that in a ſhort time after, ſome (through 
the Importunity of the 7ri/b Agents ) were reſtored to their Eſtates, who 
had trom the beginning been in Rebellion ; notwithſtanding their Eſtates 
had been given in Cuſtodium, and thoſe who had them ( not accept- 
ing of mean and finiſter protters ) had little elſe to ſubſiſt by, or pay the 
Arrears of their Service. So 
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So as Afﬀairs of different natures hourly encreaſing, ſubject to con- 
{tructions, beyond the management of the Prudenteſt and molt Loyal 
thoughts, it could not but be a great eaſe to be tree'd of that Govern- 
ment, which an I!luſtrious Perſon ( whoſe Interereſt was Principally in- 
volv'd in the preſent Intrigues ) had a Regal Call thereunto ; where- 
upon theſe Lords Juſtices were remov'd, not without conſiderable Re- 
poſe, difficulties daily flowing 1h upon them , remedileſs by any but 
his Excellency James Marquits of Ormond, who the 21. of January, 
1643. was ſolemnly, in Chriſtchurch, Dublin, worn Lord Lieutenant with 
general acceptance: At which time Robert Sibthorp, Bilhop of Limerick, 
choſe tor his Text the 77. Pſalm, and the laſt verſe, 7 hou leadeſt thy 
People live a Flock by the hand of Moſes and Aaron ; upon which he 
paraphras'd exceeding elegantly ; But, ( as Sir James Ware obſerves in 
his Life ) never recciv'd a Farthing ot his Biſhoprick. 

The Marquilſs of Ormond being now ſeated in the Government, one 
of rhe firſt things he Legan to regulate (after hehad ſent the deſigned Ar- 
my into Fzg/and ) was theftanding Army, at that time much ltraightned 
through want of Pay and other Extremities ; he therefore reduced the 
Troops about Dubl:z to Five and twenty apiece, beſides Officers, all 
bur his own, which was continued 40. and Sir 7homas Lucas's and Arme- 
ſtrong's 30. beſides Officers, and to pay theſe ( which made up 50 Horſe 
beſ:des 2000 Foot ) he rais'd money by an * Exciſe, Taxes on the Town, 

and 3d. an Acre inhabited within the Exgliſs Pale, befides enquiry 
what was owing (by Debts )unto the Lendoners ; foasthence with what 

Tabacco they had, a conſicerable ſum was weekly rais'd, and accordingly 
disburſed for the Relief of the Souldicrs, and other neceſlaries, which he 
having retrench't ( according to the Exigence ) he kept to due Muſters 
and obſervance : And by reaton of divers Robberics and Murthers daily 
committed by the Souldiers, on ſuch as brought Proviſion tor the Relief 
of the City, the Lord-General the 16zh. of March, 1643. ſirict- 
ly prohibited all ſuch outrages, under the utmoſt Peril of the Martial 
Laws. And the Parliament there meeting at Da4/in the 17th. of April, 
the Speakers of both Houſes, the 152h. ot the fame, 1644. by a Letter, 
prohibited the Commanders, &Ofhtcers of his Majeſties Armies,and others, 
in the Kingdom of 7reland, to take the Solemn League and Covenant, 
according to a Proclamation by the Lords Juſtices and Council, the 
18th, of December, 1643. ſet out with great Wiſdom and Reaſon, high- 
ly commending their deep Judgment therein ; which his Excellency 
then alſo commanded to be re-Printed, at the requeſt of the Commons 
Houſe of Parliament, 1644*. In purſuance ot which, an Oath afterwards 
was hammer'd ; but ſome of the Judges diſ-agreeing, it was never form'd. 
Great were his Excellency's Affairs indeed,the contrary Parties(he was ne- 
ceſlarily obliged to deal with | would in any ( but one'ſo reſolute and intire ) 
have betrayed to Effeminacy and Diſorder. The 7ri/5 on one hand, con- 
fident in their Addreſs to his Majeſty, and the Proteſtants oppreſs'd with 
their ſufferings and ſtraights, both he quitted to his Majeſties Juſtice, atter 
that he had had his Majeſties Licence for their Repair to him. The Con- 
tederate Catholicks thereupon, ſent their Agents*, authoriſed by them 
to attend his Majeſty at Oxford, but indeed with ſuch Deſires and Pro- 
poſitions as ( weighed but in an indifferent Ballance ') make too lively a 
Repreſentation, how in-competent Confiderers they were of the way to 
their own Repoſe and Happineſs, and how unlikely they were to phage x

the deſtroying Calamities which hung over their heads, and ſo cloſel 
purſued them. £ 

At the ſame time, and fo long as the Treaty laſted, the King was like- 
wiſe attended by a Committee * from the Council Board of Zrel/and, in 
purſuance of his Commands, to inform his Majeſty of all matters of Fact 
which had paſſed, and of all the Laws and Cuſtoms there neceſſary to be 
weighed, upon what the Catholicks ſhould demand or propoſe. 

And by the Parliament then fitting in D«blin, ſeveral ® were authorized 
to preſent to his Majeſty the Grievances, of his Proteſtant Subjects in 7re- 
land, that nothing might be granted in that Treaty, to the prejudice of 
their Intereſt and tecurity. 

Each Party arrived at Oxford near the midſt of Apri/ ; the Con- 
tederate Agents got thither ſooneſt, having leſs Remora's in their 
diſpatch. 

The Contederates, as men who thought themſelves poſleſſed of the 
whole {trength and Power of the Kingdom, and the Kings condition in 
England (o weak, as he would buy their aſſiſtance at any rates, demanded 
upon the Matter, the total alteration of Government, both in Church and 
State, the very form of making and enacting Laws, which is the toun- 
dation of Government, and which had been prattis'd, ever ſince the 
Reign of King ZZ. 7. muſt be aboliſhed ; and inſtead of Liberty or To- 
leration for the exerciſe of the Rowiſh Religion, they inſiſted on ſuch 
dr USES, ar poor nn datad<, as would have amounted at beſt, but 

o a Toleration of the Proteſtant Religion, a 
ſhould think fit to conſent to it. OY RT OTTER Oy 

On the other hand, the Committee of Parliament ( as men who 
too much telt the ſmart and anguith of their late ſufferings, undervalued 
and condemned the 1rifh, as inferior to them in Courage and Conduct 
and as poſletled of much greater Power by the Ceſſation, then they could 
retain in War, ) very earneſtly preſt the execution of the Laws in force 
Reparation for the dammages they had ſuſtain'd, difarfning the Iriſh 
in fuch manner, and to ſuch a degree, as it might not be hereafter in 
their Power to do more miſchief, and ſuch other Conditions, as People 
( who are able to contend ) are not uſually perſwaded to ſubmit unto 
which the Committee* at Oxford for 1riſh Afﬀairs,inſiſted on with powerful 
Reaſons and Arguments. 

In theſe ſo different and diſtant Applications, they who were ſent as 
moderate Men trom the Council, knew not how to behave themſelves 
but enough diſcovered, that they had not the confidence in the 1ri/h AS 
to be willing that they ſhould be fo tar truſted, that the performance of 
their Duty ſhould depend onely on their Aﬀection and Allegiance ; But 
that there ſhould be a greater Reſtraint upon them, then they were in- 
on d L.. _— to E otherwiſe lr the Proteſtant Religion, and Engli/h 

ereſt, would be ſooner rooted out b 
could bby the War oy the Peace they propoſed, then it 

It 1s very true, that the 7ri/h Agents demean'd themſelves to his Maje- 
ſty, with great ſhew of Modeſty and Duty, ( they were Men that lack'd 
neither Art nor Behaviour ) and confeſſed, that they believ'd rhat the 
Demands they were enjoyn'd to inſiſt upon, were ſuch as his Majeſty 
could not conſent unto ; and that the preſent condition of his Aﬀairs was 
not ſo well underſtood by them, or by thoſe who ſent them, before their 
coming out ot 7reland, as it now was; which if it bad been, they were 

| confident 
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confident they ſhould have had ſuch InſtruQtions, as would better have 
complied with their own Deſires , and his Majeſty's Occaſions ; and 
theretore frankly ofter'd to return and uſetheir utmoſt Endeavours, to in- 
cline the Confederate Council, ( whoſe Deputies they were, and who 
then exerciſed the ſupream Power over the Confederate Catholicks of 
that Kingdom ) to more Moderation, and to return their full ſubmitlion 
and obedience ro his Majeſty, upon ſuch Conditions as his Goodneſs 
would conſent unto tor their ſecurity. But how little of this was per- 
form'd, you ſhall find in the ſequel of the Story ; however, the King ſent 
his Command the 16th. of Feb. 164-. to the Marqueſs of Ormond, to con- 
tinue and renew their Ceflation tor another year ; and likewiſe a Com- 
miſſion under the Great Seal of Exg/and, to make a tull Peace with his 
Catholick Subjects, upon ſuch Conditions he found agreeable to the pub- 
lick Good and Weltare, and might produce ſuch a Peace and Union in 
that Kingdom, as might vindicate his Regal Power and Authority, and 
ſuppreſs the Rebels in England and Scotland. And fo his Majeſty diſmiſ- 
ſed the Catholicic Agents, with demonſtration of much Grace and Confi- 
dence with this good Council, which he moſt pathetically poured out to 


them at their departure. That they ſhould not forget, the preſervation of 


the Nation, and Religion which they profeſſed, and were ſo zealous for in 
Ireland, depended upon the preſervation of his juſt Rights and Authority in 
England : That they ſaw his Subjects of Scotland, contrary to all Obligati- 
ons, had invaded England, and joyned with thoſe Rebels againſt him, who 
without that aſſiſtance would have been ſpeedily reduced to their obedience. 
And therefore if his Catholick Subjects of Ireland made haſte, 5 per ſuch Con- 
ditions as he might then grant without prejudice to himſelf, and which ſhould 
be amply ſufficient for the ſecurity of their Fortunes, Lives, and Exerciſe of 
their Religion, to aſſiſt him, whereby he might be enabled by God's Bleſſmg 
to ſuppreſs that Rebellion, they might confidently believe, he would never 
forget to whoſe Merit he owed his Preſervation and Reſtauration, and it 
would then be in his abſolute Power to vouchſafte Graces to them, to compleat 
their happineſs, and which he gave them his Royal Word) he would then diſ- 
pence in ſuch manner, as ſhould not leave them diſappointed of any of their 
juſt and full Expectations. But if ( by inſiſting on ſuch Particulars, as he 
could not in Conſcience conſent to, and their Conſciences obliged them not to 
as, or on ſuch, as though he could himſelf be content to Yield to, yet in that 
Funtlure of Time, would bring ſuch great damage to him, that all the w 
plies they could give or ſend to him, could not countervail,and might be as be- 
neficially granted to them hereafter, when he might better do it ) they 
ſhould delay their joyning with him, and ſo look on, till the Rebels Power 
prevail'd againſt him in England and Scotland, and ſuppreſs d his Party in 
thoſe K "obs, 1g it would then be too late for them to give him help, and they 
would quickly find their Strength in Ireland, but an imaginary Support for 
his or their own Intereſt, and that they who with much difficulty had deſtroy- 
ed him, would without any brake Oppoſition, ruine their Intereſt, and 
root out their Religion with their Nation, from all the Dominions which 
ſhould be ſubjet to- their exorbitant Furiſdiftion. How much of this 
prov'd a Propheſie, their ſad Experience knows, and the World cannot 
but take notice of. 

Soon after the Confederate's Agents were diſmiſſed, the Proteſtant's 
Committee of Parliament ( who had managed their Scene with much 
Courage and Integrity ) drew off, with the King's Fayour and Promiſe 
to do the utmoſt he could for them, In 
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In the managing of which Afairs, if they had not been very reſolute, 
arm'd with much Truth, they would certainly have fall'n under many In- 
conveniencies : For, beſides what they met with at Oxford, they had 
ſtill Correſpondence, and accordingly ated, as they were animated by a, 
Party of the Proteſtant Committee of the Parliament of 7reland, then 
reſident in D«blin, who ( that they might decline the height of what 
thoſe at Oxford propoſed ) were tempted by an Order of the Council- 
Board to certifie, Whether the 24 Propoſitions * of his Majeſty's Prote- 
ſtant Agents of Treland, ( preſented to his Majeſty the 18th. of Aprz/, 
1644. ) did agree with their ſence, in order to the preſent condition of the 
Kingdom : Whereby it's thought, that it it had been ſaid, that the 24 
Propoſitions had been agreed to by the Proteſtants in | my; there would 
have been an Endeavour, to have got ſome to have ſigned an Inſtrument 
againſt the Agent's Proceedings ; and therefore their Proceeding was ac- 
knowledged to be according to their Inſtructions, and their Correſpon- 
dent's Advice in Town: As in the Anſwer.

But the unhappy miſ- 
underſtanding between the King and Parliament did ſo hinder the continu- 
ance of thoſe Supplies for this Kingdom, that all we received in nineteen 
months, amounted not to five weeks entertainment ; ſo that the Army which 
was ſent to relieve us, lived upon us. And truly we may with Fuſtice profeſs, 
that the Farces of this Province did feed as miraculouſly as fight being never 
able to preſcribe any certain way of ſubſtance for one month together ; but 
when the poor Inhabitants were almoſt beggar d, and no means for the Forces 
to ſubſiſt on left, a Ceſſation of Arms was made for a twelvemonth with the 
Rebels, which our neceſſity (not inclination ) compelled us to bear with ; and 
the rather out of a firm hope, that the Almighty, out of his infinite goodneſs, 
would, within that year, ſettle a right underſtanding between the King and

Rebels, which our neceſſity (not inclination \) compelled us to bear with ; and 
the rather out of a firm hope, that the Almighty, out of his infinite goodneſs, 
would, within that year, ſettle a right underſtanding between the King and 


Parliament, that then they would unanimouſly revenge the crying blood of 


Li 


ſo many thouſands of innocent Souls; and until God bleſſed us with the fight 
of that happy Union, we might keep our Garriſons ( which otherwiſe we could 
not) the better to enable them to proſecute ſo juſt and honourable a deſign. 
But this Ceſſation was as fatal to us, during the time of Treaty, as after- 
wards it was ill obſerved; for they ( knowing what agreement they would 
enforce us to condeſcend unto did privately ſend one or two perſons to every 
Caſtle that we had demoliſhed, which under pretence of being by that means 
in their poſſeſſion, they ever ſince detain, though it be contrary to the Arti- 
cles. And which is more injurious, they have at all times fmce entred upon 
what Lands they have thought fit, and detained them alſo ; and their de- 
villiſh malice having no bounds, they did place Guards upon the High-ways 
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to interrupt our Markets, and puniſhed divers of their own Party for coming 
with Proviſions to us, thereby to deter all from bringing any relief to our 
Garriſons, that ſo they might ſtarve us out of thoſe Places, that neither their 
fraudor force could get from us ; which that they might the better accom- 


 pliſh, they murthered divers of the poor Engliſh, that preſuming on the Ar- 


ticle of free Commerce, went abroad to buy Vittuals; which certainly would 
have cauſed them to have declined that courſe of ſeeking Food, if hunger, 
threatning them with more certain death, had not forced them thereunto. 
And whereas we truſted, that theſe notorious infidelities in them, and infi- 
nite ſufferings in us, would have been ſo viſible to his Majeſty, that nothing 
could have induc'd him to make a Peace with ſo perfidious a People, who 
through their fawning and inſinuating with his Majeſty, and by the coun- 
ſel of ſome, who repreſent, that there is no way left for the ſecuring the re- 
mainder of Engliſh, but by a Peace. We find his Majeſty ( being deluded by 
the firſt, and believing the laſt to be conducing to the preſervation of his Ma- 
jeſties Proteſtant Subjefs ) is concluding of a Peace, which will again admit 
thoſe Iriſh Rebels to be Members of Parliament ; ſo that that Court which 
ſhould afford relief for our Grievances, will, by their over-ſwaying Votes, be 
our greateſt Grievance. 

Moreover, we are too truly informed by divers of their own Party, (whoſe 
names if we ſhould publiſh, would be as great an ingratitude as folly ; the 
firſt in betraying thoſe that obliged us ; the laſt, in depriving our ſelves of all 
future Intelligence by them) that they have vowed never to ſubmit to an 
Engliſh or Proteſtant Government, except they have liberty to exerciſe their 
Religion in Churches; That the Forces of the Kingdom may be Train d- 
Bands of their Men ; and that likewiſe thoſe of their own Religion may be 
admitted to Places of Truſt in the Common-wealth, which they call modeſt 
and moderate demands ; though we hope they cannot ſeem ſo to any but them- 
ſelves, and their Clergy, who, we find, donot think them enough, being they 
may not have all their Church-Livings. For we have certain intelligence, 
that they have made a ſtrong Fattion, as well among my Lord of Caſtle- 
haven's Soldiers, as in all other parts of the Kingdom, ſo that they are five 
parts of fix who will fly out into a new attion, when they ſee a convenient time 
to execute their deſign, which as yet they determine to forbear, until they 
ſee a Peace concluded; ſuppoſing, that then the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
will intermix Iriſh and Engliſh without diſtinftion, to oppoſe the Scots, and 
that by that means there will be a ſufficient number of their Party in our 
Garriſms to maſter them, which, when they find an opportunity for, they 
will certainly ſeize into their own hands ; upon notice whereof, the Fattion 
abroad will, with all expedition, apprehend the Engliſh i» all parts ; and 
having accompliſhed this part of their deſign, they will manifeſt that they are 
weary of the King of England's Government, and that they will truſt none 
of his Proteſtant SubjeAts among them ; for we are certainly informed, that 
they will invite a Forreign Prince to. take them into his protedlion, unto 
whe Oy will deliver poſſeſſion of what he pleaſes, and will become his 
Subjects. 

And leſt that Princes Treaſure ſhould be exhauſted ." Wars in other 
places, the Clergy have, with the Pope's aſſiſtance, raiſed amongſt thoſe of 
their own Calling, and divers of the Gentry in Italy, one hundred thouſand 
pounds in money, and a quantity of Arms and Ammunition, that are now 
ready to be ſent hither ; and they have employed one Dottor Duyer to go 
forthwith thither for it ; as alſo to get his Holineſs to ſettle a courſe fer 
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the raiſing of more Money, to be employed for the advancement of that which 
they call the Catholick Cauſe. 

Therefore out of a true ſenſe of our injuries already ſuffered, and un-re- 
dreſſed, with a right apprehenfion of inevitable ruine, not onely to our Lives 
and Eſtates, but likewiſe to the Engliſh Nation and Proteſtant Religion, 
we have re-aſſum'd our Arms, according, to our Duty to God, our King and 
: ountrey , with inviolable reſolution to die, or fruſtrate this devilliſh 

eſtan. 

Fg, fince thoſe that die ating for the Goſpel, are as perfeit Martyrs, as 
thoſe that die ſuffering for it ; we cannot but with joy embrace any effett,that 
proceeds from ſo glorious a Cauſe. 

Neither can this att be eſteemed a crime in us, fince his Majeſty, upon the 
Rebels firſt Inſurreftion, his Treaſure being exhauſted, gave bis Royal aſſent 
for the paſſing of an Att of Parliament, wherein he granted ( to all his Sub- 
jets that would adventure money towards reducing of the Rebels) Lands 
proportionable to the ſum adventured, which would fall to the Crown, when 
the Conquelt ſhould be finiſhed. And the better to ſecure the Adventurers, 
his Majeſty obliged himſelf to make no Peace with the Rebels, but with the 
advice and approbation of the Parliament of England ; and by that A, 
communicated to the Parliament that Power, which before was ſolely in 
himſelf. So that they not condeſcending to this Peace, our imploying of their 
Aids, and re-aſſuming of thoſe Arms put into our hands by King and Parlia- 
ment joyntly, cannot be eſteemed contradiftory to his Majeſty, in regard that 
their joynt Adt is ſo abſolutely binding, that neither of them ſeverally can 
annull it, as is evident in the Laws of the Realm. 

Therefore if this War were onely Offenſrve, yet even ſlander it ſelf muſt 


acknowledge us innocent, having ſo juſt a Cauſe, ſo pious an Intention, and ſo 


lawful an Authority ; much more it being Defenſrve, and the Law both of 


God and Nature allowing every one to defend himſelf from violence and 
Wrong. 

"+ BEES the King muſt never expett any obedience from the Iriſh, but 
what proceeds either from their Intereſt, or Fear. Through the firſt of theſe, 
neither his Majeſty or we can hope for aſſurance ; for not granting them all 
their deſires, their Intereſt ( which is more  rar>rin with them than their 
Loyalty \ will make them throw off their ſubjetion, and to become abſolute, 
not ſcruple to deſtroy us : Then to expe any ſecurity 9 their fears, were 
frivolous; for though we have found their Hearts as ill as their Cauſe, yer 
they cannot be apprehenſive of 2 or 3000 ill armed and unprovided men, hav- 
ing all things neceſſary, and ſo numerous a People at their devotion. 

And leſt our Enemies ſhould ſcandalize us with breach of Faith, in v1o- 
lating the pretended Ceſſation ; or with Cruelty, in expelling the Iriſh Pa- 
piſts from our Garriſons, who hitherto ſeemed adhering to us. 

Concerning the firſt, we declare, That although our neceſſities did induce 
us to ſubmit, ſuppoſing the Ceſſation would have produced other effects, as is 
before mentioned ; yet we had no power ( without Authority from King and 
Parliament joyntly ) to treat or yield to it ; or if it had been in our powers, 
yet by the Rebels daily breaches of it, we are diſengaged from it. 

Concerning the ſecond, we declare, That our Garriſon cannot be ſecured, 
whilſt ſo powerful and perfidious Enemies are in our boſomes ; Powerful, be- 
ing four to one in number more than the Engliſh ; Perftdious, in their COM- 
ſtant deſigns to betray us, ſome whereof we will inſtance, to convince their own 
Conſciences, and ſatisfie the World of our juſt proceedings. 

ne 
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One Francis Matthews, a Franciſcan Frier, ( being wonderfully diſco+ 
vered in an Enigmatical Letter, and as juſtly executed ) before his death 
confeſſed, that he had agreed to betray the City of Cork to the Lord of 
Muskery ; which muſt neceſſarily infer, that the chiefeſt and greateſt part 
of that City were engaged in this Conſpiracy, for otherwiſe he could not ſo 
much as hope the accompliſhment : And if this had taken effeft, it had con- 
ſequently ruin'd all the Proteſtants in the Province of Munſter, that being 
our chief Magazine, and greateſt Garriſon. Beſides, upon this occaſion, other 
Friers being examin'd upon Oath, confeſſed, that in their daily Maſſes with- 
in that Town, and all other of our Garriſons, ( where Papiſts did inhabit ) 
they prayed for the advancement of the Catholick Car, which they bes 
lieved the Rebels fought for. 

And laſtly, we have lately diſcovered, that the now Major and Cor- 
poration had combined with the Rebels to betray the Town to them ; 
and for that purpoſe an Army was drawn to all the parts adjoyning fo our 
Garriſons ; in the three chiefeſt whereof, we are confident, the Rebels had 
their Party; but by Divine Providence, before the Plot could be executed, 
the Major preſuming on his ſpeedy ſucceſs, contemned the Lord of Inche- 
quin's Authority, by oppoſing the levying of the Moneys granted by the 
Engliſh, for the maintenance of the Soldiers, juſt about the nick of time 
that the Treachery was to be effeled. 

And he being committed upon this occaſion, the Rebels apprehending their 
deſign to be diſcovered, with-drew their Forces. And leſt this ſhould be 
judged as an aft of the Major onely, as a private perſon, we defire the World 
to take notice, that as ſoon as our Army, which forced their obedience, was 
removed into England, the Papiſts - anon; refiſted what ever could be pro- 
pounded for our ſecurity, and would have dis-2nabled us to continue our Gar- 
riſons, had not the poor ſtrigt Engliſh taken all that burthen upon 
themſelves. 

Nay, they were ſo inſolent, that they laboured to get Arms into their 
hands, oo cauſe us to disband our Soldiers, which they affirmed to be 
kept as an unneceſſary charge upon the King, that ſo they might with more fa- 
cility receive the Iriſh, and ruine us. 

In a word, fince the / vj the ground of this War to be for Religion, and 
that this is oafeed y thoſe who ſeem'd to adhere to us ; what faith can 
be expetted from ſuch a People, whoſe Religion permits them to hold none 
with us ? 

By this preceding Relation, it is evidently ſeen, that unleſs we re-aſſume 
our Arms, we betray the truſt committed to us by God, the King and Parlia- 
ment, and become ſlaves both of bodies and ſouls. And therefore we have re- 
folvd to perform our duty, though with apparent hazard of our lives ; and 
likewiſe maintain that, which is a thouſand times more dear unto us, our Re- 
ligion, and alſo defend our Garriſons for the Kings juſt uſe. 

Theſe, we take God to witneſs, are our intentions, and we beſeech him to 
puniſh us as ſtrangely,as hitherto he hath preſerv'd us,if we decline at all from 
theſe Loyal and Religious reſolutions ; and we firmly hope, that the World 
wil, by this Declaration, be as fully ſatisfi'd of the juſtneſs of our proceedings, 
as we our ſelves are ; then though we all loſe our lives in thi Cauſe, we ſhall 


give our Friends occaſion to rejoyce, and our Enemies to envy at ſo bleſſed 
an end. 


This 
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This return of the Manſter Forces to the Parliament, was not ſo wel- 
come to them, as it was ſtrange to the Lord Lieutenant, who thereupon 
expoſtulated the buſineſs with the Lord nchequin, who the 24; of 
Auguſt writ to his Excellency, That on ſuſpitions of another intended 
ſurprifal by the 7riſh, and out of a care to prote& the Eng/zfp, he had 
clear'd Cork, Toughall, and Kinſale, of the 7riſh, and put himſeIFinto a po- 
ſture of ſafety, which, with his return from Exgland, was the worſe re- 
ſented, for that he was the firſt man who mov'd the King to ſend for the 
Forces of Ireland 7470 England. - Upon his revolt to the Parliament, he 
dream'd of ſudden Supplies, but they were at that time fo imbroiFd in 
buſineſs, as they had little leiſure to conſider of reland, and leſs means 
to help them, ſo as little was ſent to him for eight or ten months after ; 
but they made him Lord Preſident of Munſter. Nor had the Scots much 
more relief in the North ; however, the new and old Scots ( under Mox- 
ro) joyning themſelves together unantmouſly, made a ſhift to | -4-andly 
themſelves againſt the incurſions of the Rebels; and about Midſummer, 
1644. they gathered an Army of 10000 Horſe and Foot, and came into 
the County of Cavan, and ſent a Party into Longford, and fpoil'd much 
of that Countrey, and march'd to Owen'Roe and the Earl of Caſtlehavey, 
who lay with their Army about 7oxrages, where they encompalſs'd them, 
and (had they been ſufficiently vigilant ) might certainly have defeated 
the Rebels ; who, through the favour of a cloſe night, eſcaped, though 
purſued, and at Fizagh-Bridge met with a ſevere ſlaughter ; Nagents 
houſe of Car/eFown they burnre, and hanged him. In the interim, Dan-

canon one of the ſtrongeſt Forts in Ireland, under the Command of the 


Lord Efmond ) ſubmitted not to the Ceſfition, but, being ftrongly be- 
ſieged by Preftoh, was ſurrendred about Marek, 1644. betore' Sir Arthur 
Loftiz (who was to have been Governour of the Fort under his Lordſhip) 
arrived there with a competent Supply,who (finding himfelf diſappointed 
thereof ) carried his Proviſions into Munſter, and the Lord Eſmond ſoon 
after died. What difference foever there was between ſome Towns and 
the Lord Lieuteriht, yet tor the encouragement of any that ſhould bring 
Contnodities to Dublin, Tredagh, Dundalk, Carlingford, Cork, Kinſale , 
or Foughal, for the'relief of his Majeſties Atty and good Subjetts there ;

Buy, Troubles increaſing in Scotland, through Montroſs and Colo- 
nel XittoF$3oyning together, who had certainly taken Edinburgh, but 
that the Plague was violent there : ſeveral of the late Scorch Regiments 
were drawn trom 7/ſter, that more than what garrifon'd Carickfergus, 
Belfaſt, Colrain, and ſome other Places near the Sea-Coaſt, where they 
committed the moſt notorious Extortions and Oppreſſions ever laid upon 
a People, were not there left ; and the Commiltioners for the Parliament 
before-mention'd ated in their own Place. Not long atter whoſe ſettle- 
ment in 7rel/and, the Triſh growing inſolent in Connaght, taking their 
Garriſons, and turning out many Eng/iſh, and others, who, by the Ar- 
ticles of Ceſſation, ſhould have been better uſed, there came to them (by 
one Mr. Galbreth ) Offers, tending to compoſe the Difterencies betwixt 
the Greateſt then in Power, and them : But the Offer being found a De- 
ſign, to draw the Britiſh Army under another Command, the fruit of 
that ExpeCtation ſoon wither'd , and Galbreth by Bonds was fſecu- 
red, 

And that Afﬀairs ( more probably ) might ſucceed,a general Aſſembly 
of the Confederate Catholicks, ( which conſiſted of all the Peers of that 
Party, and of all the Gentlemen and Burgeſſes of Corporation Towns, 
which was as lively a Repreſentation of the whole Nation, as they could 

* make ) towards the end of the year, vz. the 6th. of March, 1645. ap- 
pointed and authorized a ſele& number of that Body, ( of the Perſons of 
eminent Quality, and moſt. eminent Ability, and ſuch, as through all 
.the Troubles had been imployed and intruſted by them, in Places and 
Offices of higheſt Truſt and Concernment ) to treat and conclude with 
the Marqueſs of Ormond, his Majeſty's Lieutenant of that Kingdom, a 
firm and full Peace. For the expediting of which, his Excellency had 
had many and ſerious Invitations from his Majeſty, as the moſt viſible 
-means then left to revive the Hopes he was reduced to : 'To which end, 
in June, before he had ſent Mr.Daniel O Neal ( Groomot his Bed-Cham- 
ber ) into 7reland, a Perſon by reaſon of his Relations there much con- 
fided in ; who, amongſt other things intruſted to his charge, had;it-in 
his Inſtructions, the 27th. of Fane, to acquaint the Marqueſs of Ormond, 
That his Majeſty would be glad he could frame ſuch a Body there to ſend pyer, 
as might be worthy of his own coming to command it. , And in.a'Letter 
from.an Honourable Perſon then at Denbigh, the 26th. of Seprember, 
1645. his Excellency was again- acquainted, That his Majeſty 'perfefts. in 
his earneſt defire\ to have him in England, for that, without flattery,, they 
were likely to be in more want of ſuch a General, than of <nry ; {o'as.no0- 
thing was wanting to value his Fidelity and Courage.-:; And yet. theIm- |

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Ruptures amongſt themſelves, not his remiſsneſs. Inaſmuch as * one 
+ ( better vers'd in the Subtilties of the /ri/h,than moſt of that Age, having, 
through the Eminency of his Imployment, the knowledge of their Coun- 


cils and Intrigues ) writes to an Honourable * Perſon, That the truth of 


it was, that the Iriſh had proceeded thitherto, as if they had had no good 
intention, having not been contented with the effetts of more than their 
Agents did profeſs to expett, but in effett, capitulated for the Proteſtant 
Churches through Ireland : A Conceſſion fo deteſtable, as the King * ta- 
king notice ( to Secretary Nicho/as \) of the Earl of Glamorgan's Agree- 
ment with the Rebels, declares, That were the condition of his Afairs 
much more deſperate than it is, he would never redeem them by a Conceſſion 
of ſo much wrong, both to bis Honour and Conſcience : It is ( writes he, 
inthat clear kfovery of his Soul ) for the defence of his Religion, that 
he had undergone the Extremities of War here, and he will never redeem his 
Crown by ſacrificing it there : Lines ſo auguſt and pious, that methinks 
none ſhould dare read them, who ſhould preſume to offer Incenſe, other- 
wiſe than he hath paid his : The Treaty tor the Peace however went on, 
though by many cautious and un-eafie ſteps. You have ſeen what Doubts 
ſome rais'd of his Excellency's Proceedings herein, and by * one ( im- 
ploy'd with muckicredit in that Buſineſs ) it is manifeſt, That the Mar- 
gueſs was reſolv'd never to condeſcend to the Demands of the Iriſh, who 
( writes he ) reſolv'd to have them, or periſh ; ſuch their Infolency ! And 
we find through the whole Scene, they wrought upon the Necefſlities of 
the King, their Demands, as his Straights, ever increaſing ; however, 
he aſſured the Queen, the 7r:/þ ſhould not cheat him, though it was poſli- 
ble they might cozen themſelves, 

But before&we proceed, it will be neceſſary to take notice of an un-uſual 
Gueſt, the Pope's Nuncio, Fohn Baptiſt Rinuccini, Archbiſhop and Prince 
of Fermo, introduced by the firſt Legat, fram the Confederates to Rome, 
to Pope 7rban the 8th. and other Princes of 7taly, Rich. Bealing Eſq; a 
leading Member of, and chief Secretary to their ſupream Council, by 
whoſe means only he was ſent into /re/and, even whilſt the Treaty of 
Peace ( the utmoſt Grace his Majeſty could vouchſafe his People ) was 
ſet on foot; an acceptable and loyal ſervice ! as you will hear in the ſe- 
quel of this Story. He arrived at the River of Xz/mare, in a Frigat of 21 
Pieces, and 26 /talians, of his Retinue, beſides divers regular and ſecular 
Prieſts, the 22. of Ofober, 1645. And amongſt the Accounts of thoſe 
Times, there is a Liſt given in of ſome Arms, Ammunition, and Spaniſh 
Gold; but not hearing as yet of the Bleſſing they produced, we ſhall ( as 
to thoſe Particulars ) confine our Pen, yet give you here the ſupream

But to proceed to the Peace, in which all the Particulars, which might 
concern the Intereſt and Security of either Party, being maturely weigh- 
ed and conſidered, - and then every Article being firſt read, debated, and 
approved, in the general Aſſembly, without one diſſenting voice, the 
whole was concluded, and the Confederate Catholicks obliged to tranſ- 
port ( within a very ſhort time )) an Army of 10000 Men into Eng/and, 
tor the Service and Relief of the King ; as by the ſucceeding Propoſitions 
with Colonel Fitz-W:ams, is fuller evident.

Col. Fitz-Williams humbly prays and propounds as followeth, 


0x your Sacred Majeſty will veachſeſe to prevail with his Majeſty: 
to condeſcend to the juſt Demands of his Iriſh Subjetts, the Confede- 
rate Catholicks in Ireland, at leaſt in private. That upon the conſideration 

thereof, 
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thereof, Colonel Fitz-Williams humbly propounds and undertakes, with ap- 
probation of Mr.* Hertogen, now imployed Agent for the ſaid Confederate 
Catholicks in Ireland, to bring an Army of 10000 Men, or more, of the 
King's Subjeits, in his Kingdom of Ireland, for the King's Service, into 
England. 

7 hat Colonel Fitz-Williams undertakes, for the ſum of 10000 |. ſterling, 
to levy Ships, and arm the 10000 Men, and ſo proportionably for more or 
leſs ; and that the ſaid Moneys may be paid into ſuch hands, as may be ſafe 
for your Majeſty, as well as ready for the ſaid Colonel, when it ſhall appear 
the ſaid Army ſhall be in readineſs to be tranſported into England. 

That upon the Laading of the ſaid Men, there ſhall be advanced to the 
Colonel one months Pay for all the Army, according to the Muſter, for the 
preſent ſupport of the Army. That Colonel Fitz-Williams may be Commander 
in Chief thereof, and diſpoſe of all the Officers, and only be commanded by 
the King, Prince, and and qualified with ſuch Benefits, as have been 
formerly granted unto your Majeſty's Generals, that have commanded Bodies 
apart from the King's own Army, as the Earl of Kingſton, and others, 
whereby the better to enable him in the Levies, as well as in the general 
Condutt of the Buſmeſs. And in reſpet the Order gives no Power to the 
Iriſh, therefore that the ſaid Forces ſhall not by any Order whatſoever be di- 
vided, at leaſt that the Colonel may be ſupplied with a Body of 2OOO. 
to be ready at the Place of Landing, That the Colonel may be provided 
with Arms and Ammunition, or with Money requiſite for himſelf, to provide 
neceſſary Proportions for to bring with him. That the Army ſhall be paid as 
other Armies of the King. 


Having taken theſc Propoſitions into Conſideration, 
c have thought fit to teſtifie our Approbation 
and Agreement thercunto, under our Sign Ma- 
nual, aſſuring , what hath been defired of us 
therein , ſhall be forthwith effectually endea- 
vourd, and not doubting, to the ſatisfaction of 
the Confederate Catholicks of Ireland, and of 
the ſaid Colonel ; ſo that we may juſtly expect

An Abreviate of the Articles of Peace concluded by 


the Marquiſs of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of 


Ireland, Commigtoner for the King ; and the 
Lord Mountgarret, Preſident of the Supream 
Council, the Lord Muskery, Sir Robert Tal- 
bot, Dermot O Brian, Patrick Darcy, 


Jettery Brown, and John Dillon, Eſquires, 
Commiſoners for the Trith. 


I. "Hat the Profeſlors of the Roman Catholick Religion, in the 

Kingdom of J7rel/and, or any of them, be not bound or obliged 
to take the Oath of Supremacy, expreſled in the ſecond of Queen £E1/. 
commonly called, the Oath of Supremacy. 

2. That a Parliament may be held on or betore the laſt day of No- 
vember next ; and that theſe Articles agreed on, may be tranſmitted into 
England, according to the uſual Form, and paſſed, provided that no- 
thing may be paſſed to the Prejudice of either Proteſtant or Catholick 
Party, other then ſuch things as upon this Treaty ſhall be concluded. 

3. That all Aqs made by both or either Houſes of Parliament, to 
the Blemiſh or Prejudice of his Majeſties Roman Catholick Subjects, ſince 
the 7th. of Auga/t, ( 1641.) ſhall be vacated by Acts of Parliament. 

4. That no Actions of Law ſhall be removed before the ſaid Parliament, 
in caſe it be ſooner called then the laſt of November ; And that all Im- 
pediments which may hinder the Roman Catholicks to fit in the next 
Parliament, ſhall be remov'd before the Parliament ſit.

O Neal, Thomas Flemming, Patrick Darcy, Gerald Fennel, and Jeffery 
Brown, or any five of them, be for the preſent Commiſſioners of the 
Peace,Oyer and Terminer,and Gaol-Delivery, in the preſent Quarters of the 
Confederate Catholicks ; with power of Juſtice of Peace, Oyer and 7er- 
miner, and Gaol-Delivery, as in former times of Peace they have uſually

Thus the Marqueſs having pertorm'd all on his part, that could be ex- 
peCted from him, and was in his power to do, and having receiv'd trom 
other Parts all the aſſurance he could require, there being no other way 
' of engaging the publick Faith of the Nation, than that to which they had 
ſo formally engaged themſelves to him in, heintended nothing then, but 
how his Majeſty might ſpeedily receive ſome fruit of that Peace and Ac- 
commodation he thence expected, by ſending aſſiſtance to him: And to 
that purpoſe, with advice, and upon invitation of ſeveral Perſons, who 
had great Authority and Power amongſt the Confederate Catholicks, 
the Lord Lieutenant took a Journey himſelf to Kilkenny, where he was 
receiv'd with that Reſpe&t and Reverence, as was due to his Perſon, and 
' to thePlace he held, and with ſuch expreſſions of Triumph and Joy, as 
gave him cauſe to believe, the People were glad to be again receiv'd in- 
to his Majeſty's Protection. ; | 

A ProteCtion his Majeſty evidences, ( to his Commiſſioners at Zx- 
bridge *) That it was as inevitably neceſſary, that they ſhould not con- 
ſent to hinder him therein, as he had ſtrong Reaſons for the Ceſlation 
before, unleſs they could ſhew, how his Proteſtant Subjects in 7reland, 
may probably at leaſt defend themſelves, and that he ſhould haveno niore 
n_ to defend his Conſcience and Crown, from the Injuries of this Re- 
bellion. 


At this Peace the 1riſh ſeem'd exceedingly enliven'd ; but the ſhew 


thereof quickly vaniſh'd, and a cloud of Jealouſie began again to coveR, 
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on him, envi'd that Nation the happineſsand glory they foreſaw it woul® 
be poſlleſs'd of by the execution of that Agreement, and ſo © without an 
colour of Authority, either by the old eſtabliſh'd Laws of that King- 
dom, or thoſe Rules they bed preſcrib'd to themſelves ſince the Rebel- 
lion) they conven'da Congregation of the Clergy at Waterford, a Town 
moſt at their devotion, where the Titular Biſhop of Ferns was in the 
Chair, and reſided : And therefore it will not be amiſs to take a ſhort 
view of their proceedings, that the unhappy, oppreſſed, and miſerable 
Treland may clearly diſcern to whom it owes thoſe Preſſures and Grie- 
vances it is now overwhelm'd with,and whether that Biſhop be to be rec- 
kon'd in the number of thoſe, who ſuffer at preſent for his Zeal to Reli- 
gion, his Allegiance to the King, and his Aﬀection to his Countrey ; or 
whether his name be to be inſerted in that Catalogue, which muſt de- 
rive to Poſterity the Authors and Fomentors of ſo odious and cauſleſs a 
Rebellion, in which ſuch a Sea of Blood hath been let out, and the Be- 
trayers of the Honour and Faith of that Countrey and Nation, and who 
areno leſs guilty of extirpation of a Religion ( they ſo much glory of ) 
in that Kingdom, than 7reton, or Cromwel, or that impious Power, under 
which they have perpetrated all their Acts of Blood, Cruelty, and De- 
ſolation, | 

At that time, the Parliament of England having accommodated the 
Spaniard with 2ooo Men; he, in lieu thereof, 1o temper'd the 7ri/h, 
( ever devoted to that Nation ) that the Spaniard having then an Agent 
in 7reland, he took them off from doing any thing efteCtual in our King's 
buſineſs. | 

And the Congregation of the Clergy was no ſooner aſſembled, then 
( inſtead of preſcribing Acts of Charity and Repentance to the People, tor 
the ill they had formerly done, and then inflaming their hearts with new 
Zeal, a infuſing pious Courage into them, to relieve and ſuccour the 
King from thoſe who oppreſſed him, according to their particular Obli- 
gation, by their late Agreement, which had been the proper Office of 
Prelates, and a Chriſtian Clergy ) they began to inveigh againſt the 
Peace, ( which themſelves had fo lately approv'd, and ſo formally con- 
ſented unto ) as if it had not carefully enough provided for the advancement 
of Religion, and would not ſuffer it to be proclaim'd in Waterford ; and 
ent their Emiſſaries and their Orders to all conſiderable Towns and 
Cities to incenſe the People againſt it, and againſt thoſe who wiſhed it 
ſhould take effect; inſomuch that when the King at Arms was Pro- 
claiming the Peace at Limerick, (with that ſolemnity and Ceremony, as 
in ſuch caſes is uſed throughout the World, with his Coat of Arms, the 
Enſign of his Office, and accompani'd with the Mayor and Aldermen, 
and the moſt ſubſtantial of the Citizens, in their Robes, and with all the 
Enſigns of Magiſtracy and Authority ) one Molife, a ſeditious Frier, ſtirr'd 
up the multitude againſt him;which being led on by one Fanning,a perſon 
notorious for many outrages and aC&ts of Blood and Inhumanity 1n the 
beginning of the Rebellion, violently affaulted them, and after many 
opprobrious ſpeeches, in contempt ofthe Peace and the Authority of the 
King, and tearing off the Coat trom the Herald, beat and wounded him, 
and many of the Magiſtrates of the City, and ſome of them almoſt to 
death : And leaſt all this might be excuſed, and charitably interpreted 


' tobe theeffe& of a Popular and Tumultuous Inſurreftion, the Lawtul 


Mayor and other principal Officers who afliſted him ( inthe dy 
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his Duty ) were immediately diſplac'd, and Fanning, the impious Con- 1646. 
duCtor of that Rabble, was. made Mayor in his place ; who, by Letters www 
from the Nuncio, was thanked for what he had done, and encouraged to pro- 
ceed in the ſame way, and had the Apoſtolical Benediftion ktened 0 
him, for committing ſuch an outrage upon the Priviledged Perſon of an He- 
rald, who in the name of the King came to proclaim Peace: As by the Law 
of Nations mult have been adjudged barbarous, and unpardonable in any 
part of the World where Civility is planted, it he had come to have de- 
nounced War. And yet all this while, the deſign it ſelf was carried with 
ſo great ſecreſie, that the Lord Lieutenant ( proceeding in his Progreſs 
for the ſetling and compoſing the humours of the People, which he un- 
derſtood to have been in ſome diſorder by the infuſions of the ill-aftected 
Clergy \ never heard of any Force of Arms to ſecond and ſupport thoſe 
mutinous diſorders, till being near to the City of Caſhe/l, he was adver- 
tis'd by Letters from the Mayor, that Owen O Neal's Army was march- 
ing that way, and had ſent terrible threats to that City if it preſum'd 
to receive the Lord -Lieutenant. And ſhortly after he found, that Owen The Confede- 
O Neal uſed all poſſible expedition to get between him and Du#lin, that angriger 7g 
ſo he might have been able to have ſurpriſed and deſtroyed him ; where- Lord Lieute- 
upon the Marquis tound it neceſlary to loſe no time in returning thi- > 
ther, yet reſolved not onely tocontain himſelf trom any Acts of Hoſti- 
lity, but even from thoſe Treſpaſſes which are hardly avoidable upon 
Marches, and paid ſo preciſely & whatſoever was taken from the Inha- 
bitants throughout all the Catholick Quarters, preſuming, that thoſe 
Perſons of Honour, who had tranſated the Treaty, would have been 
able to have cauſed the Peace to be obſerved in deſpight of thoſe clamo- 
rous undertakers, | 
But when the Unchriſtian Congregation of Waterford had made this TheCongrega- 
Eſſay of their Power and Juriſdiction, they made all poſſible haſt to pro- ford DR. 
pagate their Authority, and declared the Peace to be woid, and inhibited Peace void. 
all Perſons to ſubmit thereunto, or to pay any Taxes, Impoſition, or Con- 
tribution which had been ſetled by the ſaid Agreement ; and without 
which, neither a ſtanding Army ( which was to be applied to the Re- 
duction of thoſe Towns and Provinces, which had put themſelves un- 
der the Protection of the Parliament of England, and never ſubmitted 
to the former Ceſlation, nor could be comprehended in the Peace ) could 
be ſupported, or the 10000 Men rais'd to be tranſported into England 
for the ſuccour of the King, as had been fo Religiouſly undertaken ; 
which inclination of theirs, the People fo readily obeyed and ſubmitted 
unto, That they committed and delegated the intire and abſolute Power of The Nuncio's' 
Governing and Commanding, as well in Secular as Ecclefraſtical Matters, xorvitant cars 
to the Popes Nuncio, who began his Empire with committing to Priſon 
the Commiſſioners who had been Inſtrumental in the Treaty , and 
making of the Peace by order of the general Aſſembly, and iſſued out an 
Excommunication againſt all thoſe who had or ſhould ſubmit to the 
Peace, ( which comprehended all theNobility andalmoſt all the Gentry, 
and ſome of the Clergy ) which Excommunication wrought ſo univer- 
ſally upon the minds of the People, that albeit all Perſonsof Honour 
and Quality received infinite ſcandal, and well forefaw the irreparable 
damage Religion it ſelf would undergo, by that unwarrantable Proceed- 
ing, and uſed their utmoſt Power to draw the People to obedience and 
ſubmiſſion to the ſaid Agreement, and to that purpoſe prevail'd fo far 
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with General Preſton, that he gave them reaſon to hope that he would 
joyn with them, for the vindication of the publick Faith, and the Ho- 
nour of the Nation, and compel thoſe that oppos'd it to ſubmit to the 
Peace ; Yet all theſe endeavours produced no effe&, but concluded in 
unprofitable Reſentments and Lamentation : In the mean time, Owen O 
Neil ( when he found himſelf diſappointed of his Deſign, to have cut 
off the Lord-Lieutenant before he ould reach Dubliz ) enter'd into 
the Queens-County , and committed all Afts of Cruelty and Outrage 
that could be imagined, took many Caſtles and Forts which belong'd to 
the King, and put all ( who reſiſted) to the Sword, and his Officers 
in cold blood caus'd others to be murther'd, to whom they had promiſed 
Quarter, as Major Pigot and others of his Family : About the latter end 
of Fune this year, Major General Moyro received a ſevere defeat from 
Owen Roe O-Neil at Benburgh, alias Benburge near Charlemont in the 
County of Ardmagh, whereby the whole Province was expoſed to the 
Rebels fury, in as much as if they had had the Courage or Policy to 
have proſecuted it, they might have deſtroyed all the Scorch Quarrers, 
and endanger'd their Towns: but Owen Roe inſtead of proſecuting the 
Vittory, went preſently with the Priſoners and Colours in Triumph to 
Kilkenny, ſo gave our Forces a breathing, whilſt the Parliament ſuſpeC&t- 
ing his union with Prefton, immediately ordered 50000 /. out of the 
Exciſe, for the raiſing of more men for /re/and, and ſome Horſe beſides 
Foot, were preſently ſent over with Ammunition and other neceſlaries ; 
theſe called at Dublin, but the Deſign being not then fit for their Re- 
ception, they were otherwiſe diſpoſed of. And ſhortly after the Nuncio 
prevail'd ſo much, rhat he united General Preſton to his Army, at which 
time he took this Oath. 


» A. B. Swear and Proteſt that I will adhere to the preſent anion of 
[| the Confederate Roman Catholicks, that rejet the Peace lately agreed, 
and proclaimed at Dublin, and do nothing by Word, Deed, Writing, Ad- 
vice, or otherwiſe to the Prejudice of that Union, and will to the uttermoſt 
of my Power advance, and further the Good and Preſervation of it, ant 
of his Majeſties Rights, and the Priviledges of free-born Subjetts, to the 
Natives of this Kingdom. 


And then the Nuncio ( as Generaliſſimo ) lead both Armies towards 
Dublin, where the Lord Lieutenant was fo ſurprized with their Perfidiouſ- 
neſs, that he found himſelf in no leſs ſtraights and diſtreſſes from his 
Friends within, then from his Enemies without, who totally negle&ted 
thoſe Forces, which ( being under the obedience of the Parhtament of 
England ) had always waged a ſharp and bloody War with them, and at 
preſent made inroads into their Quarters to their great damage, and in- 
tirely ingaged themſelves to ſuppreſs the Kings Authority, to which they 
had ſo lately ſubmitted. 

Leſt ſo prodigious an alteration, as is now ſet forth, may ſeem to be 
wrapt up 1n too ſhort a diſcourſe, and it may appear almolt incredible, 
that an Agreement fo deliberately and ſolemnly entred into by the 
whole Nobility and Gentry of the Nation, in a Matter that ſo intirely 
concern'd their own Intereſt, ſhould in ſuch an inſtant be en _ 
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anihilated by a Congregation of Clergy, aſſembled onely by their own 
authority ; And therefore, without the vice of curioſity, all men may 
deſire to be inform'd by what Degrees and Method that Congregation 
proceeded, and what ſpecious Pretences and Infinuations they us'd to- 
wards the People, tor the better perſwading them to depart from that 
Peace, they were even again reſtored to the Poſleſſion of : It will not 
be impertinent therefore to ſet down ſome 1mportant particulars of their 
Proceedings, and the very forms of ſome Inſtruments puvliſk'd by them, 
that the World may ſee the Logick and Rhetorick that was uſed to impoie 
upon, and delude that unhappy People, and to intangle them more in 
that Labyrinth of Confuſion, wherein they were long involved. 

They were not content not to ſuffer the Peace not to be proclaimed in 
Waterford, and to diſlwade the People from ſubmitting to it : But by a 
Decree dated the 12 day of Aaguſt,” 1646. ( which they commanded 
to be publiſhed in all places, in the Zng/ih and 7riſh Tongue ) they de- 
clared by the unanimous conſent and votes of all, even none contra- 
difting ( as they ſay ) That all and ſingular the Confederate Catholicks 
who [ould adhere or conſent to the Peace, or to the Fantors thereof, or 
otherwiſe embrace the ſame, ſhould be held abſolute perjur'd ; eſpeciafy 
for this cauſe, that in thoſe Articles there 1s no mention made of rhe 
Catholick Religion, or the ſecurity thereof, or any care taken tor the 
Conſervation ot the Priviledges of the Country, as had been promiſed 
in an Oath formerly taken by them, ut rather all things referred to 
the Pleaſure of the mojt renowned King, from whom in his preſent ſtate 
( they ſaid) nothing of certainty could be had: And in the Interim the 
Armies, and Arms, and Fortunes ( even the Supream Council it ſelf) of the 
Confederate Catholicks were ſub;etted to the Authority and Rule of the 
Council of State, and Proteſtant Officers of his Majeſty, from whom that 
they might be ſecured, they had taken that Oath. 

And the next day, being informed, that the Lord Viſcount Mountgarret, 
and Lord Viſcount Muskery, were appointed by the Supream Council 
at A#ilkenny, to go to Dablin, to conter with the Lord Lieutenant, upon 
the beſt way to be purſued, for the execution and obſervation of the Peace : 
they made an Order in Writing, in which were-thefe words ; We admo- 
wiſh in our Lord, and require the Perſons who are departed to Dublin,

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that they forbear and abſtain from going thither for the ſaid end, or if niſhesthem 


they be gone, that they return,and this under pain of Excommunication, com- 
manding the Right Honourable the Biſhop of Oſlory, and other Biſhops, as 
well aſſembled as not aſſembled here, and their:Vicars General, as alſo Vicars 


Apoſtolical,and all Prieſts, even Irregnlars,that they intimate'theſe Preſents, 


or cauſe to be intimated, even by affixing them in publick- places ; and that 
they proceed againſt the diſobedient, in denouncing of Excommunication, 
as it ſhould ſeem e xpedient in our Lord. | 

When the Supream Council, notwithſtanding theſe new Orders and 
Injunctions, continued ſtill their defire to obſerve the Peace ; The titu- 
lar Biſhop of Ofory, publiſht this extraordinary Writing. 


Hereas, we have in publick aud private meetings at ſeveral times, 
declared to the Supream Council, and others whom it might concern ; 
That it was, and is unlawful, and againſt conſcience, the implying Perjury 
( as it hath been defined by the ſpecial At of the Convecation at Waterford )

ing our rn op the Declaration of the whole Clergy of the Kingdom 
to the contrary, the Supream Council and the Commiſſioners , have atlu- 
ally proceeded to the Publication, yea, and forcing it upon the City,by ter- 
ror and threats, rather then by any free conſent or defire of the People : We 
having duly confidered and taken it to heart ( as it becometh us) how enor- 
mous this Fatt is,and appears inCatholicks,even againſt God himſelf,and what a 
Publick Contempt of the Holy Church it appeareth, beſide the evil it 
is like to draw upon this poor Kingdom, after a mature Deliberation and 
Conſent of our Clergy, in Deteſtation of this bainous and ſcandalous Diſ- 
obedience of the Supream Council, and others who adhered to them, in 
matter of conſcience to the Holy Church, and in hatred of ſo ſinful and 
abominable an Att, do by theſe Preſents, according to the Preſcription of the 
Sacred Cannons, pronounce and command henceforth a general Ceſſation of 
Divine Offices, throughout all the City and Suburbs of Kilkenny, in a 
Churches, Monaſteries, and houſes in them whatſoever.

This extravagant Proceeding, did not yet terrifie thoſe of the Con- 
federate Catholicks, who underſtood, (as they pretended) how neceſſary 
the obſervation of the Peace was, for the preſervation of the Nation ; 
But as they deſired the Lord Lieutenant, to forbear all acts of Hoſtility, 
upon how unreaſonable a Provocation ſoever ; So they ſent two Perſons 
of the Supream Council, ( Sir Lxcas Dillon, and Dr. Fennel ) to the 
Congregation at Waterford, to diſpoſe them to a better temper, and to 
find out ſome Expedient, which might compoſe the minds of the People, 
and prevent thoſe Calamities, that would unavoidably tall upon the 
Nation,upon their declining and renouncing the Peace, (which you muſt 
underſtand in them, to be very real ; ) But after they had attended ſe- 
veral days, and offered many Reaſons and Conſiderations to them ; The 
Congregation put a Period to all the Hopes and Conſultations of that 
nature, by iſſuing out a Decree of Excommunication, which they 


cauſed to be Printed in this Form, and in theſe Words, and with theſe 
Marginal Notes.

A Decree of Excommunication againſt ſuch as adhere to 
the late Peace, and do bear Arms tor the Hereticks of 
Ireland, and do aid or aflilt them. 


Ot without Cauſe ( ſaith the Oracles of Truth ) doth the Miniſter 
of God carry the Sword, for he is to puniſh him that doth Evil, and 
remunerate him that doth Good ;, hence it is that we have by our former 
Decrees, declared to the World our ſence, and juſt Indignation againſt 
the late Peace, Concluded and Publiſhed at Dublin, not onely in its na- 
ture, bringing prejudice, and deſtruttion of Religion and Kingdom, but alſo 
contrary to the Oath of Aſſociation, and withall againſt the Contrivers of, 
and Adherers to the ſaid Peace: In purſuance of which Decrees, bein 
forced to unſheath the Spiritual Sword, We ( to whom God hath given 
power to bind and looſe on Earth ) aſſembled together in the Hol 


Ghoſt, tracing heretn, and imitating the Examples of many Venerable, and 
holy Prelates, who have gone before us, and taking for our Authority, the 
Sacred Canons of Holy Church, grounded on Holy Writ, Ut tollan- 
tur emedio noſtrum qui hoc opus faciunt Domini noftri Jeſu 
deliver over ſuch Perſons to Satan, ( that is to ſay, ) We Excommunicate, 
Execrate, Anathematize, all ſuch as, after the Publication of this our 
Decree, and notice either Privately or Publickly given to them hereof, ſhall 
defend,adhere to,or approve the Fuſtice of the God Peace : and chiefly thoſe, 
who bear Arms, or make, or joyn in War with, for, or in behalf of the Pu- 
ritans, or other Hereticks of Dublin, Cork, Youghall, of other places 
within this Kingdom, or ſhall either ( by themſelves, or by their appoint- 
ment) bring, ſend, or give any Aid, Succour, or Relief, Vietuals, Am- 
munition, or other Proviſron to them; or by advice, or otherwiſe, advance 
the ſaid Peace, or the War, made againſt us ; Thoſe, and every of them, 
by this preſent Decree, We do declare, and pronounce Excommunicated, ipſo 
facto, ut non circumveniamini a Satana, non enim 1gnoramus Cogita- 
tiones ejus.

this confidence (that we may not interrupt the ſeries of this Diſcourſe by 
any intervening action | when the Armies were within a days march of 
the City, the two Generals ſent this Letter, with the Propoſitions an- 
nexed, to the Lord Lieutenant.

May it pleaſe your Excellency, 


B” the Command of the Confederate Catholicks of this Kingdom, who offer 

the incloſed Propoſitions, we have under our Leading two Armies ; our 
thoughts are beſt to our Religion, King and Countrey; our ends to eſtabliſh 
the firſt, and make the two following ſecure and happy : It is the great part 
of our care and defires to purchaſe you Excellency to the effeiting of ſo Lleſſed 
awork. We do not defire the effuſion of blood ; and to that purpoſe, the in- 
cloſed Propoſitions are ſent from us ; we pray to God your conjideration of 
them may prove fruitful. We are commanded to pray your Excellency to ren- 
der an Anſwer to them by two of the Clock in the afternoon on Thurſday 
next, be it War or Peace; We ſhall endeavour in our Ways to exerciſe Faith 
and Honour ; and upon this thought we reſt.

2. That the Council of State, called ordinarily the Council-Table, be 
of Members true and faithful to his Majeſty, and ſuch of which there 
may be no fear or ſuſpition of going to the Parliament Party. 

3. That Dublin, Tredagh, Trim, Newry, Catherlagh, Carlingford, and 
all Garriſons within the Proteſtant Quarters, be Garriſon'd by Confe- 
derate Catholicks, to maintain and keep the ſaid Cities and Places for the

Let all dis-paſſionate men now conſider what could the Marquis do, 
his Quarters were ſo ſtrait and narrow, that they could yield no ſupport 
tothe few Forces he had left ; all his Garriſons beſieg'd ; without, an 
Enemy ; being deſtitute of all Proviſions within : all the Army he had 
for the Field and Garrifons amounted not to 5000 Foot and 1 100 Horſe; 
without Cloathes, Money, or Fixed Arms; and with fo inconfiderable a 
Store of Ammunition, that when the Nuxcio was upon his march to- 
wards Dublin, he had not in that molt important City ( the Mztropolis 
of the Kingdom ) more than 14 Barrels of Powder : So that not onely the 
Inhabitants, but the Soldiers themſelves, | avg impatient of the diſtreſles 
they were in, and which inevitably they ſaw mult tall upon them; and 
they who had before preſum'd in corners and whiſpers, ro tax the Mar- 
quis of not being zealous enough of the Engliſh Intereſt, and too credulous 
what was promiſed and undertaken by the Iriſh, had now the boldneſs to 
murmur aloud at him, as if he had combined with the 7r:/> to put all 
into their hands : They who from the beginning of the Troubles had 
been firm and unſhaken in their Duty and Loyalty to the King, and chear- 
fully ſuffered great loſſes, and undergone great hazards for being ſo, and 
been of the moſt conſtant affe&tion ro, and confidence in, the Marquis, 
and reſolved to obey him in whatſoever he ſhould order for the King's 
Service, for the conducting whereot, he was ſolely and entirely truſted 
by his Majeſty, could not yet endure to think of being put into, or falling 
under the power of the 7riſh, who, by this new breach of Faith, had 
made themſelves utterly uncapable of any future Truſt ; for what ſecu- 
rity could they publickly give for performance of the Contra&t, which 
they had not lately given tor the obſervation of that, which ſo inftamouſly 
they had receded trom 2 Whereupon he found it abſolutely neceſſary to 
make a ſhew of inc'ining to the Erng/zþ; and ſent to the Ships then 
riding in the Bay of Dallin, that they would tranſport fome Commil- 
ſioners from him to the Parliament, to treat about the ſurrender of the 
City, and the other Garriſons under his Command. Which Propofition 
was embrac'd by them, and the Perſons deputed * accordingly conveyed 
into Exgland: By this means the Marquis was forthwith ſupplied with 
20 Barrels of Powder, which the Captain of thoſe Ships delivered to 
him the 102h. of March, by the permitſion of theLord Lzfle, the Parlia- 
ments Lord Lieutenant, without which, he could have made no detence 
againſt the Nancio : whereby the 7riſþ had a fair warning to berhink 
themſelves (in time) of returning to their Duty, ſince they might diſcern, 
that if they would not ſuffer Dublin, Fc. to continue in the Kings obe- 
dience, it ſhould be delivered to them who would deal leſs gractoufly 
with them, and had power enough to puniſh thoſe indignities which had 
been offered. And the Marquis was ſtill without other Engagement, 
than to do what he ſhould judge moſt conducing to his Majeſties Service. 

| However, 
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However, the Rebels perſiſted in their intentions againſt D«#/z, where 
for a while we muſt leave them, and ſee what courſe the Parliament took 
to infeſt their Quarters : much they were concern'd, that affairs went not 
on ſo ſucceſsfully there as they expected, where that they might 
have one Governour | anſwerable to the exigencies of that Kingdom) they 
Voted Philip Viſcount Liſle Lord Lieutenant, paſſing thereupon, in Apr4/, 
1646. a Patent to him for one year, allotting him 40000 /, with what 
elſe was requiſite for his diſpatch ; in raiſing which, they were fo ſlow, 
(many of the Houſe being ofan oppoſite Party ) as he could not get away 
from London till the 1/. of Febr. 16406. arriving at Briſtol, the 6th. where 
he found ſeveral of his own Troops, and his Brother Colonel Algernoon 
Sidney's in readineſs to be tranſported for /re/and: But Money being not 
come,he was forc'd toQuarter them thereabouts till its arrival;and himſelf 
with 30000 /. 7 Pieces of Battery, 1000 Muskets, 100 Barrels of Pow- 
der, embarqu'd the 18h. at Mznhead, and landed near Cork the 20th, ' 
and came thither the day following, where he was altogether unexpe- 
&ed, ( eſpecially by the Lord Zzchequin \ he found things in great diſor- 
der, the Army filled with Officers diſafte&ted ro him, the Cuſtodiums 
and Contributions no way manag'd to the publick advantage; there- 
upon reform'd the defeCts, and marching the 157th. of March to viſit Tal. 
loe, Liſmore, Toaghall, Fermoy, and other Places, found the Countrey pro- 
tected cven to the Walls of the Proteſtant Garriſons, ſo as no miſchief 
could be done by them to the Rebels; and about the 20th. of March, 
Knockmohun was delivered to him. He order'd all things for the beſt ad- 
vantage 0: the Intereſt he was put upon; and finding his Commiſſion 
was near expir'd, the General Officers petition'd, that in caſe his Lord- 
ſhip were not continued, the Commandof the Army might reſt in them : 
which the Lord Preſident with others oppos'd. The Lord Lieutenant's 
Commiliton determin'd the 15th. of pi 647. And ſhortly after ſuch 
an.moſit:es aroſe betwixt the Parliaments Commiſſioners and the Lord 
Tnchequin, as doubtleſs ( if fome Privy Counſellors had not interpos'd ) 
great inconveniencies would n__ thence have riſen. The Lord Liſle 
( accompani'd withtheLord Broghi] and Colonel Sidzey) went preſent- 
ly for England, andarriv'd at London about the beginning of May fol- 
lowing, taking the firſt occaſion to give the Houſe an account * of his 
Journey ; which may be looked onas a Dream more than a Truth, 
( conſidering the ſhortneſs of the Expedition ) though none could more 
prudently have a&ted, whilſt he was upon the Place ; nor was there an 
whom the Soldiers would morereadily obey, ſuch was his Courage, { 
meu his Integrity. The Lord Broghil and Sir Arthur Loftus, at the 
ame time preterr'd Articles againſt the Lord chequin : Burt the Parlia- 
ment was ſo imbroil'd about the Disbanding the Independent Army, 
(then mutinous') and /chequin had ſo many (to fayour themſelves) coun- 
tenanc'd him, as little, if any thing, became of the Impeachment: * | 
But to return to the Contederates, who ( when they ſaw the Ships re- 
turn'd from Exg/and with Supplies of Soldiers, Money, and great ſtore 
of Proviſions, and the Commuſſioners to treat with the Marquis for put- 
ting all into the Parliaments,hands) rais'd the Siege, ſeeming leſs united 
amongſt themſelves, and deſirous to make Conditions with the Lord 
Lieutenant ; whilſt General Preſton and his Officers frankly entred into a 
Treaty with the Marquis of Clanrickard, whom the Lord Lieutenant au- 
thoriz'd to that end, and with deep and ſolemn Oaths undertook and pro- 


miſed 
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miſed to ſtand to the Peace, and from thencetorth to be obedient to his 
Majeſties Authority, and to joyn with the Marquis of Ormond againtt 
all thoſe who ſhould refuſe to ſubmit unto them. On the other ſide, the 
Commiſſioners from the two Houſes of Parliament *, who were admitted 
into Dablin to treat with the Lord Lieutenant, obſerving the very ill 
condition the Town was 1n, beſieged by two ſtrong Armies, by whom 
they within expected every hour to be atlaulted, concluded, that the want 
of Food, andall neceſlaries tor defence, would compel the Marquis, with 
the importunity and clamour of the Inhabitants and Soldiers, to receive 
Supplies of Men, Money, and Victuals, which they had brought upon 
any terms; and therefore ſtifly inſiſted on their Propoſitions, retuting 
to conſent, that the Marquis ſhould ſenl any Meſſenger to the King, 
that, upon information how the caſe ſtood, he might receive his Maje- 
{ties direftion what to do. And how the Parliament in Zrel/and, then in 
being, might be continued, which, by the delivering of the Sword, with- 
out his Majeſties pleaſure imparted, could not be ſecured from being 
diſſolve1; and without which, he then reſolved not to proceed to an 
conjunction with them, an 1 ſo had | phtbarey diſpatched ſeveral Expreſſes 
to the King ( as ſoonas he diſcerned clearly, that the 7ri/h were ſo terri- 
f'd by the Nuncio and his Excommunication, that there was little hope 
of good from them) with full information of the ſtate of Aﬀairs, and ex- 
pected every day a return of ſome of the ſaid Meſſengers, with ſignifica- 
tion of his Majeſties Pleaſure. 

Thus the Treaty with the Marquis not ſucceeding, the Commiſſioners 
from the Two Houſes of Parliament return'd again to their Ships, about 
theend of November, and carried all the Supplies they had brought to the 
Parliaments Garriſons in the Province of Z/ſer, being much incens'd 
againſtthe Lord Lieutenant tor declining anentire union with them, and 
inclining (as they faid he did) to anew confidence in the 7riſh: Yet they 
found but cold entertainment amongſt the Scots. 

At which time, Dr. Fohn Maxwel, tormerly Biſhop of Roſs in Scotland, 
now Archbiſhop of T#am in Treland, hearing of Commiſſioners from the 
Parliament of Eng/and, grew ſo envenom'd thereat, ( ſuſpeCting the Co- 
venant, which he had ever abhorr'd, ſhould be impoſed ) as fiercely im- 
precating it ; and being broken with the calamities of the Times, he dr'd 
the 14th. of Febr. 1646. and was buried in Trinity Church, Dublin, at 
the munificence of the Marquis of Ormond. 

By this time the Marquis of C/anrickard had anentire truſt ( anſwera- 
ble to what he had begun to treat of with General Preſton ) from the 
Lord Lientenant, as a Perſon ſuperiour to all temptations, which might 
endeavour to leſſen or divert his AﬀeCtion and Integrity to the King, or 
his Zeal to the Romzſh Catholick Religion, in which he had been bred, 
and to which he had moſt conſtantly adher'd ; he had taken great pains 
to render the Peace, which had been ſo long in conſultation, effectual 

to the Nation, and had both by Diſcourſe and Writing endeavour'd to 
diſlwade the Nuncio from proſecuting thoſe rough ways, which he fore- 
ſaw were like to undo the Nation, and diſhonour the Catholics Reli- 
pron : He found General Preſton and the Officers of his Army leſs tran- 
ported with paſſion, and a blind ſubmiſſion to the Authority of the

Lieutenant was ſo great an Enemy to their Religion, that though they 
ſhould obtain any Conditions from the King to their advantage in that 
particular, ne would oppoſe, and not conſent unto the fame, The other, 
that the King was now in the hand of the Scors, who were not like to 
approve that Peace had been made, allthat Nation in 2/f#er refuſing to 
ſubmitto it. Andif they ſhould be able to procure any Order from his 
Majeſty to diſavow it, the Lord Lieutenant would undoubtedly obey it. 
Theſe ſpecious infuſions the Marquis of Clanrickard endeavour'd to re- 
move, and undertook upon his Honour to uſe all the Power and Inte- 
reſt which he had in the King, Queen, and Prince, on behalf of the Ry- 
miſh Catholicks, and to procure them ſuch Priviledges, and Liberty tor 
the free exerciſe of their Religion, as they could reaſonably expett : 
And undertook, that the Lord Lieutenant would m___—_ with ſuch di- 
re&tions as he ſhould receive therein without contradiction, or endeavour 
to doill Offices to the Catholicks. He farther promiſed, that it any Or- 
der ſhould be procured from the King during the reſtraint he was then in, 
to the diſadvantage of the Catholicks, then Ze would ſuſpend any obedi- 
ence thereunto, until ſuch time as his Majeſty ſhould be at liberty, and 
might receive full ;»formation on their behalf. And upon the Marquis of 
Clanrickard's poſitive undertaking theſe particulars; and the Lord Lieu- 
tenant having ratifi'd and confirm'd all that the Marquis had engag'd 
himſelf for, General Prejton, with all the Principal Officers under his 
Command, ſigned this enſuing Engagement. 


E the Generals, Nobility, and Officers of the Confederate Catho- 

lick Forces, do ſolemnly bind and engage our ſelves, by the Honour 

and Reputa!ion of Gentl-men and Soldiers, and by the Sacred Proteſtation 
upon the Faith of Catholicks, in the preſence of Almighty God, both for our 
ſelves, aad, as much as in us lies, for all Perſons that are, or ſhall be under 
our Command, that we will from the Date hereof forward ſubmit and con- 
form our ſelves entirely and ſincerely to the Peace concluded and preclaimed 
by his Majeſties Lieutenant, with ſuch additional Conceſſions and Securities, 
as the Right Honourable, Ulick Lord Marquis of Clanrickard hath under- 
taken to rome and ſecure to us, in ſuch manner, and upon ſuch terms, as is 
expreſſed in his Lordſhips Under takings, and Proteſtation of the ſame date 
hereunto annexed, and ſigned by himſelf : And we, upon his Lordſhips un- 
dertaking, engage our ſelves, by the Bond of Honour and Conſcience above- 
ſaid, to yield entire obedience to his Majeſties Lieutenant General, and 
General Governour of this Kingdom, and to all deriving Authority from 
them by Commiſſion to command us in our ſeveral Degrees : And that accor- 
ding to ſuch Orders as we ſhall receive from them, faithfully to ſerve his 
Majeſty againſt all his Enemies or Rebels, as well within this Kingdom, as 
in any other part of his Dominions, and againſt all Perſons that ſhall not joyn 
with us upon theſe terms, in ſubmiſſion to the Peace of this Kingdom, and to 
his Majeſties Authority: And we do further engage our ſelves, under the 


ſaid ſolemn Bonds, that we will never either diretly or indirefly, make 


uſe of any advantage or power wherewith we ſhall be intruſted, to the ob- 
liging of his Majeſty or his Miniſters, by any kind of force, to grant unto us 
Y thing beyond the ſaid Marquis of Clanrickard's undertaking, but ſhall 
wholely rely upon his Majeſties own free goodneſs, for what further Graces 
and Favours he ſhall be graciouſly pleas d to confer upon his faithful 
Cathoic 
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Catholick Subjefts in this Kingdom, according to their Obedience and Me- 
rit in his ſervice: And we do further proteſt, that we ſhall never eſteem 
our ſelves diſoblig'd from this engagement, by any Authority or Power 
whatſoever ; provided on both Parties, that this engagement and underta- 
king be not underſtood, or extend to debar or hinder his Majeſties Catho- 
lick Subjefts of this Kingdom, from the benefit of any further Graces and 
Favours which his Majeſty may be graciouly pleas'd to concede to them, upon 
the Queen's Majeſties Mediation, or any other Treaties abroad. 


This was done about the end of November, 1645. at Sir Nicholas 
White's Caſtle of Leixleap ; the Nuncio, with the other Army under 
Owen O Neal, having been about the ſame time compelled to raiſe their 
Siege from Dublin, and to retire tor want of Proviſions. Hereupon the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard was made by the Lord Lieutenant, Lieutenant 
General of the Army, and was accordingly receiv'd by General Preſtox's 
Army, being drawn in Battalia : And General Preſton at the ſame rime 
receiv'd a Commulſlion from the Lord Lieutenant, to command as Serjeant 
Major General,and immediately under the Marqueſs of Cl/anrickard, And 
ſhortly atter, General Preſton deſired the Lord Lieutenant, to march with 
as ſtrong a Body as he could draw out of his Garriſons, towards X';/tenay, 
where he promuſed to meet him with his Army, that ſo being united, they 
might compel the reſt to ſubmit to the Peace. 


And here, that you may have ſome Divertiſement, you ſhall ſce in 
what condition Hereticks are to be buried ; to which end, we ſhall 
preſent you with a Copy of a Cenſure, under the Hand of Nicholas, Biſhop 
of Ferns, againſt Francis Talbot, who died a Proteſtant. 


The Body of Francis Talbot, who died an obſtinate Heretick, and finally 
therem impenitent, is to be buried in Poznam Hxzreſeos, & finalis Impeni- 
tentize, nec non in terrorem aliorum, with only one Candle at the Grave, 
at Nine of the Clock by Night, without a Bell in the Church or Street, with- 
out Prieſt, Croſs, Book, or Prayer ; the Place of his Burial is to be in the 
Alley of St. Mary's Church-yard, near to the Garden of the Parſonage. All 
which, concerning the ſaid Burial, we have order'd to be done with the ad- 
vice of Men learned in Divinity ; and who ſhall exceed this Manner of the 
ſaid Francis's Burial, is to incur Church-Cenſures; no Wax Taper, or Can= 


dle, or Torch, is to be uſed.

When the Marqueſs was come within leſs than a day's March, of the 
Place aſſign'd by General Pre/ton, for the meeting and joyning their For- 
ces together, the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, who attended upon the Lord 
Lieutenant, receiv'd a Letter from Preſton to this efte&t : That his Officers 
being not Excommunicat ion-proof, were fallen from him to the Nuxcio's Par- 
ty, and therefore he wiſhed, that the Lord Lieutenant would proceed no far- 
ther, but to expett the iſſue of a General Aſſembly, that would be ſhortly

conven'd at Kilkenny, where he doubted not but that Things would be ſet 
right by the Conſent of the whole Kingdom, which he ſaid would be much 
better for his Majeſty's Service, than to attempt forcing the Peace upon 
thoſe who were averſe to it. 25 

Upon this new violation of Faith, the Marqueſs of Ormond was com- 
yell'd ( after ſome weeks itay in his Quarters ) to returnagain to Dabliy, 
where the Commiſſioners, who had been lately there from rhe two Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, had ſowed ſuch ſeeds of Jealouſfie and Diſcontent, as the 
Inhabitants refuſed to contribute further to the payment and ſupport of 
the Army, ( being in truth fo far exhauſted by what they had paid, and 
impoveriſhed by their total want and decay of Traffick and Commerce, as 
they were not able much longer to contribute ) ſo that the Marqueſs was 
forced in the cold and wet Winter, to draw out his half ftarved and half 
naked Troops, only to lye in the Enemy's Quarters, where yet he would . 
ſuffer. no ACt of Holtility to be committed, or any thing elſe to be taken, 
but Victuals for the ſubſiſtence of his Men. And in this un-eafie poſture, 
he reſslv'd to expect the reſult of the next General Aſſembly, which he 
ſuppos'd could not be ſo conſtituted, but that it would abhor the violation 
of the former Contra&ts and Agreements, and the in-excuſable Preſumpri- 
on and Proceedings of the Congregation of the Clergy at Waterford ; and 
that it would vindicate the Honour and Faith of the Nation, from the 
Reproaches it lay under, and from the exorbitant and extravagant Juriſ- 
diction which the Nuncio had aſſumed. But he quickly found himſelf 
again diſa pointed - and, to the univerſal wonder of all, the new Aſſem- 
bly publiſh d a Declaration of a very new Nature : For whereas the Nun- 
cio and his Party had committed to Priion thoſe Noblemen and Gentle- 
men, who had been Commiſſioners in treating and concluding the Peace, 
and had given out threats and menaces, that they ſhould loſe their Heads 
for their Tranſgreſſion ; the Aſſembly preſently ſet them at liberty, and 
declared, That the Commiſſioners and Council had faithfully and fncerely 
carried and demean'd themſelves in the ſaid Negotiation, purſuant, and ac- 
cording to the Truſt repoſed in them : And yet, in the fame Declaration, 
declared, That they might not accept of, or ſubmit unto the ſaid Peace, and 
did thereby proteſt againſt it, and did declare the ſame invalid, and of no 
force to all intents and purpoſes. And did farther declare, That the Nati- 
on would not accept of any Peace, not containing a ſufficient ſatisfattory Se- 
curity for the Religion, Lives, Eſtates and Liberties of the ſaid Confederate 
Catholicks. And what they underſtood to be ſufficient and ſatisfatory 
tor Religion, &c. appears by the Propoſitions publiſhed before by the 
Congregation at Waterford, which they had cauſed the People to ſwear 
that they would inſiſt upon ; and which, inſtead of providing a Tolerati- 
on of the Romiſh CatholickReligion, had, in truth, prov'd for the extir- 
pation of the Proteſtant, when they ſhould think fit to put the ſame in execu- 
tion, Nor was the only Argument and Excuſe, which they publiſhed 
tor theſe Proceedings, more reaſonable, than the Proceedings themſelves, 
which was, That the Conceſſions and Promiſes made unto them, by the Earl 
of Glamorgan, were much larger, and greater ſecurity for their Religion, 
than thoſe conſented to by the Marqueſs : Whereas, in truth, thoſe Con- 
ceſſions and Promiſes made by the Earl, ( as we have took notice ) were 
diſ-avowed and diſ-own'd by the Lord Lieutenant, before the Peace was 
concluded, and the Earl committed to Priſon for his Preſumption ; which 
though it produced ſome interruption in the Treaty, yet was the fame 
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after reſumed, and the Peace concluded, and proclaimed upon the Arti- 
cles formerly mention'd ; ſo that the Allegation, ot what had been un- 
dertaken by the Earl of G/amorgan, can be no excuſe, for their violatin 
the Agreement afterwards concluded with the Marqueſs. Whereby it 
appears, ( let the moſt favourable Fucus imaginable be put upon it ) that 
though they releaſed the Commiſſioners tor the Treaty, as juſtifiable, yet 
Herod and Pilate were then made Friends, each Party conſenting to dam 
the Peace. 

This laſt wonderful Act put a period to all Hopes of the Marqueſs of 
Ormond, which Charity and Compaſſion to the Kingdom and Nation, and 
his diſcerning Spirit, would tain have cheriſht, 1n that 1n-evitable ruine 
and deſtruQion both muſt undergo, from that diſtemper ot mind that 
poſſeſſed them, and had fo long boy'd them up, againſt his experience 
and judgement. And now thoſe whoſe Natures, Diſpoſitions, and Inte- 
relt, made them moſt averſe to the Parliament of Eng/and, grew more 
aftrighted at the thoughts of falling under the Power ot the /r7/þ ; fo that 
all Perſons of ail humours and inclinations, who lived under his Govern- 
ment, and had diſlikes and jealouſies enough againſt each other, were 
yet united and reconciled in their opinions againlt the /riſh. The Coun- 
cil of State beſought the Lord Lieutenant to conſider, whether it were 
poſſible to have any better ſecurity from them, for the performance of any 
other Agreement he ſhould make, than he had for the pertormance of 
that, which they now receded from, and diſclaimed. And ſince the 
Spring was now coming on, ( whereby the number, power, and ſtrength 
of their Enemy would be increas'd on all ſides, and their hopes of Succours 
was deſperate, and fo it would be only in his election into whoſe power 
he would put thoſe, ( who had deſerved gs well from his Majeſty by do- 
ing and ſuffering as Subjects could do ) whether into the hands of the 
Engliſh, who could not deny them proteR&ion and juſtice, or of the /ri/þ, 
who had not only diſpoiFd them of all their Fortunes, and proſecuted 
them with all oy and cruelty, but declared by their late carriage, 
that they were not capable of ſecurity under them zhey therefore entreat- 
ed him to ſend again to the two Houſes of Parliament, and make ſome 
agreement with them, which would probably be tor their preſervation ; 
whereas, with the. other, what-ever could & done, it was evident it 
would be for their deſtruction. That which amongſt other things of im- 
portance made a deep impreſſion in the Marqueſs, was the knowledge, 
that there had been from the beginning of theſe Troubles, a Defign, in the 
principal Contrivers of them, entirely to alienate the Kingdom of Ireland, 
from the Crown of England, to extirpate not only the Proteſtant, but all the 
Catholicks, who were deſcended from the Engliſli, and who, in truth, are 
20 leſs odious to the old Iriſh, than the other, and to ou themſelves into 
the proteftion of ſome foreign Prince, if they ſhould find it impoſſible to erett 
ſome of the old Families. And how impoſſible and extravagant ſoever this 
Attempt might reaſonably be thought, inregard, not only all the Catho- 
licks of the Eg/i/h Extraction, who were in Quality and Fortune much 
ſuperiour to the other, but many Noble, and much the beſt and greateſt 
Families of the ancient 7ri/h, perfetly abhorred and abominated the 
ſame, writ ſome. Yet it was apparent, that the violent Part of the 
Clergy, that now govern'd, had really that intention, ad never intend- 
ed more to ſubmit to the King's Authority, whoſoever ſhould be intruſted 
with it ; And it had been propoſed in the laſt Aſſembly by Mr. Anthony 
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call in a for- 
re1gn Prince, 
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Martin, and others, That they ſhould call in ſome forreign Prince for prote- 
tion, from whom they had receiv'd Agents ; as trom his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty, Monſieur de Monry, and Monſieur de Molin ; from his Catholick 
Majeſty, Don Diggo de Torres, his Secretary ; from the Duke of Lorrain, 
Monfiear St. Katherine ; and from Rome they had Petrus Franciſcus Sca- 
rampi ; and afterwards Rinuccini, Archbiſhop and Prince of Fermo,Nun- 
cio Apoſtolick for [re/and, whoſe exorbitant Power was Earneſt enough, 
how little more they meant to haveto do with the King, and ( asit would 
be thought ) gave no leſs an umbrage, offence and ſcandal, to the Catho- 
licks, ot Honour and Diſcretion, than it incenſed thoſe, who bore no 
kind of Reverence to the Biſhop of Rome; to whom ( as their publick 
Miniſters \ they ſent their Biſhop of Ferns, and Sir Nicholas Plunket, as 
before, Mr. Richard Bealing ; to Spain they ſent Fa. Hugh Bourk ; to Pa- 
ris, Fa. Matthew Hartegan ; and to the Duke of Lorrain, by general 
Commiſſion, Theobald, Lord Viſcount Taaff, Sir Nich.Plunket, and Mr. 
Geoffry Brown ; ſome of whoſe Inſtruftions we ſhall here give you, that 
the Temper of that Council, and the AﬀeCtions of thoſe Men, ( what 
pretence ſoever veils their Deſigns ) may appear from the Inſtruments 
themſelves.

Imprimis. Ou are to __— unto his Holineſs, the deplorable 

Condition wherein the Confederate Catholicks are ; and 
for your better information, to take with you, the Draught of the Repre- 
ſentation of the preſent Condition of the Countrey, which you are to en- 
large and ſecond by your own Expreſſions, according to your knowledge ; 


and therefore deſire, in regard 7reland and Religion in it, is ( humanely 


ſpeaking ) like to be loſt, that his Holineſs, in his great Wiſdom and 


Piety, will be pleaſed to make the Preſervation of a People, fo conſtant- 
ly and RE_— Catholick, his, and the Conſiſtory of the Cardinals, 
their Work. And youare to pray his Holineſs, to afford ſuch preſent et- 
feQtual Aids, for the preſervation of the Nation, and the Roman Catholick 
Religion therein, as ſhall be neceſlary, 
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2. You are to lct his Holineſs know, That Application is to be made 
to our Queen and Prince, for a ſettlement of Peace and Tranquillity in 
the Kingdom of J7re/and : And that for the effeting thereof, the Confe- 
derate Catholics do crave his Holineſs's Mediation with the Queen and 
Prince, as alſo with the King and Queen Regent of France, and with the 
King of Spain, and all other Chriſtian Princes, in all Matters tending to 
the Avail of the Nation, either in point of ſettlement to a Peace, or other- 
wiſe. | 

3. The Confederate Catholicks, having raiſed Arms for the freedom 
of the Catholick Religion, do intend in the firſt place, that you let his 
Holineſs know their reſolution, to inſiſt upon ſuch Conceſſions and \gree- 
ments in Matters of Religion, and for the ſecurity thereot, as his Holineſs 
ſhall approve of, and be fatisfied with ; wherein his Holineſs is to be 
prayed, to take into his Conſideration, the umminent danger the King- 
dom 1s 1n, according to the Reprelentations atoreſaid to be made by you, 
and fo to procecd in Matters ot Religion, as in his great Wiſdom and Pie- 
ty may tend beſt, and prove neceſſary to the preſervation of it, and the 
Contederate Catholicks of 7reland. 

4. Youare to repreſent to his Holineſs, That the Confederates think 
fit to inſiſt upon, as ſecurity for ſuch Agreements in Religion, as his Ho- 
lineſs will determine, that the Lord Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, or other 
Chiet Governour or Governours of the Kingdom from time to time, ſhould 
be Romaz Catholicks, unleſs his Holineſs, upon the ſaid Repreſentation 
of State-Afairs here, or for ſome other Reaſon, ſhall think fit to wave 
that Propoſition. 

5. You are to repreſent to his Holineſs, That the Confederate Catho- 
licks defire, that all the Conceſſions to be made, and agreed on, for the 
ſetling of the Catholick Religion in this Kingdom, be publifht at the 
ſame time with the Temporal Articles of the Settlement, if his Holineſs, 
_ onrrepreſentation of the State of Afﬀairs here, or for ſome other Advanta- 
ves, thall not think fit to determine, or ſuſpend the publithing of thofe or 
tome of them tor a time. 

6. You areto reprefent to his Holineſs, That no change or alteration 
is to be in any part of the preſent Government of the Contederate Catho- 
licks, until the Articles ot Peace, or Settlement, purſuant to the preſent 
Authority and Inſtru&tions, you, and the Commithoners to the Engliſh 
Court in France, have been concluded, and expected, and publiſhed in 
os Kingdom, by thoſe intruſted in Authority over the Contederate Ca- 
tholicks. 

7. Youare to take notice, That the refident Council now named, are 
the Perſons to ſerve for the interval Government, until the next Afﬀembly 
of the Confederate Catholicks, and the Aſſembly is at liberty to name 
others, if they pleaſe ; and that no leſs than eight of the ſaid Reſidents 
concurring, during the faid interval, ſhall make any Act or Order, ob- 
liging, and according as it is provided in the former Articles tor the inter- 
val Government, in the late rejeFed Peace, the Forts, Cities, 'Towns, 
Caſtles, and Power of the Armies of the Confederate Catholicks, to re- 
main and continue in their hands , during the faid unterval Govern- 
ment. : 

8. Youareto take notice, That the Perſons to be imployed into France 
to the Queen and Prince, are to finiſh their Negotiation with the Queen 
and Prince, purſuant to their Inſtru&tions, with all poſſible ſpeed, =_

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they ſhall receive his Holineſs's Reſolution from you out of Rowe, in the 
Matters referred as aforeſaid to his Holineſs ; and you are to uſe all poſſi- 
ble diligence, in procuring and ſending his Holineſs's ſaid Reſolution unto 
our ſaid Commiſſioners, 1mployed to the Queen and Prince. 

9. Incaſe his Holineſs will not be pleaſed to deſcend to ſuch Conditi- 
ons, 2s might be granted in Matters of Religion, then you are to ſolicit 
for conſiderable Aids, whereby to maintain War, and to aſcertain and ſe- 
cure the ſame, that it may be timely applied to the uſe of the Confederate 
Catholicks. And in caſe a Settlement cannot be had, nor conſiderable 
Aids, that may ſerve to preſerve the Nation without a Protector, you are 
to make application to his Holineſs, tor his being Proteftor to this K ing- 
dom, and by ſpecial inſtance to endeavour his acceptance thereof at ſuch 
time, and in ſuch manner, as the Inſtructions ſent by our Agents to 
France, grounded on the Aſſembly, doth import, whereof you are to 
have a Copy. ; 

10. Though Matters be concluded by his Holineſs's Approbation with 
the Prince and Queen, yet you are to ſolicit tor Aids, conſidering our di- 
ſtreſs, and ſetting before him, that notwithſtanding any ſuch Aids, we 
have a powerful Enemy within the Kingdom, which to expulſe, will re- 
quire a vaſt charge. 

11, You areto take with you for your inſtruction, and the better to 
enable you to fatisfic his Holineſs of the full ſtate of Affairs here, the Co- 
pies of the Inſtruftions at Waterford, the Articles of the late rejected 
Peace, and Glamorgar's Conceſſions, and the Propoſitions from Xilkenny, 
to the Congregation at Waterford, in Auguſt, 1646. 

12, If Moneys be receiv'd in Rome by you by way of Gift, Engagement, 
or otherwiſe, you are to bring, or ſend the ſame hither, to thoſe in Au- 
thority, and not to diſpoſe the ſame, or any part thereof, otherwiſe than 
by Order from the general Aſſembly, or ſupream Council ; and for all 
ſums of Money ſo by you to be receiv'd, you are to give account to the 
Authority intruſted here over the Confederate Catholicks. 

13. Youareto manage the circumſtance of your Proceedings upon the

Majeſty, and the ſeveral Letters you have with you, to the "een, 
the Prince and Cardinal Mazarzne, declaring the ſpecial affe&tion of the 
Confederate Catholicks, to lus Majeſties ſervice, upon all occaſions, where- 
in they may ſerve him. 

. Youare todefire his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, the Queen Regent, arid 
Cardinal Mazarine, their Favourable and Friendly regard of the Afﬀairs 
of the Confederate Catholicks, and to direct their afſittance in what they 
may, to further the ſettling of the happy Peace of this Kingdom, with 
advantagious, and honourable Conditions, Commiſſioners being now 
ſent, to conclude the ſame, it they may. 

You are to let his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, the Queen Regent, and 
Cardinal Mazargze know, That there be a conſiderable Enemy, in the 
heart of the ſeveral Provinces of this Kingdom ; that yet we have many 
Cities and Parts, of the greateſt conſequence in our hands, and have 
ſufficient ſtock of Men, to defend the Nation, and expel the Enemy, but 
do want aids of Money and Shipping, without which, we ſhall be in 
danger, the next Summer-ſervice ; and therefore to ſolicite for conſide- 
rable Aids in Moneys, to be ſent timely, the preſervation of the Catho- 
lick Religion in this Kingdom, depending thereon. 

If you find upon the place, that a ſettlement of Peace cannot be had, 
according to the ſeveral Inſtructions, that go with the Commiſſioners 
to his Holineſs, and Chriſtian Majeſty, and Prince of Wales, nor ſuch 
conſiderable Aids, that may probably prove for rhe Preſervation of the 
Nation ; then you are to inform your ſelf, by correſpondence with our 
Commilſſioners imployed to Rome, whether his Holineſs will accept of 
this offer, of being Protefor to this Nation ; and if you find he will not 
accept thereof, nor otherwiſe ſend ſuch powerful and timely Aids, as may 
ſerve to preſervation, then you are by advice of other the Commiſſion- 
ers imployed to his Majeſty, and Prince of Wales, and by correſpondence 
had with the Commilſſioners imployed to Rome , and by correſpon- 
dence likewiſe with our Comeiionies imployed ſince, if it may be 
timely had, to inform your ſelf, where the moſt conſiderable Aids for pre- 
ſerving this Nation may be had, by this offer of the ProteQtorſhip of the 
Nation, in manner, as by other Inſtru&tions into France, grourided on 
the ſame of the Aſſembly is contain'd, and ſo to manage the diſpoſal of 
the Proteftorſhip, as you, and the reſt of our ſaid Commulſtoners, ſhall 
find moſt for the advantage of the Nation.

Upon theſe, and other conſiderations, ever in his view, the Marqueſs 
thought it much more prudent and agreeable to the Truſt repoſed in him, 
to depoſite the Kings Intereſt, and Right of the Crown of 7reland, into 
the hands of the Lords and Commons of England, who ſtill made great 
profeſſion of Duty and Submiſſion to his Majeſty, from whom it would

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1646. probably return to the Crown 1n a ſhort time, then'to truſt it with the 
HY, iſh, from whom lels then a very chargeable War, would never recover 
it, in what ſtate ſoever the Aﬀairs oft Eng/and ſhould be; and how 
liſting, and bloody, and coſtly, that War might prove, by the intermed- 
ling and pretences of Foraign Princes, was not hard to conclude : 7y 
that ſuch Auxiliaries, many times prove dangerous Aſſiſtance, not being over- 
render, or much diſtinguiſhing betwixt the Party they come to aſſiſt, and that 
they come to ſubdue, when they are made ©/mpires in ſuch Quarrels : as ma 
be gueſſed by the Accompt in the 14h. Appendix : of which the Lond 
and Commons of the Parliament of 7re/and, being very ſenſible, the 
thus in March expreſſed themſelves, and their condition, to the Parlia- 
ment of England.

The Declaration of the Lords and Commons 
in Parliament, aflembled in Ireland, of the 
preſent Eſtate, and diſtrefled Condition of 
the Proteſtants in the ſaid Kingdom, and 
their Addreſs unto the moſt Honourable, 
the Parliament of England, for Relief. 


E, the Lords and Commons of the Parliament of Ireland, having 

by the Mercy of God, your Care of us, and the Induſtry of thoſe 

intruſted by his Majeſty, with the Government here, preſerved unto us, the 
means of ſitting together, and of delivering freely our thoughts, concerning 
the condition of this miſerable Kingdom, whereof we are the repreſentative 
Body, and finding withall the Government, our Selves, and indeed the Prote- 
ſtants ia the Kingdom, reduced to that final point of Extremity, that if not 
very ſpeedily Jappertes and preſerved, all in theſe Parts muſt become a 
Prey unto the bloody and inhumane Rebels, and this City of Dublin, the 
chief Seat and Cittadel of this K ingdom, with the other Garriſons depend- 
ing thereupon,be turn'd into the prime Seats and Strengths of thoſe, who have 
2#ven evident proof, that they aim not at leſs, then the extirpation of all 
Proteſtants, and the ſetting up the abominable Idol of the Maſs, and Su- 
perſtition,and at the ſhaking oft of all Loyalty and Subjection to the Crown 
of Enzland:We therefore hold it our duty( as being alſo perhaps the laſt, which 
we by reaſon of the near approach of a powerful and pernicious Enemy,may have 
the means to diſcharge in this Capacity ) to make the preſent Addreſs, and 
Repreſentation of our miſerable Condition, to the moſt Honourable the Par- 
lament of England, which, as it hath, in all times of common Danger, been 
the Fountain, from whence the Power and Luſtre of the Crown of England 
in this Kingdom, hath ſprung, ſo it is now the onely Santtuary, unto which 
( in behalf of our ſelves, and the diſtreſſed Intereſt thereof ) we can fly 
for Succour and Preſervation. We hold it un-neceſſary to particularize our 
preſent Wants, and Miſeries, and Impoſibilities of further ſubſiſtance of 
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our ſelves, . ſince they are too well known, even to our Enemies, in ſo much 
as it may be feared, that the benefit which we confidently expef, by the 


great diligence and Wiſdom of the moſt Honourable, the Parliament of 


England, may not arrive timely, for our Relief and Preſervation ; nor 
can we ſo miſdonbt the Wiſdom, Fuſtice, and Piety, of thoſe Flonourable 
Houſes ( whereof we have had heretofore, very real and great experience, 
which we do here with all thankfulneſs acknowledge ) as to fear that they 
will ſuffer the Proteſtant Religion,the Tntere(t of the Crown of England, and 
of the Proteſtants in theſe important Garriſons, and Quarters, to be ſacri- 
ficed unto the fury of the mercileſs Rebels ; But on the contrary, as we do 


earneſtly defire, ſo are we moſt confident, that the Goodneſs and Wiſdom of 


the moſt Honourable, the Parliament of England, will ſo ſeaſonably ſend 
over a ſufficient Power, as well to ſubdue and ſuppreſs theſe mercileſs and 
bloody Rebels, as to maintain theſe places, accompanied with an aſſurance 
from the moſt Honourable, the Parliament of England, for. enjoying thoſe 
Conditions of Honour, ſubfiſtance and ſafety, which have been lately offer- 
ed by their Commiſſioners, for, and in the name of the moſt Honourable, 
the Parliament of England, to thoſe who have hitherto govern'd and pre- 
ſervd them, and ts his Majeſties Proteſtant Subjefs, and thoſe who have 
faithfully and conſtantly adhered unto them, unto which they may be pleaſed 
to joyn ſuch further additions of Grace and Bounty, as to their Wiſdoms 
and Goodneſs, ſhall be thought fit, as that they, and all the Proteſtants; 
and ſuch others, as have faithfully and conſtantly adhered unto them, may 
find Security and Preſervation therein, whereby we may heartily joyn un- 
der thoſe, whom the ſaid moſt Flonourable, the Parliament of England; 
ſhall appoint, in proſecuting ſo Pious a War, and being Gods Inſtruments, 
for the bringing juſt Vengeance upon ſuch Perfidious Rebels, and in reſto- 
ring the Proteſtant Religion, and Intereſt of the Crown of England, in this 
Kingdom, to its due and former Luſtre, which we will ever ſtrive ( with 
the hazard of our Lives and Fortunes ) to maintain. 


While the Marqueſs was in this deliberation ( being privy to the 
Parliaments aCtions ) he receiv'd information, that the King was deli- 
vered by the Scors, to the Commiſſioners of the two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, who were then treating with him, for the ſettling of Peace in all 
his Dominions ; and at the ſame time, ſeveral Perſons of Quality, ar- 
rived at Dublin, having been privately diſpatch'd by his Majeſty, with 
ſignification of his Majeſties Pleaſure, upon the advertiſement he had 
receiv'd of the Condition of 1reland, to this purpoſe ; That if it were 
poſſible for the Marqueſs to keep Dublin, and the other Garriſons, under 
the ſame intire Obedience to his Majeſty, they were then in, it would be 


acceptable to his Majeſty; But if there were, or ſhould be, a neceſſity of 
( 


giving them up to any other Power, he would rather put them into the han 


of the Engliſh, then of the Iriſh ; which was the Rule, the Marqueſs was 


to guide himſelf by, who had likewiſe his other very important conſide- 
rations, which, if all the reſt had been away, had been enough to have 
inclin'd him to that reſolution, The King was now in the Power, and 
hands of thoſe, who rais'd a War againſt him, principally, upon 
the credit of thoſe reproaches and ſcandals, that had perſwaded the 
People to a belief of his inclinations to Popery ; and of his contriving,

The diſmal Effetts of 
much Proteſtant Blood, had been ſo wantonly and cruelly let out : The 
Ceſſation formerly made, and continued with thoſe Rebels, though 
prudently, charitably, and neceſſarily entred into, had been the moſt 
No copils Act the King had ever done, and had wonderfully contributed 
to the Reputation of the two Houſes of Parliament, it, according to the 
general opinion then currant, there ſhould a Peace enſue, between the 
King and them; fo that his __— would loſe nothing by the Parliament 
being poſſeſſed of Dublin, and thoſe other Towns, then in the diſpoſal 
of the Lord Lieutenant : On the contrary, it they intended to purſue 


his Majeſty, with continued and new reproaches, and thereby to make 


-him ſo odious to his Subjects, that they might with more facility and 


applauſe, execute their horrible Conſpiracy againſt his Lite, there could 
be nothing ſo diſadvantagious to his Majeſty, as the ſurrender of Du+- 
lin, to the Triſh Confederates ; which being done by the Kings Lord 
Lieutenant, would eaſily be interpreted, to be by his Majeſties direCtion, 
and ſo make a confirmation of all they had publiſhed of thatkind ; and, 
amongſt the ignorant ſeduced People, might have been a countenance to, 
though nothing could be a juſtification of their unparalell'd Deal- 
ings. 

, "RED the Marqueſs took a Reſolution, ſince he could not poſſibly 
keep it himſelf, to deliver it into the hands of the Erg/iſh ; and to that 
purpoſe ſent again to the rwo Houſes of Parliament at Weſtminſter, that 
he would ſurrender D##/in, and the other Garrifons to them, upon the 
ſame condition they had before offered ; who quickly diſpatcht their Ships 
with Commiſſioners, * Men, and Money, and all other Proviſions ne- 
cellary to take the ſame into their poſleſſion. The Confederate Catho- 
licks were no ſooner inform'd of this,. but they ſent again to the Lord 
Lieutenant an overture of Accommodation ( as they call it ) yet the 
Meſſengers intruſted by them, were ſo wary, leſt indeed by accepting 
what they propoſed, they might be obliged to a Conjunction, that they 
refuſed to give their Propoſitions in Writing ; And when, upon their 
Diſcourſe, the Lord Lieutenant had writ what they had propounded, and 
ſhewed it to them, albeit they could not deny but that it was the ſame, 
yet they refuſed to Sign it: whereby it was very natural to conclude, that 
the Overture was made by them, onely to lay ſome 1mputationupon the 
Marqueſs, of not being neceſſitated to agree with the two Houſes of Par- 
liament, rather then with any purpoſe of ſubmitting to the Kings Autho- 
rity. At laſt ( being ſo far preſſed, they found it neceſſary to let the 
Marqueſs know in plain terms what he was to truſt to ) they ſent him a 
Meſſage in Writing, in which they declared, 7hat they muſt inſiſt upon 
the Propoſitions of the Clergy, formerly mention'd to be agreed at Waterford, 
and to which they had ſworn; and that if he would have a Ceſſation with 
them, he muſt promiſe not to receive any Forces from the two Houſes of Par- 
liament in 6 or 7 months : Not propoſing in the mean time any way how his 
Majeſties Army ſhould be maintain'd,but by a full ſubmiſſion unto alltheir 
unreaſonable Demands : Notwithſtanding all which, the Parliament 
failing to make that ſpeedy performance of what they had promiſed, 
and their Commiſſioners not having ( as it was agreed on ) brought 
Bills ſufficiently drawn to be accepted of, for 10000 /. and the Marqueſs 
having it thereby in his Power, fairly to comply with the 7rifh, it they 
had yet recovered the temper and diſcretion that might juſtifie him ; He 
ſent againte them, as well an Anſiyer to their Overtures of accommoda- 

tion,

tion, as an, offer not to receive any Forces from the two Houſes, for the 
ſpace of three weeks, if they would, during that time, conſent to a Ceaſla- 
tion, that a full Peace might be treated, and agreed upon. To which 
Motion, they never vouchſated to return any Anſwer ; about the fame 
time Owen O Neil ( wiſely toreſeeing, that the Nuncio, or the Supream 
Council, did not enough conſider, or foreſee the evil conſequences,” that 
would undoubtedly attend the Lord Lieutenant's being compelled to 
leave the Kingdom, and to put D#-1iy, and the other Garrifons into the 

oſleſſion of the Engliſh Ls ſent his Nephew Danie[O Nez, to the 
Marqueſs of Ormond, that it the Marqueſs would accept of a Ceſſation 
for two months, which he believ'd, the Aſſembly, or Supream Council, 
would propoſe ( with what mind ſoever ) he would promiſe; and un- 
dertake, to continue it for a Twelvemonth ; and in the mean time, he 
would uſe his utmoſt power, to procure a Peace. Owen O Neil was a 
man of an haughty, and-poſitive humour, and rather«hard to be inclined 
to ſubmit to reaſonable Conditions, then eafie to declinethem, or break 
his word, when he had conſented ; therefore the Lord Lieutenant re- 
turn'd this Anſwer ; that if he would give him his word, to continue 
the Ceſſation for a full year ; he would accept it, when propoſed 
from the Supream Council, tor two months ; and he would in the mean 
time, wave any further Treaty with the Parliament ; yet ſent him word, 
he would not hold himſelf by this promiſe, longer then fourteen days 
engaged, if he did not in that time receive ſuch a poſitive effe& of his 
Overture, as he expe&ted. Owen 0 Nei! accepted of the Condition, and 
with all poſſible ſpeed, diſpatched his Nephew Danzel, to the Supream 
Council at Clonmel, with a Letter containing his Advice, and another 
to the Biſhop of Clogher, his chief Confident ; to whom he ſent Reaſons 
at large, which ought to induce the Nation to deſire ſuch a Ceſſation. 
When the Council receiv'd the Letter, and knew that the Lord Lieutenant 
expected an Anſwer within 14 days, they reſolved to return no Anſwer, 
till thoſe days were expired, and during that time, committed Danie/ O 
Neil to Priſon, that he might not return to his Unkle; arid when the time 
was paſſed, they releasd him, on condition that he ſhould come no more 
into their Quarters. 

In the interim, the Parliament of 7relaxd, then ſitting at Dublin, find- 
ing into what ſtraights the Kingdom was brought, and how his Excellency 
had ſtrugled with the greateſt difficulties umaginable, for his Majeſties 
and their Intereſt ; they, the 17th. of March, ſent this Remonſtrance, 
in acknowledgment of great Care and Indulgence.

Body, do preſent our ſelves before your Lordſhip, acknowledging 
with great ſenſe and feeling your Lordſhips ſingular goodneſs to us the Pro- 
teſtant Party, and thoſe who have faithfully and conſtantly adhered unto 
them, who have been preſerved to this day ( under God) by your Excellen- 
cies providence and pious care, which hath not been done without a vaſt ex- 
pence out of your own Eſtate, as alſo to the hazarding of your Perſon in great 
and dangerous difficulties: And when your Lordſhip found your ſelf ( with 
the ſtreugth remaining with you) to be too weak to reſiſt an inſolent ( and up- 
on all batt aget ) a perfidious and bloody Enemy, rather than we ſhould 
periſh, you have in your care transferred us into their hands, that are both 
able and willing to preſerve us ; and that not by a bare caſting us off, but 
by complying ſo far with us, that you have not denied our defires of Hoſta- 
ges, = among /t them, of one of your moſt dear Sons : All which being ſuch a 
free Earneſt of your Excellencies love to our Religion, Nation, and both 
Houſes, do incite us here tocome unto you with Hearts fil d with your love, 
and Tongues declaring how much we are oblig'd to your Excellency, profeſ- 
ſing our reſolutions are with all real ſervice 7 to the utmoſt of our power ) to 
manifeſt the ſincerity of our acknowledgment and affettions unto you, and to 
perpetuate to poſterity the memory of your Excellencies merits, and our 
thankfulneſSs. We have appointed this Inſtrument to be entred into both 
Frouſes, and under the hands of both Speakers to be preſented to your 
Lordſhip.

among(t my choiceſt Treaſures, it being not onely a full confutation of thoſe 
Calumnies that have been caſt upon my ations, during the time I have had 
the Honour to ſerve his Majeſty here, but likewiſe an Antidote agzainſt the 
virulency and poiſon of thoſe - avhds and Pens, that, Tam well aſſur d, will 
be bufily ſet on work, to traduce and blaſt the Integrity of my preſent Pro- 
ceedings for your preſervation. And now, my Lords and Gentlemen, fince 
this may perhaps be the laſt time that T ſhall have the Honour to ſpeak to 
you from this Place ; and ſince that next to the words of a dying man ( thoſe 
of one ready to bagiſh himſelf from his Country for the good of it ) challenge 
credit, give me leave before God and you here to proteſt, That in all the 
time I had the Honour to ſerve the King my Maſter, I never receiv'd an 

Command from him, bat ſuch as ſpake him a Wiſe, Pious, Proteſtant Prince, 
zealous of the Religion he profeſſeth, the welfare of his Subjetts, and in- 
duſtrious to promote and ſettle Peace and Tranquility in all his Kingdoms ; 
and T ſhall beſeech you to look no otherwiſe upon me, than upon a ready Inſt ru- 
ment ſet on work by the Kings wiſdom and g-*/- for your preſervation ; 
wherein if I have diſchargd my ſelf to his Approbation and Tours, it will 
be the greateſt ſatisfattion ly us. I ſhall take with me, where-ever it 
ſhall pleaſe God to direft my ſteps. And now ( that I may diſmiſs you )) I be- 


ſeech God long, long, to preſerve my Gracious Maſter, and toreſtore Peace 
Reſt to this afflifted Church and Kingdom. 


But to return. In concluſion, the Commiſſioners from the two Houſes 
of Parliament having performed all that on their part was expected, the 
Marquis of Ormond delivered up Dublin and the other Garrifons into 
their hands the 17th. ſome write the 18h. of Fune, 1647. on condition 
to enjoy his Eſtate, and not to be ſubje& to any Debts contrated for the 
ſupport of his Majeſties Army under his Command, or fog any Debts 
contra&ted before the Rebellion : That he, and all ſuch Noblemen and 
Officers as defir'd to paſs into any part of that Kingdom, ſhould have 
travelling Arms, and free Paſſes, with Servants for their reſpe&tive Qua- 
lities : That he ſhould have 5000 /. in hand, and 2000 /. per Avnum tor 
five years, till he could receive ſo much a year out of his own Eſtate : 
And that he ſhould have liberty to live in Ezgland without taking any 
Oaths tor a year ; he engaging his Honour to do nothing 1n the inte» 
rim'to the prejudice of the Parliament. However, he delivered not up the 
Regalia till the 25th. of Fuly, at which time he was tranſported ( with 
his Family ) into Exg/and ; where they admitted him to wait on the 
King, and to give his Majeſty an account of his Tranfat&tions : who re- 
ceived him moſt graciouſly, as a Servant who had merited highly trom 
him, and fully approved all that he had done. The ſtraits his Excellency

Before He came away, the Soldiers had receiv'd ſuch a tinfture 
of Mutiny, as Mr. Anneſly and Sir Robert King, tor fear of violence, pri- 
vately quitted the Kingdom, betore which, they ( with Sir Robert Mere- 
dith, Colonel Michael Fones, and Colonel Fohn Moore ) took notice of 
the inſolency of the Soldiers, to exaQt Contribution and free Quarters at 
their pleaſure, forbidding them fo to do, &c. by a Proclamation at Dublin 
the 20th. of Func, 1647. 

Soon after the Parliaments Commiſſioners were warm in the Go- 
vernment ( having regulated their Militia ') they put their Sickle into 
the Service of the Church, where they tound many * ſo tenacious to the 
Oathes of Allegiance and Supremacy, and their Vows to their Ordina- 
ries, as they could not te wean'd from the Liturgy of the Church of 
England, in which Miniſtery they defir'd to finiſh thyr Courſe with joy ; 
an the 9th. of Fuly, 1647. they unanimouſly publiſh'd a Declaration to 
that end, exaCtly drawn up with great Reaſon, Perſpicuity, and Elo- 

uence. 
: The time that the Marquis of Ormond agreed with the Parliaments 
Commitllioners, was near the time that the Army had gotten the 
King into their hands, having taken him from Z7o/mbey, out of the cuſto- 
dy of the Commiſſioners, tq,whom the Scots had delivered him: And 
the Marquis of Ormond, at hWarrival in England, tound ſo many ſpecious 
pretences and profeſſions publiſh'd by that Party, which then had the 
whole Power ot the Army, and conſequently of the Kingdom, that very 
many believ'd his Majeſties Afﬀairs to ke in no 4ll condition ; more 
ſeeming reſpect was paid to his Perſon, and leſs reſtraint upon the reſort 
of his taithtul Servants to him, than had been from the time that he firſt - 
put himſelf into the Scots power. The Army took upon them the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom, having ſolemnly declared, That there could 
be no reaſonable hope of a firm and laſting Peace, if there were not an equal 
care to preſerve the Intereſt of the King, Queen, and Prince, as of the Li- 
berties of the People, and that both ſhould be with equal care provided for 
together.In this time of freedom,and hypocritical compliance, the Marquis 
had free liberty of repairing tothe King, where he gave him an account of 
all his a&ti8ns, and of the courſe he had taken tor the reviving and pre- 
ſcrving his Majeſties Intereſt in Ireland, by ſetling a Correſpondence with 
many Perſons of Honour there, who would keep the two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment ( how great an advantage ſoever he had given them,by the delivery 
up of D«blin,&c.into their power) if they retus'd to return to his Majeſties 
obedience, from obtaining any abſolute Dominion in that Countrey ; 
and who were moſt like, to reduce the Nation from the Diſtemper with 
which they were tranſported, and to incline them to that ſubmiſſion 
that was due from them to the King ; with all which, his Majeſty was 
very graciouſly and abundantly fatisfied, and gave the Marquis directi- 
on, in caſe the Independent Army ſhould proceed otherwiſe than they 
pretended, how he hould behave himſelf, and comply with the 1rifh, it 
he could reduce and diſpoſe them to be inſtrumental towards his or their 
own delivery. And when his Majeſty diſcovered ( by the double _— 
all 
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and hypocritical demeanour . of the Officers of the Army, of whom he 
had earlier jealouſie than other men, as ſceing farther into their dark 
Deſign ) the little good they meant him, he tound it fit to receive ſome 
Overtures,from the Scort;/þ Commiſſioners, who were ſtill admitted to 
reſide at London, and to bear a part in. the Managery of the Publick 
Affairs ; and now plainly faw, that the Independent Army, which they 
had ſo much deſpiſed, was grown ſuperiour to them, and meant to per- 
form nothing leſs, than what they had ſo Religiouſly promiſed betore 
the King was delivere] up at Newcaſtle, The King hereupon commands 
the Marquis of Ormondto confer with the principal Perſons of that Com- 
miſſion, who ſeem'd very ſenſible of the diſhonour their Nation had in- 
curr'd, and reſolved, by uniting the power of that Kingdom for his Ma- 
zelties Service, to undo ſome ot the miſchief they had wrought : And de- 
fired, that the Marquis of Ormond would likewiſe tranſport himſelf 
into. reland, to try once more it he could compoſe the humours of that 
People to his Majeities obedience; that ſo thoſe two Kingdoms, being en- 
tirely reduc'd to their duty, might, with that aſſiſtance they were like 
to find in Erz/and; perſwade the violent Party to comply with thoſe mo- 
derate and juſt Concluſions, which would eſtabliſh the Peace and Tran- 
quility ofthe whole in a tull happineſs to Prince and People. And from 
hence was that firſt Engagement deſign'd, which was afterwards fo un- 
fortunately conducted by the elder Duke Hamilton, and contluded with 
the ruine of himſelt, and oft many Worthy and Noble Perſons. 

When the Army hal by their civil and ſpecious carriage and profeſ- 
ſions diſpoſed the Kings Party to with well to them, at leaſt better than: 
to the Presbyterians, ( who Cem'd to have erected a Model of a more for- 
mid and inſupportable Tyranny, and were leſs endu'd with the appea- 
rances bf Humanity and good Nature ) and had ( by ſhuffling themlelves 
into new ſhapes of Government, and admitting Perſons of all Condifions 
to aſſemble, and make Propoſitions to them in order to the publick 
Peace ) givea encouragement to moſt men to believe, that. a Hntereſts 
would, in ſome degree, be provided for ; and ſo had brought themſelves 
into an abſolute Power over all Intereſts, they began to leſlen their out- 
ward Reſpects and Reverence to the King, to inhibit ſome of his Ser- 
vants abſolutely to reſort to him ; and more to reſtain the frequent ac- 
ceſs of the People, who out of their innate Duty and Aﬀection, deligh 
ed to ſee his Majeſty, they cauſed reports to be raiſed and ſcatter 
-abroad of ſome intentions, in deſperate perſons, of violence upon his Ma- 
jeſties Perſon ; and upon this pretence doubled their Guards, and put 
Officers of ſtricter vigilance and more ſurly diſpoſition about him ; ſo 
that whatſoever he ſaid or did, or was faid unto him, was more punctu- 
ally obſerved. The Marquis of O-mond was look'd upon with-a very 
zealous eye, and was forbid to continue his attendance on him, or to 
come within 25 miles of London ; and that Article in the Agreement 
at the delivery of D«b/in, ( viz. That he ſhould engage his Honour not 
to act any thing to the prejudice of the Parliament in a twelvemouth ) 
there was an intention to put him in mind of, by. a Letter from the 
Committee at, Derby-houſe ; but before the Meſſenger came where he 
had been near Bri/tol, he ( knowing of the King's being cloſe Priſoner in 
Carwbrook-Caſtle, and _ that it would be to little purpoſe to conteſt his 
Articles with the Parliament ) privately mr himſelt away for ah

1647. where he arrived ſafely about the end of the year 1647. having ſpent in 
WW England little more than ſix months. 

For a time we muſt leave the Marquis in France, and return to Co- 
lonel Fones in Dublin, who ( with thoſe Forces that were lett there b 
the Marquis of Ormond, and ſuch as he brought and received out of Eng- 
land, amounting in allto 3000) marched againſt Colonel Preſton, ap- 

Gen. 6 ens : proaching with his Leim/ter Forces to infeſt D«#/iz, and met him about 

Js, 12 miles trom Dublin; who having gotten great advantage of ground, 
routed Foes, killed many of his men, and took not a tew Priſoners, Foxes 
hiniſelf eſcaping with much difficulty to Dub/iy. 

'Whether upon this accident, or otherwiſe, I cannot determine 5 but 
great diviſions then aroſe betwixt the old Eng/iſh, who had Preſton for 
their General, and the old '/ri/þ, who had Owen Roe O Neal for theirs: 
The old Engliſh had a gallant Army, conſiſting of near 10000 Foot and 
Horſe, well Arm'd, and well Diſciplin'd, who thought, that it they 
would offer themſelves Inſtruments to deſtroy the old ri/h, they might 
at any time have good Conditions from Erg/and; theretore under con- 
fidence thereof, they went on with great reſolution, determining to do 
what they could to make themſelves Maſters of Da«+1in, and of all the 
Engliſh Quarters thereabouts, the eaſier afterwards ro facilitate their 
rs 4.9 againſt Owen Roe and his Confidents. Preſton thus fleſh'd with 
his late ViRory, brought up his Army, poſſeſs'd himſelf of moſt of the 

Preſion's ad- -Qut-Garriſons, even within eight miles of Dubin, and thence went with 
yanceonsce”o areſolution to take in 7rim, a Garriſon of ſome ſtfength, under Colonel 
F ' Fenwick, wherein there lay a Regiment of Foot, and ſome Troops of 
Horſe. Upon which, Fones ſeeing himſelf in this condition, march'd 
about the 172h. of Faly, with 1000 Foot and 400 Horſe, to Sigginſtown, 
burning by the way, Caſtle Martin, taking good Prey from Calile Bawn, 
and bas over-took by the Enemy near Fohns-town, who falling on his 
Rear, cut off many ; where Captain Adam Meredith gallantly maintain- 

ing the Paſs, was kill'd : a Gentleman of clear valour,and greater hope. 

In the interim, the diſtra&tions of the Soldiers (daily mutinous ) were 
very great, the Soldiers threatning to deliver up the Town to the Re- 
bels, it they were not ſpeedily and better ſuppli'd with money and other 
neceſſaries. However, in this high diſtemper, Colonel Fones drew out, 

firſt of Auguſt, 3800 Foot, and two Regiments of Horſe, beſides Ar- 

illery, to the relief of 7rim, beſieged by Preſton ; who upon his ap- 
*TheLorg Proach quitted the Siege, intending to follow the advice ot a Perſon * 
© Py. then at Leixlip ( a Caltle 10 miles from Dublin )) of great truſt and abi- 
| lities, that whulſt Foxes reliev'd 7rim, he might attempt Dublin. Where- 
upon Fones follows, being aſſiſted by Sir Zenry Tichburn trom Tredagh, 

Colonel Moor from Dondalk, with the Newry, Carlingford Forces, as Co- 

lonel Conway, witha Party of the Northern old Briziſh, making up 1n all 

700' Horſe, and 1200 Foot ; and joyn'd Battel with Preſton, efteQtually 

7300 Foot, and 1047 Horſe ſtrong, beſides what the Lord Coftolough and 

Dungon-hill the two Nagent's brought, at Dungazs-7Jil, the 8th. of Auguſt, 1647. 

Bartel, the 8.0? where by plain valour Foxes gain'd the greateſt and moſt ſignal Victo- 

gies: 1047.7 ry the Engliſhever hadin Jreland; there was ſlain upon the place 5470, 
Lih-Knock beſides thoſe afterwards which were gleaned up, which were :many ; 

_ amongſt the ſlain, there were 400 of Colonel Xizto's Redſhanks : 
There were taken Priſoners, 5 Colonels, 4 Lieutenant Colonels,6 Serjeant- 
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Majors, 32 Captains, 23 Lieutenants, 27 Enſigns, 2 Cornets, 22 Ser 
zeants, 2 Quarter-Maſters, 2 Gunners, the Clerk of the Store, 1 3 Troo 
ers, and 225 common Souldiers : Preſton hardly eſcaped with the Horle ; 
he loſt his Carriages and Cannon, being 4 demi-Culverings, each carry- 
ing 12 pound Buller, and 64 fair Oxen, attending the Train, which 
were of yery great uſe. Of ours ſome were wounded, but not above 20 
ſlain : Of Note, we loſt only 2 Cornets, and one Captain Gi4bs, who, 
over-heated 1n the Service, died in drinking Ditch-Water. After this 
Victory the Enemy quit and burnt the Naas Siggin/town, Harriſtown,Col- 
lanſtown, Caſt lewardiag, and Moyg/are, Nor had the effect of this Victory 
ended thus, but that Pay and Proviſion for the Army were fo ſcant, as 
nece{lity intorced them to return to D#/iz, where they were met with 
the News of 1500 /. newly arrived, a Supply incompetent to furniſh them 
torth immediately, though it ſatisfied them there was ſome care taken 
tor their Relief, And upon the certainty of this great Victory in Fng- 
land, conſiderable Supplies were haſtned, and 1000 /. ſent Colonel Foxes 
tor his good Service. A little atter which the Lord 7nchiquin took in Ca- 
hir Caſtle, the Town and Caſtle of Caſhel, and 11 other Caſtles, in the 
County of 7ipperary, which was exceeding well taken by the Parliament, 
no ſmall Cauſes of Detection, having ( a little betore ) been infinuated 
to them, of his Fidelity. 

About the beginning of October Colonel Forzs took the Field again,and 
having joyn'd with the Z//er Forces, under the Command of Colonel 
Monk, they march'd out near 2000 Horſe and 6000 Foot, taking in 
Portleiceſter, Abboy, and ſeveraloft the Rebels Caſtles and Garriſons ; and 
ſo having got great Prey of Cattle, and other Pillage, they return'd to 
Dublin, and Colonel Mont went back into V//ter with that Party he car- 
ried thence. 

And in Munſter the Lord [nchiquin was ſo attive, as the Lord Taaff, ap- 
pearing with a conſiderable Force, ( as General of the 7rifþ ) advancing 
towards the Engliſh Quarters, he nobly encounter'd him ( though with 
much diſ-advantage both of Men and Ground ) at Xzockones, the 1 3th. 
of November ; where , after a ſharp diſpute, excellently carried, with 
much Gallantry and true Souldiery, as to the order of the Battle, he to- 
tally routed him and his Forces ; amongſt whom fell Sir Alexander Mac 
Donel, alias Colonel Kiltittoth, the Rebels Lieutenant General, and his 
Lieutenant Colonel, beſides ſome 4000 of their Infantry and Horſe were 
ſlain, 6000 Arms recovered, 38 Colours of Foot, ſome Cornets of Horſe, 
Ammunition, 7Taaf's Cabinet, beſides his Tent, and many Concerns of 
importance, were alſo taken. We loſt Sir William Bridges, Colonel of 
Horſe, Colonel Gray, Major Brown, Sir Robert Travers, the Judge Ad- 
vocate, and ſome other Officers, upon the routing of our left Wing, who 
gallantly however ſeal'd the Cauſe with their blood. They were 7464 
Foot, and 1076 Horſe, befides Officers; we not 4000 Foot, and i200 
Horſe. Upon the arrival of this News, the Houſe of Commons voted 
10000 /. for Munſter, and 1000/7. with a Letter of thanks, to the Lord 
Inchiquin. | | 

Things thus ſucceeding, it might be thought rational, that the Lord 
Inchiquin, who had obtain'd fo great a Victory over the Rebels, and 
thereupon was highly carefſed by the Parliament, ſhould now have had 
no Deſign to have alrer'd his Party. But he ( having been dealt with by 
thoſe, who beſt knew how to wean him oft ) ſets forth a ſpecious Decla- 
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ration againſt the Parliament, over-awed by Independents and the Army; 
and hearing of Laughorn's Inſurretion, and the Scots Invaſion, grew 
thence more encouraged, that amongſt the Presbyterians he went tor a 
Patron ; and diſtributing a little Money amongſt the Souldiers, won ſo 
upon them, as arte, he carried his Deſign ( for ſometime ) un-dif- 
covered, ſending to the Parliament this Declaration. 


Mr. Speaker, 


T is not without an un-anſwerable proportion of Reluttancy, to fo heavy 
an Inconvenience, that «we are thus frequently put upon the aſſerting of 

our own Fidelities, to the Services of the Honourable Houſes ; whereunto, 
as we have by ſeveral Evidences ( the mention whereof we make without 
vain-glory ) manifeſted our ſelves ſincerely faithful, ſo hath it pleaſed the 
divine Providence, to proſper our Endeavours with very many improbable 
Succeſſes ; to the attainment whereof, though we have ſtrugled through all 
the difliculties, and contended with all the ſufferances, that a People, un-ſup- 
ply d with all neceſſaries and ſecondary means,could undergo, yet have we en- 
countred nothing of that diſ-affeftion, or diſ-couragement, as we find admini- 
ſtred unto us, by aconſtant obſervation, that it is as well in the power, as it 
is in the prattice, of our malicious and indefatigable Enemies, to place and 
foment Differences upon us, not only to our extream ſcandal and diſgrace, 
( which we ſhould the leſs reſent, if their malice could terminate in us ) but 
to the obſtruiting of the Supplies order'd and deſign'd for publick Service,and 
to the irreparable prejudice thereof, which our Enemies can value at ſo low a 
rate, as to m= it into that bargain, they are in hand to make for our deſtru- 
tion, It being very approvable by us, that ſeveral Perſons in } omg there, 
do interpoſe their endeavours, to continue us ( by the impeding of Sup- 
plies) in a deſperate, languiſhing, and periſhable condition upon the Place, 
and in a deſpicable and doubtful eſteem with the Honourable Houſes. Where- 
of there will need no other Inſtances, than that, after the ſeveral promiſes 
made by Letters, from the Honourable Committee at Darby-houſe, and 
Votes paſs'd for tranſmitting Supplies unto us, eſpecially in caſe of Major 
General Starling, his being ſent to attend the Pleaſure of the Fouſes, the 
only Remora then alledged to make ſtay of 7000 Suits of C loaths,and 10000 1. 
in Money, being before deſign'd for our relief, there 1s no more than 2700 |. 


ſent unto us in Money, and thereof but 1500 I. deſigned for the feeding of us, 


and the Souldiers under our Command. And that notwithſtanding the fig- 
nal Teſt imony given of our real intentions and affeitions, to that Cauſe and 
Service, in a late Engagement againſt the Rebels at Knockneſs, which 
we touch at, without any affettion of vain-glory, the Votes then renew'd for 
our Relief, and the Order for our Indempnity, ( which was conceived would 
ot have found ſo much heſitation, with thoſe whoſe Service we had only pro- 
feſt ) are laid afide, and nothing effeftual or advantagious done in order 
thereto, for our avane, ſave the tranſmittal of 2700 1. but on the contrary, 
ew jealouſtes and diſtruſt of us are re-embrac'd and fomented. 

It is not therefore ſo inſupportable a diſ-comfort to us, to obſerve our own 
Lrves expoſed a ſacrifice, to the malice of our now potent publick Enemies, 
who by the conjun{tion of three ſeveral Armies, are not more m__ to 
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confront us in the Field, than we, by the art and praftice uſed to with-hold 
thoſe juſt and neceſſary —_— from us, diſ-abled to joyn Battle with them, 
as to obſerve our honourable Reputation and Integrity, ( dearer to us than 
our Lives ) brought into ſuch frequent queſtion, and unworthily mangled, de- 
praved and ny wg. by the calumnious aſperſ1ons of our powerful and pre- 


wailing Adverſaries, in deſpight of all our zealous and cordial Endeavours,

to give indubitable teſtimony and evidence of our Fidelities, What if we be - 


beyond any common meaſure afflifted and diſmayed 2 We are confident, that 
all Perſons of Honour will acknowledge, that we have much more than com- 
mon cauſe. 

And now that our Adverſaries have prevailed to deprive us, not only of 
all hopes of ſubſiſting here iz your Service, bat have proceeded for to provide, 
that we may not live hereafter but out of your Favour. So having intercept- 
ed and perverted the comfort, we well hoped to have received from other te- 
ſtimonies of our fmcerity, they have only left us this Expedient, to teſtifie 
our mindfulneſs of our duty by, which is, to give humble intimation to that 
Honourable Houſe, that we are involved in ſo great and extream exigencies 
of diſtreſs and univerſal want, with the preſſure of three joynt Armies, upon 
our weak and naked Forces, that there remains no humane means diſcernable 
amon#s(t us, to ſubſiſt by any longer in this Service, unleſs it ſhall ſtand with 
the pleaſure and piety of thoſe, in whoſe Service we have exha»ſted both our 
blood and livelihoods, to ſend us ſome ſeaſonable and conſiderable Supplies, 
or that we ſhould be inforced to entertain ſuch terms, as the Rebels will gzve 
us, which of all things we abominate, as knowing our neceſſities will render 
them ſuch, as muſt be both obſtruftive and diſhonourable, and therefore ſhaZ 
reſolve of making that the laſt Expedient, to preſerve our own and many 
thouſands of poor Proteſtants Lives by, or that it ſhall pleaſe the Honoura- 
ble Houſes to ſend Shipping to fetch us off. And ſo in diſcharge of our duties 
both to God and Man, we humbly offer to conſideration, and remain.

This Remonſtrance begat ſome Heats : Upon which many of the Sub- 
ſcribers were ſent for over, and committed ; but upon ſubmiſſion, ſoon 
releas'd, and an Ordinance for their Indempaity publiſh'd, 

* Buttoreturn to the Marqueſs of Ormond, whom, not long ſince, we 
left in France ; where finding himſelf at liberty, and out of the reach of 
his Enemy, he then projected again to viſit /re/and, having made the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard, and the Lord Taaff, who (without any pauſe) 
had prelerv'd their Allegiance entire, privy to what might beſt adyance 
his Majeſty's Intereſt, amongſt thoſe, who, oppoſing the Nuncio,feem'd 
reſolute for his Majeſty. And they ( one in Connagzht, the other in Mun- 
fter ) accordingly diſpoſed the People to a ready complyance, whilſt the 
Forces under the Nuncio were much weakned, partly by the defeat of 
General Preſton, whoſe Army was routed and deſtroyed by the Parlia- 
ment's Forces, within leſs than a month after they had compelled the

ing to Rome, had an ill Reception of the Pope, Zemerarie re geſſiſti, ſaid 
he; with which, and the Fate of Fermo, in his abſence, he ſoon after 
diced. Nor indeed had any of thoſe Apoſtolick Nuxcios in Ireland, much 
better Fate : Nicholas Sanders, an Engliſh-man, An. 1579. was ſent 
Nuncioby Gregory the 13th. who wander'd in the Mountains of Xerry,and 
was there ſtarv'd under a Tree. Owen Mac Egan, alias Eugenius O He- 
gan, of Triſh Birth, YVicarius Apoſtolicus under Clement the 8th. was lain, 
leading a Troop of 100 Horſe againſt theLoyaliſts, An. 160. 
And becauſethe impudent Injuſtice, and Imprudence of the Nuxczo,and 
| the lameSubjeCtion of the People, to his immoderate Pride and Haugh- 
% | tineſs, was, in truth, the real Cauſe, or rather Fountain, from whence 
\ this torrent of Calamities flowed, which hath ſince over-whelmed that 
miſerable Nation ; and becauſe that exorbitant Power of his, was reſo- 
lutely oppoſed by the Catholicks, of the moſt eminent Parts and Intereſts, 
and in the end ( though too late ) expelled by them ; it will be but Ju- 
ſtice to the Memories of thoſe noble Perſons, briefly to collect the ſum, 
of that unhappy Perſon's Carriage and Behaviour, from the time that he 
was firſt deſign'd to that Imployment. And in doing hereof, no other 
Language ſhall be uſed, than what was part of a Memorial, delivered by | 
an honourable and zealous Catholick, who was intruſted to complain of 
the in-ſufferable Behaviour of the Nuxcto to the Pope himſelf, which runs 
in theſe very words, ſpeaking of the Nuncio, 
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He declar'd before he left Rome, That he would not admit either in his 1648. 
Company or Family, any Perſon of the Engliſh Nation. Tn his Voyage, be- \5W/ 
fore he arrived at Paris, he writ to his Friends in Rome, with great joy, ap" wr

the News, ( though al perf after falſe ) that the Iriſh Confederates had 
treacherouſly ſurprized the C " of Dublin, while they were in truce with the 
Royal Party, and treating abdut an Accommodation and Peace. Arriving 
at Paris, ( where he ſhut himſelf up for many _— he never vouchſafed 
( Twill net ſay) to participate with the Queen of England, any thing touch- 
ing Nunciature, or in the leaſt degree to reverence or vifit her Majeſty,ſave 
only one time upon the ſcore of Conrteſie, as if. he had been ſent to her Ene- 
mies, not Subjets. Being arrived in Ireland, he imployed all his Power 
to diſſolve the Treaty of Peace with the King, which was then almoſt brought 
to APOns ; and his diligence ſucceeded, of which he valued himſelf, re- 
' Joyced, and inſulted beyond meaſure. In his Letters he writ to Paris, which 
wereggfter ſhewed to the Queen, and he may truely ſay, that in that Kings 
dom, he hath rather managed the Royal Scepter, than the Paſtoral Staff, 
and that he aim'd more to be held the Miniſter of the ſupream Prince of Ire- 
land, in 'Temporalibus, than a Nuncio from the Pope, in Spiritualibus ; 
making himſelf Prefident of the Council, he hath managed the Afairs of the 
ſupream Council of State ; he hath, by his own Arbitrement, excluded from 
it thoſe, who did not ſecond him, though by Nobleneſs of Birth, Allegiance, 
Prudence, and Zeal to Religion, they were the moſt honourable ; of cheſe he 
cauſed many to be impriſoned, with great ſcandal, and danger of ſedition ; 
and, in ſhort, he aſſumed a diſtributive Power both in Civil and Military 
Afﬀairs, giving out Ordegs, Commiſſions, and Powers, under his own Name , 
Toberited by his own Hand, and made Authentick with his Seal, for the 
government of the Armies, and of the State, and Commiſſions for Reprizals 
at Sea. He ſtroke in preſently after his Arrival in Ireland, with that 
Party of the Natives, who are eſteemed irreconcilable, not only to the Eng- 
liſh, ut to the greateſt and beſt part of the Iriſh Nobility, and of the ſame 
People, to the moſt civil and moſt conftderable of that Iſland. And the bet- 
zer to ſupport that Party and Fattion, he hath procured the Church to be 
furniſhed with a Clergy and Biſhops of the ſame temper, excluding thoſe Per- 
ſons who are. recommended by the (Queen, who, for Doftrine and Yertue, 
were above all exceptions, all which is contrary to what your Holineſs was 
pleas'd to promiſe. The Queen was not yet diſcouraged, but ſo labour d to 
rexew the Treaty of Peace already once broke, and diforder'd by Monfieur 
Rinuccini, that by means of her Majeſty, it was not only re-aſſumed, but, 
mn the end, after great diſputes. and apyons on his part, the Peace was 
concluded between the Royal Party and the Confederate Catholicks, and war- 
ranted not only by the King's Word, but alſo by the retention of Arms,Caſtles 
and Forts ; 'and of the Civil Magiſtrates, with the poſſeſſion of Churches,and 
of Ecclefraſtical Benefices, and with the free exerciſe of the Catholick Reli- 
gion. And all this would have been exhibited by a publick Decree, -and aus 
thentick Laws, made by the three Eſtates aſſembled in a free Parliament : 
By this Peace-and Confederacy they would have reſcued themſelves, from the 
damages of a ruinous War, have parchaſed ſecurity to their Conſciences, aud 
of their temporal Eſtates, honoured the Royal Party, and the Catholicks in 
England, with a certain reſtitution and liberty of the King, whereon depend- 
ed abſolutely the welfare of the Catholicks in all his Kingdoms, the Catho- 
lick Chair had quitted it ſelf of all Engagements and Expence, with Honour 
and Glory. This Treaty of Peace on all fides ſo defirable, Monſieur Rinuc- 
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cini broke with ſuch violence, that he forced the Marqueſs of Ormond, the 
Vice-Roy of Ireland, to precipitate himſelf ( contrary # his inclination and 
affefttion )) into the arms of the Parliament of England, to the unſpeakable 
damage of the King, and of the Catholicks, not only of Ireland, but alſo of 
xon% gra Fe incenſed the greateſt and beſt part of the Catholick Nobility, 
and rendred the venerable Name of the holy "Apoſtolick Chair, odious to the 
Fereticks, with ſmall ſatisfattion to the Catholick Princes themſelves of 
Europe, as though it ſought not the ſpiritual good of Souls, but a temporal 
Intereſt, by making it ſelf Lord over Ireland. And when the Lord Digby 
and the Lord Byron endeavour'd, on the Marqueſs of Ormond's part, to in- 
cline him to a new Treaty of Peace, he did not only diſdain to admit them, or 
70 accept the Overture, '& underſtanding, that the Lord Byron, with great 
danger and fatigue, came to Town, in the County of Weſtmeath, where he 
was to ſpeak with him, he forced the Earl that was the Lord of it, to ſend 
him away ( contrary to all Laws of Courtefie and Flumanity ) in thawight- 
time, expoſed to extraordinary inconveniencies and dangers amongſt thoſe di- 
ftraftions, proteſting, that otherwiſe he himſelf would immediately depart 
the Town, By this Proceeding, Monſieur Rinuccini hath given the World 
an occaſion to believe, that he had private and ſecret Commiſſion to change 
the Government of Ireland, and to ſeparate that Iſland from the Crown of 
England. And this Opinion is the more confirmed, ſince that one Mahony, 
a Jeſuit, hath printed a Book in Portugal, wherein he endeavours to prove, 
that all the Kings of England, have been either Tyrants or Vſurpers of Ire- 
land, and ſo fallen from the dominion of it ; exhorting all its Natives to get 
thither, and to uſe all Cruelty againſt the Engliſh, ( with expreſſions full of 
Villany and ——_ and to chuſe a new King of their own Countrey. And 
this Book, ſo barbarous andbloody,diſperſed through Ireland, 7s yet credit- 
ed by the Catholick and Apoſtolick Chair : And the Continuation of the Fli- 
ſtory of Cardinal Baronius, was publiſhed at the ſame time, under the Name 
of Olderico Raynaldo, i which he endeavours to eſtabliſh the ſupream Right 
and Dominion in the Apoſtolick Chair, even in Temporalibus, over Eng- 
land a»dIreland. 7 leave to every Man to conſider, whether all theſe Atti= 
ons are not apt enough to beget Fealouſies, and naughty Blood, and whether 
I ought not, out of great reſpett to the publick Good, to repreſent, with ſome 
ardency to your Holineſs, the Attions of Monſieur Rinuccini, ſo unpleaſant, 
and direftly contrary to thoſe Ends, for which, it was ſuppoſed, he was im- 
ployed. And I beſeech your Holineſs, if any K ing, not only Proteſtant but 
Catholick, bad ſeen an Apoſtolick Nuncio to lord it in his Dominions, in 
ſuch a manner as Monfieur Rinuccini hath done in Ireland, what Fealoufres, 
what Complaints, and how many Inconveniencies would thereby follow 2 Thus 
as to the Nuncio, from the Confederates themſelves. 


Though he gives this account of himſelf : For the better underſtand- 
ing of this, ( faith he) Recourſe muſt be had to the firſt riſing of the 
Iriſh, which was upon this occaſion : The Parliament of England, ha- 
ving enter'd into an Agreement with the Kingdom of Scotland, called the 
large Treaty ; in which there was a clauſe to joyn againſt the common 
Enemy, wherein the Catholicks of reland, as well as others ( if 
not chiefly ) did apprehend themſelves comprehended ; to ballance 
which, or to prevent the miſery that might fall upon them thereby, be- 
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ſent as Governour, that was not like to carry ſo fair to them, as he had 1648. 

done, the ſame being to be approv'd ( at leaſt ) by the Parliament then Lu 

ſitting. ' For better ſecurity, they endeavoured the ſupplanting all Pro- © 

teſtants within that Kingdom, and though ( at that time) without 

Arms or Ammunition, got poſſeſſion of moſt part of the Kingdom; where- 

upon was eſtabliſhed a Council of 24, part of Civil, and part Eccle- 

ſtaſtical Perſons, of which 12 were to efide in X;/kenny, or other place; 

as occaſion and nzed called, with this Reſolution, agreed to hold a Par- 

lament every year, by, or in which, the ſaid Council ſhould be chang'd 

or continu'd. By this it was refolv'd, and after ſworn by all 

the Catholicks, never to lay down Arms, until the Roman Church was 

ſettled, as of old inlreland, and the King ſecur'd in all his Priviledpes, 

that of calling, and pntting period to Parliaments at pleaſure, with a 

Negative woice, being chiefly meant, and then in great hazard to be loſt. 

The Earl of Ormond, and Tnchequin, Proteſtants, fearing the iſſue of 

this League, and fore-ſeeing the 1n-ability to oppoſe it, treated with 

the Earl of Clanrickard, Lord Muskery, and other Lords Catholicks, 

that poſſeſſed many Church-Benefices; a way erected by Queen Elizabeth, 

thereby to extinguiſh the Catholicks; and advertiſed them, that the 

Reſtitution of the Catholick Diſcipline, would out them of all the faid 

Profits, gain'd them to the other fide ; though they continued ſtill of the 

Council, in which they were a prevalent party, taking to them ſuch 

( when any went out ) as were of Ormond's mind and deſign: by which 

means a Peace was ſuddainly concluded, upon ſuppoſition, that the Af- 

fairs of the Catholicks requir'd it, although there was no mention of rhe 

Intereſt of that Church in the Accord. About that time, the King ſent 

to this Council, the Earl of G/amorgan, with full power to accord to the 

Catholicks, as they deſired, if tney ſhould ſend him 10000 Men, as they 

had offered, Ormond then at Dublin ( under pretext of Treating ) drew 

Glamorgan thither, took from him his Commiſſion, and made him Pri- 

ſoner, and certified the King, that himſelf could make a far better and 

more advantagious Peace, with the Catholicks, which he did in 3o Ar- 

ticles. This breach of Oath, made by the Council, gave occaſion to the 

Nuncio, John Baptiſt Rinuccini, Archbiſhop. and Prince of Firmo, who 

had brought ſome ſuccours of Money and Arms into /rel/and, to aflemble 

the Clergy in aprrfoes, and Excommunicate all ſuch as ſhould adhere 

to the Peace : Which notwithſtanding, the ſaid Marquiſs advanc'd to 

Kilkenny, to execute the fame ; but O Nez! returning victorious from the 

defeat of 20000 Scots, in two Battles at Benburgh, and 7rirconnel; Or- ' 

mond | gf back without doing of any- thing ; whereupon were 1m- 

priſon'd the 7 that ſigned the Peace. Ormond ſeeing himſelt out with 

the Catholicks, both becauſe he had ill treated them, and by the violence 

exerciſed by his Army, no ſooner return'd to Dublin, but he treated with 

the Parliament of England, for the delivery of the Towns he held ; which 

was done accordingly. Coming after to London, where he expected to 

be gratified by the Parliament of Egl/and, proportionable to the fervice 

done them ; but finding there no ſuch diſpoſition, he went ſecretly to the 

Queen at St. Germains, to juſtifie himſelf, and perſwade her, That his 

rendring Dublin , and other Towns, were ſerviceable to the K ing her 

Husband, then Priſoner to the Parliament, becauſe ( ſaid he ) tt is better 

that they have them, then the Catholicks, whom he affirm'd to have fail'd 

in their Fidelity to their King, although they renew'd the any" 36

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1648. Oath yearly. About this time, another Aſſembly of Catholicks, ſent 
WY to the Queen, and the Princes her Children, to defire certain conceſſions 
in the ablence; and becauſe of the Detention of the King her Husband, 

deputing others to Rome, with Inſtructions to the former Deputies, to 

act jointly with theſe ; but contrary, thoſe to the Queen (_ not waiting 

the Reſolution, or Concurrence of them at Rome )) Muskery, and Brown, 

two of thoſe Deputies, ( notwithſtanding the oppoſition of the Mar- 

quiſs of Antrim, who was chiet ) propoſed, and obtain'd of the Queen, 

that ſhe ſend into 7re/and, the Marqueſs of Grmond, as formerly to be 

Lord Deputy, or Vice-Roy : Who being brought into that Kingdom, 

by the ſupport of the ſaid Supream Council, of which 7 always favour'd 

him, they again concluded a Ceſlation of Arms with rcheguin, then 

reduced to 1uch neceſlities, that he was ready to fly into Zo/and, whi- 

ther then he had diſpatcli'd part of his Goods, with good ſtore of Mo- 

ney, pick'd up there ; The Suſpenſion not to be hindred by the Nuncio, 
notwithſtanding the offers of Money, to fatisfie the preſſing neceſſities, 

declar'd by the Council, together with Owen Roe O NeaP's ofter, to drive 

Inchequin quite out of Munſter, at his own charge, and at the charge he 

would force out of thoſe parts, by his Souldiers : But at this time /z- 

chequin was in a deeper Correſpondence with the Scors Nation, which 

way, Ormond was alſo to biaſs his Deſigns. The Nuncio thus diſappoint- 

b ed, called a new aſſembly of his Clergy, compos'd of Zugh O Rely, 
| Primate of Ireland , Thomas Fleming, Archbiſhop of Dublin, Thomas 
Welſh, Archbiſhop of Caſſel, Fohn de Bourk, Archbiſhop of Tuam, and 
ten Biſhops, who unanimouſly declared, That this Ceſſation of Arms, 
was much prejudicial to the Catholick Religion, and could not be em- 
braced in Conſcience, and ſo Excommunicated all that adher'd thereto. 
Hitherto the Council had born it felt with ſome reſpe& toward the Ca- 
tholick Church, remembring the Clemency us'd by the Nuncio, in de- 
livering ſomeof them from Priſon ; but upon this laſt Excommunication, 
they ſo threatned him, that he was forced to go privately from X;lkenny, 
to a Caitle, where - Preſton ( by order of the Council ) following, he 
fled to Galway, and called there a National Council, to ——_ the 
Troubles of the Kingdom, which the aforeſaid Council endeavour'd to 
hinder, forbidding the appearance of the Clergy, taking hold of divers 
Eccleſiaſtical Pers of his houſhold, impriſoning them : So that the 
Nuncio deſpairing of re-eſtabliſhing of the Afﬀairs of the Catholicks, and 
having information, That Ormond had reſolv'd ( with all his Forces ) 
to advance the Proteſtant Religion, and to deſtroy all oppoſers, and that 
the Supream Council of Catholicks, had declar'd their departure from 
the League, with their Confederates ; he departed, arriving in Fraxce. 
In the interim, Owen Roe, judging, that he could not in conſcience, joyn 
his Armies any longer with a Party, that called it ſelf Catholick, and 
yet chas'd away the Nuncio, declar'd his ſeparation from them, until they 
recal the Nuncio, and endeavour to obtain a Catholick Vice-Roy, and 
execute ( in all other points ) the Oath they had taken. This was 
taken very ill by the Marqueſs of Ormond, and his Council, who charg'd 
O Neal with a Deſign ( under colour thereof ) to oppoſe the Afﬀairs of 
the King, which occaſion'd him to obje&t to them, not the atoreſaid 
Oath, but a particular Declaration, which he had publiſhed ; where 
he, with all his Officers profeſs, That they intend onely to re-eſtabliſh 
the Catholick Religion, the Liberties of the Kingdom, and the Prerogatives 


of

from his Holineſs, for what he had done in Treland.

Major General Monro, ſerit over into Scotland, his Son or Nephew George 

Monro, with 2000 Foot, and 600 Horſe, as Sir Robert Stewart, his Son, 

with a Troop, and Sir Fred. Hamilton his, with a Regiment, and ſe- 

veral others, diſafteted to the Parliament of England, in hope to ſettle 

( with advantage ) there ; By which means, Belfaſt, Carrigfergus, and 

Colrain, were lett very weak, and much un-guarded, which Colonel Monk 

finding, and underſtanding how contrary to all compact, Monro had 

dealt with the Parliament ot England, in ſending over the Forces ( main- 

tain'd by them in /reland) to fight againſt them in England ; he began to 

think of ſome means, to make himielt maſter of thoſe Towns ; he was 

at preſent at Liſnegarvy,and prepared a Party to go out to make an inroad 

into the RebelsQuarters; he march'd away in the morning; but having ſent 

ſome Perſons of truſt, to remain near Carigfergus, toattend his advance 

thither, he return'd in the night over the mountains, and came at break 

of day to the Gates of Carigfergus, which he found open, and ſo enter'd colonet Mort 
without reſiſtance ; he ſeiz'd upon Major General Monro, and ſent him fcizes on Ca- 
Priſoner into Evgland, where he was by the Houſe of Comons com- "2 
mitted to the Tower. Colonel Monk having thus ſeized upon Carigfergus, 

caus'd ſome Horſe to marchpreſently away to Belfaſt, which was ſurren- 

dred into his hands by the Governor, and ſo was likewiſe Colrain, ſo as 

he preſently became Maſter of all thoſe Towns, disbariding, and ſending 

away moſt of thoſe Forces into NE which oppos'd the DE, 
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returning into Zreland, and did uſe all means to ſettle the Coun 
ſuch a -poſture, as that the Intereſt of the Parliament, might beſecur'd 
there. He planted Garriſons upon the Frontiers of Z/fter, to hinder 
the incurſions of the Rebels, and he gave the Quarters the Scors had, to 
ſuch of the Britiſh as he found faithful to the ſervice. This was about 
September, 1648. a Service very acceptable in England; in manifeſta- 
tion whereof, the Parliament ſent him 500 /. and made him Governor 
of Carigfergus, by an Order of the 47h. of Otober, and ent over Cloaths 
for ſome of thoſe Scortiſh Regiments which came into him, and 5000 /.

Sir Charles Coot there being very active, not long after took in 
the ſtrong Fort of Culmore, near Londonderry, ſeizing on ( at the ſame 
time ) Sir Robert Stewart, whom he ſent Priſoner to the Parliament ; 
upon which, the Scots Mutinied ; but by a Letter from Sir Robert Stew- 
art, they were pacified, and all the Affairs of that Province, managed 
by Sir Charles Coot, Sir Robert . Stewart . being at Liberty upon his 
Parole. 
Before this, Townſend, and Doily, two Colonels under Inchequin in 
Munſter, ſent over to the Committee at Derby-Houſe, ſome Propoſitions, 
for the ſurrender of the Towns in Munſter, upon Condition of indempani- 
ty, and receiving part of the Arrears for the whole Army ; this was 
pretended to be ated by the conſent of /zchequin, and that he with his 
own hand, had approved and interlin'd them in ſeveral Places. Hereupon,

tiation : Fortifying , beſides all the Harbours againſt the Parliaments 
Forces, placing and diſplacing their Officers, as he thought moſt conve- 
nient, to introduce the Kings keeping a Correſpondence with the Weſt 
of Treland, as yet free to all Trade, and holding frequent intelligence 
, with Farſey, where the Prince, was faid, would keep his Court ; Thus the 
Intereſt of the Parliament was wholly loſt in Munſter, where Sir W://;zam

Near this time Owen Roe attempted to refcue Fort- Falkland, beſieged 
by the Lord Izchiquin and Colonel Preſton joyn'd ; but he was repulſed 
with the loſs of many men, as his Lieutenant General Rice Mac-Guire, and 
Lewis More, dangerouſly hurt ; which putOwes to ſuch ſtraits, as he made 
an Overtureto Colonel Fones, by his Vicar-General O Rely, to ſurrender 


Athy, 
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Athy, Mary-burrough, and Rebban, and lay down his Arms, ifhe and his 
Confederates might have the priviledges they had in King Fames's time: 
But-Foxes could better improve the Offers to a beneficial delay, than aſ- 
certain any thing. Though afterwards Owen Roe and his Council of Of- 
ficers, further offered, That if he, nor the new expetted Army from Eng- 
land, would not moleſt him in his Quarters, but give him leave to de- 
part with his Forces into Spaiz, he would not joyn with Ormond, Preſton; 
or Inchiquin, 

And here we muſt reſume our account of the Marquis of Ormond, who 
after he had in vain ſolicited ſupplies of Money in France, to the end 
that'he might carry ſome Relief to a Kingdom ſo harrafſed and worn, 
and be the better thereby able to unite thoſe, who would be ſure to 
have temptation enough of Profit,to go contrary to the Kings obedience ; 
his Excellency was at laſt compelled , being with great importunity cal- 
ledby the Lord nchiquiz and the reſt, who were reſolv'd to uphold his 
Majeſties Intereſt) to tranſport himſelf, unfurniſh'd of Money ſufficient, 
Arms or Ammunition conſiderable, and without any other Retinue than 
his own Servants, and ſome old Officers of the Kings: Andin this Equi- 
page he Embarqu'd from Faure de Grace ina Dutch Ship, and arriv'd 
about the end of September, 1648. at Cork, where he was receiv'd by the 
Lord /xchiquin, Lord Preſident of Munſter, and the /rifh, with much con- 
tentment ; ſoon after whoſe arrival ( even the 6h. of Oftober ) he pub- 
liſhed the enſuing Declaration.

Lord Lieutenant was Landed at Cork, he wrote, the 4th. of Ofober, to 
the Aſſembly of the Contederate Catholicks then at X7/kenny, That he 
was, upon the humble Petition which they had preſented to the Queen and 
Prince, come with full power to conclude a Peace with them, and to that pur 
poſe defir'd, that as little time might be loſt as was poſſible ; and that Com- 
miſſioners might be ſent to him at his Houſe at Carrick, whither he would 
go toexpett them; within 14 miles of the Place where the Aſſembly then 
ſate, who were ſo much gladder of his preſence, by the obligation which 
they had newly received from. the Kings Authority : For when the 
Nuncio and Owen O Neil had thought to have ſurprized them, and to have 
compelled them to renounce the Ceſlation, the Lord /xchequix being ſent 
unto by them tor his protection, had march'd with his Army to their 
relief, and forc'd O Neal over the Shannon, thereby reſtoring them to 
liberty and freedom, ſo that they return'd a meſlage of joy and congra- 
tulation to the Lord Lieutenant for his fate arrival, and appointed Com- 
miſſioners to treat with him at the place appointed. 

A Copy of the Marquis of Ormond's Letter to the Supreme Council 
afore-mention'd, was gotten by Colonel Jones, and ſent over to the Com- 
mittee of Derby-houſe ; and being read in the Houſe of Commons, it was Vo- 
ted to be ſent down into the Jſle of Wight, to the Commillioners then 
Treating there with the King, to know if he would avow it; andin caſe 
he did ditavow. it, that then he would declare againſt the Marquis : 
Whereupon his Majeſty ſignifi'd, 7hat 7n caſe other things were compos'd 
by the 7 reaty, the Concerns of Ireland ſhould be left wholely to the manage- 
ment of the Houſes, Andin the interim writes to the Marquis of Or- 
mond this Letter.

As ſoon as the Parliament received this Letter, ſome were of opinion 
that it ſhould be immediately ſent to the Marquis of Ormond; yer 
others ( aiming at what afterwards was brought upon the Stage \ laid it 
(as it'sſaid ) atide: We find by the event it produced nothing, for the 
Treaty proceeded, a Peace enſuing ; though ( as yet ) Owen Roe was ſo 
far from being reconciFd to the Supreme Council, or any that adher'd 
thereunto, as he fell moſt violently ( in the end of November \) upon the 
Earl of Clanrickard's Party, gaining Fameſtown by Compoſition, and 
Drumrusk by the Sword, Rory Mac-Guire( the prime Inſtrument herein ) 
with ſeveral other Officers and Common Soldiers, to the number of 
4 or 500 being there ſlain; Owen Roe's Party afterwards putting all to 
the Sword, fave Major Bourk his Wite and Children, cruelly haraſſing 
the whole County of Roſcommon. 

The 19th. of Ofober, the Confederate Catholick's Commiſſioners came Th. conteds- 
to Carrick, an Houſe of the Marquis's, where he continued about twenty rates Commil- 
days, which they ſpent principally in matters of Religion ; in treating pong lk pm 
whereof, they were fo bound and limited by their Inſtruf&tions, and could. tenant ar Car- 
make ſo little progreſs of themſelves, being ſtill to give an account to 7 
the Aſſembly of whatſoever was propos'd or offer'd by the Lord Lieute- 
nant, and to expect its Direction or Determination betore they proceed ; 
that tor the husbanding of time ( which was now very precious, the pre- 
vailing Party in Exgland every day more diſcovering their bloody pur- 
poſes towards the King ) the Aſſembly thought it fit to deſire the Mar- 
quisto repair to his own Caſtle at Xz/kerny, which they offered to de- 
liver into his hands, and that ( for his Honour and Security ) he ſhould 
bring his ox'n Guards, who thould have the reception due to them : And 
upon this invitation { about the middle of November ) he went to Hil- 
kenny ; before the entry into which, he was met by the whole Bady of 
the Aſſembly, and all the Nobility, Clergy, and Gentry, and in the ' Fa 
Town was receiv'd with all thoſe requiftite Ceremonies by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, as ſuch a Corporation ule to pay to the Supreme Authority 
of the Kingdom ; ſo that greater evidence could not be given of an en- 
tire union 1n the deſire ot the People of returning to the Kings obzdi- 
ence, or of more affection and reſpeCt to the Perſon of the Lord Lieute- 
nant, who by his ſteady purſuing thoſe proteſſions he had always made, 
by his-neglect and contempt of the Parliamentarians, and their prodi- 
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1643. gious Power whilſt he was in Exg/and, by his retuſing all Overtures made 
Way by them unto him for his particular benefit, it he would live in the King- 
dom, and by their declared maniteſt hatred and malice towards him, was 
now ſuperiour to all thoſe Calumnies they had aſperſed him with : and 
confeſſed to be worthy of a joynt truſt from the moſt different and 9di- 
vided Intereſts. and Deſigns : However, there were ſo many Paſlions, 
and Humours, and Intereits to be compli'd with, and all Concluſions to 
paſs the Approbations of ſo many Votes, that it was the middle of F- 
uary before all Opinions could be fo reconciled, as to produce a pertect 
and entire Contract and Agreement, which about that time paſled with 
that miraculous conſent and unity, that in the whole Aſſembly, in which 
there were Catholick Biſhops, there was not one diſſenting Voice: $0 
that on. the 17h, of January, 1643. the whole Aflembly repair'd to the 
The veace os Lord Lieutenant in hisCaſtle at Xi/tenny, and there with all ſolemnity 
1648. con Imaginable preſented him, by the hand of their Chair-man or Speaker, 
cluded. the Articles of Peace, as concluded, aflented, and ſubmitted unto by the 
whole Body of the Cathalick Nation of 7re/and ; which he receiv'd, and 
ſolemnly confirm'd on his Majeſties behalf, and caus'd the ſame that day 
to be Proclaim'd in that Town, to the great joy of all who were preſent, 
and it was with all ſpeed accordingly Proclaim'd, and as joytully re- 
ceiv'd, in all the Cities and Incorporate Towns which proteſled any 
Allegiance to the King throughout the Kingdom ; and tor the better re- 
ception thereof amongſt the People, and to maniteſt the fatisfaCtion and 
joy they took in it, the Catholick Biſhops ſent out their Declarations 
and Letters, that they were abundantly fatisf'd in whatſoever concern'd 
Religion, and the ſecure practice thereof : Certainly well they might, 
for unleſs it had been at ſuch a time that his Majeſty had been reduc'd 
to the utmoſt extremity, a Prince could be compelFd to ſuch difingenious 
and hard terms, could never have been ſtood upon with a tree and gene- 
rous Prince; in as much as his preſent Majeſty, in his Declaration for 
the ſettlement of Ireland, there takes notice, That no body could wonder 
that he was defirous (though upon difficult conditions ) to get ſuch an united 
Power of his own Subjetts, as might have been able ( with Gods bleſſing ) to 
have prevented the ws 009768 and horrid Parricide intended. But how in- 
cftectual this his Indulgence after prov'd, will appear, by theſe Wretches 
fooliſhly forfeiting all the Grace which they might have expetted from him.

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Freedoms and Bounties conveyed to you and your Poſterity by thoſe A4rti- 
cles, there is a door, and that alarge one, not left, but purpoſely ſet open to 
give you entrance, by your future Merit, to whatſoever of Honour and Ad- 
vantage you can reaſonably wiſh : So that you have in preſent fruition what 
may abundantly ſatisfie, and yet there are no bounds ſet to your hopes ; but 
you are rather invited, or ( touſe a new phraſe, but to another and better 
end \ you ſeem to have a Call from Heaven to exerciſe your Arms and utter- 
moſt Fortitude, in the Nobleſt and Fuſteſt Cauſe the World hath ſeen ; for 
l:t all the Circumſtances incident to a great and good Cauſe be examined, and 
they will be found comprehended in that which you are now warrantabl 
call”d to defend, Religion, not in the narrow circumſcribed definition of it, 
by this or that late found out name, but Chriſtian Religion is our (Quarrel, 
which certainly is as much and fatally ſtruck at ( T may ſay more ) by the 
blaſphemous Licenſe of this Age, than ever it was by the rudeſt Incurfions 
of the moſt barbarous and avowed Enemy to Chriſtianity ; the Venerable 
Laws and Fundamental Conſtitutions of our Anceſtors are trodden under 
Im pious, and, for the moſt part, Mechanick feet. 

The Sacred Perſon of our King ( the Life of thoſe Laws, and Head of 
thoſe Conſtitutions ) is under an ignominious Impriſonment, and his Life 
threaten'd to be taken away by the Sacrilegious hands of the baſeſt of the 
People, that owed him obedience; and ( to endear the Quarrel to you ) the 
Fountain of all the benefits you have but now acknowledg'd, and which. you 
may further hope for by this Peace, and your own Merit, is endangered to be 
obſtrudted by the execrable murther of the worthieſt Prince that ever Ruled 
theſe Ilands. 

In ſhort, Hell cannot add any thing to the deſperate Miſchiefs now openly 
projetted : and now judge ifa greater and more glorious Field was ever ſet 
open to Attion, and then prepare your ſelves to enter into it, receiving theſe 
few advices from him, that is throuzhly  Embarqu'd with you in the Ad- 
venture. 

Firſt, let me recommend to you, that to this, asunto all holy Aftions, ( as 
certainly this is) you will prepare your ſelves with perfed Charity, a Charity 
that may obliterate what-ever Rancor the long continued War. may have 
contratted in you, ag1inſt any that ſhall now co-operate with you in ſo bleſſed 
a Work; and let his Engagement with you in this, whoever he is, be ( as it 
ouzht to be) a Bond of Unity, of Love, of Concord, ſtronger than the neareſl 
Tyes of Natare. 

In the next place, mark and beware of thoſe, who ſhall go about torenew 
jealoufres in you, under what pretence ſoever, and account ſuch as the infernal 
Miniſters, imploy'd to promote the black deſign on foot, to ſubvert Monarchy, 
and to make us all ſlaves to their own avaritious luſts. Away ( as ſoon and 
as much as poſſible may be with diſtin{tion of Nation and Parties, which are 
the fields wherein the ſeeds of thoſe Rancour-weeds are ſown by the great 
Enemy of our Peace. 

In the laſt place, Jet us all diveſt our ſelves of that prepoſterous and ridi- 
culoas ambition and ſelf-intereſt, which rather I#ads to our own threatned 
general ruine, than to the enjoyment of advantages unreaſonably deſired. 

Aud if at any time you think your ſelves pinch'd too near the bone by thoſe 
Taxes and Levies that. may be impoſed for your defence, confider then how 
vain, how fooliſh a thing it will be to ſlarve a righteous Cauſe for want of a 
neceſſary ſupport, to preſerve your ſelves fat and gilded Sacrifices to the ra» 
pine of a mercileſs Enemy. 
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And if we come thus well prepared to a Contention ſo juſt on our Parts, 
God will bleſs our Endeavours with ſucceſs and vittory, or will crown our Suf- 
ferings with honour and patience ; for what honour will it not be, if God 
hath ſo determin'd of us, to periſh with a long glorious Monarchy ? and who 
can want patience to ſuffer with an oppreſſed Prince > But as our Endeavours, 
ſo let our Prayers be vigorous, that he may be delivered from a more unnatu- 
ral Rebellion, than is mention'd by any Story, now raiſed to the higheſt pitch 
of Succeſs againſt him. 

[ ſhould now ſay ſomething to you as to my ſelf, in Retribution to the ad- 
vantagious mention made of me and my Endeavours, to the bringing this Set- 
tlement to paſs: But, I confeſs, my thoughts were taken up with thoſe much 
greater Concernments. Let it ſuffice, that as I wiſh to be continued in your 
good Eſteem and Afﬀedction, ſo I ſhall freely adventure upon any hazard, and 
eſteem no trouble or difficulty too great to encounter, if I may manifeſt any 
Zeal to this Cauſe, and diſcharge ſome part of the Obligations that are upon 
me, to ſerve this Kingdom. 


It will not here be neceſſary to inſert the Articles of Peace at large, 
which are publickly known to the World, though we ſhall ſum them up 
in brief, It is ſaffcient tnat the Lord Lieutenant granted all that was 
enough, in the Judgements of the Romiſh Catholick Biſhops, and even of 
the Biſhop of Ferns, ( that Incendiary, and ſtill waſpiſh Prelate ) requi- 
ſite to a peaccable and ſecure profeſſion of that Religion, with ſuch coun- 
tenancing of, and ſupport to it, as from the firſt planting ot it, it had 
never ( 1n ſome reſpe&ts) been poſleſſed of in that Kingdom ; but was 
likewiſe compelled 1o far to comply with the Fears and Jealouſies of di- 
vers, ( who by often breaking their Faith, and from a greater guilt were 
apprehenſive, that all that was promiſed to them, might not be hereafter 
obſerved ) as to diveſt himſelf of that full and abſolute Power, that was 
inherent in his Office, and was never more fit to be exerciſed, than for 
the carrying that Deſign, in which they ſeem'd all to agree, and to make 
12 Commiſtoners *, ( nam'd and choſen by the Aſſembly, to look ro the 
obſervation and performance of thefaid Articles, until the ſame ſhould be 
ratified, in a full and peaceable Convention of Parliament ) joynt ſharers 
with him in his Authority : So that he could neither levy Souldters, raiſe 
Money, or ſo much as erect Garriſons, without the þ |OSTGge6 and con- 
ſent of the major part of thoſe Commiſſioners ; the danger and miſchief 
of which limitation and reſtraint he foreſaw enough, but found the uni- 
ting that People, and compoſing them to an entire confidence in the 
Peace, ( which could be compaſted no other way ) was ſo neceſlary, that 
he could not ſacrifice roo much to it : And then the abilities and the afte- 
Ctions of the Commitllioners, were ſo well known and approved by him, 
that having moſt of them ( in appearance ) the ſame good Ends with 
him, he preſum'd, he ſhould with leſs difficulty be able to perſwade, 


which were the neareſt aftd moſt natural ways that conduced thereun- 
to, 
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The Heads of the Articles of Peace, 1648.

Upon which Peace, the Marqueſs of Ormond, the Lord 7aaf, and that 
Party, engag'd to raiſe for Munſter, 4co0 Foot and 800 Horſe; the ſu- 
pream Coanciland Preſton tor Leimſter, 40co Foot and 800 Horſe ; x- 
chiquin, 30co Foot and 600 Horſe ; the Lord of Clanrickard tor Con- 
aght, proportionable to the firſt : In all, 15000 Foot and 3000 Horle, 
betides what Owen Roe ( upon his uniting afterwards ) might bring in, 
computed to be 5000 Foot and 500 Horſe, that in the whole, a gallanter 
Army ( had they been unanimous ) could ſcarce have been mar- 

all'd. 

With what Conſent and Unity ſoever this Peace was made, by thoſe 
who had any pretence to Truſt, or to whom there was the leaſt Deputati- 
on of Authority and Power by the Nation, yet Owen O Neal ( with whom 
the Earl of Antrim joyn'd ) had the greateſt Influence upon the Humours 
and Inclinations of the old 7ri/þ, who had given themſelves up to the 
Nuncio, and who indeed had a better diſciplin'd, and conſequently a 
ſtronger Army at his Command, than the Confederates thought he could 
have gain'd to his Devotion, {till refuſed to ſubmit to it. So that the 
Lord Lieutenant, ( as ſoon as the Peace was concluded ) was as well to 
provide againſt him, to remove ſome Garriſons he held, which inteſted 
thoſe who obeyed the Atts of the Aſſembly, and to prevent his Incurſion, 
asto raiſe an Army againſt the ge march againſt the Engliſh, who 
were poſleſled of Dublin, and all the Countrey, and important Places of 
that Circuit, and. who, he was ſure, would be ſupplied with all aſſiſtance 
of Shipping, Men, Money, ViEtuals and Ammunition, which the Parlia- 
ment of England ( who had now murthered their Sovereign, and incor- 
porated themſelves under the Name and Title of a Common-wealth ) could 
tend them. And he wasin a worſe condition to prevail againſt both theſe, 
by the unhappy Temper and Conſtitution of the Scots in V/ſter, who, 
being very numerous, and poſleſled of the ſtrong Towns, ( though in pro- 
teſſion they abhorred the Regicides, and were not reconcilable to Owen O 
Neal and his Party ) were ( as yet ) as un-inclined to the Peace made 
with the Confederates, and far from paying an obedience and full _— 
| 10N 
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ſion, to the Orders and Government of the Lord Lieutenant, maintain- 
ing, at the ſame time, the Presbyterian Form in their Church, and an ut- 
ter Independency in the State, and out of thoſe contradictory Ingredients, 
compounding ſuch a peevith and wayward Atte&tion and Duty to the 
King, as could not be applied to the bearing any part, in the great Work 
the Marqueſs was incumbent to. 

As ſoon as he heard of the Murther of the King, he proclaim'd our pre- 
ſent Sovereign, Charles the 2d. King of England, Scotland, France and 
Treland, at Carrick, the 16th. of Feb. 164S. 

And being ( by a Claule in his late Commiſſion from his Majeſty." qua- 
lified with ſpecial Power and Authority, to make no diſtinction ( in dif- 
terence of Judgement ) betwixt any who ſhould ſubject their Aſſiſtance 
to his Majeſty's Service, he ſoon won the Scots to a compliance, though 
under the ſhackles of their Covenant, who immediately us'd the moſt ta- 
vourable Arguments they could, to win Sir Charles Coot to their Party. 
And to that end, ( from the Congregation of the Presbytery at Belfaſt, 
the 15th. of Feb. 16458. ) they tempt him (_ by ſeveral Reprefentations ) 
with their Sence: To which, the 7th. of March enſuing, Sir Charles 
Coot, and the Council of War, -( held at Loxdon-derry) return'd theſe

Reaſons, for their Diſ-agreement. 


Firſt, We find. no part of God's Word authorizing us, being but a 
Branch of a ſubordinate Kingdom, to declare againſt the Parliament of 
England, under whom we ſerve, who are the viſible Authority of both 
Kingdoms, and againſt an Army, acting by their Power, betore we re- 
ceive from themſelves a Declaration, and Grounds of thoſe Proceedings, 
wherewith they are aſpers'd. 

Secondly, For the Covenant we have taken, on which your Repreſen- 
tations ſeem to be grounded, we cannot find, we have {worn to act, ac- 
cording to the Principles you now declare: For, in ſome things, if we 
admit of your Repreſentation, we ſhall be neceſſitated to act, againſt 
what we have ſwornunto in the Covenant. For, 

The firſt Article, wherein we are bound to a preſervation of the preſent 
Diſcipline in Scotland; we are in the ſame Article obliged, to a Retorma- 
tion of the ſame in England and Ireland, according to the Word of God, 
and the Example of the beſt Reformed Churches, which ( no doubt ) the 
Parliament wall in due time eltablith : In the interim, we are un-fatisfied 
with any Power, that aQts in this Caſe, without their Direction. 

For what you ſpeak in relation to the King's Perſon, we have yet no 
certainty out of England, concerning that Matter, and it 1s an action of 
ſo tranſcendent degree, that till we receive ſome poſitive Reſolution con- 
_— it from Exg/and, we ought not to proceed in giving our Sence 
OT 1t. 

In the ;5th. Article of the Covenant, we are ſworn to endeavour the 
continuing the Kingdoms in Union, in which we defire your ſelves to be 
Judges, it the publiſhing of your Repreſentations, be a probable way to 
obſerve the Oath. | 

In the 6th. Article, we are ſworn to defend thoſe joyn'd with us in 
this Covenant,and not to ſuffer our ſelves direQly or indire&tly to combine 
againſt them : Now, till we receivea full Declaration of their falling from 
thoſe Principles of this Covenant, how can we with ſafety to our Sig 
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nant in this Particular ? 

In the next place, We find ſome things in your Repreſentations, where- 
in ( as we conceive') you are not rightly informed, 

Firſt, In that you ſay, The Parliament hath broken the Covenant, in 
oppoſing the Presbyterial Government ; which can no ways appear, ſince 
the ſame Government, by their appointmeat, is obſerv'd throughout | 
England, and that the Covenant obligeth them to eſtabliſh the Govern- 
ment no further, than is agreeable to God's Word. 

Secondly, You ſay, That you have deeply ſworn in the firſt Article, to 
maintain the Church-Government, as it is in the Church of Scotland ; which 
they have not ſworn, the part of the Oath, for preſervation of the Go- 
vernment, relating only to the Kingdom of Scot/and, 'and the Retormati- 
on of Religion, to the Kingdoms ot England and Ireland. 

Thirdly, *Tis affirmed, 7 hat the Power now governing in England, doth 
labour to eſtabliſh by Law an univerſal toleration of all Religions ; which 
yet was never done by them. 

Laſtly, The ſad Conſequences which will un-avoidably follow, if we 
purſue the Intention of the Repreſentations, are theſe : 

Firſt, By declaring ſuch an open War againſt the Parliament,we ſhould 
deprive our ſelves ot all Succours and Supplies out of England, which 
have been hitherto a great part of our ſubſiſtence. 

Secondly, The purſuing of ſuch a War, will un-avoidably ſow ſuch Di- 
viſions amongſt us, who, in theſe Pafts, are of ſuch different Principles 
and Practices , that we ſhall ſoon become inſtruments of our own 
ruine, | 

Thirdly, It will compel us, for our own preſervation, to joyn with 
the Rebels, or deſert this Kingdom. | | 

And laſtly, It -will, without any lawful Call, engage us in a War 
againſt an Army, who have, under God, been the inſtruments of redeem- 
ing England out of thraldom, and was not. long fince acknowledged to 
have been ſo inſtrumental, in ſetling Scoz/and in the Peace and Quietneſs 
it now cnjoyeth, and this at the Charge of -Eng/and, as the Declaration 
of the Kingdom of Scoz/and doth thanktully witnels. 


Theſe things therefore being duely weighed, we deſire you, in the 
fear of God, ſeriouſly to take this our Antwer into your Conſiderations, 
and to remember on whom the guilt of innocent blood will fall, it you 
inforce a War ; and to ſet before your eyes, the puniſhment from Hea- 
ven, which hath ſtill attended the Endeavours of all, who have deſerted 
the Quarrel in this Kingdom, to engage againſt the Parliament of England. 
From viſible Judgements, we are retolv'd, by God's afliſtance, to take 
ſo good warning, as we will not be guilty of deſtroying the Cauſe, we 
have ſo long labour'd into countenance for your Repreſentations, till we 
be-better ſatisfied in our Con{ciences, though we will not directly or 1n- 
dire&tly countenance any SeCtaries or Schifinaticks, who-ever is truely ſo 
called, contrary to our Solemn League and Covenant ; but we will, to 
the utmoſt of our Endeavours, continue faithful in the proſecution of the 
Rebels in this Kingdom, and their Abettors, wherein we ſhall not doubt 
of the Bleſſing and ProteCtion of the Almighty, upon our lawful and juſt 


Endeavours. And for furtherance hereot, we deſire, in the laſt $70 
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that we ſhould all declare againſt the Peace laſt made by the Lord Mar- 
queſs of Ormond, as that which will ( 1f not proteſted againſt ) ruine 
and deſtroy your Service of this Kingdom, againſt the Rebels. 

Here it's evident, that Sir Charles Coot could by no ways be brought 
on ; yet the Peace being ſettled, his Excellency endeavour'd to work over 
Lieutenant General Foxes to his Party ; to which end lis Excellency 
vouchſafed to write to im many Letters from 7harles, the 27. of March, 
1649. all anſwer'd without the leaſt compliance on Fores's fide. He, by 
his Reply the 31.of March, 1649. charging the fatal and inhumane Act 
( perpetrated on his Majeſty ) to his Excellency's arrival in Treland, du- 
ring the Treaty at Carisbrookt, whereby the fincerity of that Treaty was 
queſtion'd, occaſionally (writes he) producing what thereupon followed ; 
1o as in concluſion he profeſſed, 7 hat were there neither King or Parlia- 
ment, he ſhould yet ſtand firm to his Principles, to preſerve the Engliſh 
Intereſt inTreland, that being a Cauſe alien from what was ated in Eng- 
land, Foraign to his Work and Truſt, which if he ſhould not perform, 
would not eafily be expiated by a ſlender or lean Manifeſt : upon which no 
more Letters paſs'd betwixt them ; though the Lord 7uchequin 1n Fune, 
trom the Camp at Fingl/aſs, 1649. renewed the Attempt, and was an- 
{ſwerd with the like Reſolution, and ſome Reflections on his Lord- 
ſhip. 

About which time, 7reland came again to be ſeriouſly thought of b 
the Parliament, though hitherto it was ( in ſome reſpects ) made a Stale 
for ſeveral Deſigns then on foot. Foxes was much confided in ; bur it 
was thought requiſite, the weight of that Buſineſs ſhould lye on other 
ſhoulders, not his ; Cromwe/ therefore ( about the 28 of March ) was 
voted General of 7reland, Skippon ( under the Title of Martial General ) 
having retuſed the Command ; and theſe enſuing Yotes paſled there- 
upon. 

og That ſuch Regiments as ſhould be alloted for the 7riſh Service, 
ſhould Have their Arrears audited, ſtated, and Debentors given tor their 
reſpective Services. 

2, That viſible Security ſhould be given, ſo that any Friend ( or other, 
being intruſted with a Debentor ) might. receive it at a time preſcrib'd 
by the Parliament. - | 

3- That thoſe who go for 7relazd, ſhould be firſt fatisfied for their 
Arrears, fince 1645. VP 
4. That out of the 120000 U. per menſem, for England and Ireland, 
| three months Pay ſhould be given to thoſe that go. | 

5. That private Souldiers, and »oz-Commulſion-Officers, ſhould re- 
ceive 2 Months Pay of Arrears; and Commiſſion-Officers, under a Cap- 
tain, one Months Pay. 

6. That Magazines for Proviſions be ſettled at Briſtol , Cheſter, 
Liverpool, Beaumaris, and Milford. | 

( That a ſufficient Squadron of Ships be appointed for the 7ri/þ 
Coallt. 

8. That Ships ſhould be Victualld at Dublin, Liverpool, and Beau- 
»aris, and a Court of Admiralty ſhould beereQted at Dublin, to prevent; 
their coming into Exglard, to diſpoſe of Prizes, and ſo negle@ the Service. 

9. That the Pay of the Officers and Souldiers, ſhould be according to 
the 7r:þ Eſtabliſhment, onely the Officers to receive -for the preſentz 
the ſame Pay as here. £6: 
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10. That an Hoſpital for fick and maim'd Souldiers, ſhould be ereted 


WYNg at Dublin. 


11, That the Parliaments Forces already in 7rel/and, and thoſe then 
ready to go over, ſhould be in one Army, and one Eſtabliſhment. 


12. That 5000 Quarters of bread-Corn, 200 Tun of Salt, 2oo Tun 


of Cheeſe, ſhould be tranſported with thoſe who now go over. 


13. A Competent Train of Artillery, with Arms, Ammunition, &c, 
ſhould be ſent, and a care to be taken to fend over Recruits of Horſe, as 
there ſhould be occaſion. 

Laſtly, That there be Recruits of Horſe, Foot, Arms, Saddles, &c. 
ready to ſupply the Service of /re/and, to be ſent over, as necd ſhall 
require. 


Thus provided, Cromwel prepares for his Journey ; though to accom- 
modate him with an Army of 8000 Foot, and 4000 Horle, no ſmall 
difterence aroſe betwixt the Presbyterian and Independent at that time, 
undermining each other, the Levellers being pragmatick ; He, however, 
carried over ſome of the diſcontented Perſons on each ſide, finding them 
there work enough againſt a common Enemy : And ſo prepared tor his 
Journey, 120000 /. being borrowed of the City, = the Credit of the 
Ordinance of goooo /. a month. In the interim, he gets Sir Theophilus 
Fones, ( who was ſent to the Parliament from his Brother ) diſpatch'd 
tor 7reland with 1500 Quarters of Corn, and 10000 /. in Money, little 
enough to hearten the Souldiers, frequently then deſerting the Parlia- 
ment, and flying to the Marqueſs of Ormond; yea, the Regiment the 
Parliament « ſent under Colonel 7uthil, being made up of Voluntiers, 
moſt of thoſe engaged in Colcheſter Deſign ) murinied, being ſent over 
without Money, Proviſions, or Cloaths, thereby indangering the City 
more then the Marquelſs. 

The Scots, .in the interim, in a Remonſtrance and Declaration, ( to 
which, on the leaſt Motive, they are naturally inclin'd ) ff the general 
Aſſembly of the Church of Scotland, concerning preſent and eminent dan- 
ger, the 13th. of Febr. 1649. declared, among(t other things, as Grie- 
vances, That the ſtanding Armies in Ireland, under the Marqueſs of Or- 
mond, the Lord Inchequin, and the Lords of Ards, and George Monro, 
forgetting all the horrible cruelty that was exerciſed by the Iriſh Rebels, 
upon many thouſands of the” Engliſh and Scottiſh Nations in that Land, 
have enter d into a Peace and Aſſociation with them, that they may the 
more eafily carry on the old Deſigns of the Popiſh, Prelatical, and Malig- 
nant Party; and the Lords of Ards, and George Monro, have A 
treachery and oppreſſion , brought the Province of Ulſter, and Garriſons 
therein, under their Power and Commands ; which urging ( with much 
violence ) afterwards produced a Declaration from the King, in diſlike of 
the Peace, 1648. much inſiſted on by the 7ri/h, and indeed ( as you 
will hear ) begat the grounds of a future diſtaſt. 

So that whoſoever will wiſely revolve and conſider this wilde Con- 
juncture of Afairs, and that to the ſubduing the Power, Strength, and 
Wealth, of the Parliament, and the equal malice and headineſs of Owex 
O Neal, and his Party ( as much, or in truth, more contraQed againſt the 
Confederate 7riſh, then the Kings Authority ) and the forming and diſ- 
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and reduging them to obedience, the Marqueſs brought over with him 
neither Men nor Money, conſiderable, nor any advantage, but that of 
his own Perſon, Wiſdom, and Reputation, and was now ( upon the 
Peace ) to conſtitute an Army, not only of ſeveral Nations, and Religi- 
ons, and of ſuch Paſſion, and Superciliouſneſs in theſe Opinions, whuch 
flowed from their ſeveral Religions, but of ſuch men, who had for a- 
bout the ſpace of eight years, proſecuted a ſharp War againſt each other; 
with all the Circumltances of Animoſities, Rapine, and Revenge ; and 
who were now brought into this Reconciliation and Conjunction, rather 
by the wonderful Wiſdom, and Dexterity of the Principal Commanders; 
then by their own Charity and Inclination ; And that in the forming of 
this Army, he had not above 6 or 7 Officers, upon whoſe skill in Martial 
Afﬀairs, and affe&tion to him, he could with any confidence depend ; but 
was to make ule of very many, who were utterly unknown to him, and 
ſuch who either had no experience in the War, or who had been alway 
in the War againſt him; I ſay, whoſoever without paſſton conſiders all 
this, will rather wonder, that the Marqueſs did not fink under the weight 
of the firſt Attempt, nay, that he could proceed with ſucceſs, in any one 
Engerprize, then that an Army ſo made up, ſhould upon the firſt miſ-ad- 
venture be diflolv'd into jealouſics and prejudices, amongſt themſelves ; 
and that all contuſions ſhould tollow, which naturally attend ſuch Com- 
poſitions, _ DEFY wt OO FAR 

As ſoon as the Peace was thus concluded, proclaim'd and acceptel, the 
Lord Lieutenant took a ſurvey of the Stores of Arms, Ammunition, 
and other Proviſions neceſſary for the Army, which was to be brought 
together in the Spring, and found all very ſhort of what he expected, and 
what was abſolutely neceſlary to the Work, and ways tor railing of Mo- 
ney, with which all the reſt was to be ſupplied, in no degree to be depend- 
ed upon ; The Cities, and Incorporate Towns, where, upon the matter. all 
the Wealth was, having never ſubmitted further to the General Aſſembly, 
then by declaring themſelves to be of their Party ; but like fo many 
Common-Wealths, order'd all Contributions, and payments of Money, 
by their own Acts and Determinations ; nor would upon the moſt Emer- 
gent occaſions, ſuffer any Money to be rais'd in any other proportion, ot 
in any other manner, then beſt agreed with their Humours and Conveni- 
encies. So that the Commitſlioners, adviſed and. befought the Lord 
Lieutenant, to make a Journey in Perſon, to ſuch of thoſe Corporations, 
as were beſt able to aſſiſt him, and by his own Preſence; Aſſiſtance, and 
Intereſt, endeavour to perſwade them, to expreſs that afte&tion to the 
Peace, they had vrofeſſed : And thereupon he went with a Competent 
number of the Commiſſioners,to Waterford,which gave 8000 /. and 3000 
Barrels of Corn ; and from thence he went to Limerick, and then to Gall- 
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way, and X#ilkenny, from which ſeveral Places, he procured the Loan of 


more Money, Corn, and Ammunition, then the General Aſfembly had 
ever been able to do, for moſt of which laſt, he was forced to bar- 
gain with Patrick Archer, and other Merchants, for a Supply thereof, 
engaging the Kings Cuſtoms, and the tenths of Prizes, tor payment ; and 
by this means, which coſt him much labour and time, he tound himſelf 
in a condition, to draw ſeveral Forces together ; which he did about the 
beginning of May, having rhade the Lord /nchequin, Lieutenant-General 
of the Army ; the Earl of Ca/ſt/ehaven, Lieutenant-General ot the Horſe ; 
and the Lord 7Taaff, Maſter of the Ordnance, at the General Randezvouz 
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at Caſhol, whilſt the Scots reduc'd Z/ſter, and Connaght ; and it being 
thought fit, to loſe as little time as might be, in marching towards 
Dublin, as 1o0n as any conſiderable number ot men were once together 


*he ſent the Earl of Caſt/ehaven with ſome Forces, to take in ſeveral Gar- 


riſons, which were poſſeſſed by Owea O Neal in the Queen's County, 
which was the way he intended to march, and ſo would have no Enemy 
in his Rear ; And the Earl of Caftlehaven, accordingly took the Fort 
of Maryborrough, and other Places in that County, and Athy, and Re- 
ban, inthe County of Kildare, whereby their paſſage was open tor the 
further March. 

Having thus began the Campania, the Lord Lieutenant appointed a 
General Randezvouz for the whole Ariny, .at C/oghgreaan, alias Glaugh- 
grenan, an houſe of his upon the River Barrow, near the Caſtle of Ca- 
terlaugh, where he made a Conjunction of all the Forces, Proteſtant 
and 7ri/þh ; Who by the Wiſdom and Temper of the Principal Officers, 
mingled well enough, and together about the end of May, made a 
Body, as { it's generally reported ) of 3700 Horſe, and 145c0 Foot, with 
a Train of Artillery, conſiſting of tour Pieces of Cannon ; But when 
they were thus inet, all the Money which could be rais'd by the C@m- 
millioners, or which had been rais'd by the Corporate 'Towns, was 
{o near ſpent in drawing the Forces out of their Quarters, and in thoſe 
ſhort Expeditions into the Qzcen's County, and County of Xi/dare, that 
they couid not have advanced in their March, if the Lord Lieutenant 
had not upon his own Private Credit, borrowed 800 /. of Sir fates 
Preſton, by means whereof, he gave the Common Souldiers four days 
Pay ; and ſo about the beginning of June, marched trom Cloghgrenan, 
and the ſame Evening, appear'd before Talbots Town, a ſtrong Garriſon 
of the Enemies, which together with Caſtle 7albot, two mules diſtant 
trom the other, was within 3 days ſurrendred to the Marqueſs, upon 
promiſe of Quarter, which they had ; and then he march'd to X';/dare, 
which Town was likewiſe ſurrendred unto him ; as were Caltle Sa/ogh, 
and Caſtle Carby, at Kildare ; He was compelled to ſtay 3 or 4 days, 
both tor want ot Proviſion, and tor a Recruit of 2000 Foot, which b 
the Lord /nchequin's Care and Diligence, was then upon their March, and 
being. join'd, he was in hope by a ſuddain and ſpeedy Motion, to have 
engaged Fones, ( who at that time, wiz. 12. of Fane, was march'd 
trom Dublin, as far as Johnstown, with his Army, conſiſting of 1000 
Horſe, and 3000 Foot, ) and ſo having encouraged his Souldiers with 
3 days Pay, ( which he was likewiſe compelled to borrow on his Credit, 
out of the Pockets of Perſons of Quality, attending on him, and of the 
Officers of the Army ) he paſſed the River of Lifly; and Foxes having 
upon 1ntelligence of his Motion, in great diſorder rais'd his Camp, and 


' retir'd into Dublin; after that Major Cadogan, by his Command, had done 


notable and ſevere Service about 7ecrozhan, burning the Countrey, not. 
in 5 years before Viſited, and had beaten a part of the Marqueſs's 
Forces, though he got not ſo much by his Vitory. ( though conſiderable ) 
as Joxes afterwards loſt by Treachery, the Garriſon oft A//an being de- 
livered up tor 200 /. The Marqueſs encamped his whole Army at the 
Naas, twelve miles from D«#1in, that he might maturely deliberate what 
was next to be undertaken, being now the muddle of Fare. 

That which appeared worthy of debate was, whether the Army 
ſhould firſt make an Attempt upon Dublin, in which it was believ'd 


there 
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there were very many both Officers and Souldiers, and other Pertons of 


Quality, well affected to the Kings ſervice, and who had tormerly ſerved 
under the Marquels, and eſteem'd him accordingly, who might make 
that work more eaſy ; Or whether the Army ſhould be firſt 1implo) ed 
in the taking in of Trim, Tredagh, and other out-Garrifons, from 
whence the City receiv'd much Proviſions of all kinds, and from whence 
Proviſions to the Army would be cut off, and much other prejudice 
might ariſe. Bat upon full confideration, the Council of War, wich 
conſiſted of the General Officers, inclined to the tormer ; concluding, 
that if they could take D#4iz, all other places would quickly tall into 
their hands; and if they ſhould delay it, and waſte their Proviſions in 
thoſe leſſer Attempts, there might probably arrive out of England, tuch 
ſupplies of Men, Money, and other n=ceſſaries to Fozes, which were 
daily expected, as might render that important work almoſt impoſſible : 
Hereupon, the Lord Lieutenant marched the very next morning toward 
Dublin, and that afternoon, re-paſled the whole over the River of Zify, 
by the Bridge of Lacan, and encamped near that ptace, to reſt his men 
a few hours: He marched very early in the morning , being the 
1H:h. of Fune, and appear'd by nine of the Clock at a place calle 
Caſtleknock, in view of the City ; and hearing that Jones had drawn 
out all his Horſe into the Green, not far from the Walls, he fent a Party 
of Horſe and Musketiers to face them, while he drew his whole Body, 
within leſs then Cannon-ſhot of their Gates, hoping thereby to give 
ſome countenance to thoſe in the Town,to raiſe ſomeCommotion therein; 
and having ſpent ſome part ot the day in this poſture and expectation, 
atter ſome flight skirmiſhes between the Horſe, writes one ; others ſa 
conſiderable, where the Eari of C/anrickards Regiment of Horle was 
ſorely beaten, though they rall'd twice; He found it neceilary to 
draw off, and encamped that night ar a place two miles trom the Town, 
called Finglas, whither great multitudes of Roman Catholicks, whereof 
moſt were aged Men, Women, and Children, whom Foxes had turned 
out of the City, repair'd to him, whom he ſent with all due Order, for 
their Reception, into Quarters adjacent. 

The Marqueſs was no ſooner in his Quarters, then he receiv'd ſure 
intelligence, that Jones had ſent his Horſe to Tredagh, trom whence 
they would have been able to have diſtreſſed his Army ſeveral ways, and 
to have interrupted Proviſion which came out of the Conntrey, out of 
the Magazines, which were at leaſt zo miles diſtant; And ſeveral Officers 
were of opinion, upon the view they had taken that day of the Enemy, 
and the countenance they had obſerved of their own men, that they were 
not preſently provided tor a formal Siege, and as 1ll toattack the Town 
by a brisk attempt ; and therefore he refolv'd to remain encamp'd at 
that place for ſome time, whereby he might take the advantage of any 
opportunity, that within the Town would adminiſter unto him : and 
preſently ſent the Lord 7ncheguin, Lieutenant-General of the Army, with 
a ſtrong Party of Horſe, to purſue Foxes his Horſe, which were ent for 
Tredagh; which he did fo ſucceſsfully, that he ſurprized one whole Troop, 
andatterwards encountred Colonel Chidley Coot,in the head of 300 Horle, 
whereof he flew many, and routed the reſt, who in great diſorder fled 
to Tredagh. The Lord Jnchequiz preſently ſent advertiſement of this 
ſucceſs, and that he had reaſon to believe, that it he purſued this ad- 
vantage, and attempt the Town , while this terror poſſeſſed that

Party, he ſhould make himſelf Matter of it ; whereupon ( in reſpect of 
the great importance of the Place, the reduction whereot would pro- 
duce a ſecure correſpondence with, and give encouragement to the Scots 
in 7/ſter, who made great profeſſions (in which rhey were ever free ) 
of Duty to the King, and had now under the conduct of the Lord Viſ- 
count Montgomery of Ards, driven Sir Charles Coot into the City. of 
London-derry, ied upon the matter beleagu'd him there ) the Lord Lieu- 
tenant by the advice of the Council of War, approved the Lord /zche- 
44i4's Deſign, and to that purpoſe ſent him two Regiments of Foot, and 
two Picces of Artillery, and ſuch Ammunition and Materials, as could 
be ſpared ; wherewith he proceeded fo vigorouſly, that within 7 days, 
he compelled the beſieged to yield to honourable Conditions, ſo reduced 
Tredazh to the Kings Obedience, after he had been twice beaten off, the 
Town having not above 600 Men, who had ſpent all their Ammuni- 
tion, left to defend ſo large a circuit, ſome of whuch afterwards revolted 
to the Marqueſs ; and Colonel Coo, with 150 Horſe, and near 400 Foot, 
march'd to D4blzn, 

There was now very reaſonable ground for hope, that the Parliaments 
Party would quickly find themſelves in notable ſtreightsand diſtreſles, 
when it was on a ſuddain diſcover'd, how very aCtive and dexterous, the 
ſpirit of Rebellion is to reconcile and unite thoſe, who were poſleſſed 
by it, and how contrary ſoever their Principles and Ends ſeem to be, and 
contribute jointly to the oppoſing and oppreſling that Lawtul Power, 
they had both equally injured and provoked. "The Parliament Party, 
who had heap'd ſo many Reproaches and Calumnies upon the King, for 
his Clemency to the ri/þ, who had founded their own Authority and 
Strength upon. ſuch foundations, as were inconſiſtent with any tolera- 
tion of the Roman Catholick Religion, and ſome write ( ſo bitter are their 
Pens ) even with Humanity to the 7riſh Nation, and more eſpecially 
to thoſe of the old Native Extraction, the whole Race whereof they 
had ({ upon the matter ) ſworn to an utter extirpation ; And Owen 0 
Nez! himſelt was of the moſt antient Sept, and whoſe Army conſiſted 
onely of ſuch, who avowed no other cauſe for their firſt entrance into 
Rebellion, but Matter*of Religion ; and that the Power of the Parlia- 
ment, was like to be ſo great and prevalent, that the King himſelf 
would not beable to extend his Favours and Mercy towards them, which 
they ſeem'd to be confident, he was ( in his gracious diſpoſition ) in- 
clined to expreſs ; and therefore proteſſed to take up Arms againſt the 
cxorbitant Power onely of them, and to retain hearts full of Devotion 
and Duty to his Majeſty ; and who at preſent, by the under-hand and ſe- 
cret Treatics with the Lord Lieutenant, ſeem'd more irreconcilable to 
the Proceedings of the General Aſſembly, and to the Perſons of thoſe 
whom he thought govern'd there,then to make any ſcruple of ſubmitting 
to the Kings Authority, in the Perſon of the Marqueſs, to which and 
to whom, he proteſted all Duty and Reverence. "Theſe two ſo contrary 
and diſ-agrecing Elements, had, I ſay, by the ſubtile and volatile ſpirit of 
Hypocriſy and Rebelion ( the Arts of the time ) found a way. to in- 
corporate together ; and Owen O Neal had promiſed and contracted with 
the other, that he would compel the Lord Lieutenant to retire, and draw 
oft his Army from about Du«4lin, by his invading thoſe Parts of Leim- 
ſter, and Munſter, with his Army, which yielded moſt, yea, all the Pro- 
viſions and ſubſtance to the Marqueſs, and which he preſumed the Mar- 
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uels would riot ſuffer to be ſpoil'd and deſolated by his Incurſions : for 
the better doing whereof, and enabling him for this Expedition, Colonel 
Monk, Governor of Dundalk, ( who was the ſecond Perſon in Command, 
amongſt the Parliaments Forces ) had promiſed to deliver to him, out of 
the ſtores of that Garriſon, a good quantity of Powder, Bullet, and 
Match, proportionable ; tor the tetching whereof, Owen O Neal had ſent 
Farral ( Lieutenant General ot his Army ) with a Party of 500 Foot, 
and 300 Horſe. At that time 7Tredagh wastaken by the Lord Ixchequiy ; 
who, being there advertifed of that new contracted friendſhip, reſolved 
' to give ſome interruption to it, and made fo good haſt, that with- 
in Rw hours after Farral had receiv'd the Ammunition at Dundalk, he 
fell upon him, routed all his Horſe, and of the 500 Foot, there were not 
40 eſcaped, but wereeither ſlain, or taken Priſoners, and got all the Am- 
munition, and with it ſo good an Account of the preſent ſtate of Dun- 
dalk, that he immediately engaged before it, and aſliſted by the Lord of 
Ards, ( who a little before, had been choſeri by the Presbyterian Mini- 
ſters, their Commander in Chiet, thereby roſleſiing himſelf of Carrigfer- 
gus, and Belfaſt) in two days compelled Monk: _ who would elſe have 
been delivered up by his own Souldiers ) to ſurrender the Place, where 
was a good Magazeen of Ammunition, Cloath, and other Neceſlaries 
for War ; moſt of the Officers and Souldiers, with all alacrity engaging 
themſelves in his Majeſties ſervice; though the Governor Shipt humſelf 
for England, and landing ſhortly after at Cheſter, he went immediately 
to Briſtol, where Cromwel ( the Parliaments Lord Lieutenant ) was 
then to come for Ireland ; who receiv'd him very courteouſly ; but, at- 
ter he had remain'd ſome coy» there, adviſed him to go up to the Par- 
liament, to give them fatisfaCtion, in the Ceſſation he had made with 
Owen Roe O-Neal, the 8th. of May, 1649. which he did; And the 
buſineſs of that Ceſſation being brought into the Houſe, it was much 
refented ; and after ſome debate, ( more then ordinarily had on other 
occaſions ) ſeveral ſevere Votes paſled againſt it ; onely Colonel Moxk, 
being conceived to have made it out of a good intent, for preſerving 
the Intereſt of the Parliament, was held-to be clear, and not thought fit 
hereafter to be queſtion'd : But this was taken as a fair way of laying him 
aſide ; whereupon Colonel Monk retir'd to his own Eſtate, unhappy onely 
in being the Inſtrument of their preſervation, who were not ſenſible of 
his Merits. 
And now that all Parties might-be kept entire, the Marqueſs of Or- 
n0nd publiſhes a Declaration, upon Inſtructions from the King, deſign'd 
purpolely for Z//er. | 


AT my hearty Commendations, upon ſome Repreſentations, that have 
been lately made unto us, we have thought fit, to ſend you down 
the enſuing Inſtruftions : 

Firſt, That ſo far as your Power extends, you cauſe every Perſon, with- 
out diſtinition, who have ſubmitted to his Majeſties Authority, and to 
the Peace of this Kingdom, to be put into the atual poſſeſſion of his Eſtate, 
he paying, and contributing to the maintenance of the Army, and neceſſary 
burdens of the Countrey, proportionable to the reſt of his Neighbours. 

Z. That you cauſe the Articles of War to be put inexecution, amongſt 
all the Forces under your Command, whereof we [ind you down herewitha@ 
@ Copy, 
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3. Whereas it is well known to belong to us, as General of the Army, it 


this Kingdom under his Majeſty, to diſpoſe of all Military Offices and Com 
mands, whether in Chief or Subordinate, which Right we cannot in Ho- 


mour ſuffer to be loſt from the Sword ; and whereas ſome Commiſſions 


lately have been Procured, giving Power to other Commanders, to name and 
place all ſorts of Military Officers, under the reſpetive Commands ; in which 
Commiſſions nevertheleſs, and much more in the Inſtruftions, there is an 
expreſs reference to us, and toour Approbation, from which they are to re- 
ceive their validity. We do therefore Order and Declare our Pleaſure there- 
by, That no Commander whatſoever within the Province of Ulſter, do aſſume 
to themſelves, the nomination of Military Officers, as Colonels, Lieutenant- 
Colonels, Majors, Captains, Lieutenants, Cornets, or Enſ1gns, upon pre- 
tence of any late Commiſſion, but leave them to our diſcretion, as in this 
Kingdom hath ever been accuſtomed. 

4. If any Perſon ſhall ſpeak or aft to the prejudice of his Majeſties 
Authority, or Afairs, let him upon proof be forthwith Impriſoned, and 
his Eſtate ſecured, and an Information ſent up to us of the nature of his 
Crime, that we may give further Order therein. And if any Eccleſtaſti- 
cal Perſon in his Prayer or Sermon, ſhall preſume to exerciſe the People to 
Sedition or Diſobedience, or ſhall intermeddle in Pulpit or Confiſtory with 
the managery of Civil Afﬀairs, or ſhall derogate from the preſent Go- 
vernment or Governours of this Kingdom, or ſhall teach, that his Majeſt 
is not to be admitted to the poſſeſſion of his Crown, until he hath given y4 
tisfaftion to his Subjets, or until he have taken ſuch Oaths and Covenants, 
as are impos'd upon him, without his Conſent, without Law, contrary to 
the Dittates of his own Conſcience ; upon proof thereof, without further 
Circumltance, let his Ejtate be confiſcated to the uſe of the Army, and 
himſelf be either impriſoned, or baniſhed, or tryed for his Life, as the 


Enemy ſhall deſerve, 


5. If there. be any Perſon whoſe Loyalty is ſuſpeited, let the Chief in 
Command upon the Place, adminiſter unto him the Oath of Allegiance ; and 
if he refuſe it , let them ſecure both his Perſon and Eſtate, and ſend"up 
an'information to us, that we may cauſe proofs to be made againſt him. 

6. Although we cannot now take notice of the Scotch Army in this King- 
dom, or of any, diſtint from that which is committed into our hands b 
his Majeſty ; we expefting a joynt obedience of all Forces, Engliſh, Scorch, 
and Iriſh, indifferently, as branches of the Army under our Command ; yet 
in reſpet your old Quarters are ſtraightn'd by the Garriſon of Beltaſt, by 
our very good Lord, the Lord Vicount Montgomery of the Ards ; we 
are well pleaſed in lieu thereof, to aſſign unto you for the enlargement of 
your Quarters, ſo much of the Countreys of Antrim, as was poſſeſſed or 
enjoyed by Sir John Clotworthie's Regiment, now disbanded of them- 
ſelves ; and becauſe we cannot but judge, that this diſſolution of them pro- 
ceeds from the averſneſs to his Majeſties Service, and therefore we require 
that none of them be admitted into any Troops, as Horſemen, or Dra- 
Toners. 

7. For Anſwer to your other Propoſition ; if any Poſtage ſhall be ſent 
down from them, or from the other Provinces of the Kingdom, into Ulſter, 
for his Majeſties Service upon any occaſion : it is our Pleaſure, they have 
their Quarter and Provide for the preſeht in theſe Quarters, through 


which they paſs ; but the whole Province of Ulſter is to contribute propore 


tionably towards the Charge.

" Upon the Lord 7nchiquin's ſucceſs at Dundalk, the lefler Garrifons of 


a Narrow-water, Green-Caſtle, and Carlingford, were caſily ſut- 


jected ; and the Lord Znchiquin, in his return, being appointed to viſit 
the Town of 7rim,the onely Garriſon left to the Parhamentarians in thoſe 
parts, except Dublin, in two days after hehad beſieged it, he made himſelf 
Maſter of it, and ſo return'd with his Party ( not impair'd by the Ser- 
vice) to the Lord Lieutenant in his Camp at Fing/afS. Owen O Net! ſtill 
continued his aftection to the Parliamentarians ; and when he found that 
his deſign of drawing the Marquis of Ormond's Army from Dublin could 
not prevail, he haſtned into Z//ter, and upon the payment of 2000 /. in 
money, ſome Ammunition, and about 2000 Cows, he rais'd the Siege of 
London-derry the 8th. of Auguſt, the onely conſiderable Place in that Pro- 
vince, which held for the Parliament under Sir Charles Coot, and which 
was even then reduc'd to the laſt extremity, by the Lord Viſcount Mount- 
gomery of Ardes, Sir George Monro, Sir Robert Stewart, Colonel Audley 
Mervin, and others, and'muſt in few days have ſubmitted to the Kings 
Authority, if it had not (in that manner) been relieved by the /riſh under 
O Neil, with whom Colonel Richard Coal, inthe behalf of Sir Charles 
Coot ( Lord Preſident of Connaght ) had made Articles of Ceſlation, ( as 
Colonel Monk had done before ) on the grounds of neceſſity, the 22. of 
May, 1649. the benefit of which he acquainted rhe State with, deſiring 
that the Propoſitions preſented by him might be accepted ; which was 
thought by them a demand ſo extravagant, and of ſuch dangerous con- 
ſequence to the whole Kingdom, as it was 1ll reſented ( Owen Roe and his 
Party having been firſt engaged in thoſe horrid Maſlacres ) and preſently 
rejected: And though Sir Charles Coot was not cenſur'd, becauſe it was 
preſum'd he did it out of neceſlity ; yet ſeveral Votes paſſed againſt him 
asto that Ceſlation, though he was continued in his Imployment ; and 
having received the pleaſure of the Parliament concerning the Ceſla- 
tion made by him with Owen Roe, preſently acquainted him therewith, 
who, according to Articles betwixt them, did ſoon retire, and, as we 
ſhall ſee afterwards, came to an agreement with the Marquis of Or- 
mond, finding he could not by any means ( he could uſe ) draw himſelf or 
his Party to be accepted of by the Parliament, an attempt he earneſtly 
folicied, engaging to maintain their Intereſt with the hazard of his Lite 
and Fortune againſt all oppoſers whatſoever ; with whom joyn'd the 
Lords, Gentry, and Commons of the Contederate Catholicks of Z/feer : 
though many were of opinion, that all that was done both by Sir Charles 
Coot and Colonel Monk, was tranſatted by the privity ( it not conſent.) 
of the Grandees in England; but the Grounds to faſten this upon them 
could never be found, though the buſineſs ks been narrowly ſearch'd 
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into: Known it was, that there was a Perſon ſent over, and man 
Overtures made by a Prielt O Rely to the Committee of Derby-houſe, but 
with whatreception, the certainty yet remains in the Clouds. However, 
Sir Charles Coot having by this means delivered himſelf from the ſtrait- 
neſs of a Siege, and having received ſome new ſupplies of Men and 
Proviſionsout of Eng/and, ( Colonel ZZunks being ſent trom Cromwel with 
Forces to his Relief ) preſently marched out, and cleat'd the Countrey 
about him; and afterwards in Oober got ſuch a ſtrength together, as 
he went to Colerain, and took in that 'LYown by Arſ/at, and ſo went on 
to the Siege of Carizfergus, However, he ſo reſents the Parliaments flow 
ſupplies, as \_ in Fuze this year ) there 1s exhibited his complaint, truly a 
ſad one, in reference to their neglect, and in concluſion deſires either to 
be ſuppli'd anſwerable to his condition, or to bediſcharg'd from his Em- 
ployment. 

But to look backwards. All the Places »f Moment near Du#/ix being 
(as we have ſhew'd) reduc'd by the Marg is Ormond's Party, who on the 
2.4th.of Fuly took a view of his whole Army, and found it to conſiſt of 
no leſs than 7000 Foot and about 4000 Horſe, others write more; 
which though : -. »d Force, was not equal to the work of forming a Re- 
gular Siege of 19 1a: g- 4nd populous a City as Dublin, and as unfit toſtorm 
it ; theretorc it was refolv'd {till to continue the former deſign of ſtrait- 


ning it, 1.) the neceſſities within abated the obſtinacy of that Peo- 
ple; for -.. - doing whereof, the Lord Viſcount Di/on of Coſtiloe, 
was ar; 111 remain ſtillon the North-ſide of the Town, with a Bod 

of 25 ' +5. 413d 500 Horſe, to block it up, having two or three ſmall 
Places eng to retire to upon occaſion ; and that the Sea ( as far as 


his Pow<: might extend ) might not be unprovided, his Excellency 
granted Letters of Mart, the 67h. of Fuly, ſigned by Secretary Lane, to 
Captain Foſeph Conra/ne of Waterford, and others. And then the Lord 
Lieutenant march'd with the remainder of the Army over the River of 
L.iffy to the South-ſide, to a Place called Rathmines, where he reſolved 
to Incamp, and from whence, by reaſon of the narrowneſs of the River, 
he might diſcourage an attempt of ſending Relief into the Town by 
Sea from England. Andin truth, if he had come time enough to have 
rais'd a Work upon the Point, ſome interruption might have been given 
to that Enterpriſe ; but it pleaſed God, that that very ſame day (the 25h. 
of July )) the Marquis marched thither, in fight of his Army, a ſtrong 
gale of Wind from the Eaſt brought into. Dub/z» Harbour Colonel Rey- 
molds, Colonel Hunks, and Colonel Yenables, with a good ſupply of 
Horſe, viz. 600, and 1500 Foot, Money, and all other neceſfaries where- 
of the Garriſon ſtood in need, which marvellouſly exalted the ſpirits of 
thoſe, who were devoted to the obedience of the Parliament, and de- 
preſſed the minds of them, who watched all opportunities of doing ſer- 
vice tothe King. There were then in D#b/iz 5000 Soldiers, beſides In- 
habitants. However, the Marquis purſued his reſolution, and encamped 
that night at Rathmines, and the next day made himſelf ſtrong there, 
till, upon information, he was ſure ro receive an account of the fate and 
condition of the Enemy, that he might better conclude what was next 
to be done. 

There were many men within the City who found means to ſend the 
Marquis ſtill advertiſement of what was neceflary for him to know,6: ſome 
Ships (which brought Supplies for the Parliaments Forces there ) _ 

| ikewiſe 
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likewiſe intelligence from thoſe that wiſhed well tothe Kings ſervice, ui- 
to the Lord Lieutenant, and unto other Perſons of Honour that were 
with him, and from ſeveral Perſons of known Integrity, and who were 
like enough to know what was tranſacted in the Councils of the Parlia- 
ments Party : It was informed, that this Supply, which was already land- 
ed at Dublin,was all that was intended for that Place, and believed it to be 
ſufficient to defend it againſt any Army the Marquis could bring to attaque 
it; and that Cromwe! , who was known to be ready in Eng/and to Em- 
barque with a great Army ) meant to land in Munſter,a Countrey but late- 
ſy fall'n from their Devotion, and where there were ſtill many inclined 
_ to him, and thereby to compel the Lord Lieutenant to rife from Du#liz. 
And it is very true, that at that time Cromwe/ was reſolv'd to have pro- 
ceaded in that manner, after he had with much ſeeming difficulty been 
brought to accept of the Place, the Presbyterians laying Wagers he would 
never come, and the Independents ſought to divert him from it by their 
unexpected Mutinies, on a Tenent, 7hat a/ were to enjoy their own Prin- 
ciples. Yet upon this joynt intelligence of Cromwe/'s advance |{ for it came 
trom ſome Perſons to the Lord Lieutenant, and trom others to the Lord 
Fuchiquin ) it was, upon conſultation with the General Officers, con- 
cluded abſolutely ne&flary, that the Lord /zchiquin, being Lord Preſident 
of Munſter, ſhould immediately, with a ſtrong Party of Horſe, repair 
into that Province, whereby at leaſt the Garriſons there might be 
ſupported againit any ſudden attempt of the Enemy, if they thould 
land there ; and that, the Army being thus weakned by the Quality, as 
wellas the Number of this Party, who were the beſt Horſe of the Body, 


the Lord Lieutenant ſhould retire to Drumnagh, being a Quarter of 


greater ſtrength and ſecurity than that of Rathmines was, or could be 
made, and was at ſuch diſtance, as might as well block up the Enemy 
as the other ; and from thence, an interrupted Communication might 
be held with that Party, which encamp'd on the North ſide of the River. 
And upon this Concluſion, the Lord 7nchiquindeparted towards Munſter. 
When it was known that his Excellency was to retire, the Officers and 
Soldiers expreſſed much trouble, and ſzem'd to believe the reducing of 
the Town not to be a matter of that difficulty as was pretended, if they 
could hinder the Parliamentarians Horſe from grafing in the Meadows 
near the Walls, ( which was the onely Place they were poſleſſed of to 
that purpoſe ) they could not be able to ſubſiſt fivedays ; and it would 
be in their power to take that benefit from them, it .they poſleſs'd 
themſelves ot the Caſtle of Baggatrath, very near adjoyning to that Pa- 
ſture, which was already ſo ſtrong, that in one night it might be made 
ſufficiently fortif'd. And this diſcourſe ( which was not indeed unrea- 
ſonable) got ſo much credit, that the Council of War intreated the Mar- 
quis to decline his former reſolution of retiring to Drumnagh, the Earl 
of Caſtlehaven, General Preſton, Sir Arthur Aſton, and Major General 
Parcel, having viewed Baggatrath, and aſſured the Lord Lieutenant, 
that it might be poſleſs'd a... ſufficiently fortifi'd in one night. 

It is no wonder that in an Army thus conſtituted and compoſed, the 
Marquis thought not fit, by his Authority, to reſtrain it from purſuing an 
Enterpriſe of ſo much Gallantry,and which had ſo much poſſibility of ſuc- 
ceſs : and indeed, he till retain'd ſome hope of advantage by the affe- 
ction of that City, and thar ( even in theſe laſt Supplies that were ſent 
over ,) there were many that laid hold og that opportunity to whe 
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themſelves, tor the advancement ot the Kings ſervice, and with purpoſe 


quickly to change their Maiters, ſo that he was contented to recede trom 
his former reſolution, and on the firſt of Augsſt at night ſent a ſtrong Par- 


ty, viz. 1500 Foot, under Major General Parcel, to poſſeſs themſelves 


of Bazgatrath, with Engineers, and ſuch other Materials as were ne- 


ceſlary to fortific it : and becauſe he concluded, that the Enemy would 
immediately diſcover what they were doing, and would uſe their ut- 
molt endeavours to prevent the execution of a Deſign, which would 
bring ſuch irreparable damage to them, he gave ſtrict order for draw- 
ing the whole Army in Battalia, and commanded , that they ſhould 
ſtand in Arms all that night, himſelt continuing in the Field on Horf- 
back till morning ; as ſoon as it was day, he went to viſit the Place 
that was to be fortif'd, which he found not in that condition he expe- 
ted ; the Officer * excuſing himſelf, by having been miſguided in the 
night, ſo that it was very late before he arrived there, though it was not 
an Eng/i/h mile diſtant from the Camp ; wherewith the Marquis being 
unſatisfi'd, diſplac'd the Officer who commanded the Party, and put an- 
other of good Name and Reputation into the Charge, and appointed him 
to make his men to work hard, ſince it appear'd, tnat in tour or five 
hours it might be ſo well fortifi'd, that they need fear no attempt from 
the Town ; and that they might be ſure to enjoy ſo much time, he com- 
manded the Army to remain in the ſame poſture ey, had been all night; 
and about 9 of the Clock, ſecing no appearance of any Sally trom the 
Town, which he had ſo long expected, he went to his Tent to refreſh him- 
ſelf with a little reſt, which he had not obtain'd for the ſpace of an hour, 
when he was awaken'd by an Alarm from the Enemy, and putting himy 
ſelf immediately upon his Horſe, quickly found, that his Officers and 
Lieutenant General Preſto» had not been fo punctual in their Duty as 
they ought to have been, but had quitted their Poſts (out of an unhappy 
confidence, that the Beſieged would not adventure, at that time of the 
day, to make any Sally) as ſoon as the Marquis went to repoſe himſelf ; 
ſo that a ſtrong Party out of the Town, about 10 of the clock inthe 
morning, the 24. of Auguſt, 1649. march'd diredtly to Baggatrath, and 
(with leſs oppoſition than ought to have been made ) beat, routed, and 


 difpers'd the Party that poſleſs'd it ;* who, finding their Horſe not fo rea-. 


dy to aſſiſt them as they expected, quitted the Place with all imaginable 
confuſion ; which encourag'd Fores's Party ( who were ſeconded imme- 
diately by the whole Power in Dubliz) to advance further towards the 
Army ( which they diſcern'd to be in high diſorder ) than at their com- 
ing out they intended. The Lord Lieutenant uſed all means to put the 
Horſein order, ſending the Lord Taaff to command the Foot : But Sir 
William /aughan ( Commillary General of the Horſe ) being inthe firſt 
Charge killed, they who tollowed him were immediately routed, not- 
withſtanding that the Forces from Du#lin march'd onely in ſingle Troops 
and Companies, having not time to draw together 1n Battalia ; where- 
upon ſo great a conſternation ſeiz'd upon the ſpirits of all the reſt, that 
the Marquis could prevail with none to ſtand with him, but the Regi- 
ments of his Brother,Colonel Butler and Colonel Grady, ſome write Mz/es 
Reylye, with which he charged the Enemy, wherein ( Colonel Grady. be- 
ing ſlain, and his Brother fore wounded and taken Priſoner ) that Body 
was entirely broken ; and from that time, 1t was not in his power, by 


ſo 
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ſo much as ſtand by him; ſo that ( when he was environ'd by the Ene- 
my, attended with very few of his own Servants, and two or three Gen- 
tlemen ) he was forced to make his way throughthem, and to quitthe 
Field; when a ſmall Body of Foot, under Colonel Giford ( which till 
-kept the ground, and valiantly defended themſelves ) finding that they 
were deſerted by their Horſe, were compelled to ſurrender their Arms 
to Jones ; the Lord Taaff making his own way ſo proſperouſly, that he 
got to the North-fide, where he tound that Body ( compoſed of the Lord 
Dillons, Sir 7 homas Armſtrongs, the Lord Moores, and Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Pardons Regiments of Horſe ; Colonel Warrens, Colonel Waſtes, 
and Colonel Mich. Byrns Regiments of Foot ) which had been left art 
Finglaſs in Arms, kf which had not ſeen the Enemy that day ; upon 
whuch, the Lord Zaaff us'd all poſſible endeavours to perſwade them to 
attempt a Recovery of what was loſt, which, in ſo great diſorder of 
the Enemy ( which ſuch ſucceſs uſually produceth ) was not reaſonably 
to be deſpaired of : But the apprehenſion, jealouſtes, tright and terrour, 
was ſo univerſal, that he could not incline them to it, nor to do more 
than ( and that in great contuſion ) to provide for their own ſecurity : 
Whilſt the Marquis dirccted his Letters to them, ordering therein the 
one half ofthem to go to 7redath, and the other halt to 7rym, for the 
ſecurity of thoſe Places, whilſt himfelt went to X;/kenny to rally what 
he could of the Army, and to raiſe what new Forces he ſhould be able. 
This was the unhappy, and indeed fatal Defeat at Rathmines, by the 
Biſhops at Jameſtown, 1650, thought ſoimprovident and unfortunate, as 
nothing happen'd in Chriſtianity more ſhametul. Yet in his Excellencies 
Letter from Xilco/zan the 2d. of December, 1650. to the Aſſembly at 
Loghreogh fo Anſwer'd, as hitherto no Reply hath been attempted. The 
news of which, and the conſequences thereof, was receiv'd and pro- 
claim'd ( writes Walſh, fo/. 583. ) with much gladneſs and exceſs of joy 
in Rome, as that which made for the Nuncio's Party. It was the firſt and 
onely loſs that fell upon any Army or Party of which the Marquis had 
the Name and Title, ( and here he had no more than the name) of the 
Supreme Commander, and theie the whole Circumſtances of it. In this 
Battel were ſlain on the place, and in the Chace, about 4000. and 25 17 
taken Priſoners, and two whole Cannon, three Demi-cannon, one long 
{quare Gun carrying a Ball of 12 Pound, one Saker-drake, one Mortar- 
piece, all theſe Braſs ; beſides 200 Draught-Oxen for the Train, and 
the richeſt Camp of Commodities an Enemy could well be Maſter of. 
But not to ſpeak further of the ſad misfortune of this great Commander, 
than whom, no man was more juſtly magnified tor his Courage, con- 
fided in for his Loyalty, relyed on for his Wiſdom, truſted in tor his Care 
to prevent ill Accidents, and Dexterity to take advantages; he was 
indeed looked upon as the Reftaurator ot his Countrey, and as the onel 
Perſon, by whole management of the /ri/þ War, the 1njur'd King was like 
to ariſe out of his Fathers ruines to the Glory and Greatneſs he was born 
to; though upon: this Defeat, thoſe ( whoſe Crimes: were no otherwiſe 
to be veil'd than by this misfortune ) caſt the miſcarriage thereof folely 
upon him; a Fate incident to great Men, to. be extremely magnifi'd og 
Succeſs, andupon any notable Diſaſter to be as much depreſs'd, and per- 
adventure neither juſtly. 

Soon after this Defeat, Foxes was writ to by his. Excellence, 7 have a 
Liſt of the Priſoners he had taken from him, To whom it wasreplid,

This Defeat at Rathmines alter'd the reſult of Counſels at Court, till 
then very ſtrong for his Majeſties repair into rel/and, the Scots havi 
given ill proofs of their Integrity and Faith : And certainly the /r;/þ were 
at that time ſo diſpoſed, as probably they would have ſubmitted to his 
Majeſty, what-ever afterwards might have been the reſult of their tom- 
pliance : And for the Parliament, they had at that time fo inconſiderable 
a footing in Jreland, ( poſſeſſing not a Garriſon in Munſter or Connaght, 
an1 in Z/fer none but London-derry and the Fort of Cul/more, as in Leim- 
fter little but Dublin and Ba/liſhannon \ as his Majeſties Preſence ( it was 
thought ) would have wrought on ſome, reduced others, and brought 
in All. 

When the Marquis ( as we have faid before \ found the Conſternation 
to be {o great in his Soldiers, as they could not be contain'd from dif: 
perſing, and had ſent Orders to thoſe on Fing/aſs-fide ro march to Tre- 
dazhand Trim, for the ſtrengthning of thole Garriſons, which he believ'd 
Fones might, upon the pride of hs late ſucceſs, be inclined to attack ; 
whilſt himſelf went to Xi/tenny, as the fitteſt Rendezvous to which he 
might rally his broken and ſcattered Forces, and from whence he might 
beſl give Orders and DireCtions for the making of new Levies : And in 
his March thither, the very nextday atterthe Defeat at Rathmines, h: 
made an halt, with thoſe few Horſe he had rallied together, and fum- 
mon'd the ſtrong Fort of Ba/liſhannon, which he had betore left blocked 
up by a Party ot Horſe and Foot, and ( having found means to perſwade 
the Governour to believe that D«4b/in had been ſurrendred, and that his 
Army was returning) he got that important Place into his hands, with- 
out which Stratagem, Fones would have purſued his Conqueſt even to 
Kilk-mny it ſelf, which he had found in a very ill condition to defend it 
ſelf: For in a whole weeks time after the Marquis's coming to X7i/tern 
he could draw togethcr but 300 Horſe, with which he found it necelly 
ry that day ſevennight after the Defeat, tro march in Perſon to the re- 
lief of Tredath, which was beſieged by Fones, and detended by the Lord 
Moor ; but upon the approach of the Marquis no nearer than 7rim, the 
Siege was ra1s'd, and Foes return'd to Dublin, and his Lordſhip entred 
Tredath, whether he reſolved to draw his Army as ſoon as might be, 
and iſſued out his Orders accordingly, hoping in ſhort time, (if no other 
misfortune intervened )-to get a Body of Men together able to reſtrain 
thoſe of Dublin, from making any great advantage of their jate ViQtory : 
But he had been there very few days, when he received ſure advertile- 
ment, that Cromwe/ himſelt was landed with a great Army of Horſeand 
Foot, and with vait Supplies of all kinds, at D«b/x, where he arriv'd with» 
in leſs than a fortnight, ( viz. on or about the 1 5th. of - Auga/t ) after the 
unfortunate Deteat'at Rathmines. | 

The Scene being now alter'd, and the War the Lord Lieutenant was 
to make could be onely Defenſive, untilthe Parliamentarians ſhould meer 
with a Check in ſome Enterpriſe ; and his own Men by Reſt, Diſcipline, 
and Exerciſe of their Arms, might again recover their Spirits, and for- 
get the fears they had contraRted of the Enemy. He in the firſt place there- 
tore took care to repair the Works and Fortifications of Tredath, as well 

as 
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as in ſo ſhort a time could be done, and got as much Proviſion into the 
Town as was poſlible ; and then with a tull approbation of all the Com- 
miſſioners, he made choice of Sir Arthur A/jton, a Roman Catholick, and 
a Soldier of very great Experience and Reputation, { one at Reading and 
Oxford formerly confided in by his Majeſty, a Gentleman of an An- 
cient and yet flouriſhing Family in Cheſhire ) to be Governour thereof; 
and put a Garriſon into it of 2000 Foot, and a good Regiment of Horſe, 
all choice Men, and good Soldiers, with very many Gentlemen and 
Officers of good Name and Account, and ſupplied it with Ammunition 
and all other Proviſions, as well asthe Governour himſelt deſired ; and 
having done ſo, he marched with his Horſe and ſmall remainder ot Foot 
to 7rim, from whence he had ſent to the Lord /zchiquin to bring up as 
many Men to 7ecroghan the Rendezvous as he could out of Munſter ; now 
the apprehenſion of Cromwe/s Landing there was over, and endeavour'd 
fromall parts to recruit his Army, hoping ( that before the Parliamen- 
tarians could be able to reduce any of his Garrifons ) he might be em- 
powered to take the Field, 

The 24th. of Auguſt, 1649. the Commons aſſembled in Parliament 
ſet forth a Declaration, declaring all Perſons who had ſerved the Parlia- 
ment of England in Ireland, and had betrayed their Truſt, or adhered to, 
or aided and aſſiſted his late Majeſty, or his Son, to be 7Tra#tors and Rebels, 
and accordingly to be proceeded againſt by a Court-Marſhal ; where- 
by ſome were Sentenc'd, others ſent into Erg/and, ſome Impriſon'd 
there, and many disbanded, though they had ſerv'd againſt the Rebels 
from the firſt Diſcovery. 

Upon Friday the 3oth. of Auguſt, Cromwel marched out of Dubliy, 
( having ſetled the Attairs of that City, Civil and Military, inſtituting 
Sir 7heophilus Fones Governour 1n his abſence ) with an Army of 9g or 
10000 Men, ( choſen out of the General Muſter, where appear'd a com- 
pleat Body of 15000 Horſe and Foot ) came before Tredath, Monday the 
2.4. of September ; of which the Marqueſs of Ormond was no ſooner ad- 
vertiz'd, than he cameto 7rim, to watch all opportunities to infeſt the 
Enemies Quarters ; and having full confidence in the Town, and in the 
Experience of Sir Arthur Aſton, ( who had ſent him ſeveral Advices to 
precipitate nothing, for that he doubted riot to find Cromwel play a while) 
the goodneſs and number of the Garriſon being ſuch, that Cromwe/ would 
not be able to get the Town by any Aſſault : But here again he found 
his expe&ations diſappointed, for the Enemy reſolv'd not to loſe their 
time in a Siege ; and therefore as ſoon as they had ſent their Summons 
. thegzh. of September, and it was rejected, they made a Breach the next 

day with their Cannon, and ſtorm'd the Place ; and though they were 
tor ſome time ſtoutly reſiſted, and twice beaten off, yet at the third Onſet 
( led by Cromwel ) they enter'd, and purſu'd their Victory with ſo much 
cruelty, that they put the whole Garriſon in Arms to the Sword, not 
ſparing thoſe upon ſecond thoughts, to whom ( in the heat of the Attion ) 
” pads of Cromwel's under-Officers promiſed and gave Quarter ; a crime, 
writes one (then in the Aftion ) themſelves were moſt guilty of, they 
again reſuming Arms when they had engaged to lay them down : So 
that, except ſome few who ( during the time of the Aſſault ) eſcaped 
at the other ſide of the Town, and others, who mingling with the 
Rebels as their own men, diſguiſed themſelves, that they were not 
diſcovered, there was not an Officer, Soldier, or Religious Per a be- 
longing

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longing to that Garriſon left alive, beſides thoſe (after Decimation) ſent 
to Barbadoes ; and all this within the ſpace of nine days after the Ene- 
my appear'd before the Walls ; and when very many Royaliſts as well 


as /riſh were glad that they were engaged before the Place, that was 


likely to be ſo well defended, and to ſtop their turther progreſs for that 
ſeaſon of the ycar. 

This indeed was a much greater Blow than that at Rathmines, and 
totally deſtroy'd and maſſacred a Body of near o ooo Men, with which, 
in reſpect of Experience, and Courage of the Officers, and Goodneſs and 
Fidelity of the common Men, the Marquis would have been glad to 
have fund himſelt engaged in the Field with the Enemy, though upon 
ſome diſadvantages: And he had not now lett with him above 700 
Horſeand 1500 Foot, whereot ſome were of ſuſpected Faith, and man 
new rais'd men: And though the Lord Zxchiquin was ready to march 
towards him with a good Party of Horſe and Foot, and the Lord Viſcount 
of Ardes with thelike of Scots ; yet he had neither Money to give them 
one days Pay, or Proviſion fo keep them together for 24 hours : The 
Commiſſioners were either diſperſed, or their Orders for colledting Mo- 
ney not executed or regarded ; and when in thoſe ſtraits the Lord Lieu- 
tenant iſſued out Warrants for raiſing of Men and Money, they com- 
plain'd of the breach of Articles of the Treaty, and talk'd amongſt 
themſelves of Treating with the Enemy. That which was moſt con- 
ciliable, and which all men ſaw was fitteſt to: be praQtiſed, was, to put 
all their Men into Garriſons, and thereby ſecure the moſt conſiderable 
Places, and therewithall (Winter now approaching ) to have proſecuted 
their Levies, and by good Diſcipline and Exerciſe of their Men, recover 
their Spirits againſt the Spring : But this was not at all in the Marquis's 

ower to do, he was reſtrained by the Articles of the Treaty from ma- 
Ling any new Garriſon, and from changing any old Governours, with- 
out the approbation of the Commilſioners ; and he and the Commilſio- 
ners together had not credit and power enough with the Chief Cities 
and Incorporate Towns, which were moſt worth keeping, and conſe- 
quently moſt like to be attempted by the Rebels, to force or perſwade 
them to receive Garriſons. So ahh pm Waterford, Limerick and Ga/l- 
way, the moſt conſiderable Ports of the Kingdom, declared, they would 
admit of no Soldiers ; nor indeed did they further obey any other Or- 
ders which were ſent to them than they thought fit themſelves. If this fa- 
tal diſtemper and diſcompoſure had not been diſcovered to be among{ſt 
them, it is not to be believed that Cromwel ( what ſucceſs ſoever he had 
met with) would have engaged his Army, which with being long at Sea, 
change of Air, and long Duty, was much weaken'd, and had contra&ted 
great ſickneſles in the Sieges after the beginning of Ofober ; yet being 
encourag'd, and, in truth, drawn on by the knowledge of this humour 


and obſtinacy of the 7ri/h, againſt all Remedies that could preſerve them, 


he withdrew his Forces from 7redagh, (having taken in firſt 7rim, Dun- 
dalk, Carlingford, Newry, and other ſmaller Garriſons thereabouts ) and 
return'd to Dablin, having ſent Colonel Yexables down with ſome Forces 
to. oppoſe George Monro, ( who had a good Strength with him ) and to 
relieve London-derry, but was not able to keep the Field : In his March, 
he was ſet upon in his Quarters by Colonel 7revor, who had 5 or 600 
Horſe with him, and gave him a deſperate Attack ; but the morning 
appearing, he was beaten out by Captain Meredith and his Troop, who 
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was appointed by Colonel YenaZles to charge him; this was upon his 
march towards Belfaſt, which was ſurrendred unto him upon Conditi- 
ons from the Scots : And while he was here, he ſent out a Party under 
Lieutenant Colonel Conally, who was ericountred as he march'd to A- 
trim by George Monro, and a-good ſtrength of Horſe, and routed ; Co- 
ally was there ſlain by Colonel John Hamilton. Such are the Diſpenſa- 
tions of the Almighty, as he did not live to receive the fruit of ſo great 
ſervice as he had done to that Kingdom, 4n diſcovering the Plot. Moſes 
ſaw the good Land, but never centred. | | 
At Dublin Cromwel retreſh'd his Soldiers a few days, and ( intending to 
fiſh in troubled Waters ) reſfoly'd preſently to appear before Wextord ; 
which the Marquis of Ormond ſuſpeting, ( upon Cromwel's return from 
Tredaghto Dublin) removed his Army trom Caſtle Fordan down towards 
the Counties of Wexford and Kilkenny, there not onely to lie ſecure till 
Owen O Neil's Army ſhould come up to him, ( according to agreement; 
as you ſhall hereafter hear ) but alſo ready to- be drawn into either 

Wexford or Kilkenny, as there ſhould be occaſion. Cromwe/ ( accordin 
to his reſolution) the 27th. of September, march'd from Dub: ; but be- 
-fore he march'd thence, ( or preſently after \) he Caſhiers the teven 0/4 
Regiments which Foxes had continued at Dublin, allowing the Colonels 
(for a little time) a ſmall Penſion, which he ſoon took oft ; though they 
were the firſt who (to that inſtant) had ſerv'd againſt the Rebels. And 
then he march'd towards Wexford through the County of Wickloe, 
(taking the People into proteCtion, and not ſuffering the Soldiers in his 
Army to commut any ſpoil as he went, but to Pay tor all Proviſions ) 
in his march he took in ſeveral Caſtles and Garrifons, as Xi//mmgkerich, 
Arcklo, Little' Limerick, Tniſcorphen, alias Eniſcorvy, Ferns Caſtle, and 
the Fort of Wexford* ; and the firſt of Ofober with his Army he fate 
down before Wexford, the Inhabitants whereof appear'd willing ( under 
Colonel David Synnot their Governour) to make defence, albeit they 
had too long negle&ted the means thereof, and were at laſt ( when part 
of the Enemies Army was lodged within halt-Muſquet-ſhot. of their 
Walls) contented to receive an aſſiſtance of Men from the Lord Lieute- 
nant, which ( upon the firſt intimation ) his Excellency haſtned to them, 
of the choiceſt of thoſe he had left, all Catholicks, ( forthat was {till in- 
ſiſted upon ) under the Command of his Couſin Sir Edmond Butler, 
with near 1500 Men) who with ſome difficulty paſs'd the River into 
that part of the 'Town which the Parliaments Army could not infeſt ; 
but he had not been two hours in the Town, before Captain Fames 
Stafford, Governour of the Caſtle ( whom the Lord Lieutenant would 
have remov'd from that Charge, not as being unfit forit, but becauſe he 
was a Catholick, and had exerciſed that Charge during the time that ths 
Confederates were in Arms againſt the King ) gave up that Place to 
Cromwel, and took Conditions under him : Cromwel having thus gain'd 
the Caſtle, advanc'd his Flag upon - the Caſtle, and turn'd the Guns 
againſt the Town ; which the Townſmen perceiving, their hearts fail'd 
them, and the Soldiers in contuſion quitted the Walls, not expecting 
the return of their Commiſſioners, who treating with Cromwe!, had pro- 
cured the fatety of the Inhabitants of the Town, and the preſervation of 
it from Plunder, as leave for the Soldiers to depart every one to their 
own homes, ( they engaging not to bear Arms any more againſt the 
State of England) and laitly, of life to the Officers. Yet in great con- 
; Geg iternation 
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1649. fternation ( fear having ſurprized the Townſmen and Soldiers before 
WY their Commiſſioners return ) they endeavaur'd to paſs over the Water 
| for the ſafety of their lives : Which Cromwel's Soldiers perceiving, about 
14. of Oftober, preſently _ Scaling Ladders to the Walls, and entred 
the Town without any reſiſtance, wherein all found in Arms were put 
to the Sword, to thenumber of 2000, amongſt which was Sir Edmond 
Butler, endeavouring ( when hediſcovered their Treachery ) to efcape, 
was killed, before he had been two hours in that City : Cromwel, inthe 

interim not loſing zo men inthe whole Siege, though ( as you may ſee 
Colonel David Synot, Governour of the Town and Caſtle of Wexford, 
had confidence by the Propoſitions he ſent, ( 1.) That theInhabitants of 
the Town ſhould exerciſe ( without diſturbance ) the Roman Catholick Re- 
ligion. ( 2. ) Their Religious Orders and Prieſts ſhould enjoy their Mo- 
naſteries and Churches. ( 3. ) The Biſhop Nzcolus Ferns, and his Succe(- 
ſors ſhould have their undiſturb'd Juriſdiftion of their Dioceſs. ( 4.) Their 
Officers and Soldiers ſhould march out with flying Colours, and the 
other punCtilio's of Honour, ( 5. ) Whoſoever of the Inhabitants here- 
after ſhould deſire to depart the Town, ſhould have what-ever was theirs 
with them. ( 6.) That all Free-men ſhould have their Immunities and 
Liberties hitherto enjoyed; they adhering to the State of England. 
(7.) None to be diſturb'd in their Poſſeſſion. (8. ) Who-ever atter- 
wards ſhould defire to depart, may have fate Condutt into England, or 
elſe-where. (9.) That all enjoy a full liberty of Free-born Engliſh Sub- 
zeds, in what Port ſoever they ſhould Traffick in Exgland. ( 10.) That 
no memory remain of any Hoſtility or diſtance betwixt the Parliament 
and thoſe that kept the Town and Caſtle, All which, Cromwel account- 

ing impudent, had no effect. 
From this Torrent of Succeſs and Corruption, no body will wonder, 
That Cromwel march'd thence without control, and took 1n Roſs, a ſtrong 
Town ſituate upon the Barrow, and far more conſiderable for Navigation 
than Wexford, the River admitting a Ship of 7 or 800 Tun to ride by 
the Walls ; of this Place Major General Lucas Taaff was Governour, 
who had with him a ſtrong Garriſon, re-enforced by 1500 Men, even in 
the ſight of Cromwe/s Army, who ( when he came before it) to ſave 
Blood, ſent a Summons to the Town ; which was anfwer'd ſuitable to 
his mind by the Governour : but the Great Guns ſending in the next 
Summons, the Town was ſurrendred on condition the 19th. of Oftober, 
That they within ſhould nch away with Bag and Baggage. . Capi- 
tulating for which, 7aaff demanded Liberty of Conſcience tor ſuch as 
ſhould ſtay. To which Cromwel repli'd, That he medled not with any 
mans Conſcience ; but if by Liberty of Conſcience was meant a Liberty 
to exerciſe the Maſs, he :udged it beſt to uſe plain dealing, and to let him 
know, where the Parliament of E»g/and had power, that will not be 
| allowed. 

The Lord Lieu The Marquis of Ormond, out of a too deep ſenſe of the ſtupidity, nay 
tenant fought madneſs and ingratitude of that People, ( for whoſe Prote&tion and De- 
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all opportuni- 


ties to fighe fence he had embarqu'd himſelf, his Fortunes, and his Honour ) and 
Cromwel. whoſe jealouſfie and tond obſtinacy made the work of their own preſer-= 


vation more difficult and impoſſible, than the Power of their Enemy 
could do, about this time defired nothing ſo much as an opportunity to 
fight Cromwel, and either to give ſome check to his ſwelling Fortune, or 
to periſh ( gloriouſly ) inthe ation; and to that purpoſe drew all wy 
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Friends to him, then about the Grazige and Thomaſtown, with ari intention 1649. 

to fight him, his Excellency's Army being exceedingly increas'd, by the wu 


conjunction of Zrchiquin's and Owen Roe's Armies, had he not been divert- 
ed by a talſe Alarm of the Enemy's, being gone as tar as Bexnets-bridge 
towards Xilkenny, whereby he was drawn thither for the defence of that 
City, otherwiſe he had engaged them before their getting to Car- 
rick. 

Roſs being now in Cromwe!'s poſſeſſion, he caus'd a Bridge of Boats to 
be made ( under protection of the Town ) over the River Barrow, and 
the Army to ſit down betore Dancannon, a ſtrong Fort commanded b 
Colonel Wogar ; but the Place being ſo well provided of all Neceſlaries, 
it was judged convenient not to loſe time about it. And preſently after 
Colonel Abbot reduced Eniſteoge ( a little wall'd Town, about 5 miles 
from Roſs ) to the Parliaments obedience. And about the ſame time, 
Colonel Reynolds, with 12 Troops of Horſe, and 3 of Dragoons,march'd 
toward Carrick, having divided his Men into two parts ; whilſt the Be- 
ſieged were amuſed with the one Party, he enter'd a Gate with the other, 
taking the Place, and about 100 Priſoners, without the loſs of one Man, 
But to look back. 

From the time that the Peace was concluded at X;/kenny, the Lord 
Lieutenant well diſcerned the miſchief he ſhould ſuſtain, by being to pro- 
vide againſt the Attempts of General Owen O Neal, as well as againſt the 
Engliſh Forces, and that at leaſt he could hope for no aſliſtance trom the 
Scots in D/ſter, as long as they tear'd him. And therefore he ſerit Danzel 
O Neal, Nephew to the General, to perſwade him to be included in the 
fame Peace; but he was ſo un-fatisfied with the Aſſembly, that he decla- 
red he would have nothing to do with them, or be comprehended in any 
Peace they ſhould make : But it the Marqueſs would conſent to ſome 
Conditions he propos'd, he would willingly ſubmit to the King's Autho- 
rity in him. The Marqueſs was content to grant him his own Conditi- 
ons, having indeed a great eſteem of his Conduct, and knowing the Arm 
under his Command to be better diſciplined, than any other of the 7ri/þ. 
But the Commiſſioners of Truſt would by no means conſent to thoſe Con- 
ditions, whereby it is evident, ( though theſe would be thought to ad- 
here to the Marqueſs ) that they had alien thoughts to his Majelty's Hap- 
pineſs, and declared, if the Lord Lieutenant ſhould proceed thereupon to 
an Agreement, it would be a direct breach of the Articles of Peace. And 
thereupon Owen O Neal made that ConjunQtion with Monk, as is before 
ſpoken of, and, about the very time of the Defeat at Rathmines, relieved 
Sir Charles Coot in London-derry, and thereby kept the King, from being 
entirely poſſeſſed of the Province of Z/ſter, which, but for that Action, 
would have been able to have ſent ſtrong Supplies of Men and Proviſions, 
to the aſſiſtance of the Marqueſs. And it is well known, that while the 
Lord Lieutenant was in a hopeful condition to prevail againſt the Parlia- 
ment, the Commiſſioners of Truſt, and the principal Perſons of Intereſt, 
had no mind to agree with General O Neal, out of animoſity to his Perſon 
and Parts, and in confidence that the Work would be done without him : 
And others, who were of his Party, had as little mind that he ſhould be 
drawn into a Conjunction with the Marqueſs, becauſe they knew, if he 
was once engaged under him, they ſhould no more be able to ſeduce him, 
to joyn with them inany Actions of Sedition. And upon theſe Reaſons, 
the Perſons, who were deputed by the Commiſſioners to treat with him, 
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and were known to have an Intereſt in him, on the one fide perſwaded 
Owen O Neal, that the Lord Lieutenant had broken the Articles of Peace, 
and that he could have no ſecurity, that what ſhould be promiſed, ſhould 
be performed to him z and on the other {ide intormed the Marqueſs, that 
Owen O Neal inſiſted on ſuch extravagant Propoſitions, that the Com- 
miſſioners of Truſt would never yield tro them. But after the Arrival of 
Cromwel &his ſuccels againſt 7redagh,the Commiſſioners of Truſt thought 
it high time to unite to him: And Owen O Neal himſelf diſcerned, how 
unfate he ſhould be, by the prevailing of the Eng/i/h Party, who, not- 
withſtanding the ſignal Service pertorm'd by him to them, had publickly 
diſ-avowed the Agreement which their Officers had made with him. And 
thereupon, by the Interpoſition of Colonel Daniel O Neal, ( at that time 
Governour of 7rim ) all Particulars were agreed: betwixt the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and him, the 12th. of Ofober, 1649. with the Conſent of the 
Commilſlioners of Truſt; the management of which was committed to 
Sir Nicholas Plunket Knight, and Sir Richard Barnwel Baronet, autho- 
riz'd by the Lord Lieutenant, ' to conclude with General Owen O Neal, tor 
whom there was the Biſhop of Clogher, and 7irlagh O Boyle, who agreed 

in 18 Articles, about the time Cromwe/ was before Wexford : Inſomuch 
that he promiſed to bring his Army within a tewdays, and joyn with the 

Lord Lieutenant, which ( though himſelf lived not to accompliſh, dy- 
ing at C/oughoter-Caſtle, in the County of Cavan, about the beginning of 
December ) was ſhortly after performed. So that about the time that 

Wexford was taken, the Lord Lieutenant was not without hope, by the 
advantage of a Paſs,and by cutting off his Proviſions, to have made Crom- 

wel return to Dublin very hard, without loſing a good part of his Army ; 

when on a fadden, andall together, all the conſiderable Places in the Pro- 

vince of Munſter, as Cork, Toughal, Kinſale, Bandonbridge, Moyallo, and 

other Garriſons, revolted to the Parliament, and thereby gave them a 

ſafe Retreat, and free Paſſage, and neceſſary Proviſions of all that they 

wanted, and Harbours for Ships, to bring all to them that they could 

deſire. 

The Lord 7:chiquin being fo totally betrayed by thoſe Officers whom 
he truſted moſt, and had moſt obliged, and ( that after he had in vain 
tryed to reduce them by force) he could not, without much difficulty, 
obtain the liberty and re-delivery of his Wife and Children to him, which -- 
when he had procur'd, he fled for ſatety into Thomond, to his Kin- 
dred. | 

This Defection, in ſo fatal a JunQure of time, ( when the ſtraits Crom- 
wel was in, by the Winter, and want of Proviſions, had rais'd the Spirits 
of all Men, and when they looked upon themſelves, as like to have at 
leaſt ſome hopeful Encounter with him) was not a loſs, or a blow, but 
2 diſſolution of the whole Frame of their Hopes and Deſigns, and intro- 
duced a Spirit of Jealouſie and Animoſity in the Army , which no 
Dexterity or Intereſt of the Lord Lieutenant could extinguiſh or al- 
lay. 

F rom the firſt hour of the Peace, the Eng/iſh and 1riſh had not been 
without that prejudice towards each: other, as gave the Marqueſs much 
trouble, and they were rather incorporated by their obedience and ſubmit- 
ſion, to the Authority and Pleaſure of their chief Commander, than uni- 
ted by the fame Inclinations and AﬀeRtions, to any publick End. Inſo- 
much as betore the Deteat at Rathmines, there were many of the ol 
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who much fear'd the ſwift ſucceſs of the Army, and apprehended, the 1649. 
Lord Lieutenant's ſpeedy reducing of D«#lin, would give him ſuch Power, WV, 
and make him more abſolute, than they deſired to fee him, and therefore 
were not ſorry tor that Miſchief, On the other ſide, the Eng/i/h were 
much troubled, to ſee the Authority and Juriſdiction of the Marqueſs ſo 
reſtrain'd and limited by the Articles, and that the Army was neither re- 
cruited, diſciplined, nor provided, as it ought to be, ſolely by his want 
of Power ; and they had a very low opinion of the Spirit and Courage of 
the /ri/þ., But now upon this Detection in Mu»ſter, there wasa Determi- 
nation of all Confidence and Truſt in each other ; the 7rifþ declaring, 
That they ſuſpetted all the Englith Nation, and made the Treachery of thoſe, 
who ſo infamouſly had betrayed their Truſt, an unreaſonable Argument for 
jealoufie, of thoſe who remain'd in the Army, who being a bandful of gallant 
Men, and of moſt un-ſhaken Fidelity to the King, were indeed, in reſpedt of 
their Courage and Experience in the War, the Party to be principally de- 
pended upon in any Ation or Encounter, and of which the Enemy had only 
an apprehenſion. 

Though the Seaſon of the year, for it was now towards the end of No- Cromwetmakes 
_ wvember, and the Sickneſs that was in Cromwe!'s Army, made it high time nnefagy— al 
to betake themſelves to their Winter-Quarters, and ſuch was their reſolu- 3-4, bur eravs 
tion ; yet hearing of the gaining of Carrick, and of the preſent Diſtem- off ro his Win- 
per amongſt thoſe, who had the whole Strength the Lord Lieutenant was © Wes 
to truſt to, and knowing all the Clergy had the full Dominion, in all in- 
corporate Towns and Places of Importance, and would keep the People 
from ſubmitting to thoſe Expedients, which could only preſerve them, he 
reſolv'd to make an Attempt ( with his Army, confifling of about 2000 
Horſe and 5000 Foot ) upon Waterford, hoping to reduce that impor- 
tant Place, before the Army ſhould draw into Winter-Quarters, know- 
ing well enough, that the Marqueſs could not keep the {mall Body he had 
together, many days, which was true: For he, having not Money to 
give them halt a Weeks Pay, or Proviſion to ſerve half fo long, was com- 
pelled to ſuffer part of them, viz. the Scots, to go to their Quarters ; 
who, upon the Plains of Liſnegarvy, (being joyn'd with Sir George Monro, 
to relieve Carickfergus )) were, upon the 6th. of December, met with by 
Sir Charles Coot, who gave them ſuch a blow, as they wereafterwards ne- 
__ver able to make head in ///er. However, the Marqueſs was tclolv'd 
not to leave Waterford to the Enemy, though the Inhabitants had ſo ob- 
{tinately and diſobediently refuſed to receive a Garriſon, which would 
have prevented their preſent preſſures ; whereas they were now cloſely 
beſieged to their Walls, on all that ſide of the Town which lay to Mun- 
fter; the other being open, -and to be reliev'd by the River Sure, which 
there fevers Leimſter and Munſter, and waſheth the Walls of the Town on 
that ſide. The Inhabitants ſeeing Deſtruction at their Door, abated ſo 
much of their former Madneſs, as to be willing to receive a Supply of 
Souldiers ; yet under a condition, that they might be all of the old /ri/þ 
of ZIſter, who ( under the Command of Owen O Neal )) had long op- 
pos'd the King's Authority, and were now newly joyn'd with the Mar- 
queſs, and in expreſs terms refuſed any of their Neighbours and Kindred, 
the Confederate 7ri/h Catholicks of Munſter or Leimſter, to the great of- 
tence and ſcandal of that Part of the Nation, which had been as zealous 
tor their Religion as any. However, ſince there was no other way to 
preſerve them, the Lord Lieutenant was content to comply even _ 

that: 
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1649, that Humour ; and ſo chooſing a ſtrong Party of near 1500 Men, and 
WY, putting them under the Command of Lieutenant General Farral, who 
was the moſt acceptable to them, his Excellency himſelf march'd with 
them, and put them into the Town ; which he had no ſooner done, than 
Cromwel draws Cromwel thought it convenient to raiſe his Siege, ( having taken in Paſ- 
off from Wa- ſage-Fort, within 2 miles of Waterford ) and march'd to Dungarvan, de- 
DK * livered up the 3d. of December, where he found the Lord Brogha/, who 
( partly by his own Intereſt, and the diſ-afte&tion in the Souldiers to the 
Lord nchiquin ) had gotten in all the Towns in Munſter, that had for- 
merly been under the Parliament : A Service moſt conſiderable, and ſuch 
as was of very great advantage to Cromwel, who was now 1n great ſtraits 
where to take up his Winter-Quarters, for his ſick and diſtreſſed Regi- 
ments, his Army, partly by ſickneſs, partly by _—_ Garriſfons in the 
ſeveral Places he had taken in, being fo much weakned and impair'd, fo 
as he brought not, of all the Men he carried over with him, above 5000 
Colenet fas Horſe and Foot, to Dungarvan ; where Colonel Fones, who ſickned in 
dies abour the his way thither, died,about the 18th. of December, 1649. of a Purple Fe- 
r8ch.of Decem. yer; a Perſon certainly of much Gallantry, and one in the Diſcipline of 
the Army ( whereof he was Lieutenant General ) very exact, carrying 
his Victories oftner more by the dint of his Sword, than the number of 
his Men : And though he paſles not, in the Hiſtory of our Age, without 
ſome Refle&tions, as too obſtinately adhering to Cromwe/, whom he 
us'd to call, Companion in Labours, yet thoſe who were intimate with 
him, had that certainty of his Worth, as nothing ſo much ſteer'd him in 
the Service of 7reland, as a juſt Refle&tion on the Murthers and Inſolencies 
- committed by the 7riſh on the Proteſtants, not otherwiſe to be pacified, 
than by a due Revenge: And had he ſurviv'd this Service, it is confident! 
believ'd, Cromwel ( how well ſoever he ſpoke of him ) would have found 
ſome Expedient to have laid him aſide. Cromwel having thus gain'd Dun- 
garvan, ſhortly after betook himſelf to his Winter-Quarters, garriſoning 
at Bandonbridge, Colonel Ewer, and his Regiment ; at Xixſale, Colonel 
Stabber ; at Cork, Colonel Phaier ; and Colonel Cook at this {> - and 
Tonghal, and other adjacent Places , was aſlign'd the head-Quarrters. 
Whilſt the Marqueſs of Ormond, ( ſenſible of what might be the produ&t 
of ſo un-controul'd a Succeſs, having left Waterford, 1n his thoughts full 
of the ſence of the late benefit and preſervation, which, ' his vigilance, 
that City had receiv'd ) in December, ( a ſeaſon much colder than uſually 
had been obſerv'd in that Countrey ) caſt all ways imaginable to hinder 
the Enemy's future Attempt upon that Place, and to reduce Paſſage, Wex- 
ford, and other Places, weakly mann'd and provided by Cromwe/, And 
TheLord Lieu- Accordingly he drew his Forces together, and, leaving them on the other 
renant'sEndea- f1de of the River Sure, himſelf with a Train only of 40 or 50 Horſe,con- 
courto impe3® fiſting of his Friends and Servants, went into the Town, preſuming he 
' ſhould be able toperſwadethem to ſubmit to joyn, in whatſoever ſhould 
manifeſtly appear for their own benefit or advantage. When he came 
into the Town, he found Lieutenant General Farra/ engaged in a Deſign 
to take Paſſage, a Place ſeized on by Cromwel, when he had retir'd from 
Waterford, and which was an in-convenient Neighbour to that City. 
Colonel Wogan ( who had been ſeaſonably ſent by the Marqueſs into Dun- 
cannon, even when the firſt Governour placed thereby the Confederate 
Catholicks, was ready to deliver it up to the Enemy, and who had with 
notable courage defended it againſt Cromwe/, and 1n the end, after the 


loſs 
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loſs of a great number of his Men, compell'd him to retire )) had agreed 
to meet Lieutenant General Farra/, Commander of the Z//er Forces, at W/y>g 
a Place and Houſe appointed, and together to fall on Paſſage. Though 
the Marqueſs had not been informed of the contrivance of the Deſign, yet 
he knew well enough, what interpretation would be made of his Inter- 
POTEN or Command, or Warineſs, ſhould he declare againſt it, there- 

ore he was very willing it ſhould proceed : The Matter was well laid, 

and carried with ſecrecy, being hopeful enough. Lieutenant General 

Farral had not been march'd from the Town many hours, when the Mar- 
queſs diſcovered ( from ſome Place of proſpect in the Town ) a ftrong 

Party of Horſe, marching in good order, the way that led to Paſſage, 
which belonging to the Enemy, made him conclude, that they had no- 
tice of the Deſign. - Whereupon he preſently ſent for the Maior of the 
Town, and ſhewing him the in-evitable danger their whole Party was 
in, ( which was the only Srength againſt any Enterprize of the Enemy ) 
if they were not inſtantly reliev'd, required him preſently to fend ſome 
Body over the Water, for the tranſporting (:from the other ſide of the 
River ) of a Regimentor two of Horſe, with which he would himſelf 
endeayour to reſcue them. . How apparent ſoever the danger and miſchief 
was, and how viſible and natural foever the remedy, all the Commands 
and Entreaties he could uſe, could not prevail to get one Body, or their 
Conſent, that any of his Horſe ſhould be ſuffered to march through the 
Town, without which they could not go to their Reliet, When he had 
in vain tryed all the means her could invent, to convince and perſwade 
them to ſonatural an Action, he cauſed all his Friends and Sewvantsatore- ThelLord Lieu- 
mention'd, to mount their Horſes, and with all imaginable-haſte himſelf fnansgalane 
led them towards Paſſage, that he might at leaſt diſcover ( though he was lieve the Party 
not like to prevent) the loſs that was to enſue.

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In the mean time, the Biſhops and Clergy of themſelves, and without 
any Authority, received or deſired from the Lord Lieutenant, Aſſembled 
at Cloanmacnoiſe, upon the River Shannon, upon whoſe Councils and Con- 
cluſions, all mens eyes were more fixed, then upon what the Agents 
ſhould repreſent at Xzlkenny ; it being very evident, that many ot the 
Catholick Noblity of the Kingdom, and ſome principal Perſons of Qua- 
lity and Intereſt, tormally concurred with the Marqueſs ; And the Com- 
miſſioners of 'Truſt, were tor the moſt part, as zealous for the execution 
and obſervation of the Articles of Peace, and that the fame might be 
rendred uſeful to the Nation : Yet the Clergy and Religious Perſons, 
had found means to obſtruct that Union, which was neceſlary for the 
carrying on the Work ; and eſpecially had that influence upon the Cor- 
porate "Towns, that no Garriſons would be admitted therein, or ſuch Sub- 
miſſion paid to the Lord Lieutenant,or the Commiſſioners Orders,as were 
eſſential to their own defence, and to the making War againſt the Enemy ;

how wain a thing it was, to imagine that there would be any ſecurity for 
the exerciſe of their Religion, for the enjoying of their Fortunes, or for 
the | panda" of their Lives, by any Treaty with, or Promiſe from the 
Parliament. That they abhorred all faltious Animoſities, and Diviſions, 
which raged among/t themſelves, to the hindrance of the Publick Service ; 
And therefore enjoyn'd all the Clergy, of what Quality ſoever, and Eccle- 
fraſtical Perſons, by Preaching, and all other means, to incline the People 
unto an union of Afﬀettion ; and to the laying afide of all jealoufies of each 
other, and unanimouſly to concur inoppoſing the Common Enemy ; And ap- 
pointed the Biſhops and other Perſons, to proceed with greater ſeverity 
againſt thoſe Religious and Spiritual Perſons, who ſhould under-hand 
cheriſh and foment thoſe Fealoufies and Diviſions. In a word, they faid 
ſo much, and ſo well, that when the Lord Lieutenant was informed of 
it, and when he ſaw the Extract of their Determinations, he conceiv'd 
ſome hope, that it might indeed make good Impreſſion on the People, and 
produce a very good effect : The Particulars of which here follows,

VA/ re heretofore many of the Clergy and Laity, did in their 
ations and proceedings, expreſs bes diſcontents and diviſions of 
mind, grounding the ſame on the late difference of Opinion, happened as 
mong(t the Prelates and the Laity ; by which the Nation was not ſo well unit= 
ed, as was neceſſary in this time of great danger, wherein all, as with one 
heart and hand, ought to oppoſe the Common Enemy. We the Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, and Prelates of this Kingdom, met motu proprio, at Clonmack- 
noſe 4. Decembris, 1649. having removed all differences among us, ( not 
entring into the merits of diverfities of former Opinions) thought good for re- 
moving of all jealouſies from our own thoughts, hearts, and reſolutions ; and 
from others, who had relation, or were adherent to the fortter diverſity of 
Opinions, to manifeſt hereby to all the World, that the ſaid Diviſions and 
Fealoufies grounded thereupon, are now forgotten, and forgiven among us 
on all ſides, as aforeſaid. And that all and every of us, of the above 
Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and Prelates, are now, by the bleſſing of God, as 
one body united, And that we will, as becometh charity and our Paſtos 
ral charge, ſtand all of us as one intire Body, for the Intereſt and Im- 
munities of the Church, and of every the Prelates and Biſhops thereof ; 
and for the Honour, Dignity, Eſtate, Right, and Poſſeſſion, of all and 
every the ſaid Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other Prelates. And we will 
as one intire and united Body, forward by our Councils, Aftions, and Des 
vices, the advancement of his Majeſties Rights, and the good of this Na- 
tion in general and in particular occaſions, to our Power ; and that none 
of us in any occaſion whatſoever, concerning the Catholick Religion, or the 
good of this Kingdom of Ireland, will in any reſpett fingle himſelf, or be, 
or ſeem oppoſite to the reſt of us, but will hold firm and intire in one ſence 
as arelild, hereby deteſting the altions, thoughts, and diſcourſes of any, 
that ſhall renew the leaſt memory of the differences paſt, or give any ground 
of future difference among us, And do in the Name of Feſus Chriſt, exhort 
all our flock to the like brotherly affetion and union, and to the like de- 
teſtation of all paſt differences or jealouftes as aforeſaid, arifing hitherto 
' among them. And we defire that this our Declaration be Printed, and 
Publiſhed in each Pariſh, by Command »f the reſpettive Ordinaries.

E the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other Ordinaries, and Prelates 

of the Kingdom of Ireland, having met at Clonmacnoſe propria 

Motu, the fourth day of December, 7n the year of our Lord God, 1649. 

to conſider of the beſt means to unite our Flocks, for averting Gods wrath 

fallen on this Nation, now bleeding under the evils that Famine, Plague, 

and War, bring after them, for effeiting a preſent Union, Decreed the 
enſuing Atts. 

1. We Order and Decree as an Aft of this Congregation, That all Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, and other Ordinaries, within their reſpeftive Dioceſſes, 
ſhall enjoyn Publick Prayers, Faſting, General-Confeſſion, and Receiving, 
and other works of Piety, toties quoties, to withdraw from this Nation 
Gods Anger, and to render them capable of his Mercies. 

2. We Order and Decree as an Af of this Congregation, That a De- 
claration iſſue from us, letting the People know, how vain it is for them to 
expett from the Common Enemy commanded by Cromwel , by Authority 
from the Rebels of England, any aſſurance of their Religion, Lives, or 
Fortunes. | | 
3. We Order and Decree as an Af of this Congregation, That all 
Paſtors and Preachers, be enjoyned to Preach amity. And for inducing 
the People thereunto, to declare unto them the abſolute neceſſity that is for 
the ſame, and as the chief means to preſerve the Nation, againſt the ex- 
tirpation and deſtruttion of their Religion and Fortunes, reſolved on by the 
Enemy. And we hereby, do manifeſt eur deteſtation, againſt all ſuch Di- 


. viſions between either Provinces or Families : or between old Engliſh 
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and old Iriſh, or any the Engliſh or Scots adhering to his Majeſty. And 
we Decree and Order, that ail Eccleſraſtical Perſons, fomenting ſuch Diſ- 
ſentions, or un-natural Diviſions, be puniſhed by their reſpettive Prelates, 
and Superiors, Jaxta gravitatem excellus, & ( i opus fuerit ) fuſpendan- 
tur beneficiali & Pattores a beneficio & officio ad certum tempus, Re- 
ligioſi autem a Divints Juxto circumſtantias delifti. Leaving the 
Laity offending in this kind, to be correfted by the Civil Magiſtrate, by 
Impriſoument, Fine, Baniſhment, or otherwiſe, as tv them ſhall ſeem beſt, 
for plucking by the root ſo odious a Crime ; The Execution whereof, we moſt 
earneſtly recommend to all thoſe having Power, and that are concerned 
therein, as they will anſwer to God for the evils that thereout may enſue.

deceive them in that their ungrounded expettation, We do hereby Declare 
as a mojt certain Truth, that the Enemies Reſolution is, to extirpate the Ca- 
tholick Religion, out of all his Majeſties Dominions, as by their ſeveral 
Covenants doth appear, and the Prattice where-ever their Power doth ex- 
tend, as is manifeſted by Cromwel's Letter of the 19th. of Octob. 164g. 
to the then Governor of Roſs. His words are : For that which you men- 
tion concerning Liberty of Religion, I meddle not with any man's 
Conſcience, but if by Liberty of Conſcience, you mean a Liberty to ex- 
erciſe the Maſs, I judge it beſt to uſe plain dealing, and to let you know, 
where the Parliament of Eng/and have Power, that will not be allowed 
of. This Tyrannical Reſolution they hirve put in execution in Wextord, 
Drogheda, Roſs, and elſewhere. And it is notoriouſly known, that þ 
Atts of Parliament, called, The ACts of Subſcription, the Eſtates of the 
Inhabitants of this Kingdomare ſold, ſo as there remaineth now no more, but 
ro put the Purchaſers in poſſeſſion, by the power of Forces drawn out of 
England. And for the common ſort of People , towards whom if they 
ſhew any more moderate uſage at the preſent, it is to no other end but for 
their private advantage, and for the better ſupport of their Army, in- 
tending at the cloſe of their Conqueſt ( if they can effect the ſame as God 
forbid \) to root out the Commons alſo, and plant this Land with Colonies 
to be brought hither out of England, as witneſs the namber they have 
already ſent hence for the Tobacco Iſland, and put Enemies in their places. 

And in effet this baniſhment, or other deſtruftions of the common People, 
muſt follow the Reſolution of extirpating the Catholick Religion, which is 
not to be effeited, without the Maſſacring or Baniſhment of the Catholick 
Inhabitants. | 

We cannot therefore in our Duty to God, and in diſcharge of the Care 
we are obliged to have, for the preſervation of our Flocks, but admoniſh 
them, mot to delude and loſe themſelves with the vain expettation of Con- 
ditions to be had from that mercileſs Enemy. And conſequently we beſeech 
the Gentry, and Inhabitants, for Gods glory, and their own ſafety, to the 
uttermoſt of their Power, to Contribute with patience, to the Jupport of 
the War againſt that Enemy, in hope that by the bleſſing of God, they may 
be reſcued from the threatned Evils, and in time be permitted to ſerve 
God in their Native Countrey, and enjoy their Eſtates, and fruits of their 
Labours, free from. ſuch heavy Levies, or any other ſuch Taxes, as the 
bear at preſent : HOY alſo, thoſe that are in-liſted of the Army, 
to proſecute conſtantly according to each mans charge, the Trult repoſed in 
them, the oppoſition of the Common Enemy, in ſo juſt a War, as is that 
they have undertaken for their Religion, King, and Countrey, as they 
expect the bleſſing of God to fall on their Aftions. And that to avoid 
Gods. heavy judgment, and the indiguation of their Native Countrey, they 
neither plunder nor oppreſs the People, nor ſuffer any under their charge, 


to commit any extortion or oppreſſion, ſo far as ſhall lye in their power to

But the People weary of the War, the Plague encreaſing, and ill pro- 
vided to endure thoſe Extreamities, Cromwe/ torced daily upon them, they 
flocked from all Places unto him, and liv'd under Contribution, whilſt tlic 
Marqueſs of Ormond finding it in vain, to qualifie the Diſcontents at A7/- 
kenny, went about the end of Chriſtmas to the Marqueſs of C/anjickaras, 
in Comnaght, who conſulting together, tound nothing eftectual to compoſe 
the differences, the Clergy ſtill irritated amongſt them ; whereupon his 
Excellency returned to X7/kenny, where the Agents ſpent ſome time in 
preparing Heads of ſuch Grievances, as they thought fit to preſent to 
the Lord Lieutenant, who called ſtill upon them to diſpatch ; But ( up- 
on Conference with the graveſt of the Commilltoners ) they found 
how groundleſs all thoſe Slanders were, which they had believ'd betore 
.they came thither, and ſo couldnot agree of any Particular to complain 
of ; Beſides they met with ſome Diſturbance there, - for Cromwe! ( well 
knowing how the. Marqueſs's ſmall Forces were ſcattered abroad ) 
march'd with a ſtrong Party towards that Town ; with which the Agents 
were ſo alarm'd, that they would ſtay no longer there, but deſired the 
Marqueſs of Ormond to let them adjourn to Ju»;, in the County of Clare, 
which they did ; and though they met there, yet they fever agreed of 
any draught of Grievances to be preſented, though they made 11l uſe of 
their Meeecting, to propagate the Scandals and Imputations which had 
been groundletsly rais'd,and to inflame the People with the ſameuntruths ; 
Notwithſtanding this Alarm and Danger the Lord Lieutenants Perſon, 
and the City were really in, all the Power and Authority he had, could 
not in ten days draw 5oo Men together, to reſiſt the Enemy ; How- 
ever the'Townſmen appeared ready, and prepared for their defence, and 
the Marqueſs putting all his own Friends and Servants on Horſeback, 
with which ( making a Troop of about 100) he look'd with fo good

a Countenance upon the Enemy, that he retir'd ; And ſhortly after the 


Lord Lieutenant committed the Charge of- the Place, arid the Countrey 
adjacent, to the Earl of Caſtlehaven.; and went himſelt upon a more 
important Buſineſs to Limerick. 

Cromwel ( having continued in his Winter Quarters in Munſter fcarce 
two months) finding the Weather prove very tavourable in the end of 
February, his Soldiers much recovered from the Diſtempers, which the 
change of Air had cauſed in them attheir firſt coming over, marched out 
with a Body of 3000 Horſe and Foot, and ( having receiv'd all neceſſary 
Supplies irom Exg/and ) divided his Forces into two Parties, the one he 
led, the other was committed to 7reton's care, who marchl'd away to 
Carrick, there to re-inforce himſelf by the conjun&tion of ' Colonel Rey- 
nolds. Theſe Forces wereto march into the Enemies Quarters two ſe- 
veral ways, ( the better to amuſe the Enemy ) and to meet together. at a

Renlezvous near Kilkenny. Cromwel in his March took 1n Cahir-Caftle, 


_—_— 


Kiltenan, Goldenbridgze, Clozheen, and Roghil Caitles, and ſeating him- 
ſelf before Callan, joyn'd with the other part of the Army under 
Treron, enforced by the adiition of the Forces unier Colonel Reynolds 
and Colonel Zanckey, which, in their way, had took in Artenon, Daun- 
drum, Knoilover, Bullinard, and other Caiiles. The Forces being joyn'd, 
Call:n, Caſhel, Featherd, Graize, and St. Thomaſtown, with the Ca- 
{tles and Garritons thereabouts, were cafily ſubdued: And Cromwel re- 
ſolving to Leſtege Xilkenny, ( knowing 1t was ſtrong \ fent for /uſon 
' Governour of Du#1iz to march ſpeedily to him with all the Forces he 
could conveniently draw together ; which he did, and \_ by the way ta- 
king in Ba/lifannon, Kildare, Leizhlin, and other Places ) joyns with 
Cromwel's Army near Goram, which was preſently taken : From hence 
Cromwel with his Army, conſiſting of 16000 Foot an1 6000 Horſe, 
marches againſt X;/tenny ; upon whole approach, the General Aſſembly 
fled to Arh/on, and from whence the Earl of Caſt iehaven was drawn 
out with his Forces, by reaſon the S:cknelſs raged fo, having left Sir Wa/- 
har Butler and Major Walſh, with about 5o Horſe and qco Foot to de- 
tend the Place; where a Breach being made, and aſlaulted by Cromwe!'s 
Soldiers, they were beaten back with the loſs of fome Men, and about 
6c0 Arms ; though he had it ſurrendred to him ſhortly atter upon theſe 
terms: 1. To dehver up the City and Caſtle to him, (viz. Cromwel ' with 
all the Arms, Ammunition, and pablick Store, 2. That the Inhabi- 
tants ſhould be protected in their Perſons, Goods, and Eſtates, from the 
violence of the Soldiery, and they that would remove, to have three 
months atter the date of the Articles. 3. That the Governours, Offeers, 
and Soldiers might march away with their Bag and Baggage. 4. That the 
City ſhould pay 2000 pounds to Cromwel. From henc2 Cromwe/ having 
well retreſh'd his Army atter the Siege of X;/kenny ) approaches Clonmel, 
Garriſon'd by 2000 Foot and 120 Horſe, under the Command ot ugh 
O Neal, who behav'd himſelf fo diſcreetly and gallantly 1n its defence, 
that Cromwel loſt near 2500 men betore 1t, and had goneaway without 
it, had not the Powder been ſpent, which forced the Governour and Sol- 
diers in theniglt to forſake the Town, and go to Waterford, leaving the 
Townimen to make Conditions for themſelves ; which they did, as ro 
the ſafeguard of their Lives and Eſtates. Whilſt theſe things were 
avitating, the Lord Lieurenant, the Marquis of Clanrickard, Caſtlehaven, 
and tle Bithop of C/oxgher, held a Council at Baltimore 1n Weſt-Meath, 
to conſult the ſecurity of the Nation ; which Cromwe/ hearing of, ſent 
Colonel Reynolds and Sir Theophilus Foxes, with 2500 Horſe, Foot, and 
Dragoons, againſt them, with which they diſperſed them, and thoſe 
Forces which the Marquis of Clanrickard and the Earl of Caſtlehaven had 
brought out of Connaght to the Relicf of Tecrogham, (within 20 miles of 
D#6{in )) andbeing joyn'd with the D#b1in Forces, took in 7rim, Bala- 
huſe, Finagh, and other Places. In the time that Clonmel was Beſieged, the 
Biſhop of Roſs with 4000 Foot and 300 Horſe endeavours its Reliet , 
but 1s overcome by the Lord Broghil near Bandon-Bridge, and himlfelt ta- 
ken Prifoner, and hang'd in the ſight of Caringdred ; which Caſtle 
thereupon yielded to the Lord Broghi/. In this Hurry, the Forces in 7//- 
ſter being ( beſides ) much ſhaken by reaſon of ſeveral Interreſles, the 
Nobility, Gentry, and Commanders tor the King ſcattered a Declaration, 
that none who would ſubmit to his Authority ſhould ſuffer eirher in 
Religion 
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Religion, or State; but it prevailed little. During the Leaguer of Cl/on- 
mel, abſolute Orders were brought to Cromwe/ from the Parliament for 
his ſudden return; as alſo two Exprefles from the Council of State to 
that purpoſe, which ( after the compleatment of that Siege ) hetulfilled, 
leavingthe Kingdom about the end of May, 1650. having made Colonel 
Treton his Deputy. 

Here we cannot but take notice, that there were ſeveral Precepts by 
the Archbiſhop of Ardmagh and others, to pray for the ſucceſs of O/iver's 
Forces ; whilſt Dominick Dempſy, a Franciſcan, ( eſteem'd a grave and 
holy man, and therefore a leading Perſon) and Long the Feſuit, aſſerted, 
that ( the King being out of the Roman Catholick Church ) it was not 
lawful to pray tor him particularly, or publickly in general on any other 
day than on Good-Friday, as comprehended amongtt the Infidels, alias, 
Jews, Mahometans, Pagans, and Hereticks ; and then for the Spiritual 
welfare of his Soul, not tor his Temporal proſperity. 

Though the Parliamentarians, by the Faction and obſtinacy of the 
Triſh, who could not hitherto be induced to make reaſonable proviſion 
for defence, had prevail'd far, and poſſeſſed themſelves of many good 
Places without conſiderable oppoſition, yet there remain'd a good part 
of the Kingdom free from their Power; the whole Province of Con- 
naght was {till entire, and the Cities of Waterford, Limerick, and Gal- 
way in poſſeſſion of the Catholicks, which might be made fo ſtrong, as 
not to fear any ſtrength /retox could bring betore them, and are ſo ſitu- 
atzd for all advantages of Sea, that they might, being well ſupplicd, 
maintain a War againſt the whole Kingdom: they had alfo the Forts of 
Duncannoa and $1:zo, as alſo the ſtrong Caſtles of Caterlouzh, Athlone, 
Charlemont, Carlo, and Neaxagh, from whence the Confederates might 
bring into the Field twice the number of M2n which the Enemy had ; 
ſo that there wanted onely Unity, Order, an1 Reſolution to preſerve 
themſelves; to improve which, the Marquis of Ormond refolved to 
begin with Zimerick, and if he could have diſpoſed that City unto a full 
obedience, and to receive a Garriſon, he made no queſtion not onely to 
fortifie it againſt any attempt of the Enemy, but under the countenance 
of it, and by the ſecurity of the River Shannon, to Quarter his Troops, 
raiſe Contribution for their ſupport, Diſcipline his Men, and, in eftect 
by the Spring ſo to recruit his Army, that he might not ſuſpect to pre- 
vail againſt the Enemy where-ever he ſhould engage: And torthis purpoſe 
he weat himſelt thither from Xilkenny, in Fanuary, hoping that the good 
reſolution of the Biſhops of C/oanmacnoiſe had well prepared the People 
to comply with him ; but when he came thither, albeit he was receiv'd 
with outward demonſtrations of reſpe&, he found the temper not ſuch as 
he deſired, whatſoever the Biſhops had declared ; The Clergy had 06- 
ſerved none of thoſe Direftions, nor were any in ſo micch credit as they who 
behaved themſelves quite contrary to thoſe Determinations. And it no way 
could be found toallay this Spirit, all his endeavours he ſaw would be 
without any fruit : Hereupon he reſfolv'd to try, whether that part of the 
Clergy which wiſhed well to the Kingdom, could ule as efficacious means 
to preſerve, as the. other, who deſired confuſion, did to deſtroy it : 
And upon advice with the principal Perſons of the Catholick Nobility, 
and with the Commiſſioners of Truſt, he did by his Letters of the 27:4. 
of Febraary, 1649. deſire as many of the Catholick Biſhops as wor 
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6 650. within convenient diſtance, to meet him at Limerick ; which they accor- 
SY dingly did the 87h. of March following, 


When they came thither, he conterred with them ir the preſence of 
the Commiſſioners of Truſt with all frankneſs, upon thediſtratted and 
disjoynted ſtate of Aﬀairs, and freely told them, 7hat without the People 
would be brought to have a full confidence in him, and yield perfett obedi- 
ence to him; and without the City of Limerick might be perſwaded to 
receive a Garriſon, and obey his Orders, it was not to be hoped that he 
could be able to do any thing conſiderable againſt the Enemy : He defired 
them therefore, if they. had a miſtruſt of him, or a diſlike of his Government, 
that they would as clearly let him know it ; aſſuring them, that ſuch was 
his defire of the Peoples preſervation, that there was nothing within his 
Power confiſtznt with his Duty to the King, and agreeable with his Honour, 
that he would not do at their defires for that end : Withall letting them ſee, 
that his continuance with the Name, and not the Power of the Lord Liea- 
tenant, could bring nothing but ruine upon the Nation, as well as diſhonour 
on him. So that again he propounded to them in plain terms, Either rhar 
they would procure a due obedience to. be yielded to him, or propoſe ſome 
other way by his quitting the Kingdom, how it might be preſerved. Afﬀter 
conſultation together, they return'd with many expreſſions of reſpe&s 
and affeftion to his Perſon, and faithfully promis'd to endeavour all that 
obedience he defir'd ; withall preſenting ( the 1 32h. of March') to him 
a Paper of Advice, which contained, as they ſaid, certain Remedies, for re- 
moving the diſcontents and diſguſts q the People, and for the advancing 
of his Majefties Service : Amongſt which they propoſed, That a Privy 
Council might be framed by the Peers, and other of the Natives of the King- 
dom, as well Spiritual as Temporal, to fit daily with him, and determine all 
the weighty Afﬀairs of the Countrey by their Council; and many other Par- 
riculars, concerning the raifing of Men, and condutting the War, To every 
one of which, his Excellency, from Limerick, gave them | fitting at Logh- 
reogh)) an Anſwer in writing, amongſt which he told them, 7hat he 
could not underſtand how the preſent diſtreſſes of the Kingdom could proceed 
from the want of a Privy Council, or how the framing of ſuch a Council 
could advantage the management of the War, which by the Articles 
Peace was to be done by the Commiſſioners of Truſt, with whom he did at- 
ways communicate all matters of importance ; and therefore he could not 


think it fit unneceſſarily to preſume upon doing a thing, for which be had 


neither Power nor Prefident, the Nomination of all Perſons to be of the 
Privy Council being always reſerv'd by the King to himſelf: Tet rather 


than he ſhould be wanting in any thing that was in his power to ſatisfie the 
People in, he wiſhed, that the particular Aﬀts which the Privy Council had 
heretofore done, and were now neceſſary to be done, might be inſtanced, and 
as far forth as ſhould appear neceſſary and fit, he would qualifie Perſons, 
free from juſt exceptions, with ſuch. And ſo anſwer'd all their Propofiti- 
ons, that they ſeem'd to be well fatisfi'd therewith ; and thereupon pub- 
liſhed a Declaration, '( dated at Loghreogh the 28th. of March, 1650. ) 
in which they profeſſed, That they did and would endeavour to root out 
of mens hearts all jealoufies and finiſter opinions, concetv'd either againſt his 
Excellency or the preſent Government ; and that they intreated him to 
give them further Inſtruttions, declaring that they were not deterr d from 
the want of the expefted Succeſs in the Affairs of the Kingdom, but rather 
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animated to give further Onſets, and to try all other poſſible ways ; and did 
faithfully promiſe, that mo Induſtry or Care ſhould be wanting in them, to rex 
ceive and execute his Direttions, Th | 

When the Marquis firſt propoſed to the Commiſſioners of Truſt, that 
Limerick and other Places might be Garrifon'd, he ofter'd to them the 
names of three Perſons of the Roman Catholick Religion, and of eminent 
Quality, Reputation, and Fortunes, that out of them they might chooſe 
one for the Command of Limerick: But reſolving afterwards to call 
this Aſſembly of Biſhops thither, and to be there himſelf in Perſon, he 
deferred the proceeding further in it, till then, that with their own ad- 
vice ſuch a Perſon might be choſen tor that important Charge, that 
ſhould be beyond any poſſibility of a juſt exception trom that Corporati- 
on. Now he took all imaginable pains, and deſcended to all the Arts of 
Perſwaſion to fatisfie thoſe Citizens, who, he perceived, were the mot 
leading men, of the neceſſity of their ſpeedy receiving a Governour and 
a Garriſon, for the preſervation of their Intereſt, and whatſoever could 
be of any value with any People: But he was fo far from prevailing 
with them, That they perform'd not thoſe outward Civilities and Reſpetts 
to him, which had been in no other Place denied. The Officer who Com- 
manded the City Guards, neither came to him for Orders, or imparted 
them to him ; no Officer of the Army, or -any other Perſon, could, 
without ſpecial leave from the Mayor ( which was often very hardly ob- 
tain'd ) be admitted to come to his preſence, to receive his Commands 
and Directions for the reſiſting and oppoſing the Enemy, who at that ve- 
ry time prevail'd in the County of Lzmerick: Andto publiſh more the 
contempt they had of the Kings Authority, they committed to: Priſon 
the Lord Viſcount X#:lmallock, a Catholick Peer of the Realm, and an Of- 
ficer of the Army, ( the Lord Lieutenant being on the Place) for no other 
reaſon than for Quartering, tor one night, ſome few. Horſemen under 
his Command ( by the Marquis of Ormond's Order ) within the Liber- 
ties of that City: All this being done ſo contrary to the InjunCtion 
which the Biſhops had publiſhed for thedireCtion of the People, and at a 
time when they were aſſembled there. And when the Marquis of Ormond 
deſpaired (their contempts being ſq high) of perſwading them, to what 
abſolutely concern'd their proper Intereſt, he thought it not agreeable to 
the Honour of his Maſter to remain any longer in the Place, where ſuch 
affronts and contempts were put upon his Authority ; and yet being 
willing ſtill to expect ſome good effects from the obſervation and dit- 
cretion of the Biſhops, who could not but diſcern what ruine muſt im- 
mediately attend ſuch licenſe and diſobedience, he appointed all the faid 
Biſhops, and as many more as could be perſwaded to come thither, and 
the Commiſſioners, to meet him at Loghreogh ; where, about the 19th. 
of March, they attended him at Loghreogh. 

Whpn they appeared at Loghreogh, the Marquis repreſented ro their 
memories what they had betore been themſelves witneſſes of, and ob- 
ſerv'd at Limerick, and the negle&s he had born there ; Defired them to 
remove thoſe cauſleſs diſtruſts, which being maliciouſly infuſed into the Peo- 
ples minds, did ſlacken, if not wholely withdraw their obedience from his 
Majeſties Authority z and. wiſhed them to conſider how impoſſible it was 
for him, with Honour, or any hope of ſucceſs, to contend againſt a powerful, 
abſolutely obey d, and plentifully ſupplied Enemy ; himſelf under ſuch do- 
meſtick z 4# bans of diſtruſt and diſobedience ; and concluded; that if 
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the conſequence of the Service could not induce them to be all of one mind, 
in putting a Garriſon into Limerick ; or, if being all of one mind, they 
could not induce the City to obedience and ſubmiſſion to ſuch their determi- 
nation, he could no longer entertain a hope of giving any check to the Enemy, 
and would thereupon confider how otherwiſe to diſpoſe of himſelf. Both the 
Biſhops and Commiſſioners were really ( or at leait ſeem'd fo ) and en- 
tirely convinc'd of the neceſlity of erecting that Garriſon, and of puttin 

that City into a better poſture of defence than it then appear'd to bein : 
The Commiſtioners, in whom that Truſt was repoſed by the Articles of 
Peace, order'd it to be done, and ſent two of their own Members ( vzz, 
Sir Richard Everard Baronet, and Dr. Fennel ) with their Order to Li- 
merick,and with a Letter to the Mayor to conform thereunto; and the Bi- 
ſhops writ tv the Archbiſhop of Caſhel and the Biſhop of Limerick ( both 
then at Limerick) defiring them to uſe their utmoſt endeavours to incline 
the City to ſubmit to the direition of the Lord Lieutenant, and the Com- 
miſſioners. And having done this, they departed to thoſe Places they 
thought fit to diſpoſe the People ( as they profeſſed ) to all afts of con- 
tormity and obedience. But the Commilſtoners in ſhort time return'd 
from Limerick, without having in any degree prevail'd with them to 
receive either a Governour or Garriſon, or to conform themſelves to 
any Orders the Lord Lieutenant, or the Commiſſioners ſhould ſend 
to them, otherwiſe than as they agreed with their own inclinations : 
in ſtead of making choiceof any of thoſe three who were nominated to 


them for their Governour, they upon the matter declared, 7hat they 


would keep that Power in their own hands ; and for uy of a Garri- 


ſon, they propoſed ſome particulars, what men of the 7ri/h Catholicks, 
and what they would not, what courſe ſhould be taken for the ſupport 
of them, and through what hand it ſhould paſs, and many other things, 
dire&ly contrary to the Articles of Peace which had been with folemnity 
proclaimed in that City, and unto which they had profeſſed all ſub- 
miſſion. 
All this perverſneſs, obſtinacy, and ingratitude, could not yet extin- 
uiſh the affetions and co the Marquis had towards them ; and 
he clearly diſcern'd, that it proceeded not from the Spirit that was in- 
cluded and confined within the Walls, but that it was the ſame that was 
generally working in other places : He was well enough fatisfied, that 
they who were moſt paſſionately poſleſled with it, had no correſpon- 
dence with the Parliament, nor had a mind to be ſubjected to their 
Power; he was willing therefore to believe, that they had fancied and 
imagined to themſelves ſome expedient for their own preſervation, which 


could not fall within his comprehenſion ; and that they might have con- 


tracted a prejudice to his Perſon, or to his Religion, which might keep 
them from ſuch an union and confidence as they might be reduc'd unto 
under ſome Catholick, who might be as zealous to preſerve his Mtſties 
Intereſt, and recover the Kingdom to his obedience; and he was the 
more confirmed in this his apprehenſion,by revolving the ſeveral paſſages 
which had hapned at his being at Limerick, during the time that they 
ſcem'd to pay him all reſpe& when the Lord Inchiquin had been then 
with him,towards whom they had obſerved the Marquis had a great con- 
fidence and friendſhip, as he well deſerved: at which time, ſome princi- 
pal Perſons of the City, and with them ſome of the Biſhops, had, under 
a ſhew of great confidence and truſt, repaired to the Lord Lieutenant, 


and 
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and declared nnto him, That all that indiſpoſition and way wardneſs of 1650. . 
the People, proceeded from the prejudice they had againſt the Lord Ii \ WW 
chequin, who had always ( they faid ) proſecuted the War againſt them 

with the moſt rigour andanimoſity ; and the Places and Perſons which 

had been moſt at his devotion, having treacherouſly revolted to the Par- 

liament, the People were not confident of him, and jealous, that .the 

Marquis had too great a confidence in him ; ſo that if he would diſmiſs 

that Lord, and diſcharge the Troops that yer remained under his Com- 

mand, of which, ſome trequently ran away to the Parliament, not onel 

that City, but the whole Nation would, as one man, be at his diſpoſal. 

While theſe inſinuations were thus propoſed to the Lord Lieutenant, 

other Perſons ( and thoſe as leading men ) with an equal number of Bi- 

ſhops, applied themſelves to the Lord  Zzchequin, and told him, That TheCitizensof 
whilſt the affairs were condutted by the Marquis of Ormond, they expetted como qeny wg 
n0 good fortune; that they looked upon him as not of their Nation, and one Lord Inchiquin 
ſo ſolicitous for the Englith Intereſt, and a/lEnglith-men, that he was no- -SOTSLy prmn 
thing regardful of them and theirs : But that his Lordſhip was of the moſt 1 1s be 
antient Extradtion of Ireland, and under that notion loo d upon with great fore they did 
afteftion and reverence by the Iriſh; and if the Government and Command 8% him. 
were exercis'd by him, there would be ſuch an Obedience paid to him, that 

he would in ſhort time grow ſtrong enough to oppoſe the Enemy, and reco- 

ver his Countrey, When theſe ywo Lords had communicated each to 

other ( as they quickly did ) the excellent Addreſſes which had been 

made to them, and agreed together how to draw on, and encourage 

the Propoſers, that they might diſcover as much of their purpoſes as 

was pollible, they eaſily tound their deſign was tobe rid of them both : 

And when they perceived ( by the continuance of the ſame Friendſhip 

that they had communicated with each other, they leſs diflembled to- 

mw both, but proceeded with thoſe diſreſpe&ts which are mention'd 

before. 

The Marquis having fadly conſidered all this, and that nothing might ,,_-_.,,- 
remain unattempted by him, that he could poſſibly imagine might terid fembly at Logh- 
in any degree to the recovery or preſervation of the Kingdom, he ap- 749 
pointed another meeting to be at Loghreogh the 25th. of April, and ſum- 
mon'd thither all the Catholick Biſhops, as many of the Nobility as could 
with any ſecurity come thither, the chief Gentlemen of Quality of the 
Parts adjacent, and ſeveral Officers of the Army ; where being met to- 
yu, he gave them 1n the firſtplace an Anſwer in writing to a Paper 

e had received from the Archbithop of 7am, the firſt of April, intitu- 
led, The Grievances preſented by the Congregation of Prelates, aſſembled, 
propria motu, at Cloanmacnoiſe; in which he made it evident, how 
much they were miſtaken in the matter of Fat, and that which was re- 
ally amiſs proceeded from themſelves, and their not obſerving the Or- 
ders and Rules they were bound by, and could not be prevented by him ; 
and conſented to all the good and pratticable ways propoſed by them- 
ſelves for remedying the like for the future. He remembred them of the 
pains he had taken, of the Propoſitions he had made, of the Orders he 
had given, and of the Negle&Qs, Diſobedience, and Affronts he had re- 
ceived, by which alone the Enemy made that progreſs in their Succeſles : 
He ſhewed them. a Letter he had received. lately from his Maſter the 
King, bearing date on the 24. of February, from Caſtle Elizabeth in the 
Iſle of Ferſey, in anſwer to one writ from AXlkenny in December, in 


which

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which his Majeſty ſignified his gracious pleaſure to him, That incaſe of 
the continuance of that diſobedience in the People, and contempt of his Au- 
thority, he ſhould withdraw himſelf and his Majeſties Authority out of 
that Kingdom. Whereupon he told them, ( having received ſo little ct: 
fect of all the pains he had taken, and ſo ill returns torall the affeCtion he 
had ſhewed to them ) he was reſolved to make uſe ſpeedily of the liberty 
the King had given him, as to his own Perſon, which he found was 
rendred 10 unacceptable to the People ; yet if they could propoſe to him 
any way how he might depoſite the Kings Authority in ſuch manner, as 
it might not be expoſed to the ſame affronts it had received in him, and 
might te applied to the preſervation of the People, and recovery of the 
Nation, he would gladly gratifie them, and would heartily with, that 
they might receive that happineſs by his abſence, which they could not 
receive 1n his preſence ; and to that purpoſe deſired them to conſult ſe- 
riouſly and maturely among themſelves. 

Upon this, all the Biſhops, Nobility, and Commiſſioners of Truſt, 


\ with the principal Gentlemen, wn: prog very much trouble at the reſo- 
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lution the Marquis had taken, and on the laſt day of April ( from Zogh- 
reogh )) 1650, made an Addreſs to him in writing under their ſeveral 
hands, in which, amongſt other things, they told him, That they con- 
ceiv'd themſelves in duty bound for his better information of the inclinati. 
on of that Nation, humbly to preſent to him, That however his Excellency 
might not have met with a ready concurrence to ſome Propoſals made, for 
the advancing his Majeſt ies Service,occafion'd through ſome miſunderſtanding 
in ſome few Perſons and Places, yet the Country generally, and the Nation 
in it, as they had already(by expending their Subſtance in an extraordinar 

meaſure, and their Lives upon all occaſions ) abundautly teſtif d their fin- 
cere and irremovable affetions, to preſerve his Majeſties Rights and Inte- 
reſts intire to him; ſo they would Fa the future, and with like cheerfulneſs, 
endeavour to overcome all difficulties which the Enemies power and ſucceſs 
had laid in their way, and that they who were there met ( doubting not but 
the ſame was the general ſenſe of the Nation ) would with all care and ear- 
neſtneſs endeavour, not onely to conſerve in the People ſuch their good Ty- 
clinations, but if an Perſen or Place ſhould be refrattory, or decline that 
obedience which is < to his Majeſties Authority, they would contribute 
their beſt endeavours to reduce them, aud make them _—r_—— to the 


ſame, And after many other ſpecious profeſſions and proteſtations of their 


zeal to obey his Excellency, They humbly beſought him to appoint Com- 
manders in the ſeveral Provinces, to whom thoſe of his Majeſties Subjefs 
( who by the excitement of the Clergy, ready with all alacrity to umlergo, 
that care ſhould be encouraged to take up Arms ) might repair for the op- 
poſing the Power of the Rebels, How reſpeCtive ſoever this Addreſs. was, 
and fow ſolemnly foever it was repreſented ( as neither the one or the 
other could be more formal ) the Lord Lieutenant was reſolved not to be 
longer ſatisfied with thoſe general Declarations of their good deſires 
and purpoſes; and therefore the very next day he ſent them a Letter, 
containing what he would expe&t from them, which tor the more clear 
manifeſtation of the whole Proceedings, ſhall be here faithfully inſerted, 
and was in theſe words.

Fer our hearty Commendations, in Anſwer to your Letter of the laſt 
A of April, we think fit to mind you, That upon our communicating unto 
his Majeſties Letter of the 2d. of Febr. we then acquainted you at large 
with what had paſſed at Waterford, ( which being by us repreſented to his 
Majeſty, cabs his ſending the ſaid Letter \ as alſo, that we found the 
City of Limerick had taken example thereby to affront and contemn his 
Majeſties Authority placed in us, and from us, by conſent of the Repreſen= 
tative of the Confederate Catholicks at the concluſion of the Peace, derived 
to the Commiſſioners ; both which you paſs over with an extenuation 
of thoſe diſobediences, and by attributing them to ſome mis-underſtandings, 
you ſeem in a manner toexcnſe them: Whereas we had reaſon to expedt, that 
( [aitable to your general profeſſions ) you would have reſented the particu- 
tar deportment of thoſe Places, and propoſed unto us how the Contrivers 
thereof might be brought to Fuſtice, and the Places reduced to perfed obe- 
dience : For as for your profeſſions of care, and earneſtneſs to endeavour, not 
onely to conſerve in the People the good inclinations you find in them; but 
that if any Perſon or Place ſhall be refraftory, or decline that perfedt obe- 
dience due to his Majeſties Authority, you will contribute your beſt endea- 
vours to reduce them, and make them conformable to the ſame, cannot be 
evidenced or made good by you, but by applying thoſe your endeavours , 
where we gtve you particular undeniable inſtances of refrattorineſs and dif- 
obedience ; ſo there can be no inſtance thereof more pregnant, nor ( if it be 
perſiſted in ) more deftruftive to his Majeſty and the Nation, than that of 
Limerick, to the immediate reducing whereof, we therefore thought, and 
do now expett you would effetnally apply your ſelves. We are well ſatisfied, 
that the generality of the Countrey and Nation, who have given the proofs 
you mention of their fincere affettions to preſerve his Majeſties Rights en- 
tire to him, will perſevere therein, if thoſe upon whoſe example and advice 
they very much fix their reſolutions be aftive and induſtrious to lead ani 
exhort them therennto. But we muſt withall let you know, that we cannot 
bope that thoſe their good affections, and alacrity in defence of his Majeſty, 
and their own Intereſts, can be ſucceſsful, if the City of Limerick, and al 
other Cities and Towns, be not in perfett obedience, and immediately be 
put under a Military Government for Military matters, and thereby into a 
— defence and offence : Which. to conceal from the People, were, 
towards them as great a treachery, as it would be in us a vain raſhnehs, withe 
our ſuch obedience firſt gain'd, to attempt the oppoſing the ftrength and 
power of the Rebels. And therefore we muſt, and do declare, that as the par« 
ticular refrattorineſs of the City of Waterford, hath more than any humane 
means contributed to all the ſucceſſes of: the Rebels in thoſe parts, fince our 
being at Waterford : And as the want of a ſtrong Garriſon in Limerick, 
(which we long fince defired might be received there, but could not prevail ) 
hath been the greateſt viſible means, whereby the ſaid Rebels have with 
ſmallor no refiſtance gain'd or deſtroy d the Connty of Limerick, and other 
parts adjacent ; ſo the entire loſs of the Kingdom to his Majeſty, and the 
deftruftion of the Nation, (which we have no hope to prevent, but by ſtrongly 
and preſently Garriſoning and Fortifying the ſaid City ) muſt be impated to 
the obſtinacy of that City, if it ſhall perfiſt therein. 

As to thoſe Diſtruſts and Fealoufies of the People, occafto'd ( as you ſay) 
for want of ſueceſs tm Services, the ſenſe of their ſaffe rings, and therr appre- 
henſions for want of redreſs of their Grievances : We anſwer, That both the 

want 
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1650. want of ſucceſs, and the ſenſe of their ſufferings, whether 7 bow the Enemy, 

SYN or the Souldier, cannot ſo reaſonably be attributed to any humane Cauſe, as 
to the want of garriſoning the Army in principal Towns and Cities, wherein 
we cannot yet prevail, nor ever could, till by the Enemy 's lying at one end 
of a Town, we were not, without articling and conditioning, permitted to 
put ſuch Meu as we could then ger, in at the other end. For, for want of 
garriſoning the Army, and by being forced to quarter it at large, it was not 
poſſible to have them exerciſed, their Arms kept in order, nor they under ne- 
ceſſary diſcipline ; which, when they were to be brought together, rendred 
them worſe than ſo many new rais'd Men, by how much they had contrafted a 
licentious liberty, and habit of rapine and diſobedience. Nor could we pre- 
vent the Fraud in Muſter, or reaſonably exatt a ſtrict Account from Officers 
of Men ſo ſcatter'd, who, when they ſhould be imployed you Service, were 
forced ( or pretending a neceſſity, wherein we could not diſprove them ) to 
range the Countrey,to get in the Means that ſhould enable them to ſerve. As 
to their Apprehenſion, for want of redreſs to their Grievances, we under- 
ſtand not what Grievances are thereby meant, unleſs thoſe delivered unto us 
ty the Archbiſhop of Tuam, on the firſt of April. For other Grievances, 
( though we long expetted and defired them ) we never ſaw, ſave a Paper 
given unto us on the 13th. of March, at Limerick, which for the Forgery, 
falle Calumny, and other miſ-becoming Paſſages- contain'd 'in it, was ( as 
ſuch) diſ-avowed by the Clergy then met ; and to thoſe given us on the firſt 
of April, we return'd herewith ſuch Anſwers, as ( conſidering the generality 
of them ) is poſſible for us to give. 

We have already, with the Advice of the Commiſſioners, and ( as we lbe- 
lieve)) with the Approbation of ſuch of the Biſhops as were preſent, appoint- 
ed the Earl of Caſtlehaven to command the Forces in Leimſter ; and in 
Munſter, with like Advice and Approbation, we have imployed Colonel 
David Roch to command for a neceſſary Expedition ; beſides, there is al- 
ways upon the Place, one general Officer, that will readily receive and imploy 
any, that ſhall be prevail'd with to take Arms, as is promiſed ; and in caſe 
we find fitting Obedience and Reception from the City of Limerick, we ſhall 
in Perſon be ready to receive and condutt ſuch Forces in the ſaid Province, 

Ir Ulſter, we have, in purſuance to an Agreement made with that Pro- 
vince, given Commiſſion to the Biſhop of Clogher ; and in Connaght, the 
Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard commands the Army. 

We know no uſe to which any Money rais'd upon the People hath been im- 
ployed, but to the maintenance of the Forces ; if you do, we ſhall defire to 
be therein informed, to the end, that any paſt miſ-application thereof may 
be examined and puniſhed, and the like prevented in future. 

To conclude, We ſeriouſly recommend "o your Conſideration, the ways of 
procuring ſuch Obedience to his Majeſty, and his Authority-in the general,aud 
particularly from the City of Limerick, as may enable and encourage us with 
Honour, and hope of Succeſs, according, to our defire, to uſe our utmoſt in- 
duſtry, and encounter all hazards, for the defence of this Kingdom and Nation, 
againſt the Tyranny that will certainly be exerciſed upon them, and the un-

i ſupportable Slavery they will be ſubjett unto, if the Rebels prevail, And ſo 
; we bid you heartily farewel, From Loghreogh, May 1. 1650.

and others aſſembled at Loghreogh. 
Theſe. _ Upon 
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Upon the receipt of this Letter, they made another Addreſs to the 
Marqueſs, ( in writing ) in which they ſaid, 7hey were very far from in- 
tending by any expreſſions they had uſed, to excuſe that Deportment of the 
City of Limerick ; nor could any Man ( they ſaid ) more feelingly than they, 
reſent their perſonal Diſ-reſpeits towards his Excellency, while he was lately 
in that City, whereof they had in their Letters, then ready to be ſent by a 
Committee, imployed by them to that Corporation, taken notice : And they 
did hope, that they would by their Deportment, hereafter merit to have it 
underſtood, that it arvved) from ignorance rather than malice ; and that 
concerning the garriſoning of the City, the Clergy that had met lately there, 
and the Commiſſioners of Truſt, had written very effettually to them, and 
imployed two of the Commiſſioners of Truſt thither, to ſolicit their compliance 
to his Excellency, and to repreſent to them the danger and prejudice that 
would enſue their refratorineſs: And though it had not taken that effett 
with them which was expected, yet they humbly offered his Excellency, that 
a ſecond Eſſay was to be made,and his Excellency's further poſitive Commands 
to be ſent thither, whereunto if they would not liſten, they promiſed in as 
much as in them lay, that they would in their reſpetive Degrees and Quality 
and according to their reſpefive Powers, = as ſhould be thought fit and 
neceſſary, upon conſideration had of what had been propoſed hitherto between 
his Excellency, the Commiſſioners of Truſt, and them, concerning the garriſon- 
ing of that City, co-operate to reclaim them, and bring them to a perfedt obe- 
dience ; humbly deſiring, that what reſolution ſocver ſhould be taken by that 
City, yet that his Excellency would be pleas'd not to impute it to any Diſ-af- 

fetion in them, or want of Zeal in the Nation, to advance his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice. And in regard the tranſattinz of that Buſineſs might take up ſome 
time, it was humbly deſired his Excellency would bz pleas d, to apply his im- 
mediate Care for the forwarding of the Service, and ſetling of Aﬀairs in other 
Parts of the Kingdom, anſwerable unto the preſent dangers and condition 
wherein it was, that there might be ſome wiſible oppoſition to the growing 
Power of the Enemy. Art the ſame time that they ſent this Addreſs to 
the Marqueſs, ſigned by the Names of the Biſhops and Commiſſioners, 
which was the 2d. of May, 1650. they likewiſe ſent the Archbiſhop of 
Tuam, and Sir Lucas Dillon, to Limerick, with as reaſonable and preſlin 
Letters to that Pn, for receiving a Garriſon, and obedience to 
the Marqueſs's Orders. 

This demeanour in the Aſſembly, and all the viſible Reſults of their 
Conſultation, together with ſo deep proteſſions of Loyalty to the King, 
and of reſpeCt to his Lieutenant, prevaiPd fo far with the Marqueſs, that 
he again declined his purpoſe X quitting the Kingdom, and thereupon 
diſmiſſed a Frigat, which he had bought and fitted for his own Tranfoor- 
ration; and though the Archbiſhop ot 7Tuam and Sir Lucas Dillon return'd 
from Limerick, without rhat entire ſubmiſſion from the City which was 
expected, yet he was willing to make the beſt interpretation of their ge- 
neral profeſſions of Duty, and to believe that they would by degrees be 
induced to do what they ought ; and that he might be the nearer to them, 
to encourage any ſuch inclination, he removed to Clare, 12 miles from 
Limerick, and gave Orders to the Troops, which for conveniency of 
Quarters were Eiitered at a greater diſtance, to be ready to draw to a 
Rendezvous. And he was ſhortly after very reaſonably induced to be al- 
moſt confident, that the City was well diſpoſed ; for having one day 
( about the x 1th. of June ) viſited ſome Toh which he had aſſembled 
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1650, Within 4 miles of Limerick, and returning at night to Clare, the next day 
WY, 2 Aldermen of the City came to him with thus following Letter, from 


the Maior of that Corporation.

Anſwer.

Fter our hearty Commendations, We have receiv'd your Letter of this 
; days date, by the Conveyance of Alderman Piers Creagh, and John 
Bourk, and RR what John Bourk and the other bad to ſay, as from that 
Corporation. In Anſwer whereunto, we imparted ſome Particulars unto 
them, wherein we expeRted ſatisfation, which if you ſend us to the Rendez- 
vous to morrow, ( wherewe intend to be ) we ſhall viſit that City, and im- 
ploy our utmoſt Endeavours in ſetling the Garriſon neceſſarily defired there, 
both for the defence and ſatisfation of that City. And ſo we bid you hear-

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The Particulars he propoſed to them were, ( 1. ) To be receiv'd in 
like manner, and with ſuch reſpect, as the Lord Lieutenants heretofore 
had always been. ( 2.) To have Command of the Guard, giving the 
Word and Orders in the City. ( 3. ) That there might be Quarter pro- 
vided within the City, tor ſuch Guards of Horſe and Foot as he ſhould 
carry in, which ſhould be part ot the Garriſon, and whereot a Liſt ſhould 
be given at the Rendezvous. The next day when tle Marqueſs came to 
the Rendezvous, two Aldermen met him there, and intorm'd him, that 


the City had conſented to all that he had propoſed to them, except only 


rhe admittance of his Guards, which they were unwilling to do ; where- 
upon he ſent Meſlengers back with this Anſwer, 7hat he intended not the 
F ain in of his Guard's, out of any miftrujt he had of the loyalty of the Mas 
gift rates of that City to his Majeſty, or of their affection to himſelf, but for 
the diznity of the Place he held, and to prevent any popular Tumult that 
might be raiſed by deſperate intereſted Perſons againſt him, or the Civil Go- 
vernment of that City, whereunto he had cauſe to fear, ſome lav/e Peoplz 
might by falſe and frivolous ſuzzeſtions be too eaſily inſtigated. And to take 
away all poſlibility of ſuſpicion from the moſt jealous, he told them, 7he 
Guards he meant to take with him, ſhould conf;ſt but of 100 Foot and 50 
Horſe, and even thoſe too to be of their own Religion, and ſuch as having 
been conſtantly of their Confederacy, were intereſſed in all the Benefits of the 
Articles of Peace. And lo, not imagining that they could refuſe fo rea- 
ſ>nable an Overture, he went towards the City ; but when he came very 
near the Gates, the ſame Aldermen came again to nim, to let him know, 
That there was a Tumult rais'd in the City by a Franciſcan Frier, called 
Father Wolf, and fome others, againſt his coming into .the Town, and 
in oppoſition to the deſires and intentions of the Maior, and the principal 
Citizens, and therefore diſlwaded his Excellency's going thither, until 
the Tumult ſhould be quieted. So that the Lord Lieutenant was com- 
pell'd, with that Aftront, to return, and reſted that night at Sha»bzoly, 
three miles from the City, from whence he writ to them the ſenſe he had 
of the Indignity ofter'd him, And wiſhed them to conſider, not only by what 
Power they had been made a Corporation firſt, and by whoſe Protettion they 
had fince flouriſhed, but alſo what ſolid Foundation of ſafety ( other than by 
receiving the defence he had offer'd them ) was or could be propoſed to them, 
ty the preſent Diſturbers of their Quiet : And dejired their preſent Anſwer, 
That in caſe he might be encouraged to proceed in the way he had laid down, 
of ſerving the King,and preſerving that City from the Tyranny of the Rebels, 
he might immediately apply himſelf thereunto, or failing in his Deſires there- 
in, he might apply himſelf, and the Forces he had gathered for that purpoſe, 
to ſome other Service. But neither this, nor all he could do, upon ſuble- 
quent Treaties and Overtures, moving from themſelves, could not at all 
prevail with them, No! not his offer of putting himſelf into the City,and 
running the Fortune of it,, when retro was encaimp'd betore it : But they 
continually multiplied and repeated their Aftronts towards him, with all 
imaginable Circumſtances of Contempt ; and in the end, ( that we may 
have no more occaſion of mentioning the ſeditious Carriage of this untor- 
tunate City ) broke open his Trunks of Papers, which he had lett there, 
ſeized upon the Stores of Corn laid up there tor the ſupply of the Army, 
when he believed that Place would have been obedient to him, and ſome 
Corn belonging to himſelt, and diſpos'd of all according to their own 
pleaſure, and receiv'd ſome Troops of _ into the City, which con- 
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trary to the Marquels's Order lett the Army, and with thoſe Troops levi- 
ed and rais'd Contribution in the Countrey adjacent, upon thoſe who had 
honeſtly paid the ſame for the ule of the Army, according to thoſe Or- 
ders which they were to obey. And when the Marquels ſent to the 
Maior, to deliver the Oſticer of the ſaid Regiment as a Priſoner, to the 
Guard appointed to receive him, he could receive no other Anſwer, { and 
that not ina week ) than that the Government of that City was commit- 
ted to Major General Huzh O Neal, and therefore he the Maior would 
not meddle therein. And when the like Orders were ſeat by the Mar- 
queſs to Zugh O Neal, he return'd Anſwer, That he was only a Cypher, 
and not ſuffered to at any thing, but what the Maior and Council 
thought fir. So that, in truth, that City was no leſs in Rebellion to the 
King, than the Army under /reto was, though it did for a time reſiit 
that Army, and could never have been ſubdued by it, if it had ever been 
in that obedience to the King, as by their obligation it ought to have 
been, and therefore mult have leſs peace of Conlcience to ſupport them, 
in the Calamities they have ſince undergone. 

In the Letter formerly inſerted from the Marquels, of the firſt of Lay, 
it is faid, That in purſuance of a former Agreement, he had granted a 
Commaillion to the Biſhop of C/ogher, for the Command of the Province 
of Ulſter ; It will be theretore neceſlary to expreſs what that Agreement 
was, and the Proceedings thereupon : Amongſt the Articles which had 
been made with General Owen O Neal, it was proviced, that in caſe of 
the ſaid O Nea/'s death, or removal by Advancement, or otherwiſe, before 
any ſettlement in Parliament, to which all the Articles of Peace related, 
that the Nobility and Gentry of the Province of Z//er, ſhould have 
Power to name one to the Lord Lieutenant, or chieft Goyernor for his 
Majeſty, to Command in the place of the faid O Neal ; and the faid 
Command, was to be conferred accordingly upon the Perſon ſo to be 
named, and according to his Power : Owen O Neal being dead, the No- 
bility, Biſhops, and Principal Gentry of that Province, made choice of 
the Biſhop. of Clogher to ſucceed him in the Charge, and having ſigni- 
fied ſuch their Election under their hands to the Lord Lieutenant, the 
firit of April, he granted ſuch a Commillion to him as he was oblige] 
to do,

In witneſs whereof, we have Signed this our Com- ; 
miſſion, and cauſed our Seal ot Arms to be there- 
unto afhixed, at Loghreogh, the firſt day of April, 
1650, 


In execution of which, the Biſhop with great aCtivity and courage 
proceeded, in infeſting the Zxg/ih Garrifons and Army 1n that Province, 
as much as was in his Power ; And having an Army, conſiſting of about 
5000 Horſe and Foot, about the 20th. of Fane, 1650. ( when the Lord 
Lieutenant himſelt could not draw 1000 men together, or keep them, it 
together the ſpace of 48 hours ) he encountred not far from London-derry, 
with Sir Charles Coot, who Commanded the Parliaments Forces in Chet 
in that Quarter, and was then interior in Foot to the Biſhop, though 
otherwiſe he had a great advantage of him, by having near treble The Biſhop 0: 
the number of Horſe ; Notwithſtanding which inequality , the 7riſp tr oe 
( for a while) behaved themſelves handiomly, bur in the end, were to- Charade:. 
tally defeated ; ſo that the Biſhop was compelled after he faw the day 
was irrecoverably loſt, to quit the Field with a ſmall party of Horſe ; 
The next day in his flight, he had the misfortune near Eniskelin, to meet 
with the Governor, Major Xing of that Town, in the Head of a Party, 
too ſtrong for him, againſt which however, the Biſhop detended him- 
ſelf with notable courage, though after he had received many wounds, 
he was taken Priſoner, and ſoon atter, by the poſitive Order of Sir Charles 
Coot ( whom within leſs then a year, he had reliev'd, when in great 
extremity ) hang'd. "This was a moſt happy Victory for the Parlia- 
ment, in that 3000 of the Rebels were there ſlain, all meer 7r:/h, out 
of an opinion they could not proſper, as long as they had any Eng/iſh 
joyn'd with them, and tor that end, had throughly purg'd their Anwy; 
which 
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which ( being ſtiled by them, the Confident Victorious Army ot the 


WY North ) had a full return of Gods Vengeance, they being the firſt In- 


cendiaries and Actors in thoſe barbarous Cruelties, which enſued their 
Inſurre&tion : This was the unfortunate end of that unhappy Prelate, of 
whom ſince he bore fo great a Part in the Troubles of Ireland, and was 
much ſaperior in Parts, to any man of that Party, it will not be im- 
pertinent or uncharitable to mention ſome Patlages of his Lite, that 
thereby his nature and diſpoſition may be the better collected, and indeed 
the ſpirit and temper of mind, which thoſe kind of men were pollelled 
with, who had the greateſt abilities to do hurt. Some few years 
before the Rebellion, this Ever Mac Mahon, being then an Arch Pricſt, 
and reſiding for the moſt part, in or near Dublin, repair d ( as you have 
heard \ ro a Prime Inſtrument of State, and diſcovered ro him the Con- 
trivances abroad, in reterence to bring Troubles upon that Kingdom, 
who being thereupon Pardon'd, ſtill , as any thing of that nature-pro- 
ceeded ) inform'd the State thereot: And though according to rhe 
formality of Law ) he ſhould have ſued out his Pardon, yet that he might 
ſtill be confided in by the Contederates, who knew not who theDiſcoverer 
was ) he meerly truſted to the Kings Mercy ani Clemency, and through 
the Government of the Earl of Strafford, he prov'd taitutul tothe Crown. 
From the beginning of this Revellion, his Power was very great with 
thoſe that were oppoſite to any Reconciliation,” upon the firſt and 2 Con- 
clution of Peace by the Confederate Cathol:cks, continuing firm to that 
Party which followed Owen O Neal, or rather Govern'd Owen O Neal, 
who commanded that Party ; and over and above thoſe demands which 
concern'd Religion, ( to which they ſeem'd to adhere with more then 
ordinary zeal, and thereby drew a dependency of that Clergy to them, ) 
they infiſted upon the Reſtitution of the great Eſtates in 7/fer, which 
was not in the Power of the Crown to make, without violation of ſeveral 
Acts of Parliament, and defeating many deſcents and purchaſes, which 
had patled without any interruption or claim for the ſpace of 150 years. 
This impollible expeQation kept both Owen O Nea!, and the Biſhop of 
C logher, from concurring with the Contederate Catholicks, 1n the Peace 
they made with his Majeſty, 1648. and the Animoſity they contradted 
againſt the Confederates, inclined them to relieve London-derry, when 
( as is remembred before ) it was even ready to be reduced by his Ma- 
zcſties Forces, rather then to ſubmit to the Peace made by them with the 
Lord Lieutenant : To whoſe Diviſions, the State of England ( faith 


"Rely Archbiſhop of Armagh) ows their preſent Poſſeſſion of Jrelind, 


and therefore infers that that Party of the 7rz/þ Natives, ought to be 
not onely on that account Favour'd and Truſted, but becaule allo, the 

never had affeCtion for the King or his Family : Yet atter they had found 
it neceſiary to make that agreement with the Marquels, in 1649. ( being 
neglected by theParliament) it mutt be acknowledged,that the Bithop per- 
tormed and obſerv'd it very juſtly, ( as he was punctual in what he promiſ- 
ed and applied himſelf with all herity and induſtry to the advancement 
of his Majeſtics Intereſt ; ſo that during his time, he reſtrain'd the Clergy 
trom making any As, which might diſcourage the People trom their 
Obedience to the Kings Authority. And the Duke of Ormond acknow- 
ledges, that for theſe 20 years he had to do with the 1ri/h Bilthops, 
he never found any of them, either to ſpeak the Truth, or to pertorm 
their Promiſe to him, onely the Biſhop of C/ogher excepted, who du- 


ring 
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ring the little time he lived after his ſubmiſſion to the Peace, and Com- 
mitſion receiv'd from him,he could not charge. And therefore, how incort- 
venient ſoever his Service had been to the Peace and Happineſs of that 
Nation, his Death was very unſeaſonable. 

Upon the news of the Biſhop ot Clozher's defeat, the 26 of June, the 
Lady Fitzgarret ( atter a well-regulated detence ) ſurrender'd up her 
Caſtle of 7ecrochan, to Colonel Reynolds, and Colonel Huerſon who 
had taken in Xilmallock, Harristown, Naas, Ballymole, Rabridye, Talls, 
Athy, Maryborrouzh, Dermots Caſtle, beſides the Places mention'd be= 
fore. ) And on the 192h. of Auzuſt, tollowed the ſurrender of Carlow, 
( which, by the care of Zreton, together with Waterford, and Duns 
cannon, had fince the beginning of Fane, been cloſe blocked up ' which 
Preſton underſtanling, ſurrender'd allo Waterford within few days, on 
Conditions, which brought with it the dehvery of the ſtrong Fort of 
Duncannon : about the tame time, Char/emont and Caterlagh, were 
ſurrender'd to Sir Charles Coot, and Colonel Yenables, after they had 
took in Culmore, London-derry, Eniskillen, ( which was deliver'd b 
Sir George Monro, to Sir Charles Coot, tor 500 1. though a little before, 
he had receiv'd 1200 /. from the Marqueſs of C/anrickard, tor to ſecure 
it, ) Colrain, alſo Ardmach, Carricifergus, Knockfergus, Belfaſt, Cloughou- 
ter , Caſtle Fordon, Carlingford, Margrave, Monaghan, Liskelaghan. 
In the mean time, Colonel Ferry Ingolsby, ( who was ſent to block 
up Limerick at a diſtance ) overcame zooo Rebels coming to its Relief, 
whereof goo were ſlain, the reſt routed and taken Priſoners. In Azga/t, 
the Lord nchequin ( gathering Forces in Kerry) was diſturb'd by Co- 
lonel Phaer, who in his retura thence, took 1n the Caſtle of Xilmarry, 
and thence went againſt the Lords, Roch and Muskery, who headed the 
Rebels in the Weſt. The Army having retreſlit it felf at Waterford, 
Treton from thence intended for Limerick, yet wanting Proviſion for 
ſuch a Siege, takes his Journey through the County of Wick/ow, which 
afforded him 1600 Cows, beſides Sheep, and other Proviſions ; From 
thence Sir Hardreſs Waller, with an equal ſhare of the Booty, was ſent 
with a conſiderable Force to ſtrajghten Limerick, ( who in his way near 
Limerick , took in Bally-Glaughan, Bally-Cubbain, and Garrygaglain, 
three ſtrong Caſtles Y whilſt /reto», and Sir Charles Coot, ( joyning 
Forces ) appear'd before Athlone, to try if they could gain that Garriſon ; 
but finding the Bridge broke, and the Town on this ſide burnt, Sir Char/es 
Coot ſtaid there to ſtraighten it, whilſt /retoz taking two Caſtles in Mac 
Colcoche's Country, and the Burr, ( which the Enemy had left and burnt ) 
preſently ſeated himfelf before Limerick, where he had certain Intelli- 
gence, that the Marqueſs of Clanrickard ( who upon notice of the Ene- 
mies being at Athlone, march'd with conſiderable Forces towards its 
Relief, if any thing ſhould have been attempted ) had retaken the two 
Caftles, and laid Siege to the Burr, to whoſe Relief Colonel Axtell, 
Governor at Kilkenny, ( having made a conjunQton at Rocrea, with the 
Wexford and Tipperary Forces ) reſolutely marched ; whereupon the 
Marquefs of Claxrickard's Forces under their chief Commander, ( he 
being gone with the other part of his Army towards Limerick ) re- 
treated to Meleake Iſland, ( a ſtrong Faſtneſs ) but were beaten thence 
the 25. of Ofober, with the loſs of near 1500 Men, 200 Horſe, Waggons, 
and Baggage : Upon this ſaccefs, the 7rz/þ quitted all their adhacent Gar- 
rifons, and /reron ( the Winter coming hard on ) drew off trom TR 

aving 
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16560, (having ſettled the Garrifons round about it) with about 1200 Men, 
WY and took in Neanagh, ( a ſtrong Caſtle) in Low Ormond, upon whoſe 
ſurrender, Caſtleton and Dromaneer, yielded alſo, whence ( endea- 
vouring to gain X;//alough Paſs, though without eftect \) he went to his 
Winter Quarters about the 10th. of November, at Kilkenny. To pro- 
vide for whom, anJ the Forces in 7reland, the Parliament was at a great 
ſtand, ( the Proſecution of the War in Scorland, having exercis'd the 
uttermoſt Force they could raiſe )) ſo as they now began to caſt abour, 
which way might be molt likely to disburthen hembives ot ſome part 
of that Charge ; And for this purpoſe, tizey appointed Commaitllioners 
to be ſent into Tre/and, which were tour Members of Parliament, Mr. 
Corbet, Colonel Ludlow, Colonel Fones, and Mr. Weaver ; The main 
Errant they. went upon, was, to fin out ſome means in that Kingdom, 
for the raiſing of certain ſums of Money yearly, towards the maintenance 
of the Army ; Theſe were deſigned about the beginning of October, and 
were t2 be in readineſs to imuark at M:ford-ZZrven, by the midft of 
December, 1650.. 

But to return to the Marqueſs of Ormond, ( waoſe endeavours could 
not work the Cont:derates to any reaſonable reſiſtance, though they faw 
their Citics and Towns won on every ſide, ) who towards the end of 
Fuly, receiv'd a Letter ſubſcribed by two Perſons, who Stiled themſelves 
Archbiſhops of Dublin and 7am in theſe words. 


May it pleaſe your Excellency. 


"JT * His Nation ( become of late the Fable and Reproach of Chriſti- 
anity \ is brought to a ſad Condition, notwithſtanding the fre- 
quent and laborious Meetings and Conſultations of Prelates ; we find 
jealouſies and fears deep in the hearts of men, thorns hard to be plucked 
out ; we ſee moſt men contributing to the Enemy , and rendring their 
Perſons and Subſtance uſeful to his malice, and deſtruitive to Religion, 

and the Kings Intereſts : This Kind of men ( if not timely prevented 
will betray ir-remediably themſelves and us. We find no Stock or Sub- 
hiſtance ordered for maintaining the Souldiery, nor is there an Army any way 
conſiderable in the Kingdom, to recover what is loſt, or defend what we 
hold ; So, as humanely ſpeaking, if God will not be pleaſed, for his Mer- * 
cies ſake, to take off from us the heavy Judgment of his Anger, we are 
fair for lofing Sacred Religion, the Kings Authority, and Ireland ; The 
four Archbiſhops, to acquit their Conſciencies in the eyes of God, have re- 
The Confede- Jolved to meet at Jamestown about the 6th. day of the next month, and 
rate Clergies fo bring along as many of the Suffragans, as may repatr thither with ſafety. 
cm The end of this Conſultation is, to do what in us lies for the amendment 
town. of all Errors, and the recovery of this afflifted People ; if your Excel- 
leacy ſhall think fit in your Wiſdom, to ſend one or more Perſons to make 
Propoſals for the ſafety of the Nation, we ſhall not want willingneſs to 
prepare a good Anſwer, nor will we diſpair of the Bleſſings of God, and 
of his Powerful Influence, to be upon our Intentions in that Place: Eveu ſo

AT our hearty Commendations, we received yours of the 24th. of TheLord Liew- 


July, on the firſt of this month, and do, with mach grief acknou- 
ledge, that this Nation is brought into a ſad Condition, ad. that by ſuch 
means, as. when it ſhall be known abroad, and by ſtory be delivered to 
Poſterity, will indeed be thought a Fable; For it will ſeem incredible, 
that any Nation ſhould ſo madly affet, and violently purſue the Ways lead 
ing to their own Deſtruttion, as this People will appear to have done ;j And 
that, after the certain ruine they were running into, as evideutly and fre- 
quently diſcovered unto thoſe, that iwall times and upon all occaſions, have 
had Power to compel or perſiade them to what-ever they thought fit ; and 
it will be leſs credible, when it ſhall be declared, as in truth it will be, 
that the Temporal, Spiritual, and Eternal Intereſt, and Safety, even of 
thoſe that had this Power, and that have been thus forewarn'd, did 
conſt in making uſe of it to reclaim the People, and dirett them into the 
ways of Preſervation. To be plain, it cannot be denied, but the Diſobe- 
dience we have met with, ( which we at large declared unto many of you, 
who with divers others of the Nobility and Gentry, were aſſembled at 
Loghreogh, i» April /a/t ) were the certain ready ways to the Deſtraftion 
of this Nation, as by our Letters of the firſt of May, to that Aſſembly, we 
made apparent. Antient and late us ape 5 hath made evident, what 
Power thoſe of your FunCtion have had, to draw the People f this Nation 
to what they thought fit; whether your Lordſhips have been convinced 
that the Obedignce which we deſired, ſhould be given to his Majeſties Aus 
thority, in us, purſuant to the Articles of Peace, was the way to preſerve 
the Nation, we know not ; or whether. your Lordſhips have made uſe of 
all the means at other times, and upon other occaſions, exerciſed by you, to 
procure this neceſſary Obedience, we ſhall not now determine : Sure we are, 
that ſince the ſaid Aſſembly, not onely Limerick hath perſiſted in the 
like Diſobedience, for want of due Compliance from Yhoſe Places, but 
principally from Limerick, it hath been impoſſible for us to raiſe br pee 
an Army againſt the ' Rebels, for to attempt it any where on the other fide, 
of the Shannon; but near Limerick, and without the abſolute command 
of that City to ſecure it, could. be no other then the certain Ruine of the 
Deſign, in the very beginning of it, the Rebels Power being ſuch, as to 
diſſipate with eaſe, the foundation that ſhould be laid there ; and to have 
done it on the other fide of the Shannon, was impoſſible, finte the ground 
work of the Army muſt be raiſed and Jappertes from thence, which white 
it was in forming, would have exhauſte 

and not have effefled the work, for want of ſuch an Army, ( which with 
Gods aſſiſtance ) might certainly have been. raiſed long fince, if Limerick 
had obeyed our Orders. The- Rebels have without any conſiderable Re-

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i6go. rable Diſtreſs; The loſs of theſe Places, and the want of "any viſible 
\SNNS Power to protett them, have doubtleſly induced many to contribute their 
Subſtance, and perſonal aſſiſtance to the Rebels; from which, whither they 
might have been with-held by Church cenſures, we know not, but have not 
heard of any ſuch which iſſued againſt them ; and laſtly, for want of ſuch au 
Army, the Rebels have taken to themſelves the Contribution, which might 
wfdorabl have aſſiſted to ſupport an Army, and preſerve the Kingdom. 
F therefore the end of your Conſultation at Jamestown, be to acquit your 
' Conſciencies in the eyes of God, the amendment of all Errors, and the re- 
covery of this afflited People, as by the Letter, giving us Hotice of your 
Meeting, is profeſſed, we have endeavoured briefly to ſhew, that the ſpring 
of 'our paſt loſſes, and approaching Ruine, ariſeth-from Diſobediencies, and 
it will not be heard to ſhew, that the ſpring of thoſe Diſobediencies ariſeth 
from the Forgeries invented, the Calumnies ſpread againſt the Government, 
and the incitement of the People to Rebellion, by very many of the Clergy, 
That theſe are Errors frequently pratliſed, and fit for amendment, is no 
more to be doubted, than Lrdeos they be amended, the affection of the Peo- 
ple will continue, and ( as it is to be feared \ end in'their utter Deſt ruttion ; 
which if prevented, by what your Conſultation will produce, the happy 
effett of your Meeting will be acknowledged, without queſt ioning the Autho- 
e rity by which you meet, or expett Propoſals from us, which other then 
ales we have formerly, and now by this our Letter made, we hold not 
neceſſary.

W* being intruſted by the Clergy met at Jamestown, to deliver a Thi Biſhop of 
Meſſage unto your Excellency, importing their advice, what the -ohmgngy > 
onely means is, as they conceive, that may ſerve to free the Nation from pgaclactin 
the ſad Condition, whereunto it is reduced at preſent, do in obedience to with the Lord

Though the Marqueſs did not expect, that the Meeting of the Biſhops 
and Clergy in that manner at Fameſtown, would have produced any better 
efte, than their former Meetings in other Places had done, yet he could 
not imagine, that their Preſumption would have been ſo -_ as it ap- 
pear'd by this Meſſage to be. And when he communicated it to the Com- 
miſſioners of Truſt, they were no leſs ſeemingly ſcandalized at it, and 
believ'd, that upon ſerious Conference with the Biſhops, they ſhould be 
able to reform their Underſtandings and their Wills, and therefore deſi- 
red the Marqueſs, that inſtead of ſending a particular Anſwer to the Matter 
of the Meſſage, he would write to them, 7o give him a Meeting at Logh- 
reogh, on the 26th. of the ſame month, to the end, that upon a free Confe- 
rence, they might be induced to underſtand how pernicious a thing they had 
adviſed, in order to their own ſecurity. And the Biſhop of Dromore, and 
Dr. Xe/ly, return'd with this Propoſition, and the Marqueſs, making no 
doubt of their Compliance, ſo far as to meet at the Place appointed,went 
thither at the day aſſigned ; but they, inſtead of meeting him themſelves, 
ſent their Biſhops ot Cork and OO ( no otherwiſe intruſted then ) to 
receive his Lieres the Propoſition they had made; tor his leaving the 
Kingdom : To which, when he ſaw he could not draw them to a Confe- 
rence, he, the 31. of Auguſt, return'd, That they might well remember, 
that upou the Diſobediences he had formerly met with, he had obtain'd leave 
from his Majeſty to have departed the Kingdom, and that if themſelves the 
Biſhops, Nobility and Gentry, met together, had not in April laſt, in Wri- 
ting and Diſcourſe, given him aſſurance, that they not only defired his ſtay, 
but would endeavour to procure ſuch obedience to him, as might enable him 
with hope of ſucceſs to have or on in the War, he would have made uſe of 
the liberty given unto him by his Majeſty: to have freed himſelf from the 
vexation which he had fince endured, and the diſhonour which he fore-ſaw 
he ſhould be ſubjett to fa want of Power, without which ( as he then told 
hem he ſhould be able to do nothing confiderable for the King or the Nati- 
on : That he had tranſmitted thoſe Aſſurances to his Majeſty, with his own 
reſolution to attend the Effeits : That he plainly obſerved, that the Diviſion 


- was great in the Nation under his Government, yet it would be greater upon 


his removal, of which, in a free Conference, he would have given them ſuch 
pregnant Evidence, as he held it not fit to declare to them by writing. For 
theſe and other Reaſons he told them, That unleſs he was forced by in-evita- 
Ble neceſſity, he was not willing to remove out of the Kingdom, and defired 
them to uſe all means within their Power, to diſpoſe the People to that Du- 
tifulneſs and Obedience that became them. 

This wrought nothing on the Temper of thoſe Men, who were reſoly- 
ed not to be ſatisfied with any thing the Marqueſs could ſay unto them : ' 
Inſfomuch that ( within few days atter they had receiv'd his Anſwer [gry 
| 0gh- 
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Loghreogh, at the time when the Parliamentarians were ſtrong in the 
Field, and had then paſled the Shannon, if they had not been reſtrained by 
the few Troops the Marqueſs {till kept on foot) they publiſhed an Excom- 
munication againſt all thoſe, of what Quality foever, who ſhould teed, 
help, or adhere unto the Lord Lieutenant ; in which, this Circumſtance 
1s obſervable, That though they did not publiſh this Excommunication 
untib the 15th. of September, it was enacted in their Aſſembly at Fames- 
town the 12th. of Auguſt, which was within two days after they had ſent 
the Biſhop of Dromore, and Dr. Xe/y, to perſwade the Marqueſs to leave 
the Kingdom, and the day before they Evers their Meſſage : So that 
they thought any thing that the Lord Lieutenant ſhould return to them, 
would be 1mpertinent to the Matter in hand ; or if they were not ſo de- 
lighted with their own Proceedings, that they have themſelves carctully 
publiſhed to the World in Print, would it be believ'd, that Perſons, who 
in the leaſt degree pretended the care of the Peoples welfare and ſecurity, 
could at ſuch a time, when a potent Enemy was in the Field, fer all Men 
looſe from all Government, Civil and Martial, and not dire&t them whom 
they thould follow and obey : For it it be faid, That they were adviſed 
to return to their Aſſociation, and until a General Aſſembly of the Nati- 
on could be conveniently. called, unanimouſly to ſerve againſt the com- 
mon Enemy, fince no Perſons were named or appointed to conduct them, 
it muſt be acknowledged, that they were left without any direCtion at all, 
to the rage and fury at thoſe, who intended nothing but their Re- 
duction. RE. 

Together with their Excommunication, they publiſhed; in the head 
of the Army, a Declaration, entituled, 4 Declaration of the Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, and other Prelates and Dignitarites of the Regular and Secular Cler- 
gy of the Kingdom of Ireland, againſt the continuance of his Majeſty's Au- 
thority in the Marqueſs of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for the 
miſ-government of the Subjets, and the ill condutt of his Majeſty's Army, 
and violation of the Articles of Peace. 4 

If the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and Secular and Regular Clergy of /rel/and, 
will take upon them to declare againſt the King's Authority, where his 
Majeſty hath placed it, and will make themſelves Judges of his ſupream 
Miniſter, for the government of the Subjects, and the ill conduct of his 
Majeſty's Army, they aſlume an Authority to themſelves, that no other 
Chriſtian Clergy ever pretended, and ſufficiently declare to the King, 
how far they are from being Subjetts, or intending to pay him any Obedience, 
longer than they are govern'd in ſuch Manner, and by ſuch Perſons, as they 
think fit to be leas'd with, Tf the Marqueſs of Ormond had miſ-govern'd 
the People,- and conducted his Majeſty's Army amiſs, the Clergy are not 
competent Judges of the.one or the other. And for the violation of the 
Articles of Peace, the Commiſſioners, nominated and appointed to pro- 
vide for the due execution of them, were the only Perſons who could de- 
termine and remedy ſuch Violation, and who well knew there was no 
cauſe for their er. Bur on the other hand, ( as hath been betore 
mention'd )) theſe Men obftrudted that concurrence and obedience 1n the 
People, without which thoſe Articles could not be obſerved, or the fecu- 
rity of the People provided for. OE | 

The Preface of that Declaration ( according to tlieir uſtiat method ) 
quſtified and magnified their Piety and Vertue, in the begitming and car- 
rying on the War, extolled their Duty and AfﬀeQtion to their King, in 
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i650, ſubmitting to him, and returning to their Allegiance, when they ſaid, 
WY, they could have better, or as good Conditions from the Parliament of 
England, intimated what a valit ſum of Money they had provided, near 
halt a Million of Eng/iſhþ pounds, beſides ſeveral Magazines of Corn, with 
a fair Train of Artillery, great quantity of Powder, Match, Ammunition, 
with other Materials tor carrying on the War, and many other Particu- 
lars of that nature, the onroms untruths whereof doth ſufficiently ap- 
pear, in what hath been ſaid before. The Marqueſs having been torced 
to borrow thoſe little ſums of Money, out of the Pockets ot his Friends, 
( and to ſpend all that he raiſed upon the fail of a good quantity of his 
own Land, for the ſupport of his Wite and Children ) to enable the Army 
to march, which was not then ( what-ever hath been ſince ) re-paid to 
him. And the Magazines of Corn and Ammunition, and other Materi- 
als for War, being 1o abſolutely un-furniſhed, that it was not poſſible for 
him to reduce thoſe ſmall Forts of Maryburrouzh and Athy, held by Owen 
O Neal's Party, till he had by his own Power and Intereſt, F canon 
ſome Supplies beforeclearly mention'd, fo far were theſe Men from ma- 
king that Proviſion they brag of. What Conditions they might have 
had from the Parliament of Eng/and, may be concluded by the uſage they 
have ſince found, ( nor if they were put to it, would they be able to prove 
their Aſſertions ) divine vengeance having made that Party more merci- 
leſs towards them, whoſe torwardneſs, obſtinacy, and treachery againſt 
the King's Authority, contributed molt to their Service, than thoſe who 
worthily oppoſed them , and were moſt enemies to their Proceed- 
ings. 

hey endeavour'd by all imaginable Reproaches and Calumnies, to 
leſſen the Peoples Reverence towards the Lord Lieutenant, laying ſuch 
Aſperſions on him in the ſaid Declaration, as might moſt alienate their 
affetions, though themſelves knew them to be un-true, and without co- 
lour. They complained that he had given Money, Commiſſions for Co- 
lonels, and other Commands,unto Proteſtants, and upon them conſumed 
the ſubſtance of the Kingdom, who moſt of them either betrayed or de- 
ſerted the Service ; whereas they knew well, that there was not one Pro- 
teſtant Officer, towhom the Lord Lieutenant gave a Commiſſion, who 
betrayed any Place committed to him, or otherwiſe treated in order to 
their ſupport, than all the other Officers of the fame condition in the 
Army ; nor did they quit the Service, until many of them had gallantly 
loſt their Lives, and that the Clergy had fo far incenſed the People againit 
them, only for being Proteſtants, that the Marqueſs was compelled to 
give them leave to depart the Kingdom, or otherwiſe to diſpoſe of them- 
ſelves; and the Parliament Commanders gave Paſles to ſuch as would de- 
part the Kingdom, and gladly entertain'd ſuch as went over to their 
Party. 

They accuſed him of Improvidence in conducting the Army, after the 
deteat at Rathmines, of not relieving Tredath, of permitting Play, Drink- 
ing, and Licentiouſneſs in the Carnp, and as bold Aſperſions, as,without 
Excommunication, might gain credit with the People, and reflect upon 
his Honour, where he was not enough known. Whereas the Action at 
Rathmines is betore ſet down at large, and the taking of 7redath by a 
Storm, when it was ſcarce apprehended : And it 1s notoriouſly known, 
that in his Perſon he was ſo ſtrict and vigilant, that he gave not himſelt'* 
treedom and liberty to enjoy thoſe Pleaſures, which might very well have 
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conſiſted with the Office and Duty of the moſt ſevere General; and that 
in above three months time, ( which was from his firſt drawing the For- Lyau 
ces to the Rendezvous, till after the misfortune at Rathmines ) he never 
ſlept out of his Souldier's Habit. So that the malice and craft of thoſe un- 
reaſonable and ſenſleſs Calumnies, are eafie enough to be difcerned, and 
can only make an impreſſion upon vulgar minds, not well intormed ot the 
Humour and Spirit of the Contrivers. 
They magnified exceedingly the Merit of the Prelates, the Declarati- 
on they had made at Cloarmacnoiſe, their frequent expretiions of their 5in- 
cerity-; and moſt blame the Marqueſs, for not making uſe of their Power 
and Diligence, toward the advancing the King's Intereſt ; but rather tor 
ſuſpecting and blaming them by his Letter to the Prelates at Fame/towy, 
( before-mention'd ) and they ſaid, words were heard to tall trom him, 
dangerous as to the Perſons ot fome of the Prelates. To all which little 
neeu be faid, ſince there is before ſo juſt and full mention ot their tajr De- 
clarations, Profeſſions and Attions, which accompanied them : 'And for » 
the danger the Perſons of ſome Prelates were in, they will be aihamed to 
urge, when it is known, that their Biſhop of X7Za/ouzh was brought to 
him in cuſtody, even atter he had ſign'd this Declaration and Excommu- 
nication, and ſet at liberty by him, and whom the Biſhops themſelyes, in 
their Letter ( of the 12th. of September, 1650.) to the Earl of We/t- 
meath, &c. do acknowledge to be preſerved by the Marqueſs; and tor - 
which many will rather expe& an Apology, thaw tor any Jealouſic he 
could entertain of the Perſons, who behaved themſelves in that manner 
towards the King's Lord Lieutenant. | . 
. They charge him with having repreſented to his Majeſty, that ſome 
Parts of the Kingdom were diſ-obedient, which abſolutely deny any 
' Dif-obedience by them committed ; and that thereby, he had procured 
trom his Majeſty a Letter, to withdraw his own Perſon, and the Royal 
Authority, if ſuch diſ-obedience was multiplied, and fo leave the People 
without the Benefit of Peace . This was the Reward his Excellency ( out 
of his Envy to a Catholick Loyal Nation ) prepared for their Loyalty 
and Obedience, ſeal'd by the ſhedding of their blood, andthe loſs of their 
ſubſtance. Whether the obſtinate and Rebellious carriage of Waterford, 
Limzrick, and: other Places, ( which brought deſtruction upon them- 
ſelves) did not deſerve and require ſuch a Repreſentation to be made 
unto the King, may be judged by all mn, upon what hath been betore 
truly ſet down of thoſe Particulars ; and if the Places themſelves had 
not acknowledged that dif-obedience, yet the Prelates ſeemed to lament 
thoſe Acts of Diſ-obedience, and moſt earneſtly  diſſwaded him trom 
leaving the Kingdom, promiſing all their endeavours to reduce the 
People to Obedience, ( which was onely in their Power to have done ) 
elſe the Marqueſs would not ſo long have expoſed Himſelf and his Ho- 
nour to thoſe Reproaches, or ſuffered his Perſon with the Impotent Title 
of Lord Lieutenant of Jre/and, to have remained in that Kingdom ; and 
every day to hear of the rendring and betraying of Places to the Ene- 
my, which he could no. more remedy, then he could infuſe a _ of 
Obedience, Unity, and Undead, into that unhappy infatuated 
' © Nation ; Yet he was ſo far from wiſhing, that his Majelty ſhould abſos, 
utely withdraw his Royal Authority trom them, ( how unworthy ſo- 
ever they made themſelves of it ) that he offered to leave the Kings 
Power, mm the Perſon of the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, as he ant” 
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They reproach'd him, That while he was an Enemy to the Catholicks, 
he had been very active-in unnatural executions againſt them, and ſhed- 
the blood of poor Prieſts and Churchmen : Burt ſince the Peace, he 

had ſhewed little of ation, keeping himſelf in Connaght, and Thomond, 
where no danger was, or the Enemy appear'd not. Here you ſee, they 
would neither ſuffer him to have an Army to oppoſe the Enemy, nor 
be content 'that he ſhould retire into thoſe Places where the Enemy could 
teaſt inteſt him, and from whence with thoſe. few Troops which re- 
mained with him, he detended the Shannon, and kept the Enemy from 
getting over the River, while he ſtaid there. And for the former activity 
and ſucceſs againſt them, which they were content to 1mpute to him, it 
«was when he had a free ele&tion of Officers, an abſolute Power over 
his Garriſons, where he cauſed the Soldiers continually to be exerciſed, 
their Arms kept in order, and from whence hecould have drawn his Ar- 
my together, and have march'd with it to what place he would : which 
- advantages he was now without, and the Enemy poſlefled of ; and there- 
fore it was no wonder, that they now obtain'd their Victories, as eaſily 
as he had done formerly ; But ſince they were fo diſingenious and un-+ 
grateful, { there being many amongſt them, whoſe lives he had ſaved, 
not without ſuſpicion of being favourable to them, when he ſhould 
have been juſt ) to charge him witi being active in unnatural ex=cutions 
acainſt then, and in ſhedding the blood ot poor Prieſts and Church-men 
and for the Improvement and Propagation of Calumny, it hath pleaſed 
ſome Perſons, to cauſe that Declaration to be Tranſlated in Latin, and 
Printed, thereby to make him odious to the Roman Catholicks, and have 
named two Prieſts, who they ſay were by his order Executed, and put 
to death in cold blood, and after his promiſe given to fave their lives, 
whoſe names were Mr. Higgins, and Mr. Whzte. It will not be imper-

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1650. did, hoping, that ſince their great exception was to him for being a Pro- 
WY teltant, they would with all Alacrity have complied with the other, 
who is known to be a moſt zealous Roman Catholick, yet a great Roy- 


tinent to ſet down at large the Caſe of theſe two Perſons, that trom 
thence, men who have no mind to be deceived and miflead, may judge 
of the Candor and Sincerity of thoſe Perſons, who would obtrude ſuch 
Calumnies to the World. 


. It muſt theretore be known, that when theſe two Prieſts were put to 
death, the War was conducted and carried on by the two Houſes of Par- 
liament ; that the Government of 7reland was in the hands of the two 
Lords: Juſtices , who upon the inhumane and barbarous Cruelties firſt 
practiſed by the 1riſh Catholicks, in the beginning of the Rebellion, had 


torbidden any quarter to be given to thoſe whom they found in Arms, and 


principally againſt all Prieſts, known. Incendaries of that Rebellion, 
and prime Actors in exemplary Cruelties ; and the Marqueſs of Ormond 
was then onely Lieutenant General of the Army, and received all Or- 
ders from the Lords Juſtices and Council, who having intelligence that

der'd him to draw ſome Troops together , with hope to ſurprize 
them ; And the Lieutenant General marching all night, came early in the 
morning into the Town, from whence the Rebels ( upon notice ) were 
newly fled ; In this Town ſome cf the Souldiers found Mr. Z7iggins, 
who might it's true have eaſily fled, if he had apprehended any.dange 


of the Rebels intended to be at ſuch a time at the Naas, or- 
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the ſtay ; When he was brought betore the Marqueſs, he voluntarily 
acknowleged that he was a Prieſt, and that his Reſidence was in the 
Town, from whence he refuſed to fly away with thoſe that were guilty, 
becauſe he not onely knew himſelf very innocent, but believ'd he thould 
not be without ample Evidence of it, having by his ſole Charity and 
Power, preſerved very many of the Emglifh Protcitants, from the rage 
and fury of the 7riſh, and therefore he onely beſought the Marqueſs to 
preſerve him from the violence of the Souldiers, and to pur him ſecurely 
into Dublin, to be tried for any Crime ; witich the Marquels promis'd 
to do, and perform'd it, though with ſo much hazard, that when it was 
ſpread abroad amongſt the Souldiers, that he was a Prieſt, the Officer 
into whoſe Cuſtody he was intruſted, was aſſaulted by them, and it was 
as much as the Marqueſs could do to relieve him, and compoſe the mu- 
tiny. * When he came to Dublis, he informed the Lords Juſtices and 
Council of the Priſoner he had brought with him, of the good Teſt = 
mony he had receiv'd of his peaceable Carriage, of the pains he had 
taken to reſtrain thoſe with whom he had Credit, from entring into 
Rebellion, and of very many charitable Offices he had pertorm'd, of 
which there wanted not Evidence enough, there being many then in 
Dublin, who own'd their Lives, and whatever of their Fortunes was left, 
purely to him, ſo that he doubted not, but that he would be worthy of 
their Prote&tion : Within few days afrer, when the Marqueſs did not 
ſuſpe& the poor man to be in danger, he heard that Sir Charles Coot ( who 
was Provoit Martial General ) had taken him out of Priſon, and cauſed 
him to be put to death, in the morning before or aſloon as it was light ; 
of which Barbarity, the Marqueſs complained to the Lords Juſtices, but 
was fo far from bringing the other ola queſtion'd, that he found him- 
ſelf to be upon ſome diſadvantage, for thinking the proceeding to be 
otherwiſe then it ought to have been : This was the Caſe of Mr. Higgins, 
; and tius the Marquelſs's pre in it ; and the poor man was ſo far trom 

complaining of his breach of Promiſe at his death, ( how confidently 
ſoever it be aver'd ) that he exceedingly acknowledged the Favour he 
had receiv'd from his Lordſhip, prayed for his Proſperity, and lamented 
his want of Power to do that, which the World faw his inclination 

rompted him to. 

The proceeding againſt Mr. Whzte, was very different, and in this 
manner ; The Marqueſs being upon his march with his Army, he quar- 
ter'd one night at Cloniz, an houſe of the Earl of Weſt-Meaths; who 
was reſiding there with his Wife and Family ; when he was at Supper, 
( many of the Officers being at the Table) the Lady of the Houſe 
(upon ſome whiſper ſhe receiv'd from a Servant) expreſſed ſome 
trouble in her Countenance, which the Marqueſs ({ who fate next her ) 
perceiving, asked her what the matter was, ſhe told him 1n his ear, that 
the was 1n great apprehenſion of an honeſt man who was in her houſe, 
and much tear'd the Souldiers, confeſſing he was a Prieſt ; The Mar- 
queſs replied, that if he was in the houle, and kept himſelf there, he 
was in no rap 1 tor, as the Souldiers would attempt nothing while 
the Marqueſs ſtard there, ſo he would leave a Guard at his departure, 
that ſhould ſecure it againſt Straglers, or any Party that ſhould ſtay be- 
hind ; which he did accordingly, In the morning when he was ready 
to march, he receiv'd information, that the Rebels were poſleſled of a 
Paſs, by which he was to go; whereupon he ſent ſome Troops to get 
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a Foard, three miles from the way the Army was to march, and by that 
means, to come upon the Rear of the Rebels by the time the Army 
ſhould come to the Paſs ; which being done, after a ſhort Encounter, 
in which many were killed, the Rebels were put to flight, and the Paſs 
gain'd: In this ation, Mr. White was taken on Horſe-back with a 
Caſe of Piſtols, who deſired to be brought to the Marqueſs, which being 
done, he told him he was the Perſon, tor whom the Counteſs of We/#- 
Meath had beſought his favour the night before, and that his Lordſhip 
had promiſed that he ſhould be fate ; The Marqueſs told him, it he were 
the ſame Perſon? it was his own fault that he was not ſafe, it he had 
ſtaid in the houſe he was in, this had not befaln him ? that it was now 
out of his Power to preſerve him, himſelf being bound to purſue thoſe 
Orders which the Lords Juſtices had given him; Nevertheleſs, he did 
endeavour to have ſaved him, at leaſt ll he might be brought to Dublin : 
But the whole Army poſleſſed with a bitter ſpirit againſt the Romz/þ 
Clergy, mutinied upon it, and in the end compelled the Marqueſs to 
leave him unto that Juſtice, which they were authoris'd to execute, and 
ſo put him to death. Who can now upon theſe two Inſtances, and no 
other can or have been given, reaſonably and honeſtly ſay, that the Mar- 
queſs hath had his hands defiled with the blood of Prieſts? And from 
thetime that he had the chief Power committed to him, there was not one 
Prieſt ( how Maliciouſly, Rebelliouſly, or Treacherouſly ſoever, they 
behaved themſelves againſt the Kings Service, and the Perſon of the 
Lord Lieutenant ) who ſuffered death, but alſo all other a&ts of Blood 
and Rage, which are not neceſſary, though _ avoidable in the moſt 
juſt War, were declined and diſcountenanced by him ; nay ! for his Re- 
ſpect to affairs of this nature, ( that they might be evenly, and without 
paſſion carried on ) did he not often undergo ( even with his own chow Þ, 
a ſuſpicion of not being ſufficiently taithtul? The Conſequences of whic 
had 'many Cenſures : The truth is, the Rebellion was odious to him, yet 
his deſire ( often to reclaim the 7ri/þ by Mercy ) palliated, what other- 
wiſe might have finiſhed ( ſome thought ) the War, ſooner then it had 
its Determination. 

I ſhall paſs over the many Tautologies, and impertinent Calum- 
nies in the Gd Declaration, all whichare ſufficiently anſwer'd and clear'd, 
by what is already contain'd in this Narrative, and ſhall * onely inſert 
their concluſion in their own words, as followeth,—For the prevention 
of theſe Evils, and that the Kingdom may not be utterly loſt to his Ma- 
zeſty, and his Catholick Subjects, this Congragieion of Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops , and other Prelates and Dignitaries of both Clergies of this 
Kingdom, found our ſelves bound in Conſcience ( atter great delibera- 
tion ) to declare againſt the continuance of his Majeſties Authority, in 
the Perſon of the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond, having by his Miſgovern- 
ment, ill Condut&t of his Majeſties Army, and breach of Publick Faith 
with the People, in ſeveral Particulars of the Articles of Peace, ren- 
dred himſelf incapable of continuing that great Truſt any longer, being 
queſtionable before his Majeſty, for the aforeſaid Injuries and il-Go- 
vernment , to which effett, we will joyn with other Members of 
this Kingdom, in drawing a Charge againſt him : And we hereby mani- 
teſt to the People, that they are no longer obliged to obey the Orders 
and Commands of the ſaid Marqueſs of Ormond, but are, until a 
General Aſſembly of the Nation can be conveniently called together, 


unanimouſly 
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' unanimouſly to ſerve againſt the common Enemy, for the defence of the 
Catholick Religion, his Majeſties Intereſt, their Liberties, Lives, and 
Fortunes, in purſuance of the Oath of Aſſociation, and to obſerve in the 
mean time the form of Government the ſaid Congregation ſhall pre- 
ſcribe, until otherwiſe ordered by an Aſſembly, or until upon Applicati- 
on t6 his Majeſty, he ſettle the ſame otherwiſe. And we do Fulminate the 
annexed Excommunication of one date, with this Declaration againſt all 
oppoſers of the ſaid Declaration. 


Here we are arrived at one of the moſt fatal Concluſions of a deſpe- 
rate People any Hiſtory ever mention'd; yet ( as the caſe ſtood ) it was 
not poſſible tor his Excellency to chaſtiſe their folly and madneſs ; ſuch 
a reverence and eſteem this unhappy Nation hath ever had of their Cler- 
gy, that a ſeditious Frier ( and he happily none of their higheſt Order 
neither ') could take the Colours in the head of a Regimen, and ' pro- 
nouncing damnation to thoſe who ſhould preſume to won, contrary 
to the General's command, cauſed the Soldiers to throw .down their 
Arms, and disband, as fell out in an Expedition at Xi/kemny. Nor was it 
poſlible tor the Marquis of Ormond to procure Juſtice to be inflicted in a 
Civil or Martial way upon an Eccſeſiaſtical Perſon, let his crime be what 
it would : ſince even they whoſe zeal and affection to his Majeſties Ser- 
vice was unqueſtionable, and who were as highly offended at the in- 
tolerable carriage and proceedings of the Biſhops and Clergy as they 
ought to be, and whoſe duty was not -1n the leatt degree ſhaken by their 
Declaration and Excommunication, were yet ſo tender of thoſe Immuni- 
ties and Priviledges which were ſaid to belong to the Church, and fo jea- 
lous of the behaviour of the People in any caſe, which ſhould be declared 
a violation of thoſe Priviledges, that they would by no means have an 
hand in inflicting capital puniſhment upon any Church-men, without the. 
approbation and co-operation of the Biſhops, who were not like to be ſo 
hard-hearted as to conſent unto any judgment upon the Acceſlories in 
thoſe crimes, in which themſelves were the Principal : So that he muſt 
not onely have determined by his own ſingle will and judgment, what 
was to be done in thoſe Caſes, but he muſt have executed thoſe determi- 
nations with his own hand. And this conſideration obliged the Marquis 
to all thoſe condeſcenſions and ſufferings, and upon all occaſions to en- 
deavour to diſpoſe and perſwade thoſe Prelates from any obſtinate and 
ruinous reſolutions, rather than to declare them to be enemies, whom he 
could neither reform or puniſh. 

The Excommunication was no ſooner publiſhed by the Congregation, 
and conſented and approved by the other part of the Biſhops and Clergy, 
ſitting at Ga/way, but they quickly diſcerned how imprudently, as well as 
unwarrantably they had proceeded in order to their own ends ; and that 
they had taken care onely te diſſolve and disband all their Forces, with- 
out making any kind of proviſion for the oppoſition of. the Parliaments 
Forces, who had quickly notice of their ridiculous madneſs, and were 
thereupon advancing with their whole Power upon them ; the people 
generally, who forelaw what muſt be the iſſue ofthat contuſion, thought 
of nothing but compounding with the Enemy upon any condition; the 
Nobility, prime Gentry, and the Commiſſioners of Truſt, who ſaw their 
whole Power and Juriſdiction wreſted from them, and aſſumed and ex: 
erciſed by the Congregation, continued their application to the Lord 
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Lieutenant, and defired him not to leave them expoſed to the confuſion 
which muſt attend his departure. The graveſtand moſt pious Clergy la- 
mented the unskilful ſpirit of the reſt ; and even ſome of the Biſhops, and 
others, who were preſent at the Congregation, and ſubſcrib'd to the 
Excommunication, diſclaim'd their having conſented to it, though they 
were oblig'd to ſign it for conformity : So that they found it neceſia 
within leſs than three days after the publiſhing it, to ſuſpend that dread. 
ful Sentence; and yet that it might appear how unwillingly they did 
thoſe adts of ſobriety and gentleneſs, it will not be amiſs to ſet down 
the Letter it ſelf, which the Titular Biſhop of Cloxfert, and Dottor 
Charles Kelly writ to the Officers of the Army, under.the Command of 
the Lord Marquis of Clanrickard to that purpoſe, which was in theſe 
words.

Efterday we received an Expreſs from the reſt of our Congregation at 
Galway, bearing their ſenſe to ſuſperd the effett of the Excommu- 
nication proclaimed by their Orders,till the ſervice at Athlone be performed, . 
fearing on the one fide a diſperſion of the Army, and on the other fide have 
received certain nes, was of the Enemies approach unto that Place, with 
their full force and number of fighting men, and thereupon would have us 
concur with them in ſuſpending the ſaid Excommunication. As for our part, 
we do judge that ſuſpenſion to be unneceſſary, and full of inconveniencies, 
which we apprehend may enſue, becauſe the Excommunication may be obeyed, 
and the ſervice not negletted, if the People were pleaſed to undertake the 
ſervice in the Clergies name, without relation to the Lord of Ormond: 
Tet Joaring the cenſure of Jugplartty in a matter of ſo higha ſtrain agaiuſt 
us, or to be deewd more forward in Excommunicating then others ; alſs 
fearing the weakneſs of ſome ( which we believ'd the Congregation fear d ) 
we are pleas'd to follow the major Vote, and againſt our own opinion concur 
with them, and do hereby ſuſpend the ſaid Cenſure as above ; provided al- 
ways, that after the Service perform'd, or the Service be thought unne- 
ceſſary by the Clergy, or when the ſaid Clergy ſhall renew it, it ſhall be 
preſently incurred, as if the ſaid Suſpenfion had never been interpoſed. And

If this Authentick Truth ( of which there is not room for the leaſt 
doubt) were not inſerted, who could believe it poſſible, that men endu'd 
with common underſtanding, and profeſſing the Do&rine of Chriſtia- 
nity, and Allegiance of Subje&ts, could, upon deliberation, publiſh ſuch 
Decrees? And who can wonder that a People, enſlaved to, and condu- 
&ed by ſuch Spiritual Leaders, ſhould become a Prey to any Enemy, 
though ſupplied with leſs pow&@, vigilance, and dexterity, than the 
Parliaments Forces always were, who have prevailed againſt them, —_ 

who 
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who by all kind of reproaches, rigour, and tyranny, have made that 
froward and unhappy Congregation pay dear Intereſt, for the contempt 
and indignity with which they proſecuted their Sovereign and his 
Authority. 

His Majeſty that now is, being about this time in Sco?/and, in proſecu- 
tion of the recovery ofhis Kingdoms, was by the X7r&k Party, which poſ- 
ſeſs'd the Power of that Kingdom) farced to ſign a Declaration, By which 
the Peace concluded with the Iriſh Catholicks 1648. by Authority of the 
late King of ever glorious memory, and confirmed by himſelf, was pro- 
nounced and adjudged void, and that his Majeſty 'was abſolved from any 
obſervation of it : And this not grounded updn thoſe particular Breaches, 
Violations, and Afﬀronts, which had been offered to his Majeſties Autho- 
rity, and contrary to the expreſs Articlss, Proviſo's, and Promiſes of 
that Treaty ; but upon the Juppoſed unlawfulneſs of concluding any Peace 
with thoſe Perſons, who were branded with many ignominious reproaches. 
And though this Declaration in point of time iſſued after the Excommu- 
nication at Fames-town, yet the notice of it came ſo near the time of the 
publication of the other, that the Clergy inſerted it in their Declaration, 
as if it had been one of the principal Cauſes of their Excommunication, 
thereby deluding the People, as it that expedient of their Excommuni- 
cation had been the onely foundation of ſecurity to the Nation, and their 
particular Fortunes. 

When the Marquis firſt heard of that Declaration in Scotland, he did 
really believe it a Forgery, contrived either by the Parliament, or the 
Triſh Congregation, to ſeduce the People from their Aﬀection and Loy- 
alty to the King ; but ſoon after, viz.the 13h. of Otoher,being afſured of 
its authentickneſs, he immediately (with the advice of the Commiſſioners 
of Truſt ) iſſued his Orders, ( viz. the 24th. of Ottober ) tor the meeting 
of an Aſſembly at Loghreogh, on the 15th. of Novemb. and in the mean 
time, on the 234. of Ofob. forthe better compoſing of the minds of men, 
and preventing thoſe diſtempers and jealouſies which might be infuſed, 
he writ from Ezis to the Commiſſioners of Truſt, and took notice of 
that Declaration which was publiſhed in Scot/and, and told them, That 
however the affronts put upon his Majeſty had been many, and were ob- 
ſtinately perſiſted in to that day, and in ſuch Places, whereupon evi- 
dently depended the preſervation or loſs of the whole Kingdom, where- 
of he had ſeveral times given notice to them, and followed the ways ad- 
viſed by them for the reclaiming ns ſaid Places without ſucceſs ; yet con- 
ſidering the Declaration gain'd from his Majeſty, was without hearing 
what could be faid by the Nation in their own defence, and ſuch as in- 
volved it generally ( without exception ). in the guilt of Rebellion ; he 
thought it fit to let them know, That ( fince the Declaration was by undue 
means obtain'd from his Majeſty) he was reſolved, by all the means it ſhould 
pleaſe God to offtr unto him, and through all hazards in the behalf of the 
Nation, to infiſt upon, and inſert the lawfulneſs of the conclufion of the 
Peace, by vertue of the aforeſaid Authority, and that the ſaid Peace was 
ſtill valid and of force, and binding unto ki Majeſty and all his Subjefts : 
And herein he told them he was reſolved, by the bel of God, to perfiſt, un- 


tl both himſelf, and ſuch as ſhould in that behalf be intraſted and autho- 
rifed by the Nation, ſhould have free and ſafe acceſs to his Majeſty ; and 
until, upon mature and unreſtrained confideration of what might on all ſides 
be ſaid, his Majeſty ſhould have declared his Royal pleaſure upon thoſe Af 
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"Ts fronts that had been oy upon his Authority. Provided, that in the mean 
SNL time, and immediate 


, Firſt, That all the Aﬀs, Declarations, and Excom- 
munications iſſued by the Biſhops ( met at James-town i» Auguſt /aſt ) 


"againſt his Majeſties Authority in him, and the Peoples giving obedience 


thereunto, ſhould be by them reveked ; and ſuch aſſurance given, as ſhould 
be agreed by him and the Commiſſioners of Truſt, that they nor any of them 


ſhould attempt the like for the future ; and that they ſhould contain them- 
ſelves within the bounds preſcribed by the Articles of Peace, whereof they 


are Parties. Secondly, That it ſhould be immediately declared by the 
Commiſſioners of Truſt, that the ſaid Declaration, Excommunication, and 
other Proceedings of the ſaid Biſhops, was an unwarrantable uſurpation upon 
his Majeſties juſt Authority,and in them a violation of the Peace : And that 
in caſe the Biſhops ſhould not ggve the aſſurance before expreſſed, or having 
given it, ſhould not obſerve the ſame, that they would endeavour to brin 
the offenders to condign puniſhment, purſuant unto, and as is preſcribed by 
the Laws of the Kingdom, as diſturbers of the Peace of the Kingdom, and 
otſtruftors of the means of prereg the ſame. Thirdly, That the like De- 
claration ſhould be made by all that derive Authority from his Majeſty, Ci- 
vil or Martial, -and by the reſpetive Mayors, Aldermen, Common-Coun- 
cils, Burgeſſes, and other Magiſtrates in all the Corporations of the King 
dom. Fourthly, That the Lord Lieutenant ſhould be permitted to make his 
free and ſafe Reſidence in any Place he ſhould chooſe, within the Limits not 
poſſeſſed by the Parliament. Fitthly, That he ſhould be. immediately ſuffered 
to Garriſon ſuch Places, and in ſuch manner, according to the Articles o 
Peace, as he ſhould find neceſſary. for the defence of the Kingdom. In the 
laſt place he wiſh'd them, That ſome preſent — might be canes his 
ſupport, in ſome proportion anſwerable to his Place, yet with regard to the 
Kingdom ; which laſt, he ſaid, he ſhould not have propoſed, but that he was 
deprived of all his own Fortune, whereupon he had wholely ſubhſted ever 
fince his coming into the Kingdom, 


The Commiſſioners of Truſt received this Letter with all demonſtra- 
tions of reſpeCt and fatisfa&tion, and the very next day return him ; an 
Anſwer, in which, after they had lamented the iſſuing out of that Procla- 
mation in Scotland, they ſaid, 1t greatly comforted them to underſtand, that 
his Excellency was reſolv'd through all hazards in behalf of theNation to infiſt 
upon, and aſſert the Peace, and perſiſt ingſo doing, uutil he, or ſuch as ſhould be 
intruſted and authorized by the Nation, ſhould have free and ſafe acceſs unto 
his Majeſty : And as to thoſe Proviſo's which were expreſſed as neceſſary Con- 
ditionsfor the continuing amongſt them his Majeſties Authority, which ( not- 
withſtanding the Declaration they ſaid,they. did till reverence and embrace 
( beſide ther general profeſſion to aft what lay within their power in the 
ways of his Majeſties ſervice) for his Excellencies ſatisfattion, they return'd 
theſe enſuing Anſwers. As to the firſt, concerning the revocation of thoſe 
Atts, Declarations, and Excommunications iſſued by the Biſhops, and aſ- 
ſurance demanded, that nothing in that kind ſhould be attempted for the 
future. They ſaid, That his Excellency, to whom they had often exprefſ'd 
their reſentment of their proceedings, might be confident, they would la- 
bour as far as in them lay to ſee his Excellency ſatisfi d in that particular ; 
and to that end they would all, or ſome of them, with his allowance, and as 
he ſhould think fit, repair to Galway to treat with the Prelates on Fear 
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Subjett. Unto the ſecond, they anſwered, That albeit they knew by thoſe 1650. 
Cenſures of the Biſhops his Majeſties Authority was invaded, and an un- \ wv 
warranted Government ſet up, contrary to the Laws of the Kingdom, and 
that they were aſſured, no Subjett could be juſtly warranted by that Ex- 
communication, to deny Obedience to his Majeſties Authority in his Ex- 
eellency ; yet being of opinion, that a publick Declaration of that kind in 
that conjuntture of Afﬀairs, ought properly, and would with more countenance 
and Authority move from an Aſſembly than from them; and that by ſuch 
a publick Declaration than from themſelves, they ſhould wholely obſtruft 
the way to prevail with the Prelates to withdraw thoſe As, which was 
defired by the former Propoſition, and likewiſe endanger the Union that 
was neceſſary at preſent in oppoſing the common Enemy, and prejudice the 
hopes of a more perfett Union for the future, wherein the 9; gy ivr of 
the Nation would principally conſiſt. They did therefore humbly beſeech 
his Excellency to call an Aſſembly of the Nation, from whom ſuch a Declara- 
tion as might be effefttual in that behalf, and might ſettle thoſe Diſtrafti- 
ons could onely proceed : Tet if in the mean time, and before the meeting of 
that Aſſembly, thoſe Cenſures then ſuſpended ſhould be revived, they would 
endeavour to ſuppreſs their influence upon the People by ſuch a Declaration 
as ſhould become Loyal Subjets, and men entruſted toſee all due obedience 
wnto his Majeſties Government over the whole Kingdom. To the third 
they anſwered, That they would, at all times, and in ſuch manner as his Ex- 
cefency ſhould think fit to preſcribe, invite all his Majeſties Roman Ca- 
tholick Subjets to ſuch a Declaration, which yet, until they ſhould under- 
Stand the Clergies ſenſe upon the firſt Proviſe, they ſaid, they did humbly 
as fit for a time to forbear. To the fourth, they anſwered, That whatſom- 
ever his Excellency ſhould find to be within their power, and would direft 
to be done concerning the Place of Reſidence for his Perſon, they would rea- 
dily obey his Lordſhips command therein. To the fifth they anſwered, That 
upon conference with his Excellency of the Places fit to be Garriſon'd, 
and the number of Men fit to be put in them, they would, according to the 
Articles of Peace, uſe their utmoſt endeavours to have ſuch Garriſons, ſo 
agreed upon, admitted. And to the laſt they ſaid, They had at all times 
been ready and willing, that his Excellencies Charge brald be ſupported 
out of the Revenue "of the Kingdom ; and that they were now ready to con- 
cur in aſſigning any of the Dues already accrued, or ſuch as ſhould grow due 


hereafter, or to impoſe any new Allotment upon the Subjeft towards his 
maintenance. 


When the Lord Lieutenant perceived, that the temper and defire of 
the Commiſſioners of Truſt was ſo different from that of the Congre- 
gation, and that in truth they: were afflicted and ſcandalized at the ex- 
orbitancy of the other ; and that they thought they ſhould be able to 
reduce them from the deſtruQtive Counſels my were engaged in: He 
would not, upon any experience or judgment of his own, reſtrain then 
from attempting what was not impoſſible to compaſs, and which many The Commif | 
would have concluded would be compaſſed if attempted,and which, what foners ofTruft 
other effe&t ſoever it had, would make evident, that there was not a F004. 
concurrence in the Nation in thoſe Acts which were likely to deſtroy Congregation 
the Kingdom : And therefore he willingly conſented, that the Com- *5G2/=1, bur 
miſſioners ſhould go to Galway, where the Committee of the Congre- quce them to 
gation reſided, whereof the Biſhop of Ferns was one, to whom they reaion. 
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ſhewed the Letter they received from the Lord Lieutenant, and deſired 

ſtare of the Kingdom, and to know from them 
what they conceiv'd remain'd, that might beſt tend to the preſervation of 
the Nation, without keeping the Kings Authority amongſt them ; for 
that many of the moſt conſiderable wouid inſtantly make their conditi- 
ons with the Enemy, if the Kings Authority were taken away ; and 
that there was no hope of keeping or leaving that Authority, but by re- 
voking the Excommunication and Declaration : For the Lord Lieute- 
nant would not ſtay to keep it, nor would he leave it, nor the Marquis 
of Clanrickard undergo it, but on theſe terms: And hereupan they uſed 
all thoſe Reaſons and Arguments which cannot but occur to all men, 
who are not blinded with Paſſion and Prejudice, to induce them to ſuch 
a RetraCtion, as could onely advance the happineſs, or indeed the ſubſi- 
ſtence of the Nation. 

But the Biſhops were inexorable, and inſtead of abating any of that 
fury they had formerly expreſs'd, ( that added new contumelies and re- 
proaches toall the Authority of the King \ they ſaid, They obſerv'd by the 
Lord Lieutenants Letter, that he had informed his Majeity of the Diſ- 
obediences and Aftronts that had been put upon his Authority, and con- 
ſequently; that he had ſuggeſted matter unto his Majeſty, for making 
that Declaration againſt the Peace: That they had peruſed the Declaration 


_ Which had been publiſhed in Scotland, difavowing the Peace : And that 


they were of opinion, for ought appeared to them, That the King had 
withdrawn his Commiſſion and Authority from the Lord Lieutenant ; That 
inthe ſaid Declaration, the Iriſh Nation { as bloody Rebels) were caſt from 
the proteftion of the Kings Laws and Regal Favours. And therefore it 
might be preſum'd, that he would not have his Authority kept over 
ſuch a Nation to govern them ; whereas they had been of opinion, (and 
all their endeavours had been employ'd )) to keep the Kings Authority 
over them : But when his Majeſty throws away the Nation as Rebels 
from his protection, ( withdrawing his own Authority ) they could not 
underſtand the myſtery of preſerving the ſame with them, or over them, 
nor how it could be done: That they believed the beſt remedy ( the 
Kings Authority being taken away by that Declaration ) of meeting 
the Inconveniency, of the Peoples cloſing with the Parliament, 1s the 
returning to the Confederacy, as they ſaid was intended by the Nation, 
incaſe of the breach of Peace .on his Majeſties part ; that, they faid, 
would keep anunion amongſt them, if men would not be precipitately 
guilty of the breach of their Oath of Aſſociation, which Oath, by two 
olemn Orders of two ſeveral Aſſemblies, was to continue binding,if any 
breach of the Articles of Peace ſhould happen on his Majeſties part : 
That the Kings Authority and the Lord Lieutenants Commiſſion being 
recalled by that Declaration, they were of opinion, that the Lord Lieu- 
tenant had no Authority to delegate his Authority to any other. And if 
they muſt expoſe their Lives and Fortunes to the hazard of fighting to 
the making good of that Peace, ſeeing the danger was alike to detend 
that, or get a better Peace, why ſhoulf they bind themſelves within the 
limits of thoſe Articles ſo diſfowned ? And ſo with ſeveral Tautologies, 
urged the Declaration in Scotland, as a ground and excuſe for all their pro- 
ceedings, when what they had done ( as we have before took notice of ) 
was before the iſſuing forth of that Declaration. In fine, they con- 
cluded, they could not conſent with ſafety of Conſcience to the revolting 
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their Declaration and Excommunication demanded by the Lord Lieute- 
nant, nor to give aſſurance to him, or the Commiſſioners of Truſt, for 
not attempting the like for the future. And to maniteſt their inveterate 
malice againſt him, . being in Ga/way) the Captain of the Guard of the 
Town, commonly called, The Captain of the Guard of the young men, did 
make ſearch for him in the ſaid Town as after a criminal perſon, or a 
fugitive, thereby endeavouring to bring contempt and ſcorn upon him, 
and his Majeſties Authority placed in him. 

And now you muſt know, they would not make this Declaration in 
caſe of Conſcience of ſo valt an extent and importance, without ( for- 
ſooth ) ſetting down their Reaſons under their hands, -which ( for the 
Doctrine ſake ) I would not conceal from the world, that it may better 
judge of thoſe Spiritual Guides, who made themſelves guilty of that 
mals of miſchiet and ruine that flowed from thence. 

Their firſt Reaſon was, Becauſe the Kings Authority was not in the 
Lord Lieutenant, nor was then ( they faid ) power in them to confer a 
new Authority on him, which would be deſtructive to the Nation if it 
continued in lim, and preſervative in another ; and that, they ſaid, was 
their ſenſe when they declared againſt the Kings Authority in his Per- 
ſon ; ſo that though they had ralonigeion enough to take the Kings Au- 
thority out of his Lieutenants hands by their Declaration and Excom- 
munication, and to inhibit all men to ſubmit unto it, they had now mo- 
deſty to confeſs, they had not power to confer any new Authority on, 
their Faculty of deſtroying being more prevalent than that of pre- 
ſerving. 

Their ſecond Reaſon was, They feared they ſhould loſe the few 
Churches remaining under his Government, as they had loſt under him 
all the Churches in the Cities of Waterford, Kilkenny, Wexford, Roſs, 
Clonmel, Caſhel, Featherd, Kilmallock, and the reſt ; in which, they ſaid, 
they agreed with the Maccabees, Maximus vero & primus pro ſan{titate 
timorerat Templi : By whoſe ill Government thoſe Cities wereloſt, ap- 
pears by what hath been ſaid before, and how well the few that were then 
left were kept, after they had forced the Marquis to depart the Kingdom, 
is well known to the World. 

The third Reaſon they thought fit, was, Becauſe the Lord Lieutenant 
had declared at Cork, that he would maintain, during his life, the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, according to the example of the beſt Reformed 
Churches ; which might be the ſame with the Covenant for ought they 
knew. They faid, They could not expect from him the defence of the 
Catholick Religion, which was a ſtrange obje&tion againſt a Proteſtant 
Lieutenant of a Proteſtant King, under whoſe Government they pretend- 
cd to be deſirous to live : And whatſoever had been declared by the Lord 
Lieutenant at Cork in that particular, before the concluſion of the Treaty 
of Peace, and Publiſhed and Printed the 6th. of Ofober, 1648. and well 
known to the Biſhops, who after the ſame, and notwithſtanding that 
Declaration, with all demonſtrations of cheerfulneſs gave their conſents 


to that Peace, which they now think fit to break, becauſe of that De- 


claration. 

The fourth Reaſon was caſt in the ſame mould, The ſcandal over the 
World, to make choice of one of a difterent Religion, eſpecially in Rome, 
where his Holineſs expe&ed, that a Catholick Governour ſhould be 
placed over them, (according to his Agreement or Articles ( as it was re- 
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1650. ported) with the Queen of England, which the Marquis knew to be an 
WY aſperſion)- and they ſaid, They did fear the ſcourges of the War, and the 
Plague that had faln ſo heavy upon them, were ſomeevidence of Gods 
anger for putting Gods Cauſe and the Churches under ſuch an hand ; 
whereas that truſt might have been managed ina Catholicks hand, un- 
der the Kings Authority. Which Reaſon indeed had moſt ingenuity 
in it ; and whenſoever they digeſted their malice and their preju- 
dice in thoſe Perſonal Reproaches and Calumnies, which they knew 
to be moſt untrue, if they had frankly declared and excepted againſt 
him for being a Proteſtant, they had more complied with the dictates 
and integrities of their hearts. And yet it might appeara very unskilful 
and imprudent ſuggeſtion, to make the humour of the Court of Rowe, 
the Rule of obedience to their Sovereign, and to diſcourſe of chooſing a 
Perſon of what Religion - thought fit to be his Vice-gerent ; as if 
they, not he, were to be conſulted in it, which would adminiſter much 
cauſe of jealouſie unto a Proteſtant King, and to his Proteſtant Subjects, 
if it were not weil known to them, that ſome of the Catholick Nobility 
and Gentry of the Nation were Enemies ( at leaſt ſeemingly ) to thoſe re- 
ſolutions, that unhappy part of the Catholick Biſhops did broach and pro- 
pagate, which alone have reduced that Nation to the calamities it then 
and ſince underwent. 

The fifth Reaſon, that they ſhould find no favour nor countenance, 
but reproach and diſgrace from any Catholick Prince, Church, or Laity, 
while the Marquis Governed ; when in truth, ſince that time, and that 
their proceedings have been taken notice of, the Catholick Princes have 
looked upon them as incapable of any ſuccour or countenance, and have 
accordingly left them to the rage of their Perſecutors. Their other Rea- 
ſons were more Vulgar, and too often before recited ; exceptions to his 
Perſon, inreſpect of the ill ſucceſs of his Conduct, and the prejudice the 
People had to him in regard of the fame: And the too conſiderable 
Corporations remaining ( which were Limerick and Galway ) were at fo 
great diſtance with the Lord Lieutenant, that they were reſolved to ap- 

ar (as intheir intentions and aCtions they -conceiv'd they were) faith- 

ul to the Crown, and obedient to the Kings Authority, it placed in an- 
other Perſon. To which ſuggeſtions, nothing need to be added to what 
hath been faid in this Diſcourſe, of the demeanor of thoſe particular 
Places; nor can the obſervation be avoided, That it was. the natural 
prattice of this Congregation, to uſe all their induſtry and artifice to infuſe 
Jealoufie and ſedition into the People, and diſtruſt and obſtinacy into the Cor- 
porations ; and then to urge that jealouſte, prejudice, and indiſpoſition of the 
People and Corporations, to countenance any thing they thought fit to do or 
oppoſe. They concluded, that the event of War being uncertain, if the 
Nation ſhould be reduced to a condition of agreeing with the Enemy, 
the Lord Lieutenant would not be a fit man to. agree tor the exerciſe of 
their Religion, for their Churches, Altars, or any thing concerning the 
ſame. And therefore they ſaid, That the beſt way that occurred to them 
in this preſſing exigency, for the union of the Nation, and keeping them 
from agreeing with the Enemy, was, That the Marquis of Clanrickard, 
(in whom, according to the ſenſe of the Congregation at Fames-town, 
they deſired the Kings Authority ſhould be left ) that he might Govern 
the Nation, with the conſent of all Parties, and the Kings Authority 
be taken away from the Lord Lieutenant until an Aſſembly : And to. 
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that end, that a free and lawful Aſſembly might be made, to ſit to judge 
upon the Peoples preſervation, and to ; ow and order what ſhould be 
beſt and fafeſt for the detence of the Nation. Touching the Kings Au- 
thority to be kept over them, and the Peace to be aflerted and made 
good, or to renew the Aſſociation, or any thing elſe they ſhould find beſt 
and molt expedient, and unto that they would willingly ſubmit ; for 
they ſaid, they never intended to hinder an Aſſembly, or to give Laws 
to the People ; all that they endeavour'd was, to detend the Altars, and 
Souls entruſted to them : And as they were of opinion, that the Soldi- 
ers would follow the Marquis of Clazrickard, and the People obey him, 
ſo they would contribute their beſt endeavours to that effect. The 
further gave aſſurance, that it any free and lawful Aſſembly ( upon due 
conſideration of their own ſtate and condition ) ſhould find it the beſt 
way, for their own fatety and preſervation, to make an Agreement with 
the Enemy, as they intended never, by the grace of God, to grant away 
from them by an Affirmative conſent to the Churches and Altars, ee 
forced from them, they were blameleſs ) ſo would they not hinder 
the People from compounding with the Enemy for the ſafety of 
their Lives and Eſtates, when no way of offence was appearing, though, 
upon ſuch an Agreement, they ſaw, that they alone ſhould probably be 
loſers of Lives, States, Churches, Altars, Immunities, and Liberties : But 
in ſuch ContraQts with the Enemy, it any ſhould happen + which they 
wiſhed God would avert) they ſhould pray and conjure the Romz/h 
Clergy of England, that that of the Maccatees might be recorded of them 
to future Ages, Erat pro uxoribus & filits profratribus & cognatis minor 
ſolicitudo, maximus vero& primus pro ſanilitateerat timor Templi, And 
this was the Anſwer delivered to the Commiltioners of 'Truſt, upon the 
5th. day of November, 1650. at Galway, by the Biſhops of XKi/ala, Ferns, 
Kilmacduogh, Clonfert, Kilfinara, and Dromore, ( after ſeveral and lon 
Conferences, with the Commiſſioners of Truſt, who were Authoriſed by 
the Nation ) unto the Propoſals preſented by the Commiſſioners to the 
Committee of the Congregation, the 29th. of Ottob. 1650. 

Here we cannot avoid obſerving, by the expreſs words of the Con- 
cluſion, upon their Reaſons in their Conference with the Commiſſioners, 
that though they ſeem'd to deſire, that the Marquis of Clanrickard 
( whoſe zeal to the Romiſh Religion, and Intereſt in the Nation, was fo 
notorious and confeſſed, that they durſt not piiblickly repine at his 
known affeftion and integrity to the King ) might govern the Nation 
with the conſent of all Parties, and that the Kings Authority in the 
Lord Lieutenant might be left in him ; yet they declared, they meant it 
ſhould onely beuntil an Aſſembly ( which they well knew, by ' the ex- 
preſs terms of the Articles of Peace, could be onely lawfully conven'd by 
the Lord Lieutenant ) and then that Aſſembly ſhould judge of the Peo- 
ples preſervation; and to decree and order what ſhould be the beſt and 
lafeſt for the defence of the Nation ; touching the Kings Authority to be 
kept over them, the Peace to be aſſerted and made 8900s or to renew the 
Aſſociation, or any thing elſe they ſhould find beſt and moſt expedient : 
So that they intended no other Honour to the Marquis of Clanrickard, 
thanthat by his countenance and reputation they might perſwade the 
Lord Lieutenant to leave the Kings Authority behind him, and that he 
ſhould call an Aſſembly ( which they would otherwiſe do __ 
which they were ſure ſhould be conſtituted, for the moſt part, of ſuc 
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Men, as would follow their Dictates, by which himſelt ſhould be diveſted 
of that Power, and the King _— rom any further Dominion over 
them, when they perſwade any foreign Prince to take them into his Pro- 
tection ; which practice they quickly ſet on foot. And tor the further 
manifeſtation of their Afﬀection and Loyalty to the King, which they can- 
not endure ſhould be called yet in queſtion, it 1s obſervable, that theſe 
Men, who had ſo often contraditted and controuled the expreſs Acts of 
every Aſſembly, that had been convened ſince the beginning of theſe 
Troubles, and now commanded the People, under pain of damnation, 
not to yield any obedience to the King's Authority in his Lieutenant, and 
declared, that they could not ({ with the ſafety of their Conſciences 
conſent to the Propoſitions which he had lately made, for the uniting the 
Nation in defence of the Peace, fo advantagious to their Liberty and Re- 
ligion, which the Commiſſtoners,intruſted by and for the Nation, thought 
ſo reaſonable : Theſe Men, I ſay, made no ſcruple of profeſſing and de- 
claring, that if an Aſſembly, upon due conſideration of their 1tate and 
condition, ſhould find it the beſt way for their ſafety and preſervation, to 
make an Agreement with the Enemy, they would not hinder the People 
from compounding with them, for the ſatety of their Lives and States: 
Which being ſeriouſly conſidered, we cannot ſufficiently wonder, at the 
ſtrange ſtupid reſignation of their Underſtandings, who believed ( or ra- 
ther at the wonderful contempt of thoſe Underſtandings, which would 
be perſwaded to believe ) that this Congregation had loyal Purpoſes to- 
ward the King, or that they never intended to hinder the Aſſembly, or 
give Law to the People, when they cancell'd all fundamental Laws, broke 
through all Acts of their own Aſſembly, and forbad the People to pay 
any obedience to the King's Vicegerent, who had only the lawful Power 
of Government over them. 

The more extravagant and unreaſonable theſe Proceedings were of the 
Congregation and Clergy, the more confident many honeſt and wiſe 
Men were, that the Aſſembly of the Nation would regulate and controul 
that il-limited Power, and utterly diſ-avow all that they had done ; and 
therefore they who were exceedingly offended and enraged againſt the 
Congregation, were ſolicitous and importunate with the Lord Lieutenant 
to call an Aſſembly : And though he had too much experience of the 
Nature and Temper of the People, and of the tranſcendent Power the 
Clergy ſhould ſtill have over any Aſſembly, or at leaſt over the People, 
when the Aſſembly had done what it could, to hope for any good effect 
from it : And though he ſaw, he thould thereby the moreexpoſe his own 
Honour, and ({ which he conſidered more ) the Dignity ot his Maſter, 
to new Inſolencies ; yet ſince he reſolved to leave the Kingdom himſelf, 
and was only un-reſolved, whether he ſhould leave the King's Authority 
behind-him, liable to the ſame Indignities and Aftronts, in the Perſon of 
the Marqueſs of Claxrickard, which it had been ſubje&to in his own,and 
could have no kind of aſſurance that it ſhould not, but by the Profeſſions 
and Proteſtations of an Aſſembly, he did reſolve to call one, and iſſued 
out his Letters for their meeting upon the 15th. of November, 1650. at 
Loghreogh, wherethey met accordingly. And the Biſhops, for remoy- 
ing ( as they faid) of any Jealoufies that any might apprehend of their 
Proceedings, declared and proteſted, That by therr Excommunication aud 
Declaration at James-town, they had no other aim, than the preſervation 


of the Catholick Religion, and the People ; and that they did not purpoſe to 


make 
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make any viſible Vſurpation on his Majeſty's Authority, nor on the Liberty 
of the People, confeſſng, that it did not belong to their Furiſdifttion ſo to dy. 
With which Proteſtation (fo contrary to what they had done, and which 
in truth they had fo often made, even at thetime they did-all things con- 
trary to it ) the Aſſembly was fatisfied, -and did not ſo much as make 
another Proteſtation, that the Biſhops had done what they ought not to 
do, nor exact a Promiſe from them, that they would not do the like in 
time to come. | So that the Lord Lieutenant was refolv'd to look no more 
for ſatisfaction from them, nor expoſe the King's Authority any fur- 
ther, by leaving any Deputy behind him, but prepared for his depar- 
rure, 

When the Aſſembly underſtood his Reſolution, and faw plainly that 
he was even ready to depart, his Goods and many of his Servants being 
on Ship-board, they ſent four Members, the Lord Dillon, Clanrickard, 
&c. of their Houſe, to him at X;{cogan, with an Inſtrument in writing, 
( bearing date from Loghreogh, the 7th. of December ) in which they re- 
peated, ( concerning the Excommunication and Declaration ) what the 
Biſhops had proteſted in that Aſſembly ; and of his Excellency's Letter; 
dated the 16th. of November laſt, recommending to them, as the chief 
End for which that Aſſembly was called, the removing of all Diviſions, 
as the beſt way to their Preſervation. They the ſaid Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and the Gentry met in that Aſſembly, conceiv'd, That there was 
wot a better Foundation or Ground for their Union , than the holding 
70 and obeying his Majeſty's Authority, to which they owed and ought to pay 
all dutiful Obedience : And they Bd thereby declare and proteſt, T hat their 
Allegiance unto his Majeſty's Authority was ſuch, and ſo inherent in them, 
that they would not be withdrawn from the ſame, nor was there any Power 
in the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, Gentry or People, Clergy or Laity of 
the Kingdom, that could alter, change, or take away his Majeſty's Authority, 
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they m—_ that to be the chief Flower of the Crown, and the ſupport of the 


Peoples Liberty, which they did thereby proteſt,declare and avow, and that 
they did eſteem the ſame, and obedience thereunto, effentially, inviolably, 
and juſtly due from them, and the chiefeſt means under God, to uphold their 
Union and Preſervation : And they por They did unanimouſly beſeech his 
Excellency, in his great affeftion to the advancement of his Majeſty's Service, 
and his hearty defires of the Nations Preſervation, to which,they ſaid,he had 
Relations of the higheſt Concernment in Blood, Alliance, and Intereſt, to 
leave that Authority with them, in ſome Perſon faithful to his Majeſty,and 
acceptable to the Nation : To which Perſon, when he ſhould be made known 
zo them, they would not only afford all due obedience, but would alſo offer 
and propoſe the beſt ways and means, that God would pleaſe to dirett them 
to, Foy the preſervation of his Majeſties Rights, and the Peoples Intereſts 
and Liberties, and for the begetting a ready obedience in all Places and 
Perſons, unto his Majeſty's Authority. 

This Advice ( though it carried with it a particular Reſpect from the 
Aſſembly unto the Lord Lieutenant,and an acknowledgement of the faith- 
ful and hearty Aﬀections he had always had, for his Majeſty's Intereſt 
and Service in that Kingdom, contrary to the ſcandalous Declaration ) 
gave not the Marqueſs the leaſt confidence, ' that his Majeſty's Authort 
could find more reſpe& in the Perſon of another, than it had met with 1n 
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i650. his Majeſty s Kingdom and People, provided, that their Declaration might 

SYNLS be ſo far explain'd, as to give the Marqueſs of Clanrickard ful quis pr i 
that the expreſſions they made, touching the obedience they owed and reſolv. 

ed to pay unto his Majeſty's Authority, was meant, the Authority placed 

in his Lordſhip, or any other Governour, deriving or holding his Autho- 

rity from his Majeſty : And that they eſteem it not in the power of any Per- 

ſon, Congregation, or Aſſembly whatſoever, ts diſcharge or ſet the People 

free from obeying his Lordſhip, or any other ſuch Governour, during the 
continuance of the ſaid Authority in him; without which, he ſaid, he could 

not ( in Duty to his Majeſty \) leave his Authority, ſubjed to be toſſed to 

and fro, at the uncertain Fancies of any Man or Men, and without any pro- 

bability of ſaving the Nation, which could be no otherwiſe effected, than by 

an abſolate chearful obedience of the People, unto the — placed over 

them.

&C. cember embarqued himſelf at Galway, ( in a ſmall Frigat called the E/:24- 
beth, of 2.8 Tuns,and 4 Guns ) for France, after he had refuſed to receive 

a Paſs from Ireton, who offter'd it, chooſing rather the Seas and Winds, in 

that rough and bluſterous ſeaſon of the year, than to receive an obligation 

from him, having upon the moſt abſtracted Conſiderations of Honour 
and Conſcience, faithfully adhered to his Majeity and the Crown of Eng-. 

land, without any regard had to his own Eſtate and Fortune, as in the 

ACt of Settlement, fo/. 9g. is at large expreſt. And after being toſſed at 

Sea for the ſpace of ſome weeks, and his other is bo in which his Ser- 

vants and Goods, and many other Paſſengers were loit, hearrived in Fa- 

nuary, at St. Malos in Britany ; from whence he went to Parts, and ſoon 

after into Flanders ; thence he was imployed in a Service anſwerable to 

his Fidelity, touching the Duke of Glouceſter, ( then in the Talons of the 

Jeſuits ) whom with ſingular Prudence and Succeſs he recovered : Afﬀter- 

wards he was imbarqued in many Concerns of the Crown, to the hazard 

of his Perſon ; whilſt the Lord Zzchiguin, who had run the Gantlet on all 

ſides, retired into Z7o/and, a Perſon certainly of much Valour and good 

Conduct, ſhewing both in an exemplary manner, whilſt he engaged for 

either Party : Nor can his change of Sides ( to which ſome fay he was 

too mutable )) be ſo properly imputed to any defect of Judgement, as the 

unhappy Criſis of the Times ;. his own expreſſions making it clear, 7hat 

had all things been the ſame they were pretended to be, ' he would have cou- 

tinued as he was ; but Impoſtures being diſcovered, he thought it ill to perſiſt 

in their Fellowſhip. Atterwards indeed he chang'd his Religion, and 

thereby gave a ſuſpicion, that though he fought againſt his Countrey- 

men, he had a reverence for their Idea. Certain it is, he affe&ted much 

tobe Preſident of Munſter, nor could any thing have barr'd him of it, fince 

his Majeſty's happy Return, wherein hzs Servants had the fruits of their 

Fidelity, but his _—_ of Religion, which equally prejudiced the Lord 
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We have before ſpoken of tour Commilſioners ſent from the Parliament, 
who as ſoon as they arrived in /re/and, ( it is neceſſary to tell you ) pre- 
ſently applied themſelves to the Work afore-mention'd; they ſet out ſome 
Proclamations, and travelled into the ſeveral Provinces of the Kingdom, 
uſing the beſt means they could to raiſe Moneys by Sequeſtrations, and 
other ways ; but by reaſon of the multitudes ot Rebels which inteſted all 
the Garriſons, and came up ſo continually about them, little was to be 
done in that way. 

The Lord Lieutenant was no ſooner under fail, than the Aſſembly a 
plied themſelves to the —— of Clanrickard, who was then at his 
Houſe at Loghreogh, and belought him to aſſume the Government, as 
Lord Deputy of 7reland, according to the Power left with him by the 
Lord Lieutenant : But the Marqueſs abſolutely refuted to do it, except 
they ſatisfied the Proviſo that was left in the Lord Lieutenant's Letter to 
them, and that he ſaw ſuch an union among(t them, as might free the King's 
Authority from the Aﬀronts it had been expoſed unto. Hereupon the Aſc 
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ſembly unanimouſly profeſſed all obedience to his Majeſty's Authority, * 


as it was veſted in him, and petition'd him to aſſume it, without which they 

ſaid the Nation would be expos'd to utter ruine. And the Biſhop of Ferns, 
( hitherto averſe to the Royal Authority ) more particularly importuned 
him, in the Name of the Clergy, not to decline a Charge, which could 
only preſerve the King's Power in that Kingdom, and the Nation from de- 
ftruttion, promiſing ſo entire a ſubmiſſion and co-operation from the whole Cler- 
gy, that his Authority ſhould not be diſputed. In turther aſſurance of 
which, the General Aſſembly iflue forth this Declaration: 


By the General Afſembly of the Kingdom of 
Ireland, 


Lthough this Aſſembly hath endeavour d by their Declaration, of the 

7th, of this month, to give full teſtimony of their Obedience to his Ma- 

jeſty's Authority, yet for further ſatisfation, and for removal of all Fealou- 

fres, we do further declare, That the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, Gentry, 

or People, Clergy, or Laity of this Kingdom, ſhall not attempt, labour, endea- 

wour, or do any Att or Atts, to ſet free or diſcharge the People, from yield- 

ing due and perfeft Obedience to his Majeſty's Authority, inveſted in the 

Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard, or any other Governour or Governours of 
this Kingdom. 

And in caſe of any ſuch Labour, Af, or Endeavonr, by which any miſchief 
might enſue, by ſeducing the People, we declare, That no perſon or perſons 
ſhall or ought to be led thereby, but by their diſobedience on any ſuch grounds, 
are liable and ſubjeft to the heavy cenſures and penalties of the Laws of the 
Land in force, and prattis' d in the Reign of Henry the 7th. and other Cas 
tholick Times. 

Nevertheleſs it is further declared, That it is tot meant or intended by 
any thing herein contained, that this Nation will not infiſt __ the perfor- 
mances of the Articles of Peace, and by all juſt ways and means provide 
againſt the breach and violation of the ſame.

There was then in the poſſeſſion of the Roman Catholicks, the entire 
Province of Connaght, in which they had the ſtrong Caſtle of Azhloxe, 
the ſtrong and important Town and Harbour of Ga/way, Sligo, and many 
other leſſer Forts and Places of ſtrenzth. They had alfo a good part of 
the Province of Munſter, and-in it the City of Limerick, which by the 
ſtrong ſituation of it, and the advantages it might have trom Sea, could . 
alone \ with the help of Ga/way ) have maintain'd War againſt all the 
Parliaments Forces in /re/and. They had many Parties of Horſe and Foot 
in Leimſter, Munſter and Vlſter, under Clanrickard, Caſtlehaven, Dillon, 
Muskery, the Earl of Weſtmeath, Hugh O Neal, Dungan, Moor, Preſton, and 
others, which being drawn together, would have conſtituted a greater 
Army than the Enemies were Maſters of. And the Marquels of C/anric- 
kard had argument enough of hope, if he could have been confident of 
the union ot the Nation ; and that he might reaſonably have promiſed 
himſelf, it he could have been confident ot the Afﬀection and Integrity of 
the Clergy, which at length they promiſed with that ſolemnity, that if 
he had not confided therein, the fault would have been imputed to him, 
for they could do no more ( on their part ) to create a beliet in him. 
He was therefore content to take the Charge upon him, and obliged them 
preſently to conſider of the way to keep all the Forces together, when he 
ſhould have drawn them together, and to ſecure the two Towns of Gall- 
way and Limerick with ſtrong Garriſons, which was the firſt Work con- 
cluded on all hands neceſſary to be pertormed. 

The Confede- Very few days had paſſed, ( after the Lord Deputy had upon ſuch their 


races, norwith- Importtunity and Profeſſions, taken the Government upon him ') when 
-oodCondition 1} Was propoſed in the Aſſembly, ( before their Condition was impaired 
they werein, by any other progreſs, or new ſucceſs of the Enemy ) That they might 
_— "*- ſend to the Enemy, to treat with them, por ſarrendring of all that was left, 
Deputy, think 7x70 their hands ; an Inclination the Nuncio was long before inclin'd to, 
ot treating perfwading the ſupream Council ( when there was but ſo much as a ſpeech 
Yide Care Of Truce ) to joyn rather with the Parliamentary Scots, than the Royal- 

; Ameel. Hib, ſts, and pray'd for the ſucceſs thereof, in hopes, that thence much good 
P-339- might accrue to the Catholick Religion. And when the ſame was oppo- 
ſed with indignation, by the major part of the Aſſembly, the Biſhop of 

Ferns himſelf , who had fo lately importuned the Marqueſs of C/a»rictard, 

to aſſume the Charge of Lord Deputy, and made ſuch ample promiſes in 

the Name of the Clergy ) ſeem'd to concur with thoſe who were againſt 

treating. with the Enemy, but inſtead of it very earneſtly preſſed, That 

they might (inorder to their better defence ) return to their ancient Confe- 


deracy, 
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deracy, and ſo proceed in their Preſervationgvithout any reſpett to the King's 
Authority, And this Motion found ſuch concurrence 1n the Aſſembly, 
from the Biſhops, Clergy, and many others, that many of the Officers 
of the Army, and forme of the principalett of the Nobility and Gentry, 
found it neceſfary to expreſs more than ordinary paſſion in their cnt. 
Ction : They told them, They now manifeſted, that it was not their Preju- 
dice to the Marqueſs of Ormond, nor their Zeal to Religion, that had 
franſported them, bat their diſlike of the King's Authority, and their reſo- 
lution to withdraw themſelves from it : That they themſelves would conſtant- 
ly ſubmit to it, and defend it with their utmoſt hazard, as long as they ſhould 
7h able; and when they ſhould be reduced to Extremity, ( that treating with 
the Enemy could no longer be deferred \ they would ( in that Treaty ) make 
20 proviſion for them, Jos be contented that they ſhould be excluded from any 
benefit thereof, who were ſo forward to exclude the King's Authority. 

Upon theſe bold though neceſſary Menaces, to which they had not 
been accuſtomed, the Clergy and their Party ſeem'd to acquieſce, and 
promiſed all concurrence; inaſmuch as from this very time, all the Fa- 
Ctions and Jealouſies which had been before amongſtthem, ſeem'd (out- 
wardly ) quieted, though the 7r;/h ( inall Quarters of which the Enemy 
were poſleſſed ) not only ſubmitted and compounded, but very mary of 
them enter'd into their Service, and marched with them in their Arnues ; 
and the Lord Deputy grew as much into their diſ-favour, as the Lord 
Lieutenant had been ; and his being a Friend to the Marqueſs of Ormond, 
deſtroyed all that Confidence, which his being a Papiſt had merited from 
them. 

The Lord Deputy hereupon, and in conſideration of many reſorting 
to the Parliaments Quarters, iſſued forth this Proclantation.

might be deſtroy'd, had it not receiv'd this Relief. 


For Reformation whereof, we do hereby publiſh and declare, That whoſo- 
ever of the ſaid Inhabitants or Tradeſmen, ſhall not within 14 days after 
publication hereof, withdraw themſelves and their Goods, from the Garri- 
ſons and Quarters of the Enemy, wherein they now remain, to the Quarters 
in obedience to his Majeſty : And whoſoever, after the time aforeſaid, * £9 
preſume to live within a Mile to any of the ſaid Garriſons, ſhall be liable to 
the Confiſcation of their Goods and Chattels, and ſhall tf hy en againſt, 
as adhering in all reſpefts to the Enemy, and Traitors to his Majeſty. 
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1651. And whereas many idle and deſolate Perſons, commonly call'd by the Name 
SYS of Tories, and others, under pretence of going about to his Majeſty's Ser- 
wice, and frequently exatt Meat, Drink, and Money, from the Subjetts, com- 
mitting many Outrages, and ufing their Will for Law, to the ruine and de- 
waſtation of the Kingdom. 

For prevention whereof, we do hereby publiſh and declare, That any Per- 
ſon or Perſons, of that Condition or Nature, who within 14 days after pub- 
lication hereof, ſhall not in-liſt themſelves in his Majeſty's Army, ſhall be 
un-horſed and diſ-arm'd, where-ſoever taken or found, and in their Per- 
ſons proceeded againſt as Traitors. And we require and command the Com- 
manders in chief of his Majeſty's Army, to take Order, that this our Procla- 
mation receive due execution. 

And to the end that no Man may plead ignorance thereof, we require all 
Mayors, Sheriffs, Soveraigns, Portiffs, and Bayliffs, in whoſe hands theſe 
ſhall come, on receipt thereof, within the reſpeftrve Liberties, in the moſt 
publick Places, to cauſe it to be proclaimed. Given under our Hand and 
Seal at Arms, the 24d. day of January, 1650.

But to return to the Parliaments Forces, who ( whilſt the Marqueſs 
of Ormond was thus variouſly treated by the Confederates ) took in the 
Caſtle of Car/ow, as the 27th. of July, Caterlagh, and the roth. of Aug. 
Waterford, commanded by General 7homas Preſton, and the ſtrong Fort 
of Dungannon, under G:les Smith,the 14th. of Aug. as in the North, Char- 
lemont , that nothing indeed they attempted , but reſigned to their 
Power. 

Sn er, Treton this Winter continued at Ai{kenny, becauſe the Plague ( which 

vice from Ki the Summer before had ſo exceedingly raged at Dublin, as 'tis reported, 

oP. there died thereof, 17000 Perſons ) wasnot yet ceaſed, whence he cauſ- 
ed ſeveral Parties to be ſent abroad, which did notable Service in divers 
Parts of the Countrey ; as in taking in Balzmoy, in the X7ngs County, and 
in chaſing back into Thomond, the Earl of Caſtlehaven, as allo in frighting 
the Lord Muskery to his Faſtneſles in Kerry, who ( whilſt the Army was 
proſecuting the Earl of Caſtiehaven ) had burnt the Town and Parts near 
Mackrump , whilſt the Rebels ſurprized two Troops of Horſe, and a 
Commpery of Foot, belonging to Colonel Zanckey, about the midſt of 
February. 

Abowt the 2.1. of February, Colonel Zuſon, with 1600 Foot and 700 
Horſe, march'd to the County of Weſtmeath, to reduce ſome Garrifins, 
and to prevent the Rebels raiſing of Forces there. When he came to 7e- 
crogham, he heard Colonel Preſton and Sir Joh» Dungan had beſieged a 
Caſlle of theirs, in the Xings County, to whoſe Relief he marched as far 
as Terrills Paſs, where he heard that Colonel Reynolds had diſperſed 
them; thence turning towards Mallingar, he took in Kilbridge, wherein 

| he found 200 Barrels of Corn, and the next day enter'd Mu/lingar ; where- 
upon the Enemy quitted 7xets-town, Ledwicks-town, and Diſert, where 
he heard that Colonel Reyno/ds had taken in Donore, in which was found 
; 500 Barrels of Corn; and having garriſon'd Ballimore, thence march'd to 
| Ballimallock, ( a Paſs upon the Aine) and took it, and Sir Thomas 
| Nugent's Caſtle, in one day : Thence drawing towards Finagh, he en- 
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camped againſt 7ough's Caſtle, which ( after the third ſhot )) was deliver- 
ed him, where hearing that Phelim Mac Hugh with 1500 Foot, was 
marching on the other ſide of the River, to the re-enforcement of F/- 
agh, he ſent Sir Theophilus Fones with 400 Horſe,” and his own Regiment 
of F oot, to encounter him, who fell upon them, killing O Cahan,; and di- 
vers conſiderable Officers, with about 400 private Souldiers, and taking 
Priſoners Colonel Mac Done! his Lieutenant General, i Major, 12 Cap- 
tains, 12 Lieutenants, 15. Enſigns, the Quarter-Maſter, and about 376 
private Souldiers, and #ox-Commitſſion Officers, Sir Theophilus perform- 
ing in this, as in all other Expeditions, excellent Service ; whilſt Colonel! 
Huſon ſtormed Finagh, but was repulſed with ſome loſs, though he had 
it ſurrendred the next day -upon Conditions, bearing date the 14th. of 
March, 1650. which Surrender brought in five adjacent Caſtles. 

About May, 1651. Order was taken in Eng/and, for ſending over Re- 
cruits of Foot, and Money to pay and raiſe Men; but by reaſon of the 
numbers ſent into Scotland, there could not many or much be ſpared ; but 
what could be procured, came over very opportunely to re-inforce the 
Army, then ready to march to the Siege of Limerick ; 1retox having 
appointed Sir Charles Coot with 2000 Horſe, and as many choice Nor- 
therly Foot, to march into Connaght, bythe way of $/zgo, which hedid, 
ſeating himſelf before that ſtrong Fort, as though he would have be- 
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for it ; but perceiving that the /r:/þ from all Parts were drawing to its 


Relief, he drew off, and paſſing .( not without difficulty ) the Curlew 
Mountains, enter'd Connaght, and had Athlone, ( by the Lord Dillon ) 
Portumna, with ſome other Places of na yo ſtrength, delivered to him : 
whilſt 7reton, with the main Army, paſted the River Shannon, about X31- 
lalow, where the Rebels were gathered together, but made little reſiſt- 
ance, and- preſently fell down before Limerick, where he entrenched 
tymſelf, and made a formed. Siege. 

During which, he and others intercepted frequent Intelligence from 
the Biſhop and Mayor of Limerict3 That unleſs they were effetually re- 
lieu'd ( and that ſpeedily) the Commonalty would force' them to deliver 
the City. upon C pl ene to the Enemy ; Upon which the Lord Broghi/ 
( by orders from Jreton ). drew all the Forces of the County together, 
to impede the Lord Muskery, then marching out of the County of' Ferry, 
with a conſiderable Force; and though he made many halts, ( ſeemi 
as if he intended another Deſign, then the Relief of ' Zimerick ) yet 
( being narrowly watched ) the Scouts brought certdin Intelligence 
abvut the 22, of June, that his Body of Horſe marched from Dromagh, 
towards Caſtleliskin, one of the: faſteſt Places in rel/and, and direct! 
in the way to. Limerick; upon which the Lord Broghi] haſtned ads 
them, and about midnight ( in a horrid form of rain and wind ) fell 
upon their Hoxſe-Guards, and beat them. in; upon which their Camp 
took: ſo hot: an alarm, as he: drove then foon to the Place from whence 
they came, thereby ſecuring the Army before Limerick ; The Enemy 
in the interim getting over: the Blackwater, and afterwards were pur- 
ſued by. the Lord Brogh1il, till ( finding a convenient ground to draw up 
their Battle: in. they were faced by him, who kept the Right wy 
Major Wally the'Command of the Lett, -and: Major Cuppage the Foot, 1o 
bappily on, each part ſecured, that though indeed the 7r1/þ never more 
reſolutely, and. in better order: maintain'd their Station, they were at 
laſt wholly routed ; Bogs and Woods « uſually their ſafety ) being not 
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i651, near them. The chief Priſoners that day-taken, were Lieutenant Co-

(carers, - Of that Province) was matched towards Athlone, he made all poſſible 
haſte to fall in his Rear, or to wait his Motion ; but after he had gone 
two days march towards that Place, hereceived certain Intelligence, that 
Sir Charles had 'taken Athlone, and (being furniſhed with all ne- 
ceſſary Guides ) was marched towards Gafway, to block it up ; where- 
upon he made what haſte he could back theſame way he came, and ſent 
Orders to the Earl of Caſt/ehaven, ( General of the Horſe )) to meet 
him with the Forces under his Command, at a certain Village, where 
the Deputy would expect him. The Enemy being thenyithin leſs then 
a Mile, with their main Body, and -onely a narrow Puſpberweenhem, 
which \the Lord Deputy doubted not to defend, until aRhis Forces ſhould 
come up, and then reſolved to fight them, which was the onely thing 
he defired, and thought himſelf to be.ina very good poſture to do it : Bur 
the Earl of Caf/ehaven, betore he would advance to the Lord-Deputy, 
thought it convenient to ſecure a ſingle Paſs over the Rivet.Shanyor, 
whereby the Enemy might poſſibly get over, that ſo the Enemy.caight 
entirely engaged, where the Lord Deputy was without any danger in 
the Rear ; But by the time'the.Earl had marched ſome miles, he heard 
the report of Muskets, and looking back, he'ſaw the two Troops of 
Horſe he had left-to ſecure that Paſs, and the 60 Foot, running, and dif- 
perſing, without being purſued; for the Enemy having Intelligence af 
the Earl's march, ſent over 2 or 3 Boats with \Musketiers'\from the other 
ſideof the River, and landed without oppofition at the Caftle ſcituate 
onthe Paſs. Upon which news (. notwithitanding the Earl's Commands 
or Intreaties )*his Army in that Conſternation, ( without the ſight of 
an Enemy ) fled and disbanded ; infomuch, that of 4000 which / in 
the morning the Body confiſted'of, the Earl brought-not with him to 
the Place where the Lord Deputy was, above 4o Horſe ; \whereupon the 
Lord Deputy faw he was in-nocafeto engage the Enemy ; that he ſhould 
be quickly attacked in the Rear, by that 'part of the Army which had 
already, and ſpeedily would paſs the River ; and that the ſame fright poſ- 
{efſed his men, who had- hitherto kept the-Bridge, andwho-now began 
to. yield ground; and that in truth, very manyoof his Souldiers had that 
night run away ; And thereupon he drew off, and marched away, both 
Horſe and Foot: ekocam were gotten out-ot:danger of the Enemies pur- 
ſuit,). And fromthis time, the Lord Deputy could never Uraw any confi 
rable and firm Body into the Field;nor make any-oppoſition to the Enemies 
Progreſs; 'The Zriſh-in all Places ſubmitting to,-and PF 9

them, murmuring as much now againſt the Lord Deputy, as they had 


before againſt the Lord Lieutenant. 

\Before the Lord Lieutenant had left the Kingdom, he had ſent-the 
Lord Viſcount 7aaff, who had been an Eye-Witneſs of all his Proceedings; 
and had in vain labour'd to compoſe and diſpoſe the minds of the Cle 
to the Kings Service, to give the King an Account of the Aﬀeairs of 7re- 
land, and how impoſſible it would be to preſerve his Authority in that 
Kingdom, without ſome more then ordinary Supplies from abroad ; 
which joyning with the moſt conſiderable and Loyal Part of the 7r:/þh, 
might have kept the Refraftory in-awe. His Lordſhip landed in Flax- 
ders, the King being then in Scotland, and quickly underſtood how 
unlikely his Journey into that Kingdom was, to advance the Buſineſs 
upon which he came, or indeed that he ſhould be admitted to the Preſence 
of the King, from whom moſt were remov'd that attended him thither ; 
and thereupon he ſtaid in Flanders, and found an opportunity to preſent 
the Condition of the Papiſts of /reland, in fuch manner, to the Duke of 
Lorrgin, ( who being nearly Allied to the King always, profeſſed ſingu- 
lar afteftion to his Majeſty and his Intereſt ,) as in the end, the prevail'd: 
with him to ſend them ſome Relief ; And afloon as it was known that 
the Lord Lieutenant was landed in Fraxce, the Duke ſcat a Perſon of 
Prancipal Truſt about him ( the Abbot of St. Xatharines ) into /reland, 
with a Credential, as his Ambaſſador to the Clergy, and Catholick No- 
bility and Gentry of that Kingdom, to treat with them, in order to their 
receiving Aidand Supplies from the Duke; and to the end, that his Highs 
neſs might in truth underſtand in what Capacity they were to be res 
lieved, and how much they could themſelves contribute thereunto ; it 
being not then known that the Marqueſs of Ormond had left the Kings 
Authority behind him, but rather conceiv'd, that upon thoſe many Pro- 
vocations and Afﬀronts which had been offered to him, he had withdrawn 
( with his Perſon ) the Countenance and Authority they had fo much 
undervalued, and fo little deſerved. When the Abbot landed in 1reland, 
which was about the end of February, ( and within little more then 2 
months after the Lord Lieutenant departed thence ) he heard that the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard' was the Kings Deputy, and thereupon he 
gave him preſently notice of his arrival, addreſkd himſelf to him, ſhew- 
ed his Commiſſion and Credentials, and aſſured him, 7hat the Dake his 
Maſter had ſo entire an Afﬀettion to the King of England, ( the preſerva- 
tion of whoſe Intereſt in that Kingdom, was the chief Motive to him to offer 
bis Aſſiſtance )) that if he had\known any Perſon had been intraſted\ there 
' with his Majeſties Authority, he would have addreſſed himſelf wnto him, 
and no other ; And that be finding his Lerdfeip inveſted with: that 
Power, did ( what he knew his Maſter expetted at his hands \ apply him- 
Self unto bim, with, and by whoſe Direftion, the would alone ſteer himfelf, 
through that Negotiation: He told him the Duke had already disburſed 
6000 Piſtols, for the ſupplying them with thoſe things he heard they ſtood 
moſt in need of, which were brought over by a Religious Parſon who came 
with him, and that he was ready to be informed, of what they would defire 
from his Highneſs, that might enable them to reſiſt their Enemy, and that 
he would conſent to any thing that was reaſonable. for him-to undertake. 
Hereupon ,' the Lord. Deputy opptinng a Committee of the Com- 
miflioners of Truſt, together with ſome - Prelates,;$9.confer with the 
Ambaſſador, to receive any Overtares from him, and to preſent om 
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with their Advice thereupon- unto him. They met accordingly, and 
receiv'd the Propoſitions from the Ambaſſador ; but they were ſo. diſ- 
agreeable to the terqurnny he had made of reſpe&t to the King, and 
indeed ſo inconſiſtent with the Kings Honour and Intereſt, as there was 
great reaſon to' ſuſpe, that they proceeded rather from the Encourage- 
ment and 'Contrivance of the 7ri/h, then from his own temper and dif- 
poſition ; and this was the more believ'd, when inſtead of returning 
the Propoſitions to the Lord Deputy, they kept the ſame in their own 
hands, put out ſome of thoſe who were appointed by him to be of the 
Committee, and choſe others in their Places, and proceeded in the Treaty, 
without giving the Deputy an Account of what was demanded by the 
Ambaſlador, or what they thought fit to offer unto him. Of all which 
the Deputy took notice, and thereupon forbade them to proceed any fur- 
ther in that way, and reſtrain'd them unto certain Articles which he 
ſent them, which contain'd what he thought fit to offer ta the Am- 
baſſador, and gave them Power.onely to Treat : Notwithſtanding his 
poſitive Diretion, they proceeded in that Treaty with the Ambaſſador, 
and ſent anAdvice tothe LordDeputy to conſent unto theArticles propos'd 
by him, ſince they ſaid he would not recede from what he had propoſed, 
and that it was much better to ſubmit to the ſame, then that the Treaty | 
ſhould be broken off. The Lord Deputy as poſitively declared, that what 
was demanded, was fo derogatory to the Honour of the King his 
Maſter, and deſtructive to his Intereſt, as he would never agree to it, 
and reſolved preſently to leave the Town. And when the Ambaſſador 
ſent to him to deſire to ſee him, and take his leave of him, he abſolute- 
ly refuſed, and ſent him word, That he would never pay his Civility to, 
or receive it from, a Perſon who had ſo much ſwarv'd from the Propoſt- 
tions .made by himſelf, and who had preſumed to make Propoſitions ſo 
diſhonourable to the King his Maſter, and he believ'd ſo contrary to the 
good Pleaſure of the Duke of Lorraign; And that he would ſend away 
an Expreſs to the Duke, to inform him of his Miſcarriage, and he preſumed 
he would do Fuſtice unto the King upon him. Seby: 
When the Prelates ſaw that no obſtinacy inthe Ambaſſador, nor Im- 
portunity from them, could prevail with- the Lord Deputy, to ſhew 
what influence they had upon” that Treaty, they perſwaded the Am- 
baſſador to conſent to the ſame Propoſitions he had formerly ( no 
doubt by the fame Advice ) reje&ted ; and thereupon to make the ſum 
formerly disburſed by theDuke athis coming out of Flanders,full 20000 /. 
and the Lord Deputy ſent a couple of Gentlemen * into Flanders, 'to 
Treat further with the Duke of Lorraigy, according to ſuch Commiſſions 
and Inſtructions as he gave them. The Biſhop of Ferns * abour the ſame 
time left 7reland, and came likewiſe to Bruxels; and having (without the 


Privity, of the Lord Deputy) 'receiv'd ſome ſecret Truſt and Delegation | 
from the Prelates of. /re/and, and Credit. from them, to the Duke ot Lor- 


raign, he quickly'.intereſſed himſelf in that Treaty , and took upon 
him rhe greateſt'part in it, and that which he ſaid was the ſence of the 
Nation: He reproach'd the+Perſons _ ed and truſted by the Lord 
Deputy, with all the Proceedings which ad} been in /reland, by the con- 
ſent of the Confederate Catholicks, 'inveighed againſt their oppoling 
the Nuncio, 'and' appealing; againft the Excommunication iſſued out by 
him,” he told theny ( and- all this by a Letterunder his hand) that he 
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and that the greateſt Statesmen , Souldiers, Citizens, and People 1651, 
diſobeying, and now obſtinate, are and were delivered to Satan, and there- \SWNg9 
fore forſaken of God, and unworthy of Vittory, and of his Holy Bleſſing ; 
And thereupon he ſaid, he did with all fincerity and charity offer his 
own humble opinion what was to be done by them, which was to the end, the 
Agreement they were making with his Highneſs the Duke of Lorraign, 
might become profitable to the Nation, and acceptable in the eyes of God, 
that they would immediately with humble hearts, make a Submiſſion unto 
his Holineſs in the name of the Nation, and beg the Apoſtolical Benediftiz 
on, that the light of Wiſdom, the Spirit of Fortitude, YVertue, Grace, 
Succeſs, and the Bleſſing of God, might return again to them: He told 
them the neceſſity of doing this was the greater, for that the Perſon from 
whom they came with Authority, ( the Marqueſs of Clanrickard the Lord 
Deputy ) was for ſeveral cauſes Excommunicated, a jure & Homine, 
and that he was at Rome reputed the great Contemner of the Authority 
and Dignity of Churchmen, and a Perfivatce of the Lord Nancio, and 
ſome Biſhops, and other Churchmen ; And after many rude and bitter 
reproaches againſt the Deputy, he uſed theſe words, Do you think God 
will proſper a Contratt grounded upon the Authority of ſuch a man > 
and ſhortly after, he ſaid that if the Duke of Lorraign were rightly in- 
formed of the Buſineſs, he would never enter upon a Bargain to preſerve 
or rather reſtore Holy-Religion in the Kingdom, with Agents bringing their 
Authority from a withered curſed Hand : And then concluded for my 
part ( upon the denial to hear my humble Prayers, which I hope will not 
happen) 1 will withdraw my ſelf as a man diſpairing of any fruit to 
come from an unfound Trunk, where there is no Sap of Grace : And am 
reſolved to communicate no more with you in that Afﬀair, but rather to let 
the Prince know, he was building his Reſolutions of doing good upon an 
anhallowed foundation, and that God Tere ( unleſs himſelf will un- 
dertake to obtain an Abſolution for the Nation ) will not give him the 
Grace to lay down the Lapis Angularis of his own houſe again, in that 
Kingdom, This Letter bare date at Brexels the 20th. of July, 165 1. 
the Perſons to whom it was direCted, being then in the ſame Town. 

What the iſſue of that Treaty was, and what regard there was had 
therein to the King's Honour, we have ( in the next Place ) reaſon to 
mention ; And the rather for that thoſe, whom the Marqueſs of Clan- 
rickard authorized to Treat with the Duke of Lorraign, had moſt per- 
fidiouſly wav'd his Inftruions , reſuming to themſelves a Deputation 
and Authority from the People and Kingdom of 7reland ; An Infolency 
ſo great, as the Lord Deputy reſents it with a juſt Indignation. Furl 
we ſhall give you their Agreement, then his Letter.

An Agreement betwixt Charles the 4th. Duke of 
Lorrain, and Theobald Lord Viſcount Taaft, 
Sir Nicholas Plunket, and Jeffrey Brown, 


deputed and authorized by the People and King= 
dom of Treland. | 


I. He moſt Illuſtrious Duke is to be veſted with Royal Power, un- 
der the Title of Prote&or Royal of Ireland. 

2. Becauſe Religion is the prime End and Subject of the Treaty, all is 
to begin with an Imploring Application to the Pope, tor luis Paternal 
BenediCtion and Help, That he will not be wanting in things Spiritual 
or Temporal ; in conſideration whereof it is Proteſted, that conſtant 
peperual Obſequiouſneſs of Duty and Faithfulneſs, ſhall be paid to his 
Holineſs, and the Apoſtolick See. 

3. In conſideration of this Royal ProteQtor's Power granted, the Duke 
is by War to proſecute the Kings Enemies, and aftord him all poſſible 
Aſſiſtance. 

4. The faid Duke is to do nothing in Derogation of the Kings Au- 
thority or Juriſdiction in 7re/and, but rather to amplifie it : And having 
reſtored the Kingdom and Religion to its due priſtine Eſtate, he is to re- 
ſign cheerfully the Kingdom to the King. | 

5. Before Reſignation as aforeſaid, the Duke is to be re-imburſed all 
by him pre-impended in this Buſineſs ; and for this Re-imburſment, a 
general and exact Obedience to the Duke, in Faith and Fidelity from the 
Kingdom and People, is made and to be obſerv'd, without reſervation 
to any other Super1ority whatſoever. 

6. The Duke is not to fail on his part, to expel out of 7reland, Here- 
ticks, Enemies to the King and his Religion, and torecover and defend 
all things belonging to the taithful Subjects of 1reland. 

7. The Duke is Solely and Abſolutely to exerciſe all Military Power 
for the preſent and future in 7reland, as to the nomination of all Com- 
manders, and guiding all Martial Proceedings at his own Pieaſure, and 
in his own Perſon, unleſs he in his abſence ſubſtitute ſome other Catho- 
lick Perſon. 

8. The Duke is to introduce no Innovation in the Towns, &c. to 
him aſſigned, repugnant to the Securities, Priviledges, Immunities, Pro- 
prieties, Lands, Eltates, or antient Laws of the /ri/h, reſerving onely 
to himſelf, Authority to apply Remedies to any thing accruing, wherein 
publick prejudice may be concern'd. 

9. The Duke 1s not to.interpoſe in Adminiſtration of Judicial or Civil 
Affairs, but leave them to be proceeded in, according to the Fundamental 
Laws, and publick Form ot the Kings chief Governor, and the Afſem- 
bly inſtituted. 

10. The manner of calling Aſſemblies to be as formerly, unleſs com- 
PR ariſe againſt their Government, or other extraordinary Emergencies 

inder ; And then according to the antient Laws, the cutting off the 
Aſſembly, is to beat the Pleaſure of his Highneſs. 


11. When

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11. When the work is done in Zre/and, by conſent of a General Aſſem- 1 651. 
bly, the Duke promiſes to afford Agents to the King againſt Rebelling Qu 


Adverfaries in other Kingdoms. 

12, In caſe the Duke cannot go in Perſon into Trelard, it is free in his 
Choice and Plehiſure to depute any other man of Catholick Piety, who 
ſhall be independent on the Militia, and 1n Civil Matters ſhall be receiv- 
ed to alk manner of Councils, inthe fame right as any other Counſellor 
or Commiſſioner. 

13. All Cities, Caſtles, Lands, taken from the Exg/:ſh, ſhall revert 
to the Owners, it Catholicks, who have conſtantly perſevered in the 
Catholick Quarters under the Duke ; Yet the Duke's Military Power 
ſhall be intire over the ſame, to Garriſon and diſpoſe of them for pub- 
lick Security, at his Pleaſure. 

14. All Pay to the Souldiers, is to paſs from the Duke, as well out 
of the publick Revenues, ay the Duke's Cofters when that fails ; Pro- 
vided that the Duke disburſes of his proper Money for publick uſes, for 
the future to be repaid him, as his former Disburſements. 

15. All Goods of Enemies and Dilinquents, are to be converted to the 
publick Military Charges, and towards rewarding great Merits by the 
Duke, with advice of the General Aſſembly. 

16. The Duke, beſides 20000 /. already contributed , promiſes all 
further Accommodations and Supplements for War, together with his 


Power and Induſtry, what 1s nor above the reach of his Faculties, and * 


beneath the neceſſities of the War, towards the repayment whereof, as 
well principal as the 7 a OE and uſe thereof, the whole Nation 
of Treland 1s to be liable uMil the laſt penny be paid ; And for Caution 
in the mean time, the Duke 1s to be ſeized and polleſled in his own hands, 
of Galway, Limerick, Athenry, the Caſtle and Town of Athlone, and 
Waterford, and the Royal Fort of Duncannon, ( when recovered from the 
Enemy ) and theſe are to remain to him and his Heirs until full and in- 
tire fatisfation receiv'd, and to pay juſt Obedience, and be garriſon'd 
and commanded at his Pleaſure. 

i17. In laying of publick Taxes, and levying the ſame for the Dukes 
fatista&tion, the Duke do proceed by Advice of the General Aſſembly, 
and all aggrieved Parties 1n caſe of inequality, to ſeek Redreſs from the 
General Ailembly. 

18, For liquidating and ſtateing the Dukes Disburſements , a certain 
Method ſhall be agreed on between the Duke and the ſaid TranſaCtors, 
but for the Perſons to be intruſted in that Charge, the General Aſſembly 
15 to alter them at their Pleaſure. 

19 The Duke ſhall make no Peace nor Ceſlation, without the Lord 
Deputy or General Aſſembly. 


20, The Lord Deputy and General Aſſembly, ſhall make no Peace 
without the conſent of the Duke, |

May it pleaſe your Highneſs. 


Had the Honour on the 12th. of this inſtant, to recerve a Letter 
I from your Highneſs, dated the 1oth. of September, wherein you are 
pleaſed to expreſs your great zeal for the advancement of the Catholick 
Religion in this Kingdom, your great affettion to the King my Maſter, and 


: your good opinion of this Nation, and your-compaſſion of their ſufferings, 


and your great readineſs to afford them aid and aſſiſtance , even equal 
with.- your own neareſt concernments ; and that your Highneſs recerved 
ſuch Fatisfation from the Queen and Duke of York, as did much 
ftrengtheu thoſe reſolutions, ſo as they might ſooner appear , but for 
the ſtay made here of Monfieur St. Catherin, and his long Northern Yoy- 
age upon his return, and referred what concerned the agreement, to the 
relation of thoſe Commiſſioners I had imployed to your Highneſs, to treat 


* wpon that ſubjett of Aſſiſtance and Relief for this Kingdom. I with much 


alacrity congratulate your Highneſs pious intentions, for the preſerva- 
tion of the Catholick Religion, your great ayg Princely care to recover his 
Majeſties Rights and Intereſts, from his Rebel Subjects of England, and 
the high obligation you. put upon this Nation, by your tender regard of 
them, and defire to redeem them from the great miſeries and afflidtions 
they have endured, and the eminent dangers they arein ; And it ſhall be 
a principal part of my ambition, to be an uſeful inſtrument to ſerve your 
Highneſs, in ſo famous and glorious an enterprize. And that I may be 
the more capable to contribute ſomewhat to ſo religious and juſt ends ; 


Firſt, in ws yes, of 7 conſcience toward God, my duty to the King my

Maſter, and to diſ-abuſe your Highneſs, and give a clear and perfe(t in- 
formation, ſo far as comes to my knowledge, I am obliged to repreſent 
unto your Highneſs, that by the title of the Agreement and Articles 
therein contained, made by thoſe Commiſſioners I imployed to your Highneſs, 
and but lately come into my hands, They have violated the truſt repoſed 
in them, by having caſt off, and declined the Commiſſion and Inſtructions 
they had from me, in the King my Maſters behalf, and all other Powers, 
that could by any other means be derived from him, and pretend to make 
an agreement with your Highneſs, in the name of the Kingdom and 
People of Zreland, for which they had not, nor could have any war- 
rantable Authority ; and have abuſed your Highnelſs,by a counterteit ſhew 
of a private Inſtrument, fraudulently procured and ſigned ( as I am in- 
formed )) by ſome inconſiderable and fatious Perſons, ill-afteted to 
his Majeſties Authority, without any knowledge or conſent of the ge- 
nerality of the Nation, or Perſons of greateſt Quality or Intereſt there- 
in, and who under a ſeeming zeal and pretenceot ſervice to your High- 
neſs, labour more to fatisfie their private ambitions, then the advantage 
ot Religion or the Nation, or the proſperous ſucceſs of your Highneſs 
generous undertakings; And to manifeſt the clearneſs of mine own F 4449 

ceeding, 
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ceedings, and make ſuch deceitful Praftices more apparent, F4 ſend your ' 


Highneſs herewith an authentick Copy of my Inſtruttions, which accompanied 
their Commiſſion, when I imployed them to your Highneſs, as a ſufficient 
evidence t6 convince them. And having thus fully manifeſted their breach 
of publick Truſt, I am obliged in the King my Maſters name, to proteſt 
arainſt their unwarrantable proceedings, and to declare all the Agree- 
ments and Ads whatſoever concluded by thoſe Commiſſtoners, to be woid; 
and illegal, being not derived from, or conſonant to his Majeſties Authority, 
being in duty bound thus far to vindicate the King my Maſters Honour and 
Authority,and to preſerve his juſt and undoubted Rights from ſuch deceitful 
and rebellious Prattices ; as likewiſe with an humble and reſpettive care; 
to prevent thoſe prejudices that might befal your Highneſs, in being de- 
luded by counterfeit ſhews, in doing you greater Honour ; where it is aps 
parent, that any undertating laid upon ſuch falſe and ill-grounded Prin: 
ciples, as have bee* ſmoothly digeſted and fixed upon that Nation, . as 
their defire and rr:acſt, muſt overthrow all thoſe Heroick and Prince-like 
Ads, your Hiahneſs hath propoſed to your ſelf, for Gods glory and fer- 
vice, the reſtauration of oppreſſed Majeſty, and the __ of his diſtreſ= 
fed Kingdom, which would at length fall into inteſtine brotls and divi- 
viſions, if not forceably driven into deſperation; I ſhall now with a 
hopeful and chearful ;mportunity upon a clear ſcore, free from thoſe de: 
ceits, propoſe to your Highneſs, that for the advancement of all thoſe 
great ends you aim at, and in the King my Maſters behalf, and in the 
name of all the Loyal Catholick Subjefts of this Nation, and for the pres 
ſervation of thoſe important cautionary Places, that are fecurity for your 
Highneſs paſt and preſent disburſements, you will be pleaſed to quicken and 
haſten thoſe - aids and aſſiſtances, you intended for the relief of Ireland ; 
and I have with my whole power, and through the greateſt hazards, 
ftriven to defend them for you, and to preſerve all other Ports, that 
may be at all times of advantage and ſafeguard to your Fleets, and Men 
of War, having yet many good Harbours left ; but alſo engage in the 
King my Maſters name, that whatſoever may prove to your ſatisfadtion, 
that is any way conſiſtent with his Honour and Authority, and have made 
my humble applications to the Queens Majeſty, and my Lord Lieutenant, 
( the King being in Scotland ) further to agree, confirm, and ſecure, what= 
ad may be of advantage to your Highneſs ; and if the lalt Galliot had 

ut brought 10000 |. for this inſtant time, it would have contributed more 
to the recovery of this Kingdom, then far greater ſums delayed, by en- 
abling our Forces to meet together, for the relief of Limerick, which cannot 
but be in great diſtreſs after ſo long a Siege, and which if loſt, ( al- 
though T ſhall endeavour to prevent it ) will coſt much treaſure to be re- 
gained, And if your Highneſs will te pleaſed to go on chearfully, freely, 
and ſeaſonably, with this great work, I make uo queſtion, but God will 
give ſo great a bleſſing thereto, as that my ſelf, oe all the Loyal Subjefts 
of this Kingdom, may ſoon and juſtly proclaim, and leave recorded to 
poſterity, that your Highneſs was the great and glorious reſtorer of our 
Religion, Monarch, and Nation ; and that your Highneſs may not be diſ- 
couraged or diverted, from this generous enterprize, by the malice or ins 
vedtives of any ill affetted, it is a neceſſary duty in me, to repreſent unto 
your Highneſs, that the Biſhop of Ferns ( who as I aminformed, hath 
gained ſome intereſt in your favour) is a Perſon, that hath ever been vis 
olent againſt, and malicious to his Majeſtys Authority and Government, 
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and a fatal Inſtrument in contriving and fomenting all thoſe diviſions and 
differences that have rent aſunder this Kingdom, the introduftion to our 
preſent miſeries, and weak condition: And that your Highneſs may clear/ 
know his diſpoſition, I ſend herewithal a Copy of part of a Letter written F 
him *, direited to the Lord Taafte, Sir Nicholas Plunket, and Jeffery 
Brown, and humbly ſubmitted to your judgment, whether thoſe expreſſions 
be agreeable to the temper of the Apoſtolical Spirit, and conſidering whoſe 
Perſon and Authority I repreſent, what ought to be the reward of ſuch a 
crime. I muſt therefore deſire your Highneſs, in the King my Maſters be- 
Fas that he may not be countenanc'd or intruſted in any Afﬀairs, that have 
relation to his Majeſties Intereſt in this Kingdom, where I have conſtantly 
endeavoured, by all poſſible ſervice, to deſerve your Highneſs good opinion, 
and obtaining that favour to be a moſt faithful acknowledger of it, in the ca- 
pacity, and under the title of,

Thus the Lord Deputy very faithfully diſcharged his duty ; and great 
cauſe there was to proteſt againſt ſuch proceedings of the Contederates, 
they putting his Majeſties Kingdom of 7rel/and into the hands of a Fo- 
reign Prince, andin that, aſſuming to themſelves the name of 7he King- 
dom and People of Ireland, as if there had been no other Party or People 
in the King ( or not conſiderable ) but themſelves alone; and as it 
then in /re/and there had been no Power or Government but theirs onely, 
his Majeſties Authority inthe hands of his Deputy not regarded or con- 
ſulted. They alſo ( the Confederates ) in that giving up the Kingdom in- 
to the Power of a Stranger, colouring their Treaton with a flatterin 
Clauſe, and an empty and inſignificant Title to their Natural Prince in 
Reverſion, and by Reſignation, when the new Protector, commandin 
all, ſhould pleaſe to do it; he being firſt ſatisf'd of all Disburſments, 
Charges, and Claims whatſoever, he himſelf being Auditor : A Con- 
cern of that importance, as we ſeldom find, where others have been 
called in upon Aſſiſtance Fr wes on ſuch Encouragements) that the 
have quitted their hold without eftuſion of much blood, or an abſolute 
dis-inherizon of the right Owner : And therefore the Lord Deputies 
toreſight of ſuch an Evil, doth commend him faithful to his Prince, and 
juſt to his Nation. Nor can it be doubted, that the Atteſtation of this 
Peer ( onethat hath run the hazard of his Countreys fatety ) ſhould te 
turther credited than what the Biſhop of Ferns, or any obſcure looſe 
Frier ( how prodigal ſoever in their Calumnies ) ſhould or can publiſh in 
the bitterneſs of their ſpirit, a crime incident to their Faculty, being ill 
affe&ted to his Majeſty, worſe to his Governours. 

One of the principal Motives, which induced the Marquis of Claz- 
rickard to ſubmit to that Charge, and to undertake a Province which 
he knew would be very burtheniome and grievous in ſeveral reſpeCts, was 
the joynt promiſe, 7hat the City of Limerick, and the Town of Galway, 
would pay all imaginable duty to him. The Clergy obliged themſelves in 
that particular: with all confidence, and the Deputies ot the Places pro- 


miſed 
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miſed all that could be defir'd: But when the Lord Deputy found it ne- 
ceſlary to ſettle that buſineſs, they would neither receive a Garriſon or 
Governour from him; and when he offered himſelf to ſtay in Lime- 
rick, when 7retox was drawing betore it) and to run his Fortune with 
them, they refuſed it, as peremptorily as they had done to the Lord 
Lieutenant. It 1s true, both Limerick and Galway were contented to re- 
ceive Soldiers ; but they mult be ſuch onely as were of their own choo- 
ſing, not ſuch either 1n number or quality as the Lord Deputy would 
have ſent to them, or as wereneceſlary for their ſecurity: They choſe 
likewiſe their own Governour, or rather kept the Government them- 
ſelves, and gave the Title to one, whom they thought leaſt like to con- 
tradict them; and, ina word, behaved themſelves like two Common- 
wealths, an4 obey'd the Deputy no farther than they were inclin2d by 
their own convenience; they who compoanded with the Enemy inthe 
Countrey, correſponded with them in the Town, and thereby gave the 
Enemy intelligence of all that paſſed: Wonderful diligence was uſed to 
make 1t be thought, that the /ndependents were not uncharitable unto 
Papiſts, and that they wiſhed not any compulſion ſhould be uſed in mat- 
terot Religion ; and when the acts of cruelty and blood, of putting their 
Prieſts and Prelates to an ignominious death, ( of which there were new 
inſtances every day) were mentioned : It was anſwer'd, Thoſe proceed- 
ings were carried on by the power of the Presbyterians, very much againſt 
the Nature and Principles of the other Party. 

This licenſe of Communication, and the evil conſequences that muſt 
attend it, was enough underſtood by the Lord Deputy, but could no 
more be prevented, reformed, or puniſhed, than he could infuſe a new 
heart or #Firit into the People ; one inſtance will ſerve the turn ; There 
was in the Town a Frier, Anthony Geoghean, who had always adhered 
to the Nuncio, and oppoſed the King's Authority to the utmoſt of his 
power, ſeveral Letters written by him into the Enemies Quarters were 
intercepted, and brought to the Lord Deputy, in which, though there 
were many things in Cypher, there appeared much of the prelent ſtate 
and condition of the Town ; and in one of them, dated the 4th. of Feb. 
1651, he thus writes, 4 the ſervice of God had been as deep in the hearts 
of our Nation, as that Idol of Dagon, ( a fooliſh Loyalty ) a better courſe 
for its honour and preſervation had been taken in time. The Lord Deputy 
believed the crime to be ſo apparent, and of ſuch a nature, that ({ what 
Complices ſoever he might have) none would have the courage to ap- 
pear in his behalf: And that he might give the Clergy an opportunity 
to ſhew their zeal in a buſineſs, that concern'd fo much their common 
ſaſety, he referr'd the examination of theFrier unto the Biſhops ( where- 
of there were three or four in Town ) and to ſome other of the 
principal of the Clergy, and appointed them to require him to produce 
the Cypher which hehad uſed, and to examine him to whom the Let- 
ters were intended ( they being direfted to counterfeit and ſuppoſitious 
pames. ) The Cypher was accordingly produced, and thereby many ex- 
preſſrons (in the Letter) appear d to be full of ge and reproach to the 
King and others, of inſolence and contumely toward the Lord Deputy ; they 
mention d little hope was left of relief from the Duke of Lorrain ; and that 
they reſolved to ſend one to treat with the Rebels, and had found private 
means of conveying one to that parpeſe : The Frier promiſed touſe all his 
diligence to dilpoſe the Catholicks to have a good opinion of the ye" 
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dents, and made ſome requeſt concerning himſelf. All that he alledged for 
his defence was, That the Letters written by him were to one who was 
employ'd by the Court of Rome ; that he had no ill meaning againſt 
the King or Deputy, and that he had himſelf a Truſt trom Rome, and 
Inſtructions from the Secretary of the Congregation, De propaganda Fide, 
and the Biſhops certifi'd that they had ſeen the Inttructions, and thar 
they did not relets at all to the Temporal State, And this was all the fa- 
tistaction and juſtice the Lord Deputy could procure, though he writ 
ſeveral Letters of Expoſtulation to the Biſhops thereupon: Whether-this 
be a part of the Priviledges and Immunities of the Catholick Roman 
Church, and enjoy'd in any Catholick Countrey, and whether it can be 
indulged to them in any other Countrey where the Authority of the Bi- 
ſhopof Rome is not ſubmitted unto, we mult leave tothe World to judge 
and determine. In the interim, It Proteſtant Kings and Princes are pro- 
vident and ſevere for the prevention of ſuch practices, and for the eſta- 
bliſhing their own ſecurity, this muſt not be imputed to an unreaſonable 
jealoutie of, or a prejudice to the Roman Carholick Religion, but to the 
confident preſumption .of thoſe men, ( under the vizard of univerſal 
obedience ) who have pretended Religion tor their warrant or excuſe, tor 
the moſt unlawful and unjuſtifiable actions. 

This was the obedience and ſubmiſſion they paid to the Kings Autho- 
rity and Government : Let us ſee now what Government they provided 
for themſelves, and what courſe they (who were ſtill jealous of being be- 
tray'd by thoſe who were truſted by the King ) took for their own fecu- 
rity and preſervation ; and what power the Biſhops and Clergy had to 
ſupport their own Intereſt and Dignity, atter they appear'd to have 
enough to deſtroy or ſuppreſs that of the King. The City of Limerick 
was entirely govern'd by the Clergy. We have ſhewn you how the 
Herald ( in proclaming the Peace of 1646. ) was aftronted there; as 
alſo of their contumelious behaviour towards the Marquis of Ormond 
in 1650. We muſt now take notice of their carriage to the Marquis of 
Clanrickard, to whom (contrary to their obligation and ſolemn promiſe) 
they continued the ſame obſtinacy, refuſing to receive ſuch a Governour 
and Garriſon as he thought fit to give them, or to entertain him in the 
Town with the Power and Authority of Deputy, after he had aſſum'd 
that Place and Title upon their own importunity, and promilſe of obedi- 
ence; however, he ſent thither ſuch men, both Officers and Soldiers, as 
they deſired, and no other. 

During the Siege of Limerick, (now ſtraitly begirt by Ireton) Sir Wal- 
ther Dungan ſtormed Roſs-town and Caſtle Fordan; and the notable 
Quarter-beater Naſh killed Colonel Cook, coming with a Party from 
Cork, but was ſlain in the onſet, though his Party was victorious ; whilſt 
at Limerick the Beſicged made many fierce Sallies, to the loſs of the Af- 
failants : for in one, of 1000 men, they killed above 3oo of the Beſiegers ; 
and upon /retor's attempt againſt the Iſland before the Town, the 15h. 
of July, 1651. an naked and twenty of hismen were loſt, with their 
Leaders, Major Walker, Captain Graves,and Captain Whiting : Ireton not- 
withſtanding reſolved not to depart without it, though the Governour 
(Hugh O Neal, who had ſo gallantly defended Clonmel ) refuſed to hear- 
kento-any Conditions, in hopes that the Winter would force him off, 
or that himſelf might receive neceſſary Supplies from without : But 
ſhortly after he perceived what he was to truſt to; for before /reroy had 

cloſe 
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cloſe beſieged it a month, and ſooner than the Inhabitants were preſfs'd 
with wants, the Commonalty began to diſcourſe of Treating with the 1-yu 
Enemy, all the conſiderations of what they might undergo hereafter 
(through timerouſneſs occurred to them, and the 1improbabllity of their 
receiving any ſuccours proportionable to their wants: Yet it was very ' 
hard for them to Treat, 1t being notoriouſly known, that 1reton would 
except very many principal Perſons amongſt them, to whom no mercy 
ſhould be ſhown; nor could they expect any Conditions for the exerciſe 
of their Religion they had been hitherto ſo jealous of. The Governour 
had onely the Title and power to ſet Watch, but the Mayor kept the 
Keys, and had many of the principal Officers at his devotion; ſo that 
upon the 234. of Ottober, a mixed Councel of Officers, and of thoſe of 
the Civil Government, met in the Town-houſe, to conſult what was beſt 
to be done in order to the Treaty with the Enemy, ( contrary to the in- 
tentions of the Governour, who was reſolved to hold it out to the laſt ) 
and ajter a long debate, it was concluded by the major part, that they 
would proceed to a Treaty, andthat they would not break it off upon thg 
exception of any perſons, for Quarter or Confilcation of their Goods : 
and the next day was appointed tor the choofing of the Commiſſioners 
to beſent unto the Enemy. The reſult o: the former days debate being 
knownin the Town, they no ſooner met tor the Ele&tion of the Commil- 
ſioners for the Treaty, than the Biſhops of Limerick and Emly, with the 
Clergy, came to the Town-houſe, and threatned them to iſſue out an 
Excommunication againſt them, it they proceeded 1g thoſe Counſels, the 
efie&t whereof would be, to deliver up the Prelates to be ſlaughter'd ; 
notwithſtanding which, they procceded to the naming the Perſons who 
ſhould treat for them. Whereupon the Biſhops publiſhed their Excommu- 
nication, with a perpetual Interdi& of the City, which was fixed on the 
doors of all the Churches and Chappels in the Town. But alas! thoſe 
Fulminations had been too looſely and impertinently uſed to retain any 
vertue in timeof need ; and as Catholick as the Town was, ( and there 
wasnot one Proteſtant in it ) the Excommunication wrought no effect. 

That very night Colonel Fennel, and the other Officers of the Combina- 

tion that prels'd on the Treaty, poſleſs'd themſelves of St. Fohn's Gate, 

and Cluam's Tower, driving the Guards from thence ; and when the Go- 

vernour came thither, and demanded by what Authority they were there, 

(he having given them Orders to Guard another Quarter of the Town ) 

they anſwered, The beſt of the Town knew, and approved what they dit : 

And it was very true, the Mayor Thomas Strickwas of their Party, and 

delivered the Key of that Port to Colonel Fennel, though he denied 1t to 

the other Party that oppoſed the Treaty. The Governour called a Coun- 

cil of War, and ſent for Colonel Fennel to appear before them, who re- 

fuſed to come ; and being ſupplied with Powder from the Mayor, he 

turned the Cannon upon the Town, and declared, That he would not quit Hugh 0 Neal, 

the place that he was poſſeſſed of, till the City ſhould be yielded to the Enemy, heel "_ n

mnt or attenipt of eſcap?, and not diſcover or do tieir beſt endeavour to 
prevent the ſam, ſhalthoreby be uderſtood to have forfeited the bonet 
of theſe Articles to themſelves ; but otherwiſe, noze ſha loje that benefit 
for othor mons dofrult, in their concealm2ut or eſc.tp?, or for the not reus 
dring them up as afor:{aid, 

3. That all Officers, Solfiers, and all other p:rſous now in the City, ( net 
excepted in the laſt precedent Artitle\ ſhal alſo have liberty to march 
away with their Clothes, Baz and Bazgazge, Money, and all other their 
Gooels, of what kind ſoever, except Arms, Ammunition, and other Utenſils 
of War, ( carrying nothing but their ewn'\ to what Place or Places they 
{hall chooſe reſpetively within the Dominion of Treland, not being a Garriſo;s 
for the Parliament; (all the Field-Officers of [Torſe and Foot, and Captains 
of [Torſe, with their Horſes, Piſtols aud Swords, and other the Commi{- 
ſroned Officers with their Swords onely \) and jhall have three moaths time af- 
ter the ſurrender, to remove any Goods of their own, that they ſhall not think 
ft ſoever to carry with them: Aud ſuch of them as ſhall chooſe to goto 
any Garriſon-or Parties of the Eaemy, ſhall have Convoy or ſafe Condutt 
for that purpoſe, for ſuch time as ſhall be requiſite for their march, at the 
rate of ten miles a day, and ſhall have Carriages and Proviſtons allowed 
from the Countrey at the uſual Rates. 

4. That ſuch of the Citizens and Inhabitants intereſted in the City,” as 
are not excepted in the ſecond Article, and ſhall not preſently march, as 
aforeſaid, bt dofrre to continu? longer in the City, ſhall ( upon application 
for that purpoſe to the ſaid Deputy General, or the chief Officer commanding 
in Limerick after the ſurrender) have licenſe given them to ſtay, either for 
Such farther tim? as the ſaid Deputy General, or the ſaid chief Officer pre- 
ſent, ſhal / find convenient; or until further WArnny CIUen them r0 depart ; 
and in caſe of ſuch licenſe 3iven till further warning, ſhall have four months 
time allowed from and aſter ſuch warning, for the removal of themſelves and 
their Families, and fix months for the removal of their Goods; and during 
ſuch further tim? limited, or in caſe of reference to further warning during 
their continuance there to the time of warning given; and for the ſaid four

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months, and ſix months after reſpeftively, ſhall be protefted in their Perſons, 


Families, and Goods, from all injury and violence ; and at any time as the 


ſhall defire, which in the ſaid ſpace or ſpaces reſpettively, ſha#l have wont”, 


and ſafe condutt for the removal of themſelves, their Families, and Goods, 
to any Place or Places within this Dominion, not being Garriſon'd for the 
Parliament, as aforeſaid; and if they ſhall not be admitted to refide elſe- 
where in protefion within this Dominion, they ſhall have liberty for them- 
ſelves, their Wives, Children, and Goods, to paſs beyond the Seas : Pro- 
vided, they pay their due proportion of what Taxes, and other Contribution, 
that ſhall be charged _ the City, from the day of the ſurrender, to the 
day of the removal, in due proportion with other Places in Ireland, and be- 
have themſelves as becomes : And ſuch of the ſaid Citizens and Inhabitants 
( as having not licenſe to ſtay until further warning ) ſhall, within a month 
after the ſurrender, be ordered to depart, ſhall have the ſame benefit of 
the third Article, as thoſe that march away immediately upon:the ſurrender. 

5. That all ſuch Perſons now inthe City, as ſhall defire to live peaceably, 
and ſubmit to the Parliament of England, .( except the Perſons excepted in 
the ſecond Article aforegoing, and except all Clergy-men, Prieſts, and 
Friers of any Order) ſhall, upon their application to that purpoſe, have pro- 


 teftion to live F my at any ſuch Place or Places, within this Dominion, 


as they ſhall defire, and the ſaid Deputy-General find convenient to ad- 
mit : But ſuch Prote(tion ſhall not be underſtood to extend either to the 
aſſuring of them, either in the enjoyment of their Lands or other 
Hlereditaments, or to the granting of other indempnity, or freedom from 
queſtion, or proſecution to Juſtice in a Fudicial way, for any Crimes they may 
be guilty of, except to ſuch as ſhall be found fit to have that mercy and fa- 
vour expreſly granted to them, or to others, for a certain time to be limited 
for that purpoſe ; but to ſuch as ſhall have protefion for a limited time, 
either Citizens or others, it is intended they ſhall be freed from any Suit 
or Cenſure in the Civil Fudicature, - for things done in relation to the War, 
during the time limited. 

Memorandum, as to the fourth Article aforegoing, it is intended, That 
the Citizens not excepted againſt within a month, may tarry ( without par- 
ticular application ) and have four months, after warning gzven, 'to re- 
move themſelves and Families, and fix months to carry away their Goods. 

Memorandum alſo, That all Soldiers or other perſons( not excepted in 
the ſecond Article) who through fickneſsare diſabled to remove themſelves 
at preſent, ſhall have liberty to march away when they ſhall recover, and 
have equal benefit with others in their conditions reſpettively. And 
that from twelve of the clock this 4, there ſhall be Ceſſation of all afts 
of Hoſtility on either part. But the Perſons beſieged not to come without 
the Walls, except into the Iſland, and the way leading to it ; nor the Be- 
fiegers to come within the Walls or Iſland, ſaving jnto St. John's Gate, 
until the time limited for ſurrender, without bs from the other Party 
reſpetively. | | | 

And laſtly, it is agreed, That no Perſon ſhall be underſtood to forfeit the 
benefit of any the Articles, for another mans breach thereof, unleſs he be 
found to be conſenting thereto, or privy to it, without diſcovering or en- 
deavouring to prevent it. Provided this extend not to indempnifie the Ho-

It cannot be believ'd, that theſe unequal and ſevere Conditions would 
have been accepted from any Army, not ſtrong enough to have impoſed 
upon a People unwilling to ſubmit to them, and in a.ſeaſon of the year 
that alone would have ſecured a Place leſs provided for reſiſtance ; but 
that Colonel Fenxel (the farhe night theſe hard demands were ſent into 
the Town) received in St. Fohns Gate Tower Zoo men from 1reton, and 
the other were removed into another Fort, called Price's Mill, where af- 
ter they had continued two days ; and the People of the Town not yet 
' agreeing what they would do, a Drum was fent through the City, com- 
manding all manner of Soldiers in pay within the Town, to repair to 
our Ladies Church, and there to lay down their Arms ; which was pre- 
ſently obeyed ; and the Soldiers being bid forthwith to leave the. Town; 
Treton, the 29th. of Ofober, marched in, and receiving the Keys, was. 
without any contradiCtion quietly poſleſled thereof, cauſing as many of 
the excepted Perſons as could be found to be committed to Priſon, and 
made Sir HardreſSWaller Governour of the City. 

In this manner was Limerick defended by the Catholick Triſh ; and this 
obedience did the Prelates and Clergy, in their need, receive from thoſe, 
over whom they had power enough to ſeduce from the Duty they owed 
to the King, and from ſubmitting to his Authority ; and now was the 
Harveſt that they gathered the fruit.of all their labours : The Inſtances 
of ſeverity and blood which 7reton gave upon his- being poſleſs'd of this 
Place, were very remarkable : Edmund O Diyr, the Bithop of Limerick, 
had the dexterity and good Fortune, that either by marching out 
amongſt the Common Soldiers, or by concealing himſelt with ſome taith- 
tul Friend in the Town, (which is not ſo probable) to eſcape their hands; 
and afterwards died at Bruſſels, purſued with the malice of the Nuncio- 
niſt Zealots; whilſt 7reto» manifeſted what his portion would have, 
been, by the treatment they gave to Terlagh O Brien, the Biſhop of Em+ 
ly, whom they took, and without any formality of Juſtice, and with all 
reproaches imaginable, cauſed him to be publickly hanged. This unhap- 
py Prelate had, trom the beginning, oppoled with great paſſion the Kings 
| Authority, and moſt obſtinately adhered to the Nuncio, and to that Par- 
ty ſtill which was moſt averſe from returning to their Allegiance; and 
was thus miſerably and ignominiouſly put to death, even "in that City, 
whence he had been a principal Inſtrument to ſhut out his Majetties Au- 
thority. 

[t 40 be remembred in the former part of this Diſcourſe, that when 
the King at Arms proclaim'd the Peace at Limerick in 1646. one Domi- 
nick Fanning ( a Citizen of the Town ) rais'd a Mutiny, which Rabble 
aflronted the Herald, and wounded the Mayor, and was himſelf, by the 
Nuncio, ( for that good ſervice) made .Mayor in the former's place : 
This man continuing the fame bitterneſs of ſpirit againſt the King's 
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malice and obſtinacy oppoſed their return to the Kings obedience ) and 
had the misfortune to fall into the Enemies hands, as the Biſhop of Roſs, 
( whoſe Fate we have before told you) Feffery Baron, ( who kept Water- 
ford from receiving the Lord Lieutenant, taken afterwards at Limerici 
and there hanged )) and many others, were made examples of the like 
nature. 

About the ſame time that Limerick was ſurrendred, Sir Charles Coot 
defeated a Party of the Fitz-Patricks and O Duyr's Forces, ( who had re- 
gain'd Meleke Iſland after the taking of it by Colonel Ax2-/ ) undergo- 
ing a reſolute defence thereof to the baffling of his Foot, which were 


worſted two or three times together ; but the Gallantry of his Horle re- 


covered the Honour, making 300 reſolute 1riſþ accept of Quarter for 
their Lives, ſome 3oo being ſlain and drown'd. 

This buſineſs of Limerick being over, Treton within a few days, with- 
out drawing his Army -nearer than the Caſtle of Clare, ( which he and 
Sir Charles Coot joyntly took in) ſent a Summons to the City of Galway, 
oftering therein Limerick's firit Conditions, withing them withall to 
put him to no more trouble, leſt they tar'd as Limerick did through 
their ſtubbornneſs ; adding ſuch other threats, as he thought moſt like to 
make impreſſions upon them ; and a great impreſſion they did make. 
But 7reton dying at Limerick the 26th. of 'November, having contrafted 
a Feaver through his continual Watching and Services through the whole 
Siege of Limerick, they had a little reſpite ; and being united under the 
Command of General Preſton, the Town of Galway addreſs'd themſelves 
to the Lord Deputy, and deſired his aſſiſtance, promiſing all obedience 
to his Majelties Authority in him: Nor was he 1o much d:ſcourag'd by 
their former carriage, and their having accepted the Articles made with 


the Duke of Lorran, and their declaring himto be their Protector, with- - 


out ever communicating it to the Lord Deputy, as-to decline having 
| turther

further to do with them. But upon their firſt Addreſs to him, he fent 
his Secretary to them with ſome Directions, and ſhortly after went him- 
ſelf thither, having ſummon'd ſuch of the Nobility, Prelates, and principal 
Gentry, as could with ſafety repair thither, to conſult what might yer be 
done for their defence, they having ſtill Men enough diſperſed in ſeveral 
Parties to reſiſt the Enemy, if they were drawn together, and united 
amongſt themſelves ; and the Town of Galway was ſo good a Port, that 
any Supplies or Succours might come irom abroad to them. 

Upon 7reton's Death, the Commitſtoners ( tormerly mention'd to re- 
ſide at Dbliz) made Lieutenant General Zud/ow Commanler in Chief, 
till the Parliament in E-g/and ſhould take turther Order about that Con- 
cern. In the interim, Sir Charles Coot with his Party ſtraightned Ga/- 
way, blocking up their Harbours, and approaching with his Fortifications 
nearer by Land, which wrought fo far upon the Aſſembly there, that in 
February they importun'd the Lord Deputy, to give them leave to ſend to 
Lieutenant General Lud4/ow, ( who by this time was come to aid Sir 
Charles Coot in the Siege ) tor a fate Conduct for their Commiſſioners; 
to treat of Conditions tor the ſettlement of the Nation ; upon which they 
would ſubmit to the Government of the Parliament, profeſling to the 
Lord Deputy, that they would in the mean time make 1uch preparation 
tor their detence, that if the Parliament would not give them good and 
ample Conditions, they would ſell themſelves at ſuch a dear Rate, that 
ſhould make their Conquelt of little uſe to their Enemy. Upon which, 
the Lord Deputy, the Marqueſs C/anrickard, the 14th. of February,i6g 1. 
writes to the Commander in chief of the Parliaments Forces, and in con- 
cluſion had no grateful Reply : Which when the 7ri/h tound, that they 
could not have ſo much as a fate Conduct ſent tor their Commiſſioners; 
nor could be admitted ſo much as to treat for the Nation, but only that 
particular Places and Perſons might be admitted to compound for.them- 
ſelves, as others had done, their ſpirits tail'd them ; and after a very lit- 
tle deliberation, and before they put the Enemy to the trouble of ftorm- 
ing them, ( without ſo much as conſulting the Lord Deputy, or asking 
his leave,though he was within leſs than halt a days journey of the Town) 
they.enter'd into a Treaty, and in a ſhorttime after, v/z. the 12th. of 
May, ſurrendred the Town to Sir Charles Coot, tor the ule of the Parlia- 
ment of England, upon ſuch Conditions, as would not be yielded to by 
the Commiſſioners, or the Parliament : Though atterwards this Difficul- 
ty was compoſed, and many conſiderable Garrifons in Connaght tollowed 
the example, whilſt many were amazed, to ſee ( upon what eaſte terms) 
they parted with their laſt important Town, ( a Place of great ſtrength, 
and had they been reſolute, invincible ) having ſtill ( in looſe Parties 
over the Kingdom ) more Men in Arms to have defended it, than the 
Engliſh could have brought againſt the Town. Upon which and other 
Circumſtances, the 1riſh in Leimſter and Munſter, being reduc'd ro 
ſtraights, meditate a Compliance, ſome under the Earl ot Weſtmearh, 
others under Muskery, but oppos'd by the 7/ter Contederacy. 

Treton's Funerals being over, ( which wete pertormed with great So- 
lemnity, on the 6th. of February following, in Henry 7th's Chappel,fince 
buried under 7Tyburn ) the Parliament conſulted, whom they ſhould make

Deputy ( as they called it )) in /reton'sroom : And Major General Lam- 


bert ( a Commillioner in Scotland ) was by Cromwel ( the Parhaments 
Lord Licutenant ) nominated thereunto ; Whereupon he preſently 6.4

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1652, peared, but ſeem'd unwilling to accept of the Charge; a Difficulty ſoon 
| Y removed, making in a little time all things ready tor his departure, inaſ- 
' much as Waggons with his private Proviſions, a recruit of Souldiers, and 
' Money, were in readineſs to be ſent away. But"Cromwe!'s Commiſſion 
| determining in the end of April, it came into debate in the Houſe, whe- 
ther it ſhould be renewed again ; bit he offering to lay it down, it was 
accepted ; ſo there being no Lord Lieutenant, they voted, there ſhould 
be no Lord Deputy, and that Major General Lambert ſhould be only 
Commander in chief of the Forces there : And about the 4th. of Fly, 
1652, - Colonel Charles Fleetwood, ( who had lately married /reton's Re- 
lict ) Lieutenant General of the Horſe, was made Commander in chicf 
of the Forces in 7reland ; he haſtned his Diſpatch, and uſed great diligence 

to get over to his Charge. | 

In the mean time, ſeveral things were under debate in the Houſe, for 
ſetling of 7reland : That great Act tor Confiſcation of all the Rebels Lands, 
was paſled the 12th. of Auguſt ; and another appointed to be brought in, 
tor ſetling the Adventurers Eſtates tor /reland, which paſſed the 26th. of 
September, 1653. and was confirmed, 1656, But theſe requiring much 
time, the Commander in chief went away about the midit of Augu/t,and 
lett them to 1eczive a Diſpatch in his abſence. He had a very proſperous 
Paſſage, and arrived within tew days after his departure : He ſetled his 
Reſidence at Xz/kenny, by reaſon Dublin and the Parts adjacent were at 
that time much infected wirh the Plague. He found the War of 7rel/aud 
drawing on to a concluſion, the Rebels being Maſters of tew conſiderable 
Forts and Caſtles, throughout the whole Countrey, Roſcommon-Caſtle and 
Fames-town having, yielded the 3d. of Apri/ to Colonel Reynolds, as the 
ſtrong Hold of Roſs in Kerry did, the 27th. of Fuze, to Lieutenant General 
Ludlow, and the ſtrong Fort of uchlough, the 1ſt. of Auga/t, to Colonel 
Zancksy : And their Forces were ſo weak, as they were not able to keep 
the Field, and fo diſperſed, as they had already in Parties come in, ( as 
did the Earl of Weſtmeath, the Lord Muskery, Colonel Connor, O Roe, Sir 
William Dungan, Sir Francis Talbot, and many others, to the number of 
800. ) upon the X;lkenny Articles, which were ( in a 1nanner ) to ſubmit 
unto diſcretion, and ſubjeft themſelves to a Trial, for the Murthers commit- 
ted in the beginning of the Rebellion ; all found guilty thereof were except- 
ed from Pardon, their Eſtates confiſcated, and the others who had only aſjiſt- 
ed in theWar, were to forfeit two parts of their Eſtates, and be baniſhed : 
And accordingly great numbers of them weretranſported into Spain, the 
latter end of this Summer, 

Yet the Marqueſs of Clanrickard did not leave the Kingdom in man 
months after the Surrender of Galway, but endeavour'd by all means poſli- 
ble to draw the feattered Forces togerher, that he might proſecute the 
War atreſh, according to his Majeſty's Letters, ( in the years 1650, and 
i651. ) eacouraging him to his continuance in Arms, as advantagious ( by 
way of Diverfron ) to his then intended progreſs of promoting hiv Deſ1gn in 
Scotland, and coming into England. And to that end, the 16th. of May, 
the Marqueſs of C/axrickard, with the Connaght Forces, marched to Ball;- 
ſhannon, which he took by ſtorm, . and preſently atter Dungal-Caſt/-,where 
the Z//ter Forces under Sir Phelim O Neal, the O Relie's, and Mac Ma- 
hon's joyned with him ; but upon intelligence that Sir Charles Coot and 
Colonel Yenables were marched againſt him, he retired to Armagh, in- 
tending for Raphoe : Whilſt Sir Charles Coot ( in his purſuit of him ) re- 


took 
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took Balliſhanon arid Dangal-Caſtle, gaining alſo S/igo, Ballymote, arid ma- 
ny other Garriſons ; ſo as the Marqueſs was forced to ſhelter himſelf in 
the Iſle of Carrick. 

And having receiv'd his Majeſty's Command, to take care of his owri 
ſecurity, that he tell not into the Enemy's hands, he ( having no Port to 
friend, where he might chooſe a Veſlel, and being fo betrayed by the 
Iriſh, as not ſecurely to ſtay 24 hours in a Place )) was compelled to have 
a Paſs from the Parliaments Forces, not excepting any other Conditions 
for himſelf, than that he might tor ſome time remain ſecure in their Quar- 
ters, without taking the Oath uſually impoſed by them, and have liberty 
to tranſport himſelt, and 3000 7riſh more, into any Prince's Countrey 
and Service, then in my with Ezzland; which was granted ; and ir 
March, 1652. he was tranſported into Eng/and, in a Vellel belonging to 
the Parliament, after he had born the Title of the King's Deputy in /re- 
laxd, little more than two years, not with greater ſubmiſſion trom the 
Catholick Triſh, than had betore been paid ro the Lord Lieutenant ; and 
ſo retired to London, where not long atter he died, and was therice carri- 
ed to Summerhill, ( a pleaſant Seat of his own, which Brad/haw had in 
Cuſtodium) near 7; unbrid e in Kent, and was buricd in the Parith-Church. 
He was a Perſon much reſpetted for his Integrity, and, though of a con- 
trary opinion to thoſe then in Uſuppation, looked on asa Favourer of the 
Eng, and one that no ways indulged the Cruelties and Pretenfions of 

e Iriſh, | 

This was the Fate of that unhappy Nation, both under Proteſtaxt and 
Roman Catholick Governours, neither having had the credit to be Maſters 
of the /riſh Temper, fomented by the Inſolencies of the Priefts,and what- 
ever might inſtigate them againſt the 2 Government. 

Soon after the Marqueſs of Clanrickar 
of that Nation were ( with little trouble and charge )) brought in obedi- 
ence to the Parliament, who declared, the 26th. of September, 1653. 
That the Rebels were ſubdued, and the Rebellion appeaſed. and ended; and 
thereupon proceeded to the Diſtribution of their Lands, in purſuance of

High Court of Juſtice was ſetled in /reland, a Name we have reaſon not 
to mention, without horrour and aſtoniſhment, conſidering who was 
ſummoned to ſuch a Tribunal, which certainly would never have been, 
how vain, how ambitious, how prodigious ſoever ſome mens Succeſs was, 
( a Strumpet often leading one to Attempts above their firit thou on, 
had not the Rebels of /reland ( for carrying on their pernicious Practices 

avouched the ſacred Authority for their pretence and colour; that though 
theſe with Plate, waſhed their hands Goin the Blood of this Righteous 
One, yet they have, as the ſhame, fo the guilt of that Royal Blood on 
themſelves, who originally gave the occaſion of ſuch a Diſcourſe, which 
afterwards was made one of the pretendet) Cauſes, for the moſt barbarous 
and inhumane Ad ever perpretated : Inter tragice Fortung Exenipla om« 
ibus retro ſeculis memorandus. Upon which, eloquent Du Moulin, one 
of the cleareſt Lights of the French Church, honouring me with a Letter 
on that SubjeC&t, thus paſſionately diſcovers his Reſentment ; La Morte 
de woſtre bon Roy dune facon fi indigne, & fi horrible par les Maims des In- 
dependans, MWoutre le Coeur de Douleur : C'eſt une ation ſans Example,& 
4 opprobre ineffacable a yoſtre Religion ; voſtre Nation tant Genereuſe a elle 
perdu tout Courage ? Les Eſcoſſoes ſe taiſent ils la deſſue > Mais quoy / HI 
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faut Mettre le doigt ſur la bouche, & adorer les Conſeils de Dieu, qui ſont

It is obſervable, ( let ſome foam as they pleaſe )) that there were none, 
( who ſo much as pretended to have a Reverence tor the Church of Fyz- 
[and that ever had the leaſt hand in this toul and ugly Buſineſs. An in- 
{lance of that is in what the Lord Chancellor Z/;de acquainted the Par- 
liament with, in expreſs words from his Majeſty, when he was imployed 
in an Embaſly to Spain ; That the Horrid Murther of his Royal tather, 
was not the ACt of the Parliament, or People of Exg/and, but of a very 
wretched and little Company ot Miſcreants in the Kingdom, fol. 41. 
Upon which, -Monſieur Moſes Amiraldus, ( the Excellent Frencþ Divine) 


| hearing of the Proteſtant Religion aſperſed as ſeditious and treaſonable, 


writ a Piece in French, in vindication ol the Proteſtant Religion, and de- 
dicated it to our King ( Charles the 2d. ) in the time of his Exile, when 
Militiere and others, would have intorced the barbarous Martyrdom of 
his Royal Father, asa juſt Motive to his apoſtatizing, and not truſtin 

his ſafety to the Proteſtant Religion; whereas all theſe bluſtering Storms, 
( as the Biſhop of Derry obſerves1n his excellent Tract againſt Milztzere ) 
radicated him deeper in his Religion ; that what theſe intended for his 


evil, proved his good. And certainl#whatſoever conſpired to compleat 


ſo execrable a Deſign, as the Murtheraof the King, nothing contributed 
more than the 7ri/þ, deluding Is Sacred Majeity ſo long with their Pro- 
miſes of a competent Army, whereby he relying on them, ( too confi- 
dently afſured of their Ability and Power to perform it ) deferred 


thoſe Agreements, which elſe he might have ſeaſonably compoſed at 


home. 


And could there cver bean cqualler Diſtribution of God's Vengeance, 
than that they by a parallel Court, ſhould ſufter the loſs of their Eſtates, 
Lives and Fortunes 2 Which, though un-uſual, was the only Expedient ; 
ſufficiently ſet forth in the enſuing Speech of the Lord Lowther's, a Perſon 
of that Gravity and Worth, as whatſoever may be ſaid by others, can ne- 
ver reach the State of the Queſtion, more fully ( with leſs animoſity,and 
greater truth ) than he hath done, at the Trial of Sir Phelim O Neal, in, 
February, 1652. The firſt Court of this nature ( whereof Juſtice Dox- 
velanan Iriſh Native was Preſident, and Commitlary General Reynolds, 
and Juſtice Cook, Aſſiſtants ) was at Xz/kenny, the 4th. of Oftober, where

By this Commiſſion we may well obſerve, for the comfort of all the 
good and faithful People of this Land, the Juſtice and Wifdom of the 

igh Court of Parliament, of the Common-wealth of England, and of 


oor Right Honourable Commiſſioners here for the Afairs of 7re- 
and. 
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x, Their Juſtice, in bringing theſe Crimes to Trial. 
2. Their Wiſdom, in ordering this honourable, juſt and equal form of 
Trial. | 
x. Their Juſtice and zeal of Juſtice appears in this, That 1n all their 

Treatie: :-4 Articles concerning /reland, they would never admit of an 
the leaſt Hope of impunity, for theſe barbarous and cruel Murthers and 
Maſlacres, and breach of Quarter, nor oi any thing that might give im- 

ediment, unto the faithful and impartial inquiſition after all that inno- 
cent Blood, which the mercileſs Murtherers have wickedly ſhed in this 
Land. 


2. Their Juſtice and zeal of Juſtice appears, in that they have omitted 
nothing too dear to them. 

But have with admirable charge, reſolution and conſtancy, overcome 
all hazards and perils, and have with a vaſt expence ot Eng/i/h Blood and 
Treaſure, proſecuted this War, { which was but an execution of Juſtice 
to this concluſion, and effected this fair and impartial inquiſition tor inno- 
cent Blood, to put away innocent Blood trom theLand ; for our righte- 
ous God, the righteous Judge of Heaven and Earth, hath revealed it in 
his holy Scripture, that he will not have ſuch wickedneſs to paſs without 
condign puniſhment. 

For there are three things which the Lord hates, viz. Oculos ſublimes, 
Linguam mendacem, Manus effundentes innoxium ſanginem, Prov.6.17. 

Their Wiſdom appears in this : 

x. In thar, as good Husbandmen, they prepare the re-plantation of the 
Land, by rooting out the noiſom Weeds, that always would over-grow 
and deſtroy the good Corn, as we have found by ſad Experience. 

And certainly both in Religion and Prudence, it is undoubtedly neceſ- 
fary to clear the Land by Jultice, of this innocent Blood, the innocent 
Blood of Chriſtians, moſt wickedly and cruelly ſhed upon the Land, 
againſt the Laws of God and Man, of Nature and of Nations, the Laws 
of the Land, and theRights and Rules of War, and the Bonds of Huma- 
nity and humane Society, 

2. Inordering this form of Trial by an High Courtiof Juſtice, for the 
impartial inquiſition, trial, and-condign puniſhment, of theſe Murthers, 
Maſlacres, and breach of Quarter : For 'tis maniteſt to any Man of found 
judgement and right knowledge in the Law, That that ancient and excel- 
lent Trial at the Common Law by Juries, Frecholders of the proper Coun- 
ties and Hundreds, or Baronies, where the Facts were done, was neither 
convenient nor poſſible for the deciſion of theſe Cauſes, as the preſent 
Conſtitution of the Common-wealth now is. 

Where now can theſe numbers of indifferent Jurors be had, Liberi & 
legales Homines, free trom all exceptions and challenges, out of which 
the Juries may be equally impannell'd, tor the trial of the Priſoners, that 
are or ſhall be charged with theſe Crimes? 

How can all the efie&tual Forms, abſolutely requiſite to that Trial, be 
obſerved in all theſe Caſes, it we do but conſider the legal Challenges, 
both for the Common-wealth and for the Priſoners, to the Array, to the 
principal Pannel, to the Pales, the peremptory Challenges, the Challen- 
ges for Cauſes, inducing favour or affection, hatred or enmity, or for 
Crime, and how in that courſe could rightly be the Trial of the Articles 


of War : So that that courſe of Trial, not being now apt tor the deciſion: 
of theſe Cauſes ; 
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The Commiſſioners of Parliament have, in wiſdom and prudence, 
erected and conſtituted this Fair, Honourable, Equal, and Indifferent 
courſe of Trial, by ereCting an High Court of Juſtice, for the hearing and 
determining of theſe.Caules: * 

Wherein are Soldiers for the Articles, Rules, and Laws of War; 
Judges for the knowledge of the National Laws ; others that have Cog- 
nizance of the Civil Laws, and other Men of great Experience, Reaſon, 
and Judgment ; and all of them Men of Honour and Integrity, to be the 
Triers and Judges intheſe Caſes. 

Having thus far opened the Commiſſion, and mgnifeſted this form 
and court of Trial to be Honourable, Juſt, and Equal, I conceive 1t re- 
quiſite a little to conſider the Laws againſt Murther, which are to be as 
Land-marks and Guides, to direct and lead us in the right way of Judg- 
ment in this great Work and Service. 

Let us take a brief view of the Laws of God, held forth unto us in the 
holy Scriptures; and of the other Laws againſt Murther. And herein 
conſider, firſt, 

The Law againſt Murther in the beginning, in the infancy of the 
World, before the Flood, a general Deluge over the World. 

The Law againſt Murther immediately after the Flood. 

The Moral Law of God. 

The Judicial and Political Law of the Jews. 

The Law under the Goſpel. 

The Law of England. 

The Law of Ireland. 

Fus Belli, the Law of War. 

This ſame horrid fin of Murther, this Devil, crept into the World; it 
began in the beginning, what can expulſe this Devil ? , 

We find 1n the holy Scriptures, that the Devil was the firſt Murtherer 
and Lyar, and that he is the Father of Murtherers and Lyars. The unbe- 
lieving Jews bragged they had Abraham to their Father, and yet they 
ſought-to kill Chriſt ; whereupon our Saviour tells them, that they are 
of their Father the Devil, and the luſts of their Father they will do: He 
was a Murtherer from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, becauſe 
there is no truth in him : When he Theberh a Lye, he ſpeaketh of his own. 
So that from hence the Lyars and Murtherers take their beginning, and 
from hence theſe inſeparable Twins make and derive their Pedigree and 
Deſcent from the Devil ; ( viz.) He was a Lyar and a Murtherer from the 
beginning ; and he is the Father of Lyars and Murtherers. | 

The and eldeſt of theſe in the Stock and Progeny, was Cain : 
Non ficut Cain, qui ex maligno erat & occidit fratrem ſuum, & propter quid 
occidit eum, quoniam opera ejus maligna erunt fratris, autem ejus juſta. 

And theretore Foh» faith, Not as Cain, who was of that wicked one, and 
flew his brother ; and wherefore flew he him, becauſe his own works were evil, 
and his brothers righteous. | 4 

Wo unto them, faith he, for they have gone in the way of Cain, This 
way of Cain is chalked out unto us in the beginning of the'holy Bible, 
Gen. 4. 8. that he talked with his brother Abel ; and it came to paſs when 
they were in the field, that Cain roſe up again(t Abel his Brother, and ſlew 
him. As ſoon as this innocent Blood was ſhed upon the Earth, the cry 
thereof aſcended up to Heayen. And the Lord ſaid to Cain, What haſt 
thoa done 2 the voice of thy Brothers blood crieth to me from the ground, 
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Gen. 4. 10, 11. And now thou art accurſed from the earth, which hath opened 
her mouth to receive thy Brothers blood from thy hand. When thou tilleſt 
the ground, it ſhall not henceforth yield unta thee her ſlrength; a fugitive 
and a vagabond ſhalt thou be in the Earth. | 

The Learned Divines obſerve upon the Text, that whereas our Tran- 
ſlation is, The voice of thy Brothers blood crieth unto me; the Original 
is, The voice of thy Brothers bloods, -in the Plural Number ; tor in killing 
Abel, hedid not onely kill him, but alſo all that poſterity, the whole 
Line that ſhould have deſcended from Abel; and therefore thy Brothers 
bloods crieth unts ms from the ground. It is not the ſingle blood, as one of 
the murthered that crieth for vengeance, but even the blood of all that 
Poſterity, as ſhould have deſcended from him, crieth to Heaven for 
Vengeance againſt the Murtherer. 

We find this innocent blood of AZe/, ſhed in the begining of the 
World, ſtill in remembrance, uttering her voice inthe highett ſtrain, arid 
crying againſt Murtherers even to the Worlds end. 

Our Saviour denouncing ſeveral woes againſt the Scribes and Phari- 
ſees, tells them, that zhey ſhould kill the Prophets that ſhould be ſent unto 
them, that on them may come all the righteous blood ſhed upon the earth, 
even from the blood of righteous Abel, unto the blood of Zacharias ſon of 
Barachias, whom they flew between the Temple and the Altar. | 

By faith Abel offered unto God a more acceptable Sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witneſs that he was righteous, God teſtifying of his gift, and 
by it he being dead yet ſpeaketh. 

And we are come to Jeſus the Mediator of the New Teſtament, and to 
the blood of ſprinkling, that ſpeaketh better things than that of Abel. 

The blood, of righteous Abel is ſtill.in remembrance, and yet ſpeaking. 
And in the latter end of the Bible, Revel. 6.9, 10. we find the Souls of 
them that were ſlain for the teſtimony of Feſus under the Altar,crying with a 
loud voyce, How long, O Lord, holy and true, doſt thou not revenge our blood 
on them that dwell on earth. So that the blood of righteous Abel, and all 
the innocent blood ſhed on the Earth, yet ſpeaketh, and ſtill crieth for 
vengeance and juſtice againſt the Murtherers. And, to conclude the 
Caſe of Murther before theFlood, we find, that one of the main cauſes 
which provoked Gods wrath; and brought that great deſtruction of the 
whole World by Noa#'s Flood, was, becauſe the earth was filled with vio- 
lence, Gen. 6. 11,18, And will not that which 'deſtroyeth the whole 
World, over-whelm theſe Nations, it they be not purged by Juſtice ? 


The Law againſt -Murther after the Flood. 


Now becauſe the Old World periſhed through violence, God, in his 
new re-eſtabliſhment of the World, provided againſt violence, and for 
the preventing of Murther ordered thus to be one of his firſt Fundamental 
Laws. | 

Sarely the blood of your lives will T require, at the hands. of every beaſt 
will T require it, and at the hands of man, and at the hands of every mans 
brother will I require the life of man. Ver. 6. Whoſo ſheddeth mans blood, 
by man ſhall his [hed be ſhed ; oe in the image of God made he man. 

The Moral Law of God delivered upon Mount S7zaz, and written 
by God himſelf in Tables of Stone, and by his Spirit engraven in every 
mans heart, Tho ſhalt do no murther, Exod. 20. 13, The 
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The Judicial Law. 


Next to the Moral Law of God, I come to the Judicial and Political 
Law of the Jews. 

Fle that killeth any man ſhall ſurely be put to death. 

There are ſeveral Caſes of Murther pur, and upon every of them the 
Law is delivered, That the Murtherer ſhall ſurely be put to death. 

Moreover you ſhall take no. ſatisfattion for the life of a Murtherer which 
is guilty of death, but he ſhall ſurely be put to death. : 

Te hall not pollute your Land wherein you are, for blood defileth the

Land, and the Land cannot be cleanſed of blood that is ſhed therein, but by 


the þlood of him that ſheddeth it. 

Thine eye ſhall not pity, but life ſhall go for life. 

Upon tneſe Laws, I will onely put a caſe or two, which I conceive 
may be uſeful to us upon theſe points, in the diſcharge of this ſervice. 

The caſe of Agag King ofthe Amalekites, whoſe lite Sax/ ſpared, being 
brought before Samus! the great Judge in 1/rael. ; 

And Samuel ſaid unto him, As thy ſword hath made women childleſs, fo 
ſhall thy Mother be childleſs among women. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Lord in Gilgal. | FRIT, | 

The next caſe is that of David ; David writes to Foab, by Vriah, to 
ſet Ur:ah in the fore-front of the hotteſt of the Battel, and to retire from 
him that he may be ſmitten and die : Foab did ſo, and fo riah was lain. 

The Lord, by Nathan the Prophet, tells David, That he had killed 
Uriah with the ſword of the children of Ammon, and therefore the Sword 
{ball never depart from his houſe. | 

The caſe of Foab is remarkable. 

Foab was a kinſman to David, 'and he was Captain of his Hoaſt, he 
did many great Services, and grew old in his Service; yet for all this, 
Davidcharges Solomon, that he ſhould not let his hoary head go down to the 
grave in peace; becauſe he had ſhed the blood of war n peace, in killing of

ſon of Ner, Captain 7 the hoaſt of Iſrael ; and Amaſa the ſon of Fether, Ca- 
| Ptain of the hoaſt of Fudah. | 
| I will onely add Aha#'s caſe. 
Ahab covets Naboth's Vineyard, his Wife Jezebel undertakes the bu- 
eſs.; Ahab leaves the matter to her management, ſhe writes Letters in 
hab's name, ſeals them with his Seal, and fo carries the buſineſs, that 
Naboth is ſtoned to death, and Ahab takes poſleſſion of the Vineyard. 
The Lord ſends Elijah the Prophet unto Ahab, ſaying; Thus ſaith the 
Lord, Haſt thou killed, and alſo taken poſſeſſon, &c. In the place where dogs 


licked the blood of Naboth ſhall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. And of 


Fezebel alſo ſaith the Lord, The dogs ſhall eat Fezebel by the walls of Fex= 
reel. 
I have remembred theſe Caſes and Preſidents, becauſe they may be 
uſeful to us in this ſervice. | 
That of Agag and Foab, to admoniſh us not to ſpare Murdeters: 
That of Ahab and David, to inſtruft us, that the Authors, the Con- 
l frivers;

I come next to the Law under the Goſpel. 


Thoſe Laws againit Murther are confirmed by our Saviour in the Go- 
ſpel, Matth. 26. 52. Revel. 13.10. He that killeth with the ſword, muſt be 
illed with the ſword. | 
Verily I ſay unto you , Till Heaven and Earth paſs away, one jot 
or tittle ſhall in no wiſe paſs from the Law till all be fulfilled. And 
in Verſe 21. approves the Law againſt Murther ; and alſo reproves the 


- narrow and literal Glols and Expoſition of the Phariſees upon it, and: 


gives us a larger and more ſpiritual ſenſe of it, ( viz. ) that whoſoever is 
angry with his brother without cauſe, is in danger of judgment. 


The Law of England. 


Murther, by the Law of Eng/ard, is a Felony of death, without benefit 
of the Clergy or SanQtuary ; and by the Law it is eſteemed fo high and 
grievous a Crime, that it is prohibited by many Acts of Parhament to 
grant any Pardon for Wiltul Murder. This Law of England anſwers to 
that of Deuteronomy, Thine eye ſhall not pity, but life ſhall go for life. 


The Laws of Ireland. 


By the Laws of /reland Wilful Murther is High Treaſon, which is of a 
Temporal offence, eſteemed in Law to be the higheſt Crime, and hath 
been cenſur'd with the ſevereſt Judgment and Puniſhment ; ( viz.) for a 
man to be drawn upon a Hurdle to the Place of Execution, and there to 
be hanged by the neck, to becut down alive, his Intrals and Privy Mem- 
bers to be cut forth of his Body, and burnt within his ſight, his Head to 
be cut off, and his Body to be divided into four Quarters or Parts, &c. 

For a man to be drawn upon a Hurdle tothe Place of Execution, and 
there his Bowels to be burned. 

It is conſiderable, why, and upon what grounds or reaſons, Murther was 
made a more horrid and execrable Crime in /reland than in England, and 
puniſhed with a greater ſeverity, (v/z.) both with Torture and with 
Death, the Statute Decimo Hen. 7. in Ireland, which enadts it to be ſo, 
gave the reaſon of the difference. | 

Praying the Commons ( faith the Law ) Foraſmuch as there have been un- 
aſual Murthers, of malice prepeuſe, uſed and had in this Land of Ireland,&f. 
coftrary to the Law of Almighty God, without any fear of due puniſhment in 
that behalf : Therefore the Statute doth enatt Wilful Murder to be High 
Treaſon. That ſin was grown univerſal in 7reland, and therefore the pu- 


. niſhment muſt be extraordinary ; the univerſality of the crime cauſeth 


the increaſing of the. puniſhment, or the ſeverity thereof ; Z/? metus ad 
omnes pena ad paucos perveniet, Butit will admit another Quere, How 
it came to paſs, that Malice and Murther was univerſal in /re/and more 
than in England? I conceive theſe two Reaſons may be given for it as 
new.

| 1. We havebeen theſe many years weltring in blood, by the frequerit 1655. 
Rebellions in 7rel/and, that have filenced the Laws. IT 


2. Their wasa main defe&t in their 1ri/þ Laws and Cuſtoms, ( vzz. ) 
their Brehowne Law, which the 7ri/þ continued amongſt themſelves, and 
the degenerate Engliſh embraced it, notwithſtanding the introduction 
of the juſt and honourable Laws of Eng/and. . Now by their 7riſh Cu- 
ſtome or Brehowne Law, Murther was not puniſhed with death, but onely 
by Fines, or a ! aragy=cd Mulct, which they called an Zrrick. Therefore 
when Sir William Fitz-Williams, being Deputy, told Mac-guire, That he 
wasto fend a Sherift into Fermanagh, ( being lately before made a Coun- 
ty) The Sheriff, ſaid Mac-Gaire, ſhall be welcome, but let me know his 
Errick, the price of his Head aforehand, that if my People cut it off, I 
may put the Errick upon the County, | =: 

Now for the reformation of theſe grievous abuſes inthe Land, in the 
10th, year of King Zen. 7. in the Government of Sir Edward Poinings 
Knight, then Deputy of Jrel/and, there were three good and profitable 
Statutes made, which were called Poinings As, ( viz. ) the Statute of 
io H.7.cap.8. for the reviving, confirming, and putting in execution of 
the Statute of Xi/kenny, held before Lionel Duke of Clarence ; by which 
Statute at Kilkenny, the Brehowne Law was aboliſhed, and decreed to be 
no Law, but a lewd Cuſtom. 

The Statute of 10 ZZ. 7. cap. of7. by which it was EnaQted, That if any 

erſon took any money, or other amends, tor the death of his Kinſman or 
Friend, then the Law would permit ( meaning the Law of Z#giand ) the 
ſame ſhall be Felony by this Law, the Errick was taken away. 

The Statute of 10 . 7. cap. viceſſimo primo, by which Murther is made 
High Treaſon in the Actor, Provoker, and Procurer of it, So that by 
theie three Statutes, their Brehowne Law and lewd Cuſtom was aboliſhed; 
their Erricktaken away, and Murther declared to be High Treaſon. And 
thus you ſee how it came to paſs, that Murther is a greater offence, and 
more ſeverely puniſhed in /re/and than in England; and by theſe good 
Laws, that horrid and execrable Crime and Monſter of Blood ahd Mur- 
der was chain'd up, or at leaſt fetter'd and reſtrain'd in Trelard, until 
its breaking looſe upon us in this laſt and moſt barbarous and cruel Re- 
bellion, with that inhumane violence, and unſatiable thirſt of innocent 
Blood, with the favage Butcheries of Men, Women, arid Children, with- 
out tw either of Age, or Sex, or Quality, as no Hiſtory or Age can 

arallel. 
: It appears by a Cloud of Witneſſes, the execrable Cruelties of the Mur- 
therers were not ſatisfied with the variety of Tortures and cruel Deaths 
of the living, by Striping, Starving, Burning, Strangling, Burying alive; 
and by many Exquiſite Torments put to death rhe lving ; ſo that a 
preſent diſpatch by death was a great Mercy ; So cruelare the Mercies of 
the wicked, | 

But their helliſh rage and fury ſlayed not here, but alſo extanded it ſelf 
even-unto the Babes unborn, ripping them out of their Mothers womb, 
and deſtroying even thoſe innocent Babes to ſatiate their ſavage cruelty. 
Nor ſtaid it here, but extended alſo to the raniacking of the Graves of 
the Dead, dragging the dead Bodies of the Proteſtants out of their Graves, 
becauſe they might not reſt in their Hallowed Ground. 

Nor did yet their execrable malice ſtay here, but became boundleſs; 
not onely to the devaſtation and the deſtruQion of the Houſes, Cm,

and whole ſubſtance ofthe Proteſtants, and whatſoever tending to Civi-

' for of them I ſpeak ) aCted with that bruitiſh outrage, as though Infi- 

els, or rather the wild Beaſts of the Wilderneſs, Wolves, and Bears, and 
Tigres, nay, Fiends and Furies, had been brought into the Land. 

It any think this Language too harſh, let them conſider, how the ho- 
ly Ghoſt ranks and couples the Murderers with Dogs, Rev. 22. 15. For 
without the holy City, the heavenly Feruſalem, are Dogs, aud Sorcerers, and 
Whoremongers,and Murderers, and whoſoever loveth and maketh a lye. 

No, no, Swans language to expreſs either the woful miſeries which the 
Proteſtants have ſuffered, or the abominable cruelties the Murtherers 
have committed, are here tolerable. 

I have not words to declare, how the Murderers in this horrid Rebel- 
lion have violated all Laws of God.and Man, all Faith, all Bonds of Cha- 
rity and Humane Society, and how perfidiouſly they have broken all the 
Rules, and Rights, and Laws of War, | 


The Laws of War. 
In republica maxime ſunt obſervanda Jura belli: 


By the Law, and Rules,and Rights of War,Quarter warrantably given; 
ought inviolably to be obſerved ; it is a Fundamental Law of War, Thar: 
Faith is to be kept with an Enemy, Fides cum heſte ſervanda ; this hath 
been obſerved among the Heathens, Infidels have kept this Faith, the 
Turks obſerved it ; but, by the Popes Diſpenſation, the Chriſtians once 
broke their Articles with the Turks, whereupon the Lord gave a ſignal 
Victory to the Turks againſt rhe Chriſtians ; the Story is. well known : 


.The practice of the Murderers in this Rebellion hath been according to 


the old Popiſh Tenent, Nu//a fides cum Hereticis. 

And fo, contrary to the Laws of War, many Proteſtants were mur- 
dered after Quarter given, (of which Crime, both are ſaid to be guilty.) 
But, that which exceeds all that can be ſpoken, makes their ſin exceed- 
ing ſinful, and their wickedneſs moſt abominable, is, That they began 
this butchery and cruelty even then, when the Proteſtants were in per- 
fect amity with them, and joyned to them not onely in peaceable Neigh- 
bourhood, but even in thoſe Bonds that they pretend to hold moſt invio- 
Fo (viz. ) Goſliprick, Foſterage, and ſuch like Ties of Friendſhip and 
Alliance. | : 

When they enjoyed ſo iicentious a freedom of their Romiſh Superſti- 
tion, and free uſe of their Maſs, they had their Titular Arch-biſhops for 
every Province, their Titular Biſhop, with his Dean and Chapter, for 
every Dioceſs, and their Secular Prieit for every Pariſh in the Land, be- 
ſides a monſtrous multitude of their Votaries and Regular Clergy : They 
had their Abbots, Priors, Monks, Nuns, Jeſuits, Frieries, Monaſteries, 
Nunneries, Religious Houſes, and Convents, in the principal Towns and 
Cities of the Land, even in this City of Dublin, the reſidence of the State ; 
ſo that Father ZZ7arrs, a Secular Prieſt of their own, publiſhed in Print, 
That it was as hard to find what number of Friers were in D«blin, as to 
count how many Frogs there were in the ſecond Plague of Egypt. 


They 
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They did not onely exerciſe all their Superititious Rites and Ceremo- 1652. 
nies, but alſo the Papal Juriſdiftion, as by Law they had Vicars General, &— xg 
and kept their Provincial Courts and Conſiſtories; and Excommunicatedy 
the People, delivering them to Satan : When they enjoyed the beriefit of 
the ſame Laws with us ; nay, the end and force of the Law was in ſome 
caſes abated as to them, which was not: diſpenſed withall asto the Pro- 
teſtants : The Popiſh Lawyers were permitted to practice, and the Pa- 
piſts admitted to Sue forth their Liberties and Ouſterlemains, and to bear 
and execute the Office of Sheriffs, Juſtices ofthe Peace; &c. without taking 
the Oathes of Allegiance or Supremacy, which was not permitted to the 
Proteſtants. And theſe Popiſh Lawyers, Prieſts, Jeſuits, and Friers, have 
been the principal Incendiaries and Firebrands of all thoſe horrible Flames 
which have thus conſumed the Land, and were the chief Ring-leaders of 
this horrid Rebellion, that the publick Burthens and Charges of the 
Common-wealth were born tnore by the Proteſtants 'thanby them, con- 
ſideration being had to their numbers, and quality of Poſſeſſors of Inhe- 
ritance. | 

And that of the Subſidy granted in Decimo Car. whereof they raiſed 
ſo great a clamour both in Eng/and and Ireland, the Proteſtants paid 
above one third part of the whole, beſides the Clergy, though neither 
the Quantity or Quality of Lands of Inheritance, then holden of thent 
in the Land, did amount to more than a fifth part ; and beſides all this; 
the Proteſtants had contributed to the charge of their Committees, 
towards the obtaining of Grace in Bounties, in ſending Commiſſioners 
for them ; and even then when the Brztiſh and Proteſtants had improved 
the Lands of the 7riſþ Papiſts, and enriched their Eſtates, and brought 
into the Land Husbandry, Trades, ManufaQtury, Trafftick, Merchan- 
dize, &c. by which means, increaſe of Wealth grew in the Land to that 
abundance, that the 7riſh grew not onely Rich but Honourable; alſo 
they were made Earls, Viſcounts, Lords, Baronets, Knights, &c. - And 
when they enjoyed all this, and much more (1f time did permit to declare 
it ) then, even then, withour any provocation, ſuddenly to riſe up to 
this heighth of cruelty, to murder ſome hundreds of thouſands of theſe 
Proteſtants, that lived peaceably and friendly with them, and that be- 
fore they could take Arms in their hands for their defence ; theſethings, 
I ſay, makes the ſins of Murder, Violence, and Cruelty, unmeaſurably fins 
ful and deteſtable. 

But I fear I have been too long and too troubleſome, both to you and 
my ſelf, I will conclude. It is well known how the loud cry of innocent 
Blood of many thouſands of Chriſtians aſcending upto Heaven, and the 
devout and fervent prayers of many of Gods dear Saints and Servants; 
have ſolicited the Throne of Juſtice, that this happy and bleſſed day 
might come, wherein Juſtice might impartially be, executed againſt 
=", Murderers, whoſe cruelties have made this Land a Field of 
Blood. 

And now ſince the high and righteous Providence of God, by thoſe 
many and ſignal Victories given to the Arms and Forces of 7relazd, hath 
ſent down from Heaven this day of Juſtice unto us in this Land; we 
ought to return him all praiſe and thankfulneſs for this unſpeakable 
mercy. And fince the truſt of this great work , by the fame Provi- 

dence, 1s committed unto us, let us ſtir up his Grace within us, and faith- 
tulneſs of our minds and Souls, to the faithful A and —_—

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1660, this great truſt. Sedes Fudicanda eſt quaf T hronus Dei, ſaith old Brafon, 
WY that learned Chief Juſtice in Henry the Thirds time. I well remember, 
and have often thought upon the counſel of Ferhro to Moſes, Exod. 18. 2. 

Thou ſhalt provide thee out of all thy people able men, ſuch as fear God, men 

of truth, hating covetouſneſs ; and ſet them to judge the people. Where- 

upon Moſes having conſtituted Judges over the People, gave. them this 

charge, ( viz.) Hear the cauſes between your brethren, and judge righte- 

oully between every man and his brother, and the ſtranger that is with him. 

Te ſhall not reſpert perſons in nw but ye ſhall hear the ſmall as well 

as the great. Te ſhall not be afraid of the face of man, for the judgment u Gods. 

Deut. 16. 17. 

Give ns lors likewiſe to mind you of Fehoſaphat's charge to the 
Judges, 2 Chron. 19. 6, 7,9, 11. Take heed what you do, for you judge not 
for man but for the Lord, who is with you in judgment. Wherefore now let 
the fear of the Lord be upon you, take heed and do it, for there ts no iniquity 
with the Lord our God, nor reſpett of gary nor taking of gifts. This ſhall 
ye do in the i2ar of the Lord, faithfully, with a perfett heart, and ſhall judge 
the cauſe +: ſhall come before you, between blood and blood, &c. Deal cou- 
ragziou/lly and the Lord ſhall be with you. 

There 1s alſo an excellent Rule for Judicature, put inthe caſe of the 
Gibeonites abuſe of the Levites Wife, Fadg. 19. 30. the Crime was hor- 
rid, the Caſe extraordinary ; There was never ſuch a deed done, or ſeen 
before in 1ſrael; the Tribes were moved at it, and upon the Aſſembly, 
the Rule is given, (viz.) Confider of it, take advice, and Jpeat your minds, 
This certainly is anexcellent Rule of Judicature, (viz. ) firſt, 

1. Conſider of it, confider well the Caſe, and conſider all the Circum- 
ſtances of it; beware that no guilty perſon eſcape, nor innocent perſon 
be condemned : For he that juſtifieth the wicked, and condemneth the juſt, 
even they both are an abomination to the Lord, Prov. 17. 15. 

2. Takeadvice and conſult with others ; Lean not to thine own under- 
ſtanding, faith the wiſe Solomon, Prov. 4.5. In the multitude of Conn- 
ſellors there is ſafety. Be not raſh, nor ſudden, or haſty to give judg- 
ment. («i feſtinat ad judicium properat ad penitentiam, Prov. 11. 14. 

And therefore right grave and ponderous are the Entries of the Judg- 
mentsin the Common Law, ſc#l. Quibus leftis & auditis & per juſticiari- 
os his plenius intellettis & matura deliberatione me prehabita, &c. adjudin 
catur, &c. 

When we have patiently heard, and fully underſtood the Parties, and 
Proofs, the Witneſs, and whole Caſe, and have ſearch'd into all the Parts 
and Circumſtances of it, and when we have adviſedly confidered, de= 
bated, and conſulted of it, and taken mature deliberation thereupon ; then 
according to the charge of Fehoſaphat, Let us deal couragionſly, give Sen- 
tence, and fear not the tace of man, for God 1s with us. 


It is no leſs impiety to abſolve the Guilty, than to condemn the In- 
nocent.

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Thus Sir Gerrard Lowther, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, one 

rincipally imployed in the weightieſt Afﬀairs at Oxford and Weſtminſter, 
y the Marqueſs of Ormond, with his Majeſties Approbation ; that it 
eannot be ſaid, we have here preſented you with the froth of a Fana- 
tick, or one leſs interreſſed in the State, then one to whom the greateſt 
Concerns thereof had been frequently communicated : Yet becauſe his 
Speech ( being ſpoke at the opening of the High Court of Juſtice ) may 
be thought Apocryphal, and fo not to be admitted for DoCtrine, yet may 
be read for inſtruction of Manners, we ſhall ſoon preſent you with 
ſomething Orthodox. 

Many at Kilkenny, Waterford, Cork, Dublin, and 'other Places, unz 
derwent the Cenſure of the High Court of Juſtice, though the number 
of thoſe that ſuffered, exceeded not 290. for that the Sword, Plague, 
Famine, and Baniſhment, had ſwept away vaſt numbers; amongſt 
whom one Tool, a notable Incendiary of Wicklow, was one, | againſt 
whom Edmund Reily the Triſh Prieſt, and Vicar-General, ( afterwards 
Archbiſhop of Ardmagh,) appearing in 1653. as a Witneſs, was there 
accuſed for the chief Author of ſurprizing and burning ( in Ceſlation 
time ) the black Caſtle of W:ck/ow, and conſequently too of murther- 
ing of all thoſe were in it, upon which h& was ſeized and committed ; 
Yet, for his ſervice in betraying the Royal Camp at Rathmines, ſuffered 
no further puniſhment. 
In diſtributing of Lands, a courſe was thought of, how the Zug- 
liſh might enjoy them freely , without diſturbance of the 7ri/h, ( for 
the future ) ever ready to fall upon them ; and therefore many of the 
Natives were tranſplanted into Coxxaght, and, according to the Extenu- 
ation of their Crimes, had more or leſs Land allotted them, which they 
enjoyed freely, and ( in ſeveral reſpe&ts) was a great conveniency to 
them, and not leſs ſecurity to the Engliſh ; They ( being now ih a Bo- 
dy ) might be better watched then ſeveral, where they would have beer 
ſure ( on every opportunity ) to have diſturb'd the Peace. 

One of the taſt Commanders amongſt the 7ri/b, which bore up againſt 
the - Parliament, was Moitogh O Brian, who, being; at laſt forced into 
his Faſtneſſes, obtain'd in March, 1653. the uſual Articles of Tranſpor- 
tation ; By the favour of which, not leſs then 27000 Men, had that 
year been ſent away ; ſo as through the numbers that had been killed, 
\ died of the Plague, Famine, and had been Tranſported, the ſcarcity of 
People was very conſiderable ; To ſupply which, Fleetwood writ that 
ſeveral Colonies might be ſent over, offering very good Conditions to ſuch 
Families that would Tranſport themſelves ; whereupon great numbers 
of all ſorts of Sex flocked into reland, which Fleetwood much indulg- 
ing ; Cromwel! thought requiſite ( for the greater ſtrengthening of his 
own Party ) to make his Son Harry Lord Deputy, which he did in 1655. 
and ſoon after Lord Lieutenant, a Perſon who openly ſhewed himſelf 
againſt the Anabaptiſts, (then raging ) and countenanced the Uni- 
verſity, then in a low Ebb, beſtowing upon it Biſhop Z/her's Library, 
compoſed of the choiceſt and beſt picked Books, extant,carrying-himſelt,ſo 
as ſome of the Rigour of his Father was thereby taken off, and that diſor- 
dered Nation brought into the Condition of a flouriſhing State ; Yet af- 
terwards, ( when he might have had many to have ſeconded him ) he 


tamely yielded, in 1659. the Government to Szeel, the Parliaments

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his Brother Richard having ſurrendred the Protectorſhip in England, 
very meanly, with a ſubmiſſion ( as he termed it ) to Providence ; So- 
that Family expired. | | 
And the Afairs of England growing every day full of change, /reland 
( underſtanding what. Sir George Booth had nobly attempted in England ) 
grew thence early in its dutiful Addreſs to his Majeſty ; And Sir Theo- 
philus Fones, ( farther'd by his Reverend Brother ) Colonel Warrey, 
Bridges, Thompſon, Liſle, Warder and Temple, ſeized Dublin Caſtle ; 
Sir Charles Coot about the fame time, preterring an Impeachment of 
Treaſon againſt Ludlow , Tomlinſon, Corbet , and John Jones ; and 
weighing the Conſequences of the preſent Diſtempers, he ( together 
with the Council of the Officers of the Army, preſent at Dublin ) 
the 16th. of February, 1659. made a Memorable Declaration con- 
cerning the Re-admiſſion of the Secluded Members ; about the fame 
time, ſending Captain Cxffe, to attend Colonel Monk into England, a Ge- 
neral Convention being the 7th. of February, before Summon'd by the 
Vigilance and excellent Contrivance and Induſtry of DoC&tor Dudley 
Loftus, in which Sir James Barry ( afterwards Lord Baron of Saxtry 
was Chairman : Several Afﬀairs ( of greateſt Conſequence) came 
there to be conſidered. Firlt, the Arrears of the Souldiers, (7 were 
to be faſtned to the Deſign, by their Intereſt, and by the diſcharge of 
what was due to them ) then what was moſt popular, ( and look'd 
leaſt to the mark they aim'd at) came under conſideration, in as much 
as they continued till May, 1660. having readily accepted of the Kings 
Declaration from Breda, of the 14th. of April, 1660. laying hold 
( by their Declaration, of the 14th. of May, ) of his Condeſcentions, 
as the fitteſt expedient to cement the divided Intereſts in his three King- 
doms, which his Majeſty ( in his Printed Declaration for the ſettlement 
of Ireland ) takes eſpecial notice of, in theſe words, That our good Sub- 
jets, the Proteſtants ( not Ulſurpers, as the 7riſh in their Caſe entitle 
them, ) in our Kingdom of Ireland, have born a very good part in the 
Bleſſing of our Reſtitution, and that they were early in their dutiful Ad- 
dreſſes unto Vs, and made the ſame Profeſſions of a Reſolution, to return 
to their Duty and Obedience to Us, during the time of Our being beyoud 
the Seas , which they have fince ſo eminently made good, and put in 
prattice. And here I cannnot paſs over, that when the rifh Brigade 
came to afliſt Lambert, againſt Sir George Booth, ( now Lord Delameere ) 
and were in the North with him at that time, advancing to know what 
General Monk intended ; they under Redman, and Bret, firſt drew back, 
though ſome of their Officers ( in their canting mood ) thought to 
have wheedled General Monk into a Compliance. The Convention 
gave his Majeſty 20000 /. the Duke of Tork 4000 /. and the Duke of 
Gloceſter 2000 1. and in May adjourned to the firſt of November, a ſtand- 
ing Committee remaining in the interim. And the 18h. of December, 
1660, his Majeſty by his Letter, approved of this Convention, which 
met again the 22. of Fanuary, and Sir Wi/llam Dumvell was appointed 
Chairman ; it continued till May, 1661. Before they determined, they 
had by a Committee, very ſenſible and gallantly detended (> Court ) 
the Engliſh Intereſt, againſt the 7riſh ; who ( by reaſon of the Peace 
which had been made with them ia 1646. and 48.) thought they had 
very much to plead for his Majeſties favour, when upon the whole, it 
was proved, that if any of them were afterwards Loyal, the generality 
diſobeyed

We taking notice by the Information of the Lords 
and Commons, now Aſſembled in Parliament, That after the 
waſt expence of Blood and Treaſure for the Juppreſſing of the 
late horrid Rebellion in Ireland, begun in October, 1641. 
There are yet many of the Natives of that Our Kingdom, deeply 
guilty of that Rebellion, who have of late broke out into new Acts 
of Force and Violence, ſome Murthering, Robbing, and _—_— 
ing ſeveral of Our Engliſh Proteſtant Subjefts there planted,and 
thers of them by force Entring upon, and Diſquieting the Poſ- 
k rons of ſeveral Adventurers and Souldiers there, to the great 
and manifeſt diflurbance and hinderance of Our Engliſh Planta- 
tion. And being very ſenſible of the innocent bloud of ſo many 
thouſands of Our Engliſh Proteſtant Subjes, formerly ſlain by 
the hands of thoſe barbarous Rebels, and of new miſchiefs of the 
ſame kind, likely to fall out, as the ſad iſſue and conſequents of 
fo unhappy beginnings. Do therefore, by the advice of the ſaid 
Lords and Commons, now aſſembled, as well to teftifie Our ut- 
ter abborring of the ſaid late Rebellion, as to prevent the like 
for the future ; and for the preſent eftabliſhment of the Peace

Eing in Dublin Candlemaſs-Term laſt was twelveMoneth(1640.) 
the Parliament then fitting, Mr. Roger Mooye did write to me, 
deſiring me, that if I could in that ſpare time, I would come 

to his Houſe (tor then the Parliament did nothing but Sit, and Ad- 
Journ, expecting a Commiſſion for the continuance thereof, their 
former Commillion being expired) and that ſome things he had to 
ſay unto me, that did merely concern me, and on receipt of his Let- 
ter, the new Commiſſion for continuing the Parliament landed, and 
I did return him an Anſwer that I could not fulfil his requeſt for that 
preſent ; and thereupon he himſelf came to Town preſently after, 
and ſending to me, I went to ſee him at his Lodging : And after ſome 
little time ſpenr in ſalutations, he began to diſcourſe of the many 
Aflictions and Sufferings of the Natives of that Kingdom, and part1- 
cularly in thoſe late times of my Lord Srrafford”'s Government, 
which gave diſtaſt to the whole Kingdom. And then he began to 
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cularlize the ſuffering of them that were the more antient Natives, as 
were the Iriſh ; how that on ſeveral Plantations they were all put out 
of their Anceſtors Eſtates, All which ſufferings he ſaid, did beget a 
general diſcontent over all the whole Kingdom in both the Natiyes ; 
to wit, the Old and New 1r:/h. And that if the Gentry of the King- 
dom were diſpoſed to free themſelves furtherly from the like incon- 
venience, and get good Conditions for themſelves, for regaining 
their Anceſtors (or at leaſt a good part thereof ) Eſtates, they could 
never deſire a more convenient time than that time, (the diſtempers 
of Scotland being then on foot) and did ask me what I thought ot it ; 
I made him anſwer that I could not tell what to think of it ; ſuch 
matters being altogether out of my Element, Then he would needs 
have an Oath of me of ſecrecy ; which I gave him, and thereupon, 
he told me that he ſpoke to the beſt Gentry of Quality in Lemſter, 
and a great part of Connaght touching that matter , and he found 
all of them willing thereunto, it ſo be they could draw to them the 
Gentry of TlIſter, for which cauſe (ſaid he) I came to ſpeak to you; 
then he began to lay down to me the caſe that I was in there, over- 
whelmed in Debt, the ſmalneſs of my Eſtate, and the greatneſs of 
the Eſtate my Anceſtors had, and how I ſhould be ſure to get it 
again, or at leaſt a good part thereot; and moreover how the wel- 
fare, and maintaining of the Catholick Religion , which he ſaid, 
undoubtedly the Parliament now in Eng/and will ſuppreſs, doth de- 
pend on it : For, ſaid he, it isto be feared, and ſo much I hear from 
every underſtanding man, the Parliament intends the utter ſubver- 
ſion of our Religion, by which perſwaſions he obtained my conſent. 
And ſo I demanded whether any more of T//ſter Gentry were in 
Town, I told him that Phil/;p Reyly, Mr. Jor:lagh O Neal, brother 
to Sir Phelim O Neal, and Mr. Coſloe mac Mahone were in Town, ſo 
Tor that time we parted. 

The next day he invited Mr. Reyly, andT, to dine with him, and at- 
ter dinner he ſent for thoſe other Gentlemen, Mr. Neale, and Mr. mac 
Mahone, and when they were come, he began the diſcourſe former- 
ly uſed to me, to them, and with the ſame perſwaſions formerly 
uſed to me, he obtained their conſent, And then he began to dif- 
courſe of the manner, how it ought to be done, of the teazabillity, 
and eaſineſs of the Attempt, conſidering matters, as they then ſtood 
in England, the troubles of Scotland, the great number of able men 
in the Kingdom, meaning: Ire/and, what ſuccours they were (more 
then) to hope for from abroad, and the Army then raiſed all I+:/h- 
men, and well armed, meaning the Army raiſed by my Lord Straf- 
ford, againſt Scotland. Firſt, that every one ſhould endeavour to 
draw his own friends into that Act, and at leaſt thoſe that did live in 
one County with them ; and when they had ſo done, they-ſend to 
the Ir:/h in the Low-Countryes, and Sparn, tolet them know of the 
_ day, and reſolution, ſo that they.be over with them by that day, or 

foon after with ſupply of Arms and Ammunition, as they could ; 
that there ſhould be a ſet day appointed, and every own in his own 
quarters ſhould riſe out that day, and ſeize on all Arms he could get 
in his County, and this day to be near Winter, fo that E7gland could 
not be able to ſend forces into Ireland before May, and by that time

plied by the [r:/4 beyond Seas, who he ſaid could not miſs of help 
trom cicher Sp, or the Pope, but that his reſolutions were not in 
all things allowed. For, firlt it was reſolved nothing ſhould be done, 
until tirft they had ſ-nt to the 1-,/b over-Seas to knaw their advice, 
and what hope of ſucc:ſs they could give, for in them, as the 
ſaid, all their hope of relief was, and they would haye both their 
advice, and r-ſolution before any further proc-edings, more than to 
ſpeak to, and try Gentlemen of the Kingdom, every one, as they 
could conveniently, to ſee (in cafe they would at any time grow to a 
reſolution) what to be, and ſtrength they muſt truſt to; then Mr. 
Moore told them, that it was to no purpoſe to ſpend much time in 
ſpeaking to the Gentry, For there was no doubt to be made of the 
Tiſh, that they would be ready at any time. .. And that all the doubr 
was in the — of the Pale, burhe ſaid that for his own part, he 
was really atſured, when they had riſen out,the Pa/eGentry would not 
ſtay long ater, at leaſt that they would not oppoſe them in any thing, 
but be Neuters, and if in caſe they did, that they had men enough in 
the Kingdom without them. Moreover he ſaid he had ſpoke toa great 
man (who then ſhould be nameleſs) that would nor fail at the ap- 
pointed day of riſing out to appear, and to be ſeen in. the Act. But 
that until then he was ſworn not to reveal him ; and that was all that 
was done at that meeting, only that Mr. Moore ſhould the next Lext 
following, make a journey down into the North to know what was 
done there, and that he alſo might inform them what he had done, 
and ſo on parting, Mr. Phillip Reyly, and I, did importune Mr. 
Moore for the knowledge of that great man, that he ſpake of, and 
on long entreaty, after binding us to new ſecrecy, not, to diſcover 
him till the day ſhould be appointed, he told that it was the Lord 
of Mayo, who was very powerful in Command of men in thoſe 
parts of Connaght wherein he lived, and that there was no doubt 
poo made of him, no more than was of himſelf, and fo we par- 
red. 

The next Lent following, Mr. Moore according to his promiſe 
came into Tier, by reaſon it was the time of Aſſizes in ſeveral 
Counties ; there he met only with Mr. Reg/y, and nothing was then. 
done; bur all matters put off ll the May following,where we or moſt 
of us ſhould meer at Dub/:n, it being both Parliament and Term- 
time: In the mean time there landed one. Neale O Neale, ſent b 
the Earl of Tyrone out of Sparr, to ſpeak with the Gentry of his 
Name and Kindred, to let them know that he had treated with Car- 
dinal R:cheliew for obtaining ſuccour to come for Ireland, and that 
he prevailed with che Cardinal,ſo that he was to have Arms, Ammus- 
tion-and Money from him on. demand to come for Tre/and, and that 
he -only exp2&ed- a Convenient time to come away, and to deſire 
them to be ina readineſs; and to procure all others, whom they could, 
to be ſo likewiſe, which meſſage did ſet on the proceedings vety much, 
fo that Mr. Moore, Mr. Reyly, my brother, and 1, meeting the next 
May at Dublin, and the ſame Meſſenger there too ; It was reſolved, 
that he ſhould return to the Earl into Spain with their Reſolution, 
which was that they would riſe out twelve or fourreen dayes before or 
after Allhallontide, as they ſhould ſee cauſe,and that he ſhould not fail 
to be with them by that time : There was a report at that time, and 
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before that the Earl of Tyrove was killed, which was not believed, 
by reaſon of many ſuch reports formerly, which we found to be falſe, 
and ſo the Meſſenger departed with dire&ions, that if the Earls 
death were true, he ſhould repair into the Low-Countrys to Colonel 
Owen O Neale, and acquaint him with his Commiſſion from the 
Earl ; whereof, it was thought, he was not ignorant, and to return 
an Anſwer ſent by him, and to ſee what he would adviſe, or would 
do himſelf therein. But preſently after his departure, the certainty 
of the Earls death was known, and on further Reſolution it was a- 
greed ,-that an expreſs Meſſenger ſhould be ſent to the Colonel , 
to make all the Reſolutions known to him, and toreturn ſpeedily 
with his Anſwer. And fo one Toole O Comely a Prieſt (as I think Pa- 
riſh Prieſt to Mr. Moore) was ſent away to Colonel O Neale: In the 
interim there came ſeveral Lettefs and News out of Eng/and to Dube 
lin, of Proclamations againſt the Catholicks in Eng/and, and alſo 
that the Army raiſed in Ire/and, ſhould be disbanded, and conveyed 
into Scotland: And preſently after ſeveral Colonels and Captains 
Landed, with directions to carry away thoſe men ; amongſt whom 
Colonel Plunkett, Colonel Burne, and Captain Bryan O Neale came, 
but did not all come together; for Plunkett landed before my coming 
out of Town, and the &ther two after, wherein a great fear of Sup- 
prefling of Religion was conceived, and eſpecially by the Gentry of 
the Pale, and it was very common amongſt them, that it would 
be very inconvenient to ſuffer ſo many men tobe conveyed out of the 
Kingdom;it being as was ſaid, very confidently reported,that the Sror- 
tiſþ Army did threaten never to lay down Arms, until an uniformity 
of Religion were in the three Kingdoms, and the Catholick Religion 
ſuppreſſed. And thereupon both Houſes of Parliament began to op- 
74 their going, and the Houſes were divided in their Opinions ; 
me would have them go, others not ; but what the definitive con- 
Elufion of the Houſes was touching the point, I cannot tell ; for by 
leave from the Houſe of Lords, I departed into the Country before 
the Prorogation. But before my departure I was informed by Johz 
Barnewall a Fryer, that thoſe Geritlemen of the Pale (and ſome 
other Members of the Houſe of Commons) had ſeveral meetings and 
conſultations, how they might make ſtay of the Souldiers in the 
Kingdom, and likewiſe to arm them in defence of the King, being 
och injured both of Ergland and Scotland then (as they were'in- 
formed) and to prevent any attempt againſt Religion ; and preſently 
after I departed into the Country, and Mr. Rey/ybeing a Member of 
the Houſe of Commons ſtayed theProrogation; and on his coming into 
the Country ſent to me to meet him, and I came to his Houſe, where 
he told me that he heard for certain, that the former Narration of 
Barnewall to me (for I did acquaint him with it) was true; and that he 
heard it from ſeveral there ; alſo was Emar mac Mahone (made firmly 
privy to all our proceedings at Mr, Rey/ys) lately come out of the Pale, 
here he met with the aforenamed John Barnewall, who told him 
as much ; and he formerly told me, and moreover that thoſe Colonels 
that lately came over, did proffer their Service, and induſtry in that 
Act; and fo would raiſe their men under colour to convey them into 
Jpatin,and then ſeize on theCaſtle of Dub/#n,and with their Arms there 
to Arm their Souldiers, arid have them ready for any —_— as 
win ou 
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ſhould be commanded them , but that they had not concluded any 
thing, becauſe they were not aſſured how the Gentlemen of the re- 
mote parts of the Kingdom ( and eſpecially of T//ſter ) would ſtand 
affected to that Act, and that aſſurance of that doubt was all their im- 
pediment. Then we three began to think,how we might aſſute them 
help and of the aſſiſtance of T//ſfter Gentlemen; It was thought that 
one ſhould be ſent to them to acquaint them there with , and they 
made choice of me to come ; by reaſon,as they ſaid,that my Wife was 
allyed to them and their Countrey-woman, and would believe me, 
truſt me ſooner than other of their parts, they or moſt of them be- 
ing of the Pale. And ſo ( without as much as to retnrn; home to 
furniſh my ſelf for ſuch a Journey, Vo/ens, nolens,) they preyailed, or 
father forced me to come to Dublin toconfer with thoſe Colonels, 
(908 that was the laſt Auguſt was Twelve-month ). Coming to 

own, I met Sir Fames D:llon accidentally before I came to m 
Lodging, who was one of thoſe Colonels: and after Salutations, he 
demanded of me where my Lodging was, which when I told him, 
and patted ; the next day being abroad about ſome other occaſions 
in Town, I met him ( as he ſaid ) coming to wait on me in my 
Chamber ; but being a good way from it, he deſired me togo into 
his own Chamber , being near at hand; And then began to diſ- 
courſe of the preſent ſufferings and afflictions of that Kingdom, and 

articularly © gy and how they were to expe no redreſs 
Phe Parliament in England intending, and the Scots reſolving nes 
ver to lay down Arms until the Catholick Religion were fuppreſ- 
ſed ). © Then he likewiſe began to lay down what danger it- would 
be to ſuffer ſo many able Men, as was to go with them co depart the 
Kingdom in ſuch a time : Neither { faid he) do their other Gentle- 
men that are Colonels and my ſelf, affet our owa private profit, fo 
as to prefer it before the Res good of the Kingdom ; And know - 
ing you are well affe&ed thereunto; and I hope { ont he): ready 
to put your helping-hand to' it upon occaſion, I will let you know 
the reſolution of thoſe other Gentlemen and mjae, + which is, if 
we are rendy to raiſe our Men, andafter to ſeize on the Caſtle, where 
there 1s great great ſtore of Arms, and arm our ſelves there. This 
was the tirſt motion that ever I heard of taking the Caſtle ; for it 
never came into our thoughts & wang 4. nor am perſwaded ever 
would, if it had not proceeded from thoſe Colonels, who were the 
firſt motioners and eontrivers thereof, for ought known to:rhe 3. and 
then tobe ready to prevent, and reſiſt any danger, that the Gentle- 
men of the Kingdom like thereof, and help us : For we of ont felves 
neither are able, nor will do any thing therein without'their af- 
fiſtance. I began accarding to the-directions that were fent with me 
to approve of their Reſolutzon, arid alfo to let him know, .how ſure 
- he might be of the aſſiſtance of thoſe of T//ſter. Then ke told us, 
rhat for my more ſatisfaction ,I-ſhould confer with the reſt of the 
Colonels themſelves , as many as are privy to! the Action, and 
pena... a place. of meeting was ointed that  after- 
noon ; and. on the time and place appointed there met Sic s 
himſelf, Colonel Bourne, and -Qolonel Plunket. And that (former 
Diſcourſe being renewed, they began to lay down the Obſtacles to 
that Enterpriſe , and: how they ſhould: be redrefled. rfti: If ore 
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ſhould V Var enſue, how there ſhould be Money had ro pay the Soul- 
diers. 2ly, How and where they ſhould procure ſuccours from For- 
reign parts. 3dly, How to draw in the Pale G:ntlemen, 4qtilv, Who 

ſhould undertake to ſurpriſe the Caſtle, and how it ſhould be done. 
To the firſt,it was anſwered ; That the Rents in the Kingdom eve- 
ry where, not having reſpe&t whoſe they ſhould be, due to the Lords 
and Gentlemen thereof, ſhould be colleted to pay rhe Souldiers. 
And moreover, they might be ſure ( nay that there was no doubr 
thereot ?) to procure money from the Pope, who gave ſeveral pro- 
miſes formerly to my Lord of Tyrone ( incaſe he could make way 
to come into ITrelznd ) to maintain fix thouſand men yearly at hus 
own charge; and that notwithſtanding, that my Lord of Tyrone was 
dead, yet that he would continue the ſame forwardneſs now. « 
To the ſecond, it was anſwered by Colonel Bourne, that help from 
abroad could not fail them. For ( ſaid he ) Colonel O Neat told me 
that 'he had , or would procure in readineſs ( I do not remember 
which of thoſe the Colonel foake, or whether he ſpoke poſitive, that 
Colonel 'O. Neal had Arms ,: or would procure them) Arms tor ten 
thoufand men. And moreover ( ſaid he ) I make no great queſti- 
on, that if we ſend into Spazr, we ſhall not miſs of aid ; for I being 
in Londox the laſt year in the Scots troubles, T was in conference 
with one of the Spanih Ambaſſadours there then, and talking of 
their troubles then a-foot; he ſaid , That if the 1-:/þ did then riſe 
too, and ſend to Jpain, their Meſſengers would be received: un- 
der Canopies-of Gold. Theſe laſt words he told me; and fome 
one man of thoſe thar- were | ps privately, whoſe name I can- 
not callto mind; ( neither well remember I whether he ſpoke to them 
all;:or no )- then it was thought, that when:they were both-in Arms 
for defence of the Catholick cauſe, they would 'be ſuccoured by the 

Catholick Princes of Chriſtendom. | 
To the third, it was anſwered by Colonel Plunket, That he was as 
morally certain(for thoſe were his words)as he could be of any thing, 
that. the Pale Gentleman would joyn with them,and aſſiſt them. For, 
he ſaid, I have ſpoke to ſeveral of them ſince my landing in the King- 
dom, and I find them very ready and willing; and w.thal I have at 
London ſpoke to ſome of the Committees, and particularly ro my 
Lord of Gormonſtowne ,' to let them know his reſolution, and they 
approved it very well. All this was not done at the firſt meeting , 
but at'three'or four meetings; And fo on the Jaſt meeting ,-it 
was reſolved to the laſt doubt, touching ſeizing the Caſtle; that 
Colonel Plunket and : Colonel Bourne ſhould badertakcs that Task, 
becauſe they were nearer to it 'than any other ;' and alſo. ſeize on 
the Forts, Garriſons and other places, where rhey thinkiany Arms 
ſhould be; and in particular, Loxdonderry, which ſhould be.underta- 
ken by thoſe of Ulſter, and then there was a ſet-day appointed for 
the execution thereof; that was'the. fifth of the enſuing Q&#oter, 
this being the latter end of ' Auguſt, or the beginning of Septem- 
er, Anno 1641. I donot mw wither ). 1 And every one ſhould: 
make 5 15 maE to riſe out that day'; and they. were naffied ; that 
ſhould firſt ſuccour them, that would take the Caſtle with men pre- 
ſently, 'namely, Sir mes Dion, who did'undertake tobe with 
them within 3 (or at the moſt ) 4 days, with' z000 men; ___ 
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much more ſhould come to them out of the North. For theſe two 
Colonels did not intend to uſe above 100 men in the ſurprizal, where- 
of they were to have twenty good able Gentlemen : For they made 
account, that having the Caltle, they with the Artillery would ma- 
{ter all the Town, until they were relieved by men from the Coun- 
trey ; And becauſe there was a doubt made , how all this ſhould be 
done in ſo ſhort a time, they did appoint, that all that were there 
preſent, ſhould not fail to meet again there the 20th of Sepiem- 
ber, to give an account of all things, as well hopes as impedi- 
ments. And it on that interview all things ſhould happen to be 
well, that they go forward, or if otherwiſe, to prolong the Execu- 
tion of it to a more convenient time, and ſo we parted every man 
into the Countrey about his own Task. And I in my way home came 
to Mr. Reyl:es houſe, and there I received a Letter from Sir Phelim 
O Neal, that his Lady was dead, and to be buried on the Sunday 
following, this being on the Saturday, and deliring me in all kind- 
neſs to come to ghe Burial; and Mr. Reyly having received another 
Letter to the ſame effec, would needs have me go thither (where- 
unto [ was very unwilling, being weary, withal not provided to go 
to ſuch a meeting ) as well ( ſaid he ) to prevent any jealouſie 
from the Ladies Friends; as alſo to conter with Sir Phel:zs touch- 
ing all thoſe proceedings ( for neither he nor I ſpoke to Sir Phel;m 
concerning the matters before ) but to his Brother Jor:lagh O Neal, 
and coming thither, we found Captain Brian O Neal, lately come 
out of the Low-countreys, ſent over by Colonel O Neal to ſpeak 
to, and provoke thoſe of T//ſtey to riſe out in Arms, and that he would 
be with them, on notice of their day, the ſame day, or ſoon after it. 
And it was asked of the ſaid Captain what Aid he could ſend or pro- 
cure, being but a private Colonel, or where he could get any. He 
replyed, That the faid Colonel told him, that he had ſent ro ſeveral 
places that Summer todemand Aid, and in particular to Cardinal Rz- 
chelieu into France, (' to whom he had ſent twice that year) and 
had comfortable, and very hopeful promiſes from them , and eſpe- 
cially from that Cardinal, on whom he thought the Colonel did 
moſt depend, ſo that there was no doubt to be made of ſuccbur from 
him, and eſpecially when they had riſen out, that would be a means 
to the Cardinal to give Aid ; we did the more credit him in regard 
of the former Treaty between the ſaid Cardinal and the Earl of Ty- 
rone, as formerly is ſaid. For my own part, I did and do believe, 
that the Colonel doth depend on France for Aid, more than on any 
other place, as well for thoſe reaſons, as alſo that Ever mac Mahone, 
formerly mentioned , told me, That preſently after the Ifle of Rees 
enterprize ( hebeing then in the Low-countreys did hear for cer- 
tain, that the Earl ot Tyrone together with the Colonel did ſend into 
France, to the Marſhal of France ( that was General of the French 
Forces at the Ile of Ree )'to deal with him for procuring of Aid to 
come then for Ireland, and that he received an Anſwer from the 
ſaid Marſhal, that he was moſt willing and ready to contribute his 
endeavours for his furtherance therein , but that he could not for 
the preſent anſwer my Lords expeQtations, by reaſon that the King 
had V Vars in [:aly, which he thought would be at an end within half 
a year, or little more, and then my Lord ſhould not doubt % any 
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thing, that he could do for his Aſſiſtance ; but theſe continued a great 
deal longer, ſo tor that time that Enterpriſe failed. So after the 
Burial was done, I gave thoſe Gentlemen knowledg of what I had 
done at Dublin, and how I was to retire thither ; and then they be- 
gan to think how they ſhould ſurpriſe Londonderry, they being near 
it, but could not then agree in the manner ; and ſo Sir Phe/zm deſired 
me to take his Houſe in my way going to Dub/:n, and that I ſhould 
have a reſolution to carry with me touching Londonderry, and there- 
on I parted home, bur ſoon after came to Dublin to the fore-ap- 
pointed Meeting with rhoſe Colonels. But firſt I took in my way Sir 
Phelim O Nea!'s Houſe, to be certain what he had done ; and his 
Anſwer was, That he knew that matter could not be put in Executi- 
on by the fifth of OZober, as was appointed, and that they would 
make another longer day forit, And that he would provide for the 
taking of Londonderry by that day, and fo came to Dudbl:n to give 
an account of that was done , and alſo know what further ſhould be 
done. I was not two hours in my Lodging when Mr. Moor came to 
me ( who knew what was done by thoſe Colonels formerly from 
Colonel Bourn ), and told me that the Meifenger ſent to Colonel 
O Neal, was come with an Anſwer, deſiring us not to delay any 
time in riſing out, and to let him know of that Day before-hand, 
and that he would not fail to be with us within fourteen days 
of that Day with good Aid; alſo deſiring. us by any means to 
ſeize the Caſtle of Dublin, it we could ; for he heard that there was 

great proviſion init for VVar: And Mr. Moor moreover ſaid, that 

time was not to be over-ſlipped, and deſired me to be very preſſing 

with the Colonels to go on 1n their Reſolution ; But on meeting the 

Colonels with them, they were fallen from their Reſolution, be- 

cauſe thoſe of the Pale would do nothing therein firſt ; but when it 

was done, they would not fail to aſſiſt us. Colonel P/unket did af- 

firm, and ſo by ſeveral meetings it was reſolved on by them to deſiſt 

from that Enterpriſe for that time, and to expect a more convenient 

time : But before that their Reſolution, Sir Phe/zm O Neal, and the 

aforeſaid Captain Bryan O Neal followed me to Dublin ( as they 

ſaid ) to aſſiſt, and adviſe me how to proceed with that Colonel, but 

neither they nor Mr. Mooy would be ſeen therein themſelves to thoſe 

Gentlemen, but would meet me privately and know what was done 

at every Meeting ; alledging for ak, That I being firſt employed 

in that matter, 1t would not be expedient that they ſhould te ſeen in 
it, And moreover, they would not be known to be in the Town but 

by a few of their Friends, until they were in a manner ready to de- 

part the Town, at leaſt as long asI was in Town, for I left them 
there; But when I made them acquainted with their determination 

of deſiſting from that Enterpriſe, they thought it convenient, that 
we ſhould meet with Mr. Moor and Colonel Bourn to ſee what was 
further to be done, concernithg the further intention of their own, 
and according we did ſend to them that they ſhould meet us; and on 

that Meeting, it was, Where was only Sir Phe/im, Mr. Moor, Co- 

lonel Bourne, Captain Neal, and my ſelf. After long debate, it was 
reſolved, That we with all thoſe that were of our faction ſhould go 
on with that determination that was formerly made , concluded to 
riſe out: Moreover, to ſeize on the Caſtle ( as the Colonels were 
pur- 
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purpoſed,for it it were not tor their project, and the advice ſent by Co. 
tonel Neale, we would never venture to ſurpriſe it,neither was it ever 
thought on in all the Meetings and Reloluiions between us, before 
thoſe Colon:ls did re:olve on ir, but by reaſon, that the other Gentle- 
men that were privy to theſe prececdings were. not preſent, the cer- 
tainty of the time and the manner how to execute it was put off to a 
further meeting in the Country, and this was reſolved in Dublin 
on the $:3:day at Night, being the twenty ſixth or twenty ſeventh of 
September, and tne meeting was appointed on the Suturday follow- 
ing at mac Colloe, mac Mahone's hoale in Farney in the County of 
Monaghan. And thereupon we all left the Town, only Sir Phe/im 
ſtayed about ſome other his private occaſions, but did aflure his being 
there at that day ; and by reaſon, that at that meeting the Gentry 
of Lemſter could not be', conſidering the remorteneſs of the place 
from them; it was thought fit that Mr. Moore ſhould there meet to 
receive the {inal Reſolution, and ſhould acquaint them therewith : 
And in the mean time Colonel Bourne, who had undertaken for 
Colone! Plankert, ſhould inform them all the intention conceived,and 
diſpole them in readineſs againſt that day that ſhould be appointed, 
Oa Saturday Icame to Mr.mac Mahone's houſe ; there met only Mr. 
mic Mahone himſelt, Captain Neale, Ever mac Mahone, and my ſelf, 
and thither thatſame day came the Meſſenger that was ſent to Colonel 
Neale, and did report the Colonels anſwer and advice verbatim, as 
have formerly repeated from Mr, Moore;and by reaſon that Sir Phelim, 
his Brother, or Mr. Phillip Reyly. that were defired tq meet, did not 
meet ; we ſtayed that Night to expect them,and that Night [ received 


a Letter from Sir Phelim, — us by any means, not to expect. 


him uotill the Muay following ; tor he had,nor could diſpatch ſome 
occaſions merely concerning him, but whatever became of them, he 
would nor fail of the Munday : And the next day after receipt of the 
Letter being Sunday (by Mr. Moores advice) we departed from 
Colonel mac Mahones houſe to prevent (as he ſaid) the ſuſpition of 
the Engliſh there (many living near) to Loghyoſſe in the County of 
Ard@magh to Mr. Torilagh O Neale's houſe ( not Sir Phelim's Brother, 


but Son to Mr. Henry O Neale of the Fewes,Son in Law to Mr. Moore) 


and left word,that if Sir Phel:m, or any of thoſe Gentlemen did come 
in the mean time, they ſhould follow us thither (whether only went 
Mr. Moore, Captain O Neale and my ſelf”) and there we expected 
until the Tueſday ſubſequent before any of thoſe did come. . On the 
Tueſday came Sir Phelitm, and Ever mac Mahone, all the reft fail- 
ing to come, Mr, mac Mahone's wite was dead the Night before , 
which was the cauſe that he was not there, but 1 gave his aſſent to 
what ſhould be concluded to win therein, and execute what ſhould 
| be appointed him ; and then we five (v:z.) Sir Phel;m, Mr. Moore, 
Captain O Neale, Ever mac Mahone, and my ſelf, afluring our ſelves, 
that thoſe Gentlemen -abſent ſhould both allow, and joyn.to what 
we ſhould determine, did grow into a final Reſolution, Srouncry all 
or moſt part of our hope and confidence on the Succours from Colonel 
O Neale, to ſeize on the Caſtle, and riſe out all in one day, and the 
day was appointed on the 23th. of that Moneth, this being the 5th. 
day of OfFober, having regard therein to the day of the week, where- 
on that day did fall, which was the en” being the Market day, 
C | 
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on which day there would be leſs notice taken of people up and down 
*the ſtreets ; then began a queſtion who ſhould be deputed for the ſur- 
priſal of the Caſtle, and then Mr, Moore ſaid he would be one of them 
himſelf, and that Colonel Bourne ſhould be another, and what other 
Gentlemen of Lemiter they could procure to joyn with them, and 
ſeeing the Caſtle had two Gates, the one the great, the other the 
little Gate going down to my Lord Lieutenant's Stables, hard by 
which Stables, without the Caſtle; was the Store-houſe for Arms, 
they of Lemſter would undertake one Gate, and that ſhould be 
the little Gate, and the great Gate ſhould be undertaken by thoſe 
of Ulſter, and (ſaid he) of neceſſity one of you both (meaning Sir 
Phelim and me ) mult be there, for the mere countenance of the mat- 
ter, it being the glory ofall our proceedings, and all that his Speech 
was well liked ot all preſent : But Sir Phe/zm would be exempted 
from that imployment, and ſo wouldTI ; but then all of them ſet on 
me, deſiring me to be one, alledging for Reaſon, that their Procecd- 
ings and Reſolutions were very honorable and glorious, it being for 
Religion, and for to procure. more liberty for their Country, as did 
(fay they) of late Scor/and, and that in taking the Caſtle conſiſted all 
the glory and honour of the ſaid At; all which ſhould be attributed 
tothem which ſhould be imployed therein, and ſo by conſequence 
all, or moſt part to be there, being (as they ſaid) the chief in that 
Enterpriſe, and more, Sir Phe/im ſaid that he would endeavour to 
take or procure others to take Londonderry the ſame day, and if he 
ſhould be away, that place would not be taken ; with theſe and ma- 
ny other perſwafions they obtained my conſent, and then the Cap- 
ta.n offered himſelf : they began to think what number ſhould beim- 
ployed in that Ac; and they concluded on two hundred men, one 
hundred from each Province, for thoſe States which they ſeize on, 
of which number Sir Phel:m O Neale ſhould ſend forty with an able 
ſufficient Gentleman to conduct them : And likewiſe Captain Neale 
twenty, Mr. mac Mahone, Mr. Reyly ten more, and I ſhould bring 
twenty two; then began a doubt how they ſhould raiſe thoſe men, 
and convey them to Dublin without ſuſpicion ; and it was anſwered 
that under pretence of carrying them to: thoſe Colonels that were 
cofiveying Souldiers into the Kingdom, it might ſafely be done ; and 
to that purpoſe Sir PhelmmO Neale, Mr. Moore, and the Captain had 
ſeveral blank Patents with Deputations to make Captains to thoſe 
Colonels, which they ſent to thoſe that ſhould ſend men to Dubl:z : 
for the more colour, they bethought of what was to be done in the 
Country that day, and it was reſolved, that every one privy to that 
matter in every part of the Kingdom ſhould riſe up that day, and feize 
on all the Forts and Arms in the ſeveral Counties, to make all the 
Gentry. Priſoners, the more to aſſure themſelves againſt any averſe 
fortune,and not to kill any, but where of neceſſity they muſt be forced 
thereunto by oppoſition(and that thoſe that were appointed for taking 
of the Caſtle ſhould obſerve) and in particular the Gentry : All their 
Army in T/lſter to take that day Londonderry, which Sir Phe/;m did 
undertake, and Knockfergus, which they thought Sir Henry mac O 
Neale would do; and to that end Sir Phelim's Brother Tor:lagh O 
Neale ſhould be ſent to them; and the Newry which ſhould be under» 
taken by Sir Conne Magennis,and his Brothers; for whom Sir Phel/im, 
in 
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in regard they were his Brothers in Law, his deceaſed Lady being their 
Silter,did undertake. Morcover,it was agreed, that Sir Phe/im,Mr. Rey- 
ly, Mr.Coll mac Mihone,and my Brother ſhould with all the ſpeed they 
could after that day raiſe all the forces they could, and follow us to 
Dublin ; But ro Arm the men,and ſuccour,and attend,and garriſon the 
Town and Caltl-;And likewiſe Mr. Moore ſhould appoint Lemfſter Gen- 
tlemen to ſend like ſupply of men;then there was tear of the Scots cons 
ceived, that they ſhould preſently oppoſe themſelves, and that would 
make the matter more difficult, and to avoid which danger, it was 
reſolved on, not to meddle with them, or any thing belonging to 
them, and to demean themſelves towards them, as it they were of 
themlelves, which they thought would pactfie them from any oppo- 
ſition, and it the Scots would not accept of that offer of amity, but 
would oppole them, they were in good hope to cauſe a ſtir in Scotland 
that might divert them from them; and 1 believe the ground for that 
hope was, that two years before, in or about the beginning of the 
Scots troubles, my Lord of Tyrone ſent one Torilagh O Neal ( a 
Prieſt ) out of Sp.7zz, and that this, I take it, was the time that he was 
in Treaty with Cardinal R:zchelzen, to my Lord of Argzle, to Treat 
with him for help trom my Lord, for him to come into Ireland, as 
was ſaid for Marriage between the ſaid Earl and my Lord of Argzles 
Daughter (or Siſter I know not which) and this Meſſenger was in 
Ireland, with whom Mr. Tor:lagh O Neale, Sir Phelinrs Brother 
had conference, trom whom this Relatioa was had, that ſaid Meſlen- 
er went into Jcotland,as I did hear from the faid Mr. Neale, or from 
ver mac Mahone atorenamed, I know not from which of them, but 
what he did there I could never hear, by reaſon that myLord of Tyrone 
was preſently aſter kill:d, they were the more confirmed therein, 
hearing that my Lord of Argz/e did ſay (near to the ſame time as I 
gueſs, and when the Army was raiſed in Ireland, as Ithink)toa 
great Lady in Scotland, T know not her name, but did hear, that ſhe 
was much imbarqued in the troubles of that Kingdom, there ſhe que- 
ſtioning, how they could ſubſilt againſt the two Kingdoms of England 
and Ireland, that if the King did endeavour to ſtir Ireland againſt 
them, he would kindle ſuch a Fire in Ireland, as would hardly or- 
never be quenched ; And moreover they knew my Lord to be Power- 
ful with the Highlanders ,, Redſhanks in Scotland, whom they 
thought would be prone, and ready to ſuch Actions, they for the 
molt part deſcended out of Tre/nd, holding the Ir:þ Lan page and 
Manners ſtill, and fo we parted. The next day being Weaneſday 
Leghroſſe every man went about his own task, and ſo when I came 
home I acquainted my Brother with all that was done, and what they 
had appointed him to do, and did like according as they had appoint- 
ed me, ſend to Mr. Reyly to let him know as much, and the 18th of 
the ſame Month I began my Journy to Dublin; and when I came to 
Dublin (being the day bofore the appointed day for pang that Re- 
ſolution in execution there) I met with Captain Comme O Neale, ſent 
out of the Low-Countreys by Colonel O Neal, who was ſent,after the 
Meſſenger ſeat by us formerly to the ſaid Colonel was by him diſap- 
Soles with his Anſwer, to encourage us in our Reſolution, and 
to ſpeedy Performance, with aſſurance of Succour, which he ſaid 
would not fail of the Colonels behalf, and for the more certainty of 
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help from him, and to aſſure us that the Colonel had good hopes to 
procure aid from others, he ſaid that it was he himſelf, that was im- 
ployed from him to Cardinal Rzche/zeu twice, that ſome men who gave 
very fair promiſes to allure the Colonels Ren, wirh which he 
ſaid, that the ſaid Colonel was really with himſelf aflured of the Car- 
dinals aid, and that he was likewiſe commanded by the Colonel upon 
our Reſolution of the day, to give notice thereot to him, and that he 
would be within 14, days over with them with aid ; but he landed 
9.0r 10. days before, and meeting with Captain By;an O Neal, who 
made him acquainted with what was Reſolved ; He did write all the 
matter to Colonel O Neale, fo as he was ſure of his.ſpeedy coming : 
And ſo that Evening he and I came to meet the other Gentlemen; and 
there were met Mr. Moore, Colonel Bourne, Colonel Plunkerr, Ca 
tain Fox, and other Lemſier Gentlemen, a Caprtain (I think of the 
Bournes, but I am not ſure whether a Bourne or Toole) and Captain 
Bryas O Neale, and taking an actount of thoſe that ſhould have been 
there ; it was found that Sir Phelim O Neale, Mr, Collo mac Mahone 
did fail of ſending their men ; and Colonel Bourne did miſs Sir Mor- 
gan Cavanagh, that had promiſed him to be there, - bur he ſaid he was 
ſure he would not fail to be that Night or the next Morniug in Town: 
Andof the two hundred men that were appointed, there were only 
cighty preſent, yet notwithſtanding they were reſolved to go on in 
their Reſolution, and all the difference was at what time of the day 
they would ſet on the Caſtle, and after ſome debate, it was reſolved in 
the Afternoon,and the rather hoping to meet the Colonel there then ; 
for they ſaid, if they ſhould take Cattle, and be enforced by any extre- 
mity for not reciving timely ſuccour out of the Country (having them 
they could not wane) and ſoparted that Night, but to meet in the 
Morning to ſee further what was to be done,and immediately rhereon, 
I came to my Chamber, and about nine of the Tlock, Mr. Moore and 
Captain Fox came to me, and told me all was diſcovered, and that 
the City was in Arms, and the Gates were ſhut up, and ſo departed 
from me: And what became of them, and of the reſt, I know nor, 
nor think that they eſcaped, but how, and at what time do not 
know, becauſe I my ſelf vvas taken that Morning, 
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Fol. 30.

Longford in Ireland, which he preſented to the 
State in their behalf. -Novemb. 10. 1641. 


Our very Good Lord, 


VR Alliance unto your Lordfſhips Anceſtors, and your ſelf, 
() and the Tryal of your and their performance of Truſt unto 


their Friends in therr greateſt Adverſity , encourageth us. 
and engageth your Honour to our fruition of your future favours ; 
The fixion of our Confidence in you before any other of the Peers 
and privy Gouncellors of the Kingdom doubleth this Obligation. 
Tour Lordſhip may therefore be pleaſed to acquaint the Lords, 
Fuſtices , and Councel ( to be imparted unto hu Sacred Majeſty ) 
with our Grievances, and the cauſes thereof , the reading of whic 
we moſt humbly pray, and the manner of it. 

Firſt, The Papiſts in the neighbouring Counties are ſeverely pu- 
nijhed, and their miſeries might ſerve as Beacons unto us to look un- 
to 0ur own, when our Nezghbours Houſes are on fire: And we and 0- 
ther Papiſts are, and ever will be as loyal Subjetts as any in the 
King's Dominions ; For manifeſtation whereof we ſend herein inclo- 
ſed an Oath ſolemnly taken by us , which as it received indeleble Im- 
preſſion in our hearts, ſhall be ſign d with our hand, and ſeal d with 
our Blood.

T is well known to all men, but more particularly to his Majeſties 
Subjects of this Kingdom, who have all gathered plentiful and 
comfortable fruits ot his Majeſties bleſſed Government, how a- 
bundantly careful his Majeſty hath been in the whole courſe of his 
Government, of the peace and ſafety of this his Kingdom , and how 
raciouſly he hath laboured to derive to all his Subjects there- 
in, all thoſe benefits and comforts, which from a moſt gracious 
King, could be conferred on his Subjects, to make them a happy peo- 
le, whereof he hath given many- great teſtimonies. And as at all times 
bo endeavoured to give them due contentment and fatisfaftion , ſo 
even then whilſt the Rebels now in Arms were conſpiring miſchief a- 
gainſt Him, and his Crown and Kingdom, he was then exerciſing Adts 
of Grace and benignity towards them, granting to his Subjedts here 
the fulneſs of their own deſires in all things, ſo tar as with Honour or 
Juſtice he poſſibly could , and particularly when the Committees of 
both Houſes of Parliament here this laſt Summer attended his Ma- 
zeſty in England, at which time ( amongſt many other things =e- 


ouſly aflented to by Him, he was content, even with apparent loſs and . 


diſadvantage to himſelf, to depart with ſundry his Rights of very 
great value, which lawfully and juſtly he might have retained; And 
as his continual goodneſs to his people, and his Princely care of their 
roſperity and preſervation ſhall (t9 the unſpeakable joy and com- 
Fort of all his good Subjects ) render him | ene to all Poſterity, ſo 
the wicked ingratitude and treacherous difloyaltie of thoſe Rebels 
ſhall render them infamous to all Ages: and utterly inexcuſable even in 
the jadgment of thoſe, who for any reſpeQeither formerly wiſhed well 
to their perſons, or now pity them in their tranſgreſſions. And al- 
though the ſaid perſons now in Rebellion were in no degree provo- 
ked by any. juſt cauſe of publique grief received from his Majetty, or 
his Miniſters , to undertake ſuch deſperate wickedneſs, neither can 
juſtly aſſign any ſeverity or rigour in the execution of thoſe Laws 
which are in force in this Kingdom againſt Papiſts , nor indeed any 
cauſe at all, other then the unnatural hatred , which thoſe perſons in 
Rebellion do bear the Brittiſh and Proteſtants, whom they deſire and 
publickly profeſs to root out from amongſt them.

Rants, of all rheir Goods, diſpoſſeſied them of their Houſes and Lands, 
murthered many of them upon the place, ſtripped naked many others 
of them, and ſo expoſed them to nakedneſs, cold and famine, as they 
thereof died ; impriſoned many others, ſome of them perſons of emi- 
nent quality ; laid Siege to divers of his Majeſties Forts and Towns 
yet1n his Majeſties hands, and committed many other barbarous cru- 
elties and execrable inhumanities, upon the Perſons and Eſtates of the 
Brittiſh and Proteſtant Subjects of the Kingdom , without regard of 
quality, age, or ſex, And to cover their wickedneſs, in thoſe cruel

ſons as they think fit, whieh can no way ſtand with his Majeſties juſt 
hoy: nts : nor can any equal-minded man be ſeduced to believe 
that they can wiſh well to his Royal Perſon, or any thing that is his, 
who in their ations have expreſſed ſuch unheard-of hatred, malice, 
and ſcorn of the Brittiſh Nation, as they have done. And ſuch is 
their madneſs as they conſider not , that his Sacred Majeſty diſdains 
to have his Name or Power fo boldly traduced by fuch ey + ok 
actors, 
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factors, Rebels having never in any Age been eſteemed fit ſupporters 
of the King's Prerogative, much leſs _— who ( under countenance 
thereof) labouf to deface and ſhake off his Government, and extirp 
his moſt loyal and faithful Subjects of his other Kingdoms and here, 
whoſe preſervation ( above all earthly things ) is and always hath 
been his Majeſties principal ſtudy and endeavour, which even theſe 
Traytors themſelves have abundantly found, with comfort, if they 
could have been ſenſible of it, And whereas divers Lords and Gentle- 
men of the Engliſh Pale preferred petition unto Us , in the behalf of 
themſelves and the reſt ot the Pale, and other the old Eng/:/b of this 
Kingdom, ſhewing that whereas a late conſpiracy of Treaſon was dif- 
covered, of ill-affected perſons of the old Iri/, and that, thereupon 
Proclamation was publithed by Us ; wherein ( among other things 
it was declared that the ſaid Conſpiracy was perpetrated by El 
. Papiſts, without diſtinftion of any, and they doubting that by thoſe 
general words of Ir:ſþ ?apiſts,they might ſeem to be involved,though 
they declared themielves confident, that we did not intend to include 
them therein, in regard they alleadged they were none of the old 
I-1/h nor of their Faction or Confederacy ; but (as they then pretend- 
ed ) altogether averſe and oppoſite to all their detigns, and all others 
of like condition. We therefore to give them full ſatisfaction ( ha- 
ving indeed at that time great confidence in their loyaltie ) did by 
Proclamation, dated the 29. of OfFober 1641. declare and publiſh, 
that by the words, Ir;b Papifts, VVe intended only ſuch of the old 
meer Iriſh in the Province of T/fter, as were then Actors in that 
Treaſon, and others, who adhered to them; and that V Ve did not 
any way intend or mean thereby any of the old Eng/:ſp of the Pale, 
nor of any other parts of this Kingdom, -rhen eſteemed good Sub- 
zets, VVe being then (as we conceived ) well aſtured of rheir tide- 
lities to the Crown, and having experience of the good affection and 
ſervices of th-ir Anceſtors, in tormer times of danger and Rebellion. 
And ind-ed, ſo believing were we in their faithfulnefs and. loyaltic to 
the Crown, as we then alfo repreſented it into England for their ad- 
vantage ; and thereupon in the Order of the Lords and Commons1n 
the Parliament in England concerning Ireland, His Majeſties, loyal 
Subjects of Eng/i/h Blood, though of the Rom:fh Religion, being an- 
cient Inhabitants within ſeveral Counties and parts of this Realm are 
mention:d, as thofe who have always in former Rebellions grven te- 
ftimony of their fidelity to the Crown of England, And wm farther 
teſtimony of the good affianc2 we had in ther joyaltie , V Ve iflued 
Arms to the ſeveral Counties of the Eng/i/h Pale, the berter to-enabſe 
them to diſcharge their duties m defending thoſe parts, and His Ma- 
jeſties good Subjects rherein,againft the Rebels,npon'deep:-protetfions 
of loyalty made by them, and their ſeeming deteſtationofthe loathform- 
neſs of the crimes, and bloody guilts of the Rebels, which they for their 
parts profeſſed ( with many Oaths and proteſtations ) to abhor, and 
promiſed to oppoſe andreſittthem with all their power. And we iſſued 
Arms alfo to many Noblemen and Gentlemen of rhe Pale, and elſe» 
where, ofthe Romz{h Religion, for the defence of their Houfes againfi 
the Rebels. Yet much contrary to the expeCtation of all equal-mind» 
ed men, and'in deceit of. the truſt repoſed in themvby this State; and 
direRly contrary,as to their loyaltic and:duty ro His Majeſty,fo tor the 
great 
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great profeſſions which they had ſo lately before made at this Coun- 
cel-Board, many of thoſe, as well whole Countics, as particular per- 
ſons entruſted with thoſe Arms, revolted to the Rebels, carried His 
Majeſties Arms with them, and ſothe Arms which were truſted in- 
to their hands, for the protection of His Majeltics good Subjects, 
they converted to the annoyance and deftruction ( as much as in 
them lay ) of thoſe good Subjedts they were truſted to proteCt, and 
of this State and Government, and have not only not reſ1ied the Re- 
bels, but have alſo joyned with them, and they and the Rebels aſ- 
ſembled in Arms in hoſtile manner, with Banners diſplayed againſt 
his Majeſty, in beſieging ſome of his Town, taking into their polleſ- 
ſion by force or fraud many of his Majeſties Burroughs, walled and 
unwalled, and in committing murthers, ſpoyls, robberi-s, and man 

deteſtable cruelties on His Majeſties good Subjects. . And px Wag 
thoſe of the Pale, pretended that they were not able to aſlemblc or 
Arm any ſtrength againſt the Rebels, yet lately they found means to 
aſſemble, and arm great multitudes to aſſiſt the Rebels aga.nit His 
Majeſties Forces, and againſt His Majeſties Government , and this 
State, and as well the perſons who were the firſt Afors in this Rebel- 
lion, as alſo many others in the Engliſh Pale, and ſeveral other parts - 
of the Kingdom, forgetting thoſe duties which (by the Laws ot God 
and man) are due from them to His Sacred Majeſty, are ſo ungrateful 
to His Majeſty for the great and abundant benefits and favours from 
Him, and His Royal Father, and Prcdeceſlors derived to them, fo in- 
ſenſible of the happineſs which they ( with all others in this King- 
dom ) enjoyed by His bleſſed Government, and ſo improyident to 
themſelves and their poſterity , as they have preſumed moſt unnatu- 
rally to conſpire, raiſe, and act thoſe abominable Treaſons and Rebel- 
lion againſt His Majeſty, as is herein formerly mentioned. And for-

Right Honorable, my very good Lord, 
err my lat ” my Lord of Dungarvan, my own indiſpoſition 
at 


and imbecillity been ſuch as in mine one perſon I have not 

been able to attempt any thing,but have by my Sickneſs been con- 
fined to my Chamber : but the forward earneſtneſs and zeale to the 
ſervice in my Lord of Inchequin, Colonel Vavaſor, Captain Jephſon, 
and the reff of the Officers of the ſmall Army here hath accompliſhed 
ſome Exploits, whereof you may pleaſe to receive the enſuing Rela- 
tion, 

T being beſieged on the North ſide of the City by my Lord Muskry, 
Mr. Carty Leath, and all the reſt of . the Weltern Forces, aud having 
notice that my Lord Roche, my Lord of Ikarne, Donboin, the Bar- 
rou of Loghmay, My. Richard Butler, and all the tipperary Forces 
were drawing uþ to beleager me on the South, T diſpatched away the 
iwo Troops then newly landed under the Command of my Lord Inche- 
quin, and Captain Jephſon znto the Lord Roches Country, in expe- 
tance to divert him from hu intended courſe hitherwards, which 
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orted to ſo good purpoſe, as that I ſince underfland the tipperar 
om LE Een bog ; and that he remains himſelf {4 Od red 
keeping in hu own Countrey. During the ſtay of theſe Troops there, 
they were deſired to the relief of a Caſtle called Rathgogan 4y one 
M. Meade, which M. Jephſon having performed with a Squadron 
of each Troop, and 80. Muſqueteers drawn out of hu Houſe and 
mine : In hs retreat he was encountered pA two or three Companies 
from Kilmallocke, o# whom he with a Horſe, and another Officer 
with a Foot charged in ſeveral places, and routed them, ſlaying 
about 150. beſides 50. ſlain in relieving the Caſtle. On the thiy- 
teenth of this inſtant , my Lord of Muskry (who hath kept his 
Camp a long time at Rochforts Town three miles from thu City ) 
catſed a part of his Army to chaſe home our Scouts to the very 
Suburbs, where ina bravado they made a ſtand, wherat my Lord 
Inchequin, Colonel Vavaſor, and the reſt of the Cpeer's being much 
incenſed obtained my leave to iſſue forth immeatately with three 
hundred Muſqueteers, and two [roops of no! ; upon the ſallying 
out they found the Enemy retreated, and purſued him to his kd 
ters, where the main Body conſiſting of thirty ſix Colours as they were 
numbred, forthwith appeared : and after ſeveral parties ſent From 
the main Body to skirmiſh with our men , had been beaten back , 
they began to pack up their Baggage, and forſook their Camp, af- 
ter whom our men made all the ſpeed they might ; and having cha- 
ſed them two or three miles, charged upon the rear, routed the 
whole Army, which betook it ſelf to flight over a Bog = rug 
for our Horſe, and took all their carriage and luggage , whereof 
the Lord of Muskeries own Armour, Tent, and Trunks were a part, 
flew about two-hundred of their men that took to firm ground, and 
retired without loſs of a man. Whereby it # very eaſe to obſerve 
with what facility the Enemy might now be dealt witbal, before 
he can recolleft himſelf anew , or receive forreign ſupplies which 
they daily and hourly expetF, and being once come to their hands, 
it will not then be treble the charge and m_— both of blood 
and treaſure that will ſuppreſs them, which now would reduce 
them to a very great flraight. 

And therefore I do moſt humbly beſeech your Lordſhip that ſpee- 
dy ſupplies of Men, Moneys, Arms, Munition and Ariilery, with 
all neceſſaries EY thereon, as Condufters, Pioneers, Mat- 
troſſes, Carriages, Tackle , Horſes and Oxen for draught, and all 
other appurtenances that may either be ſent over, or Commiſſion 
and means toraiſe and maintain them here, here being but one Ca- 
noneer, and one Clerk of the ſtore in this Province : without theſe 
your Lordſhip knows that it # to no boot to march into the Field, 
where 7 the Enemy be not too hard for us, he will certainly ve- 
tire to his Holds, _ ſecure himſelf againſt our Forces. 

The necepey uſe of Firelocks and Dragoons, and of a competent 
ſupply of Viftual, the ſtock of this Cre being totally waſted, will 
deſerve ſerious conſideration : and if I had been ſo fortunate as to 
have received any ſuccours by thoſe late Eaſterly winds, it would 
have ſo diſcouraged the Enemy now newly routed, and animated the 
Proteſtant party, as that I am very confident by God's aſſiſtance I 
ſhould have given your Lordſhip a good account of the quiet of theſe 
parts. 
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parts, Whereas they obſerving that thu fair opportunity hath con- 
wveyedus norelief, do _ to muſter up thetr Forces afreſh , and to 
take heart at the apprehenſion of our being deſerted in England. and 
left wholly to our ſebves, wherein T cannot ſufficiently expreſs how 
miſerable our condition ts ; for having from the beginning of theſe 
troubles ſupported the Forces mentioned in the incloſed $4 with 
Moneys $i ned upon ſeveral hard terms and engagements ( beſides 
what I have impreſſed to the ſuccour ſent thence ) T was at laſt 
conſtrained to ſeize upon four thouſand pounds belonging to. Sir Ro- 
bert Tynte, and ready to be tran gee out of the Kone dom ( and 
which he refuſed to lend upon the Publick-faith of thu State , 
which nevertheleſs I gave him upon the ſeiſure ) meerly to preſerve 
the Army from dis banding, which otherwiſe it muſt have undoubted- 
ly done. And therefore I humbly deſire that money may be ſent over, 
not only to diſcharge that and other engagements, amounting to 4000 
pounds more, but that there may be order taken for the entring of 
thoſe men into pay, and continuing them therein ever ſince the be- 
ginning of the preſent troubles which I* raiſed at firſt « by direttion * mentioned 
from the Lords Juſtices ) for this ſervice, and that the ſame courſe f#-#2. 
may be taken for them as for the reſt.

is left me to feed the Souldiers with from hand to mouth) is 
ſpent , T know no way to prevent their ow disbanding : and 
therefore I do again beſeech your Lordſhip to endeavour that I 
may not be expoſed to the diſhonour and miſery of being abandon- 

ed by the King's Forces, and left my ſelf bole to the mercy of 
the Enemy ; but that Moneys may be ago ly tranſmitted unto me 
with direttions what pay to allow the Horſemen, and Officers of 
the Foot, with an overplus of Money, as T have always deſired, 
for extraordinary and emergent occaſions , about either the Ordi- 
nance or Forts, whereas yet nothing ts in a right. poſture , but 
things only ſbuffled together for a ſhift by reaſon we had not wheye- 
withal to the work as it ought. |

gregation held at Kilkanny the 10,11, and13 days of May, 
1642. by thoſe Prelates whoſe Names are ſubſcrib'd, the Pro- 
Gors of ſuch other Prelates as then were abſent being preſent, 
together with the Superiours of the Regulars, and many other 
Dignitaries and learn'd Men, as well in Divine , as alſo in 
Common Law, with divers Paſtors and others of the Catholick. 
Clergy of all reland, whoſe Names are likewiſe hereafter ſet 


down. 


do maintain againſt SeCtaries , and chiefly againſt Purt- 

tans, for the Defence of the Catholick Religion, for the 

maintenance of the Prerogative and the Royal Rights of our gracious 
King Chrles,for our gracious Queen ſo vnworthily abus'd by the Pu- 
ritans, for the Honour, ſafety and Health of their Royal Iflue, for to 
avert and refrain the Injuries done unto them, for the Conſervation 
of the jſt, and lawful Safeguard, Liberties and Rights of Ireland ; 
and la{ily tor the defence ot their own Lives, Fortunes, Lands and 
Poſſcflions : V Vhereas I ſaid this V Var is by the Cathol;gues under- 
taken for the aforeſaid cauſes againſt unlawful Uſurpers , Oppreſlors 
and their Enemies, chiefly Puritans. And that hereot we are en- 
formed aſwel by divers and true Remonſtrances of divers Proviaces, 
Counties and Noblemen, as alſo by the unanimous conſent and agree- 
ment of almoſt the whole Kingdom in this VVar and Union. VVe 
therefore declare that V Var openly Catholick to be lawful and juſt, 
in which VVar, if ſome of the Catholicks be found to proceed out 
of ſome particular and unjuſt Title, covetouſnels, cruelty, revenge or 
, hatred, 


I. Wm the VVar which now in Ireland the Catholicks 
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hatred, or any ſuch unlawful private intentions. VVe declare them 
therein grievoully to ſin, and therefore worthy to be puniſhed and re- 
frained with Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures if, ( adviſed thereof ) they do not 
amend. | 

2. VVhereas the Adverſaries do ſpread divers rumours, do write 
divers Letters, and under the King's Name do print Proclamations, 
which are not the King's, by which means divers plots and dangers 
may enſue unto our Nation ; V Ve theretore to ſtop the way of un- 
truth and forgeries of the Political Adverſaries, do will and com- 
mand, That no ſuch rumours, Letters, or Proclamations may have 
place, or: belief, until it be known in a National Councel,\ whether 
they truly proceed from the King, left to his own freedom, and 
until the Agents of this Kingdom hereafter to be appointed by a 
National Councel, have free paſſage to his Majeſty,whereby the King- 
dom may be certainly enformed ot his Majeſties intention and will. * 

3, VVhereas no Family, City, Common-wealth, much leſs any 
Kingdom may ftand without union and concord, without which this 
Kingdom for the preſent ſtandeth in moſt danger, V Ve think it there- 
fore neceſſary that all 11: Peers, Magiſtrates, Noblemen, Cities and 
Provinces, may be tied together with the holy bond of Union and 
Concord,and that they frame an Oath of Union and agreement which 
they ſhall devoutly and Chriſtianly take, and faithfully obſerve. And 
for the conſervation and exerciſe of this Union, VVe have thought 
fit to ordain the enſuing Points. 

4. VVe ftraightly command all our inferiours, aſwell Churchmen 
as Laymen to make no diſtinction at all between the old and ancient 
Iriſh, and no Alienation, compariſon, or differences between Provin- 
ces, Cities, Towns or Families ; and laſtly, not to begin, or forward 
any emulations, or comparifons whatſoever. 

5. That in eyery Province of Ire/azd there be a Councel made up, 
both of Clergy and Nobility, in which Counce! fthall be ſo many per- 
ſons at leaſt as are Counties in the Province, and out of every City or 
notable Town two perſons. 

6. Let one general Councel of the whole Kingdom be made, borh 
of the Clergy, Nobility, Cities and notable Towns, in which Councel 
there ſhall be three out of every Province, and out of every City one, 
or where Cities are not, out of the chiefeſt Towns. To this Councel 
the Provincial Councels ſhall have ſubordination, and from thence 
to it may be appealed, until this National Councel have opportuni- 
ty to ſit together, Again, if any thing of great importance do oc- 
cur, or be conceived in one Province, which by a negative Vote is re- 
zected in the Councel of one Province , let it be ſent to the Coun- 
cels of other Provinces ; except it be ſuch a matter as cannot be de- 
layed, and which doth not- pertain to the Weal-publick of the other 
Provinces. 

7. Embaſlage ſent from one Province to forraign Nations ſhall be 
held as made trom the reſt of the Provinces, and the fruit or benefit 
thereof ſhall be imparted, and divided between the Provinces and Ci- 
ties which have more need thereof, chiefly ſuch helps and fruits, as 
proceed from the bountiful liberality of forreign Princes, States, Pre 
lates or others whatſoever ; provided always that the charge and da- 
mage be proportionably recompenced. RE 
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8. It there be any Province which may not conveniently {end Em- 
baſlage from it felt unto forraign Nations, let it fignthe it to another 
Province, which may conveniently ſupply it, and ought in regard of 
their Union to ſupply it, according to the inſtructions lent trom the 
other Provinces concerning, the place, and Princes to which they 
would have their Embailage employed. | 

9. Let a faithtul Inventory be made in every Province of the Mur- 
thers, Burnings, and other Cruclties, which are commited by the Vu- 
ritan Enemies, with a Quotation of the place, day, cauſe, mannvr, and 
perſons, and other circumſtances ſubſcribed Ly one of publick Auths- 
rity. 

4 In every Pariſh, tet a faithful and ſworn Meſſenger be appoint- 
cd, whereby ſuch Cruelties, and other affaires may be written and 
ſent to the neighbouring places, and likewiſe from one Province to a- 
nother ; Let ſuch things be written tor the comfort, inſtruftion, and 
carefulneſs of the People. 

11. Great men taken priſoners in one Province, may not be ſet at 
liberty for any price, prayers, or exchange, without the conſent of the 
Prelates and Nobility of the other Province united, 'and let every Pro- 
vince be careful of the Liberties of ſuch Priſoners as arc from the other 
Provinces, as far as it conveniently may. 

12. If any one ſtubborn, or dangerous be found in one Province, 
County, or Town, Let him be ſent to another Province, County or 
Town, where he may be ſafely kept, (and with leſs danger, or loſs of 
others) remain. 

13. Whoſoever ſhall be declared in'one County or Province, Adver- 
fary or Traitor of this Cauſe and Country, ſhall likewiſe be held and 
puniſhed in other Countries and Provinces, where he ſhall be found, 
and ſuch as receive or favour him, or be his Meſſengers knowing his 
—— ſhall be liable to ſuch puniſhment as the Traitor him- 
ſelf. 

14, We Command and Ordain as a main point pertaining to this U- 
nion,that no Province, County,City, Town or Perſon whatſoever ſhall 
demand Peace, or ſubmit himſelf to the Enemies, without the con- 
ſent of the general Council of the whole Kingdom, and that under 

ain of Excommunication to be incurred zpſo fatfo, and for further 
bee of this Statute to be obſerved ; We will that in every Province 
a firm Oath be taken by the Peers, Nobility, Corporation, and com- 
monalty of every Province, and thereupon a Publick and Authentical 
Inſtrument be made; And that every Province do ſend into every o- 
ther Province an Inſtrument ſubſcribed, with the proper hands of ſuch 
as have taken this Oath, for the aſſurance of their Oaths, and whoſo- 
ever ſhall refuſe to take this Oath, let him be held as Adverſary of the 
common Cauſe, and of the Kingdom, and let him be puniſhed as ſuch 
as hereafter ſhall be declared, except he be excuſed for the Reaſons 
hereafter to be ſet down. | | 

I5. The Ordinaries of every place, The Preachers, Confeſlors, 
Pariſh-Prieſts, and other Churchmen ſhall endeavour to ſee perfect 
peace and charity obſerved between Provinces, Counties, Cities, and 
Families, as the obligation of this Union requireth. 

16. Such Goods as well moveable as unmoveable pertaining to Ca- 


tholicks, as were recovered from the Enemies by this preſent War, 
(F*) ſhall 
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ſhall be reſtored to their former owners, Provided that ſuch neceſſary 
and reaſonable charges ſhall be paid,” as the next general or Provin- 
cial Council or Commitees of the County where the Parties dwelil,thall 
decree. 

17. Whereas diverſe perſons do diverſly carry themſelves towards 
this Cauſe, ſome with helps and ſupplies do affilt the Adverſfaries, o- 
thers with Victuals and Arms, others with their Advice and Authort- 
ty, ſupporting as it were the contrary Cauſe, ſome alſo as Neuters be- 
having themſelves, and others laſtly neglecting their Oath do forſake 
the Catholick Union and Cauſe. We do therefore declare and judge 
all and every ſuch as do forſake this Union, do fight for our Enemies, 
accompany them in their War, defend or in any other way aſſiſt them, 
as giving them Weapons, Victuals, Counſel, or Favour, to be Excom- 
municated, and by theſe Preſents do Excomunicate them ; Provided 
that this preſent Decree ſhall be firſt publiſhed in every Dioceſs re- 
ſpectively, and having received admonition before hand, which ſhall 
ſupply the treble admonition otherwiſe requiſite, and we do hereby 
declare,ſoit be made in a place where it may eafiy come to theknow- 
ledge of thoſe whom it toucheth, But as touching the Judgment 
and Puniſhment of the Neuters we leave it to the Ordinartes of every 
place reſpeQtively, ſo that the Ordinaries themſelves be not contrary 
to the Judgment and Opinion of this Congregation, in which cauſe, 
we Commit power to the Metropolitans or Archbiſhops to proceed 
againſt ſuch Ordinaries, — to the common courſe of Law, 
wherein they are to be very careful and ſpeedy, and if the Metropoli- 
tans be found herein careleſs or guilty, let them be lyable to ſuch pu- 
niſhment as is ordained by the holy Canons,and let them be accuſed to 
the See Apoſtolick. 

18. We Ordain and Decree that all and every ſuch as from the be- 
ginning of this preſent War, have invaded the Poſleſſions of Goods 
as well moveable as unmoveable, ſpiritual or temporal of any Catho- 
lick whether Trib or Englifh, or alſoof any T1r:/6 Proteſtant being 
not Adverſary of this Cauſe ; and do detain any ſuch Goods, ſhall be 
Excommunicated, and by this preſent Decree we do Excommunicate 
them if admoniſhed they do not amend, and with the like cenſure 
we do bind ſuch as henceforward ſhall invade or detain ſuch Goods , 
and not only them, but alſo all and every ſuch as ſhall keep Lands or 
Poſleſſions againſt publick authority, as alſo ſuch as favour or aſſiſt 
them therein. And we declare involved in this cenſure all and every 
of them, who direly or indiretly hinder or forbid to pay their due 
Rents unto ſuch as have poſleſſed the ſaid Lands, from the beginning 
of this War, and ſuch likewiſe as without the Licenſe of ſuch Poſleſ- 
ſors, do take or extort Rents or equivalent payment from the Tenants 
of 8 Poſleſſors under colour of paying Souldiers therewith, or other- 
wiſe, 

19. We command all and every the Churchmen, as well Secular as 
Regular,not to hear the Confeſſions of the aforeſaid Excommunicated 
perſons, nor to Adminiſter unto them the Holy Sacrament, under pain 
of Excommunication zpſo fato. 

20. VVewill and declare all thoſe that Murther, Diſmember, or 
grievoufly Strike, all Theives, unlawful Spoilers, Robbers of any 
Goods, Extortors, together with all ſuch as favour, receive, or any 
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ways aſſiſt them, to be Excommunicated, and ſo to remain, until they 
compleatly amend and fatisfie no leſs then 1t they were namely Pro» 
claimed Excommunicated; and for ſatisfaction of ſuch Crimes hither- 
to committed to be enjoyned, we leave to the diſcretion of the Ordi- 
naries and Conteilors, how to abſolve them; 

21. Tradeſmen for making Weapons or Powder brought into this 
Countrey,or hereafter to be brought in,ſhall be free from all Taxations 
and Cuſtoms; as alſo all Merchants, as ſhall tranſport into this Coun- 
trey, ſuch wares as are profitable tor the Catholick Cauſe, as Arms 
and Powder, may lawfully traffick without paying any Cuſtom, for 
Commodities brought out of this Kingdom, or tranſported hither 
of that kind, and let this be Proclaimed-in all Provinces, Cities, and 
Towns. 

22, We think 1t convenient, that in the next National Congrega- 
tion, ſome be appointed out of the Nobility, and Clergy as Embaſ- 
fadours to be ſent in the behalf of the whole Kingdom, unto the 
Kings of France and Spain, to the Emperour and his Hol.neſs, 
and thoſe to be of the Church Prelates, or one of the Nobility and a 
Lawyer. 

| ne We will and ordain, that Ordinaries , Dignitaries, and other 
Properietors of Church livings , with the aſſiſtance of the Colonel, 
or ſome other prime Gentleman of the County, Barony, or Pariſh, 
as the Ordinary, and Dignitaries, or Proprietors ſhall-appoint, do 
ſet unto Tenants, the Lands, Houſes, Tenements, and Tithes, and 
other Church livings, and let competent means be appointed for the 
maintainance of the ſaid Ordinaries, Dignitaries and Proprietors, and 
= reſt to be appointed for the Souldiers until it be otherwiſe or- 

ined, 

24. ColleCors and Receivers of the Rents of Church-livings, ſhall 
be appointed by the Ordinaries, with the conſent of the Proprietors in 
the preſence of the chieteſt Gentlemen of every County, Barony, or 
Pariſh reſpectively. 

25. The Ordinaries and other Proprietors of Church-livings, may 
take unto themſelves,the Houſes, Tenements and other Church Goods 
pertaing unto their reſpective Titles, with obligations to pay propor= 
tionable Rent unto the Souldiers as aforeſaid, or his payment of their 
own competent maintenance, and lett the Houſes, Tenements, and 
other Church goods be taken from the Catholicks, who heretofore 
had them as Tenements or otherwiſe. 

26. It is committed to the will and diſpoſition of the Ordinary whe- 
ther and when to enter into the Churches and celebrate Mafles, there- 
in we command all and every the general Colonels, Captains and 0+ 
ther Officers of our Catholick Army to whom it appertaineth, that 
they ſeverally puniſh all tranſgreſſors of our aforeſaid Command, 
touching Murtherers, Maimers,Strikers, Thieves, Robbers, and it they 

fail therein, we Command the Pariſh Prieſts, Curats or Chaplains, re- 
ſpectively todeclare them interdicted, and that they ſhall be Excom- 
municated, if they cauſe not due ſatisfaction to be made unto the 
Common-wealth, and the party offended. And this the Pariſh Prieſts, 
or Chaplains ſhall obſerve under pain of Excommunication of ſentence 


given ipſo fatto.

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27. To the end that theſe Adts, Propoſitions and Ordinances may 
have more happy ſucceſs ; We thought it fittting to have recourſe un- 
to God Almighty by Prayers, Faſtings and Alms, We therefore will 
pray and as far as it 1s needful, do command that every Prieſt, as well 
Secular, as Regular do celebrate one Maſs a week, and that all Lay- 
men do faſt upon Wedneſday, Friday, and Saturday in one week, 
and thence forward one day a week , and upon that Wedneſday, or 
Saturday , as long as the Ordinary ſhall pleaſe , and that they pray 


| heartily unto God for the proſperous ſucceſs of this our Catholick 


War, tor which they ſhall gain ſo many days indulgences, as every 
Prelate ſhall publiſh in their ſeveral Dioceſles reſpectively after the 
Faſt of the aforeſaid three days in one Week, having firſt confeſſed, 
and received the bleſſed Sacrament, and beſtowed ſome Alms to this 
effect. 

28. In every Regiment of Souldiers, let there be appointed at leaſt 
two Confeſſors, and one Preacher, to be named by the Ordinaries and 
by the- Superiors of the Regulars, whoſe competent maintenance we 
commend and command to every Colonel, in their reſpetive Regi- 
ments. And to the end that all thoſe Ordinances and Statutes may ef- 
feually be put in Execution, We will and decree that allArch-biſhops, 
Biſhops, Apoſtolical Vicars, and Regular Superiours, as well here pre- 
ſent as abſent, may be very ſerious and caretul of the Execution of the 
aforeſaid, as they tender not to incur diſpleaſure, wrath, and revenge, 
and herewith we charge their Conſciences. 

29. Moreover, VVepray and require, all Noblemen, Magiſtrates, 
and all other Marſhal Commanders, that with their helps and Secular 
forces, they aſſiſt and ſet forward in Execution the aforeſaid Statutes 
in their ſeveral Precinds reſpeCtively as often as it ſhall be needful ; If 
in any of the aforeſaid Statutes any doubt or difficulty may by chance 
ariſe, the explication thereof we reſerve to the Metropolitans in eve- 
ry Province reſpectively, and to the Biſhops in every their Dioceſles, 
ſuch of them as are no way contrary to this Cauſe, no other perſon 
may preſume to expound the aforeſaid difficulties.

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Orders made and eſtabliſhed by the Lords Spiritual 
and T emporal, and the refs of the general Aſſem- 
bly for the Kingdom of Ireland, met at the City 
of Kilkenny, the 24th. day of October, Anno 
Dom. 1642. and in the Eighteenth year of the 
Reign of our Soveraign Lord the King Charles, 


by the Grace '*of God King of Great Britain, 
France and Ireland, &c. 


1. Mprimis, That the Roman Catholick Church in Ireland, ſhall 

and may have and enjoy the Priviledges and Immunities accord- 

ing to the great Charter, made and declared within the Realm 
of England, in the ninth year of King H. 3. ſometime King of Eng- 
land, and the Lord of Ireland, and atterwards enafted and confirmed 
in this Realm of Ire/and, and that the Common Law of Exgland,and 
all the Statutes of force in this Kingdom ,which are not againſt the Ca- 
tholick Roman Religion, on the Liberties of the Natives, and other 
Liberties of this Kingdom, ſhall be obſerved throughout the whole 
Kingdom, and that all Proceedings in Civil and Criminal Caſes ſhall be 
according to the ſaid Laws. 

2. Item, That all and every perſon and perſons within this Realm, 
ſhall bear Faith and true Allegiance unto our Soveraign Lord King 
Charles, by the Grace of God King of Great Britazn, France, and 
Treland, His Heirs and Succeflors,and ſhall uphold and maintain his and 
their Rights and lawful Prerogatives, with the utmoſt skill and pow- 
er of ſuch perſon or perſons againſt all manner of perſons what- 
loever. | 

2. Item, That the Common Laws of England and Ireland, and the 
ſaid Statutes called the great Charter, and every Clauſe, Branch and 
Article thereof, and all other Statutes confirming, expounding or de- 
claring the ſame, ſhall be puncually obſerved within this Kingdom, 
ſo far torth as the Condition of the preſent times, during theſe times, 
can by poſlibilities give way thereunto,and after the War is ended the 
ſame to be obſerved without any Limitation or Reſtriction whatſo- 
ever. 

4. In 
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4. Inaſmuch as the City of Du4/in is the uſual and principal 
Seat of Juſtice in this Kingdom, where the Parliament and ordinary 
Courts were held, and ſome other places where principal Councils 
were ſometimes kept, and as yet polletied and commanded by the 
malignant party who are Enemies to God and their King, and his Ma- 
jeſties well-affetted-Subjects : The Aſſembly is nveeented during 
this V Var in ſome tormalities and circumſtances to deviate from the 
proceedings preſcrib'd by the ſaid Laws and Statutes; nevertheleſs 
retaineth the ſubſtance and Eflence thereof, fo far-forth as the endleſs 
malice and cruelty of their Enemies, the jaid malignant party, doth 
permit, who ſhut up the ſaid places and other pailages and ways to 
his Majeſties Juſtice and Mercy from his Majeſties well-affeted Sub- 
jeas of this Kingdom ; for the Exaltation therefore of the holy Ro- 
an Catholick Church, tor the advancement of his Majeſties Service, 
and the preſervation of the Lives, Eſtates, and liberties of his Maje- 
ſties true Subjects of this Kingdom againſt the Injuſtice, Murders, Maſ- 
ſacres, Rapes, Depredations, Robberies, Burnings, frequent breaches 
of Quarter and publick Faith, and deſtruction daily perpetrated and 
ated upon his Majeſties ſaid Subjects ; and advis'd, contriv'd, and 
daily exercis'd by the ſaid malignant Party ; ſome of them managing 
the Government and Afﬀairs of State in Dub/zn , ſome other parts of 
this Kingdom to his Highneſs great diflervice, and complying with 
their Contederates, the malignant Party in England and elſewhere, 
who (as it is manifeſt to all the world ) do complot,and practice to dif- 
honour and deſtroy his Majeſty, his Royal Conſort the Queen, their 
Iiue, and the Monarchal Government , which is of moſt dangerous 
coniequence to all the Monarchs and Princes in Chriſtendom. 

The faid Aſſembly doth order and eſtabliſh a Councel by name 
A Supream Council of the Confederate Gatholicks of Ireland , who 
' are to conſiſt of the number of 24. to be forthwith nam'd by the Af- 
ſembly, whereof 12, at the leaſt, to be forthwith nam'd ſhall reſide 
in this Kingdom, or where-elſe they ſhall think expedient; And the 
menibers of the ſaid Council ſhall have equal Votes, and two parts of 
the rhree or more concurring preſent Votes to conclude,and no fewer 
to lit in Council than 9, whereof 7 at leaſt are to concur ; And of the 
24 a Preſident ſhall be nam'd of the Aſſembly, who is to be one of 
the twelve reſident ; and if in caſe of his death, abſence, or ſickneſs, 
the reſt of theſe who ſhall be reſident, may name a Vice-preſident of 
the 24. 

And the ſaid Council ſhall have the Power and preheminence fol- 
lowing, v;/SZ. The Lords, Generals, and all other Commanders of 
Armies, and Civil Magiſtrates and Officers in the ſeveral Provinces 
ſhal! obſerve their Orders and Decrees, and ſhall do nothing contrary 
to their directions, and ſhall give them ſpeedy advertiſement and ac- 
count of their proceedings and aftions with as much expeditiory as 
may be. <« | 

That the ſaid Council ſhall have power to order and determine all 
ſuch matters as by this Aſſembly ſhall be left undetermined , and 
ſhall be recommended unto them, and their Orders therein to be of 

force until the next Aſſembly, and after until the ſame be revoked. 

That the ſaid Council ſhall have Power and Authority to do and ex- 

ecute all manner of Acts and things conducing to the advancement # 
tne 
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the Catholick Cauſe, and the good of this Kingdom, and concern- 
ing this V Var, as it done by the Aflembly. _ 

And ſhall have power to hear and determine all matters Capital, 
Criminal or Civil, except the Right or Title of Land. 

That the Generals and other Commanders of Armies, and all Go- 
vernors and civil Magiſtrates, and all other perſons within this Realm 
ſhall obey the Orders and Decrees of the ſaid Council touching the 
preſent Service. 

That the Council ſhall have for their Guard the number of 500 
Foot and 200 Horſe, to. be equally extracted out of the Armies of 
the four Provinces. 

5. Ttem, It is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd , that in every Pro- 
vince of this Kingdom there ſhall be a Provincial-councel , and in e- 
very County a County-councel : the Provincial-councel to be com- 
pos'd of the number of two of each County, and the ſaid Provincial- 
councel ſhall chuſe a Preſident for themſelves. | 

6. That the Provincial-councel ſhall fit four times a Year, and oft- 
ner if there be cauſe for it. That they ſhall have power and Autho- 
rity to renew or reverſe the Judgment of the County-councel, the 
party complaining , entring Security De adjudicat” ſolvend'. And 
ſhall (during the trouble) have power to hear and determine all mat- 
ters of the Crown as Judges of Oyer and Terminer, and Gaol-deli- 
very were wont to do, ſo that no Spiritual perſon be preſent at the 
determining matters of blood. And ſhall have power to hear and 
determine all civil Cauſes, and to eſtabliſh Rents and Polleſfſions, fo 
that they meddle not with the Title of Land, other than in caſe of 
Dower and Joynture. And the Sheriffs, Provincial-generals, and all 
Commanders of the Armies in caſe of Diſobedience, are re{pedive- 
ly required to execute the Decrees and Orders : And in caſe of Debts 
and Accounts, great conſideration is to be had of the diſabilitics of 
Creditors occaſion'd by the V Var. | 

7. Item, In every County there ſhall be a County-councel, conſiſt- 
ing of one or two of each Barony at the Election of the County : 
and where there are no Baronies, the Councel of ſuch County to con- 
{iſt of the number of 12. 

And the ſaid County-council ſhall have power and Authority in all 
points as Juſtices of the Peace to hear and determine all the matters 
concerning the Offices of the Juſtice of Peace, and all matters of the 
Crown happening within every ſuch County : and the Delinquent 
may, if he pleaſe, have his Trial in the Province; and to hear and 
determine Debts, Treſpaſles, and perſonal Demands, and to do all 
things as Juſtices of the Peace were accuſtomed todo; and to reſtore 
and eſtabliſh poſſeſſions taken by force or fraud ſince theſe troubles. 
And likewiſe to take a ſpecial care that Tenants aud Farmers be kept 
to their Farms where they were uſed, and to be preſerv'd from Ex- 
rortion and Oppreſſion. And that Trades, Tradeſmen, ManyfaQures, 
Agriculture, and Husbandry be maintained and duly kept, 

8, Item, In Cities and Towns Corporate, Juſtice is to be done, and 
the Laws executed, as is accuſtomed. 

9. Item, In every County there ſhall be Coroners, High-Sheriffs, 
High-Conſtables, and petty-Conſtables and Gaolers, who are to do 
their reſpective Offices as accuſtomed ; the High-Sheriff to o COn- 
| rm'd, 
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firm'd or nominated by the Supream Council ; and the High-Sherif 
is required to execute the Commands, Orders,and Decrees ot the Pro- 
vincial and County-council. | 

10. Item, In every County the High-Sheriff ſhall be Provoſt-Mar- 
ſhal, and ſhall have power to execute a Layman not worth 5 /. and 
none other for Murther, Man-ſlaughter, Burglary, Theft, Robbery, 
or other capital Offence; provided,the party to be executed may have 
24 hours time to prepare his Soul: And that the Supream and Pro- 
vincial-council, ſhall and may name more Provoſt-Marſhals as they 
ſhall think expedient, qualified with the like Authority. 

11. Tier, It 1s further order'd, that no Temporal Government or 
Juriſdiction ſhall be allumed, kept, or exerciſed in this Kingdom, or 
within any County or Province thereof, during theſe troubles, other 
than is betore expreſſed , except ſuch Juriſdiftion and Government as 
is or ſhall be approv'd by the General Aſſembly or the Supream 
Council, 

12. Item, Tt 1s further order'd, that whoſoever hath enter'd ſince 
the firſt day of OFober, 1641: or ſhall hereafter during the continu- 
ance of the War in this Kingdom, enter into the Lands, Tenements,or 
Hereditaments at or immediately before the firſt day of OFober , 
either by himſelf or his Under-tenants, or by receiving the Rents, 
Iiſues, or profits thereof, ſhall immediately reſtore, upon demand, 
the ſaid polieſſion to the party or parties ſo put out, with ſuch rea- 
fonable damages as the Council-provincial ſhall think fit. And if 
the party do refuſe to reſtore the ſaid poſleſſion as aforeſaid upon 
the Demand of the party ſo put out, his Heirs or Afſigns, made to 
the ſaid poſleſſor, his Servants and Adherents in the Premiſles, or 
publication of this Order in the Pariſh, where ſuch Land lieth ; that 
upon his or their denial thereof, or default therein, he, his Heirs and 
Aſſigns ſhall be for ever after debarr'd and ſecluded from all and e- 
very Right, Title, Intereſt or Demand which he or they make, or 
pretend to all or any the ſaid Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments. 
And if after ſuch Denial or Default made;the ſaid party, his Heirs, or 
Aſſigns ſhall not immediately reſtore the poſſeſſion of the ſaid Lands, 
Tenements or Hereditaments fo gain'd to the party griev'd, his 
Heirs or Aſſigns, That he, they, or his Adherents, in the premiſes 
ſhall be declared and proceeded with as Enenues : Jiri and ſo 
it is meant, That if any of the parties ſo put out, be declar'd a 
Neuter or Enemy by the Supream or Provincial-councel, then the 
party who gain'd the poſſeſſion as aforeſaid, ſhall give up the poſleſ- 
ſion to ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhall be nam'd either by the ſaid 
Council-provincial, or Supream Council to be diſpos'd of towards the 
maintenance of the general Cauſe upon the pain and penalty afore- 
ſaid : And as for the Rents and mean profits of the ſaid Lands, Te- 
nements and Hereditaments,and all kind of Rents, and the Goods or 
Chattels taken or detain'd from any Catholick, as atoreſaid, due ſa- 
tisfaction is to be made for the ſame to the parties from whom the 
Rents, Goods or Chattles, were, or ſhall be detain'd fince theſe 
troubles begun, as the Provincial and County-council ſhall refpective- 
ly order. | 
: 12. Item, It is further ordered and eltabliſhed for the removal of 
evil diſorder and enmity , and to the end all Men may bend their 
EQ0G*) thoughts 
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thoughts and actions to the common Cauſe, that all poſſeſſions of 
Lands and Hereditaments ſhall continue and remain unto ſuch as 
have already join'd in this Union, as they have been for three years 
paſt next before the beginning of theſe Troubles; And that no 
Title of Lands ſhall be drawn into any Debate or Queſtion until the 
next Aſſembly, other than in caſe of Mortgages, Leaſes, and particu- 
lar Eſtates de fatto determin'd or determinable , by Eflluxion or 0- 
ther determination thereof. 

14. Item, For the avoiding of National diſtinQtion between the 
Subjes of his Majeſties Dominions, which this Atſembly doth ut- 
terly deteſt and'abhor, and which ought not to be endured in a well- 
govern'd Commonwealth ; Ir is ordered and eſtabliſhed that upon 
pain of the higheſt puniſhment, which may be inflicted by Autho- 
rity of this Aſſembly, that every Roman Catholick, as well Engliſh, 
Welſh, as Scotch, who was of that profeſſion before the troubles, and 
who will come and pleaſe to reſide in this Kingdom and join in the 
preſent Union, fliall be preſerv'd and cheriſh'd in his Life, Goods, 
and Eſtates by the Power, Authority, and force ( if need require ) of 
all the Catholicks of Ireland, as fully and freely as any Native born 
therein, and ſhall be acquitted and eas'd of one third part ( in three 

arts to be divided ) of publick Charges or Levies rais'd or to be rais'd 
be the maintenance of this holy V Var. 

15. Item, And it is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that there ſhall 
be no diſtintion or compariſon made betwixt old 1r;/b, and old and 
new Eygliſh,or between Septs or Families, or between Citizens and 
Townſmen and Countreymen , joyning in union, upon pain of the 
higheſt puniſhment that can be inflicted by any of the Councils a- 
foreſaid,according to the nature and quality of the Offences, and Di- 
viſion like to ſpring thence. 

16. Item, It is turther ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that all new Con- 
verts born in any of his Majeſties Dominions or elſewhere, withour 
occaſion given by the perſons converted to the contrary, and joyning 
in this Cauſe, ſhall be accounted Catholick Natives to all intents and 
purpoſes. 

17. Irem, It is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd , that all Artificers, 
Artizans, Navigators, and Mariners not being Denizens, who ſhall 

leaſe to reſide 1n this Kingdom, ſhall, during their Reſidence in this 

ingdom, after ſuch time as they and their Families ſhall be here ſet- 
_ =_ and enjoy the free liberty and priviledges of Natives in all 
reſpects. 

4 8. Item, Tt is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd , that in regard of 
of the preſent Eſtate and condition of this Kingdom, if any Catholick 
or Catholicks are admitted of, or permitted to continue in the Inns 
of Court ; and to the end the laudable Laws of England may not 
dis amidſt the Diſaſters of theſe times ; one Inn of Court ſhall be 
erected in ſuch a place of this Kingdom as to the Supream Council 
ſhall be thought fit, for the training of the Gentry of this Kingdom to 
the knowledg of theſe Laws. 

19. JTtem, It is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that no Lord, 
Gentleman, or any other perſon, ſhall raiſe or keep any Company of 
Souldiers, but ſuch as ſhall be authoriz'd by the Supream Council , 
Provincial-council, or County-council, or Magiſtrate within their yn 

Or- 
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Corporate Towns ; And that the Statute againſt Jeſſe, and Corn or Li- 
very be duly put 1h execution. And that no Company or Souldiers 
whatſoever ſhall be paid or reliev'd by the Countrey, except ſuch as 
are and ſhall be inrolled in the Marſhal Liſt ; And none ſhall be billeted 
but by the Conſtable. 

20. Item, It is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd for the advancement 
of Learning, that in every Province of the Kingdom Free-Schools 
ſhall be erected and maintain'd,ſo many,and in ſuch places, and in ſuch 
manner and form as by the Metropolitan of the Dioceſs in their reſpes 
ive Provinces ſhall be thought hit. 

21, Item, It is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that the King's Cu- 
:oms, Rents, Revenues, Arrears and Debts, And the Rents, Eſtates 
and profits of the Lands, Hereditaments, Goods and Chattels of the 
Enemies which are or ſhall be declared by the Provincial or Supream 
Council, or by the General Council to be receiv'd and colleRed, and 
be diſpos'd for his Majeſties uſe and ſervice. 

22. Item, It is further ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that Church-lands 
and Tithes impropriate in the Catholick-owners before theſe trou- 
bles,and joyning in this Cauſe, may be left to them according to their 
ſeveral Eſtates, until the ſame be diſpoſed of by Parliament ; they in 
the interim anſwering the Rents as accuſtomed. 

23. Item, It is turther ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that in every 
County there be Colleors and Receivers to be approved in the 
County-council for the ſame ; And that they be accountable to the 
County-council for the ſame , which County-council ſhall be account- 
able to the Provincial-council therein half-yearly , and the Provin- 
cial-council to the Supream-Council yearly, to the end the ſame may 
not be conceal'd or miſapplied. | 

24. Item, It is ordered and agreed, where any Arch-biſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, or other Dignitary , or any other perſon or > whartſo- 
ever hath, or enjoyeth any Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, 
Tithes, or other Charch-Livings in one County or Province, or doth 
or ſhall keep his or their Reſidence in another County or Province, 
and hath his or their Creation, or Nomination in afty other County 
or Province where the ſaid Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments , 
Tithes, or Church-Livings to the general uſe ſhall be employed with- 
in the ſaid County or Province, where the ſaid Lands, Tenements, 
Tithes, or Church-Livings do lie, as by the ſeveral County-councils 
reſpeQively ſhall be thought fit for the publick Cauſe. 

25. Item, It is only and eſtabliſh'd by the general Aſſembly, 
that any Woman being a Roman Catholick and Wife of any Pro- 
teſtant or Catholicks that hath forſaken his Houſes, Eſtate, and Wife, 
and adhered unto the Enemy, that every ſuch VVite may enter into 
her Jointure ( if any be convey'd unto her ), or may recover her 
Thirds of her ſaid Husband's Eſtate , as if her faid Husband were 
actually dead ; And that every ſuch V Vife ſhall be in ſuch condition 
and capacity to ſue and be impleaded, as if her Husband had been 
exiled and baniſhed the Realm bv judgment of Law, except the Pro- 
vincial-council, er Supream-Council in Particular Caſes order the 
contrary. 

26. Item, It is ordered and eſtabliſh'd, that the poſſeſſion of Pro- 
teſtant Arch-biſhops,- Biſhops, Deans , Dignitaries, and Parſons in 
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right of their reſpeQive Churches, or their Tenements in the begin- 
ning of theſe troubles, ſhall be deem'd raken and conſtrued as the 
then Poſſeſſion of the Catholick Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, Deans, Dig- 
nitaries, Paſtors and their Tenements reſpeCtively, to all intents and 
purpoſes ; and that thoſe Polleſſions are intended within the Preced- 
ent Order for ſettlement of Poſlefſions, 

2.7. Item, It is ordered and eſtabliſhed, that no man being Priſoner, 
by Authority of any of the Councils aforeſaid ( without order of 
the ſaid Councils reſpeQively) ſhall be enlarged : And that no Pro- 
tection be given to ſervants and other men of the Enemies Party 
without the like Order, or the Order of the chiet Commander of the 
Army in the ſeveral Provinces or Counties, 

28. Item, Whereas abuſes have been committed in ſome parts of this 
Kingdom in taking of Arms, Ammunition , and other Merchandizes 
from Merchants arrived in the Creeks and Harbours far from their in- 
tended Port, by reaſon of Tempeſt , or the danger of Enemies, to the 

reatdiſcouragement of Merchants: It is therefore ordered and eſtabli- 
ſhed that where any Shipor Ships,or otherVeſlels,ſhall come or arrive 
in any Harbour, Bay, or Creek, within this Kingdom, loaden with 
Arms, Ammunition or other Merehandize, that in ſuch caſes all thoſe 
that are or ſhall be in Command in the adjacent Counties reſpeRive- 
ly ſhall protect and defend the ſaid Merchants, procure Carriage for

. 29. Item, That certain Commiſſioners ſhall be appointed in every 
Port-Town of the Free-men and Reſidents therein by the Provincial 
or SupremeCouncil, for the viewing ot all the Arms and Ammuni- 
tion that ſhall be hereafter imported into this Kingdom from be- 
yond Seas, and to certifie the ſame to the 'Supreme Councl withall 
ſpeed, and to prevent abuſes in the Sale for iſſuing or diſpoſing of 
rnem. 

« 30. Item, It is ordered and eſtabliſhed, that where Souldiers do 
run from their- Garriſons, or Commanders unto other Counties or 
or Provinces, that the Commanders or chief Governours of the ſaid 
County or Province, upon complaint made thereof, ſhall ſend back 
the Fugitive Souldiers to their Commanders to be dealt withal ac- 
cording to]Juſtice. - 

31. Item, It is ordered and eſtabliſhed, that the Debts and other 
Duties. owing to Creditors of this Union being Neuters and Enc- 
mies, ſhall be paid out of the Goods, Lands, Tenements, and Here- 
ditaments of the ſaid Neuters, and Enemies reſpectively, before any 
other publick charge be anſwered thereour. ; 

32. Item, It is ordered and eſtabliſhed, that no Souldiers or other 
Perſons, without Command from the County-Council, meddle with 
the Lands or Goods of Neuters or Enemies. ; 
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33- Item, itis ordered and eſtabliſhed, that to prevent the ſpring- 
ing up of all National diſtinqtions, the Oath of Aſſociation or 
Union be taken ſolemnly, after Confeſſion and receiving the Sacra- 
ment in the Pariſh Churches, throughout the Kingdom, and the 
Names of all the Perſons of Rank and Quality in every Pariſh that 
take the ſame,to be enrolled in Parchment,and to be Return'd,Sign'd; 
and Seal'd by the Pariſh Prieſt to the Ordinary of every Dioceſs , 
who is to keep the ſame in his Treaſury, and to certifie a Copy there- 
of under Seal to the Metropolitan, who is to keep that, and to cer- 
tifie a true Copy thereof under his Metropolitical Seal to the Rolls of 
the Kingdom, where the ſame is to be enrolled.

Hereas for ſpecial regtans of State moving Cs thereunto, 
We iſſued divers VVarrants , forbidding his Maieſties 

Army, to burn certain Houſes and Corn, and to forbear 
pillaging, [poiling, and taking away Goods and Cattle of 

divers perſons; And whereas alſo not only We the Lords, Juſtices, 
or one of Ts, or our very good Lord #he Earl of Ormond and Offory, 
Lieutenant General of the Army, but a; the late and preſent Com- 
mander or Commanders of hu Majeſties Forces in the City of Dublin, or 
in Drogheda and other places within the Province of Lemſter ( ſome 
of them having no authority or direftion ſo to do ) and iſſued War- 
rants admitting ſundry perſons ( many of which perſons by their 
preſent ill demerits in this General Rebellion, might juſtly have 
been forthwith proſecuted with fire and ſword) with (afery to 
bring or ſend to the Markets of Dublin, Drogheda, and other places, 
Corn and other proviſions, to be there ſold, which was done in ex- 
pettation that by that forbearance uſed towards them, when they 
ſaw Juſt vengeance taken on others for the ſame adhering to, and re- 
lieving thoſe who in this Rebellion publickly carry Arms, and com- 
mit open Atts of Hoſtility, they might be moved to depart from as'- 
hering to, or relieving thoſe notorious Attors inthe Rebellion , in 
gratitude to his Majeſty and this State , for ſo muchclemency uſed 
towards them ; yet ſo ungrateful have many or moſt of thoſe perſons 
beew found, and ſo inſenſable of the dury and loyaltie of good Sub- 
jetts to his Majeſty, as notwithſtanding that clemency uſed to- 
wards them, they have not returned the fruits of Loyaltie expetted 
from them, but on the contrary have run on in their former ryebelli- 
ous courſes, not ſo much as having to this time offered any aſſiſtance 
to this State, or any the Governors or Commanders of the Army, and 
have murdered many Engliſh and other Subjefts in ſeveral parts : 
it being obſerved, that if any of his Majeſties good Subjefts, Soul- 
aiers or others, paſs by, not flirongly guarded, they are ſect upon and 


murthered in the High-ways and paſſages as they trayel, the tery 
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Plowmen and thoſe that keep Cattle, having continually Arms ty- 
ing by them inthe Fields, io murther thoſe Pis Majeſties good Sub- 
jetts when they find them weakly guarded; and on the other [ide 
when they find them ſlrongly guarded, they ſeem to go on in their 
Plowing and Husbanary, ſhewing thoſe Warrants for their ſafety, 
and ſeeming to be poor, innocent, and harmleſs Lahourers. And al- 
though the aforeſaid open Rebels were frequently in ſome of their 
Houſes, and continually round about them, they never gave us any 
zntelligence concerning the proceedings of thoſe open Kebels , nor 
of the places where they had often meetings, and where they might 
be found to be fallen on by his Mijeſties Army, which they might 
eaſily have done, if their affettions to hs Majeſty and hs Govern- 
ment had been ſuch as by the Laws of God they ought to be, or if 
they deſired to live humbly in obedience to the Laws, as ſome of 
them pretend: And albeit in many of the ſard VVarrants there 
were conditions expreſſed , and in all of them Conditions implyed, 
that the- parties taking benefit thereby ,, ſhould behave themſelves 
as becomes dutiful and Loyal Subjetts, whereby We might juſtly 
proceed to their deſerved Correttion, without any violation on Our 
parts of the ſaidV Varrants, or the word thereby given. And al- 
beit alſo that moſt of thoſe VVarrants were not 3n themſelves Pro- 
teffions to the parties, further than in giving them leave to bring 
or ſend Corn and other proviſions to the Markets, whereby their 
Servants, or Horſes, or Proviſions ſhould not be ſeized on by the 
Souldiers when they came to the Markets, which admittance fell 
out as well for their benefit , as intended for the furniſhing of the 
Mar ket ; Tet becauſe We find that the further continuing of thoſe 
VVarrants, do now appear inevitably to induce a great inconve- 
nience to his Majeſties General Service, and many of thoſe people 
do either ar 0Y ( or perhaps purpoſely) miſtake the true ſenſe 
and meaning of thoſe VVarrants, and do give out to interpret 
them to be Proteftions granted to them for the ſafety of their 
Lives and Eſtates, , how foul ſoever they are in their crimes, 
which t an anterpretation that cannot juſtly be made out of the let- 
ter or meaning of thoſe V Varrants ; yet in regard We ( who are 
entruſted here by His Majeſty for the government of this His King- 
dom and People ), are ſo tender of Hu Majeſties Honour, as Ve 
neither have done, nor will do anything, that by any conſtruttiou 
can be interpreted a Breach of any word given by Ts, neither 
have deſired or willingly permitted any violence or hurt to be 
done to any Inhabitant, or any prejudice, other than for the neceſ- 
ſary Defence and ſafety of this State, and other His Majeſti es good 
Subjetts, againſt thoſe that took up Arms againſt His Majeſty.

To the firſt we ſay, that this hath been the pretence of al- 
moſt all thoſe who have entred into Rebellion in the Kingdom of 
Ireland at any time ſince the Reformation of Religion there, which 
was ſetled by Acts of Parliament above eighty years fince, and hath 
wrought good effects ever ſince for the peace and welfare both of the

of high nature, as we humbly conceive 1s not properly to be diſmiſ-

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Anſw. This we conceive to be a very bold Propoſition , not war- 
ranted as we alſo conceive by any Example, and rending to introduce 
an ill preſident in after-times,for that was never leen that the Records 
were taken off the File, but where there was ſome corruption or 
fraud,or ſome illegal or unjuſt carriage uſed, or concerning the procu- 
ring or making up of ſuch Records; and the ſame firit we'll prove upon 
due Examination, and that may not only conceal, but in ſome fort 
ſeem to juſtifie their abominable Treaſons, Murthers, Crueltics, Mafla- 
cres and Plunders ated againſt your Majelties Perſon, Crown and Dig- 
nity,upon the perſons of yourMajeſties moſt loyal ProteſtantSubjects in

diſpute, bur do humbly conceive, thar all thoſe who have committed 
Treaſon in the late Rebelhon, ſubſequent to your Majeftics promiſe 
of thoſe Graces, have thereby forfeited the beneht thereof, rogether 
with the Lands to which the ſaid Graces might elſe have related, and 
ſo their whole Eſtates are now jultly fallen to your Majeity by their 
Rebcllion, which we conceive is of great importance for your Viajeſties 
ſervice to be taken into conſideration ; as Firſt. with regard of tl.c 
Statutes made in the preſent Parliament of Erglaud.

and we humbly conceive, that if other Plantations ſhall not proceed 
for the ſetling and ſecuring of the Kingdom,and that if no reſtraint be 
made of Popiſh purchaſing, or buying of the Proteſtants out of their 
former Plantations, where they were prudently ſettled, though now 
caſt out of their Eſtates by the late Rebellion, and unable to Plant the 
ſame again for want of means, and therefore probably open eaſ' 
terms will part from their Eſtates to the Confederates ; that thoſe 
Plantations will be deſtroyed, to the great prejudice of your Majeſties 
Service, and endangering of the ſafety of that Kingdom. Touching 
bearing of Offices, we humbly conceive that their now conformity 
to the Laws and Statutes of that Realm, is the only mark of incapaci- 
ty impoſed upon them ; we humbly conceive that they ought not to 
expect to be more capable there, then the Engliſh Natives are here in 
England: in like caſe for Schools in Ireland, there are divers ſetled in 
that Kingdom already by the Laws and Statutes of that Realm ; ifany 
perſon well affected, ſhall ere and endow any more Schools there at 
their own charges, ſo that the School-maſter and Scholars may be 

governedaccording to Laws,Cuſtoms and Orders of Eng/and,and the 
reſt of Free-Schools here ; we cannot apprehend any juſt —_— 
thereunto 
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thereunto, but touching Univerſities and Inns of Court, we hum- 
bly conceive that this part of the propolitton ſavoureth of lome de- 
ſire to become Independant upon E1gland,or to make aſperlion on the 
Religion and Laws of the Kingdom, which can never be truely happy 
but in the good unity of both 1n the true Proteſtant Religion, and in 
the Laws of England, (for as for matter of charge ) ſuch of the Na- 
tives that are deſirous to breed their Sons for Learning 1n Divinity, 
can be well content to ſend them to theUniveriities of Lovane,Doway, 
and other Popiſh places in forreign Kingdoms, and tor Civil Law or 
Phyſick to Padus, and other places, which draws great Treaſure 
yearly out of your Majeſties Dominions, but will ſend tew or none of 
them to Oxford or Cambrige, where they might as cheaply be bred 
up and become as Learned, which courſe we conceive is holden out 
of their Pride, and diſaffetion towards this Kingdom, and the true 
Religion here profeſſed ; and for the Laws of the Land which are for 
the Common Law agreeable to Eng/and, and fo for the greateſt part 
of the Statutes, the Inns of Court in England are ſufhcient, and the 
Proteſtants come thither without grudging, and that is a means to 
civilize them after the Engliſh cuttoms, to make them familiar and 
in love with the Language and Nation, to preſerve Law in the Purity, 
when the Profeſſors of it ſhall draw from one Original Fountain ,

Anſw. We humbly conceive that the Roman Catholicks, Natives 
of Ireland, may have the like Offices and Places as the Roman Catho- 
licks Natives of England here have, and not otherwiſe ; howbeit we 
conceive that in the generality they have not deſerved ſo much by 
their late Rebellion, therefore we ſee not why they ſhould be endow- 
ed with any new or farther capacities or priviledges then they have 
by the Laws and Statutes now in force in that Kingdom. 

9. Tro. That the inſupportable. Oppreſſion ot your Sub jets, by 
reaſon of the Court of Wards, and reſpit of Homage, be taken away, 
and certain revenue in Lieu thereof ſetled upon your Majeſty, without 
diminution of your Majeſties profits. 

Anſw. We know of no Oppreſlion by reaſon of the Court of 
Wards, and we humbly conceive that the Court of Wards is of great 
uſe for the raiſing of your Majeſties Revenues, the preſervation of

liament, would be pleaſed to take the ſame into your own hands 
and poſſeſſion, and tor the neceſlary encreaſe of Your Majeſties Re - 
venue, and better ſecurity of the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, and the

14. That one good walled Town may be built and kept repair'd

15. Fhat for the better ſatisfaction of Juſtice, and Your Maje- 
ſties Honour, and for the future ſecurity of the ſaid Kingdom and 
Your Majeſties Proteſtant Subjects there, exemplary puniſhment ac- 
cording to Law may be inflicted upon ſuch as have there traiterouſ- 
ly levied VVar, and taken up Arms againſt Your Majeſties Prote- 

ant Subjes and Laws, and therein againſt Your Mey ; eſpeci- 
ally upon ſuch as have had their hands in the ſhedding of Innocent 
blood, or had to do with the firſt Plot or Conſpiracy, or fince that 
time have done any notorious Murther or Covert Ac of Treaſon. 

16. That all Your Majeſties Towns, Forts, and places of ſtrength 
deſtroy'd by the ſaid Confederates ſince. the ſaid Rebellion , may 
be by them and at. their Charges re-edified, and deliver'd up into 
Your Majeſties hands to be duly put into the Government under 
Your Majeſtie, and Your Laws of your good Proteſtants ; And that 
all Strengths and Fortifications made and ſet up by the ſaid Confe- 
derates fince the ſaid Rebellion, may be ſlighted and thrown down, 
or elſe deliver'd up and diſpoſed of tor Proteſtant Goverament and 
Security, as aforeſaid. 

17. That according to the Preſidents of former times in caſes of 
General Rebellions in Ire/ang, the Attainders which have been duly 
had byOutlawry for Treaſon done in this Rebellion,may be eſtabliſh'd 
and confirm'd by Act of Parliament to be in due form of Law tranſ- 
mitted and paſſed in Ive/and, and that ſuch Traitors as for want of 
Proteſtant and indifferent Jurors to indict them in the proper County, 
are not yet indicted, nor convicted, or attainted by Outlawry or 0- 
therwiſe, may upon due proof of their offences be by like As of 
Parliament convicted and attainted , and all fuch offenders forfeit 
their Eſtates, as to Law appertaineth, and Your Majeſty to be adjudg- 
ed and put in poſſeſſion without any Office or Inquiſition to be 
had, 

13. That Your Majeſties Proteſtant Subjes may be reſtored to 
the quiet Poſſeſſion of all their Caſtles, Houſes, Mannors, Lands, 
Tenements, Hereditaments and Leaſes, agd to the quiet poſſeſſion 
of the Rents thereof, as they had the ſame” before, and at the time 
of the breaking forth of this Rebellion, and from whence ha

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due Proceſs and Judgment of Law they have fince then been put or 
kept out, and may be anſwer'd of and for all the Mean Profits of the 
ſame, in the interim, and for all the time until they ſhall be ſo re- 
ſtored. 

19. That Your Majeſties ſaid Proteſtant Subjects may-alſo be re- 
ſtor'd to all their Moneys, Plate, wmaiqs Houſhold-ſtuff, Goods and 
Chattels whatſoever , which without due Proceſs or Judgment in 
Law have been by the ſaid Confederates taken or detain'd from them 
fince the contriving of the ſaid Rebellion, which may be gain'd in 
kind, or the full value thereof, if the ſame may not be had in kind ; 
and the like reſtitution to be made for all ſuch things, which, durin 
the ſaid time, have been deliver'd to any perſon or perſons of the fa 
Confederates in truſt to be kept or preſerv'd, but are by colour there- 
of ſtill withholden. 

20, That the eſtabliſhment and maintenance of a compleat Prote- 
ſtant-Army, and ſufficient Proteſtant-Souldiers and Forces for the 
time to come be ſpeedily taken into Your Majeſties prudent, juſt, and 
gracious Conſideration,and ſuch a courſe laid down, and continued ac- 
cording to the Rules of good Government, that Your Majeſties 
Right and Laws, the Proteſtant Religion and peace of that King- 
dom be no more endanger'd by the like Rebellions in time to 
come. 

21. That whereas it appeareth in Print that the ſaid Confede- 
rates, amongſt other things, aim at the repeal of Poyning's Law, 
thereby to open an eaſie and ready way in the paſſing of Ads of 
Parliament in Tre/and, without having them firſt well conſider'd of 
in England, which may produce many dangerous Conſequences both 
to that Kingdom and to Your Majeſties other Dominions ; Your 
Majeſty would be pleaſed to reſent and reject all Propoſitions tend- 
ing to introduce ſo great a diminution of Your Royal and neceſſa- 
ry Power, for the confirmation of your Royal Eſtate, and proteQion 
of Your good Proteſtant Subjects both there and elſewhere.
